17  So  all  the  generations  from  Abraham  un^o  David 
are  fourteen  generations ;  and  from  David  unto  the 
removal  to  Babylon,  fourteen  generations ;  and  from 
the  removal  tp  Babylon  unto  the  Christ,  fourteen 
generations. 

18  Now  the  birth  of  Jesus  Christ  wai  after  this  man- 
ner. His  mother  Mary  being  betrothed  to  Joseph, 
before  they  came  together  she  was  found  with  child 

19  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  Then  Joseph  her  husband,  be- 
ing just,  and  not  willing  to  expose  her  openly,  de- 

20  sired  to  put  her  away  privately.    But  while  he 
'   thought  on  these  things,  behold;  an  angel  of  the 

Lord  appeared  to  him  in  a  'dream,  saying  :  Joseph, 
■on  of  David,  fear  not  to  take  to  thee  Mary  thy  mfe ; 
for  that  which  is  begotten  in  her  is  of  the  Holy 

21  Spirit    And  she  shall  bring  forth  a  son,  and  thou

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sbalt  call  his  name  Jesus ;  for  he  shall  save  hia 
people  from  their  sins. 

Now  all  this  was  done,  that  it  might  be  fulfilled  22 
which  was  spoken  by  the  Lord  through  the  prophet, 
sajiog  :  Behold,  the  virgin  shall  be  with  child,  and  23 
shall  briug  forth  a  son,  and  they  shall  call  his  name 
Immanuel ;  which  is  interpreted,  God  with  ns. 

And  Joseph,  awaking  from  sleep,  di^  as  the  angel  24 
of  the  Lord  had  bidden  him,  and  took  to  him  his 
wife ;  and  he  knew  her  not  till  she  had  brought  25 
forth  a  son ,-  and  he  called  his  name  Jesus. 

n.    Now  when  Jesus  was  born  in  Bethlehem  of    1 
Judea  in  the  days  of  Herod  the  king,  behold,  there 
came  wise  men  from  the  east  to  Jerusalem,  saying :    2 
Where  is  he  that  is  born  King  of  the.  Jews  ?  For  we 
saw  his  star  in  the  east,  and  have  come  to  do  him 
homage.    When  Herod  the  king  heard  it,  he  was    3 
troubled,  and  all  Jerusalem  with  him.    And  when    4 
he  had  gathered  all  the  chief  priests  and  scribes  of 
the  people  together,  he  inquired  of  them  where  the 
Christ  should  be  born.    And  they  said  to  him.  In    5 
Bethlehem  of  Judea ;  for  thus  it  is  written  by  the 
prophet :    And  thou  Bethlehem,  land  of  Judah,  art    6 
in  no  wise  least  s^piong  the  princes  of  Judah  ;  for 
out  of  thee  shall  come  a  Goveilior,  that  shall  rule 
my  people  Israel.     Then  Herod  having  secretly    7

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called  the  wise  men,  inquired  of  them  exactly  the 

8  time  when  the  star  appeared.  And  he  sent  them  to 
Bethlehem,  and  said :  Go  and  inquire  strictly  con- 
cerning the  child ;  and  when  je  have  found  him,  bring 
me  word  again,  that  I  also  may  come  and  do  himt 

9  homage.  When  they  had  heard  the  king,  they  de- 
parted; and'lo,  the  star,  which  they  saw  in  the 
east,  went  before  them,  till  it  came  and  stood  over 

10  where  the  young  child  was.    When  they  saw  the 

11  star,  they  rejoiced  with  exceeding  great  joy.  And 
when  they  were  come  into  the  house,  they  saw  the 
young  child  with  Mary  his  mother,  and  fell  down, 
and  did  homage  to  him ;  and  opening  their  treas- 
ures, they  presented  to  him  gifts,  gold  and  frankin- 

12  cense  and  myrrh.  And  being  warned  of  God  in  a 
dream,  that  they  should  not  returq  to  Herod,  they 
departed  into  their  own  country  by.  another  way. 

13  And  when  they  had  departed,  behold,  an  angel  of 
the  Lord  appears  to  Joseph  in  a  dream,  saying : 
Arise,  and  take  the  young  child  and  his  mother,  and 
flee  into  Egypt,  and  be  there  until  I  bring  thee 
word  ;  for  Herod  will  seek  the  young  child  to  de- 

14  stroy  him.  And  he  arose  and  took  the  young  child 
and  his  mother  by  night  and  departed  into  Egypt, 

15  and  was  there  until  the  death  of*  Herod ;  that  it 
might  be  fulfilled  which  was  spoken  by  the  Lord 
through  the  prophet,  saying,  Out  of  Egypt  have  I 
called  my  son. 

16  Then  Herod,  when  he  saw  that  he  was  mocked 
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by  the  wise  men,  waa  exceeding  wroth ;  and  he  sent 
forth,  and  slew  all  the  male  children  that  were  in 
Bethlehem,  and  in  all  its  borders,  from  two  years 
old  and  under,  according  to  the  time  which  he  had 
exactly  learned  from  the  wise  men.  Then  was  ful-  17 
filled  that  which  was  spoken  through  Jeremiah  the 
prophet,  saying :  A  voice  was  heard  in  Bamah,  18 
weeping,  and  great  mourning ;  Bachel  weeping  for 
her  children^  and  would  not  be  comforted,  because 
they  are  not. 

But  when  Herod  was  dead,  behold^an  angel  of  19 
the  Lord  appears  in  a  dream  to  Joseph  in  Egypt, 
saying ;  Arise,  and  take  the  young  child  and  his  20 
mother,  and  go  into  the  land  of  Israel ;  for  they  are 
dead  who  sought  the  young  child*s  life.    And  he  21 
arose,  and  took  the  young  child  and  his  mother, 
and  came  into  the  land  of  Israel.    But  when  he  heard  22 
that  Archelaus  reigned  in  Judea  in  the  room  of 
Herod  his  father,  he  was  afraid  to  go  thither ;  and 
being  warned  of  God  in  a  dream,  he  turned  aside 
into  the  parts  of  Galilee.    And  he  came  and  dwelt  23 
\n  a  city  called  Nazareth ;  that  it  might  be  fulfilled 
which  was  spoken  through  the  prophets,  He  shall 
be  called  a  Nazarene. 

III.  Ik  those  days  came  John  the  Immerser,  1 
preaching  in  the  wilderness  of  Judea,  and  saying  :  2 
Repent,  for  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  at  hand. 

V.  18.    In  some  ancient  copies :  lamentation  and  weeping 
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8  For  tliis  is  he  that  was  spoken  of  through  the 
prophet  Isaiah,  sayiDg :  The  voice  of  one  crying 
in  the  wilderpess,  Prepare  the  way  of  the  Lord,  make 

4  straight  his  paths.  And  he,  John,  had  his  raiment  of 
camers  hair,  and  a  leathern  girdle  about  his  loins ; 
and  his  food  was  locusts  and  wild  honey. 

5  Then  went  out  to  hi m  Jerusalem,  and  all  Judea,  and 

6  all  the  region  about  the  Jordan,  and  were  immers- 

7  ed  by  him  in  the  Jordan,  confessing  their  sins.  But 
when  he  saw  many  of  the  Pharisees  and  Sadducees 
coming  to  his  immersion,  he  said  to  them  :  Brood 
of  vipers,  who  has  warned  you  to  flee  from  the  com- 

8  ing  wrath?    Bring  forth  therefore  fruit  meet  for 

9  repentance  ;  and  think  not  to  say  within  yourselves, 
We  have  Abraham  for  our  father ;  for  I  say  to  you, 
that  God  is  able  of  these  stones  to  raise  up  children 

10  to  Abraham.  And  now  the  axe  is  laid  to  the  root 
of  the  trees ;  therefore  every  tree  that  brings  not 
forth  good  fruit  is  hewn  down,  and  cast  into  the  fire. 

11  I  indeed  immerse  you  in  water  unto  repentance ;  but 
he  that  comes  after  me  is  mightier  than  T,  whose 
sandals  I  am  not  worthy  to  bear ;  he  will  immerse 

12  you  in  the  Holy  Spirit  and  fire.    Whose  fan  is  in 
.  his  hand,  and  he  will  thoroughly  cleanse  his  thresh* 

ing-fioor,  and  will  gather  his  wheat  into  the  garner; 
but  the  chafif  he  will  bum  up  with  fire  unquenchable. 

13  Then  Jesus  comes  from  Galilee  to  the  Jordan  to 

14  John,  to  be  immersed  by  him.  But  John  sought  to 
hinder  him,  saying  :  I  have  need  to  be  immersed  by

ihee,  and  doet  thoa  come  to  me?    And  Jesus  an-  19 
Bwering  said  to  him :   Suffer  it  now ;  for  thus  it. 
becomes  us  to  fulfill  all  righteousness.    Then  he  suf- 
fered him.     And  Jesus,  when  he  was  immersed,  went  1 
up  straightway  from  the  water ;  and  lo,  the  heavens 
were  opened  to  him,  and  he  saw  the  Spirit  of  God 
descending,  as  a  dove,  and  coming  upon  him.    And  17 
lo,  a  voice  out  of  heaven,  saying :  This  is  my  beloved 
Son,  in  whom  I  am  well  pleased. 

IV.    Then  was  Jesus  led  up  by  the  Spirit  into    1 
the  wilderness,  to  be  tempted  by  the  Devil.    Aiid    2 
when  he  had  fasted  forty  days  and  forty  nights,  be 
afterwards  hungered.    And  the  tempter  came,  and    3 
said  to  bim  :  If  thou  art  the  Son  of  God,  command 
that  these  stones  become  bread.    But  he  answered    4 
and  said :  It  is  written,  Man  shall  not  live  by  bread       \ 
alone,  bnt  by  every  word  that  proceeds  out  of  the 
month  of  God. 

Then  the  Devil  takes  him  up  into  the  holy  city,    5 
and  sets  him  on  the  pinnacle  of  the  temple,  and  says 
to  him  :  If  thou  art  the  Son  of  God,  cast  thyself   6 
down ;  for  it  is  written,  He  shall  give  his  angels 
command  concerning  thee ;  and  on  their  hands  they 
ahall  bear  thee  up,  lest  haply  thou  dash  thy  foot 
against  a  stone.     Jesus  said  to  him :    Again  it    7 
is  written,  Thou  shalt  not  tempt  the  Lord  thy  God. 

Again  the  Devil  takes  him  up  into  an  exceeding    8 
high  mountain,  and  shows  him  all  the  kmgdoms  of 
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9  the  world,  and  the  glory  of  them ;  and  siys  to  him : 
•All  these  things  will  I  give  thee,  if  thou  wilt  fall 

10  down  and  worship  me.  Then  Jesus  says  to  him  : 
Get  thee  hence,  Satan ;  for  it  is  written :  Thou 
shalt  worship  the  Lord,  thy  God,  and  him  only  shalt 

11  thou  serve.    Then  the  Devil  leaves  him  ;*and  behold, 
•   angels  came  and  ministered  to  him. 

12  And  hearing  that  John  was  delivered  up,  he  re* 

13  tired  into  Galilee.  And  leaving  Nazareth,  ha 
came  and  dwelt  in  Capernaum,  which  is  by  the  sea, 

14  in  the  borders  of  Zebulnn  and  Naphtali.  That  it 
might  be  fulfilled  which  was  spoken  through  Isaiah 

15  the  pn>phet,  saying :  The  land  of  Zebului^  and  the 
land  of  Nj^htali,  by  the  way  of  the  sea,  beyond  the 

16  Jordan,  Galilee  of  the  Gentiles ;  the  people  that  sat 
in  darkness  saw  great  light ;  and  to  them  that  sat  in 

f     the  region  and  shadow  of  death  light. is  sprung  up. 

17  From  that  time  Jesos  began  to  preach,  and  to 
say  :  Bepent ;  for  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  at  band. 

18  And  walking  by  the  sea  of  Galilee,  he  saw  two 
brothers,  Sunon  called  Peter,  and  Andrew  his 
brother,  casting  a  net  into  the  seaf  for  they  were 

19  fishers.    And  he  says  to  them :  Oome  after  me,  and 

20  I  will  make  you  fishers  of  men.    And  they  straight- 

21  way  left  their  nets,  and  followed  him.  And  going 
on  from  thence,  he  saw  oth^  two  brothers,  James 
the  son  of  Zebedee,  and  John  his  brother,  in  the 
ship  with  Zebedee  their  father,  mending  their  nets ; 
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And  he  called  them.     And  they  immediately  left  22 
the  ship  and  their  father,  and  followed  him. 

And  Jesas  went  about  all  Galilee,  teaching  in  23 
their  synagogues,  and  preaching  the  good  news  of 
the  kingdom,  and  healing  every  sickness  and  every 
infirmity  among  the  people.   And  his  fame  went  forth  24 
into  all  Syria ;  and  they  brought  to  him  all  that  were 
sick,  taken  with  divers  diseases  and  torments,  and 
possessed  wiih  devils,  and  lunatic,  and  palsied  ;  and 
he  healed  them.    And  great  multitudes  followed  him  25 
from  Galilee,  and  Decapolis,  and  Jerusalem,  and 
Judea,  and  from  beyond  the  Jordan. 

Y.    And  seeing  the  multitudes,  he  went  up  into  the    1 

moantain ;  and  when  he  had  sat  down,  his  djsciples 

came  to  him.    And  he  opened  his  mouth,  and  taught    2 

them,  saying : 
Happy  the  poor  in  spirit ;  for  theirs  is  the  king-    3 

dom  of  heaven. 
Happy  they  that  mourn ;  for  they  shall  be  com-    4 

forted. 
Happy  the  meek ;  for  they  shall  inherit  the  earth.    6 
Happy  they  that  hunger  and  thirst  after  right-    6 

eousneas ;  for  they  shall  be  filled. 
Happy  the  merciful ;  for  they  shall  obtain  mercy.    7 
Happy  the  pure  in  heart ;  for  they  shall  see  God.    8 
Happy  the  peacemakers  i  for  they  shall  be  called    9 

SODS  of  God. 

Y.  5.  oTf  the  land 
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10  Happy  they  that  are  persecuted  for  r^hteonsnes' 
sake  ;  for  theirs  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven. 

11  Happy  are  ye,  when  they  shall  revile  and  perse- 
cute yon,  andshaUsay  all  evil  against  you  falsely,  for 

12  my  sake.  Bejoice,  and  be  exceeding  glad ;  because 
great  is  your  reward  in  heaven,  for  so  persecuted 
they  the  prophets  that  were  before  you, 

^3  Ye  are  the  salt  of  the  earth;  but  if  the  salt  haft 
lost  its  savor,  wherewith  shall  it  be  salted  7  It  is 
thenceforth  good  for  nothing,  but  to  be  cast  out, 
and  to  be  trodden  under  foot  of  men. 

14  Ye  are  the  light  of  the  world.    A  city  that  is  set 

15  on  a  hill  can  not  be  hid.  Nor  do  they  light  a  lamp 
and  put  it  under  the  bushel,  but  on  the  lightstand ; 

16  and  it  shines  to  all  that  are  in  the  house.  So  let 
your  light  shine  before  men,  that  they  may  see  your 
good  works,  and  glorify  your  Father  who  is  in 
heaven. 

17  Think  not  that  I  have  come  to  destroy  the  law, 
or  tiie  prophets  ,*  I  have  not  come  to  destroy,  but 

18  to  fulfill.  For  verily  I  say  to  you,  till  heaven  and 
earth  pass,  one  jot  or  one  tittle  shall  not  pass  from 

19  the  law,  till  all  be  fulfilled.  Whosoever  therefore 
shall  break  one  of  these  least  commandments,  and 
shall  teach  men  so,  he  shall  be  called  the  least  in  tho 
kingdom  of  heaven;  but  whosoever  shall  do  and 
teach  them,  the  same  shall  be  called  great  in  the 
kingdom  of  heaven. 

y.  11.  Some  andent  oqpiee^  (mii(,  falsely* 
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VoT  1  say  to  you,  that  except  your  righteousness  20. 
shall  exceed  that  of  the  scribes  and  Pharisees,  ye 
shall  not  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  heaven. 

Ye  have  heard  that  it  was  said  to  them  of  old  21 
time :  Thou  shalt  not  kill ;  and  whosoever  shall  kill 
shall  be  in  danger  of  the  judgment.    But  I  say  to  22 
you,  that  whosoever  is  angry  ^ith  his  brother,  with- 
out cause,  shall  be  in  danger  of  the  judgment ;  and 
whosoever  shall  say  to  his  brother,  Baca,  shall  be  in 
danger  of  the  council;  and  whosoever  shall  say, 
Thou  fool,  shall  be  in  danger  of  hell-fire.    There-  23 
fore  if  thou  bring  thy  gift  to  the  altar,  and  there  re- 
memberest  that  thy  brother  has  aught  against  thee ; 
leave  there  thy  gift  before  the  altar,  and  go,  first  be  2^ 
reconciled  to  thy  brother,  and  then  come  and  oflfer  thy 
gift 

Agree  with  thine  adversary  quickly,  while  thou  25 
art  in  the  way  with  him;  lest  haply  the  ad- 
versary deliver  thee  to  the  judge,  and  the  judge 
deliver  thee  to  the  officer,  and  thou  be  cast  into 
prison.  Yerily  I  say  to  thee,  thou  shalt  not  come  26 
out  thence,  till  thou  hast  paid  the  uttermost  fer- 
thing. 

Ye  have  heard  that  it  was  said  :  Thou  shalt  not  27 
commit  adultery.    But  I  say  to  you,  that  whoever  28

ib,  Raca,  a  term  of  angry  reproach, 
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looks  on  a  woman  to  last  after  her,  has  committed 

29  adultery  with  her  aJready  in  his  heart.  And  if  thy 
right  eye  causes  thee  to  offend,  pluck  it  out  and  cast 
it  from  thee  ;  for  it  is  profitable  for  thee  that  one  of 
thy  members  should  perish,  and  not  that  thy  whole 

30  body  should  be  cast  into  hell.  And  if  thy  right 
hand  causes  thee  to  offend,  cut  it  oflTand  cast  it  from 
thee ;  for  it  is  profitable  for  thee  that  one  of  thy 
members  should  perish,  and  not  that  thy  whole  body 
should  be  cast  into  hell. 

31  And  it  was  said :  Whosoever  shall  put  away  his 
wife,  let  him  give  her  a  writing  of  divorcement. 

32  But  I  say  to  you,  that  whosoever  shall  put  away  his 
wife,  save  for  the  cause  of  fornication,  makes  her 
commit  adultery ;  and  whosoevw  shall  marry  her 
when  put  away,  commits  adultery. 

33  Again  ye  have  heard,  that  it  was  said  to  them  of 
old  time :  Thou  shalt  not  swear  falsely,  but  shalt 

34  perform  to  the  Lord  thine  oaths.  But  I  say  to  you, 
swear  not  at  all ;  neither  by  heaven,  for,  it  is  God'a 

35  throne ;  nor  by  the  earth,  for  it  is  his  footstool ;  nor 
by  Jerusalem,  for  it  is  the  city  of  the  great  King. 

36  Nor  shalt  thou  swear  by  thy  head ;  because  thou 

37  canst  not  make  one  hair  white  or  black.  But  let 
your  word  be,  Yea,  yea,  Nay,  nay ;  for  whatsoever 
is  more  than  these  comes  of  evil. 

38  Ye  have  heard  that  it  was  said :  An  eye  for  an 

39  eye,  and  a  tooth  fo^  a  tooth.    But  I  say  to  yon, 
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that  ye  resist  not  eyil;  but  whosoever  shall  smite 
thee  on  thy  right  cheek,  turn  to  him  the  other  also. 
And  if  any  man  will  sue  thee  at  the  law,  and  take  thy  40 
coat)  let  him  have  thy  cloak  also.    And  whosoever  41 
shall  compel  thee  to  go  one  mile,  go  with  him  two. 
Give  to  him  that  asketh  thee,  and  from  him  that  42 
would  borrow  of  thee  turn  not  thou  away. 

Ye  have  heard  that  it  was  said :  Thou^halt  love  43 
thy  neighbor,  and  hate  thine  enemy.    But  I  say  44 
to  you,  love  your  enemies,  and  pray  for  them  that 
persecute  you.    That  ye  may  be  sons  of  your  45 
Father  who  is  in  heaven ;  for  he  causes  his  sun  to 
rise  on  the  evil  and  the  good,  and  sends  rain  on  the 
just  and  the  unjust.    For  if  ye  love  them  that  love  46 
you,  what  reward  have  ye  ?    Do  not  also  the  publi- 
cans the  same?    And  if  ye  salute  your  brethren  47 
only,  what  do  ye  that  excels  ?    Do  not  also  the  hea- 
then thus?    Be  ye  therefore  perfect,  even  as  your  48 
X'  uther  who  is  in  heaven  is  perfect. 

VI.  Take  heed  that  ye  do  not  your  righteousness    1 
before  men,  to  be  seen  by  them ;  otherwise  ye  have 
no  reward  of  your  Father  who  is  in  heaven.  There-    2 
fore  when  thou  docst  alms,  do  not  sound  a  trumpet 
before  thee,  as  the  hypocrites  do  in  the  synagogues 
and  in  the  streets,  that  they  may  have  glory  of  men. 
Verily  I  say  to  you,  they  have  in  full  their  reward. 
Bat  when  thou  doest  alms,  let  not  thy  left  hand    3 
know  what  thy  right  hand  doeth.    That  thine  alms    4 
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maj  be  in  secret ;  and  ihj  Father  who  seeth  in  se» 
cret  will  himself  reward  thee. 
b  And  when  ye  pray,  ye  shall  not  be  aa  the  hypo- 
crites ;  for  they  loTe  to  pray  standing  in  the  syna- 
gognes  and  in  the  corners  cmT  the  streets,  that  they 
may  be  seen  by  men.    Verily  I  say  to  you,  they 

6  have  in  full  their  reward.  But  thou,  when  thou 
prayest,  enter  into  thy  closet,  and  when  thou  hast 
shut  thy  door,  pray  to  thy  Father  whp  is  in  secret ; 
and  thy  Father  who  seeth  in  secret  will  reward  thee. 

7  But  when  ye  pray,  use  not  vain  repetitions,  as 
the  heathen  do ;  for  they  think  that  they  shall  be 

8  heard  for  their  much  speaking.  Be  not  ye  therefore 
like  to  them ;  for  your  Father  knows  what  things 

9  ye  have  need  of,  before  ye  ask  him.  After  this  maur 
ner  therefore  pray  ye : 

Our  Father  who  art  in  heaven,  hallowed  be  thy 
^name. 

10  Thy  kingdom  come;  thy  will  be  done,  as  in 
heaven,  so  also  on  the  earth. 

11  Give  u3  this  day  our  daily  bread. 

12  And  forgive  us  our  debts,  as  also  we  forgive  our 
debtors. 

13  And  lead  us  not  into  temptation,  but  deliver  us 
from  evil. 

14  For  if  ye  forgive  men  their  trespasses,  your  heav- 

15  enly  Father  will  also  forgive  you  ;•  but  if  ye  forgive 

V.  U.  Or,  our  needful  bread 
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not  men  their  trespasses,  neither  will  your  Father 
foi^Ve  yoxir  trespasses. 

And  when  ye  fast,  be  not  as  the  hypocrites,  of  16 
a  sad  countenance ;  for  they  disfigure  their  faces, 
tiiat  they  may  appear  to  men  to  fast.    Verily  I  say 
to  you,  they  havean  full  their  reward.    But  thou,  17 
when  thou  fastest,  anoint  thy  head,  and  wash  thy    ' 
fece ;  that  thou  appear  not  to  men  to  fast,  but  to  18 
thy  Father  wlio  is  in  secret ;  and  thy  Father  who 
seeth  in  secret  will  reward  thee. 

Lay  not  up  for  yourselves  treasures  on  the  earth,  19 
where  moth  and  rust  consume,  and  where  thieves 
break  through  and  steal.    But  lay  up  for  yourselves  20 
treasures  in  heaven,  where  neither  moth  nor  rust 
consumes,  and  where  thieves  do  not  break  through 
nor  steal.    For  where  your  treasure  is,  there  will  21 
your  heart  be  also. 

The  lamp  of  the  body  is  the  eye.    If  therefore  22 
thine  eye  be  single,  thy  whole  body  shall  be  light  j 
but  if  thine  eye  be  evil,  thy  whole  body  shall  be  23 
dark.    If  therefore  the  light  that  is  in  thee  is  dark- 
nesB,  how  great  the  darkness  I    No  man  can  serve  24 
two  masters ;  for  either  he  will  hate  the  one,  and 
love  the  other,  or  he  will  hold  to  one  and  despise 
the  other.    Te  can  not  serve  God  and  Mammon. 

For  this  cause  I  say  to  you,  take  not  thought  for  25 
your  life,  what  ye  shall  eat,  or  what  ye  shall  drink ; 
nor  for  your  body,  what  ye  shall  put  on.    Is  not  the 
15 
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life  more  than^  food,  and  the  bddy  than  raiment? 

26  Behold  the  fowls  of  the  air,  that  they  sow  not,  nor 
reap,  nor  gather  into  barns ;  and  yoor  heavenly  Fa- 
ther feeds  thenj.    Are  ye  not  much  better  than  they  ? 

27  Which  of  you  by  taking  thought  can  add  one  cubit 

28  to  his  stature?  And  why  take  ye  thought  for  rai- 
ment ?    Consider  the  lilies  of  the  field,  how  they 

29  grow.  They  toil  not,  nor  spin ;  and  I  say  to  you, 
that  even  Solomon  in  all  his  glory  was  not  arrayed 

30  like  one  of  these.  And  if  God  so  clothes  the  grass 
of  the  field,  which  to-day  is,  and  to-morrow  is  cast 
into  the  oven,  will  he  not  much  more  you,  0  ye  of 

31  little  faith  ?  Take  not  thought  therefore,  saying, 
What  shall  we  eat?  or,  What  shall  we  drink?  or, 

32  Wherewith  shall  we  be  clothed?  (For  after  all 
these  do  the  Gentiles  seek.)    For  your  heavenly 

33  Father  knows  that  ye  have  need  of  all  these.  But  seek 
first  the  kingdom  of  God,  and  his  righteousness ; 

34  and  all  these  shall  be  added  to  you.  Take  not 
thought,  therefore,  for  the  morrow ;  for  the  morrow 
will  take  thought  for  itself.  Sufficient  for  the  day 
is  the  evil  thereof. 

1  VII.  JuDGB  not,  that  ye  be  not  judged.  For  with 

2  what  judgment  ye  judge,  ye  shall  be  judged ;  and 
with  what  measure  ye  mete,  it  shall  be  measured  to 

3  you.    And  why  beholdest  thou  the  mote  that  is  in 

y.  27.  or,  to  Mb  age 
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thy  brother's  %ye,  but  perceivest  not  the  beam  that 
is  in  thine  own  eye  ?  Or  how  wilt  thou  say  to  thy  4 
brother :  Let  me  cast  out  the  mote  from  thine  eye ; 
and,  behold,  the  beam  is  in  thine  own  eye  ?  Hypo-  5 
crite !  first  cast  out  the  beam  out  of  thine  own  eye ; 
and  then  shalt  thou  see  clearly  to  cast  out  the  mote 
out  of  thy  brother's  eye. 

Give  not  that  which  is  holy  to  the  dogs,  nor  cast  *  6 
your  pearls  before  the  swine;  lest  they  trample 
them  with  their  feet,  and  turn  and  rend  you. 

Ask,  and  it  shall  be  given  you ;  seek,  and  ye  shall    7 
find ;  knock,  and  it  shall  be  opened  to  you.    For    8 
every  one  that  asketh  receiveth ;  and  he  that  seeketh 
findeth ;  and  to  him  that  kno'cketh  it  shall  be  opened. 
Or  what  man  is  there  of  you,  of  whom  if  his  son  ask    9 
bread,  will  he  give  him  a  stone  7    And  if  he  ask  a  10 
fish,  wiU  he  give  him  a  serpent?    If  ye  then,  being  11 
evil,  know  how  to  give  good  gifts  to  your  children, 
how  much  more  shall  your  Father  who  is  in  heaven 
give  good  things  to  them  that  ask  him  ?  Therefore  12 
all  things  whatsoever  ye  would  that  men  should  do 
to  you,  so  also  do  ye  to  them ;  for  this  is  the  law 
and  the  prophets. 

£nter  in  through  the  strait  gate ;  for  wide  is  the  13 
gate,  and  broad  the  wa^,  that  leads  to  destruction, 
and  many  are  they  that  go  in  thereat.    For  strait  14 

V.  14.  In  8cfme  ancient  copies :'  How  strait 
»•  IT 
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IB  the  gate,  and.  narrow  the  way,  that-  leads  to  life^ 
and  few  are  they  that  find  it. 

15  Beware  of  false  prophets,  who  come  to  yoa  in 
sheep's  clothing,  but  inwardly  are  ravening  wolves. 

16  Ye  shall  know  them  from  their  fruits.    Do  men 

17  gather  grapes  of  thorns,  or  figs  of  thistles  ?  So  every 
good  tree  brings  forth  good  fruit ;  but  the  corrupt 

18  tree  brings  forth  evil  fruit.  #  A  good  tree  can  not 
.  bring  forth  evil  fruit,  nor  a  corrupt  tree  bring  forth 

19  good  fruit.    Every  tree  that  brings  not  forth  good 

20  fruit  is  hewn  down,  and  cast  into  the  fire.  So  then, 
from  their  fruits  ye  shall  know  them. 

21  Not  every  one  that  says  to  me,  Lord,  Lord,  shall 
enter  into  the  kingdom  of  heaven ;  but  he  that  doeth 

22  the  will  of  my  Father  who  is  in  heaven.  Many  will 
say  to  me  in  that  day :  Lord,  Lord,  have  we  not 
prophesied  in  thy  name,  and  in  thy  name  cast  out 

23  devils,  and  in  thy  name  done  many  miracles?  And 
then  will  1  profess  to  them,  I  never  knew  you ;  de- 
part from  me,  ye  that  work  iniquity. 

24  Therefore  every  one  that  hears  these  sayings  of 
mine,  and  doeth  them,  I  will  liken  him  to  a  wise 

25  man,  that  built  his  house  on  the  rock.  And  the 
rain  descended,  and  the  streams  came,  and  the  winds 
blew,  and  fell  upon  that  house  ,*  and  it  did  not  fall, 

26  for  it  had  been  founded  on  the  rock.  And  every  one 
that  hears  these  sayings  of  mine,  and  doe^  them 

Y.  24.  In  8ome  ancient  copies :  my  sayings 
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not,  shall  be  likened  to  a  foolish  man,  that  built  bis 
bouse  CD  the  sand.    And  the  rain  descended,  and  27 
the  streams  came,  and  the  winds  blew,  and  beat  upon 
that  house,  and  it  fell ;  and  great  was  the  fall  of  it. 

And  it  came  to  pass,  when  Jesus  had  ended  these  28 
sayings,  that  the  multitudes  were  astonished  at  his 
teaching.     For  he  taught  them  as  having  author!- -29 
tj,  and  not  as  the  scribes. 

YIII.     When  he  had  comedown  from  the  moun-    1 
tain,  great  multitudes  followed  him.    And,  behold,    2 
there  came  a  leper  and  bowed  down  to  him,  saying  : 
Lord,  if  thou  wilt,  thou  canst  cleanse  me.    And  he    3 
put  forth  his  hand,  and  touched  him,  saying :  I  will ; 
be  thou  cleansed.    And  immediately  his  leprosy 
was  cleansed.    And  Jesus  says  to  him  :   See  thod    4 
tell  no  man ;  but  go,  show  thyself  to  the  priest,  and 
ofler  the  gift  that  Moses  commanded,  for  a  testi- 
fflooy  to  them. 

And  when  he  had  entered  into  Capernaum,  there    5 
came  to  him  a  centurion,  beseeching  him,  and  say- 
ing :  Lord,  my  servant  lies  at  home  palsied,  grievous-    6 
ly  tormented.    And  Jesus  says  to  him :  I  will  come    7 
and  heal  him.    The  centurion  answered  and  said :    8 
Lord,  I  am  not  worthy  that  thou  shouldest  come 
nnder  my  roof;  but  only  say  in  a  word,  and  my  ser- 
yant  will  be  healed.    For  I  am  a  man  under  au-    9 
thority,  having  soldiers  under  me,  and  I  say  to  this 
one,  Go,  and  he  goeth  ;  and  to  another,  Come,  and 
19 
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he  cometh :  and  to  my  servant,  Do  this,  and  he 

10  doeth  it.  When  Jesus  heard  it,  he  marveled,  and 
said  to  them  that  followed  :  Verily  I  say  to  you,  I 

11  have  not  found  so  great  faith  even  in  Israel.  And 
I  say  to  you,  that  many  shall  come  from  the  east 
and  west,  and  shall  recline  at  table,  with  Abraham, 

'  and  Isaac,  and  Jacob,  in  the  kingdom  of  heaven. 

12  But  the  sons  of  the  kingdom  shall  be*  cast  out 
into  the  outer  darkness ;  there  shall  be  weeping  and 

13  gnashing  of  teeth.  And  Jesus  said  to  the  centuri- 
on :  Go  thy  way  ;  and  as  thou  hast  believed,  be  it 
done  to  thee:  And  his  servant  was  healed  in  that 
hour. 

14  And  Jesus,  having  come  into  the  house  of  Peter, 
saw  his  mother-in-law  lying,  and  sick  of  a  fever. 

15  And  he  touched  her  hand,  and  the  fever  left  her ; 

16  and  she  arose,  and  ministered  to  him.  When  even** 
ing  was  come,  they  brought  to  him  many  that  were 
possessed  with  devils ;  and  he  cast  out  the  spirits 

17  with  a  word,  and  healed  all  that  were  sick.  That 
it  might  be  fulfilled  which  was  spoken  through 
Isaiah  the  prophet,  saying :  Himself  took  our  in- 
firmities, and  bore  our  sicknesses. 

18  And  Jesus,  seeing  great  multitudes  about  him, 

19  commanded  to  depart  to  the  other  side.  And  a 
certain  scribe  came,  and  said  to  him :  Teacher,  I 

20  will  follow  thee  whithersoever  thou  goest.  And 
Jesus  says  to  him :  The  foxes  have  holes  and  the 

20 
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birds  of  tbe  air  nests ;  bat  the  Son  of  man  has  not ' 
where  to  lay  his  head.    And  another  of  his  disciples  21 
said  to  Mm  :  Lord,  suffer  me  first  to  go  and  bniy 
xny&ther.    Bat  Jesus  said  to  him:  Follow  me;  22 
and  let  the  dead  bury  their  own  dead. 

And  when  he  had  entered  into  the  ship,  his  disci-  23 
pies  followed  him.    And,  behold,  there  arose  a  great  24 
tempest  in  the  sea,  so  that  the  ship  was  covered  by 
the  waves ;  but  he  was  sleeping.    And  the  disciples  25 
came  and  awoke  him,  saying  :  Lord,  save  us ;  we 
perish.    And  he  says  to  them  :  Why  are  ye  fear-  26 
fill,  0  ye  of  little  &ith  ?    Then  he  arose  and  rebuk- 
ed the  winds  and  tiie  sea ;  and  there  was  a  great 
ealm.    And  the  men  marveled  saying  :  What  man-  27 
ner  of  man  is  this,  that  even  the  winds  and  the  sea 
obey  him  1 

And  when  he  had  come^to  the  other  side,  into  the  28 
country  of  the  Gadarenes,  there  met  him.two  possess- 
ed with  devils,  coming  out  of  the  tombs,  exceeding 
fierce,  so  that  no  one  was  able  to  pass  bjfthat  way. 
And,  behold,  they  jcried  out,  saying  :  What  have  we  29 
to  do  with  thee.  Son  of  God  7    Art  thou  come  hither 
to  torment  us  before  the  time  ?    And  there  was  30 
a&r  off  firom  them  a  herd  of  many  swine  feeding. 
And  the  devils  besought  him,  saying :  If  thou  cast  31 
ns  oat,  send  us  away  into  thejierd  of  swine.  And  he  32 
said  to  them,  Go.    And  coming  out,  they  went  away 

y.  28.    In  some  ancient  copies :  Qergesenes 
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into  the  swine ;  and,  behold,  the  whole  herd  rubbed 
down  the  steep  into  the  sea,  and  perished  fn  the  waters. 

33  And  the  herdsmen  fled,  and  went  away  into  the  city, 
and  told  every  thing,  and  What  had  beMlen  tlie 

34  posseeped  with  devils.  And,  behold,  all  the  city  came 
oat  to  meet  Jesus ;  and  when  they  saw  him,  they 
besought  that  he  woald  depart  from  their  borders. 

1  IX.  And  he  entered  into  the  ship,  and  passed  over, ' 

2  and  came  to  his  own  city.  And,  behold,  they  brought 
to  him  one  that  was  palsied,  lying  on  a  bed.  And 
Jesus,  seeing  their  faith,  said  to  the  palsied  man : 

3  Child,  be  of  good  cheer ;  thy  sins  are  forgiven.  And, 
behold,  certain  of  the  scribes  said  within  themselves, 

4  This  man  blasphemes.  And  Jesus  knowing  their 
thoughts  said  :  Wherefore  think  ye  evil  in  your 

6  hearts  ?    For  which  is  easier,  to  say  :  Thy  sms  are 

6  forgiven  ;  or  to  say  :  Arise,  and  walk  ?  But  that 
ye  may  know  that  ihe  Son  of  man  has  power  on 
earth  to  forgive  sins,  (then  says  he  to  tiie  palsied 
man)    Arise,  take  up  thy  bed,  and  go  to  thy 

7  house.    And  he  arose,  and  departed  to  his  house. 

8  And  when  the  multitudes  saw  it,  they  feared,  and 
glorified  God,  who  had  given  such  power  to  men. 

9  And  as  Jesus  passed  on  from  thence,  he  saw  a 
man  named  Matthew,  sitting  at  the  receipt  of  cus- 
tom; and  he  says  to  him:  Follow  me.    And  he  arose 

10  and  followed  him.    And  it  came  to  pass,  as  he  re- 
clined at  table  in  the  house,  behold,  many  publicans 
22

and  Binners  came  and  reclined  at  table  with  Jesoa 
and  his  disciples.    And  ^e  Phansees^.BeeiDg  it,  said  11 
tohisdisciples:  Why  does  your  teacher  eat  with 
the  publicans  ajpd  the  sinners  ?    And  Jesus  hearing  12 
ity  said :  They  that  are  whole  need  not  a  physiciaui 
bat  they  that  are  sic^.    Bat  go,  and  learn  what  this  1 
means,  I  desire  merey  and  not  sacrifice ;  for  I  came 
not  to  call  righteous  men,  but  sinners. 

Then  came  to  hun  the  disciples  of  John,  saying :  14 
Why  do  we  and  the  Pharisees  fast  often,  but  thy 
disciples  fast  not?    And  Jesos  said  to  them:  Can  15 
the  sons  of  the  bridechamber  mourn,  so  long  as  the 
bridegroom  is  with  them?    But  days  will  cotne 
when  the  bridi^oom  will  be  taken  from  them,  aud 
then  shall  they  fast.    And  no  one  puts  a  piece  of  16 
unfolled  cloth  on  an  old  garment ;  for  that  which 
fills  it  up  takes  from  the  garment,  and  a  worse  rent 
is  made.     Nor  do  they  put  new  wine  into  old  skins ;  17 
else  the  skins  burst,  and  the  wine  runs  out,  and  the 
skins  are  destroyed.    But  they  put  new  wine  into 
new  skins,  and  both  are  preserved  together. 
,  While  he  was  speaking  thes^  things  to  them,  be-  18 
hold,  there  came  a  ruler,  and  bowed  down  to  him, 
sajring :  My  daughter  has  just  now  died ;  but  come 
and  lay  thy  hand  upon  her,  and  she  will  live.    And  19 
Jesus  arose  and  was  following  him,  and  his  disciples. 
And  beholdj^  a  woman,  having  a  flow  of  blood  twelve  20 
years,  came  behind,  and  touched  the  fringe  of  his 
garmeDt    For  she  said  within  herself.  If  I  may  but  21 
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22  tOQch  his  garment,  I  shall  be  made  whole.  And 
Jesasy  turning  and  seeing  her,  said  :  Daughter,  be 
of  good  cheer;  thy  faith  has  made  thee  whole.    And 

23  the  woman  was  made  whole  from  tl^t  honr.  And 
when  Jesus  came  into  the  house  of  the  ruler,  and 
saw  the  minstrels  and  the  crowd  making  a  noise,  he 

24  said  :  Give  place ;  for  the  maiden  is  not  dead,  but 

25  sleepeth.  And  they  laughed  him  to  scorn.  Bat 
when  the  crowd  was  put  forth,  he  went  in^  and  took 

26  hold  of  her  hand,  and  the  maiden  arose.  And  thiB 
report  went  abroad  into  all  that  land. 

27  And  as  Jesus  passed  on  from  thence,  two  blind 
men  followed  him,  crying,  and  saying  :  Have  mercy 

28  on  us,  Son  of  David.  And  when  he  had  come  into 
the  house,  the  blind  men  came  to  him.  And  Jesus 
says  to  them  :  Believe  ye  that  I  am  able  to  do  this? 

29  They  say  to  him :  Yea,  Lord.  Then  touched  he 
their  eyes,  saying :  According  to  your  faith  be  it 

30  done  to  you.  And  their  eyes  were  opened.  And 
Jqsus  sternly  charged  them,  saying :  Take  heed,  let 

31  no  one  know  it.  But  they,  going  out,  spread 
abroad  his  fame  in  all  that  country. 

32  And  as  they  were  going  oat,  behold,  they  bronght 

33  to  him  a  man  dumb,  possessed  with  a  devil.  And 
when  the  devil  was  cast  out,  the  dumb  spake.  And 
the  multitodes  marvelled,  saying :  It  wfis  never  so 

34  seen  in  Israel.  But  the  Pharisees  said  :  He  oasts 
oat  the  devils  throagh  the  prince  of  the  devils. 
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And  Jesns  went  about  all  the  cities  and  villages,  35 
teaching  in  their  synagogues,  and  preaching  the 
good  news  of  the  kingdom,  and  healing  every  sick- 
ness and  every  infirmity.    And  seeing  the  multi-  36 
tades,  he  was  moved  with  compassion  for  them,  be- 
cause they  were  harrassed,  and  scattered,  as  sheep 
having  no  shepherd.    Then  says  he  to  his  disciples :  37 
The  harvest  indeed  is  great,  but  the  laborers  are  few. 
Pray  ye  therefore  the  JiOrd  of  the  harveirt^  that  he  38 
will  send  forth  laborers  into  his  harvest. 

X.  And  calling  to  him  his  twelve  disciples,  he  gave    1 
them  power  over  unclean  spirits,  so  as  to  cast  them 
out,  and  to  heal  every  sickness  and  every  infirmity. 

Now  the  names  of  the  twelve  apostles  are  these ;    2 
first  Simon,  who  is  callied  Peter,  and  Andrew  his 
brother  ;  James  the  son  of  Zebedee,  and  John  his 
brother ;  Philip,  and  Bartholomew ;  Thomas,  and    3 
Matthew  the  publican ;  James  the  son  of  Alpheus, 
and  Lebbeus  sumamed  Thaddeus ;  Simon  the  Can-    4 
amte,  and  Judas  Iscariot,  who  also  betrayed  him. 

These  twelve  Jesus  sent  forth,  and  charged  them,    6 
saying  :  Go  not  into  the  way  to  the  Gettiles,  and 
Into  a  city  of   Samaritans  enter  not.     But  go    6 
rather  to  the  lost  sheep  of  the  house  of  Israel.    And    7 
as  ye  go,  preach,  saying :  The  kingdom  of  heaven  is 

y.  4.    Gananite,  (as  some  suppoae)  »  Zelotea. 
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8  at  handr'  Heal  the  sick,  raise  the  dead,  cleanse  the 
lepers,  cast  out  devils.    Freely  ye  have  received, 

9  freely  give.    Provide  noi  gold,  nor  silver,  nor  brass 

10  in  your  girdles ;  nor  bag  for  the  journey,  nor  two 
coats,  nor  sandals,  nor  staff ;  for  the  laborer  is  worthy 

11  of  his  living.  And  into  whatever  city  or  village  ye 
shall  enter,  inquire  who  in  it  is  worthy ;  and  there 

12  abide  till  ye  go  thence.    But  when  ye  come  into  the 

13  house,  sdhite  it.  And  if  the  house  be  wortfiy,  let  your 
peace  come  upon  it ;  but  if  it  be  not  worthy,  let 

14  your  peace  return  to  you.  And  whoever  shall  not  re- 
ceive you,  nor  hear  your  words,  when  ye  go  out  of 
that  house  or  city,  shake  off  the  dust  of  your  feet. 

15  Yerily  I  say  to  you,  It  shall  be  more  tolerable  for  the 
land  of  Sodom  and  Gomorrah  in  the  day  of  judgment, 
than  for  that  city. 

16  Behold,  I  send  you  forth  as  sheep  in  the  midst  of 
wolves ;  be  therefore  wise  as  serpents,  and  simple  as 

17  doves.  But  beware  of  men ;  for  they  will  deliver 
you  up  to  councils,  and  will  scourge  you  in  their 

18  synagogues ;  and  also  before  governors  and  kings 
shall  ye^be  brought  for  my  sake,  for  a  testimony  to 
them  and  to  the  Gentiles. 

19  But  wtien  they  deliver  you' up,  take  not  thought 
how  or  what  ye  shall  speak  ;  for  it  shall  be  given 

20  you  in  that  hour  'v^hat  ye  shalli«peak.    For  it  is  not 

V.  8.    Some  ancient  copies  omU^  raise  flie  4ead. 
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ye  that  speak,  bat  the  Spirit  of  your  Father  that 
Bpeaks  ft  you. 

And  the  brother  will  diliver  up  the  brother  to  21 
death,  and  the  father  the  child ;  and  children  will 
rise  np  against  parents,  and  cause  them  to  be  put  to 
death.    And  ye  will  be  hated  by  all,  f*  my  name's  22 
sake ;  but  he  that-  has  endured  to  the  end,  the  same 
fihall  be  saved. 

But  when  they  persecute  you  in  this  city,  flee  into  23 
the  other  ;  for  verily  I  say  to  you,  Ye  shall  not  have 
gpoe  over  the  cities  of  Israel,  till  the  Son  of  man 
come. 

A  diseipl^  is  not  above  the  teacher,  nor  a  servant  24 
above  his  lord.    It  is  enough  for  the  disciple  that  25 
he  be  as  his  teacher,  and  the  servant  as  his  lord. 
If  they  have  called  the  master  of  the  house  Beelze- 
bnJ,  how  much  more  them  of  his  household. 

Fear  them  not  therefore;  for  there  is  nothing  26 
covered  that  shall  not  be  revealed,  and  hid  that  shall 
not  be  known.    What  I  say  to  you  in  the  darkness,  27 
that  speak  ye  in  thelight ;  and  what  ye  hear  in  the 
ear,  that  preach  upon  the  house-tops.    And  be  not  28 
afraid  of  them  that  kijl  the  body,  but  are  ^ot  able 
to  kill  the  soul ;  b«t  rather  fear  him  who  is  able  to 
destroy  both  soul  and  body  in  hell. 

Are  not  two  spar^rthes  sold  for  a  penny  ?   And  one  29 
of  them  dmltpot  fall  on  the  ground  without  your 
Father.    But  the  very  hairs  of  your  head  are  all  30 
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31  nmnbered.  Fear  not  therefore ;  ye  are  of  more  value 
than  many  sparrows. 

32  Every  one,  therefore,  y^o  shall  acknowledge  me 
before  men,  him  will  I  also  acknowledge  before 

33  my  Father  who  is  in  heaven.  But  whoever  shall 
deny  me  before  men,  him  will  I  also  deny  before  my 
Fatiier  who  is  in  heaven. 

34  Think  not  that  I  came  to  send  peace  on  the  earth  ; 

35  I  came  not  to  send  peace,  bat  a  sword.  For  I  came 
to  set  a  man  at  variance  with  his  father,  and  a 
daughter  with  her  mother,  and  a  bride  with  her 

36  mother-:in-law  ;  and  a  man's  foes  will  be  they  of  his 
household. 

37  He  that  loves  father  or  mother  more  than  me 
is  not  worthy  of  me ;  and  he  that  loves  son  or 

38  daughter  more  than  me  is  not  worthy  of  me.  And 
he  that  does  not  take  his  cross  and  follow  after  me, 

39  is  not  worthy  of  me.  He  that  finds  his  life  shall 
lose  it ;  and  he  that  loses  his  life  for  my  sake  shall 
find  it. 

40  He  that  receives  you  receiveB  me ;  and  he  that 

41  receives  me  receives  him  that  sent  me.  He  that 
receives  a  prophet  in  the  name  of  a  prophet  shall 
receive  af)rophet's  reward ;  njid  he  that  receives  ft 
righteous  man  in  the  name  of  a  righteous  man  slyJl 

42  receive  a  righteous  man's  reward.  And  whoever 
shall  give  to  drink  a  cup  of  cM  water  only  to  one 
of  these  little  ones,  in  the  name  of  a  disciple,  verily  I 
say  to  yon,  he  shall  not  lose  his  reward. 
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XI.    And  it  came  to  pass,  when  Jesus  had  made    1 
an  end  of  commanding  his  twelve  disciples,  he  de- 
parted thence  to  teach  and  to  preach  in  their  cities. 

Now  when  John  had  heard  in  the  prison  the    2 
works  of  the  Christ,  he  sent  by  his  disciples,  and  said 
to  him  :  Art  thou  he  that  cometh,  or  look  we  for    3 
another  ? 

And  Jesus  answering  said  to  them  :  Go  and  re-    4 
port  to  John  what  ye  hear  and  see.    The  blind  re-    5 
ceive  sight  and  the  lame  walk,  lepers  are  cleansed 
and  the  deaf  hear,  the  dead  are  raised,  and  the  poor 
have  good  tidings  preached  to  them.    And  happy    6 
is  he,  whoever  shall  not  be  offended  at  me. 

And  as  these  were  departing,  Jesus  began  to  say    7 
to  the  multitudes  concerning  John :  What  went  ye 
out  into  the  wilderness  to  behold  ?    A  reed  shaken 
by  the  wind  ? 

But  what  went  ye  out  to  see  ?  A  man  clothed  8 
in  soft  raiment  ?  Behold,  they  that  wear  soft  cloth-  • 
ing  are  in  kinga'  houses. 

But  what  went  ye  out  to  see?   A  prophet?    Yea,    9 
I  say  to  you,  and  more  than  a  prophet.    For  this  10  * 
is  he  of  whom  it  is  written :  Behold,  I  send  forth  my 
messenger  before  thy  face,  who  shall  prepare  thy  way 
before  thee."    Yerily  I  say  to  you,  Among  them  that  11 
are  bom  of  women,  there  has  not  risen  a  greater

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than  John  the  Immerser.  Bat  he  that  is  least  in  the

12  And  from  the  days  of  Jo^n  the  Immerser  until  now, 
the  kingdom  of  heaven  sa£fers  violence,  and  the  vio- 

13  lent  seize  apon  it.    For  all  the  prophets  and  the 

14  law  prophesied  until  John.    And  if  ye  are  willing  to 

15  receive  it,  he  is  the  Elijah  that  should  come.  He 
that  hath  ears  to  hear,  let  him  hear. 

16  Bat  whereto  shall  I  liken  this  generation  ?  It  is 
like  to  children  sitting  in  the  markets,  who  call 

17  to  their  fellows,  and  say  :  We  piped  to  you,  and  ye 
danced  not ;  we  sang  the  lament,  and  ye  beat  not 

18  the  breast.    For  John  came  neither  eating  nor  drink- 

19  ing,  and  they  say.  He  has  a  devil.  The  Son  of  man 
came  eating  and  drinking,  and  they  say,  Behold  a 
glutton  and  a  wine-drinker,  a  friend  of  publicans  and 
sinners.  But  wisdom  is  justified  on  the  part  of  her 
children. 

2p  Then  be^an  he  to  upbraid  the  cities  wherein  most 
of  his  miracles  were  done,  because  they  repented  not. 

21  Woe  to  thee,  Ghorazin  1  woe  to  thee,  Bethsaida  1 
For  if  the  miracles  that  have  been  done  in  you  had 
been  done  in  Tyre  and  Sidon,  they  would  have  re- 

22  penteJ  long  ago  in  sackcloth  and  ashes.  But  I  say 
to  you,  it  shall  be  more  tolerable  for  Tyre  and  Si- 
don  in  the  day  of  judgment,  than  for  you.

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Aod  tbou,  Capernanm,  that  wast  exalted  to  heaven,  23

I  say  to  you,  that  it  shall  be  more  tolerable  for 
the  land  of  Sodom  in  the  day  of  judgment,  than  for 
thee. 

At  that  time  Jesus  answered  and  said  :  I  thank  25 
thee,  O  Father,  Lord  of  heaven  and  earth,  that  thou 
hast  hid  these  things  from  the  wise  and  discerning, 
and  hast  revealed  them  to  babes ;  yea,  0  Father,  26 
that  so  it  seemed  good  in  thy  sight  I    All  things  27 
are  delivered  to  me  by  my  Father ;  and  no  one 
knows  the  Son  but  the  Father  ;  nor  does  any  one 
know  the  Father  but  the  Son,  and  he  to  whom  the 
Son  is  pleased  to  reveal  him. 

Come  Unto  me  all  ye  that  labor  and  are  heavy  28 
laden,  and  I  will  give  you  rest.    Take  my  yoke  upon  29 
you,  and  learn  from  me ;  for  I  am  meek  and  lowly 
in'heart ;  and  ye  shall  find  rest  for  your  souls.    For  30 
my  yoke  is  easy,  and  my  burden  light. 

xn.    At  that  time  Jesus  went  on  the  sabbath    1 
fhrough  the  grain  fields ;  and  his  disciples  hungered, 
and  b^n  to  pluck  ears  of  grain,  and  to  eat.

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ciples  are  doing  that  which  it  is  not  lawful  to  do  oo 

3  the  sabbath.  And  he  said  to  them  :  Have  ye  not 
read  what  David  did,  when  he  hungered,  himself  and 

4  those  with  him  ;  how  he  entered  into  the  house  of 
God,  and  ate  the  showbread,  which  it  was  not  law- 
ful for  him  to  eat,  nor  for  those  with  him,  but  for 

5  the  priests  alone  ?  Or  have  ye  not  read  in  the  law, 
that  on  the  sabbath  the  priests  in  the  temple  profanj 

6  the  sabbath,  and  are  blameless  ?     But  I  say  to  you, 

7  that  a  jgreater  than  the  temple  is  here.  But  if  ye 
l^ad  known  what  this  means,  I  desire  mercy  and  not 
sacrifice,  ye  would  not  have  condemned  the  blameless. 

8  For  the  Son  of  man  is  Lord  of  the  sabbath. 

9  And  departing  from  thence,  he  went  into  their 
.10  synagogue.    And  behold, there  was  a  man,  having 

his  hand  withered.    And  they  asked  him,  saying : 
Is  it  lawful  to  heal  on  the  sabbath  ?  that  they  might 

11  accuse  him.  And  he  said  to  them:  What  man 
shall  there  be  of  you,  that  shall  have  one  sheep,  and 
if  this  fall  into  a  pit  on  the  sabbath,  will  not  lay 

12  hold  of  it,  and  raise  it  up  ?  How  much  better  then 
is  a  man  than  a  sheep !    So  that  it  is  lawful  to  do 

13  well  on  the  sabbath.  Then  says  he  to  the  man : 
Stretch  forth  thy  hand.  And  he  stretched  it  forth ; 
and  it  was  restored  whole,  as  the  other. 

14  Then  the  Pharisees  went  out,  and  took  counsel 

15  against  him,  how  they  might  destroy  him.  But 
Jesus  knowing  it,  withdrew  himself  from  tlience  j 

32

and  great  multiindes  followed  him,  and  he  heated 
them  all,  aod  charged  them  that  they  should  not  16 
make  him  known.    That  it  might  be  fulfilled  which  17 
was  spoken  through  Isaiah  the  prophet,  saying :  Be-  18 
hold  my  servant,  whom  I  have  chosen,  my  beloved, 
io  whom  my  soul  is  well  pleased.    I  will  put  my 
Spirit  upon  him,  and  he  shall  declare  judgment  to 
the  Gentiles.    He  shall  not  strive,  nor  cry ;  nor  shall  19 
any  one  hear  his  voice  in  the  streetis.    A  bruised  20 
reed  shall  he  not  break,  and  smoking  flax  shall 
he  not  quench,  till  he  send  forth  judgment  unto  vio- 
%. .  And  in  his  name  shall  Gentiles  hope.  21 

Then  was  brought  to  him  one  possessed  with  a  22 
^tU,  blind,  and  dumb  ;  and  he  healed  hun,  so  that 
the  blind  and  dumb  both  spake  and  saw.    And  23 
All  the  multitudes  were  amazed,  and  said  :  Is  this 
the  Son  of  David?    But  the  Pharisees  hearing  it  24 
Aid :  This  man  does  not  cast  out  devils,  except 
through  Beelzebul  prince  of  the  devils.  And  Jesus,  25 
fa»owing  their  thoughts,  said  to  them  :  Every  king- 
dom divided  against  itself  is  brought  to  desolation ; 
and  any  city  or  house  divided  against  itself  shall  not 
stand.    And  if  Satan  cast  out  Satan,  he  is  divided  26 
against  himself ;  how  then  shall  his  kingdom  stand? 
And  if  I  through  Beelzebul  cast  out  devils,  through  27 
whom  do  your  sons  cast  them  out?    Therefor© 
they  shall  be  your  judges.   But  if  through  the  Spurit  28 

Y.  22.    The  oidett  cqpie§  omi«,blind,and  both. 
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of  God  I  cast  out  devils,  then  is  the  kiDgdom  of 

29  God  come  near  to  you.  Or  how  can  any  one  enter 
into  a  strong  man^s  house,  and  seize  upon  his  goods^ 
except  he  first  bind  the  strong  man  ?  And  then  he 
will  plunder  his  house. 

30  He  that  is  not  with  me  is  against  me';  and  he 
'    that  gathers  not  with  me  scatters  abroad. 

31  Therefore  I  say  to  you,  Every  sin  and  blasphemy 
shall  be  forgiven  men  ;  but  the  blasphemy  against 

32  the  Spirit  shall  not  be  forgiven  men.  And  whoever 
speaks  a  word  against  the  Son  of  man,  it  shall  be 
forgiven  him ;  but  whoever  speaks  against  the  Holy 
Spirit,  it  shall  not  be  forgiven  him,  neither  in  this 
world,  nor  in  that  which  is  to  come. 

33  Either  make  the  tree  good  and  its  fruit  good,  or 
make  the  tree  coinipt  and  its  fruit  corrupt ;  for  by 
the  fruit  the  tree  is  known. 

34  Brood  of  vipers  I  How  can  ye,  being  evil,  speak 
good  things?    For  out  of  the  abuncUinoe  of  the 

35  heart  the  month  speaks.  The  good  man  out  of  the 
good  treasure  s^ds  forth  good  things ;  and  the  evil 
man  out  of  the  evil  treasure  sends  forth  evil  things* 

36  But  I  say  to  you,  that  every  idle  word  that  men 
shall  speak,  they  shall  give  account  thereof  in  the 

37  day  of  judgment.  For  by  thy  words  thou  shalt  be 
justified,  and  by  thy  words  thou  shalt  be  condemned. 

38  Then  certain  of  the  scribes  and  of  the  Pharisees 
answered  him  saying :  Teacher,  we  desire  to  see  a 

39  sign  from  thee.    But  he  answered  and  said  to  them : 
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An  evil  and  adalterous  generation  seeks  after  a  sign ; 
and  no  sign  shall  be  given  to  it,  bat  the  sign  of  Jo- 
nah the  prophet.    For  as  Jonah  was  three  days  and  40 
three  nights  in  the  belly  of  the  fish,  so  shall  the  Son 
of  moD  be  three  days  and  three  nights  in  the  heart 
of  the  earth.     Men  of  Nineveh  shall  rise  in  the  {adg-  4] 
ment-with  this  generation,  and  shall  condemn  it ; 
because  they  repented  at  the  preaching  of  Jonah, 
and  behold,  a  greater  than  Jonah  is  here.    A  qneen  42 
of  the  south  shall  rise  up  in  the  judgment  with  this 
generation,  and  shall  condemn  it ;  for  she  came  from 
the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth  to  hear  the  wisdom 
of  Solomon,  and  behold,  a  greater  than  Solomon  is 
here. 

But  when  the  unclean  spirit  is  gone  out  from  the  43 
man,  he  goes  through  dry  places  seeking  rest,  and 
finds  it  not.    Then  he  says,  I  will  return  into  my  44 
house  from  whence  I  came  oat ;  and  coming  he  finds 
it  empty,  swept,  and  set  in  order.    Then  goes  he,  45 
and  takes  with  him  seven  other  spurits  more  wicked 
than  himself,  and  they  enter  in  and  dwell  there  ;  and 
the  last  state  of  that  man_  becomes  worse  than  the 
first.    So  shall  it  be  also  with  this  wicked  generation. 

While  he  yet  talked  to  the  multitudes,  behold,  46 
his  mother  and  his  brothers  were  standing  without, 
eeeking  to  speak  to  him.    Then  one  said  to  him :  47 
Behold,  thy  mother  and  thy  brothers  stand  without, 
seeking  to  speak  to  thee.    But  he  answered  and  48- 
laid  to  hin)  that  told  him  :  Who  is  my  mother,  and 
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49  who  are  my  brothers?  And  he  stretched  forth  his 
hand  towiurds  his  disciples,  and  said :  Behold  my 

50  mother  and  my  brothers  I  For  whosoever  shall  do 
the  will  of  my  Father  who  is  in  heaven,  he  is  my 
brother,  and  sister,  and  mother. 

1  XIII.    The  same  day  went  Jesns  out  of  the  honse, 

2  and  sat  by  the  seaside.  And  great  multitudes  were 
gathered  together  to  him,  so  thi^t  he  went  into  the 
ship  and  sat  down  ;  and  all  the  multitude  stood  on 

3  the  beach.  And  he  spake  many  things  to  them  in 
parables,  saying : 

4  Behold,  the  sower  went  forth  to  sow.  And  as  he 
sowed,  some  fell  by  the  way-side,  and  the  fowls  came 

5  and  devoured  them.  And  others  fell  on  the  rocky 
places,  where  they  had  not  much  earth  ;  and  forth- 
with they  sprang  up,  because  they  had  not  depth  of 

6  earth.  And  when  the  sun  was  up,  they  were  scorch- 
ed;  and  because  they  had  not  root,  they  withered 

7  away.    And  others  fell  upon  the  thorns  ;  and  the 

8  thorns  came  up,  and  choked  them.  And  others  fell 
on  the  good  ground,  and  yielded  fruit,  some  a  hun- 

9  dredfold,  some  sixty,  some  thirty.  He  that  hath 
ears  to  hear,  let  him  hear. 

10  And  the  disciples  came  and  said  to  him  :  Why 

11  speakest  thou  to  them  in  parables  ?    And  be  an- 

V.  9.    In  some  ancient  oopiea :  He  that  hath  ears,  let  him 

beur. 
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Bwering  said  to  them  :  To  you  it  is  given  to  know 
the  mysteries  of  the  kingdom  of  heaven ;  but  to 
them  it  is  not  given.    For  whoever  hath,  to  him  shall  12 
be  given,  and  he  shall  have  abundance  ;  but  whoever 
hath  not,  even  what  he  hath  shall  be  taken  from  him. 
Therefore  speak  I  to  them  in  parables  ;  because  see-  13 
ing  they  see  not,  and  hearing  they  hear  not,  nor 
understand.    And  in  them  is  fulfilled  the  prophesy  14 
of  Isaiah,   which  says  :    With  hearing  ye  shall 
hear,  and  shall  not  understand ;  and  seeing  ye  shall 
see,  and  shall  not  perceive.     For  the  heart  of  15 
this  people  is  become  gross,  and  their  ears  are  dull 
of  hearing,  and  their  eyes  they  have  closed ;  lest 
haply  they  see  with  their  eyes,  and  hear  with  their      • 
ears,  and  understand  with  their  heart,  and  turn  and 
I  shall  heal  them. 

But  happy  are  your  eyes,  because  they  see  ;  and  16" 
your  ears,  because  they  hear.    For  verily  I  say  to  IT 
yon,  that  many  prophets  and  righteous  men  desired 
to  see  what  ye  are  beholding,  and  saw  not,  and  to 
hear  what  ye  are  hearing,  and  heard  not. 

Hear    therefore    the    parable    of   the    sower.  1& 
When  any  one  hears  the  word  of  the  kingdom,  and  1^' 
understands    not,    then  comes  the  evil  one  and 
snatches  away  what  was  sown  in  his  heart.    This 
is  that  which  was  sown  by  the  way-side. 

And  that  sown  on  the  rocky  places,  this  is  he  that  20 

V.  11.    Or,  Because  to  you  it  is  given* 
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hears  the  word,  and  immediately  with  joy  receives 
21  it ;  and  has  not  root  in  himself,  bat  is  only  for  a 

time;  aod  when  tribulation  or  persecution  arises 

because  of  the  word,  immediately  he  is  offended. 

:  22      And  that  sown  among  the  thorns,  this  is  he  that 

.        hears  the  word,  and  the  care  of  this  world  and  the 

deceitfulness  of  riches  choke  the  word,  and  it  becomes 
"23  unfruitful  And  that  sown  on  the  good  ground,  this  is 

he  that  hears  the  word  and  understands ;  who  bears 

fruit,  and  produces,  some  a  hundredfold,  some  sixty, 

some  thirty. 

24  Another  parable  put  he  forth  to, them,  saying: 
0    The  kingdom  of  heaven  is  likened  to  a  man  that 

25  sowed  good  seed  in  his  field.  But  while  men  slept, 
his  enemy  came  an«i  sowed  darnel  among  the  wheat, 

26  and  went  away.  And  when  the  blade  sprang  up 
and  produced  fruit,  then  appeared  the  darnel  also. 

27  So  the  servants  of  the  house-holder  came  and  said 
to  him  ;  Sir,  didst  thou  not  sow  good  seed  in  thy 

28  field  ?  From  whence  then  has  it  darnel  ?  He  said 
to  them  :  An  enemy  did  this.  The  servants  said  to 
him  :  Wilt  thou  then  that  we  go  and  gather  them 

29  up  ?  He  said,  Nay ;  lest  while  ye  gather  up  the  duruel, 

30  ye  root  up  the  wheat  with.  them.  Let  both  grow 
together  until  the  harvest.  And  in  time  of  har- 
vest I  will  say  to  the  reapers  :  Gather  up  first  the 
darnel,  and  bind  them  in  bundles  to  bum  them  ;  but 
gather  the  wheat  into  my  barn. 

31  Another  parable  put  he  forth  to  them,  saying  ; 
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Tlie  Icingdom  of  heaven  is  like  to  a  grain  of  inustard, 
whicb  a  man  took  and  sowed  in  his  field.    Which  32 
is  least  indeed  of  all  seeds ;  but  when  it  is  grown,  it  is 
greater  than  the  herbs,  and  becomes  a  tree,  so  that- 
the  birds  of  the  air  come  and  lodge  in  its  branches. 

Another  parable  spake  he  to  them, :  The  kingdom  33 
of  heaven  is  like  to  leaven,  which  a  woman  took  and 
hid  in  three  measures  of  meal,  till  the  whole  was 
leavened. 

All  these  things  spake  Jesus  to  the  multitudes  in  34 
parables  ;  and  without  a  parable  he  spake  nothing  to 
them.    That  it  might  be  fulfilled  which  was  spoken  35 
through  the  prophet,  saying :  I  will  open  my  mouth 
in  parables;  I  will  utter  things  hidden  from  the 
foundation  of  the  world.  , 

Then  having  sent  away  the  multitudes,  he  went  36 
into  the  house.    And  his  disciples  came  to  him,  say- 
ing :  Explain  to  us  the  parable  of  the  darnel  of  the 
field.    And  he  answering  said  to  them  :  37 

He  that  sows  the  good  seed  is  the  Son  of  man. 
The  field  is  the  world.    The  good«eed,  these  are  the  38 
sons  of  the  kingdom ;  but  the  darnel  are  the  sons  of 
the  evil  one,  and  the  enemy  that,  sowed  them  is  the  39 
Devil.    The  harvest  is  the  end  of  the  world ;  and 
the  reapers  are  angels.    As  therefore  the  darnel  40 
are  gathered  up  and  are  burned  with  fire,  so  shall  it 
be  in  the  end  of  the  world.    The  Son  of  man  will  41 

V.  36.    or,  Then  leaving 
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send  forth  his  angels,  and  they  shall  gather  out  ot 
his  kingdom  all  the  causes  of  offence,  and  them  that 

42  do  iniquity,  and  shall  cast  them  idto  the  furnace  of  fire ; 

48  there  shall  be  wailing  and  gnashing  of  teeth.  Then 
shall  the  righteous  shine  forth  as  the  sun  in  the 
kingdom  of  their  father.  He  that  hath  ears  to  hear, 
let  him  hear. 

44  Again,  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  to  a  treas- 
ure hidden  in  the  field,  which  a  man  found  and  con- 
cealed ;  and  for  joy  thereof  he  goes  and  sells  all  thai 
he  has,  and  buys  that  field. 

45  Again,  the  kingdom  of  heayen  is  like  to  a  mer- 

46  chant  seeking  goodly  pearls  ;  and  having  found  one 
pearl  of  great  price,  he  went  and  sold  all  that  he  had 
and  bought  it. 

47  Again,  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  to  a  net^ 
cast  into  the  sea,  and  gathering  together  of  evjery  kind. 

48  Which,  when  it  was  filled,  they  drew  up  upon  the  beac^ 
and  sat  down  and  gathered  the  good  into  vessels,  but 

49  cast  the  bad  away.  So  shall  it  be  in  the  end  of  the 
world.    The  angels  shall  go  forth,  and  shall  separate 

50  the  wicked  from  among  the  just,  and  shall  cast  them 
into  the  furnace  of  fire ;  there  shall  be  wailing  and 
gnawing  of  teeth. 

51  Have  ye  understood  all  these  things?    They  say

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to  Lim,  Yea,  Lord.    Then  said  be  to  them  :  There-  52 
fore  every  scribe,  instructed  in  the  kingdom  of  heav- 
en, is  iike  to  a  householder,  who  brings  forth  out  of 
his  treasure  new  an^  old. 

And  it  came  to  pass,  when  Jesus  had  finished  53 
these  parables,  that  he  departed  thence.  And  coming  54 
into  his  own  country,  he  taught  them  in  their  synar 
gogue ;  so  that  they  were  astonished,  and  said  : 
Whence  has  this  man  this  wisdom,  and  the  miracles? 
Is  not  this  the  carpenter's-  son  ?    Is  not  hLs  mother  55 
called  Mary,  and  his  brothers,  James,  and  Joseph, 
and  Simon,  and  Judas  ?    And  his  sisters,  ai*e  they  56 
not  all  with  us  ?    Whenpe  then  has  this  man  all  these 
things  ?    And  they  were  offended  at  him.    But  Je-  57 
BUS  said  to  them  :  A  prophet  is  not  without  honor, 
save  in  his  own  country,  and  in  his  own  house.    And  58 
he  did  not  many  miracles  there,  because  of  their 
unbelief. . 

XIV.    At  that  time  Herod  the  tetrarch  heard  the    1 
fiune  of  Jesus.    And  he  said  to  his  servants  :  This  is    2 
John  the  Immerser ;  he  is  risen  from  the  dead,  and 
therefore  do  these  powers  work  in  him. 

For  Herod  had  laid  hold  of  John,  and  bound  him    3 
and  put  him^  in  prison,  for  the  sake  of  Herodias  his 
brother  Philip's  wife.    For  John  said  to  him :  It  is    4 
not  lawful  for  thee  to  have  her.    And  be  desired  to    5 

V.  55.    In  some  ancwnt  copies :  Joses 
V.  2.    or,  tbe  powers 
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put  him  to  death,  but  feared  the  multitude,  bccaufie 

6  they  held  him  as  a  prophet.    But  when  Herod's 
birth-day  was  kept,  the  daughter  of  Herod  ias  dano- 

7  ed  before  them,  and  pleased  Herod.    Whereupon  he 
promised  with  an  oath,  to  give  her  whatever  she 

8  should  ask.    And  she,  being  urged  on  by  her  mother, 
says :  Give  me  here,  on  a  platter,  the  head  of  John 

9"  the  Immerser.    And  the  king  was  soiTy ;  but  for  the 
sake  of  the  oath,  and  of  them  that  reclined  at  table 

10  with  him,  he  commanded  it  to  be  given.    And  he 

11  sent,  and  beheaded  John  in  the  prison.  And  his 
head  was  brought  on  a  platter,  aUd  was  given  to  the 

12  damsel,  and  she  brought  it  to  her  mother.  And  his 
disciples  came  and  took  up  the  body,  and  buried  it  j 
and  they  went  and  reported  it  to  Jesus. 

13  And  when  Jesus  heard  it,  he  withdrew  from  thenoe 
by  ship  into  a  desert  place  apart.  And  the  multi- 
tudes hearing  of  it,  followed  him  on  foot  from  the 

14  cities.  And  going  forth  he  saw  a  great  multitude, 
and  had  compassion  on  them,  and  he  healed  their 
sick. 

15  And  when  it  was  evening,  his  disciples  came  to 
him,  saying  :  This  is  a  desert  place,  and  the  time  is 
ftow  passed  ;  dismiss  the  multitudes,  that  they  may 
go  away  into  the  villages,  and  buy  themselves  vict- 

16  uals.    But  Jesus  said  to  them  :  They  need  not  go 

17  away ;  give  ye  them  to  eat.    And  they  pay  to  him : 

18  We  have  here  but  five  loaves  and  two  fishes.  He  said, 

19  Bring  them  hither  to  me.    And  he  commanded  the 
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rndtitades  to  lie  down  on  the  grass,  und  took  the 
five  loaves  and  the  two  fishes,  and  looking  np  to 
heaven  he  blessed,  and  brake,  and  gave  the  loaves 
to  the  disciples,  and  the  disciples  to  the  multitudes. 
And  they  all  ate,  and  were  filled ;  and  they  took  up  20 
of  the  fragments  that  remained  twelve  baskets  foil. 
And  they  that  ate  were  about  five  thousand  men,  21 
besides  women  and  children. 

And  straightway  he  constrained  his  disciples  to  22 
enter  into  the  ship,  and  to  go  before  him  to  the  oth- 
tt  Bide,  while  he  dismissed  the  multitudes. 

And  when  he  had  dismissed  the  multitudes,  he  23 
went  up  into  the  mountain  apart  to  pray  ;  and  when 
evening  was  come,  he  was  there  alone.    But  the  ship  24 
was  now  in  the  midst  of  the  sea,  vexed  by  the  waves ; 
forthewind  was  contrary.    And  in  the  fourth  watch  25 
of  tbe  night  he  went  to  them,  walking  on  the  sea. 
And  when  the  djsciples  saw  him  walking  on  the  sea,  26 
tbey  were  troubled,  saying :  It  is  a  spectre ;  and  they 
cried  out  for  fear.    But  straightway  Jes.as  spake  to  27 
them,8aying:  Be  of  good  cheer ;  it  is  I,  be  not  afraid. 
And  Peter  answered  him  and  said :  Lord,  if  it  be  28 
thoo,  bid  m#come  to  thee  on  the  water.    And  he  29 
•id,  Come.    And  coming  down  from  the  ship,  Pe- 
ter walked  on  the  water,  to  go  to  Jesus.    But  see-  30 
Jng  the  wind  boisterous,  he  was  afraid ;  and  begin- 
ning to  sink,  he  cried  out,  saying  :  Lord,  save  me. 
And  immediateljp  Jesus  stretched  forth  his  hand  and  31 
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took  hold  of  him,  and  said  to  him  :  0  thoa  of  little 
£iith,  wherefore  didst  thou  doabt? 

82      And  when  they  had  entered  into  the  ehip,  the 

33  wind  ceased.  Then  those  in  the  ship  came  and  wor- 
shiped him,  saying:  Of  a  truth,  thou  art  the  Son  of 
God. 

34  And  passing  over,  they  came  into  the  land  of  Gen- 

35  nesaret.  And  the  men  of  that  place,  knowing  him, 
sent  out  into  all  that  country  round,  and  brought  to 

36  him  all  that  were  diseased  ;  and  besought  him  that 
they  might  only  touch  the  fringe  of  his  garment ;  and 
as  many  as  touched  were  made  whole. 

1  XV.    Then  came  to  Jesus  scribes  and  Phariseea 

2  from  Jerusalem,  saying :  Why  do  thy  disciples  trans- 
gress the  tradition  of  the  elders  ?    For  they  wash 

3  not  their  hands  when  they  eat  bread.  And  he  an- 
swering said  to  them  :  Why  do  ye  also  transgress 
the  commandment  of  God,  for  the  sake  of  your  tn^ 

4  dition  ?  For  God  commanded,  saying :  Honor  thy 
father  and  mother ;  and  he  that  curses  father  or 

5  mother,  let  him  surely  die.  But  ye  say :  Who- 
ever says  to  his  father  or  his  motfaer,«lt  is  a  gift, 
whatsoever  thou  mightest  be  profited  with  from  me, 

6  shall  not  honor  his  father  or  his  mother ;  and  ye 

y.  33.    or^  bowed  down  to  him 

Y.  4.    Inihe oldest oqpi^:  God aaML 
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have  made  the  word  of  Uod  of  no  efifect,  for  the 
sake  of  yonr  traditioii. 

Hypocrites!  Well  did  Isaiah  prophesy  of  you,    7 
saying ;  This  people  honor  me  with  their  lips,  bat    8 
their  heart  is  far  from  me.    But  in  vain  they  wor-    9 
ship  me,  teaching  as  doctrines  commandments  of 
ZDen. 

And  he  called  the  multitude,  and  said  to  them  :  10 
Hear,  and  understand.    Not  that  which  goes  into  11 
the  mouth  defiles  the  man ;  but  that  which  comes 
out  of  the  mouth,  this  defiles  the  man. 

Then  came  his  disciples,  and  said  to  him  :  Know-  12 
est  thou  that  the  Pharisees,  when  they  heard  the 
aying,  were  offended  ?     And  he  answering  said :  13 
Every  plant,  which  my  heavenly  Father  has  not 
planted,  shall  be  rooted  up.    Let  them  alone ;  they  14 
are  blind  leaders  of  the  blind  ;  and  if  the  blind  lead 
the  blind,  both  will  fall  into  the  ditch. 

And  Peter  answering  said  to  him  :  Explain  to  us  15 
this  parable.    And  he  said  :  Are  ye  also  even  yet  16 
without  understanding  ?    Do  ye  not  yet  understand,  17 
that  whatever  enters  in  at  the  mouth  goes  into  the 
belly,  and  is  cast  out  into  the  drain  ?    But  the  things  18 
that  proceed  out  of  the  mouth  come  forth  from  the 
heart ;  and  they  defile  the  man.    For  out  of  the  19 
heart  proceed  evil  thoughts,  murders,  adulteries,  for- 
mcations,    thefts,    false-witnessings,    blasphemies. 

Y.  6.    In  8ome  andeni  copies :  the  commandment  of  God 
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20  These  are  the  things  that  delSle  the  man ;  but  to  eat 
with  uDwasheD  hands  defiles  not  the  man. 

21  Then  Jesus  went  forth  from  thence,  and  withdrew 

22  into  the  parts  of  Tyre  and  Sidon.  And  behold,  a 
woman  of  Canaan,  coming  out  from  those  borders, 
cried  to  him,  saying;  Have  mercy  on  me,  0  Lord; 
Son  of  David ;  my  daughter  is  grievously  possessed 

23  with  a  devil.  But  he  answered  her  not  a  word. 
And  his  disciples  came  and  besought  him,  saying  : 

24  Dismiss  her ;  because  she  cries  after  ta.  But  he  an- 
swered and  said  :  I  was  not  sent  except  to  the  lost 

25  sheep  of  the  hoase  of  Israel.    Then  came  she  and 

26  bowed  down  to  him,  saying  :  Lord,  help  me.  But 
he  answered  and  said  :  It  is  not  good  to  take  the 

27  children's  bread,  and  cast  it  to  the  dogs.  And  she 
said  :  Yea,  Lord ;  for  the  dogs  also  eat  of  the  crumbs 

28  that  fall  from  their  master's  table.  Then  Jesus  an- 
swered and  said  to  her :  0  woman,  great  is  thy 
faith  ;  be  it  done  to  thee  as  thou  wilt.  And  her 
daughter  was  healed  from  that  hour. 

29  And  Jesus  departed  from  thence,  and  came  near 
to  the  sea  of  Galilee  ;  and  he  went  up  into  the  moun- 

30  tain  and  sat  down  there.  And  great  multitudes 
came  to  him,  having  with  them  lame,  blind,  dumb, 
maimed,  and  many  others,  and  laid  them  down  at  his 

31  feet,  and  he  healed  them.  So  that  the  multitudes 
wondered,  when  they  saw  the  dumb  speaking,  the 
maimed  whole,  the  lame  walking,  and  the  blind  see- 
ing ;  and  they  glorified  the  God  of  Israel 
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And  Jesns  having  called  to  bim  his  disciples,  said :  32 
I  have  compassion  on  the  multitude,  because  they 
continue  with  me  now  three  days,  and  have  nothing 
to  eat ;  and  I  will  not  dismiss  them  fasting,  lest  they 
&iiot  in  the  way.    And  his  disciples  say  to  him  :  33 
Whence  should  we  have  so  many  loaves  in  the  wil- 
derness, as  to  fill  so  great  a  multitude  ?    And  Jesus  34 
says  to  them :  How  many  loaves  have  ye  ?    And 
they  said :  Seven,  and  a  few  little  fishes.    And  he  35 
commanded  the  multitudes  to  lie  down  on  the  ground. 
And  he  took  the  seven  loaves  and  the  fishes,  and  36 
gave  thanks,  and  brake,  and  gave  to  his  disciples, 
and  the  disciples  to  the  multitude.    And  they  all  ate,  37 
and  were  filled.    And  they  took  up  of  the  fragments 
that  remained  seven  baskets  full.    And  they  that  38 
ate  were  four  thousand  men,  besides  women  and  chil- 
dren.    And  dismissing  the  multitudes,  he  entered  39 
bto  the  ship,  and  came  into  the  coasts  of  Magdala. 

XYI.    And  the  Pharisees  and  Sadducees  came,    1 
and  tempting  desired  him  to  show  them  a  sign  from 
heaven.    He  answered  and  said  to  them  :  When^  it    2 
13  evening,  ye  say,  Fair  weather !  for  the  sky  is  red. 
And  in  the  morning.  Foul  weather  to  day  I  for  the    3 
Bky  is  red  and  lowering.    Ye  know  how  to  discern 
the  face  of  the  sky,  but  can  ye  not  the  signs  of 
the  times  ? 

An  evil  and  adulterous  generation  seeks  after  a    4 
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sign ;  and  no  sign  shall  be  given  to  it,  but  the  8^ 
of  Jonah.    And  he  left  them,  and  departed. 

5  And  coming  to  the  other  side,  his  disciples  forgot  to 

6  take  bread.  And  Jesus  6aid  to  them :  Take  heed, 
and  beware  of  the  leaven  of  the  Pharisees  and  of  the 

7  Sadducees.    And  they  reasoned  among  themselves, 

8  saying :  Because  we  took  no  bread  I  And  Jesus 
knowing  it  said :  0  ye  of  little  faith,  why  rtoson  ye 

9  among  yourselves,  because  ye  took  no  bread?  Do 
ye  not  yet  understand,  nOr  remember  the  five  loaves 
of  the  five  thousand,  and  how  many  baskets  ye  took 

10  up  ?    Nor  the  seven  loaves  of  the  four  thousand,  and 

11  how  many  baskets  ye  took  up  ?  How  is  it  that  y^ 
do  not  understand,  that  I  spake  not  to  you  of  bread  ? 
But,  beware  of  the  leaven  of  the  Pharisees  and  of 

12  the  Sadducees  I  Then  understood  they,  that  he  did 
not  bid  them  beware  of  the  leaven  of  bread,  but  of 
the  teaching  of  the  Pharisees  and  of  the  Sadducees. 

13  When  Jesus  came  into  the  parts  of  Cesarea  Phi- 
lippi,  he  asked  his  disciples,  saying  :  Who  do  men 

14  say  that  the  Son  of  man  is  ?  And  they  said  :  Some, 
John  the  Immerser ;  and  others,  Elijah ;  and  others,  ^ 

15  Jeremiah,  or  one  of  the  prophets.    He  says  to  them : 

16  But  who  do  ye  say  that  I  am?  And  Simon  Peter  an- 
swered and  said  :  Thou  art  the  Christ,  the  Son  of  the 

17  living  God.    And  Jesus  answered  and  said  to  him : 

y.  13.    In  many  ancient  copies  :  that  I  the  Son  of,  mat 
am 
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ETappy  ari  thoa,  Simoo  Bar-jonas ;  for  flesh  and  blood 
did  not  reveal  it  to  thee,  bat  mj  Father  who  ia  in 
heayen^  And  I  also  say  to  thee^  that  thou  art  Peter,  18 
and  npoo  this  rock  I  will  build  my  church ;  and 
the  gates  of  the  underworld  shall  not  prevail 
against  it.  And  I  will  give  to  thee  the  keys  of  the  19 
kiqgdom  of  heaven  ;  and  whatsoever  thou  shalt  bind 
on  earth  shall  be  bound  in  heaven  ]  and  whatsoever 
thou  shalt  loose  on  earth  shall  be  loosed  in  heaven. 

Then  charged  he  his  disciples,  that  they  should  20 
tell  no  one  that  he  is  the  Christ. 

From  that  time  began  Jesus  to  show  to  his  disci-  21 
pies,  that  he  must  go  to  Jerusalem,  and  suffer  many 
things  from  the  elders  and  chief  priests  and  scribes, 
and  be  put  to  death,  and  rise  the  third  day. 

And  Peter  taking  him  aside  began  to  rebuke  him,  22 
saying :  Be  it  far  from  thee.  Lord ;  this  shall  not 
be  to  thee.    But  he  turned  and  said  to  Peter  :  Get  23 
thee  behind  me,  Satan ;  thou  art  an  offense  to  me ; 
(or  thou  thinkest  not  the  things  of  God  but  of  men. 

Then  Jesus  said  to  his  disciples :  If  any  one  will  24 
come  after  me,  let  him  deny  himself,  and  take  up  his 
cross,  and  follow  me.    For  whoever  will  save  his  25 
life  shall  lose  it ;  and  whoever  may  lose  his  life  for 
my  sake  shall  find  it    For  what  is  a  man  profited,  26 

y.  17.    Bar-Jcmftst  Ihai  ia,  Son  of  Jonas 
y.  18.    Peter:  ihai  is,  rock 
lb.    or,  my  congregation 
y.  23.    or,  adversary  ^ 
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if  Le  shall  gain  the  whole  world,  and  forfeit  his  soal  7 
Or  what  shall  a  man  give  as  an  exchange  for  his 

27  soul  ?  For  the  Son  of  man  shall  oome  in  the  glory 
of  bis  Father  with  his  angels ;  and  then  he  will  re* 
ward  each  one  according  to  his  works. 

28  Yerily  I  say  to  you,  there  are  some  of  those  stand-' 
ing  here,  who  shall  not  taste  of  death,  till  they  see 
the  Son  of  man  comiug  in  his  kingdom. 

1  iVlI.  And  after  six  days  Jesus  takes  with  him 
Peter,  and  James,  and  John  his  brother,  and  brings 

2  them  up  into  a  high  mountain  apart.  And  he  was 
transfigured  before  them;  and  his  face  shone  as 
the  sun,  and  his  garments  became  white  as  the 

3  light.    And  behold,  there  appeared  to  them  Moses 

4  and  Elijah,  talking  with  him.  And  Peter  answer- 
ing said  to  Jesus :  Lord,  it  is  good  for  utf  to  be  here.  If 
thou  wilt,  let  us  make  here  three  tents ;  one  for 

5  thee,  and  one  for  Moses,  and  one  for  Elijah.  While 
he  was  yet  speaking,  behold,  a  bright  cloud  over- 
shadowed them.  And  behold,  a  voice  out  of  the  cloud, 
saying :  This  is  my  beloved  Son,  in  whom  I  am  well 

6  pleased  ;  hear  ye  him.    And  the  disciples  hearing  it» 

7  fell  on  their  face,  and  were  sore  afraid.  And  Jesus 
came  and  touched  them,  and  said  :  Arise,  and  be  not 

8  afraid.  And  lifting  up  their  eyes,  they  saw  no  one^ 
save  Jesus  only. 

Vm  26.    or,  as  a  raniom 
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Ami  as  they  came  down  out  of  ibe  mountaio,  Jesoi    9 
charged  them,  saying :  Tell  no  one  the  vision,  until 
the  Son  of  man  is  risen  from  tibe  dead. 

And  his  disciples  asked  lum,  sayiog  :  Why  then  10 
say  the  scribes  that  Elijah  must  first  come?    And  11 
he  answering  said :  Elijah  indeed  comes,  and  shall 
lestoie  an  things.    Bat  I  say  to  you,  that  Elijah  is  12 
abeady  come,  and  they  knew  him  not,  but  have  done 
with  him  whateyer  they  would.    So  also  is  the  Sou 
of  man  about  to  suffer  by  them. 

Then  the  disciples  understood  that  he  spake  to  13. 
them  of  John  the  Immerser. 

And  when  they  were  come  to  the  multitude,  there  14 
came  to  him  a  man,  kneeling  down  to  him,  and  say- 
ing :  Lord,  have  mercy  on  my  son ;  for  he  is  lu-  15 
Datic,and  is  sorely  afflicted;  for  ofttimes  he  falls 
into  the  fire,  and  oft  into  the  water.    And  1  brought  16 
lum  to  thy  disciples,  and  they  could  not  cure  him. 
And  Jesus  answering  said :  0  faithless  and  perverse  17 
generation,  how  long  shall  I  be  with  you  ?    How 
long  ghall  I  bear  with  you  ?    Bring  him  hither  to  me. 
And  Jesus  rebuked  him ;  and  the  devil  went  out  18 
from  him,  and  the  child  was  cured  from  that  hour. 

Then  came  the  disciples  to  Jesus  apart,  and  said  :  19 
Why  could  not  we  cast  him  out  ?  And  he  said  to  20 
them :  Because  of  your  want  of  faith.  For  verily 
I  say  to  you,  if  ye  have  &ith  as  a  grain  of  mustard, 
ye  shall  say  to  this  mountain,  remove  hence  to 
yonder  place,  and  it  shall  remove ;  auA  nothing  shall 
51

21  be  impossible  to  yoa.  Bat  this  kind  goes  not  f<»rtli, 
except  by  prayer  and  fasting. 

22  And  while  they  abode  in  Galilee,  Jesus  said  to 
them  :  The  Son  of  man  is  about  to  be  delivered  into 

23  the  hands  of  men  ;  and  they  will  put  him  to  death, 
and  he  will  rise  the  third  day.  And  tfa^  were  ex 
ceeding  sorry. 

24  And  when  they  had  come  to  Oc^roaura,  they. 
that  received  the  half-shekel  came  to  Peter,  and  said : 

25  Does  not  your  teacher  pay  the  half-shekel.    He  says, 
'     Tes.    And  when  he  had  come  into  the  house,  Jesus 

anticipated  him^saying :  What  thinkest  thou,  Sunou  ? 
Of  whom  do  the  kings  of  the  earth  take  •customs,  or 
'26  tribute?  Of  their  sons,  or  of  strangers?  He  says 
to  him  :  Of  strangers.  Jesus  said  to  him :  Then 
27  are  the  sons  free  But  that  we  may  no^  offend  them, 
go  to  the  sea  and  cast  a  hook,  and  take  the  fish  that 
first  comes  up ;  and  opening  its  mouth  thou  wilt  find 
a  shekel ;  that  take,  and  give  to  them  for  me  aod 
thee. 

1  XV  111:  At  that  time  came  the  disciples  to  Jesoe^ 
saying :  Who  then  is  greatest  in  the  kingdom  of 
heaven  ? 

2  And  Jesus  called  a  little  child  to  him,  and  set  him 

3  in  the  midst  of  them,  and  said :  Verily  I  say  to  you, 
if  ye  do  not  turn  and  become  as  the  little  children, 

V.  25.  half-shekek;  Bee  Exodus  xxx.  13,  15. 
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ye  shall  not  enter  into  the  kiDgdom  of  heaTen.- 
Whoever  therefore  shall  htimble  himself  as  this  little    4 
diild,  the  same  is  the  greatest  in  the  kingdom  of 
heayen.     And  whoso  shall  receive  one  such  little    5« 
child,  in  my  name,  receives  me.    But  j^hoso  shall    6 
cause  one  of  these  little  ones  that  believe  in  me 
to  oflfend,  it  were  better  for  him  that  an  upper 
milbtone  were  hanged  about  his  neck,  and  he  were 
plunged  in  the  depth  of  the  sea. 

Woe  to  the  world,  for  causes  of  oflEfense  I    For  it    7 
must  needs  be  that  causes  of  offense  come ;  but  woe 
to  that  man,  through  whom  the  cause  of  oifense 
comes  1    But  if  tliy  hand  or  thy  foot  cause  thee  to    8 
ofiend,  cut  it  off,  and  cast  it  from  thee.    It  is  better 
for  thee  to  enter  into  life  lame  or  mainied,  than  hav- 
ing two  hands  or  two  feet  to  be  cast  into  the  everlast- 
ing fire.    A  nd  if  thine  eye  cause  thee  to  ofiend,  pluck    9 
it  oat  and  cast  it  from  thee.    It  is  better  for  thee 
to  enter  into  life  with  one  eye,  than  having  two  eyes 
to  be  cast  into  hell-fire. 

Take  heed  that  ye  despise  not  one  of  these  little  10 
ones ;  ftr  I  say  to  you,  that  their  angels  in  heaven 
do  always  behold  the  face  of  my  Father  who  is  in 
heaven.    For  the  Son  of  man  came  to  save  that  11 
"Which  was  lost. 

What  think  ye  ?    If  a  man  has  a  hundred  sheep,  12 
and  one  of  them  is  gone  astray,  does  he  not  leave 
the  ninety  and  nine  upon  the  mountains,  and  go  and 
aeek  that  which  is  gone  astray  ?    And  if  it  be  that  13

he  find  it,  yerily  I  say  to  you,  be  rejoices  over  it 
more,  than  over  the  ninety  and  nine  that  went  not 

14  astray^  So  it  is  not  the  will  of  your  Father  who  is 
in  heaven,  that  one  of  these  little  ones  perish. 

15  But  if  thy  brother  shall  sin  against  thee,  go  show 
him  his  fault  between  thee  and  him  alone.   If  he  shall 

16  hear  thee,  thou  hast  gained  thy  brother.  But  if  he 
hear  not,  take  with  thee  one  or  two  mor^,  that  in 
the  mouth  of  two  or  three  witnesses  every  word  may 

17  be  established.  And  if  he  shall  neglect  to  hear  them, 
tell  it  to  the  church  ;  and  if  he  neglect  to  hear  the 
church  also,  let  him  be  to  thee  as  a  heathen  and  a  pub* 

18  lican.  Verily  I  say  to  you :  Whatsoever  ye  shall  bind 
on  earth  shall  be  bound  in  heaven  ;  and  whatsoever 
ye  shall  loose  on  earth  shall  be  loosed  in  heaven. 

19  Again  I  say  to  you,  that  if  two  of  you  shall  agree 
on  earth,  concerning  any  thing  that  they  shall  ask,  it 
shall  be  done  for  them  of  my  Father  who  is  in 

*  20  heaven.  For  where  two  or  three  are  gathered 
together  in  my  name,  there  am  I  in  the  midst  of 
them. 

21  Then  came  Peter  to  him,  and  said  :  Lord,  how  oft 
shall  my  brother  sin  against  me,  and  I  forgive  him  Y 

22  Until  seven  times?  Jesus  says  to  him  :  I  say  not 
to  thee,  until  seven  times,  but  until  seventy  times 
seven. 

23  Therefore  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven  likened  to  a 
certain  king,  who  desired  to  make  a  reckoning  with 

?4  his  servants.    And  when  he  had  begun  to  reckon 
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there  was  brought  to  him  one,  who  owed  ten  thom- 
laiid  talents.     Bat  as  he  was  not  able  to  pay,  his  25 
lord  commanded  him  to  be  sold,  and  his  wife,  and 
children,  and  all  that  he  had,  and  payment  to  be 
made.     The  servant,  therefore,  falling  prostrated  26 
himself  before  him,  saying :  Have  patience  with  me, 
and  I  will  pay  thee  all.    Then  the  lord  of  that  ser*  27 
rant,  moved  with  compassion,  released  him,  and  for- 
gave him  the  debt.    But  that  servant  went  out,  and  28 
foQod  one  of  his  fellow-servants,  who  owed  him  a 
hoodred  den^ries ;  and  laying  hold  of  him  he  took 
Mm  by  the  throat,  saying  :  Pay  me  that  thou  owest 
Therefore  his  fellow-servant  fell  down  and  besought  29 
him,  saying  :  Have  patience  with  me,iind  I  will  pay 
thee.    And  he  would  not ;  but  went  and  cast  him  30 
into  prison,  till  he  should  pay  the  debt.    So  when  31 
his  fellow-servants  saw  what  was  done,  they  were 
very  sorry,  and  came  and  told  to  their  lord  all  that 
vas  done.    Then  having  called  him,  his  lord  says  to  32 
him :  Thou  wicked  servant ;  I  forgave  thee  all  that 
debt,  because  thou  besoughtest  me.    Sbouldel^t  not  33 
thoa  also  have  had  pity  on  thy  fellow-servant,  as  I 
too  had  pity  on  thee  ?    And  his  lord  was  wroth^  and  34 
delivered  him  to  the  tormentors,  till  he  should  pay 
«U  that  was  due  to  him.    So  also  will  my  heavenly  35 
Father  do  to  you,  if  ye  from  your  hearts  forgive  not 
every  one  his  brother. 


V.  28.    Denliry,  7i  d.  sterling,  or  15  cents. 
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1  XIX.  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  Jesiis  had  finish- 
ed  these  sayings,  that  he  departed  from  Galilee,  and 

2  came  into  the  borders  of  Judea  beyond  the  Jordan. 
And  great  moltitades  followed  him,  and  he  healed 
them  there. 

3  And  the  Pharisees  came  to  him,  tempting  him 
and  saying  :  Is  it  lawful  for  a  man  to  put  away  bis 
wife  for  every  cause  ? 

4  And  he  answering  said  to  them :  Have  ye  not 
read,  that  he  who  made  them  from  the  beginning 

5  made  them  male  and  female  ;  and  said,  For  this  caoso 
shall  a  man  leave  father  and  mother,  and  shall  cleave 

6  to  his  wife,  and  the  two  shall  be  one  flesh.  So  that 
they  are  no  longer  two,  but  one  flesh.  What  therefore 
Qod  has  joined  together,  let  not  man  put  asunder. 

7  They  say  to  him  :  Why  then  did  Moses  com- 
mand to  give  a  writing  of  divorcement,  and  to  put 

8  her  away  ?  He  says  to  them  :  Moses,  for  your  hard- 
ness of  heart,  suffered  you  to  put  away  your  wives ; 

9  but  from  the  beginning  it  was  not  so.  And  I  say 
to  you,  that  whoever  shall  put  away  his  wife,  except 
for  fornication,  and  shall  marry  another,  commits 
adultery  ;  and  whoever  marries  her  when  put  away, 
commits  adultery. 

10  His  disciples  say  to  him  :  If  the  case  of  the  man 

11  with  the  woman  is  so,  it  is  not  good  to  marry.    Bat 
he  said  to  them  :  Not  all  can  receive  this  saying,

y.  4.    In  Bome  ancient  copies :  who  created 
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but  they  towhom  it  is  given.  For  there  aYe  ennuclui,  12 
who  were  so  born  from  the  mother's  womb  ;  and 
&ere  are  eimachs,  who  were  made  eunuchs  by  men ; 
and  tibere  are  eunuchs,  who  have  made  themselves 
eunuchs  for  the  sake  of  the  kingdom  of  heaven.  He 
^t  is  able  to  receive  it,  let  him  receive  it. 

Then  were  brought  to  him  little  -children,  that  he  13 
might  put  his  hands  on  them  and  pray  ;  and  the  dis- 
ciples rebuked  them.    Bat  Jesus  said :  Suffer  the  14 
little  children,  and  forbid  them  not  to  come  to  me  ; 
for  to  such  belongs  the  kingdom  of  heaven.    And  15 
he  laid  his  hands  on  them,  and  departed  thence. 

And,  behold,  one  came  to  him  and  said  :  Teacher,  16 
what  good  shall  I  do,  that  I  may  have  eternal  life  ? 
And  he  said  to  him :  Why  dost  thou  ask  me  con-  17 
ceming  good  ?    One  is  the  Good.    But  if  thou  de- 
sirest  to  enter  into  life,  keep  the  commandments. 
He  says  to  him.  Which  ?    Jesus  said ;  Thou  shalt  18 
not  kill ;   Thou  shalt  not  commit  adultery ;  Thou 
shalt  not  steal ;  Thou  shalt  not  bear  false  witness ; 
Honor  thy  father  and  thy  mother ;  and.  Thou  shalt  19 
love  thy  neighbor  as  thyself.    The  young  man  says  20 
to  him :  All  these  have  I  kept ;  what  do  I  yet  lack  ? 
Jesus  said  to  him  :  If  thou  desirest  to  be  perfect,  go  21 
sell  what  thou  hast,  and  give  to  the  poor,  and 
thou  shalt  have  treasure  in  heaven  ;  and  come,  fol- 
low me.    But  when  the  young  roan  ieard  that  say-  22 
ing,  he  went  away  sorrowful ;  for  he  had  great 
poBBeasions. 
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'  23      Then  said  Jesus  to  his  disciples  :  Verily  I  say  to 
you,  that  a  rich  man  shall  hardly  enter  into  theking- 

24  dom  of  heaven.  And  agsun  I  say  to  you,  It  is 
easier  for  a  camel  to  go  through  the  eye  of  a  needle, 
than  for  a  rich  man  to  enter  into  the  kingdom  oi 

25  God.  And  the  disciples,  hearing  it,  were  exceedingly 
amazed,  saying :  Who  then  can  be  saved  ?    Bat 

26  Jesus,  looking  on  them,  said  to  them  :  With  men  this 
is  impossible  ;  but  with  God  all  things  are  possible. 

27  Then  answered  Peter  and  said  to  him  :  Behold, 
we  have  forsaken  all,  and  foUowed  thee ;  what  then 

28  shall  we  have  ?  And  Jesus  said  to  them  :  Verily  I 
say  to  you,  that  ye  who  have  followed  me,  in  the 
renovation  when  the  Son  of  man  shall  sit  on  his 
throfae  of  glory,  ye  also  shall  sit  on  twelve  thrones, 

29  judging  the  twelve  tribes  of  Israel.  And  every  one 
that  has  forsaken  houses,  or  brothers,  or  sisters,  or 
father,  or  mother,  or  wife,  or  children,  or  lands,  for 
my  name's  sake,  shall  receive  manifold  more,  and 

80  shall  inherit  everlasting  life.  But  many  first  shall 
be  last,  and  last  first. 

1  XX.  Fob  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  to  a  house- 
holder, who  went  out  early  in  the  morning  to  hire 

2  laborers  into  his  vineyard.  And  having  agreed  with 
the  laborers  for  a  denary  a  day,  he  sent  them  into 
his  vineyard. 

y.  2.    Den&ry,  (18:  28),  about  one  third  more  than  the 
daily  pay  of  a  Boman  soldier. 
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And  he  went  out  about  the  third  hoar,  and  saw    3 
others  standiDg  idle  in  the  market  place.    And  to    4 
them  he  said  :  Go  ye  also  into  the  vineyard,  and 
whatever  is  right  I  will  give  you.    And  they  went 
their  way. 

Again  he  went  out  about  the  sixth  and  ninth    5 
hour,  and  did  likewise. 

And  about  the  eleventh  he  went  out,  and  found    6 
others  standing,  and  says  to  them  :    Why  stand  ye 
here  all  the  day  idle  ?  They  say  to  him :  Because    7 
no  one  has  hired  us.    He  says  to  them :  Go  ye  also 
into  the  vineyard. 

So  when  evening  was  come,  the  .lord  of  the  vine-    8 
prd  says  to  his  steward :  Call  the  laborers,  and 
pay  them  the  hire,  beginning  from  the  last  unto  the 
first.    And  they  of  the  eleventh  hour  coi.me,  and  re-    9 
ceived  every  man  a  denary.    But  when  the  first  10 
came,  they  supposed  that  they  should  receive  more ; 
und  they  also  received  every  man  a  dendry.    And  H 
when  they  had  received  it,  they  murmured  against 
the  householder,  saying :  These  last  have  wrought  12 
one  hour,  and  thou  hast  made  them  equal  to  us,  who 
have  borne  the  burden  of  the  day,  and  the  burning 
heat 

But  he  answered  and  said  to  one  of  them :  Friend,  13 
I  do  thee  no  wrong.    Didst  thou  not  agree  with  me 
for  a  den&ry  ?    Take  what  is  thine,  and  go  thy  way.  14 
Bat  I  will  give  to  this  last,  even  as  to  thee.    Is  it  15

not  lawful  for  me  to  do  what  I  will  m\h  mine  own  ? 
Ib  thine  eye  evil,  because  I  am  good  ? 

16  So  the  lafit  shall  be  first,  and  the  first  last ;  for 
many  are  called,  bat  few  are  chosen. 

17  And  Jesus  going  up  to  Jerusalem  took  the  twelve 

18  disciples  apart ;  and  in  the  way  he  said  to  them :  He- 
hold,  we  are  going  up  to  Jerusalem ;  and- the  Son 
of  man  will  be  delivered  to  the  chief  priests  and 

19  scribes,  and  they  will  condemn  him  to  death,  and 
will  deliver  him  to  the  Gentiles  to  mock  and  scourg^e 
and  crucify ;  and  on  the  third  day  he  will  rise  again. 

20  Then  came  to  him  the  mother  of  the  sons  of  Zebe- 
dee,  with  her  sons,  bowing  down  and  asking  f^cer- 

21  tain  thing  of  him.  And  he  said  to  her :  What  wilt 
thou  ?  She  says  to  him  :  Command  that  these  my 
two  sons  shall  sit,  one  on  thy  right  hand,  and  one 

22  on  thy  left,  in  thy  kingdom.  But  Jesus  answered 
and  said :  Ye  know  not  what  ye  ask.  Are  ye  able 
to  drink  of  the  cup  that  I  shall  drink  of?    Tlx'v 

23  say  to  him :  We  are  able.  And  he  says  to  them : 
Te  shall  drink  indeed  of  my  cup ;  but  to  sit  on  my 
right  band,  and  on  my  left,  is  not  mine  to  give, 
but  is  for  them  for  whom  it  has  been  prepared  by 

24  my  Father.    And  the  ten,  hearing  it,  were,  much 

25  displeased  with  the  two  brothers.  But  Jesus  called 
tfaem  to  him,  and  said  :  Te  know  that  the  mlers  of 
the  Gentiles  exercise  lordship  over  them,  and  they 

6  that  are  great  exercise  authority  over  them.  Not  so 

'  shall  it  be  among  you ;  but  whoerer  would  becomt 
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great  among  you,  let  hun  be  your  minkt^;  and  27 
wboerer  would  be  ^first  among  you,  let  him  be  your 
eerraot.    Even  as  the  Son  of  man  came  not  to  be  28 
ministered  to,  but  to  minister,  and  to  give  his  life  a 
ransom  for  many.- 

And  as  they  were  going  forth  from  Jericho,  a  29 
great  multitude  followed  him.    And  behold,  two  30 
blind  men  sitting  by  the  way-side,  when  they  heard 
that  Jesus  was  passing  by,  cried,  saying :  Have 
mercy  on  us,0  Lord,  Son  of  David.    And  the  mul-  31 
titude  rebuked  them,  that  they  should  hold  their 
peace.     But  they  cried  the  more,  saying:  Have 
mercy  on  us,  0  Lord,  Son  of  David.    And  Jesus  32 
stood  still,  and  called  them,  and  said  :  What  will  ye 
that  I  shall  do  to  you?    Tbey  say  to  him  :  Lo^,  33 
that  our  eyes  may  be  opened.    And  Jesus,  moved  34 
with  compassion,  touched  their  eyes ;  and  immedi- 
ately their  eyes  received  sight ;  and  they  followed 
him. 

XXL    Akd  when  they  drew  near  to  Jerusalem,    I 
and  came  to  Bethphage,  at  the  mount  of  the  Olives,      , 
Jesos  sent  forth  two  disciples,  saying  to  them :  Go    2 
into  the  village  over  against  you,  and  straightway  > 
ye  will  find  an  ass  tied,  and  a  colt  with  her ;  loose 
and  bring  th^n  to  me.    And  if  any  one  say  aught    3 
to  yon,  ye  shall  say :  The  Lord  has  need  of  them ; 
tod  straightway  he  Will  send  them. 

Now  all  this  has  been  done,  that  it  might  be  fulfilled    4 
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5  viiich  was  spoken  throagh  the  prophet,  saying :  Say 
to  the  daaghter  of  Zion,  Behold,  thy  King  cornea 

.  to  thee,  meek,  and  mounted  upon  an  ass,  and  upon 

6  a  colt  the  foal  of  a  beast  of  burden.    And  the  dis- 
.   7  ciples  went,  and  did  as  Jesus  commanded  them ;  and 

brought  the  ass  and  the  colt,  and  put  on  them  their 

8  garments,  and  he  sat  thereon.  And  most  of  the 
multitude  spread  their  own  garments  in  the  way  ; 
and  others  cut  down  branches  from  the  trees,  and 

9  strewed  in  the  way.  And  the  multitudes  that  went 
before,  and  that  followed,  cried,  saying :  Hosaona 
to  the  Son  of  David ;  Blessed  is  he  that  comes  in 

10  the  name  of  the  Lord ;  Hosanna  in  the  highest  And 
when  he  had  entered  into  Jerusalem,  all  the  city 

11  wjis  moved,  saying :  Who  is  this?  And  the  multi- 
tudes said :  This  is  Jesus  the  prophet,  from  Naza- 
reth of  Galilee. 

12  And  Jesus  went  into  the  temple  of  God,  and  cast 
out  all  that  sold  and  bought  in  the  temple,  and  over- 
turned the  tables  of  the  money-changers,  and  the 

13  seats  of  them  that  sold  doves.  And  he  says  to  them : 
It  is  written.  My  house  shall  be  called  a  house  of 
prayer ;  but  ye  have  made  It  a  den  of  robbers. 

14  And  the  blind  and  the  lame  came  to  him  in  the 

15  temple,  and  he  healed  them.  But  when  the  chief 
priests  and  scribes  saw  the  wonders  that  he  did,  and 
the  children  crying  in  the  temple,  and  saying,  Ho- 

V.  9.  Hosanna :  i.  e,,  Save  nowl 
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Banna  to  the  Son  of  David,  they  were  sore  displeased. 
And  they  said  to  him :  Hearest  thou  what  these  16 
say  ?    And  Jesns  says  to  them,  Yea ;  have  ye  never 
read :    Oat  of  the  month  of  babes  and  sncklioga 
thoa  hast  prepared  praise? 

And  he  left  them,  and  went  forth  ont  of  the  city  17 
bto  Bethany,  and  lodged  there. 

Now  in  the  morning,  as  he  returned  into  the  city,  18 
he  hangpred.*  And  seeing  a  fig-tree  by  the  way,  he  1^ 
eame  to  it,  and  fonnd  nothing  thereon  but  leaves 
only.     And  he  says  to  it :  Let  no  fruit  grow  on  thee 
henceforward,  for  ever.    And  immediately  the  fig- 
tree  withered  away.    And  the  disciples  seeing  it  20 
wondered,  saying :  How  did  the  fig-tree  immediately 
wither  away  ?   And  Jesus  answering  said  to  them  :  21 
Verily  I  say  to  you,  if  ye  have  faith,  and  do  not      • 
doubt,  not  only  shall  ye  do  what  is  done  to  the  fig- 
tree,  but  even  if  ye  say  to  this  mountain,  Be  thou 
taken  up  and  cast  into  the  sea,  it  shall  be  done. 
And  all  things  whatsoever  ye  ask  in  prayer,  believ-  22 
ing,  ye  shall  receive. 

And  when  he  had  come  into  the  temple,  the  chief  23 
priests  and  the  elders  of  the  people  came  to  him  as 
he  was  teaching,  and  said  :  By  what  authority  doest 
thou  these  thin^?  And  who  gave  thee  this  au- 
thority? And  Jesus  answered  and  said  to  them  :  I  24 
also  will  ask  you  one  thing,  which  if  ye  tell  me,  I 
too  will  tell  you  by  what  authority  I  do  these  things. 
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25  Jobn's  immersioD,  whence  was  it?  From  heaveB, 
or  from  men?  And  they  reasoned  among  them- 
selves, saying  :  If  we  say,  From  beayen,  he  will  say 

26  to  ns :  Why  then  did  ye  not  believe  him  ?  Bat  if 
we  say,  From  men,  we  fear  the  mnltitude ;  for  all 

27  hold  John  as  a  prophet.  And  tbey  answered  Jesus, 
and  said :  We  do  not  know.  And  he  sadd  to  them : 
Neither  tell  I  you  by  what  authority  I  do  these 
things. 

28  But  what  think  ye?  A  man  had  two  sons ;  and 
be  came  to  the  first,  and  said :  Son,  go  work  to  day 

29  in  the  vineyard.    He  answered  and  said,  I  will  not ; 

30  but  afterwards  he  repented,  and  went.  And  he 
came  to  the  other,  and  said  likewise.    And  he  an- 

31  swered  and  said,  I  will,  sir;  and  went  not.    Which 
,      of  the  two  did  the  father's  will  ?    They  say  to  him, 

The  first.    Jesus  says  to  them :  Verily  I  say  to  you, 
that  the  publicans  and  the  harlots  go  into  the  king- 

32  dom  of  God  before  you.  For  John  came  to  you  in 
the  way  of  righteousness,  and  ye  believed  him  not ; 
but  the  publicans  and  the  harlots  believed  him ;  and 
ye,  when  ye  had  seen  it,  repented  not  afterwards, 
that  ye  might  believe  kim. 

33  Hear  another  parable.  There  was  a  householder, 
who  planted  a  vineyard,  and  put  a  hedge  around  It, 
and  dug  a  winepress  in   it,  and  built  a  tower, 

V.  30.  In  some  anofent  oqpie§:  to  the  second 

V.  81.  In  the  oidsat  copieB :  they  say  to  him,  The  tardier  out 
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and  let  it  out  to  buabandmen,  and  went  abroad. 
And  wben  the   season  of   fruits  drew   near,  he  34 
sent  his  servants  to  the  husbandmen,  to  receive 
his  fruits.    And  the  husbandmen  taking  his  ser-  35 
▼ante,  beat  one,  and  killed  another,  and  stoned 
another.    Again    he    sent  other    servants,    more  36 
than   the  first ;    and  they  did  to  them  likewise. 
And  afterward  he  sent  to  them  his  son,  saying:  37 
They  will  reverence  my  son.    But  when  the  bus-  38* 
bandmen  saw  the  son,  they  said  among  themselves : 
This  is  the  heir  ;  come,  let  us  kill  him  and  have  his    ' 
inheritance.    And  they  took,  and  cast  him  out  of  39 
the  vineyard,  and  slew  him.    ^hen  therefore  the  40 
lord  of  the  vineyard  comes,  what  will  he  do  to  those 
husbandmen  ?    They  say  to  him :  He  will  miser-  41 
ably  destroy  those  wicked  men,  and  will  let  out  the 
vineyard  to  other  husbandmen,  who  will  render  to 
him  the  fruits  in  their  seasons.    Jesus  says  to  them  :  42 
Did  ye  never  read  in  the  Scriptures,  The  stone  which 
the  builders  disallowed,  the  same  is  become  the 
head  of  the  corner ;  this  is  from  the  Lord,  and  is 
wonderful  in  our  eyes!    Therefore  I  say  to  you,  43 
that  the  kingdom  of  God  shall  be  taken  from  you, 
and  given  to  a  nation  bringing  forth  the  fruits 
thereof.    And  he  that  falls  upon  this  stone  will  be  44 
broken ;   but  on  whomsoever  it  shall  fall,  it  will 
grind  him  to  powder. 

And  the  chief  priests  and  Pharisees,  hearing  his  45 
parables,  knew  that  he  spake  of  them.    And  they  46 
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sought  to  lay  hands  on  him,  but  feared  the  mnlti* 
tades,  because  they  held  him  as  a  prophet. 

t   1      XXII.    And  Jesus  answered  and  spake  to  them 
again  in  parables,  saying : 

2  The  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  to  a  certain  king, 

3  who  made  a  marriage  for  his  son.    And  he  sent 
"  forth  his  servants  to  call  them  that  were  bidden  to 

4  the  wedding ;  and  they  would  not  come.    Again  he 
sent  forth  other  servants,  saying:  Tell  them  that 

♦    are  bidden,  Behold,  I  have  prepared  my  dinner; 
my  oxen  and  my  fatlings  are  killed,  and  all  things 

5  are  ready ;  come  to  the  marriage.    But  they  made 
light  of  it,  and  went  away,  one  to  his  farm,  another 

6  to  his  merchandise.    And  the  rest  laid  hold  of  his 

7  servants,  and  ill-treated  and  slew  them.    And  the 
king  hearing  it  was  wroth,  and  sent  forth  his 

*  armies  and  destroyed  those  murderers,  and  burned 

8  up  their  city.    Then  says  he  to  his  servants  :  The 
wedding  is  ready,  but  they  that  were  bidden  were 

9  not  worthy.      Go  therefore   into  the  thorough- 
fares, and  as  many  as  ye  find,  bid  to  the  marriage. 

10  So  those  servants  went  out  into  the  highways,  and 
gathered  together  all  as  many  as  they  found,  both 
bad  and  good;  and  the  wedding  was  furnished 
with  guests. 

11  And  the  king,  coming  in  to  view  the  guests,  saw 
there  a  man  who  had  not  on  a  wedding  garment ; 

12  and  says  to  him :    Friend,  how  camest  thou  in

hither,  not  faavipg  a  wedding  garment  ?    And  he 
was  speechless.    Then  the  king  said  to  the  attend-  13 
ants :  Bind  him  hand  and  foot,  and  cast  him  forth 
into  ^ the  outer  darkness.    There  shall  be  weeping 
dnd  gnashing  of  teeth.    For  many  are  called,  bat  14 
few  ai*e  chosen. 

Then  went  the  Pharisees,  and  took  connsel  how  15 
they  might  ensnare  him  ^th  a  word.    And  they  16 
send  oat  to  him  their  disciples*  with  the  Herodi- 
ans,  saying  :  Teacher,  we  know  that  thoa  art  true, 
and  teachest  the  way  of  God  in  truth;    neither 
carest  thou  for  any  one,  for  thou  regardest  not  the 
person  of  men.    Tell  us  therefore,  what  thinkest  17 
thou  ?    Is  it  lawful  to  give  tribute  to  Caesar,  or  not  ? 
Bat  Jesus,  knowing  their  wickedness,  said :  Wliy  18 
tempt  ye  me,  hypocrites!    Show  me  the  tribute  19 
money.    And  they  brought  to  him  a  denary.    And  20 
be  says  to  them :  Whose  is  this  image,  and  the  in- 
scription ?    They  say  16  him,  Caesar's.    Then  says  21 
he  to  them  :  Render  therefore  to  Caesar  the  things 
that  are  Caesar's,  and  to  God  the  things  that  arc 
Qod's.    And  hearing  it  they  wondered,  and  left  him  22 
and  went  away. 

On  that  day  came  to  him  Sadducees,  ^ho  say  that  23 
there  is  no  resurrection,  and  asked  him,  saying : 
Teacher,  Moses  said.  If  any  one  die  having  no  chil-  24 
dren,  his  brother  shall  marry  his  wife,  and  raise  up 
seed  to  his  brother.    Now  there  were  with  us  seven  25 
brothers ;  and  the  first  married  and  died,  and  having 
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26  no  seed  left  his  wife  to  his  brother.    Likewise  the 

27  second  also,  and  the  thifd,  unto  the  seventh.    And 

28  last  of  all  the  woman  died  also.  In  the  resurrec- 
tion therefore,  of  which  of  the  seven  shall  she  be 
wife  ?    For  they  all  had  her. 

29  Jesus  answered  and  said  to  them :  Ye  err,  not 
knowing  the  Scriptures  nor  the  power  of  God. 

30  For  in  the  resurrection  they  neither  marry,  nor  are 
given  in  marriage,  but  are  as  the  angels  of  God  in 

31  heaven.  But  concerning  the  resurrection  of  the 
dead,  have  ye  not  read  that  which  was  spoken  to 

32  you  by  God,  saying :  I  am  the  God  of  Abraham,  and 
the  (Jod  of  Isaac,  and  the  God  of  Jacob  ?    God  is 

33  not  the  God  of  the  dead,  but  of  the  living.  And 
when  the  multitude  heard  it,  they  were  astonished 
at  his  teaching. 

34  Now  the  Pharisees,  hearing  that  he  had  put  the 

35  Sadducees  to  silence,  collected  together;  and  one 
of  them,  a  lawyer,  asked,  tempting  him  and  saying : 

36  Teacher,  what  commandment  is  great  in  the  law? 

37  Jesus  said  to  him:  Thou  shalt  love  the  Lord  thy 
God  with  all  thy  heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul,  and 

38  with  all  thy  mind    This  is  the  great  and  first  com- 

39  mandment.«  And  the  second  is  like  to  it :  Thou 

40  shalt  love  thy  neighbor  as  thyself.  On  these  two 
commandments  hang  all  the  law  and  the  prophets. 

41  While  the  Pharisees  were    collected  together 

42  Jesus  asked  them,  saying  :  What  think  ye  concern- 
ing-the  Christ  ?    Of  whom  is  he  the  son  ?    They  say 
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to  him  :  Of  David.  He  says^to  them :  How  then  43 
does  Dayidi  ib  the.  Spirit,  call  him  Lord,  saying : 
The  Jjord  said  to  my  L(H*d,  sit  thoa  on  my  right  44 
hand,  till  I  pat  thine  enemies  nnder  thy  feet  ?  If  45 
then  David  eallis  him  Lord,  how  is  he  his  son? 
And  no  one  was  able  to  answer  him  a  word ;  nor  46 
durst  any  one  from  that  day  question  him  any  more. 

• 
XXiTL    Then  spake  Jesus  to  the  multitudes,    1 
ftod  to  his  disciples,  saying :  The  scribes  and  the    2 
Pharisees  sit  in  Moses'  seat.    AU,  therefore,  whatso-    3 
ever  they  bid  you,  do  and  observe ;  but  do  not  accord- 
ing to  their  works,  for  they  say  and  .do  not.  For  they    4 
bind  heavy  burdens  and  grievous  to  be  borne,  and 
lay  them  on  men's  shoulders,  but  will  not  move  them 
with  their  finger.    But  all  their  works  they  do  to    5 
be  seen  by  men ;  they  make  broad  their  phylacteries, 
aud  enlarge  the  fringes ;  and  love  the  first  place  at    6 
feasts,  and  the  first  seats  in  the  synagogues,  and  the    7 
greetings  in  the  markets,  and  to  be  called  by  men. 
Rabbi,  Rabbi.    But  be  not  ye  called  Rabbi ;  for    8 
one  is  your  Teacher,  and  all  ye  are  brethren.    And    9 
call  not  any  your  father  on  the  earth ;  for  one  is 
your  Father,  he  who  is  in  heaven.  Neither  be  called  10 
leaders ;  for  one  is  your  leader,  the  Christ.  But  the  11 
greatest  of  you  shall  be  your  servant.    And  who-  12

Y.  7.  Babbi  (my  Master),  a  Jewish  title  of  respect,  given 
to  a  teacher. 
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ever  shrill  exalt  himself  shall  be  humbled ;  and  he 
that  shall  hamble  himself  shall  be  exalted. 
13  Bat  woe  to  yoa,  scribes  and  Pharisees,  hypocrites  I 
because  ye  shut  up  the  kingdom  of  heaven  against 
men ;  for  ye  go  not  in,  nor  suffer  them  that  are  eD- 
tering  to  go  in. 

15  Woe  to  you,  scribes  and  Pharisees,  hypocrites  I 
because  ye  compass  sea  and  land  to  make  one  pros- 
elyte, and  when  he  is  made,  ye  make  him  twofold 
more  a  child  of  hell  than  yourselves. 

16  Woe  to  you,  blind  guides,  who  say:  Whoever 
shall  swear  by  the  temple,  it  is  nothing ;  but  who- 
ever shall  swear  by  the  gold  of  the  temple,  he  is  a 

17  debtor.    Fools  and  blind ;  for  which  is  greater,  the 

18  gold,  or  the  temple  that  sanctifies  the  gold  ?  And, 
Whoever  shall  swear  by  the  altar,  it  is  nothing ; 
but  whoever  shall  swear  by  the  gift  that  is  upon  it, 

19  he  is  a  debtor.  Fools  and  blind;  for  which  is 
greater,  the  gift,  or  the  altar  that  sanctifies  the 
gift? 

20  He  therefore  that  swears  by  the  altar,  swears  by 

21  it,  and  by  all  things  thereon.  And  he  that  swears 
by  the  temple,  swears  by  it,  and  by  him  that  dwells 

22  therein.  And  he  that  swears  by  heaven,  swears  by 
the  throne  of  God,  and  by  him  that  sits  thereon. 

23  Woe  to  you,  sjrjbes  and  Pharisees,  hypocrites ! 

y.  14   is  wanting  here,  in  the  oldest  copies:  it  belongs  to 
Mark  12 :  40,  and  Luke  20 :  47. 
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because  ye  pay  tithe  of  the  miDt  and  the  dill  and 
the  cumin,  and  have  omitted  the  weightier  things 
of  the  law,  jadgment,  and  mercy,  and  faith ;  these 
ought  ye  to  have  done,  and  not  to  leave  those  un- 
done. 

Blind  guides  1  that  strain  out  the  gnat,  and  swal-  24 
k>w  the  camel. 

Woe  to  you,  scribes  and  Pharisees,  hypocrites  I  25 
because  ye  make  clean  the  outside  of  the  cup  and 
the  platter,  but  within  they  are  full  of  rapacity  Und 
excess.     Blind  Pharisee  I  cleanse  first  the  inside  of  26 
the  cup  and  the  platter,  that  its  outside  also  may 
become  clean. 

Woe  to  you,  scribes  and  Pharisees,  hypocrites  1  27 
because  ye  are  like  to  whited  sepulchres,  which  out- 
wardly indeed  appear  beautiful,  but  within  are  full 
of  bones  of  the  dead,  and  of  all  uncleanness.  So  also  28 
ye  outwardly  indeed  appear  righteous  to  men,  but 
within  ye  are  full  of  hypocrisy  and  iniquity. 

Woe  to  you,  scribes  and  Pharisees,  hypocrites  I  29 
because  ye  build  the  sepulchres  of  the  prophets,  and 
adorn  the  tombs  of  the  righteous,  and  say :  If  we  30 
had  been  in  the  days  of  our  fathers,  we  would  not 
have  been  partakers  with  t^em  in  the  blood  of  the 
prophets.    So  that  ye  witness  to  yourselves,  that  ye  31 
are  sons  of  them  that  killed  the  prophets ;  and  fill  32 
ye  up  the  measure  of  your  fathers  I 

Serpents  1  Brood  of  vipers  1  how  can  ye  escape  33 
the  judgment  of  hell  7 
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34      Therefore,  heboid,  I  send  forth  to  you  prophets, 

and  wise  meo,  and  scribes ;  and  some  of  them  ye 

^  will  kill  and  crucify,  an^  some  of  them  ye  will 

scourge  in  your  synagogues,  and  persecute  from  city 

85  to  city.  That  on  you  may  come  all  the  righteous 
blood  shed  upon  the  earth,  from  the  blood  of  right- 
eous Abel  to  the  blood  of  Zechariah,  son  of  Bara-

1  XXIV.  And  Jesus  went  out,  and  departed  from 
the  temple ;  and  his  disciples  came  to  him,  to  show 

2  him  the  buildings  of  the  temple.  And  he  answer- 
ing said  to  them:  See  ye  not  all  these  things? 
Verily  I  say  to  you,  th»e  shall  not  be  left  here  one 
stone  upon  another,  that  shall  not  be  thrown  down. 

3  And  as  he  sat  on  the  mount  of  the  ^lives,  the 
disciples  came  to  hyn  privately,  saying :  Tell  us,

19  Bat  woe  to  them  that  are  with  child,  and  to  them 

20  that  give  suck  in  those  days  I     And  pray  that 

21  your  flight  be  not  in  winter,  nor  on  a  sabbath.  For 
then  shall  be  great  affliction,  such  as  has  not  been 
from  the  beginning  of  the  world  until  now,  no  nor 

22  shall  be.    And  unless  those  days  were  shortened,  no 
0  flesh  would  be  saved ;  but  for  the  sake  of  the  chosen, 

23  those,  days  «bftll  be  shortened.  Then  if  any  one  say 
to  you,  Xx),  here  is  the  Christ,  or  here,  believe  it  not. 

24  For  there  shall  arise  false  Cbrists,  and  false  proph- 
ets, and  shall  show  great  signs  and  wonders ;  so  as, 

25  if  possible,  to  lead  £ven  the  chosen  astray.  Behold, 
I  have  told  you  before. 

26  If  therefore  they  say  to  you :  Bdbold,  he  is  in  the 
desert,  go  not  forth ;  behold,  he  is  in  the  secret 

27  chambers,  believe  it  not.  For  as  the  lightning 
comes  forth  from  the  east,  and  shines  even  unto  the 
west,  so  shall  be  the  coming  of  the  Son  of  maa 

28  For  wherever  the  carcass  is,  there  will  the  eagles  be 
gathered  together. 

29  And  .immediately,  after  the  affliction  of  those

1  XXVI.    And  it  came  to  pass,  when  Jesus  had 
finished  all  these  sayings,  he  said  to  his  disciples  : 

2  Te  know  that  after  two  days  comes  the  passover, 
and  the  Son  of  man  is  delivered  up  to  be  crucified. 

3  Then  assembled  together  the  chief  priests,  and  the 
elders  of  the  people,  in  the  court  of  the  high  priest, 

4  who  was  called  Caiaphas,  and  consulted  together 
that  they  might  take  Jesus  by  craft,  and  put  him  to 

5  death.    But  they  said  :  Not  at  the  feast,  that  there  . 
may  not  be  a  tumult  among  the  people. 

6  And  Jesus  being  in  Bethany,  in  the  house  of 

7  Simon  the  leper,  there  came  to  him  a  woman  hav- 
ing an  alabaster  box  of  very  precious  ointment,  and 

8  poured  it  on  his  head  as  he  reclined  at  table.    And 
his  disciples  seeing  it  were  displeased,  saying :  To 

9  what  purpose  is  this  waste?    For  this  might  have 
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been  fiold  for  much,  and  gheu  to  the  poor.    Aiid  10 
Jesas  kDOwing  it^  said  to  them :  Why  trouble  j^ 
the  'woman?     For  she  has  wrought  a  good  work 
upon  me.    For  the'  poor  ye  have  always  with  you;  11 
but  me  ye  have  not  always.    For  she,  m  pouring  12 
this  ointment  on  my  body,  did  it  to  prepare  me  for 
burial.    Verily  I  say  to  yon,  wheresoever  this^ood  13 
news  shall  be  preached  in  the  whole  worlds  this  also 
that  she  has  done  shall  be  told,  for  a  memorial  of, 
her. 

Then  one  of  the  twelve,  called  Jiidas  Iscatiot,  14 
went  to  the  chief  priests,  and  said:  What  will  ye  15 
give  me,  and  I  will  deliver  him  to  you  ?    And  they 
weighed  out  to  him  thirty  pieces  of  silver.    And  16 
from  that  time  he  sought  opportunity  to  deliver 
him  up. 

Now  on  the  first  day  of  the  feast  of  unleavened  17 
bread  the  disciples  came  to  Jesus,  saying  to  him : 
Where  wilt  thou  that  we  prepare  for  thee  to  eat  the 
passover?    And  he  said :  Go  mto  the  city  to  such  16 
a  man,  and  say  to  him,  The  Teacher  says,  my  time 
is  at  hand ;  I  will  keep  the  passover  at  thy  house 
with  my  disciples.    And  the  disciples  did  as  Jesus  19 
directed  them,  and  ma4e  ready  the  passover. 

And  when  evening  was  come,  he  reclined  at  table  20 
with  the  twelve./  And  as  they  were  eating,  he  21 
said :  Verily  I  say  to  you,  that  one  of  ydu  will  be- 
tray me.  And  they  were  exceeding  sorrowful,  and  22 
began  ekicfa  one  to  say  to  him,  Lord,  is  it  I  ?  And  23 
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be  answered  and  said :  He  that  dipped  his  hand 

24  with  me  in  the  dish,  the  same  will  betray  me.  The 
Son  of  man  goes  indeed,  as  it  is  written  of  him ;  bat 
woe  to  that  man  through  whom  the  Son  of  man  is 
betrayed  1  It  were  good  for  him,  if  that  man  had 
not  been  bom. 

25  And  Jndas,  his  betrayer,  answered  and  said: 
Babbi,  is  it  I?  He  says  to  him  :  Thoa  hast  said 
it 

26  And  as  they  were  eating,  Jesus  took  the  bread, 
and  blessed,  and  brake,  and  gave  to  the  disciples, 

27  and  said :  Take,  eat ;  this  is  my  body.  And  he 
took  the  cap,  and  gave  thanks,  and  gave  to  .them, 

28  saying :  Drink  all  ye  of  it.  For  this  is  my  blood 
of  the  new  covenant,  which  is  shed  for  many,  for  re- 

29  mission  of  sins.  And  I  say  to  you,  that  I  will  not 
drink  henceforth  of  this  frait  of  the  vine,  until  that 
day  when  I  drink  it  new  with  you  in  the  kingdom 
of  my  Father. 

30  And  having  sung,  th^  went  out  into  the  mount 
of  the  Olives. 

31  Then  says  Jesus  to  them  :  All  ye  ^1  be  (^nd- 
ed  because  of  me  this  night.  For  it  is  written  :  I 
will  smite  the  Shepherd,  and  the  sheep  of  the  flock 

32  shall  be  scattered  abroad.  But  after  I  am  ris^,  I 
will  go  before  yon  into  Galilee.

CHAPTER  XXVI. 

Peter  answered  and  said  to  him :   Though  all  83 
shall  be  oflfended  because  of  ihee^  I  will  never  be 
oCfeoded.    Jesus  said  to  him  :  Verily  I  say  to  thee,  34 
that  this  night,  before  the  cock  crows,  thou  wilt  thrice 
deny  me.    Peter  says  to  him:  Even  though  I  35 
should  die  with  thee,  I  will  not  deny  thee.    Like- 
wise also  said  all  the  disciples. 

Then  Jesus  c(5mes  with  them  to  a  place  called  36 
Gtethsemane,  and  says  to  the  disciples  :  Sit  ye  here, 
while  I  go  yonder  and  pray.    And  taking  with  him  37 
Peter  and  the  two  sons  of  Zebedee,  he  began  to  be 
sorrowful,   and  to  be  troubled.     Then  says  he  38 
to  them :  My  soul  is  exceeding  sorrowful,  unto 
death.    Tarry  ye  here,  and  watch  with  me. 

And  going  forward  a  little,  he  fell  on  his  face  39 
praying,  and  saying :  My  Father,  if  it  is  possible, 
let  this  cup  pass  away  from  me.     But  yet,  not 
as  I  will,  but  as  thou  wilt.    And  he  comes  to  the  40 
disciples,  and  finds  them  sleeping ;  and  he  says  to 
Peter :  Were  ye  so  unable  to  watch  with  me  one 
hour?    Watch  and  pray,  that  ye  enter  not  into  41 
temptation.    The  spirit  indeed  is  willing,  but  the 
flesh  is  weak. 

Again,  a  second  time,  he  went  away  and  prayed,  42 
saying :  My  Father,  if  this  can  not  pass  away  from 
me,  except  I  drink  it,  thy  will  be  done.    And  com-  43 
ing  he  again  found  them  sleeping ;  for  their  eyes 
werehe^vy. 

And  leaving  them,  he  went  away  again,  and  pray-  44 
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45  ed  the  4hird  time,  sayiDg  the  same  words.  Then 
comes  he  to  his  disciples,  and  says  to  them :  Sleep 
on  DOW,  and  take  yom:  rest  1  Behold,  the  hour  is  at 
hand,  and  the  Son  of  man  is  betrayed  into  the  hands 
of  sinners. 

46  Bise,  let  us  be  going.    Behold,  he  is  at  hand  that 

47  betrays  me.  And  while  he  was  yet  speaking,  lo, 
Judas,  one  of  the  twelve,  came,  and  with  him  a 
great  multitude  with  swords  and  staves,  from  the 

48,  chief  priests  and  elders  of  the  people.  Now  his  be- 
trayer gave  them  a  sign,  saying:  Whom  I  shall 

49  kiss,  that  i9  he ;  hold  him  fast.  And  forthwith  he 
came  to  Jesus,  and  said.  Hall,  Kabbi ;  and  kissed 

50  him.  And  Jesus  said  to  him:  Friend,  wherefore 
art  thou  come?    Then  came  they,  and  laid  handa 

51  on  Jesus,  and  held  him  fast.  And,  behold,  one  of 
them  that  were  with  Jesns  stretched  out  his  hand  and 
drew  his  sword,  and  struck  the  servant  of  the  high 

52  priest,  and  took  off  his  ear.  Then  said  Jesus  to  him  : 
Put  back  thy  sword  into  its  place ;  for  all  they  that 

53  take  the  sword  shall  perish  with  the  sword.  Think- 
est  thou  that  I  can  not  now  pray  to  my  Father, 
and  he  will  send  me  more  than  twelve  legions  of  ~ 

54  angels  ?  How  then  shall  the  Scriptures  be  fulfilled, 
thai  thus  it  must  be  ? 

y.  45.  Or,  Sleep' ye  the  remaining  time,  and  take  your 
rest? 

y.  63.  In  some  ancient  copies :  that  I  can  not  pray  to  my 
Father,  and  he  will  now  send 
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In  that  hoar  Jesus  said  to  tbenuiititadA :  Mxe  55 
jQ  come  out  as  agninat  a  robber*  with  swords  and 
stavesi  to  take  me  ?    I  sfit  daily  with  yoa  teaching 
in  the  tempie,  and  je  did  not  lay  hold  of  me.    Bat  .56 
sU  this  has  been  done)  that  the  scriptares  of  tbe  ' 
prophets  might  be  falfiUed.^    Then  the  disciples  all 
forsook  him,  and  fled. 

And  they  that  had  laid  hold  of  J^sos  led  him  .57 
away  to  Caiapfaas  the  high  priest,  where  the  scribes 
ud  the  elders  were  assembled.    And  Peter  follow-  58 
ed  him  afar  off  unto  the  court  of  the  high  priest ; 
and  he  went  in,  and  sat  with  the  servants,  to  see  the 
eod. 

Now  the  chief  priests,  and  the  elders,  and  all  the  59 
ooancil,  sought  falae  witness  against  Jesus,  that 
they  might  put  him  to  death ;  and  found  none,  60 
though  many  false  witnesses  came.   J^ut  at  last 
came  two,  and  said  :  This  man  said,  I  am  able  to  61 
destroy  the  temple  of  God,  and  to  build  it  in  three 
days*    And  the  high  priest  arose,  and  said  to  him :  62 
Answerest  thou  nothing?    What  do  thes^  witiicss 
against  thee?     But  Jesus  was:  sil^t.    And  the  63 
high  priest  answering  said  to  him :  X  adjuine  theoi.by 
the  living  God,  that  thou  tell  us  whether  thou  art 
the  Christ,  the  Son  of  God.    Jesas  s^  tgr  him :  64 
Thou  hast  said  it.  But  I  say  to  you :  Hera^f^er  shall 
jQ  see  the  Son  of  man  sitting,  on. the  tight  hand  of 
power,  and  coming  on  the  clouds  of  heaven.    Then  65 
the  high  priest  rent  his  clothes,  Baying  s  He  has 
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Bpoksi  blasphemy ;  yrhai  forther  need  bave  we  of  wit- 
neBses  7    Behold,  ye  have  dow  beard  his  blaspbemy. 

66  What  think  ye?    They  answered  and  said :  He  la 

67  g^iilty  of  death.  Then  spit  they  in  his  face,  and 
bnfieted  bun;    and    othiers   smote  him,   Baying: 

68  Prophesy  to  ns,  O  Christ,  who  is  he  that  strock 
thee? 

69  Now  Peter  was  sitting  without  in  the  coarL 
And  a  damsel  came  to  him,  saying :  Thoa  also  waat 

70  with  Jesos  the  Galilean.    Bat  he  denied  before  aO, 

71  saying :  I  know  not  what  thou  sayest  And  when 
he  was  gone  oat  into  the  porch,  another  maid  saw 
him,  and  said  to  them  that  were  there :  This  roan 

72  also  was  with  Jesns  the  Nasarene.    And  again  he 

73  denied  with  an  oath,  I  do  not  know  the  man.  And 
after  a  little  while,  they  that  stood  by  came  and  said 
to  Peter :  Sarely  thou  also  art  one  of  them ;  for 

74  thy  speech  betrays  thee.  Then  began  he  to  inyoke 
carses,  and  to  swear,  I  know  not  the  man.    And 

76  immediately  the  cock  crowed.  And  Peter  remember- 
ed the  word  of  Jesos  when  he  sdd  :  Before  the  cock 
crows,  thoa  wilt  thrice  deny  me.  And  he  went  oat, 
and  wept  bitterly. 

1  XXVn.  And  when  morning  was  come,  all  the 
chief  priests  and  the  elders  of  the  people  took  coon- 

2  sel  against  Jesas,  so  as  to  pot  him  to  death.  And 
having  boand  him,  they  led  him  away,  and  deliver- 
ed hhn  to  Pontius  Pilate  the  governor. 
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nien  Judas,  who  betrayed  him,  when  be  saw  that    3 
be  was  oondemiied,  repentiiig  brought  back  the 
thirty  pieces  of  silver  to  the  chief  priests  and  the 
elders^  saying :  I  sinned  in  betraying  innocent  blood.    4 
And  they  said  :  What  is  it  to  ns  ?  Look  thou  to  it. 
And  casting  down  the  pieces  of  silver  in  the  tempte,    5 
he  departed ;  and  he  went  away  and  hanged  hunsielf.    6 
And  the  chief  priests  took  the  silver  pieces,  and  said : 
It  is  not  lawful  to  put  them  into  the  treasury,  since  it 
B  the  price  of  blood.    And  they  took  counsel,  and    7 
bought  with  them  the  potter's  field,  to  bury  Strang- 
en  in.    Wherefore  that  field  was  called  the  field  of   8 
blood,  unto  this  day. 

Then  was  fulfilled  that  which  was  spoken  through    9 
Jeremiah  the  prophet,  saying :  And  they  took  the 
thirty  pieces  of  silver,  the  price  of  him  that  was 
priced,  whom  they  of  the  children  of  Israel  did 
price ;  and  gave  them  for  the  potter's  field,  as  the  10 
Lord  appointed  to  me. 

And  Jesus  stood  before  the  governor.    And  the  II 
governor  questioned  him,  saying:  Art  thou  the  king 
of  the  Jews?    And  Jesus  said  to  him:    Thou 
sayest  it.    And  when  he  was  accused*  by  the  chief  12 
priests  and  the  elders,  he  made  ilb  answer.    Then  1 
Bud  Pilate  to  him  :  Hearest  thou  not  what  things 
they  witness  against  thee?    And  he  made  him  no  14 
answer,  not  even  to  one  word ;  sO  that  the  governor 
greatly  wondered. 

Now  at  the  feast  the  governor  was  wont  to  release  15 
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to  the  nmltitude  one  priBoner,  whom  they  wonld. 

16  And  they  had  then  a  noted  prisoner,  called  Barab- 

17  bas«.  When  therefore  they  were  gathered  together, 
Pilate  teid  to  them :  Whom  will  ye  that  I  release 
to  yon  t    Barabbaa,  or  Jesus  who  is  called  Christ  ? 

18  For  he  knew  that  for  envy  they  had  deliraced  him 
up. 

19  And  as  he  sat  on  ^e  judgment  seat,  his  wife  sent 
to  him, -saying:  Blave  nothing  to  do  with  that 
just  man  ;  for  I  have  suffered  much  tliis  day  in  a 
dream  beieanse  of  him. 

20  And  the  chief  priests  and  the  elders  persuaded 
the  multitudes,  that  they  should  ask  for  Barabbas, 

21  and  should  destroy  Jesus.  And  the  governor  an- 
swering said  to  them  :  Which  of  the  two  will  ye 

.  that  1  release  to  you  7    And  they  said,  Barabbas. 

22  Pilate  says  to  them  :  What  then  sb&ll  I  do  with 
Jesus,  who  is  called  Christ  ?    They  all  say  to  bim  : 

23  Let  him  be  crucified.  And  the  governor  said : 
What  evil  then  has  he  done?  But  they  cried  the 
more,  saying :  Let  him  be  crucified. 

24  And  Pilate,  seeing  that  it  Avails  nothing,  but 
rather  that  a  tumult  is  made,  took  water  and  wash- 
ed his  hands  before  the  multitude,  saying  :  I  am 
innocent  of  the  blood  of  this  just  man.    Look  ye  to 

25  it.    And  all  the  people  answering  said  :    His  blood 

26  be  on  us,  and  on  our  children.    Then  he  released  to 

V.  24.  ^r,  he  avaOs  noiliiag 
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tbem  Barabbas ;  bat  Jesus  be  scoarged,  and  deli?er> 
ed  ftp  to  be  craeified. 

Then  the  soldiers  of  the  governor  took  Jesus  mto  27 
the  Praetoriam,  abd  gathered  to  him  the.  whole 
band.     And  they  stripped  him,  and  put  on  him  a  28 
scarlet  robe.    And  having  platted  a  crown  of  thorns,  29 
they  put  it  on  his  head,  and  a  reed  in  his  right 
hand;   and  they  bowed  the  knee  before  him,  and 
mocked  him,  saying :    Hail,  King  of  the  Jews  1 
And  they  spit  npon  him,  and  took  the  reed,  and  30 
mote  him  on  the  head.    And  when  they  had  mock-  31 
ed  him,  they  took  off  the  robe  from  him,  and  pnt  on 
him  his  own  garments,  and  led  him  away  to  crucify 
him.     And  as  they  came  out  they  found  a  man  of  32 
Gyrene,  Simon  by  name ;  him  they  compelled  to 
bear  his  cross. 

And  when  they  were  come  to  a  place  called  Gol-  33 
gotba  (which  is  called,  Place  of  a  skull),  they  gave  34 
him  vinegar  to  drink  mingled  with  gall ;  and  when 
he  had  tasted,  he  would  not  drink.    And  having  35 
craeified  him,  they  divided  his  garments  among 
them,  casting  lots.    And  sitting  down,  they  watch-  36 
ed  him  tiiere.    And  they  set  up  over  his  head  his  37 
accusation,  wi'itten :    THIS    IS    JESUS    THE 
KING  OP  THE  JEWS. 

Then  were  two  robbers  crucified  with  him ;  one  38 
on  the  right  hand,  and  one  on  the  lefL    And  they  39 

V.  34.    In  Mome  anoient  copies  .*  gave  him  wine 
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that  passed  by  reviled  him,  waging  their  heads,  and 

40  saying  :  Thou  that  destroyest  the  temple,  and  build- 
est  it  in  three  days.,  save  thyself.    If  thou  art  the 

41  Sod  of  God,  come  down  from  the  cross.  Likewise 
also  the  chief  priests  mocking,  with  the  scribes  and 

42  elders,  said :  He  saved  others,  himself  he  can  not 
^    save.   If  he  is  King  of  Israel,  let  him  now  come  down 

43  from  the  cross,  and  we  will  believe  on  him.  He. 
trusts  in  God ;  let  him  now  deliver  him,  if  he  desires 

44  him  ;  for  he  said,  I  am  the  Son  of  God.  And  also 
the  robbers,  who  were  crucified  with  him,  reproached 
him  with  the  same  thing. 

45  And  from  the  sixth  hour,  there  was  darkness  over 

46  all  the  land,  unto  the  ninth  hour.  And  about  the 
ninth  hour  Jesus  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  saying  : 
Eli,  Eli,  lema  sabachthani  ?    That  is  :  My  God,  my 

47  God,  why  hast  thou  forsaken  me  ?  Some  of  them 
that  stood  there,  hearing  it,  said :  This  man  calls 

48  for  Elijah.  And  straightway  one  of  them  ran,  and 
took  a  sponge,  and  having  filled  it  with  vinegar  and 

49  put  it  on  a  reed,  gave  him  to  drink.  But  tlie  rest 
said  :  Ijet  alone ;  let  us  see  whether  Elijah  comes 
to  save  him. 

60  And  Jesus,  again  crying  with  a  loud  voice,  yield- 

61  ed  up  his  spirit.  And  behold,  the  Vail  of  the  tem- 
ple was  rent  in  twain  from  the  top  to  the  bottom  ; 
and  the  earth   quaked,  and  the  rocks  were  rent 

V.  47.  Elijah:  intheir  form  of  address,  Ella 
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And  tbe  graves  were  opened,  and  many  bodies  of  ihe  52 
saints  who  slept  arose;    and  coming  out  of  the  53 
graves,  after  his  resurrection,  they  went  into  the 
holy  city,  and  appeared  to  many. 

And  when  the  coiturion,  and  they  that  with  him  54 
were  watching  Jesus,  saw  the  earthquake,  and  the 
things  that  were  done,  they  wereexce^ingly  afraid, 
saying :  Truly  this  was  the  Son  of  God. 

And  many  women  were  there  beholding  afar  off,  55 
they  who  followed  Jesus  from  Qalilee,  mioistering 
to  hnn ;  among  whom  was  Mary  the  Magdalene,  56 
and  Mary  tbe  mother  of  James  and  Joses,  and  the 
mother  of  the  sons  of  Zebedee. 

And  evening  having  come,  there  came  a  rich  man  57 
from  Arimathea,  named  Joseph,  who  also  himself 
was  a  disciple  of  Jesus.    This  man  went  to  Filate,  58 
and  asked  for  the  body  of  Jesus.    Then  Pilate  com- 
manded that  the  body  should  be  given  up.    And  59 
taking  the  body,  Joseph  wrapped  it  in  a  clean  linen 
cloth,  and  kid  it  in  his  own  new  tomb,- which  he  60 
had  hewn  out  in  the  rock.    And  he  rolled  a  great 
stone  to  the  door  of  the  tomb,  and  departed.    And  61 
Mary  the  Magdalene  was  there,  and  the  oth^r  Mary, 
sitting  over  against  the  sepulchre. 

And  on  the  morrow,  which  is  after  the  prepara-  62 
tion,  the  chief  priests  and  the  Pharisees  came  to- 
gether to  Pilate,  saying :  Sir,  we  remember  that  63 
that  deceiver  said,  while  he  was  yet  .alive.  After 
three  days  I  will  rise.    Command,  therefore,  that  64 
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the  sepulchre  be  made  secnre  until  the  third  day ; 
lest  bis  disciples  come  by  night  and  steal  him  away, 
and  say  to  the  people,  He  is  risen  from  the  dead; 

65  and  the  last  error  will  be  worse  than  the  first.  Pi- 
late said  to  them :  Te  have  a  watch ;  go  your  way, 

66  make  secure,  as  ye  know  how.  So  they  went,  and 
made  the  sepulchre  secure,  sealing  the  stone,  to- 
gether with  the  watch. 

1  XXyin.  And  late  in  the  sabbath,  as  it  was 
dawning  into  the  first  day  of  the  week,  came  Mary 
the  Magdalene  and  the  other  Mary  to  view  the 

2  sepulchre.  And  behold,  there  was  a  great  earth* 
quake.  For  an  angel  of  the  Lord  descended  from 
heaven,  and  came  and  rolled  back  the  stone  from 

3  the  door,  and  sat  upon  it.    His  countenance  was 

4  like  lightning,  and  his  raiment  white  as  snow.  And 
for  fear  of  him  the  keepers  did  shake,  and  became  as 

5  dead  men.  And  the  angel  answered  and  said  to  the 
women :  Fear  not  ye ;  for  I  know  that  ye  are  seek- 

6  ing  Jesus,  who  was  crucified.  He  u  not  here ;  for 
he  is  risen,  as  he  said.    Gome,  see  the  place  where 

7  the  Lord  lay.  And  go  quickly,  and  tell  his  disci- 
ples that  he  is  risen  from  the  dead.  And  behold, 
he  goes  before  you  into  Galilee ;  there  shall  ye  see 
him.    Behold,  I  have  told  yon. 

8  And  going  out  quickly  from  the  sepulchre,  with 
fear  and  great  joy,  they  ran  to  bring  his  disciples 

9  word.    And  behold,  Jesus  met  them,  saymg :  All 

9% 
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bail  I   And  they  came  and  held  him  by  the  feet,  and 
worshiped  him.    Then  said  Jesus  to  them :  Be  not  10 
afraid ;  go  tell  my  brethren  that  they  go  away  into 
Galilee,  and  there  shall  they  see  me. 

And  as  they  were  going,  behold,  some  of  the  11 
watch  came  into  the  city,  and  reported  to  the  chief 
priests  all  the  things  that  were  done.    And  having  12 
assembled  with  the  elders,  and  taken  coansel,  they 
gave  much  money  to  the  soldiers,  saying:    Say,  13 
that  his  disciples  came  by  night,  and  stole  him  away 
while  we  slept    And  if  this  shall  be  heard  before  14 
the  governor,  we  will  persuade  him,  and  make  yon 
secare.     So  they  took  the  money,  and  did  as  they  15 
were  tanght.    And  this  saying  was  reported  abroad 
among  the  Jews,  until  this  day. 

And  the  eleven  disciples  went  away  into  Galilee,  16 
into  the  mountain  where  Jesus  had  appointed  them. 
And  when  they  saw  him,  they  worshiped  him  ;  but  17 
some  doubted. 

And  Jesus  came  and  spake  to  them,  saying :  All  18 
power  is  given  to  me  in  heaven  and  on  earth.    Go  19 
therefore,  and  disciple  all  the  nations,  iiymersing 
them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son, 
and  of  the  Holy  Spirit ;  teaching  them  to  observe  20 
all  things  whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you.  And 
behold,  1  am  with  you  alway,  unto  the  end  of  the 
world. 

V.  14.  In  (he  oldest  copies :  shall  be  heard  by  the  governor 
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Tbm  beginniDg  of  the  good  news  of  Jesos  Ohrisk  1 
Bon  of  God.  As  it  is  written  in  Isaiah  the  prophet :  2 
Behold,  I  aend  forth  my  messenger  before  thy  face, 
who  shall  prepare  thy  way.    The  yoioe  of  one  cry-  3 
mg  in  the  wilderness :  Prepare  the  way  of  the  Lord, 
make  straight  his  paths.    Johq  came  inmiersing  in  4 
the  wilderness,  and  preaching  the  immersion  of  re- 
pentance for  the  remission  of  sins.    And  there  went  5 
out  to  him  all  the  country  of  Judea,  and  all  they  of 
Jemsalem ;  and  were  immersed  by  him  in  the  river 
Jordan,  ccmfessing  their  sins. 

And  John  was  clothed  with  camel's  hair,  and  6 
with  a  leathern  girdle  about  his  loins,  and  did  eat 
locusts  and  wild  honey.    And  he  preached,  saying :  7 
There  comes  after  me  he  that  is  mightier  than  I, 
the  latchet  of  whose  sandals  I  am  not  worthy  to

came  from  Nazareth  of  Galileo,  and  was  immersed 

10  by  John  in  t^e  Jordbn.  'And  straightway  coming 
up  out  of  the  water,  he  saw  the  heavens  parted,  apd 

11  the  Spirit  as  a  dove  descending  upon  him.  And 
there  came  a  voice  out  of  heaven :  Thou  art  my  be- 
loved son ;  in  thee  I  &iu  well  pleased. 

12  And  immediately  the  Spirit  drives  him  forth  into 

13  the  vrildemess.  And  he  was  in  the  wilderness  forty 
days,  temptetl  by  Satan,  and  was  mih.  the  wild 

**     b^sts  J  and  the  angels  ministered  to  him. 

14  Now  after  John  was  delivered  up,  Jesus  came 
into  Galilee,  preaching  the  good  news  of  the  king- 

16  dom  of  God,  and  saying :  The  fime  is 'fuelled,  and 
the  kingdom  of  God  is  at  hand  J  repent,  and  believe 
the  good  news. 

16  And  walking  by  the  sea  of  Galilee,  he  saw  Si- 
mon, arid"  Andrew  Simon's  brother,  casting  a  net  in 

17  the  sea ;  for  they  were  fishermen.  And  Jesus  said 
to  them :  Come  after  me,  and  I  will  cause  you  to 

18  become  fishers  of  men.  And  straightway  they  for- 
sook their  nets,  and  followed  him. 

19  And  when  he  had  gone  a  liitle  further,  he  saw 
James  the  son  of  Zebedee,  and  John  his  brother,

wiio  also  "were  lii  the  sliip,  mendSng  tbeir  nets.  And  20 
Btraightway  lie  called  them ;  and  they  left  thebr 
bther  Zebedee  in  the  ship  with  the  hired  aeirants, 
and  went  after  him. ' 

And  they  enter  into  Capemanm ;  and  straight-  21 
way  on  the  sabbath  he  went  into  the  synagogae, 
and  taaght     And  they  were  astonished  at  his  22 
teaching  ;  for  he  taught  them  as  haying  authority, 
and  not  as  the  scribes. 

And  there  was  in  their  synagogue  a  man  with  an  23 
andean  spirit    And  he  cried  out,  saying :  What  24 
have  we  to  do  with  thee,  iTesus,  Nazarene  1    Art 
thou  come  to  destroy  us  ?    I  know  thee  who  thou 
art,  the  Holy  One  of  God.    And  Jesus  rebuked  him,  25 
saying  :  Hold  thy  peace,  and  come  out  of  him.  And  26 
the  unclean  spirit,  tearing  him,  and  crying  with  a 
loud  voice,  came  out  of  him.    And  they  were  all  27 
amazed  ;  so  that  they  questionl4  among  themselves,    .   ] 
Baying  :  What  is  this  ?    A  new  teaching,  with  au- 
thority !     And  he  commands  the  unclean  spirits,    • 
and  they  obey  him.    And  immediately  his  fame  28 
spread  abroad  into  all  the  surrounding  region  of 
Galilee.' 

And  immediately  when  they  had  come  out  of  the  29

For  with  authority  he  commands  even  the  unclean  spirits 
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'    synagogae,  they  entered  into  the  house  of  Simon  and 

30  Andrew,  with  James  and  John.  And  the  mother-in- 
law  of  Simon  lay  sick  of  a  fever ;  and  immediately 

31  they  tell  him  concerning  her.  And  he  came  and 
raised  her  up,  taking  hold  of  her  hand  ;  and  imme- 
diately the  fever  left  her,  and  she  ministered  to  them. 

32  And  evening  having  come,  when  the  sun  was  set, 
they  brought  to  him  all  that  were  sick,  and  those 

33  possessed  with  devils.    And  all  the  city  was  gath- 

34  ered  together  at  the  door.  And  he  healed  many 
that  were  sick  with  divers  diseases,  and  cast  out 
many  devils ;  and  suffered  not  the  devils  to  speak, 
because  they  knew  him. 

35  And  rising  very  early,  by  night,  he  went  out,  and 
departed  into  a  solitary  place,  and  there  prayed. 

36  And  Simon  and  they  that  were  with  him  followed 

37  after  him.     And  having  found  him,  they  say  to  him  : 

38  All  are  seeking  thee.  And  he  says  to  them  :  Let  us 
go  elsewhere  into  the  neighboring  towns,  that  I  may 
preach  there  also ;  for  therefore  have  I  come  fortj). 

39  And  he  preached  in  their  sj^agogues,  throughout 
all  Galilee^  and  cast  out  devils. 

40  And  there  came  a  leper  to  him,  beseeching  him, 
and  kneeling  down  to  him,  and  saying  to  him :  If 

41  thou  wilt,  thou  canst  cleanse  me.  And  Jesus,  moved 
with  compassion,  stretched  forth  his  hand  and  touched 

42  him,  and  says  to  him  :  I  will ;  be  t(iou  cleansed.  And 
wlien  he  had  spoken,  immediately  the  leprosy  de- 

43  parted  from  him,  and  he  was  cleansed.   And  sternly 
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diarging  bim,  he  forthwith  sent  him  away ;  and  says  44 
to  him  :  See  thou  say  nothing  to,  any  one ;  but  go, 
show  thyself  to  the  priest,  and  offer  fdr  thy  cleansing 
what  Moses  commanded,  for  a  testimony  to  them. 
But  he  went  out,  and  began  to  publish  it  much,  and  45 
to  spread  abroad  the  report ;  so  that  he  could  no 
louger  openly  enter  into  a  city,  but  was  without  in 
desert  places.  And  they  came  to  him  from  every 
quarter. 

II.    And  again  he  entered  into  Capernaum  after    1 
some  days ;  and  it  was  heard  that  he  is  in  the  house. 
And  straightway  many  were  gathered  together,  so    2 
that  there  was  no  longer  room,  not  even  at  the  door ; 
and  he  spake  the  w6rd  to  them. 

And  they  come  to  him,  bringing  one  that  was    3 
palsied,  borne  by  four.  And  not  being  able  to  come    4 
near  him,  on  account  ofthe  multitude,  they  uncovered 
the  roof  where  he  was ;  and  having  broken  it  up, 
they  let  down  the  bed  whereon  the  palsied  man  lay. 
And  Jesus  seeing  their  fuitb,  says  to  the  palsied    5 
man  :  Child,  thy  sins  are  forgiven.    But  there  were    6 
some  of  the  scribes  sitting  there,  and  reasoning  in 
their  hearts :  Why  does  this  man  speak  thus?    He    7 
blappbemes.    Who  can  forgive  sins  but  one,  God  ?    8 
And  Jesus,  immediately  perceiving  in  his  spirit  that 
they  so  reasoned  within  themselves,  said  to  them : 
Why  reason  ye  these  things  in  your  hearts  ?    Which     9 
is  easier,  to  say  to  the  palsied  man.  Thy  suis  are  for- 
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gtven  ,*  or  to  say,  Arise,  and  take  ap  tby  bed,  aod 

10  walk  ?  Bat  that  ye  may  know  that  the  Son  of  man 
has  power  on  earth  to  forgive  sins^  (ha  says  to  tho 

11  palsied  mao,)  I  say  to  thee,  arise,  take  up  thy  bed, 

12  and  go  to  thy  houses  And  hnmediately  he  arose,, 
took  op  the  bed*  aod  went  forth  before  all ;  so  that 
aU  if&e  amaffsd,  and  glorified  6od»  saying :  We 
never  sarW  it  thus. 

13  And  he  went  forth  again  by  the  sea  side ;  and  all 
the  maltitade  came  to  him,  and  he  taught  them. 

14  And^  passing  along,  he  saw  Levi  the  son  of  Alphena 
sitting  at  the  receipt  of  custom,  and  said  to  him 
Follow  me«    And  he   arose  and  followed;  him. 

15  And  it  came  to  pass^  as  he  redined  at  table  in  his 
house,  that  many  publicans  and  sinners  were  reclining 
with  Jesus  and  his  disciples ;  for  there  were  many,  and 

16  ihej  followed  him.  And  when  the  scribes  and  the 
Pharisees  saw  him  eating  with  tUi sinners  and  publi- 
cans, they  said  to  his  disciples :  How  is  it  that  he  eats 

17  and  drinks  with  the  sinners  and  the  publicans  f  And 
J«sus  hearing  it,  says  to  them :  They  that  are  whole 
n^  not  a  physician,  but  they  that  are  sick.  I  came 
not  to  call  righteous  men,  but  sinners. 

^18      Atd  the  disciples  of  John,  and  the  Pharisees; 

used  to  fast ;  and  they  come  and  say  to  him  :  Why 

do  the  disciples  of  John  and  the  Pharisees  fhst,  but 

19  thy  disciples  fast  not?    And  Jesus  said  to  themr 

y.  18.  or,  were  Diating 
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Can  the  sons  of  the  bridechamber  fast,  while  the 
bridegroom  is  with  them  ?  So  long  as  they  have  the 
bridegroom  with  thera,  they  can  not  fast.    Bat  days  20 
will  come,  when  the  bridegroom  will  be  taken  from 
them  ;  and  then  shall  they  fast  in  that  day.    No  one  21 
sews  a  piece  of  unfulled  cloth  upon  an  old  garment ; 
else  the  new  filling  op  of  the  old  takes  from  it,  and  a 
worse'  rent  is  made.    And  no  one  puts  new  wine  in-  22 
to  old  skins  ;  else  the  wine  bursts  the  skins,  and  the 
wine  is  destroyed,  and  the  ski  us. 

And  it  came  to  pass,  that  he  went  through  the  23 
grain-fields  on  the  sabbath  ;  an^  his  disciples  began 
to  go  forward,  plucking  the  ears  of  grain.     And  the  24 
Pharisees  said  to  him  :  Behold,  why  do  they  on 
the  sabbath  that  which  is  not  lawful?    And  he  25 
said  to  them  :  Have  ye  never  read  what  David  did, 
when  he.  had  need  and  hungered,  himself  and  they 
that  were  with  him  ?    How  he  went  into  the  house  of  26 
God  in  the  days  of  Abiathar  the  high  priest,  and  ate 
the  sbowbread,  which  it  is  not  lawful  to  eat  but  for 
the  priests,  and  gave  also  to  them  that  were  with 
him  ?     And   he  said  to  them  :    The  sabbath  was  27 
made  for  man,  and  not  man  for  the  sabbath.     So  28 
that  the  Son  of  man  is  Lord  also  of  the  sabbath. 

Some  ancient  copies  add:  But  new  wine  must  ho 
put  into  new  skins. 

V.  23.  OTf  hegan  to  make  a  way 
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1  HI.  And  he  entered  again  into  the  synagogne  ^ 
and  there  was  a  man  there,  having  his  hand  withered. 

2  And  they  watched  him.  whether  he  would  heal  him 

3  on  the  sabbath ;  that  they  might  accase  him.    And 
I       he  says  to  the  man  having  the  withered  hand :  Arise, 

4  and  come  into  the  midst.  And  he  says  to  them :  Is 
it  lawful  to  do  good  on  the  sabbath,  or  to  do  evil  ? 
to  save  life,  or  to  kill  ?    But  they  held  their  peace. 

5  And  looking  round  on  them  with  anger,  being 
grieved  for  their  hardness  of  heart,  he  says  td 
the  man,  Stretch  forth  thy  hand.  And  he  stretch- 
ed it  forth ;  and  his  hand  was  restored. 

6  And  the  Pharisees  went  oat,  and  straightway  took 
counsel  with  the  Herodians  against  him,  how  they 

7  might  destroy  him.  And  Jesus  withdrew  with  hk 
disciples  to  the  sea.    And  a  great  multitude  from 

8  Galilee  followed ;  and  from  Judea,  and  from  Jeru- 
salem, and  from  Idumea,  and  from  beyond  the  Jordan, 
and  they  about  Tyre  and  Sidon,  a  great  multitude, 
hearing  what  great  things  he  did,  came  to  him. 

9  And  he  spake  to  his  disciples,  that  a  small  ship 
should  wait  on  him  because  of  the  multitude,  that 

10  they  might  not  throng  him.    For  he  healed  many ; 
so  that  they  pressed  upon  him  to  touch  him,  as 

11  many  as  had  plagues.    And  the  unclean  spirits, 
when  they  saw  him,  fell  down  before  him,  and  cried, 

12  saying :  Thou  art  the  Son  of  God.    And  he  strictly 
charged  them  that  they  should  not  make  him  known. 

13  And  he  goes  up  into  the  mountain,  and  calls  to 
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faim  whom  he  would ;  and  they  went  to  him.    And  14 
he  appointed  twelve,  that  they  should  be  with  hhn, 
and  that  be  might  send  them  forth  to  preach,  and  15 
to  have  power  to  heal  sicknesses,  and  to  past  out 
deviis.    And  Simon  he  surnamed  Peter ;  and  James  16 
the  son  of  Zebedee,  and  John  the  brother  of  James ;  17 
and  be  surnamed  them  Boanerges,  which  is,  Sons  of 
thunder;  and  Andrew,  and  Philip,  and  Bartholo-  18 
mew,  and  Matthew,  and  Thomas,  and  James  the  son 
of  AIpbe4i8,  and  Thaddeus,  and  Simon  the  Canan- 
ite,  and  Judas  Iscariot,  who  also  betrayed  him.         19 

And  they  come  into  the  house.    And  the  multitude  20 
comes  together  again^  so  that  they  could  not  even 
eat  bread.  And  hearing  of  it,  his  kinsmen  went  out  to  21 
lay  hold  of  him  ;  for  they  said,  He  is  beside  himself. 

And  the  scribes  who  came  down  from  Jerusalem  22 
aaid.  He  has  Beebebul,  and  through  the  prince  of 
the  devils  he  casts  out  the  devils.  And  he  called  them  23  * 
to  him,  and  said  to  them  in  parables,  How  can  Sa- 
tan cast  out  Satan  ?    And  if  a  kingdom  be  divided  24 
against  itself,  that  kingdom  can  not  stand.    And  if  25 
a  house  be  divided  against  itself,  that  house  can  not 
stand.    And  if  Satan  has  risen  up  against  himself,  26 
and  is  divided,  he  can  not  stand,  but  has  an  end. 
No  one  can  enter  into  a  strong  man's  house,  and  27 
plunder  his  goods,  except  he  first  bind  the  strong 
man ;  and  then  he  will  plunder  his  house.  Yerily  I  say  28 

V.  18.    Cananite,  (as  some  suppose)  =  Zelotes. 
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to  yon,  all  sins  shall  be  forgiven  the  sons  of  Dien, 
and  the  blasphemies  wherewith  they  shall  blaspheme. 

29  Bat  he  that  shall  blaspheme  against  the  Holy  Spirit 
*     has  no  forgiveness  forever,  but  is  guilty  of  eternal 

30  sin  ;  because  they  said,  He  has  an  unclean  spirit. 

31  So  his  brothers  and  his  mother  came,  and  stand- 

32  ing  without  sent  to  him,  calling  him.  And  a  crowd 
was  sitting  about  him ;  and  they  say  to  him.  Behold, 
thy  mother  and  thy  brothers  without  are   seeking 

33  thee.    And  he  answered  them,  saying,  Who  is  my 

34  mother,  or  my  brothers?  And  looking  round  on 
those  who  sat  about  him,  he  said.  Behold  my  mother, 

35  and  my  brothers  I  For  whosoever  shall  do  the  will 
of  God,  the  same  is  my  brother,  and  sister,  and 
mother. 

1  lY .  And  he  began  again  to  teach  by  the  sea-side. 
And  there  was  gathered  to  him  a  very  great  multitude^ 
so  that  he  entered  into  a  ship,  and  sat  down  in  the 
sea ;  and  all  the  multitude  was  by  the  sea  on  the  land. 

2  And  he  taught  them  many  things  in  parables,  and 
said  to  them  in  his  teaching  : 

3  Heatken ;  behold,  the  sower  went  forth  to  sow. 

4  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  he  sowed,  one  fell  by  the 

5  way  side,  and  the  fowls  came  and  devoured  it.  And 
another  fell  on  the  rocky  ground,  where  it  had  not 

.much  earth ;  and  immediately  it  sprang  up,  because 

6  it  had  not  depth  of  earth.  But  when  the  sun  was 
up,  it  was  scorched ;  and  because  it  had  not  root,  it' 
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withered  away.  And  another  fell  among  the  thorns ;    7 
and  the  thorns  came  np,  and  choked  it,  and  it  yield- 
ed no  fruit.   And  another  fell  into  the  good  ground,    8 
and  yielded  fruit  that  sprang  up  and  increased ;  and 
brought  forth,  thirty,  and  sixty,  and  a  hundredfold. 
And  he  said  :  He  that  hath  ears  to  hear,  let  him    9 
hear. 

And  when  he  was  alone,  they  that  were  about  10 
him  with  the  twelve  asked  him  concerning  the  para- 
bles.   And  he  said  to  them  :  To  you. ft  given  the  11 
mystery  of  the  kingdom  of  God,  but  to  them  who 
are  without,  all    things  are  done    in    parables ;    i 
that  seeing  they  may  see,  and  not  perceive,  and  l2 
hearing  they  may  hear,  and  not  understand ;  lest 
haply  they  should  turn,  and  be  forgiven.    And  he  13 
says  to  them.  Know  ye  not  this  parable  ?    And  how 
will  ye  know  all  the  parables  7 

The  sower  sows  the  word.    And  these  are  they  14 
by  the  wavside  ;  where  the  word  is  sown,  and  when  15 
they  hear,  Satan  comes  immediately  and  takes  away 
the  word  that  was  sown  in  them.    And  these  are  16 
they  likewise  that  are  sown  on  the  rocky  places ; 
who,  when  they  hear  the  word,  immediately  receive 
it  with  gladness  ;  and  have  no  root  in  themselves,  17 
but  are  only  for  a  time.    Afterward,  when  tribula- 
tion or  persecution  arises  because  of  the  word,  im- 
mediately they  are  offended.    And  others  are  they  18 
that  are  sown  among  the  thorns.    These  are  they 
that  hear  the  word,  and  the  cares  of  the  world,  19 
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and  the  deceitfalness  of  riches,  and  the  lasts  of  other 
things,  entering  in  choke  the  word,  and  it  becomes 

20  nnfruitfal.  And  these  are  they  that  are  sown  on 
the  good  ground ;  such  as  hear  the  word,  and  receive 
it,  and  bring  forth  fruit,  in  thirty,  and  in  sixty,  and 
in  a  hundredfold. 

21  And  he  said  to  them  :  Is  the  lamp  brought  that  it 
may  be  put  under  the  bushel  or  under  a  bed  ?  Is  it 

22  not  that  it  may  be  put  on  the  lightstand  ?  For  noth- 
ing is  hidden,  but  it  shall  be  manifested ;  nor  was 

23  done  in  secret,  birt  that  it  should  come  abroad.  If 
any  one  hath  ears  to  hear,  let  him  hear. 

24  And  he  said  to  them,  Take  heed  what  ye  hear. 
With  what  measure  ye  mete,  it  shall  be  measured 

25  to  you,  and  there  shall  be  added  to  you.  For  he  that 
hath,  to  him  shall  be  given  ;  and  he  that  hath  not, 
even  what  he  hath  shall  be  taken  from  him. 

26  And  he  said :  So  is  the  kingdom  of  God,  as  when 

27  ti  man  has  cast  the  seed  into  the  earth,  jind 
sleeps  and  rises  night  and  day,  and  the  seed  sprouts 

28  and  grows  up,  he  knows  not  how.  For  the  earth 
brings  forth  fruit  of  herself ;  first  the  blade,  then  the 

29  ear,  then  the  full  grain  in  the  ear.  But  when  the 
fruit  permits,  immediately  he  puts  forth  the  sickle, 
because  the  harvest  is  come. 

30  And  he  said  :  How  shall  we  liken  the  kingdom 
of  God,  or  in  what  comparison  shall  we  set  it  forth? 

31  As  a  grain  of  mustard;  which,  when  it  is  sown 
in  the  earth,  is  less  than  all  the  seeds  that  are  in  th? 
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earth.    And  when  it  is  sowd,  it  grows  up,  and  be-  32 
comes  greater  than  all  the  herbs,  and  shoots  oat 
great  braDches ;  so  that  the  fowls  of  the  air  can 
lodge  under  its  sliadow. 

And  with  many  snch  parables  spake  he  the  word  33 
to  them,  as  they  were  able  to  hear.    Bat  without  34 
a  parable  spake  he  not  to  them ;  and  in  private  he 
explained  all  things  to  his  disciples. 

And  on  that  day,  ^when  evening  was  come,  he  35 
says  to  them,  Let  as  pass  over  to  the  other  side. 
And  having  sent  away  the  maltitade,  they  take  him  36 
as  he  was  in  the  ship.     And  there  yere  also  other 
ships  with  him.    And  there  arose  a  great  storm  of  37 
wind,  and  the  waves  beat  into  the  ship,  so  that  the 
ship  was  already  becomiDg  filled.    And  he  was  in  38 
the  stem  on  the  cushion,  sleeping.     And  they  awake 
him^  and  say  to  him :  Teacher,  carest  thoa  not  that 
we  perish  ?    And  awaking,  he  rebuked  the  wind,  39 
and  said  to  the  sea,  Peace,  be*  still.    And  the  wind 
ceased,  and  Uiere  was  a  great  calm.    And  he  said  40 
to  them,  why  are  ye  so  fearful  ?  How  is  it  that  ye  have 
no  faith  ?    And  they  feared  exceedingly,  and  said  41 
one  to  another:  Who  then  is  this,  that  even  the 
wind  and  the  sea  obey  him  ? 

y.    And  they  came  to  the  other  side  of  the  sea,    1 
into  the  coantry  of  the  Gerasenes.    And  when  he    2 
had  come  oat  of  the  ship,  immediately  there  met 
him  out  of  the  tombs  a  man  with  an  andean  spirit, 
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3  wbo  liad  his  dwelling  in  tlie  tombs ;  and  no  one 
could  any  longer  bind  him,  not  even  with  chains. 

4  Because  he  had  often  been  bound  with  fetters  and 
chains ;  and  the  chains  had  been  torn  asunder  by 
him,  and  the  fetters  broken  in  pieces,  and  no  one 

5  could  tame  him.  And  always,  night  and  day,  he 
was  in  the  tombs,  and  in  the  mountains,  crying  out, 

6  and  cutting  himself  with  stones.    But  seeing  Jesus 

7  afar  off,  he  ran  and  bowed  down  to  him,  and  cried 
with  a  loud  voice,  and  said :  What  have  I  to  do 
with  thee,  Jesus,  Son  of  the  most  high  God  7    I 

8  adjure  thee  by  God,  do  not  torment  me.  For  he 
said  to  him :  Gome  forth,  unclean  spirit,  out  of  the 

9  man.  And  he  asked  him,  What  is  thy  name? 
And  he  says  to  him :  My  name  is  Legion ;  because 

10  we  are  many.  And  he  besought  him  much  that  he 
would  not  send  them  away  out  of  the  country.' 

11  Now  there  was  ther^,  by  the  mountain,  a  great 

12  herd  of  swine  feeding.  And  all  the  devils  besought 
him,  saying :  Send  ns  into  the  swine,  that  we  may 

13  enter  into  them.  And  immediately  J^ns  gave 
them  leave.  And  the  unclean  spirits  came  out,  and 
entered  into  the  swine.  And  the  herd  rushed  down 
the  steep  into  the  sea,  about  two  thousand,  and  were 

14  choked  in  the  sea.  And  they  that  fed  them  fled,  and 
reported  it  in  the  city  and  in  the  country.    And 

15  they  came  to  see  what  it  was  that  was  done.  And 
they  come  to  Jesus,  and  see  him  that  was  possessed 
wil^  devils,  sitting,  clothed  and  in  his  right  min^ 
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tjm  irbo  had  the  l^pn,  and  they  were  afraid. 
And  they  that  saw  it  related  to  them  how  it  befell  16 
him  that  was  possessed  with  devils,  and  concerniDg 
the  swine.    And  they  begao  to  beseech  liim  to  de-  17 
part  from  their  borders. 

And  as  he  was  entering  into  the  ship,  he  that  had  18 
been  possessed  with  devils  besought  him  that  he 
might  be  with  him.    And  he  suffered  him  not ;  but  19 
says  to  him :  Go  unto  thy  house,  to  thy  friends,  and 
report  to  them  how  great  things  the  Lord  has  done 
for  thee,  and  had  compassion  on  thee.    And  he  de-  20 
parted,  and  began  to  publish  in  the  Decapolis  how 
great  things  Jesus  had  done  for  him ;  and  all  mai^ 
yelled. 

And  when  Jesus  had  passed  over  again  in  the  21 
ship  to  the  other  side,  a  great  multitude  was  gathered 
unto  him ;  and  he  was  by  the  sea.    And  there  comes  22: 
one  of  the  rulers  of  the  synagogue,  Jairus  by  name. 
And  seeing  him,  he  fell  at  his  feet,  and  besoujfht  23^ 
Mm  much,  saying.  My  little  dau|;hter  lies  at  the 
point  of  death.  J.  pray  thee  come,  and  lay  thy  hands 
on  her,  that  she  may  be  healed  and  live.  And  he  w^nt  .24^ 
with  him ;  and  a  great!  multitude  followed  him,  and 
thronged  him. 

And  a  certain  woman,  who  ha4  a  flow  of  blood  25^ 
twdve    years,  and   had    suffei-ed  much  by  many  2& 
physicians,  and  £pent  all  that  she  had,  and  was 
not  at  all  profited  but  rather  grew  worse,  hearing  2'S 
of  Jesus,  came  in  the  crowd  behind,  and  touched. 
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.28  bis  garment.    For  she  said,  If  I  even  toacb  his 

29  garments,  I  shall  be  made  whole.  And  straight- 
way the  fomitain  of  her  blood  was  dried  up ;  and 
she  perceived  in  her  body  that  she  was  healed  of 

30  that  plagae.  And  immediately  Jesus,  perceiving 
in  himself  that  power  had  gone  forth  from  him, 
turned  about  in  the  crowd,  and  said.  Who  touched 

31  my  garments  ?  And  his  disciples  said  to  him.  Thou 
seest  the  multitude  thronging  thee,  and  sayest  thoa, 

32  Who  touched  me?  "And  'he  looked   around  to 

33  see  her  that  had  done  this.  But  the  woman, 
fearing  and  trembling,  knowing  what  was  done  to 
her,  came  and  fell  down  before  him,  and  told  him  all 

34  the  truth.  And  he  said  to  her :  Daughter,  thy  faith 
has  made  thee  whole ;  go  in  peace,  and  be  healed 
of  thy  plague. 

35  While  he  was  yet  speaking,  they  come  from  the 
ruler  of  the  synagogue's  hquse,  saying :  Thy  daugh- 
ter is  dead;  why  troublest  thou  the  Teacher  any 

36  further?  And  Jesus,  overhearing  the  word  that  was 
spoken,  says  to  the  ruler  of  the  synagogue :  Be  not 

'37  afraid;  only  be^lieve.  And,  he  suffered  no  .one  to 
follow  with  him,  save  Peter,  and  James,  and  John 

38  the  brother  of  James.  And  they  come  to  the  bouse 
of  the  ruler  of  the  synagogue ;  and  he  sees  a  tumult, 

39  and  them  that  wept  and  wailed  greatly.  And  en- 
tering in,  he  says  to  them,  Why  do  ye  make  a 
tumult   and  weepf    The  child  is  not  dead,  but 

40  sleepeth.     And  they  laughed  him  to  scorn.    But 
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he^  patting  them  sll  oat,  takes  the  fiither  of  the 
child,  and  the  mother,  and  them  that  were  with 
him,  and  enters  in  where  the .  child  wa&    And  41 
taking  the  hand  of  the  child,  he  .says  to  her :  Tor 
litha  kami ;  which  is  interpreted.  Damsel,  I  say 
to  thee,  arisen    And  straightway  the  damsel  arose,  42 
aod  walked  ;  for  she  was  of  the  age  <>i  twelve  years. 
And  they  were  astonished  with  a  great  astonish* 
ment.    And  he  charged  them  strietly  tiiat  no  one  43 
Bhould  know  this.    And  he  commanded  that  some- 
thug  should  be  given  her  to  eat. 

YL    AlNd  he  went  oat  from  thence,  and  came    1 
into  his   own  country;  and  his  disciples  follow 
him.    And  when  the  sabbath  was  come^  he  began    2 
to  teach  in  the  eynagogue.    And  many  hearing 
were  astonished,  saying:  From  whence  has  this 
man  these  things  ?  And  what 'is  the  wisdom  which 
is  given  him,  and  such  miracles  wrought  by  his 
hands?      Is  not  this  the  carpenter,  the  son  of   3 
Mary,  and  brother  of  James,  and  Joses,  and  Ju- 
das, and  Simon  ?    And  are  not  his  sisters  here  with 
OS?    And  they  were  oiOfended  at  him.     And  Je-    4 
808  said,  to  them :  A  prophet  is  not  without  hon- 
or, except  in  his  own  country,  and  Among  his  own 
kiudred,  and  in  his  own  house.      And  he  .was    5 
not  able  to  do  any  miracle  there,  save  that  he 
*  laid  his  hands  on  a^  few  sick,  tfnd  healed  them.    6 
And  he  marveled  because  of  their  unbelief    And 
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he  nent  alboat  tiie  Mnoaiidfaig  yWkfgei,  tetcbi 

7  And  he  caUed  to  faim  the  twelte,  and  b^n  1» 
seoi  tbeai  ibith  hf  two  and  two;  mi  g«ve  thene 

8  power  over  the  tadeav  spirits  (•  and  commiuidei 
them  tkrt  tfae7  sloald  take  nothing  fbr  the  wAy^ 
save  s  staff  only;  no  breed,  no  bag,  no  monef  in 

9  their  pt»ie ;  bnt  that  they  be  shed  wHh  sandals; 

10  and  pet  no^  on  two  ooata  And  he  said  to  them : 
Whereter  ya  enter  faito  a  hoose,  there  abide  till  ye 

11  depart  from  thence.  And  whoterer  phuse  shall  not 
receive  you,  nor  hear  you,  when  ye  depart  thence, 
shake  off  the  dnst  aider  yoar  feet  for  a  testimony 
to  them.  Terily  I  say  to  yon,  it  shall  be  more  to)* 
erable  for  Sodom  and  Gomorrah  in  the  day  of  judg* 

12  ment,  than  for  that  city.    And  they  went  out,  and 

13  preached  that  men  should  repent.  And  they  east 
ont  many  devils,  and  anointed  w^  o»il  many  that 
were  sick,  and  healed  them. 

14  AndHerodthekmgheardof  it,  for  hisnamewas 
spread  abroad;  and  he  said,  that  John  the  Im- 
merser  was  risen  from  the  dead,  and  therefore  do 

16  these  powers  work  k  him.  Others  said.  It  is 
Elijah.    And  others  said,  It  is  a  prophet,  like  any 

16  one  of  the  prophets.  Bnt  Herod  hearing  of  it,  said : 
John,  whom  I  beheaded,  has  risen  from  the  dead. 

17  For  Herod  hfansetf  had  sent  forth  and  laid  ho2d  of 
John,  and  bound  him  in  prleon,  for  the  sake  of  Hero* 
dies  his  brother  PhiUp's  wife ;  beeanse  he  had  married 
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her.    For  Johp  said  to  Herod,  It  is  not  lawfnl  for  18 
thee  to  have  thy  brother's  wife.    And  Herodiaa  19 
was  angry 'with  him,  and  desired  to  put  him  to 
death  fand  tixd  could  not,  for  Herod  feared  John,  20 

SwiD^  that  he  was  a  jost  and  holy  man  ;  and  he 
^irveci  him,  and  bearing  him  did  many  things,  and 
heard  him  gladly. 

And  a  convenient  day  having  come,  when  Herod  21 
on  his  birthday  made  a  supper  for  bis  nobles,  and 
for  the  diief  captains,  and  the  first  men  of  Galilee ; 
and  the  daughter  of  Herodias  having  come    in  22 
and  danced,  it  pleased  Herod  and  those  reclining 
at  table  with  him ;  and  the  king  said  to  the  dam- 
sd,  Ask  of  me  whatever  th<iu  wilt,  and  I  will  give 
it  thee.    And  he  sware  to  her,  Whatever  thou  23 
ahalt  ask  of  me,  I  will  give  it  thee,  nnto  the  half  of 
my  kingdom.    And  she  went  out^  and  said  to  her  24 
mother,  What  shall  I  ask  ?    And  she  said,  the  head 
of  John  the  Immerser.    And  straightway  she  came  25 
in  with  haste  to  the  king,  and  adsed,  saying :  I  will 
that  immediately  tbon  give  me,  on  a  platter,  the 
head  of  John  the  Immerser.    And  the  kingbecame  26 
very  sorrowful ;  but  for  the  sake  of  his  oath,  aud  of 
those  redining  with  him,  he  would  not  reject  her. 
And  immediately  the  king  sent  one  of  the  guard,  and  ^2 1 
commanded  to  bring  his  head.     And  he  went 
and  beheaded  him  in  the  prison,  and  brought  his  28 
head  on  a  platter,  and  gave  it  to  the  damsel ;  and 

V.  20.    or,  and  he  kept  hha 
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29  the  dannel  gftre  it  to  her  moito..  And  bis  diik 
efples  hearing  of  it  came  and  took  np  his  corpse^ 
and  laid  it  in  a  tomb. 

do  And  the  apostfes  gathered  together  onto  Jcsh^ 
and  reported  to  him  all  things,  both  what  they  faai 

31  done,  and  what  they  had  taught.  And  he  said  to 
them :  Come  ye  yonrseWes  apart  into  a  desert  ptace, 
and  rest  awhile ;  for  there  were*  many  ooanng  and 

32  going,  and  they  had  no  leisure  even  to  eat.  And 
th^  departed  into  a  desert  place  by  ship  privately* 

.33  And  they  saw  them  departing,  and  many  knew  them^ 
and  ran  together  there  on  foot  from  aR  the  citaes» 

34  and  came  before  them.    And  going  forth  he  saw  a  - 
great  muftitnde,  and  had  compassion  on  them,  be* 
canse  they  were  as  sheep  having  no  sfaepherd ;  and 
he  began  to  teach  them  many  things. 

35  And  the  day  betrig  now  far  spent,  bis  disdplfa 
came  to  him,  and-said :  This  is  a  desert  place,  and  the 

36  time  is  now  fbr  passed.  Dismiss  them,  that  they 
may  go  away  into  the  snrrotifldtng  ields  and  villagci, 

37  and  bay  themsdves  bread ;  for  they  have  nothndi: 
to  eat.  *  He  answering  said  to  them,  Give  ye  them  to 
eat    And  they  say  to  him :  Shall  we  go  and  bay  two 

38  hundred  den&ries  worth  of  bread,  and  give  them  to 
*  eat  ?    He  says  to  them.  How  many  loaves  have  ye  f 

Go  and  see.    And  when  they  knew,  they  say :  Five, 

39  and  two  fishes.   And  he  commanded  them  to  make  aU 

40  lie  down  by  companies  on  the  green  grass.  And  they 
lay  down  in  ranks,  by  hundreds,  and  by  fifties 


And  taking  the  lhf«  loayes  and  the  two  fisbeB,  M  41, 
lookftd  op  to  h^veo,  and  Messed  and  hhke  tl» 
loaves,  and  gave  to  tiie  disciples  to  set  before 
tiiem  ;  and  the  two  fishes  dividedr  he  among  them 
an.    And  they  aH  ate,  and  were  filled.     And'thej  42 
took  up  fragments  filliBg  twelve  baskets,  ao^  part  43 
of  tlie  fishes;    And  they  that  ate  of  the  loaves  were  44 
five  thousand  men. '  And  stMightway  he  constrained  45 
his  disciples  to  enter  into  the  ship,  and  to  go  before 
to  the  other  side  to  Bethsaida,  while  he  dismissed  the 
nnd^tade.    And  having  parted  fron^  them,  he  went  46 
away  ittto  the  mountain  to  pray. 

And  when  evemng  was  come,  the  ship  was  k)  the  47 
midst  of  the  sea,  and  he  was  alone  on  the  land. 
And  he  saw  ti^em  distressed  in  rowing,  for  the  wind  48 
was  contrary  to  them.  And  about  ike  foarth  watch 
of  the  night  he  comes  to  them,  wa&ingon  the  sea, 
and  would  have  passed  by  them.    And  they  seehog  49 
hhn  walking  on  the  sea,  supposed  it  was  a  spectre, 
and  cried  out.    For  all  saw  him,  and  were  ttoubledw  50 
And  Immediately  he  talked  with  them,  and  says  to 
them :   Be  of  good  cheer ;  it  is  I,  be  not  afiraid. 
And  he  went  up  to^  them  into  the  sh!p ;  and  the  51 
wind  ceased.    And  they  Were  sore  amaeed  in  them^ 
selves  beyond  meteure,  and  wondered.    For  they  52 
considered  not  theloa^es ;  for  their  heart  was  hard- 
ened. 

And  passhig  over,  they  cafiie  to  the  land  of  53 
Qennesaret,  and  anchored  there.    And  when  th^  54 
U6 


had  Qome  out  of  the  ship,  imm^atfilijr  rcBOgDJsiQg 

55  him,  they  ran  through  alf  that  region,  and  b^an 
to  carry  about  on  beds  thoee  that  were  sick,  where 

56  they  heard  he  was.  And  wherever  he  entered,  into 
yiilages/  or  cities,  or  fi^ds,  they  laid  the  sick  in 
the  miirket-places,  and  besought  him  that  they  might 
touch  even  the  fringe  of  his  garment  And  as  many 
as  touched  him  were  made  whole. 

1  YII.  And  there  come  together  to  him  the 
Pharisees  and  certain  of  the  scribes,  who  came 

2  from  Jerusalem.  And  when  they  saw  some  of  his 
disciples  eating  bread  with  defiled  (that  is,  unwashea) 

3  hands,  they  found  fault.  For  the  Pharisees,  and 
all  the  Jews»  except  they  carefully  wash  their  hands  , 

4  do  not  eat,  holding  the.  tradition  of  the  elders.  And 
coming  from  the  market,  except  they  immerse 
themselves  they  do  not  eat.  And  there  are  many 
other  things  which  they  have  received  to  hold,  im* 

.  mersions  of  cups  and  pots,  and  brazen  vessels,  and 

5  couches.  Then  the  Pharisees  and  scribes  asked  him: 
Why  do  not  thy  disqiples  walk  according  to  th^ 
tradition  of  the  elders,,  but  eat  bread  with  defiled 

6  hands?    And  he  said  to  them:  Well  did  Isaiah 
.  prophesy   concerning  you   hypocrites ;   as   it   is 

written^  This  people  honor  me  with  their  lips,  but 

7  tlieir  heart  is  far  from  me.  Bat  in  vain  they  wor< 
^ip  me,  teaching  as  doctrines  commandments  of 

.  8  men.    For  laying  aside  the  commandment  of  6od» 
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y»  bold  tfae  tmfitioti  c^  meo,  .kimeniaiie  of  pot» 
aad -Clips;  and  many  otbcrnditlMiigs  ye  (do.    Alii    9 
he  cMRd  to  them :  Weildorye  reject  the  eonmiiMidnieiit. 
of  OocI,  thftt  ye  may  keep  your  owtt  ImdUieB  I  For  10 
Moaes  eaM :   Honor  thy  &thcv  and  thy  motiier; 
and  lie  tiiat  eiines  father  or  motfiiervjlel  hini  sorely 
die.     But  ye  says  If  a  maa  say  to  lu8>father  or  iiie  11 
mother,  It  is  Ckirhaii  (that  k»  a  gift)  whAtso^er 
thoo  migliicst  be  profited  with  from  me,  [he  shall  be 
fiee.]     And  ye  mfibr  him  do  more  to  do  au^t  Ibr  12 
faSs  ftither  or  his  mother,  annoiling  the  word  of  Qod  13 
hy  your  traditioo,  which  ye  haye  handed  down. 
And  many  sach  things  ye  do. 

And  again  calling  to  him  the  mokitixk^  he  said  14 
to  ibiem :  Hearken  to  me  every  one,  and  understand, 
lliere  is  nothing  from  without  a  n^n,  that  entering  15 
into  him  can  defile  him ;  but  the  things  that  comO 
ont  of  him,  these  are  they  that  defile  the  man.    If  16 
any  one  hath  ears  to  hear,, let  him  hear. 

And  when  he  had  entered  into  the  house  from  the  17 
multitude,  his  disciples  asked  him  concerning  the 
{Mirable.    And  he  says  to  them :  Are  ye  so  without  18 
understanding   also?    Do  ye  not  perceire,  that 
whatever  from  without  enters  into  the  man  can  not 
defile  hun  7    Because  it  enters  not  into  his  hearty  19 
but  into  the  belly,  aiid  goes  out  into  this  drain,  cleans- 
ing all  food.    And  he  said :  That  which  comes  20 

Y.  lU  Of «  [he  ia  bQund] 
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21  oat  of  tbe  mftn,  that  defiles  the  dmo.    Fot  from 
•  ^thin,  <mt  of  the  hflttrt  of  meo^  come  forth  eiril 

22  tbongfat8»  adalteries,  fipraicntioiMi,  nmrders,  thefts, 
covetousnefiB,  wickednesd,  <)eoeit>  waatoniiess,  aB  eril 

23  ef^  bkepheny,  pride,  foolkhneas.  All  these  evi 
things  oome  forth  from  within,  and  defile  the  muL 

24  And  he  arose,  and  departed  thenoe  into  the  bor- 
ders of  Tyre  and  Sidon ;  and  entering  into  a  honae, 
he  woald  have  no  one  know  it   And  he  conld  not  be 

25  hid.  For  a  woman,  whose  little  daughter  had  an^ 
unclean  spirit,  heard  of  him,  and  came  and  fell  at 

26  bis  feet.  The  woman  was  a  Greek,  a  Syrophenieian 
by  nation  ;  and  she  besought  him  that  he  wonld  cast 

27  oat  the  devil  from  her .  daughter:  And  he  said  to 
her :  Let  the  children  first  be  filled ;  for  it  is  not  good 
to  take  the  chiklren's  bread  and  cast  it  to  the  dogs. 

28  And  she  answered  and  eaid  to  him :  Tea,  Lord ;  foi 
the  dogs  under  the  table  eat  of  the  children's  crumbs. 

29  And  he  said  to  her :  For  this  saying  go  thy  way ; 

30  the  devil  has  gone  out  ot  thy  daughter.  And  de- 
parting to  her  house,  she  found  tbe  little  child  laid 
on  the  bed,  and  the  devil  gone  out. 

31  And  again  going  forth  out  of  the  borders  of  Tyre, 
h^  came  through  Sidon  to  tbe  sea  of  Galilee,  through 

32.  the  midst  of  the  borders  of  Decapolis.  And  they 
bring  to  him  one  that  was  deaf^and  had  an  impedi- 
ment in  his  speech ;  and  they  beseech  bim  to  put 

Y.  25.  In  some  ancient  eopiee :  bat  immediately,  a  woman 
y.  28.  or,  yet  the  dogs 
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his  hand  upon  him.    And  be  took  bim  aside  from  33 
the  nraltitade,  and  pat  bis  fingers  into  bis  ear9,  and 
he  eptt,  and  touched  his  tongue;  and  looking  up  34 
to  heaven,  he  sighed,  and  says  to  him,  Ephphatha, 
that    is,   Be  opened.     And  straightway  his  ears  35 
irere  opened,  and  the  bond  of  his  tongue  was  loosed, 
and  he  spake  plainly.    And  be  charged  them  that  36 
thqr  shoiild  tell  no  one.'  But  the  more  he  charged 
them,  the  more  abundantly  they  published  it ;  and  37 
were  beyond  measure  astonished,  saying  :  He  has 
done  all  things  well ;  he  makes  both  the  deaf  to  hear, 
and  the  dumb  to  speak. 

Tin.    Ik  those  days,  there  being  a  very  great    1 
multitude,  and  they  having  nothing  to  eat,  he  called 
to  him  his  disciples,  and  says  to  them :  I  have  compas-    2 
Blon  on  the  multitude^  because  they  continue  with 
me  now  three  days,  and  have  nothing  to  eat ;  arid    3 
if  I  dismiss    them  fasting  to  their  own  houses,' 
they  will  faint  by  the  way ;  and  some  of  them  have ' 
come  from.  afar.    And  his  disciples  answered  him  :    4 
From  whence  will  one  be  able  to  satisfy  these  men 
wHh  bread,  here  in  a  wilderness?     And  he  asked    5 
them,  How  many  loaves  have  ye?    And  they'€a!d. 
Seven.     And  he  commanded  the  multitude  i6'  lie '  ^ 
down  on   the  ground.     And  he  took  the  seven 
loaves,  and  gave  thanks,  and  brake,  and  gave  to  his 
disciples  to  set  before  them ;  and  they  set  them  be- 
fore the  multitude.   And  they  had  a  lew  small  fishes.    7 
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And  banrkig  blessed  tbem,  he  commfiDded  to  set  tbeie 
8 , also  beioro  them.    So  Ihej  ate,  and  were  filied.;  and 

they  took  up  of  the  fragments  that  were  left  aeven 
9  baskeUk   And  tJbey  weoe  about  four  thooaaiii. 

And  he  dSsmiBsed  them. 

10  And  straightway  ;fae  entered  into  the  ship  with 
his  diseiples,  and  came  into  the  parts  of  Dalmaaotha. 

11  Ajid  the  Pharisees  caine  forth,  and  began  to  iioee- 
Uon  with  huDi  seeking  of  him  a«iga  from  heaves, 

12  leniptiDg  hue.  And  he  eighed  deeply  in  his  spirit, 
•ad  says :  Why  doss  ibis  gonecaUoa  seek  a  sign  ? 
YeAIy  I  say  to  you,  there  shall  no  sign  be  giyen  to 

13  this  generation.  And  leaving  them,  he  entered 
again  into  the  ship,  and  departed  to  the  other  side. 

14  And  they  forgot  to  take  bread;  and  they  had 

15  none  in  the  ship  with  themi  except  one  loaf.  And 
he  charged  them,  saying :  Take  heed,  beware  of  the 
leayen  of  the  Pharisees  and  the  leaven  of  Herod. 

16  And  they  reasoned  among  themselves,  saying,  it  is 

17  beoaose  we  have  no  bread.  And  Jesus  knowii^  It, 
says  io  them :  Why  reason  ye  becanee  ye  have  no 
br^  7    Do  ye  not  yet  perceive^  nor  understand  T 

18  Have  ye  your  heart  yet  hardened?  Having  eyes, 
ido  ye  i^ot.see  7    And  having  ears,  do  ye  not  hear  f 

J9  And  do  ye  not  remember  7  When  i  brake  the  five 
loaves  among  the  five  thousand,  how  many  baskets 
fiiU  of  Ir^gments  did  ye  take  up  7  They  :£ay  to  him, 

20  Twelve.  And  when  the  seven  among  the  four  thou- 
sand, how  many  baskets  full  of  fragments  did  ye 
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lOevpt    AncltbeyBtttd^SQfvwi.    An^  he  Mddto  21 
them,  How  is  it  that  ye  do  not  undeiitead  ? 

And  they  cobw  to  Bethsaida.    Aod  they  bring  22 
t«  biiii «  foliod  man,  and  beseech  him  to  toaeh  him. 
And  takfng  the  bfod  man  by  the  handi  he  led  him  23 
fwth  oat  of  the  Yiflage ;  and  spitting  in  his  eyes, 
aad  patting  his  heads  on  him,  he  aiked  him  If  he  be- 
held anything.    And  locking  up  he  said :  I  behold  24 
mh;  for  I  eeeihem  as  trees  walking.    Then  again  25 
hs  pot  his  hands  on  his  eyes,  and  he  saw  clearly ;  and 
hs  was  resteved,  and  saw  all  things  dstinotly.  And  2t 
he  seat  him  awsy  to  his  hoose,  saying :  Go  not  even 
tato  the  village,  nor  tell  it  to  any  in  the  vilUige. 

And  Jesus  went  oat,  and  his  diwipleB,  hito  the  27 
TiUages  of  G^rea  Philippu    Aod  in  the  way  he 
asked  his  disciples,  saying  to  them :  Who  do  men  B9^ 
that  I  am  ?    And  they  answered  him  saymg :  John  28 
thelmmerser;  and  others,  Elijah;  and  others,  one  of 
the  prophets.    And  he  asked  them.  Bat  who  do  ye  29 
ny  that  I  am  7    And  Peteranswering  says  to  him, 
Thoa  ait  the  Ofarist    And  he  charged  them  that  80 
tfaBf  should  tell  no  one  ooneemkig  him. 

And  he  began  to  teach  them,  thai  the  Son  of  man  31 
nast  enftr  nmy  things,  and  be  rejected  by  the 
elders,  and  the  ehief  priests,  and  the  scribes,  and  be 
killed,  and  after  three  days  rise  again.    And  he  82 
spake  that  saying  openly.    And  Peter,  takiog  him 
aride^  began  to  rebake  him*    Bat  he,  taming  about  83 
aoi  seeing  his  disciples,  reboked  Peter,  sayiogt  Get

th^  beblDd  me,  Satan ;  for  tboa  thidkest  not  Xb» 
things  of  God=  bqt  of  meiL   ,■  ../ 

M  Ajhd  calling  to  hila  the  multitade^  with  his  dlBci- 
ples,  he  said  to  .them :  Whoeyer  will  follow  after  me, 
let  him  denyhimaelf,  and  take  up  his  CF0S8,.and  f^l- 

35  low  me..  .For  whoever,  will  sat^.his*  life  shall  lose 
it ;  bat  whoevjer.  shall  lose^  his  life,  for  the  sake 

96  of  me  aod  of  the  glad  tidings,  shall. save  it  For 
what  will  it  profit  a  man,  to  gain  the  whole  worlds  aod 

37  forfeit  his  soul  ?    Of  what  shall  a  man  give  as  an  eic- 

38  change  for  his  soql?  For  whoever  shall  be  ashamctd 
of  me. and  of  my  words,  in  this  adolterons  and  sinfiil 
generation,  of  him  ^11  also,  the  Son  of  man  be 
ashamed,  when  he  comes  in  the  f^oatj  of  his  Father 
with  the  holy  angels.  . 

1  <  IX.  And  he  said  to  them :  Yerily  I  say  to  you, 
that  there  are  some,  of  those  stiuiding  here,  who 
fihall  not  taste  of  death,  till  they  hove  seen  the  kmg- 
dom  of  God  come  with  power. 

2  And  after  six  days  Jesus  takes  with  him  Peter, 
and  James,  and  John,  and  brings  them  up  into  a 

:.  high  moontain  i^iart  by  themselves.    And  he^nras 

3  transfigured  before  them^  And  his  garments  became 
diining,  exceeding  wMte  as  snow,  sneh  as  no  fuller 

.  4  on  earth  can  whiten.    And  there  appeaNd  to  them 

Elijah  with  Moses;  and  they  were  talking  with 

6  Jesus.   And  Peter  answering  said  to  Jesus :  Master, 

it  is  good  for  us  to  be  here  ^  and  let  us  make  throe 
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tents,  one  for  thee,  and  one  for  Moees,  and  one  for 
Eiijalu    For  be  knew  nbt  what  to  say ;  for  they    d 
were  sore  afhtid.    And  tiiere  came  a  doad  orer-    7 
shadowing  them ;  and  a  voice  came  out  of  the  clouds 
VoSs  is  my  beloved  Son ;  hear  ye  bun.    And  sod-*    8 
denly,  looking  around,  they  no  longer  saw  any  one, 
but  Jesos  only  with  themselves. 

And  as  they  came  down  from  the  monntain,  he    9 
charged  them  that  they  shOiild  relate  what  they  had 
seen  to  no  one,  except  when  the  Son  of  man  shall 
have  risen  from  the  dead.    And  they  kept  that  10 
saying  with  themselves,  questioning  together,  what 
is  the  rising  from  the  dead. 

And  they  asked  him,  saying :  Why  say  the  scribes  11 
that  Elijah  must  first  come  ?    And  he  said  to  them  :  12 
Elijah  indeed  comes  first,  and  restores  all  things. 
And  bow  is  it  written  of  the  Son  of  man  ?  That  he 
must  suffer  many  things,  and  be  set  at  nought.  But  13 
I  say  to  yon,  that  Elijah  also  has  come,  and  they  did 
to  him  whatever  they  would,  as  it  is  written  of  him. 

And  coming  to  his  dkciples  he  saw  a  great  mul-  14 
titude  about  them,  and  scribes  questioning  with  them. 
And  straightway  all  the  multitude  seeing  him  were  15 
greatly  amazed,  and  running  to  him  saluted:  him. 
And  be  asked  them.  What  question  ye  with  them?  16 
And  one  of  the  ninlHtude  answered  him  :  Teacher,  117 
broi%ht  to  thee  my  son,  having  a  dumb  spirit  And  18 
wherever  it  lays  hoM  of  him,  it  tears  him,  and  he 
foams,  9nd.  ^srhsA  his  teeth ;  and  he  pines  away. 
133. 
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And  I  spake  to  thj  ciiacipleB  tfttt  tbey  shoidd  OHst 

19  it  out ;  and  tbej  could  not.  He  f)|i»ii«rk)£^  Bii,ys  to 
them  :  Q  faitUess  generation,  bow  ]p&g  aball  I  be 
witk  yon?  How  long  shall  I  bear  wHh  you?  3ri8g 

20  him  to  md*  And  ^y  brought  htm  tp  him.  And 
seeing  him,  ttsalgfatwajr  the  spirit  rent  him ;  a&d  be 

21  fell  on  the  ground,  and  WBUowed  foaming.  And.  he 
asked  his  father,  How  long  is  it,  sinee  this  came 

22  upon  him?  And  be  said,  From  a  ehlld.  And  oft- 
times  it  has  cast  him  into  the  fire,  and  iftto  the  water, 
to  destroy  him.  But  if  thou  art  able  to  do  anything, 

23  have  compassion  on  iis,andhdp.u8.  Jesiu  said  to 
him :  If  thou  art  able  I  All  things  are  possible  to  the 

24  believing.  And  straightway  the  father  of  the  child 
cried  out,  and  said :  I  believe ;  help  thou  mitie  unbelief* 

25  And  Jesus,  seeing  that  a  multitbde  came  running  to- 
gether, rebuked  the  unclean  spirit,  saying  to  him  ; 
Dumb  and  deaf  spbit,  I  charge  thee,  come  out  of 

26  him,  and  enter  into  him  no  more.  And  ^ing  out, 
and  rending  him  sorely,  it  oaaie  out  of  him.  And  he 
became  as  one  dead ;  so  that  many  said,  he  is  dead. 

27  But  Jesus  took  hold  of  his  hand,  and  raised  him,  and 
he  stood  up. 

28  And  when  he  had  come  into  the  house,  his  disd- 
pies  asked  him  privately,  Why  could  not  we  cafstit 

29  oat  ?  And  he  said  to  them :  This  kind  can  go  out 
by  nothing,  except  by  prayer  and  faeting;        4 

30  And  they  departed  thence,  and  passed  through 
Galilee :  and  he  would  not  that  any  one  should 
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know  it.    For  he  taaght  bis  disciples,  and  said  to  31 
&em  :  The  Son  of  man  is  delivered  into  the  bands 
of  men,  and  they  will  kill  him ;  and  after  he  is  killed, 
he  will  rise  again  on  the  third  day.    But  they  under-  32 
stood  not  the  saying,  and  were  afraid  to  ask  him. 

And  they  came  to  Capernaum.    And  having  come  33 
into  the  house  he  asked  them  :  Of  what  were  ye  rea- 
soning among  yourselves  bjg;  the  way  ?    But  they  34 
were  silent ;  for  by  the  way  they  had  disputed  with  one 
another,  who  was  greatest.     And  sitting  down,  he  35 
called  the  twelve,  and  says  to  them :  If  any  one  de- 
sires to  be  first,  he  shall  be  last  of  all,  and  servant 
of  all.  And  taking  a  child,  he  set  it  in  the  midst  of  36 
them  ;  and  folding  it  in  his  arms,  he  said  to  them : 
Whoever  shall  receive  one  of  such  children  in  my  37 
name,  receives  me ;  and  whoever  shall  receive  me, 
receives  not  me,  but  him  that  sent  me. 

And  John  answered  him,  saying :  Teacher,  we  saw  38 
one  casting  out  devils  in  thy  name,  who  follows  not 
ns ;  and  we  forbade  him,  because  he  follows  not  us. 
Bat  J^sus  said :  Forbid  him  not ;  for  there  is  no  one  39 
who  shall  do  a  miracle  in  my  name,  and  can  lightly 
speak  evil  of  me.    For  he  that  is  not  against  u^  is  40 
for  us.    For  whoever  shall  give  you  a  cup  of  water  41 
to  drink  in  that  name,  that  ye  are  Christ's,  verily  I 
say  to  you,  he  shall  not  lose  his  reward.    And  who-  42 
ever  shall  cause  one  of  these  little  ones  that  believe 
in  me  to  offend,  it  is  better  for  him  that  an  upper 
millstone  were  hanged  about  his  neck,  and  he  were 
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43  cast'lato  the  sea.  And  if  thy  hand  cause  thee  to 
dSmd,  cut  it  off.  It  is  better  for  thee  to  enter  inte 
life  maimed,  thao  having  the  two  hands  to  go  into 

44  hell,  into  the  £re  that  is  nnquenchable ;  where  their 

45  worm  dies  not,  i^d  the  fire  is  not  quenched.  And 
if  thy  foot  cause  thee  to  offend,  cut  it  off.  It  is  bet- 
ter for  thee  to  enter  into  life  lame,  than  having  the 
two  feet  to  be  cast  into  hell,  into  the  fire  that  is  un- 

46  quenchablai  where  their  worm  dies  not,  and  the 

47  fire  is  not  quenched.  And  if  thine  eye  cause  thee  to 
offend,  pluck  it  out  It  is  better  for  thee  to  enter 
into  Ihe  kingdom  of  God  with  one  eye,  than  having 

48  two  eyes  to  be  cast  into  hell-fire  ;  where  their  worm 
48  dies  not,  and  the  fire  is  not  quenched.    For  every 

one  shall  be  salted  with  fire,  and  every  sacrifice  shall 

50  be  salted  with  salt.    Salt  is  good ;  but  if  the  salt 

lose  its  saltnesB,  wherewith  will  ye  season  it  ?  Have 

salt  in  yourselves,  and  be  at  peace  with  one  another. 

1  X.  Akd  he  rises  and  goes  thence  into  the  bord- 
ers of  Judea,  and  th^  farther  side  of  the  Jordan.  And 
again  the  multitudes  come  together  to  him ;  dfnd  as 
he  was  wont,  he  again  taught  them. 

2  And  the  Pliarisees  came  to  him,  and  asked  him, 
if  it  is  lawful  for  a  man  to  put  away  a  wife,  tempt** 

3  ing  him.    And  he  answering  said  to  them  :  What 

4  did  Moses  command  you  ?  And  they  said,  Moses 
permitted  to  write  a  bill  of  divorcement,  and  to  put 

5  her  away.    And  Jesus  answering  said  to  them.  For 
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jour  luurdneflB  of  heart  he  wrote  yoa  this  eommaod. 
Bat  from  the  beginning  of  tb^  creation,  God  made  6 
them  male  md  female.  For  this  caoae  shall  a  maa  7 
leave  his  Ihther  and  mother,  and  shall  cleave  to  his 
wife;  and  the  two  shall  be  one  Qeah.  80  that  they  8 
are  no  longer  two,  bnt  one  flesh.  What  therefore  9 
Qod  has  joined  together,  let  not  man  {Mxt  asunder. 

And  in  the  house  his  disciples  asked  him  again  10 
concerning  this.    And  he  sajs  to  them :  Whoever  11 
shall  pat  away  his  wife,  and  marry  another,  commits 
■doltery  against  her.    And  if  ^a  woman  shall  put  12 
away  her  hnsband,  and  be  married  to  another,  she 
oommita  adultery. 

And  they  brought  little  children  to  himf  that  he  13 
might  touch  them ;  and  the  disciples  rebuked  those 
that  brought  them.     But  Jesus  seeing  it,  was  much  14 
displeased,  and  said  to  them :  Suflfer  the  little  child- 
ren to  come  to  me ;  Ibrbid  them  no^  for  to  such  be- 
longs the  kingdom  of  God.    Verily  I  say  to  you,  15 
whoever  shall  not  receive  the  kingdom  of  God  as  a 
little  child,  he  shall  not  enter  therein.  And  he  folded  16 
then  in  his  arras,  put  hishands  on  them,  «.nd  blessed 
them. 

And  as  he  went  forth  into  the  way,  there  came  17. 
one  running,  and  kneeling  to  him,  and  asked  him : 
Oood  Teacher^  what  shall  I  do  that  I  may  inherit 
eternal  life.    And  Jesus  said  to  him :  Why  callest  18 
thou  me  good  ?    There  is  none  good  but  qpe,  God. 
Thou  kuowest  the  commandments :  Do  not  commit  19 
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a^nitery,  Do  not  kill,  Do  not  steal,  Do  not  bear  flibe 
witness,  Defraud  not,  Honor  thy  father  and  mother. 

20  And  he  answering  said  to  him :  Teacher,  all  these' 

21  have  I  kept  from  my  youth.  And  Jesns  beholding 
him  loved  him,  and  said  to  him :  One  thing  thou 
lackest ;  go,  sell  whatever  thou  hast,  and  give  to  the 
poor,  and  thou  Shalt  haVe  treasure  in  heaven  ;  and 

.  22  come,  take  up  the  cross,  and  follow  me.  And  he  be- 
came sad  at  that  saying,  and  went  away  sorrowful ; 
for  he  had  great  possessions. 

23^  And  looking  around  Jesus  says  to  his  disciples : 
How  hardly  shall  they  that  have  riches  enter  into 

24  the  kingdom  of  God !  And  the  disciples  were  as^ 
tonished  at  his  words.  But  Jesus  answering  again 
says  to  them:  Children,  hoW  hard  is  it  for  theno 
that  trust  in  riches  to  enter  into  the  kingdom  of 

25  God  I  It  is  easier  for  a  camel  to  go  through  the 
eye  of  a  needle,  than  for  a  rich  man  to  enter  into  the 

26  kingdom  of  God.  And  they  were  exceedingly 
amazed,  saying  among  themselves,  Who  then  caa 

27  be  saved  ?  And  Jesus  Iboking  on  them  says :  With 
men  It  is  impossible,  but  not  with  God ;  for  with 
God  all  things  are  possible. 

28  Peter  began  to  say  to  him :  Lo,  we  have  left  all, 

29  and  followed  thee.  And  Jesus  answering  said: 
Verily  I  say  to  you,  there  is  no  one  that  has  left 
house,  or  brothers,  or  sisters,  or  father,  or  mother,, 
or  wife,  or  children,  or  lands,  for  the  sake  of  me  and 

-^^  of  the  glad  tidings,  but  he  shall  receive  a  hundred? 
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fold  HOW  IB  thift  iwe^hooaep,  and  teoth^ni,  and  lAh 
t^,  and  mothers,  and  chiidreD,  and  lands*  wiUi  per- 
seeatuMM^  and  19  tlie  world  to  come  eternal  life. 
BoiiiiaD7finiihaUWliat,aodtteJastficst.  31 

And  tibty  were  iatfae  wa)rgO¥)gupto  JfHiaaleni,  32 
And  Jeaos  was  ffnug.  before  t)iem ;  aad  they  were 
aaiaied,  and  ae  ihey  followed  they  were  afiiaid. 
Aod  again  he  took  wkb  him  the  twelve,  apd  began 
to  81^  to  them  what  things  should  happen  to  him :  33 
Behold,  we  are  going  np  to  Jerusalem ;  and  the  Son 
of  man  shall  be  delivered  to  the  chief  priests,  and  to 
the  scribes ;  and  they  will  condemn  him  to  death 
and  deUver  him  to  the  Qentiles ;    aod  they  yill  34 
mock  him*,  and  soooxge  him,  and  i^it  i^pn  hini»  and    . 
will  kill  him ;  and  on  the  third  day  he  will  rise 


And  James  and  John,  the  sons  ot  2^bedee,  come  35 
to  hira  saying :  Teacher,  we  desire  that  thou  shouldst 
do  for  ns  whatever  we  shall  ask.    And  he  laid  to  36 
them.  What  do  ye  desire  that  I  should  do  for 
yon  ?    They  said  to  hi]n»  Gkraat  to  us.  that  we  may  37 
tat,  one  on  thy  right  hand,  and.  the  other  on  the  left, 
in  thy  glory.    And  Jesas  said,  to  them :  Ye  know  38 
not  what  ye  ask.    Are  ye  able  to  drink  the  cup 
that  I  drink,  or  to  endure,  the  immersion  which 
I  endure  ?    And  they  said  to  him,  We  are  able.  39 
And  Jesos  said  to  them :  Ye  shall  indeed  drink  the 
cap  that  I  drinks  and  endure  the  muuersion  which  I 
endure.    Bat  ifi  sit  en  my  right  hand,  or  on  the  left,  40 
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18  not  mine  to  give,  bat  is  for  them  for  Whom  it  has 
been  prepared.     » 

41  And  the  ten,  hearing  it,  began  to  be  mnch  dis- 

42  pleased  with  James  and  John.  And  Jeans,  calling 
them  to'  him,  says  to  them :  Te  know  that  they 
who  are  accouDted  to  rule  over  tlie  Gentiles  eiter- 
cise  lordship  over  them ;  and  their  great  ones  ezer- 

'43  cise  authority  over  them.  But  It  is  not  so  among 
you.    But  whoever  would  become  great  among  you, 

44  shall  be  your  minister ;  and  whoever  would  become 

45  chiefest  of  you,  shall  be  servant  of  all.  For  even 
the  Son  of  man  came  not  to  be  miiiistered  to,  bnt  to 
minister,  and  to  give  his  life  a  ransofn  for  many. 

46  And  they  come  to  Jericho.  Ahd  as  he  was  going 
forth  from  Jericho  with  his^disdpks  and  a  great 
multitude,  the  son  of  Timseus,  Bartimaeus  a  blind 

47  beggar,  was  sitting  by  the  wayside.  And  hearing 
that  it  is  Jesus  the  Nazarene,  he  began  to  cry  out, 
and  say  :  Son  of  David,  Jesus,  have  mercy  on  me. 

48  And  many  rebuked  him,  that  he  should  hold  his 
peace.    But  he  cried  all  the  more :  Son  of  David, 

49  have  ipercy  on  me.  And  Jesus  stood  still,  and  said. 
Call  him.    And  th^y  call  the  blind  man,  saying  to 

60  him:  Be  of  good  cheer;  rise, he cafls thee.  And 
hie,  casting  away  his  garment;  leaped  up,  and  came 

51  to  Jesus.  And  Jesus  answering  said  to  him,  What 
wilt  thou  that  I  should  do  to'thee  ?  '  The  blind  man 

52.  said  to-hiin,  Lord,  that  I  majr  receive  sight.    And

XI.    And  when  they  come  near  to  Jerusalem,  to    1 
Bethphage  and  Bethany  at  the  mount  of  the  Olives, 
he  sends  forth  two  of  his  disciples,  and  says  to  them :    2 
60  into  the  village  over  against  you ;  and  immedi- 
ately, on  entering  into  it,  ye  shall  find  a  colt  tied, 
whereon  no  man  has  sat;   loose,  and  bring  him. 
And  if  any.  one  say  to  yon,  Why  do  ye  this  ?  say,    ^ 
The  liOrd  hath  need,  of  him ;  and  straightway  he 
will  send  him  hither.    And  they  departed,  and  found    4 
a  colt  tied  by  the  door  without,  on  the  street ;  and 
they  loose  him.    And  some  of  those  standing  there,    5 
said  to  them,  What  do  ye,  loosing  the  colt?    And    6 
they  said  to  them   as  Jesus   commanded ;  and  * 
they  let  them  gp.    And  they  bring  the  colt  to    7 
Jesus,  and  cast  their  garments  on  him ;  and  he  sat 
upon  him.    And  many  spread  their  garments  in  the    8 
way,  and  others  cut  down  branches  off  the  trees,  and 
strewed  them  in  the  way.    And  they  that  went    9 
before,  and  they  that  followed,  cried :    Hosanna  I 
blessed  is  he  that  comes  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  ; 
blessed  is  the  coming  kingdom  of  our  father  David ;  10 
Hosanna  in  the  highest  I    And  he  entered  into  Jem-  II 
salem,  and  into  the  temple;    and  having  looked

14  of  figs.  And  he  answered  and  said  to  it,  L^t  no  one 
eat  fruit  of  thee,  henceforth  forev^.  And  liiii  dhi- 
ciples  heard  it 

15  And  they  come  to  Jerus^eito.  And  entering 
into  the  temple,  he  began  to  cast  out  them  that 
sold  and  bought  in  the  temple,  and  oveftumed  the 
tables  of  the  money  changers,  and  the  seats  of  them 

16  that  sold  doves ;   and  su^red  not  that  aily  one 
L7  should  carry  a  vessel  through  the  temple.    And  he 

taught,  saying  to  them :  Is  it  not  written,  My  house 
'  shall  be  called  a  house  of  prayer  for  aH  the  nations  ? 

18  But  ye  have  made  it  a  den  of  robbers.  And  the  chief 
priests  and  the  scribes  heard  it.  And  they  sought 
how  they  might  destroy  him ;  for  they  feared  him, 
for  all  the  multitude  was  astonished  at  his  teaching. 

L9  And  when  it  became  late,  he  went  forth  out  of  the 
city. 

26      And  passing  by  in  the  morning,  they  saw  the  fig 

21  tree  dried  up  from  the  roots.  And  Peter  calling  to 
remembrance  says  to  him  :  Master,  behold,  the  fig 

22  tree  which  thou  didst  curse  is  withered  away.  And

And  when  ye  stand  praying,  forgive,  if  ye  have  25 
aoght  against  any  one ;  that  your  Father  aJso  who 
iei  id  beavea  may  forgive  yon  your  trespasses.    Bat  26 
if  ye  do  not  forgive,  neither  will  year  Father  who 
is  la  heaven  foigive  yoar  trespasses. 

And  they  come  again  l^to  Jertualem.   And  as  be  27 
was  walking  in  the  temple,  there  come  to  him  the  chief 
priests,  and  thescribes,  and  the  elders.  And  they  said  28 
to  him :  By  what  anthority  doest  thotr  these  things  ? 
And  who  gave  thee  this  authority,  to  do  these  things  ?

Answer 
me.    And  they  reasoned  among  themselves,  saying :  31 
If  we  say.  From  heaven ;  he ^11  say,  Whjf^tten  did 
ye  not  believe  him?    But  shall  we  say  from  men?  32 
They  feared  the  people ;  for  all  held  that  John^  was 
verily  a  prophet.     And  answering  they  say  to  33

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JesoB,  W/d  «fo  Dpi  know.    And  Jeeus  ^ays  to  tbem. 
Neither  4)  I  (ell  yon  by  nbftt  authority  I  do  these 

.  1  XII.  Ako  he  jt^eg^oto  speak  to  them  in  para- 
bles. '  A  man  pknted  a  vii^yaird,  and  set  a  hedge 
about  it,  and  dug  a  wine  vat,  and  built  a  tower,  and 

2  let  it  oat  to  hasbandmen,  and  went  abroad.  And 
at  the  season  he  sent  to  the  husbandmen  a  servant, 
that  he  might  receive  from  the  husbandmen  of  the 

^  fruits  of  the  vineyard.    And  they  took  him  and 

•4  beat  him,  and  sent  him  away  empty.  And  again  he 
sent  to  them  another  servant ;  and  at  him  Ihej  cast 
stones,  and  wounded  him  in  the  head,  and  sent  him 

6  away  .  shamefully  treated.  And  he  sent  another ; 
and  him  they  killed,  and  many  others;  beating 

6  some,  and  killing  some.  Having  yet  therefore  one  be- 
loved son,  he  sent  him  also  to  tbem  last,  saying :  They 

7  will  reverence  my  son.  But  those  husbandmen  said 
among  themselves :  This  is  the  heir ;  come,  let  us 

:  8  kill  him,  and  the  inheritance  will  be  ours.    And 
they  took,  and  killed  him,  and  cast  him  out  of  the 
9  vineyard.    What   therefore  will  the  lord  of  the 
vineyard  do  t    He  will  come  and  destroy  the  hus- 
bandmen, and  will  give  the  vineyard   to  others. 

10  And  have  ye  not  read  this  scripture :  The  stone 
which  the  builders  disallowed,  the  same  is  become 

11  the  head  of  the  corner ;  this  is  from  the  Lord,  and 

12  is  wonderful  in  our  eyes  ?    And  they  sought  to  lay 
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hold  of  him,  hut  feared  the  people ;  for  they  knew 
that  he  spake  the  parahle  againfit  them ;  and  they 
left  bim,  and  went  away. 

And  tbey  send  to  him  some  of  the  Pharisees  and  13 
of  the  Herodinns,  to  entrap  him  with  a  word.   And  14 ' 
they  come  and  say  to  him :  Teacher,  we  know  that 
thou  art  true,  and  carest  for  no '  one ;  for  thou  re- 
gardest  not  the  person  of  men,  bat' teaehesft  the  way 
.  of  God  in  truth.    Is  it  lawfulto  ^ve  tribute  to 
Caesar,  or  not?    Shall  we  give,  or  shall  we  not  15 
give  ?    But  he,  knowing  their  hypocrisy,  said  to 
them :  Why  tempt  ye  me  f   Bring  me  a  denary,  that 
I  may  see  it.    And  they  brought  it.    And  he  says  16 
to  them,  Whose  is  this  image,  and  the  inscription  t 
And  they  said  to  him,  Caesar's.    And  Je^s  answer-  17 
ing  said  to  them  :  Bender  to  Caesar  the  things  that 
are  Caesar's,  and  to  God  the  things  that  are  God's. 
And  they  marvelled  at  him. 

And  there  come  to  him  Sadducees,  who  say  there  18 
is  no  resurrection.    And  they  asked  him,  saying': 
Teacher,  Moses  wrote  to  us,  that  if  one's  bik)ther  l9^ 
die,  and  leave  a  wife  behind,  and  leave  no  children, 
that  his  brother  should  fake  the  wife,  and'  raise  up 
seed  to  his  brother.    There  werfe' seven-  brothers;  20 
and  the  first  took  a  wife,  and  dying  left  no  seed. 
And  the  second  took  her,  and  died,  and  he  also  left  21- 
no  seed ;  and  the  third  likewise.    And  the  seven  22 
took  her,  and  left  no  seed.    Last  of  all  the  woman 
died  also.    In  the  resurrection  therefore,  when  they  23 
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shall  rise  ag^o,  of  wkicb  of  ibem  ditdl  sbe  be  wifat 
24  For  the  8e?en  hai  her  for  a  wife,'   Jeans  answeriog  ^ 

said  to  them  :  Do  ye  not  therefore  envhecaosey^ 

know  not  the  Scr^ares^  nor  the  power  ^off  .God^? 
25:For  when  the^  shall  rise  from  the  xlead,.UieyDttthw 

man7»  Q<nr  «re  ^iven  in  :marriage:;  bat  are.  aa  bot 

26  gels  who  laie.  in  heaven.    And  coQCfming..the.dead0 . 
that  they  rlas,  ha^  ye  not  read  in  the  book  of 
Moses,  nt  The  Bosh,  how  Ood  spake  to  hinif  saying : 
I  am  th&  Gk)d  of  Abraham,  and  the  God  of  Isaac, 

27  and)  the  God  of  Jacob  ?  He  is  not.God  of  the  deady 
btttr  of  the  living*    Ye  greatly  err. 

28  :  And' one  of  tho^oribes  oame  to  him,  and  having 
heaid  them  reaaonmg  togetiier,  and;  perceiving  that. 
he  answered  them  wellr asked  him,:  Which  com^ 

29  maadmeot  is  fiist  of  all?  And  Jesos •  answered 
him,  First  is :  Hear,  0  Israel;  the  Lord  is  our  God, 

30  the  Lord  is  one ;  and  thou  ghalt  love  the  Lord  thy 
God  with  all  thy  heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul,  and 
With  all  thy  mind^and  with  all  thy  strengtL    This 

31  is  the  fint  commandment.  Second  is  this :  Thou 
shalt  love  thy  neighbor  as  thyself.    There  is  no 

32  other  commandment  greater  than  these.-  And  the 
8(aribe  said  to  him  :  Well,  Teacher;  thou:  saidst 
truly  that  he  is  one,  and  there  is  no  other  besida 

33  him ;  and  to  love  him  with  all  the  heart,  and  with 
all  the  understanding,  and  with  all  the  sool,  and 
with  all  the  strength,  andjto  love  his  neighbor  a9 
himsdfi  is  moite  tium  all  the  whole^iumt-ofibriqga 
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and  sacrifices.    And  Jesns  seeing  that  he  answered  34 
discreetly,  eaid  to  him  :  Thon  art  not  fkr  from  the 
kingdom  of  God.    And  no  one  dared  any' longer  to 
question  him.  ^ 

And  Jesos  answering  said,  while  teaching  in  the  35 
temple :  How  say  the  scribes  that  the  Christ  is  son 
of  David  ?    For  David  himself  said  in  the  Holy  36 
Spirit :  The  Lord  said  to  my  Lord,  Sit  thou  on  my 
right  hand,  till  I  put  thine  enemies  under  thy  feet. 
David  himself  calls  him  Lord  ;  and  whence  is  he  his  37 
aoD?    Ajid  the  great  maltitade  heard  him  gladly. 

And  he  said  to  them  in  his  teaching :  Bewwre  of  Sd 
the  scribes,  who  love  to  go  about  in  long  robes,  and 
love  greetings  in  the  markets^  and  the  first  seiits  in  ^39" 
the  synagogues,  and  the  first  places  At  the  feasts ; 
who  deiroitr  widows'  houses,  and.  for  a  pretense  mabs  49 
long  prayers ;  these  ^Miil  receive  greater  eondemna- 

tiOD. 

And  sitting  over  against  the  treasury,  he  behdd  41 
how  the  people  cast  money  into  the  treasury ;  and 
many  that  were  rich  cast  in  much.    And  one  poor  4t 
widow  came,  and  cast  in  two  mites,  which  are  a 
Nothing.    And  calling  to  him  his  disciples,  he  sfiid  43 
to  them  :  Yerily  I  say  to  you,  that  this  poor  widow 
has  cast  in  more  than  all  who  are  casting  into- the 
treasury.    For  all  have  cast  in  out  of  theur  abund-  44 
ance ;  but  she,  out  of  her  want,  has  cast  in  all  that 
she  had,  her  whole  living. 
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1  Xin.  Akd  as  he  went  out  of  tho  temp1e»  one  of 
hisdls^iploasaya  to  him ;  Teacher,  seQ  what  maiiQer 

2  of  stones,  aod  what  maooer  of  baildiogs  1  Aud  J&- 
SOS  said  t#him  :  Seest  thoa  these  great  bnildiDgs  ? 
There  shall  not  be  left  one  stone  upon  anotheri  that 
Shall  not  be  thrown  down^ 

3  And  as  he  was  sitting  on  the  mount  of  the  OliveB, 
over  against  the  temple,  Peter  and  James  and  John 

I  4  and  Andrew  asked  him  privately:  Tbll  as,  when  shall 

these  things  be?    And  what  is  the  sign  when  ail 

these  things  are  about  to  be  accompli^ed. 

5      And  Jesus  began  to  say  to  them  :  Take  heed  lest 

%  4iny  one  lead  yon  astray.    For  many  shall  oome  in 

my  namei  sayings  I  am  he,  and  shall  lead  many  ostiay* 

7  Jbid  when  ye  shall  hear  of  wars  and  ramora  of  wars, 
be  net  trovWed)  for  it  mast  come  to  pass ;  bat  not 

8  yet  is  the  end.  For  nation  shall  rise  againat  natioD» 
and  kingdom  against  kingdom ;  and  there  shall  be 
earthquakes  in  divers  places,  and  there  shall  be  fam- 
ines and  commotions;  these  are  the  b^nmog  of 
sorrows. 

f     Bot  do  ye  take  heed  to  yourselves ;  for  they  shall 

'    deliver  yon  up  to  oooncilsi  and  in  the  synagogues 

ye  shall  be  beaten ;  and  ye  shall  be  brought  before 

governors  and  kings  for  my  sfike  for  a  testimony  to 

10  them.    And  the  good  news  must  first  be  preached 

among  all  the  nations. 
LI      But  when  they  lesd  you  away  to  deliver  you  up, 
take  not  thought  beforehand  what  ye  shall  speak 
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norpremediUt^;  bat  whatever  shall  be  given  ypa 
in  that  boor,  that  speak ;  for  it  is  not  ye  that 
speakt  but  the  Holy  Spirit  And  the  brother  shall  12 
deliver  ap  the  brother  to  death,  and  the  &ther  the 
child ;  and  children  shall  rise  ap  against  parents, 
and  caose  them  to  be  pat  to  death.  And  ye  shall  13 
be  hated  by  all  for  my  name's  sake ;  but  he  that  has 
eodored  unto  the  end,  the  same  shall  be  saved. 

Bat  when  ye  see  the  abomination  of  desolation  14 
standing  where  it  oaght  not,  (let  him  that  readeth 
mark  I)  then  let  those  in  Jndea  flee  to  the  moohtalDS. 
And  he  that  is  upon  the  hoosoiletihim  not  go4owp  15 
into  the  boose,  nor  enter  in  to  take  aiiythin^,  oat  of 
his  hoase.    And  he  that  is  in  the  field,  let  him  not  16 
tarn  back  to  take  bis  garraent.  / 

Bat  woe  to  them  that  are  with  child,  and  to  them  17 
that  give  sack  in  those  days  I    And  pray  that  it  be  18 
not  in  the  winter.   For  in. those  days  shall  be  afflic-  19 
tioo,  soch  as  has  not  been  from  the  beginning  of  the 
creation  which  God  created  antil  now,  neither  shall 
be.    And  if  the  Lord  had  not  shortened  those  days,  20 
DO  flesh  would  have  been  saved ;  bat  for  the  sake 
of  the  choeen,  whom  he  chose,  he  shortened  the  days. 

And  then  if  any  one  say  to  you,  Lo,  here  is  21 
the  Chriat,  or  Lo,  there,  believe  not.    For  false  22 
Ghrista  and  false  prophets  shall  arise,  and  shall  show 
ugns  and  wonders,  so  ag  to  lead,  if  possible,  even 
the  chosen  astray.    But  do  ye  take  heed ;  I  have  23 
foretold  you  all. 
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24  But  in  those  days,  after  that  aJEHiction,  the  sun 
Bball  be  darkened,  and  the  rnxxm  shall  not  give  her 

25  light;  and  the  stars  shall  fall  from  heaven,  and  tbe 

26  powers  that  are  in  heaven  shall  be  shaken.  And  then 
shall  they  see  the  Son  of  man  coming  In  clonds,  with 

27  great  power  and  glory.  And  then  shall  he  send  forth 
the  angels,  and  gather  together  his  chosen  from  the 
four  winds,  from  the  uttermost  part  of  the  earth  to 
the  uttermost  part  of  heaven. 

28  And  learn  the  partibie  from  the  ftg  tree.  Wheo 
its  bribch  is  already  beeome  tkider,  aad  pats  forth 

29  leaves,  ye  know  that  fenitiiner  is  near.  So  ateo  ye, 
when  ye  see  these  things  oome  to  fiass,  know  that  it 

30  is  near,  at  the  doors.  Verily  I  say  to  you,  that  this 
generation  shall  not  pass,  till  all  these  things  are 

31  done.  Heaven  and  earth ^11  pass  away ;  but  my 
words  shall  not  pass  away. 

32  But  of  that  day  or  hour  no  one  knows,  not  even 
the  angels  in  heaven^  nor  the  Son,  but  the  Father. 

33  Take  heed,  watch ;  for  ye  know  not  when  the  time 

34  is.  As  a  man  who  is  abroad,  having  left  his  hoase. 
and  given  authority  to  his  Servants,  to  each  one  his 
work,  also  commanded  the  porter  that  he  shonld 

35  watch ;  watch  therefore,  for  ye  know  not  when  the 
master  of  the  house  comes,  at  evening,  or  at  mid- 
night, or  at  the  cockcrowing,  or  in  the  morning ; 

36  lest  coming  suddenly  he  find  you  sleeping.    And 

37  what  I  say  to  you. I  say  to  all,  Watch. 
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XIV.    After  two  days  was  the  passover,  and    1 
the  feast  of  UDleavened  bread ;  and. the  chief  priests 
and  the  scribes  sought  how  .they  might  take  him  by 
craft,  andpathim  to  death.    For  they  said:  Not  at    2 
the  feast,  lest  there  shall  be  a  tamnlt  of  the  people. 

ABd  he  beii^  in  Bethany,  in  the  house  of  Simon    3 
the  leper,  aa  be  was  reclining  at  table,  there  came  a 
woman  having  an  alabaster  box  of  ointment  of  pure 
spikBDard,  very  precious ;  and  she  brake  the  box, 
ud  poured  it  on  his  head.    And  there  were  some    4 
that  were  displeased  among  themselves,  and  said. 
Why  was  this  waste  of  the  ointment  made  f    For    5 
this  ointment  could  have  been  sold  for  more  than 
three  hundred  den&ries,  and  given  to  the  poor.    And 
they  murmured  at  her.    And  Jesus  said :  Let  her    6 
alone ;  why  do  ye  trouble  her  ?    She  has  wrought  a 
good  work  on  me.    For  the  poor  ye  have  always    7 
with  you,  and  when  ye  will  ye  can  do  good  to  them ; 
but  me  ye  have  not  always.    She  has  done  what    8 
sfaB  ooald ;  she  has  beforehand  anointed  my  body 
for  the  preparation  for  burial.    Verily  I  say  to  you,    9 
wheiever  the  good  news  shall  be  preached  in  the 
whole  world,  this  also  that  she  has  done  shall  be 
told  for  a  memorial  of  her. 

And  Judas  Iscariot,  one.  of  the  twelve,  went  to  10 
the  chief  priests,  to  deliver  him  up  to  them.    And  11 
when  th^  heard  it  they  were  glad,  and  promised  to 
give  him  money.    And  he  sought  how  he  might 
oonveniently  deliver  him  up. 
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12  And  OD  the  first  day  of  the  feast  of  unleaveDed 
bread,  when  they  killed  the  passover,  his  disciples 
say  to  him.:.  Where  wilt  thou  that  we  go  aud  pre- 

13  pare,  that  thou  mayest  eat  the  passover  7  And  he 
sends  forth  two  of  his  disciples,  and  says  to  them  : 
Go  into  the  city,  and,  there  will  meet  yoa  a  man 

14  bearing  a  pitcher  of  water ;  follow  him.  And  where 
he  shall  go  in,  say  to  the  master  of  the  house :  The 
Teacher  says,  Where  is  the  guestchamber,  in  which 

15  I  may  eat  the  passover  with  my  disciples  ?  And  he 
will  show  you  a  large  upper  room  furnished,  ready ; 

16  there  prepare  for  us.    And  his  disciples  went  forth, 
'  and  came  into  the  city,  and  found  as  he  said  to  them ; 

.  and  they  made  ready  the  passover. 

17  And  at  evening  he  comes  with  the  twelve.    And 

18  as  they  were  reclining  at  table,  and  eating,  Jesus 
said:   Verily   I    say  to  you,  that   one    of    you 

Id  will  betray  me,  one  that  eateth  with  me!  And 
they  began  to  be  sorrowful,  and  to  say  to  him 
one  by  one,  Is  it  I  ?    And  another  said.  Is  it  I  ? 

20  And  he  answered  and  4)aid  to  them  :  It  is  one  of  the 

21  twelve,  one  that  dips  with  me  into  the  dish.  The 
Son  of  man  indeed  goes,  as  it  is  written  of  him ;  but 
woe  to  that  man  through  whom  the  Son  of  man  is 
betrayed  1  It  were  good  for  him  if  that  man  had 
not  been  born. 

22  And  as  they  were  eating,  Jesus  took  bread,  and 
blessed,  and  brake,  and  gave  to  them,  and  said  ; 

23  Take  ye ;  this  is  ndy  body.    And  he  took  the  cap, 
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and  gave  thanks,  and  gave  it  to  them ;  and  they 
all  drank  of  it.    And  he  said  to  them :  This  is  my  24 
blood  of  the  covenant,  which  is  shed  for  many.  25 
Verily  I  say  to  you,  I  wilf  drink  no  more  of  the 
fruit  of  the  vine,  until  that  day  when  I  drink  it  new 
in  the  kingdom  of  God. 

And  having  sung,  they  went  out  Into  the  mowit  of  2 
Uie  Olives.    And  Jesas  says  to  them :  All  ye  will  27 
be  ofibnded ;  becaoae  it  is  written,  I  will  smite  the 
shepherd,  and  the  sheep  shall  be  scattered.    But  28 
after  I  am  risen,  I  will  ^  before  you  into  Galilee. 

And  Peter  said  to  him :  Though  all  shall  be  29 
ofiended,  yet  will  not  I.    And  Jesus  says  to  him :  30 
Yerily  I  say  to  thee^  that  thou  tllis  day,  in  this  night, 
before  the  cock  crow  twice,  wilt  thrice  deny  me.  31 
But  he  said  the  more  vehemently,  If  I  should  die 
with  thee,  I  will  not  deny  thae.    Likewise  also  said 
they  sU. 

And  they  come  to  a  place  which  was  named  32 
Gethsemane.    And  he  says  to  his  disciples :  Sit  ye 
here,  while  I  shall  pray.    And  he  takes  with  him  33 
Peter  and  James  and  John,  and  began  to  be  sore 
amazed,  and  to  be  troubled;    And  be  says  to  them :  34 
My  soul  is  exceedingly  sorrowful  nnto  death  ;  tarry 
We,  and  watch.    And  going  forward  a  little,  he  35 
fell  on  the  ground,  and  prayed  that,  if  it  were  pos- 
sible, the  hour  might  pass  from  him.    And  he  said,  36 
Abba,  Father,  all  things  are  possible  to  thee ;  take 
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away  this  cup  from  me ;  but  not  what  I  will,  bat 
what  thou  wilt, 

37  And  he  comesi  and  finds  them  deeping.  And  he 
says  to  Peter :  Simon,  deepest  thou  ?  Cbuldest  thou 

38  not  watch  one  hour  I    Watch  and  pray,  that  ye  en- 
^  ter  not  into  temptation.    The  spirit  indeed  is  will- 

fog,  bnt  the  flesh  is  weak. 

39  And  again  he  went  awayand  prayed,  nying  the 

40  same  worda  And  rekirfiingt  he  found  than  again 
sleeping,  for  their  eyes  were  heai^  $  and  they  knew 
not  what  to  answer  him. 

41  And  he  eomes  the  third  thne,  and  says  to  them : 
Sleep  on  now,  and  take  yoor  rest.  It  iff  enough, 
the  hour  is  come;  behold,  the  Son  of  man  is  be- 

42  tcayed  into  the  hands  of  sinners.  Biae,  let  aa  go  ; 
behold,  he  that  betrays  me  is  at  hand. 

43  And  immediately,  irhile  he  was  yet  speaking, 
comes  Judas  one  of  the  twelre,  and  with  hiAi  a 
mnltitade  with  swords  and  staves,  from  the  chief 

44  priests  and  the  scribes  and  the  elders.  Now  his  be- 
tiayer  had  given  them  a  signal,  eaying :  Whomsoever 
I  shall  kiss,  that  is  he ;  'ky  hold  of  him,  and  lead  him 

45  away  securely.  And  coming,  he  goes  straightway 
'  to  him,  and  says  ^Master,  Master ;  and  kissed  him. 

46«     And  they  kdd  their  hands  on  him,  and  held  him 

i7  fast.    And  one  of  those  standing  by  drew  his  sword, 

and  smote  the  servant  of  the  high  priest^  and  took 

y.  41.  or,  Sleep  ye  thc^remaining  time,  and  take  your  rest? 
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off  his  ear.    And  Jesas  answering  said  to  them  :  48 
Have  ye  come  out,  as  against  a  robber,  with  swords 
and  staves  to  take  me  ?    I  was  daily  with  you  in  the  49 
temple  teaching,  and  ye  did  not  lay  hold  of  me ;  bat 
that  the  Scriptures  might  be  fulfilled  I    And  all  for-  50 
Book  him,  and  fled. 

And  there  followed  him  a  certain  young  man,  51 
having  a  linen  cloth  cast  about  bis  naked  body ;  and 
the  young  men  lay  hold  of  him.    And  leaving  be-  52 
hind  the  linen  cloth,  he  fled  from  them  naked. 

And  they  led  Jesus  away  to  the  high  priest ;  and  53. 
with  him  assembled  all  the  chief  priests  and  the 
elders  and  the  scribes.    And  Peter  followed  him  54( 
a&r  off,  even  into  the  court  of  the  high  priest,  and 
was  sitting  with  the  officers,  and  warming  himself 
at  the  fire. 

And  the  chief  priests  and  all  the  council  sought  55 
for  testimony  against  Jesus,  in  order  to  put  him  to 
death ;  and  they  found  none.    For  many  bare  false  56 
witness  against  him ;  but  their  testimonies  agreed  not 
together.    And  certain  ones  rose  up,  and  bare  false  57 
witness  against  him,  saying :  We  heard  Mm  s^y,  I  58 
will  destroy  this  temple  that  is  made  with  hands, 
and  in  three  days  I  will  build  another  made  without 
hands.    And  not  even  so  did  their  testimony  agree.  59 

And  the  high  priest  stood  up  in  the  midst,  and  60 
asked   Jesus,  saying:   Auswer^st  thou  nothing? 
What  do  these  witness  against  thee  ?    But  he  was  61 
ulent,  and  answered  nothing.    Again  the  hig)i  priest 
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asked  him,  and  said  to  him :  Art  thou  the  Christ,  the 

"62  Son  of  the  Blessed  ?    And  Jesns  said,  I  am ;  and 

ye  shall  see  the  Son  of  man  sitting  on  the  right  hand 

of  power,  and  coming  with  the  clouds  of  heaven. 

63  And  the  high  priest,  rending  his  clothes,  says :  What 

64  further  need  have  we  of  witnesses  ?  Te  heard ,  the 
blasphemy.  What  think  ye?  And  they  all  con- 
demned him  to  be  guilty  of  death. 

65  And  some  began  to  spit  on  him,  and  to  cover  bis 
face  and  buffet  him,  and  say  to  him,  Prophesy. 
And  the  officers,  with  blows,  took  him  in  charge. 

66  And  as  Peter  was  below  in  the  court,  there  comes 

67  one  of  the  maid-servants  of  the  high  priest ;  and 
seeing  Peter  warming  himself,  she  looked  upon  him, 
and  said :  Thou  also  wast  with  Jesus  the  Nazarene. 

68  But  he  denied,  saying :  I  know  not,  nor  understand 
I  at  all,  what  thoa  sayest.  And  he' went  out  into 
the  fore-court;  and  the  cock  crowed. 

69  And  the  maid-servant,  seeing  him,  began  again  to 

70  say  to  those  standing  by.  This  is  one  of  them.  And 
he  denied  it  again. 

And  a.  little  after,  they  that  stood  by  said  again 
to  Peter :  Surely  thou  art  one  of  them ;  for  thou  art 

71  a  Galilean.  But  he  began  to  invoke  curses,  and  to 
swear,  I  kpow  not  this  man  of  whom  ye  speak. 

72  And  the  cock  crowed  a  second  tune.  And  Peter  re- 
membered the  word,  how  Jesus  said  to  him :  Before 
the  cock  crow  twice,  thou  wilt  thrice  deny  me.  And 
as  he  thought  thereon,  he  wept 
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XV.   And  stnog^twaj,  in  the  monuDgr,  the  chief    1 
priests  with  the  eiders  and  scribes  and  the  whda 
eoancil,  havix^  held  a  oonsiiltation,  bound  Jesus  and 
carried  iitm  awaj,  and  ddiyered  him  to  Pilate.    And    2 
Pilate  asked  Urn,  Art  tbon  the  King  of  the  Jews  ? 
And  he  answering^  said  to  him,  Then  sajest  ii   And    3 
the  chief  priests  accused  him  of  many  things. 

And  Pikte  asked  him  again,  saying :  Answeresfc    4 
thoa  nothing?     Behold  what  thiiigs  thej  testily 
againstthee.   But  Jesosno  logger  node  anj  answer;    5 
80  that  Pilate  marreled. 

Now%t  the  feast  he  released  to  them  one  prisoner,    6 
whomsoever  they  asked.  And  there  was  the  one  called    7 
Barabbas,  boond  with  his  companions  in  sedition, 
who  in  tbe  sedition  had  committed  mmrder.    And    8 
coming  up,  the  multitude  b^;an  to  make  request, 
according  as  he  had  always  done  for  them.    And    9 
Pikte  answered  them,  saying :  Will  ye  that  I  re- 
lease to  you  the  King  of  the  Jews.    For  he. knew  10 
that  through  envy  the  chief  priests  had  delivered  him 
up.    But  the  chief  priests  stirred  up  the  multitude,  11 
that  he  shodd  rather  release  to  them  Barabbas.  And  12 
Pilate  answ^Ing,  said  ^in  to  them :  What  will  ye 
then  that  I  A&U  do  to  him  whom  ye  caH  the  King 
of  the  Jews  ?    And  they  cried  again,  Crucify  him.  13 
And  Pikte  said  to  them.  What  evil  then  has  he  14 
done  ?    And  they  cried  th^  more  exceedingly,  Cru* 
cify  him. 

And  Pflate,  williug  to  satisfy  the  multitude,  re*  15 
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leased  to  them  Barabbas ;  and  he  delivered  up  Jesos, 

16  after  scourging  him,  to  be  cracified.  And  the 
soldiers  led  him  atray  into  the  coart,  which  is  Pro- 
toriam;  and  they  call  together  the  whole  band. 

17  And  they  clothe  him  with  pnrple,  and  having  plat- 

18  ted  a  crown  of  thorns,  they  put  it  on  him.  And 
they  began  to  salute  him :  Hail,  King  of  the  Jews  1 

19  And  they  smote  him  on  the  head  with  a  reed,  and 
SfHt  npon  him,  and  kneeling  down,  did  homage  to  him. 

20  And  when  they  had  mocked  him,  they  took  ofif  the 
purple  from  him,  and  put  on  him  his  own  garments. 

21  And  they  lead  him  out  to  crucify  him.  And  they 
compel  one  Simon  a  Oyrenian,  who  was  passing  by, 
coming  from  the  country,  the  father  of  Alexander 

22  and  Bufus,  to  bear  his  cross.  And  they  bring  him 
to  the  place  Golgotha,  which  is  interpreted,  place 

23  of  a  skull.    And  they  gave  him  wine  mingled  with 

24  myrrh  ;  but  he  took  it  not.  And  having  crucified 
him,  they  divide  his  garments,  casting  lots  upon 

25  them,  what  any  one  should  take.    And  it  was 

26  the  third  hour ;  and  they  crucified  hiuL  And  the 
inscription  of  the  accusation  against  him  was  writ- 
ten over :  THE  KING  OF  THE  JEWS. 

27  And  with  him  they  crucify  two  robbers ;  one  on 

28  his  right  hand,  and  one  on  his  left.  And  the  scnp- 
ture  was  fulfilled,  which  says,  And  he  was  reckoned 

29  with  transgressors.  And  they  that  passed  by  railed 
at  him,  wagging  their  heads,  and  saying :  Aha,  thou 
that  destroyest  the  temple,  and  buUdest  it  in  three 
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days ;  save  thyself,  and  oome  dowD  from  the  cross.  30 
Idkewise  also  the  chief  priests,  mocking  one  with  31 
another,  together  with  the  scribes,  said  :  He  saved  - 
others,  himself  he  can  not  save.    Let  the  Christ,  the  32 
King  of  Israel,  come  down  ndw  from  the  cross,  tHat 
we  maj  see  and  believe.    And  they  that  were  era- 
dfied  with  him  reproached  him,. 

And'when  the  sixth  hoar  was  come,  there  was  33 
darkness  over  the  whole  land  ontil  the  ninth  hoar. 
And  at  the  ninth  hoar  Jesas  cried  with  a  load  voice,  34 
3iying :  £k>i,  Moi,  lama  sabacbthani  ?    Which  is 
interpreted.  My  God,  my  God,  why  hast  thoa  for- 
aken  me  ?    And  some  of  them  that  stood  by,  hear-  35 
mg  it,  saki :  Behold,  he  calls  Elijah.    And  one  ran  36 
and  filled  a  sponge  with  vinegar,  and  pat  it  on  a 
reed,  and  gave  him  to  drink,  saying  :  Let  alone ;  let 
08  see  whether  Elijah  will  come  to  take  him  down. 

And  Jesas,  attering  a  load  cry,  expired.    And  the  37 
vail  of  the  temple  was  rent  in  twain,  from  the  top  38 
to  the  bottom.    And  the  centarion  who  was  stand-  39 
iiig  near,  over  against  him,  seeing  that  he  so  cried 
oat  and  expired,  said :  Traly  this  man  was  the  Son 
ofGod. 

And  there  were  also  women  looking  on  afar  ofif ;  40 
among  whom  was  also  Mary  the  Magdalene,  and 
Mary  the  mother  of  James  the  yoanger  and  of  Joaes, 
imd  Salome ;  who  also,  when  he  was  in  Galilee,  fol-  4i 
lowed  him.  and  ministered  to  him ;  and  many  other 
women  who  came  up  with  him  to  Jerusalem. 
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42  Alid  evening  haying  now  come,  since  it  was  ii\B 
preparation  (which  is  the  day  before  the  sabbath), 

43  Joseph  from  Arimathea,  an  honorable  coanselor 
who  also  .was  himself  waiting  for  the  kingdom  of 
God,  came  and  went  in  boldly  to  Pilate,  and  asked 

44  for  the  body  of  Jesas.  And  Pilate  marveled,  if  he- 
were  already  dead  ;  and  calling  to  him  the  centurion, 

45  he  asked  him  if  he  had  been  long  dead.  And  hay- 
ing learned  it  from  the  centurion,  he  gave  the  dead 

46  body  to  Joseph.  And  having  bought  fine  linen,  he 
took  him  down,  and  wrapped  him  in  the  linen,  and 
laid  him  in  a  sepulchre  which  was  hewn  out  of  a 
rock,  and  rolled  a  stone  to  the  door  of  the  sepulchre. 

47  And  Mary  the  Magdalene,  and  Mary  the  mother  of 
Joses  beheld  where  he  was  laid. 

1  XYI.  And  the  sabbath  being  past,  Mary  the 
Magdalene,  and  Mary  the  mother  of  James,  and 
Salome,  bought  spices,  that  they  might  come  and 

2  anoint  him.  And  very  early,  on  the  first  day  of  the 
week,  they  come  to  the  sepulchre  at  the  rising  of 

3  the  sun.  And  they  said  to  one  another,  Who  will 
roll  away  the  stone  for  us  from  the  door  of  the 

4  sepulchre  ?  '  And  looking  up,  they  see  that  the 
stone  has  been  rolled  away.    For  it  was  very  great. 

5  And  entering  into  the  sepulchre,  they  saw  a  young 
man  sitting  on  the  right  side,  clothed  in  tf  white 

y.  42.  Gr.  which  is  the  ante-sabbath. 
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robe ;  and  they  were  affrighted.    And  he  says  to    6 
th^n,  Be  not  affi*ighted.    Ye  are  seeking  Jesus 
the  Nazarene,  who  was  crucified.    He  is  risen  ;  he 
is  not  here.    Behold  the  place  where  they  laid  him. 
But  go,  say  to  his  disciples,  and  to  Peter,  that  he    7 
goes  before  you  into  Galilee.    There  ^all  ye  see 
him,  as  be  said  to  you.    And  they  went  out,  and    8 
fled  from  the  sepulchre  ;  for  trembling  and  astonish-       , 
ment  seized  them.    And  they  said  nothing  to  any 
one ;  for  they  were  afraid. 

And  having  risen  early,  on  the  first  day  of  the    9 
week,  he  appeared  first  to  Mary  the  Magdalene, 
from  whom  he  had  cast  out  seven  devils.    She  went  10 
and  reported  it  to  them  that  had  been  with  him,  as 
they  mourned  and  wept.    And  they,  hearing  that  11 
he  was  alive,  and  had  been  seen  by  her,  believed  not. 

After  that  he  appeared  in  another  form  to  two  of  12 
them,  as  they  walked,  going  into  the  country.    They  13 
also  went  and  reported  it  to  the  rest ;  nor  did  they 
believe  them. 

Afterward  he  appeared  to  the  eleven  themselves  14 
as  they  reclined  at  table,  and  upbraided  their  un- 
belief and  hardness  of  heart,  because  they  believed 
not  them  that  had  seen  him  after  he  was  risen.  . 
And  he  said  to  them  :  Go  into  all  the  world,  and  15 
preach  the  good  news  to  every  creature.    He  that  16 
believes  and  is  immersed  shall  be  saved  ;  but  he  that 
believes  not  shall  be  condemned.  And  these  signs  shall  17 
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accompany  them  that  believe ;  in  my  name  shall 
they  cast  out  devils;  they  shall  speak  with  new 

18  toiigaes ;  they  shall  take  np  serpents ;  and  if  they 
drink  any  deadly  thing,  it  shall  not  hurt  them ;  they 
shall  lay  hands  on  the  sick,  and  they  ^all  recover. 

19  The  Lord  therefore,  after  he  had  spoken  to  them, 
was  taken  np  into  heaven ;  and  he  sat  down  on  the 

20  right  hand  of  Qod.  And  they  went  forth,  and 
preached  every  where,  the  Lord  working  with  them; 
and  confirming  the  word  by  the  signs  that  followed. 
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Forasmuch  as  maDy  have  taken  in  hand  to  set 
forth  in  order  a  narration  concerning  the  things 
fully  believed  among  us,  as  they  delivered  them  to 
w,  who  from  the  beginning  were  eyewitnesses  and 
ministers  of  the  word  ;  it  seemed  good  to  me  also, 
having  accaiately  traced-  all  from  the  very  first, 
to  write  to  thee  in  order,  most  excellent  Theophilos ; 
that  thon  mightest  know  the  certainty  concerning 
those  things  wherein  thou  hast  been  instructed. 

There  was  in  the  <}ays  of  Herod,  the  king  of  Ju- 
dea,  a  certain  priest  named  Zachariah,  of  the  course 
of  Abijah ;  and  his  wife  was  of  the  daughters  of 
Aaron,  and  her  name  was  Elisabeth.  And, they 
were  both  righteous  before  God,  walking  in  all  the 
oommandments  and  ordinances  of  the  Lord  blame- 
less.   And  they  had  no  child,  because  Elisabeth  was 

y.  1.  Wy  the  things  accomplished  among  us 
V.  4.  or,  those  words 
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barren ;  and  they  both  were  now  far  adyanoed  in 
years. 

8  And  it  came  to  pass  that  while  he  executed  the 

9  priest's  office  before  God,  in  the  order  of  his  course,  it 
fe]l  to  his  lot,  according  to  the  custom  of  the  priest's 
office,  to  burn  incense,  going  into  the  temple  of  the 

10  Lord.    And  the  whole  multitude  of  the  people  were 
21  praying  without  at  the  hour  of  incense.  And  there  ap- 
peared to  him  an  angel  of  the  Lord,  standing  on  the 

12  right  side  of  the  altar  of  incense.  And  Zachariab 
seeing  him  was  troubled,  and  fear  fell  upon  him. 

13  But  the  angel  said  to  him  :  Fear  not,  Zachariab  ; 
for  thy  prayer  was  heard,  and  thy  wife  Elisabeth 
shall  bear  thee  a  son,  and  thou  shalt  call  his  name 

14  John.    And  thou  sbalt  have  joy  and  gladness ;  and 

15  many  shall  rejoice  at  his  birth.  For  he  shall  be 
great  before  the  Lord  ;  {^d  he  shall  not  drink  wine 
nor  strong  drink ;  and  he  shall  be  filled  with  the 

16  Holy  Spirit,  even  from  his  toother's  womb.  And 
many  of  the  sons  of  Israel  shall  he  turn  to  the  Lord 

17  their  God.  Apd  he  shall  go  before  him  in  the  spirit 
and  power  of  Elijah,  to  turn  the  hearts  of  the  fathers 
to  the  childi*en,  and  the  disobedient  to  the  wisdom 
of  the  just;  to  make  ready  a  prepared  people  for 
the  Lord. 

18  And  Zachariab  said  to  the  angel :  Whereby  shall 
I  know  this  ?    For  I  am  an  old  man,  and  my  wife  is 

19  far  advanced  in  years.  And  the  angel  answering  said 
to  him  :  I  am  Gabriel,  that  stands  in  the  presence 
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of  God  ;  and  I  was  sent  to  speak  to  tliee,  aad  to 
bring  thee  these  glad  tidings.  And,  behold,  thon  20 
Atlt  be  domb,  and  not  able  to  speak,  until  the  day 
that  these  things  shall  be  performed,  because  thoa 
didst  not  believe  my  words,  vdiich  shall  be  fulfilled 
'  in  their  season. 

And  the  people  were  waiting  for  Zacharii^,  21 
and  wmidered  at  his  long  tarrying  in  the  temple. 
And  when  he  came  oat  he  coald  not  speak  to  them ;  22 
sod  they  perceived  that  he  had  seen  a  vision  in  the 
temple ;  and  he  beckoned  to  them,  and  remained      ^ 
speechless. 

And  it  eame  to  pass,  when  the  days  of  his  minis-  23 
tation  were  completed,  that  he  departed  to  his  own 
house. 

And  after  those  days  his  wife  Elisabeth  conceiv-  24 
ed;  and  she  hid  herself  five  months,  saying:  thus  25 
hath  the  Lord  dealt  with  me,  in  the  days  wherein 
he  looked  on  me  to  take  away  my  reproach  among 
men. 

And  in  the  sixth  month  the  angel  Gabriel  was  26 
sent  from  God  to  a  city  of  Galilee,  named  Naaareth, 
to  a  virgin  betrothed  to  a  man  whose  name  was  27 
Joseph,  of  the  house  of  David ;  and  the  virgin's 
name  was  Mary.    And  the  angel  having  come  to  28 
her,  said  :  Hail,  highly  fovored  1    The  Lord  is  with 
thee.    Blessed  art  thou  among  women.    And  she  2 
was  troubled  at  the  saying;  and  was  considering 
what  manner  of  salutation  this  might  be.    And  30 
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the  angel  said  to  her :  Fear  not,  Mary ;  for  thon 

31  hast  found  favor  with  God.  And,  behold,  thoa 
shalt  coDceiTe  in  thy  womb,  and  bring  forth  a  sod, 

32  and  shalt  call  his  name  Jesns.  He  shall  be  great, 
and  shall  be  called  Son  of  the  Highest ;  and  the 
Lord  God  will  give  to  him  the  throne  of  David  his  ' 

33  &ther ;  and  he  shall  reign  over  the  house  of  Jacob 
forever ;  and  of  his  kingdom  there  shall  be  no  end. 

34  Then  said  Mary  to  the  angel :  How  shall  this  be, 

35  seeing  that  I  know  not  a  man?  And  the  angel  answer- 
ing said  to  her  :  The  Holy  Spirit  shall  come  npon 
thee,  and  the  power  of  the  Highest  shall  over- 
shadow thee ;  therefore  also  the  Holy  One  that  is 

36  born  shall  be  called  the  Son  of  God.  And,  behold, 
Elisabeth  thy  kinswoman,  she  also  has  conceived  a 
son  in  her  old  age ;  and  this  is  the  sixth  month  with 

37  her  who  is  called  barren.  For  with  God  nothing 
shall  be  impossible. 

38  And  Mary  said :  Behold  the  handmaid  of  the 
Lord ;  let  it  be  to  me  according  to  thy  word. 
And  the  angel  departed  from  her. 

39  And  Mary  arose  in  those  days,  and  went  into  the 

40  hill-country  with  haste,  into  a  city  of  Judah ;  and  / 
entered  into  the  house  of  Zachariah,  and  saluted 

41  Elisabeth.  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  Elisabeth 
heard  the  salutation  of  Mary,  that  the  babe  leaped 
in  her  womb ;  and  Elisabeth  was  filled  with  the 

42  Holy  Spirit.    And  she  spake  out  with  a  loud  voice 

y.  37.  OTt  no  word  shall  be

and  Btad :  Blttied  art  fhoa  among  wodmo,  and 
btedd  18  the  frait  of  lihjr  womb.    And  wbemse  is  43 
this  to  me,  that  the  mother  of  my  Lord  shoald  oome 
to  me  ?    For,  behold,  as  the  Toice  of  ihj  aalatation  44 
cnae  iato  m j  ears,  tbe  babe  leaped  in  my  womb 
for  joj.    And  happy  is  she,  who  believed  that  there  45 
BhaU  be  a  fnlfilhnent  of  the  things  told  her  from  the 
Lord. 

And  Mary  said:  My  sool  mi^ffies  the  Lord;  46 
and  my  spirit  rejoiced  in  €k>d  my  Savior.    Be-  47 
he  locked  npon  the  low  estisrte  of  his  hand-  48 
for,  behold,  henceforth  all  generations  will 
odl  me  ha;^.    Becaiose  the  Mighty  One  has  done  49 
gmt  things  for  me ;  and  holy  is  his  name.    And  50 
his  mercy  is  from  generation  to  generation,  to  them 
that  few  him.    He  wrought  might  with  his  arm ;  51 
he  toattered  the  proud  in  the  imagination  of  their 
hearts,    fie  cast  down  princes  from  tiirones,  and  52 
enlted  them  of  low  degree.    The  hungry  he  filled  53 
with  good,  and  the  rich  he  sent  empty  away.    He  54 
helped  Israel,  his  servant;  to  remember  mercy  (as  55 
he  spake  unto  oar  &thm»)  fer  Abraham  and  for  Mb 
aeedCorevw 

And  Mary  alx)de  ydik  her  aboirt  iSiree  montibs,  56 
and  retmmed  to  her  own  house. 

Now  Elisabeth's  fnll  time  Came  tfa^  she  should  be  67 
deBvered ;  and  she  brought  forth  a  son.    And  her  68 

Y.  46.  or,  for  there  shall  be 
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neighbors  and  her  kindred  heard  that  the  Ijord  bad 
showed  great  mercy  toward  her ;  and  they  rejoiced 
with  her. 

59  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  oA  the  eighth  day  they 
came  to  cifccrmcise  the  child ;  and  they  called  him 

60  Zachariah,  after  the  name  of  his  father.  And  his 
mother  answered  and  said,  Nay;  but  he  shall  be 

61  called  John.    And  they  said  to  her,  There  is  none 

62  of  thy  kindred  that  ia  called  by  this  name.  And 
they  made  signs  to  his  father,  how  he  would,  haye 

63  him  called.    And  he  asked  for  a  writing  tablet,  and 
''      wrote,  saying :   His  name  is  Jdm.    And  they  all 

64  wondered.  And  his  month  was  opened  immedi- 
ately, and  his  tongne  loosed  ;  and  he  spake,  blesskig 

65  God.  And  fear  came  on  ail  that  dwelt  aroond 
them.    And  all  these  things  were  told  abroad  in 

66  all  the  hill-country  of  Judea.  And  all  who  heard 
laid  them  up  in  their  hearty*  saying :  What  then 
will  this  child  be !  And  the  hand  of  the  Lord  was 
with  him. 

67  And  Zachariah  his  fiither  was  filled  with  the 

68  Holy  Spirit,  and  prophesied,  saying:  Blessed  be 
the  Lord,  the  God  of  Israel,  that  he  visited  and 

69  wrought  redemption  for  his  people ;  and  raised 
up  a  horn  of  salvation  for  us,  in  the  house  of 

70  David  his  servant,  (as  he  spake  by  the  mouth  of . 

71  his  holy  prophets  of  old,)  salvation ,  from  our  ene- 

y..65.  fOTf  all  tiiefie  words 
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mies,  and  from  the  hand  of  all  that  hate  us ;  to  72 
show  mercy  to  oar  fi&thers,  and  to  remember  his 
holy  covenaDt ;  the  oath  which  he  sware  to  Abra-  73 
ham  our  father,  to  grant  to  us,  that  without  fear,  74 
heiDg  rescued  from  ihe  hand  of  our  enemies,  we 
should  serve  him,  in  holiness  and  righteousness  before  75 
turn  all  our  days. 

And  also  thou,  O  child,  shalt  be  called  Prophet  of  76 
the  Highest ;  for  thou  shalt  go  before  the  face  of 
the  Lord,  to  prepare  his  ways,  in  order  to  give  77 
knowledge  of  salvation  to  his  people  in  remission  of 
their  sins ;  through  the  tender  mercies  of  our  God,  78 
whereby  the  dayspring  from  on  high  visited  us, 
to  give  light  to  those  sitting  in  darkness  and  the  79 
shadow  of  death,  in  order  to  guide  our  feet  into  the 
wly  of  peace. 

And  the  child  grew,  and  became  strong  in  spirit,  80 
and  was  in  the  deserts  till  the  day  of  his  manifestation 
to  Israel. 

II.    And  it  came  to  pass  in  those  days,  that    1 
there  went  out  a  decree  from  Caesar  Augustus,  that 
all  the  world  should  be  registered.    This  register-    2 
iDg  was  the  first  made  when  Gyrenias  was  governor 
of  Syria.

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6  wife,  who  was  witb  ehild.  And  eo  it  was,  tbat, 
while  thej  were  theye,  Ube  days  were  eomj^eted 

7  that  she  skmld  briog  forth.  And  die  brought 
forth  her  fir8t-b(Hm  aoi^  and  wrapped  him  in  swath- 
ing bands,  and  hud  him  io  a  manger ;  beeaiise  there 
was  no  room  for  them  in  the  inn. 

8  And  there  were  in  the  same  conntry  sh^heids 
abiding  in  the  field,  and  keeping  watch  over  their  Qock 

9  by  night  And,  behold,  an  angel  of  the  Lord  carae 
upon  them,  and  the  glory  of  the  Lord  shone  aronod 

LO  them ;  and  ihey  were  sore  afraid.  And  the  angel 
said  to  them :  Fear  not;  for,  behold,  I  bring  yoa 
good  tidings  of  great  joy,  which  shall  be  to  lUl  the 

11  people.    For  to  you  is  born  this  day  in  the  city  of 

12  David  a  Savior,  who  is  Christ  the  Lord.  And  ihh 
shall  be  to  yon  the  sign :  Ye  shall  find  a  babe  wrap- 

13  ped  in  swathing  bands,  lying  in  a  manger.  Aod 
suddenly  there  was  with  the  angel  a  multitude  of 

14  the  heavenly  host,  praising  Qod  and  saying :  Glory 
to  God  in  the  highest,  and  on  earth  peace,  good  will 
among  men. 

16  And  it  euae  to  pass,  when  the  angels  were  gone 
away  from  them  into  heaven,  that  the  shepherds 
said  one  to  another :  Let  us  go  now  unto  Bethle* 
hem,  and  see  this  thing  that  is  come  to  paasi  which 

16  the  Lord  has  made  known  to  us.  And  they  came 
with  haste,  and  found  both  Mary  and  Joseph,  and 

17  the  babe  lying  in  the  manger.    And  having  seen  it, 
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they  made  knovni  abroad  the  saying  which  was  told 
them  concerning  this  child.     And  all  that  beard  18 
wondered  at  the  tilings  which  were  told  them  by  the 
shepherds.    And  Mary  kept  all  these  things,  ponder-  19 
ing  them  in  her  heart.    And  the  shepherds  returned,  20 
glorifying  and  praising  God  for  all  that  they  had 
heard  and  seen,  as  it  was  told  to  them. 

And  when  eight  days  were  completed  for  circum-  21 
cising  him,  his  name  was  called  Jesus;  the  name 
given  by  the  angel  before  he  was  conceived  in  the 
womb. 

And  when  the  days  of  their  purification  accord-,  22 
ing  to  the  law  of.Moses  were  completed,  they  brought 
him  up  to  Jerusalem,  to  present  him  to  the  Lord  ; 
(as  it  is  written  in  the  law  of  the  Lord,  Every  male  23 
that  opens  the  womb  shall  be  called  holy  to  the 
Lord);  and  to  offer  a  sacrifice  according  to  what  is  24 
said  in  the  law  of  the  Lord,  A  pair  of  turtledoves, 
or  two  young  pigeons. 

And,  behold,  there  was  a  man  in  Jerusalem,  whose  25 
name  was  Simeon ;  and  this  man  was  just  and  de-  • 
vout,  waiting  for  the  consolation  of  Israel ;  and  ihe 
Holy  Spirit  was  upon  him.    And  it  was  revealed  26 
to  him  by  the  Holy  Spirit,  that  he  should  not  see 
death,  before  he  had  seen  the  Christ  of  the  Lord. 
And  he  came  by  the  Spirit  into  the  temple ;  and  27 
when  the  parents  brought  in  the  child  Jesus,  to  do 

V.  19.    or,  all  these  words 
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28  for  him  after  the  custom  of  the  law,  then  he  took 

29  him  into  his  arms,  and  blessed  God,  and  said :  Now, 
Lord,  thou  lettest  thy  servant  depart  in  peace,  accord- 

30  ing  to  thy  word ;  because  mine  eyes  have  seen  thy  sal- 
Si  Tation,  which  thou  hast  prepared  before  the  face  of 

32  all  the  peoples ;  a  light  for  a  revelation  to  the  Gen- 
tiles, and  the  glory  of  thy  people  Israel. 

33  And  his  father  and  mother  marveled  at  the  things 

34  that  were  spoken  of  him.  And  Simeon  blessed  them, 
and  said  to  Mary  his  mother :  Behold,  this  child  is 
set  for  the  fall  and  rising  of  many  in  Israel,  and 

35  for  a  sign  which  shall  be  spoken  against ;  (and  a 
sword  shall  pierce  through  thine  own  soul  also) ; 
that  thoughts  from  many  hearts  may  be  revealed. 

36  And  there  was  Anna  a  prppbetess,  daughter 
of  Phanuel,  of  the  tribe  of  Asher.  She  was  of 
great  age,  and  had  lived  with  a  husband  seven  years 

37  from  her  virginity ;  and  she  was  a  widow  of  about 
fourscore  and  four  years,  who  departed  not  from  the 
temple,  serving  day  and  night  With  fastings  and 

38  prayers.  And  she,  coming  up  at  that  very  time,  like- 
wise gave  thanks  to  the  Lord,  and  spake  of  him  to 
all  that  were  looking  for  the  redemption  of  Jerusa- 
lem. 

69  And  when  they  had  performed  all  things  accord- 
ing to  the  law^of  the  Lord,  they  returned  into  Gali- 

40  lee,  to  their  own  city  Nazareth.    And  the  child 
grew,  and  became  strong,  being  tilled  with  wisdom  ; 
and  the  favor  of  God  was  iipon  him. 
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Now  hisparenU  went  to  Jerusalem  every  year  at  41 
the  feaAt  of  the  passoyer.    And  when  he  was  twelve  42 
years  old,  they  went  np  according  to  the  custom  of  . 
the  feast.    And  when  they  had  completed  the  days,  43 
as  they  returned,  Jesus  the  child  tarried  behind  in  Je- 
rusalem ;  and  his  parents  knew  it  not.  But  supposing  44 
that  he  was  in  the  company,  they  went  a  day's  jour- 
ney ;  and  they  sought  him  among  their  kindred  and 
acquaintance.  And  not  finding  him,  they  returned  to  45 
Jerusalem,  seeing  him. 

And  it  came  to  pass,  that  after  three  days  they  46 
found  him  in  the  temple,  sitting  in  the  midst  of  the 
teachers,  both  hearing  them,  and  asking  them  ques- 
tions.   And  all  that  heard  him  were  astonished  at  47 
his  understanding  and  answers.    And  seeing  him  48 
they  were  amazed.    And  his  mother  said  to  him : 
Child,  why  hast  thou  thus  dealt  with  us  ?    Behold, 
thy  father  and  I  have  sought  thee  sorrowing.    And  49 
he  said  to  them :  How  is  it  that  ye  sought  me  ?    Bid 
ye  not  know,  that  I  must  be  in  my  Father's  house  ? 
And  they  understood  not  the  saying  which  he  spake  50 
to  them. 

And  he  went  down  with  them,  and  came  to  Naza-  51 
reth,  and  was  subject  to  them.    And  his  mother 
kept  all  these  sayings  in  her  heart. 

And  Jesus  increased  in  wisdom  and  stature,  and  52 
in  favor  with  God  and  men.

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^  1      III.    Now  in  the  fifteenth  year  of  the  reign  of 
.  ^    Tiberius  Caesar,  when  Pontius  Pilate  was  governor 
of  Judea,  and  Herod  tetrarch  of  Gaililee,  and  his 
brother  Philip  tetrarch  of  Iturea  and  of  the  re- 
gion of  Trachonitis,  and  Ljsanias  tetrarch  of  Abi- 

2  lene,  when  Annas  was  high  priest  and  Oaiaphas,  the 
word  of  God  came  to  John  the  son  of  Zachariah  in 

3  the  wilderness.  And  he  came  into  all  the  country 
about  the  Jordan,  preaching  the  immersion  of  re- 

4  pentance  for  remission  of  sins.  As  it  is  written 
in  the  book  of  the  words  of  Isaiah  the  prophet : 
The  voice  of  one  crying  in  the  wilderness,  Prepare 
the  way  of  the  Lord,  make  straight  his  paths. 

5  Every  valley  shall  be  filled,  and  every  mountain  and 
hill  shall  be  brought  low ;  and  the  crooked  shall  be 

6  straight,  and  the  rough  ways  smooth ;  and  all  flesh 
shall  see  the  salvation  of  God. 

7  He  said  therefore  to  the  multitudes  that  came 
out  to  be  immersed  by  him:  Brood  of  vipers, 
who  has  warned  you  to  flee  from  the  coming  wrath  ? 

8  Bring  forth  therefore  fruits  meet  for  repentance ; 
and  begin  not  to  say  within  yourselves,  We  have 
Abraham  for  our  father ;  for  I  say  to  you,  that  God 
is  able  of  these  stones  to  raise  up  children  to  Abra- 

9  ham.  And  now  also  the  axe  is  laid  to  the  root  of 
the  trees.  Every  tree  therefore,  that  brings  not  forth 
good  fruit,  is  hewn  down  and  cast  into  the  fire. 

10  And  the  multitudes  asked  him,  saying :  What  then 

11  shall  we  do  ?    He  answering  says  to  them :  He  that 
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baa  two  eoate,  let  him  impsrt  to  bim  limt  has  none : 
and  he  liiat  has  fbod»  let  him  do  like^vdse. 

And  there  came  also  poblieaas  to  bo  immersed ;  12 
and  they  said  to  him,  Teaeher,  what  shall  we  do? 
And  he  said  to  them,  Exact  no  ihore  than  thait  whieb  13 
28«ppomtedyoiu    And  soldiers  also  asked  him,  say-  14 
vog :  What  shall  we  also  do?   And  be  said  to  them : 
Do  Yioleoce  to  no  one,  neither  accuse  any  falsely  ^ 
and  be  content  with  your  wagesi 

And  as  the  people  were  in  expectation,  and  all  15 
were  reasoning  in  their  hearts  concermng  John, 
whether  he  hhnself  were  not  the  Christ,  John  an-  Id 
swered  them  all,  saying :  I  indeed  immerse  you  in 
water ;  bat  there  comes  he  that  is  mightier  than  I, 
the  latcbet  of  whose  sandals  I  am  not  worthy  to  un- 
loose ;  he  wiU  immerse  you  in  the  Holy  Spirit  and 
fire.   Whose  fan  is  in  his  hand,  and  he  will  thoroughly  17 
deanse  bis  threshing-floor,  and  will  gather  the  wheat 
into  his  gamer ;  but  the  chaff  he  will  bum  up  with 
fire  unquenchable. 

And  with  many  other  exhortations  he  published  18 
the  good  tidings  to  the  people. 

But  Herod  the  tetrarch,  being  reproved  by  him  19 
for  Herodias  his  brother's  wife,  and  for  all  the  evils 
which  Herod  did,  added  to  all  this  also,  that  he  shut  20 
np  John  in  prison. 

Now  it  came  to  pass  ^dien  all  the  people  had  been  21

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immased,  that  as  Jesns  having  also  been  immersed 

22  was  praying,  the  heaven  was  opened,  and  the  Hol^ . 
Spirit  descended  in  a  bodily  shape  as  a  dove  upon 
him ;  and  there  came  a  voice  out  of  heaven  :  Thoa 
art  my  beloved  Son  i  in  thee  I  ana  well  pleased. 

23  And  Jesus  himself  was,  when  he  began,  about 
thirty  years  of  age ;  being  the  son  (as  was  supposed) 

24  of  Joseph,  the  son  of  Hell,  the  son  of  Matthat,  the  son 
of  Levi,  the  son  of  Melchi,  the  son  of  Janna,  the  sod 

25  Of  Joseph,  the  son  of  Matthias,  the  son  of  Amos,  the 
•     son  of  Nahum,  the  son  of  Esli,  the  son  of  Njaggai, 

26  the  son  of  Maath,  the  son  of  Mattathias,  the  son  of 
Sbimei,  the  son  of  Joseph,  the  son  of  Judah,  the  son 

27  of  Joanna,  the  son  of  Beza,  the  son  of  Zerubbabel, 

28  the  son  of  Salathiel,  the  son  o^Neri,  the  son  of  Mel- 
chi, the  son  of  Addi,  the  son  of  Cosam,  the  sOn  of 

29  Elmodam,  the  son  of  Er,  the  son  of  Joses,  the  son 
of  Eliezer,  the  son  of  Jorim,  the  son  of  Matthat,  the 

30  son  of  Levi,  the  son  of  Simeon,  the  son  of  Judah, 
the  son  of  Joseph,  the  son  pf  Jonan,  the  son  of  Elia-

lY.    And  Jesos,  filled  with  the  Holy  Spirit,  re-    1 
tamed  from  the  Jordan,  and  was  led  by  the  Spirit 
into  the  wilderness,  being  tempted  forty  days  by  the    2 
Devil.    And  he  ate  nothing  in  those  days ;  and  when 
they  were  ended,  he  hnngered. 

And  the  Deyil  said  to  him :  If  thoa  art  the  Son  of    3 
God,  command  this  stone  that  it  become  bread. 
And  Jesus  answered  him,  saying :  It  is  written,  Man    4 
shall  not  li^e  by  bread  alone,  bat  by  every  word  of 
God. 

And  the  Devil,  taking  him  np  into  a  high  moan-    5 
tain,  showed  him  all  the  kingdoms  of  the  world 
in  a  moment  of  time.    And  the  Devil  said  to  him :    6 
All  this  power  will  I  give  thee,  and  the  glory  of 
them ;  because  it  has  been  delivered  to  me,  and  I 
give  it  to  whomsoever  I  will.    If  thou  therefore  wilt    7 
worship  me,  all  shall  be  tbioe.    And  Jesus  answer-    8 
ug  said  to  him :  It  is  written.  Thou  shalt  worship 
the  Lord  thy  Qod,  and  him  only  shalt  thoa  serve. 

And  he  brought  him  to  Jerusalem,  and  set  him    9 
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tbOtt  art  libe  Bon  of  God,  cast  th^f  ^own  from 

Id  lieaoe.    For  it  ia  inrittea :  H«  shaU  give  Ibk  aagels 

11  command  concerniofi;  thee,  to  keep  thee;  and  on 
their  hands  they  shall  bear  thee  up,  lest  haply  thoa 

12  da^  thy  foot  againdt  a  stone.  And  Jesns  answer- 
ing said  to  him :  It  is  said,  Thon  ahalt  not  tempt 
the  Lord  thy  God. 

13  And  having  finished  every  temptation,  the  Devil 
departed  from  him  for  a  season. 

14  And  Jesos  returned  in  the  power  of  the  Spirit 
into  Galilee^;  and  there  went  oat  a  report  concern- 

15  ing  him  throngh  all  the  surrounding  country.  And 
he  taught  in  their  synagogues,  being  honored  by  all. 

16  And  he  came  to  Nazareth,  where  he  had  been 
brought  up.  And,  as  his  custom  was,  he  went  into 
the  synagogue  on  the  sabbath  day ;  and  he  stood  up 

17  to  read.  And  liiere  was  delivered  to  him  the  book 
of  the  prophet  Isaiah.    And  unrolling  the  book,  he 

18  found  the  place  whei«  it  was  written :  The  Spiiit 
of  the  Lord  is  upon  me  ;  because  he  anointed  me  to 
publish  good  tidings  to  the  poor ;  he  has  sent  me  to 
proclaim  deliverance  to  the  captives,  and  recover- 

19  ing  of  B^;ht  to  the  blind,  to  send  the  oppressed  away 
free,  to  proclaim  the  acceptable  year  of  the  Lord. 

20  And  rolling  up  the  book  he  gave  it  again  to  the 
servant,  and  sat  down.    And  the  eyes  of  all  in  the 

21  synagogoe  were  fastened  on  him.  And  he  began  to 
say  to  them :  To  day  is  this  ser^rtore  Mfilted  in 
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joar  ears.    And  all  bare  witness  to  Mm,  and  won-  22 
dered  at  the  words  of  grace  which  proceeded  out  of 
his  month.    And  they  said,  Is  not  this  Joseph's  son  ? 
And  he  said  to  them  :  Ye  will  snrely  say  to  me  this  23 
proverb,  Physician,  heal  thyself.   Whatever  we  have 
heard  done  in  Qapemaum,  do  also  here  in  thy  coun- 
try.   And  he  said  :  Verily  I  say  to  you,  No  prophet  24 
is  accepted  in  his  own  country.    Bat  I  tell  you  of  a  25 
tmth,  there  were  many  widows  in  Israel  in  the  days 
of  Elijah,  when  the  heaven  was  shut  up  three  years 
and  six  months,  when  there  was  a  great  famine 
throughout  all  the  land  ;  and  to  none  of  them  was  26 
Elijah  sent,  but  unto  Zarephath  of  Sidonia,  to  a  wo- 
man that  was  a  widow.    And  there  were  many  lepers  27 
in  Israel,  in  the  time  of  EHsha  the  prophet ;  and 
none  of  them  was  cleansed,  but  only  Naaman  the 
Syrian.    And  all  in  the  synagogue,  when  they  heard  28 
these  things,  were  filled  with  wrath.    And  they  rose  29 
up,  and  thrust  him  out  of  the  city,  and  led  him  to 
the  brow  of  the  hill  whereon  their  city  was  built,  to 
cast  him  down  headlong.    But' he,  passing  through  30 
the  midst  of  them,  went  away^ 

And  he  came  down  to  Capernaum,  a  city  of  Gali-  31 
lee.    And  he  was  teaching  them  on  the  sabbath ;  and  32 
they  were  astonished  at  his  teaching,  because  his 
word  was  With  power. 

And  in  the  synagogae  there  was  a  man  having  a  33 
spirit  of  an  unclean  devil ;  and  he  cried  out  with  a 
bud  voice,  saying :  Ah !  what  have  we  to  do  with  34 
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iheet  Jesos  of  Nazareth  ?  Art  thoa  come  to  destroy 
US?  I  know  thee  who.  thoa  art,  the  Holy  One  of 
S5  Uod.  And  Jesas  rehaked  him^  sayidg :  Hold  thy 
peace,  and  come  oat  from  him.  And  the  devil 
throwioghim  in  the  midst  came  oat  from  him,  do- 

36  ing  him  no  harm.  And  amazement  came  on  all ; 
and  they  spake  with  one  another,  saying :  What  is 
this  word,  that  with  authority  and  power  he  com- 

37  mands  the  unclean  spirits,  and  they  come  oat  ?    And 
•      there  went  oat  a  rumor  concerning  him.  into  every 

place  of  the  country  around. 

38  And  he  rose  up  and  went  from  tBe  synagogue, 
and  entered  into  the  house  of  Simon.  And  the 
mother-in-law  of  Simon  was  seized  with  a  violent 

39  fever ;  and  they  besought  him  for  her.  And  stand- 
ing over  her  he  rebuked  the  fever,  and  it  left  her; 
and  immediately  she  arose  and  ministered  to  them. 

40  Now  when  the  sun  was  setting,  all  that  had  any 
sick  with  divers  diseases  brought  them  to  him ;  and 
he  laid  his  haods  on  each  one  of  them,  and  healed 

41  them.  And  devils  also  came  out  from  many, 
crying  out,  and  saying :  Thou  art  the  Son  of  God. 
And  he  rebuking  them  suffered  them  not  to  speak, 
because  they  knew  that  he  was  the  Christ. 

42  And  when  it  was  day  he  went  out,  and  went  into 
a  desert  place.  And  the  multitudes  sought  him,  and 
came  to  him,  and  stayed  him,  that  he  should  not  de- 

V.  38*    ffr,  with  a  great  fever 
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part  from  them.    And  he  said  to  them,  I  moat  pub*  43 
lisli  the  good  news  of  the  kiogdom  of  God  to  otiber 
cities  also;  because  for  this  I  was  s^t  forth.    And  44 
he  preached  in  the  ^nagogaea  of  Galilee.  45 

y.    And  it  came  to  pass,  as  the  moltitade  pressed    1 
upon  him  to  hear  the  word  of  God,  and  he  was  stand- 
ing by  the  lake  of  Gennesaret,  that  he  saw  two    2 
ships  standing  by  the  lake ;  but  the  fishermen  had 
gone  oat  of  them,  and  were  washing  the  nets.    And    3^ 
entering  into  one  of  the  ships,  which  was  Simon's, 
he  asked  him  to  put  out  a  little  from  the  land.    And 
sitting  down,  he  taught  the  multitudes  out  of  the 
ship.    ^ 

And  when  he  had  ceased  speaking,  he  said  to  Si'    4 
moil :  Put  out  into  the  deep ;  and;  do  je  let  down 
your  nets  for  a  draught.    And  Simon  answering    5 
said   to  him :   Master,  we  have  toiled  all  night 
and  taken  nothing ;  but  at  thy  word  I  will  let  down 
the  net    And  when  they  had  done  this,  they  in-    6 
closied  a  great  multitude  of  fishes ;  and  their  net  be- 
gan to  break.    And  they  beckoned  to  their  partners    7 
in  tlie  other  ship,  to  come  and  help  them.    And  they 
canie,  and  filled  both  the  ships.  So  that  they  began 
to  mnk.     A  nd  Simon  Peter,  seeing  it,  fell  down  at ;  8 
th«  knees  of  Jesus,  saying :  Depart  from  me ;  for  I 
am  a  sinful  man,  0  Lord,    ^or  astonishment  had    9 
seiz^^d  him,  and  all  that  were  witji  hiin,  at  the       , 
draught  of  the  fishes  which  they  had  taken ;  and  like-  10 
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wise  also  James  an^  John,  boos  of  Zebedee,  who 
were  partners  with  Simon. 
And  Jesus  said  to  Simon :  Fear  not ;  from  hence- 

11  forth  thou  shalt  catch  men.  And  having  brought 
their  ships  to  land,  they  forsook  all,  and  followed  him. 

12  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  he  was  in  one  of  the 
cities,  that  there  was  a  man  fall  of  leprosy.  And  see- 
ing Jesus  he  fell  on  his  face,  and  brought  him,  say- 

13  ing :  Lord,  if  thou  wilt,  thou  canst  cleanse  me.    And 
^       stretching  forth  his  hand  he  touched  him,  saying  :  I 

will ;  be  thou  cleansed.    And  immediately  the  lep- 

14  rosy  departed  from  him.  And  he  charged  him  to 
tell  no  one ;  but  go,  and  show  thyself  to  the  priest, 
and  offer  for  thy  cleansing  as  Moses  commanded,  for 
a  testimony  to  them. 

15  But  all  the  more  went  abroad  the  report  concern- 
ing him;  and  great  maltitades  came  together  to 

16  hear,  and  to  be  healed  of  their  infirmities.  And  he 
was  wont  to  retire  into  the  solitary  places,  and  pray. 

17  And  it  came  to  pass,  on  a  certain  day,  that  he  was 
teaching ;  and  there  were  Pharisees  and  teachers  of 
the  law  sitting  by,  who  had  come  out  of  every  vil- 
lage of  Galilee,  and  Judea,  and  Jerusalem  ;  and  there 

18  was  power  of  the  Lord  for  healing  them.  And,  be- 
hold, men  brought  on  a  bed  a  man  who  was  palsied ; 
and  they  sought  to  bring  him  in,  and  to  lay  him  be- 

19  fore  him.  And  not  finding  by  what  way  tliey  might 
bring  him  in,  because  of  the  multitude,  they  went 
upon  the  housetop,  and  let  him  down  through  the 
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tiling  with  the  conch  into  the  midst  before  Jesog. 
And  seeing  their  faith  he  said :  Man,  thy  sins  are  20 
forgiven  thee.    And  the  scribes  aqd  the  Pharisees  21 
began  to  reason,  saying :  Who  is  this  that  speaks 
blasrpbemie^t  Who  can  forgive  sins,  but  God  alone  ? 
But  Jesus,  perceiving  their  thoughts,  answered  and  22 
said  to  them :  What  reason  ye  in  your  hearts  T 
Which  is  easier,  to  say.  Thy  sins  are  forgiven  thee  j  23 
or  to  say,  Arise  and  walk  ?    But  that  ye  may  know  24 
that  the  Son  of  man  has  power  on  the  earth  to  for- 
give sins,  (he  said  to  the  palsied  man,)  1  say  to  thee, 
Arise,  and  taking  up  thy  couch  go  to  thy  house. 
And  immediately  standing  up  before  them,  he  took  25 
up  thut  whereon  he  lay,  and  departed  to  his  house, 
glorifying  God.    And  they  were  all  amazed  ;  and  2^ 
they  glorified  God,  and  were  filled  with  fear,  saying  : 
We  have  seen  strange  things  to-day. 

And  after  these  things  he  went  forth,  and  saw  a  27 
publican,  named  Levi,  sitting  at  the  receipt  of  cus- 
tom ;  and  he  said  to  him.  Follow  me.    And  leav-  28 
ing  all,  he  arose  and  followed  him. 

And  Levi  made  him  a  great  feast  in  his  own  29 
house  ;  and  there  was  a  great  company  of  pubUcaus 
and  of  others  that  reclined  at  table  with  them.   And  3C 
the  Pharisees,  and  their  scribes,  murmured  against 
bis  disciples,  saying :  Why  do  ye  eat  and  drink 
with  the  publicans  and  sinners?    And^Jesus  answer-  31 

Y.  30.    OTf  the  scribes  and  Phadsees  among  them 
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ing  said  to  them :  Thej  that  ara  well  need  not  a 

32  pbysician^  bat  thej  that  are  sick.  I  have  not  come 
to  call  righteoas  men,  but  sinners  to  repentance. 

33  And  they  said  to  him :  Why  do  the  disciples  of 
John  fast  often,  and  make  prayers,  and  likewise 
those  of  the  Pharisee,  bat  thine  eat  'and  drink  ? 

34  And  he  said  to  them  :  Can  ye  make  the  sons  of  the 
bridecbamber  fast,  while  the  bridegroom  is  with 

3%  them  ?  Bat  days  will  come,  when  the  bridegroom 
shall  be  taken  away  from  them;  then  shall  they 

36  fast  in  those  days.  And  he  spake  also  a  parable  to 
them  :  No  one  rends  a  piece  from  a  new  garment, 
and  pats  it  on  an  old  garment ;  else  both  the  new 
will  make  a  rent,  and  the  piece  from  the  new  agrees 

37  not  with  the  old.  And  no  one  pdts  new  wine  into 
old  skins ;  else  the  new  wine  will  barst  the  skins, 
and  will  itself  be  poured  oat,  and  the  skins  will 

38  perish.    Bat  new  wine  mast  be  pot  into  new^skins, 

39  and  both  are  preserved  together.  And  no  one  hav- 
ing drank  old  wine  straightway  desires  new ;  for  he 
says,  The  old  is  better.

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fields  ;  and  his  disciples  plucked  and  ate  the  ears  of 
grain,  mbbing  them  wiUi  their  hands.    And  some    2 
of  the  Pharisees  said  :  Why  do  je  that  which  it  is 
not  lawfal  to  do  on  the  sabbath  ?    And  Jesus  an-    3 
swering  them  said:  And  have  ye  not  read  this, 
what  David  did  when  he  hungered,  himself  and  they 
that  were  with  him ;  how  he  went  into  the  house  of    4 
God,  and  took  and  ate  the  showbread,  and  gave  to 
them  that  were  with  himr,  which  it  is  not  lawful  to 
eat  except  for  the  priests  alone  ?    And  he  said  to   '5 
them  :  The  Son  of  man  is  Lord  also  of  the  sabbath. 

And  it  came  to  pass  also  on  another  sabbath,    6 
that  he  entered  into  the  synagogue  and  taught. 
And  there  was  a  man  whose  right  band  was  wither- 
ed.

17  and  having  come  down  with  them,  he  stood  on  a 
plain,  and  a  company  of  his  disciples,  and  a  great 
multitude  of  people  from  aU  Judea  and  Jerusalem 
and  the  searcoast  of  Tyre  and  Sidon,  who  came  to 

18  hear  him,  ahd  to  be  healed  of  their  diseases ;  and 

19  those  vexed  by  unclean  spirits  were  healed  ;  and  all 
the  multitude  sought  to  touch  him,  l^ecanae  power 
wient  out  from  him  and  healed  them  all. 

20  And  he,  lifting  up  his  eyes  on  his  disciples,  said  : 
Happy  are  ye  poor ;  for  yours  is  the  kingdom  of 

21  God.  Happy  are  ye  that  hunger  now ;  for  ye  shall 
be  filled.    Happy  are  ye  that  weep  now ;  for  ye 

'     shall  laugh. 

22  Happy  are  ye,  when  men  shall  bate  you,  and  when 
they  shall  separate  you  from  them,  and  aball  re- 
proach you,  and  cast  out  your  name  as  evil,  for  the 

23  sake  of  the  Son  of  man.  Bejoice  in  that  day,  and  leap 
for  joy  ;  for,  behold,  your  reward  is  great  in  heaven  j 
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for  in  the  same  manner  did  their  fitthen  to  the 
prophets. 

Bat  woo  to  you  that  are  rich ;  for  ye  haye  re-  24 
6eiTed  yoor  consolation.    Woe  to  you  that  are  full ;  25 
for  ye  shall  hunger.

To  him  29 
that  sautes  thee  on  the  cheek  offer  also  the  other ; 
and  Mm  that  takes  away  thy  cloak  forbid  not  to 
take  thy  coat  also.

38  Give,  and  it  shall  be  given  to  yon  ;  good  meas- 
use,  pressed  down,  shaken  together,  running  over, 
shall  they  give  into  your  bosom.

39  And  he  spake  also  a  parable  to  them  :  Can  the 
blind  lead  the  blind?

41  And  why  beholdest  thou  the  mote  that  is  in  thy 
brother's  eye,  but  perceivest  not  the  beam  that  is  in 

42  thine  own  eye?  How  canst  thou  say  to  thy  brother : 
Brother,  let  me  cast  out  the  mote  that  is  in  thine 
eye,  when  thou  thyself  beholdest  not  the  beam  that 
is  in  thine  own  eye  ?  Hypocrite!  cast  out  first  the 
beam  out  of  thine  eye,  and  then  shalt  thou  see 
clearly  to  cast  out  the  mote  that  is  in  thy  brother's 
eye, 

43  For  there  is  no  good  tree  that  bears  corrupt 

44  fruit,  nor  corrupt  tree  that  bears  good  fruit.  For 
every  tree  is  known  by  its  own  fruit.  For  from' 
thorns  they  do  not  gather  figs,  nor  from  a  bramble 
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bash  do  they  harvest  grapes.    The  good  man  oat  45 
of  the  good  treasare  of  his  heart  brings  forth  that 
which  is  good  ;  and  the  evil,  oat  of  the  evil,  brings 
forth  that  which  is  evil ;  for  out  of  the  abundance 
€i  the  heart  his  month  speaks. 

And  why  call  ye  me,  Lord,  Lord,  and  do  not  the  4C 
things  which  I  say  ?    Whosoever  comes  to  me,  and  47 
bears  my  sayings,  and  doeth  them,  I  will  show  you 
to  whom  he  is  like.    He  is  like  a  man  bailding  a  48 
house,  who  digged  deep,  and  laid  a  foundation  on  the 
rode.    And  when  a  flood  arose,  the  stream  burst 
upon  that  house,  and  could  not  shake  it ;  because  it 
was  well  builded.     But  he  that  hears,  and  doeth  49 
not,  is  like  a  man  that  built  a  house  upon  the  earth 
without  a  foundation  ;  oA  ^ich  the  stream  burst, 
and  immediately  it  fell ;  and  the  ruin  of  that  house 
was  great. 

Til.    When  he  had  ended  all  'his  sayings  in  the    1 
hearing  of  the  people,  he  entered  into  Capernaum. 
And  a  certain  centurion's  servant,  who  was  dear  to    2 
lum,  was  sick  and  about  to  die.    And  having  heard    3 
oonceming  Jesus,  he  sent  to  him  elders  of  the  Jews, 
asking  him  that  he  would  come  and  heal  his  ser- 
vant   And  they,  coming  to  Jesus,  besougfit  him    4 
earnestly,  saying :  He  is  worthy  that  thou  shouldst 
do  this  for  him  ;  for  he  loves  our  nation,  and  him-    5 
idf  built  our  synagogue. 

V.49.    Or,  it  feU  together. 
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6  And  Jesus  went  with  them.  And  when  he  was 
DOW  not  far  from  the  house,  the  centurion  sent 
friends  to  him,  saying  to  him :  Lord,  trouble  not 
thyself;  for  I  am  not  worthy  that  thou  shouldst  en- 

7  ter  under  my  roof.  Wherefore  neither  thought  I 
myself  worthy  to  come  to  thee ;  but  say  with  a  word, 

8  and  my  servant  will  be  healed.*  For  I  am  a  man 
placed  under  authority,  having  soldiers  under  me, 
and  I  say  to  this  one,  Go,  and  he  goeth,  and  to  an- 
other, Come,  and  he  cometh ;  and  to  my  servant, 

9  Do  this,  and  he  doeth  it.  ,  And  Jesus  hearing  these 
things,  marveled  at  him ;  and  turning  said  to  the 
multitude  that  followed  him,  I  say  to  you,  I  have 
not  found  so  great  faith,  even  in  Israel. 

10  And  they  that  were  sent,  returning  to  the  house, 
found  the-servant  whole  that  had  been  sick. 

11  And  it  came  to  pass  the  day  after,  that  he  went 
into  a  city  called  Nain ;  and  many  of  his  disciples 

12  went  with  him,  and  a  great  multitude.  And  when 
he  came  near  to  the  gate  of  the  city,  behold,  a  dead 
man  was  carried  out,  the  only  son  of  his  mother,  and 
she  was  a  widow ;  and  a  great  multitude  of  the  city 

13  was  with  her.    And  seeing  her,  the  Lord  had  com-

And  John  calling  to  19 
him  two    of  his   disciples  sent  tl^em    to   Jesns, 
flaying :  Art  thou  he  that  cometh,  or  look  we  for 
another  ?    And  coming  to  him,  the  men  said  :  John  20 
the  luHnerser  has  sent  us  to  thee,  saying,  Art  thou 
he  that  cometh,  or  look  we  for  another  ?    And  in  21 
that  very  hour  he  cured  many,  of  diseases  and 
plagues,  and  e?ll  spirits ;  and  on  many  blind  he  be- 
stowed sight.    And  answering  he  said  to  them :  Go,  22 
fnd  report  to  John  what  ye  have  seen  and  heard  i 
thai  the  Uiod  receive  sight,  the  lame  walk,  the 
lepers  are  cleansed,  tbe  deaf  hear,  the  dead  are 
ndBed,the  poor  have  good  tidings  preached  to  them. 
And  happy  is  he,  whoever  shall  not  be  offended  at  23 
me. 

And  when  the  messengers  of  John  had  departed,  24. 
be  began  to  say  to  the  multitudes  concerning  John : 
What  went  ye  out  into  the  wilderness  to  behold  ? 
A  reed  shaken  by  the  wind  ? 

Bnt  what  went  ye  out  to  see  ?    A  man  clothed  25 
in  soft  raiment  ?    Behold,  they  who  are  gorgeously 
appareled,  and  live  delicately,  are  in  kings'  palaces. 

But  what  went  ye  out  to  see  ?   A  prophet  ?   Yea,  26 
I  say  to  you,  and  much  more  than  a  prophet.    This  2T 
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is  be,  of  wb9m  it  is  written,  Behold,  I  send  forth  my 
messenger  before  thy  face,  who  shall  prepare  thy 
!28  way  before  thee.  For  I  say  to  you,  among  those 
born  of  women,  do  one  is  a  greater  prophet  than 
John ;  bat  he  that  is  least  in  the  kingdom  of  God 
is  greater  than  he. 

29  And  all  the  people,  hearing  it,  and  the  publieans, 
justified  God,  having  been  immersed  with  John's 

30  immeraion.  But  the  Pharisees  and  the  lawyers  re- 
jected the  counsel  of  God  towards  themselves,  not 
having  been  immersed  by  him. 

31  To  what  then  shall  I  liken  the  men  of  this  gen- 
'32  eration?    And  to  what  are  they  like?    They  are 

Uke  to  children  sitting  in  the  market,  and  calling 
to  one  another,  saying  :  We  piped  to  you,  and  ye 
danced  not ;  we  sang  the  lament  to  you,  and  ye  wept 

33  not.  For  John  the  Immerser  has  come,  neither  eat- 
ing bread  nor  drinking  wine ;  and  ye  say,  He  has  a 

34  devil.  The  Son  ofman  has  come  eating  and  drinking ; 
and  ye  say,  Behold  a  glutton,  and  a  wine-drinker,  a 

35  friend  of  publicans  and  sinners.  But  wisdom  is  jus- 
tified on  the  part  of  all  her  children. 

M  And  one  of  the  Pharisees  asked  CTm  to  eat  with 
him.    And  entering  into  the  house  of  the  Pharisee, 

37  lie  reclined  at  table.  And,  behold,  a  woman  who 
was  a  sinner  in  the  city,  learning  that  he  is  reclin- 
log  at  table  in  the  house  of  the  Pharisee,  brought 

36  an  alabaster  box  of  ointment ;  and  standing  ^^ 
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hind  at  his  feet  weeping,  began  to  wet  bis  feet 
with  tears,  and  wipe  them  with  the  hairs  of  her 
head,  and  kissed  his  feet,  and  anointed  them  with 
the  ointment. 

And  seeing  it,  the  Pharisee  who  had  bidden  him  39 
spake  within  himself,  saying :  This  man,  if  he  were 
a  prophet,  would  know  who  and  what  sort  of  wo- 
man this  is  that  touches  him ;  for  she  is  a  sinner. 
And  Jesus  answering  said  to  him :  Simon,  I  have  40 
aomewhat  to  say  to  thee.    And  he  says :  Teacher, 
say  on.    A  certain  money-lender  had  two  debtors.  41 
I'he  one  owed  five  hundred  den&ries,  and  the  other 
^j.    And  they  having  nothing  to  pay,  he  forgave  42 
than  both.    Which  of  them  therefore,  tell  me,  will 
love  him  most  ?    Simon  answered  and  said,  I  sup-  43 
pose  he  to  whom  he  forgave  most    And  he  said  to 
him.  Thou  hast  rightly  judged.    And  turning  to  the  44 
womao,  he  said  to  Simon  :  Seest  thou  this  woman  ? 
I  entered  into  thy  house,  thou  gavest  me  no  water 
tor  my  feet;    but  she    has  wet  my  feet   with 
tears,   and  wiped   them  with   her   hair.     Thou  45 
gavest  me  no  kiss;  but  she,  from  the  time  I 
came  in,  has  not  ceased  to  kiss  my  feet.    My  head  46 
with  oil  thou  didst  not  anoint ;  but  she  has  anointed 
my  feet  with  ointment    Wherefore  I  say  to  thee :  47 
Qer  many  sins  are  forgiven ;  for  she  loved  much. 
But  to  whom  little  is  forgiven,  the  same  loves  little.

60  And  he  said  to  the  woman :  Thy  faith  has  saved  thee ; 
go  in  peace. 

1  YIII.  And  it  came  tp  pass  afterward,  that  he 
jonm^ed  tbroagh  every  city>and  village,  preachingy 
and  pablishing  the  good  news  of  the  kingdom  of 

2  God ;  and  the  twelve  with  him,  and  certain  women, 
who  had  been  healed  of  evil  spirits  and  infirmities, 
Mary  called  the  Magdalene,  from  whom  had  gone 

3  ont  seven  devils,  and  Joanna  wife  of  Ghuza  Her- 
od's steward,  and  Susanna,  and  many  others,  who 
ministered  to  them  of  their  substance. 

4  And  a  great  multitude  coming  together,  of  those 
also  who  came  to  him  out  of  every  city,  he  spake  by 

5  a  parable  :  The  sower  went  forth  to  sow  hki  seed. 
And  as  he  sowed,  one  fell  by  the  way  side ;  and  it 
was  trodden  down,  and  the  fowls^f  the  air  devoured 

6  it.  And  another  fell  upon  the  rock ;  and  when  it 
had  sprung  up,  it  withered  away,  because  it  had  no 

7  moisture.    And  another  fdl  among  the  thorns ;  and 

8  the  thorns  sprang  up  with  it,  and  choked  it  And 
another  fell  into  the  good  ground,  and  sprang  up, 
and  bare  fruit  a  hundredfold. 

And  when  he  had  said  tbese  things,  he  cried :  He 
that  hath  ears  to  hear,  let  him  hear. 

9  And  his  disciples  asked  him,  what  this  para- 
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Ue  was?    And  he  said:  To  you  it  is  given  to  10 
know  the  mysteries  of  the  kiDgdom  of  God ;  bat 
to  the  rest  in  parables,  that  seeing  they  may  not  see, 
and  hearing  they  may  not  understand. 

Now  the  parable  is  this :  The  seed  is  the  word  of  11 
God.    Those  by  the  way  side  are  they  that  hear ;  12 
after  that  comes  the  Devil,  and  takes  away  the  word 
from  their  heart,  that  they  may  not  believe  and  be 
nved.    Those  on  the  rock  are  they  who,  when  they  13 
hear,  with  joy  receive  the  word ;  and  these  have  no 
root,  who  for  a  while  believe,  and  in  time  of  tempta- 
tion fall  away.  And  that  which  fell  among  the  thorns,  14 
these  are  they  who  have  heard,  and  going  forth  are 
choked  with  the  cares  and  riches  and  pleasures  of 
life,  and  bring  no  fruit  to  perfection.    But  that  in  15 
the  good  ground,  these  are  they  who,  in  an  honest 
and  good  heart,  having  heard  hold  fast  the  word, 
and  bring  forth  fruit  with  patience. 

No  one,  when  he  has  lighted  a  lamp,  covers  it  16 
with  a  vessel,  or  puts  it  under  a  bed ;  but  puts  it  on 
a  lightstand,  that  they  who  enter  in  may  behold  the 
light    For  nothing  is  secret,  that  shall  not  be  made  17 
manifest,  nor  hidden,  that  shall  not  be  known  and 
come  abroad.    Take  heed  therefore  how  ye  hear.  18 
For  whosoever  hath,  to  him  shall  be  given;  and 
whosoever  hath  not,  even  what  he  seems  to  have 
shall  be  taken  from  him. 

And  his  mother  and  his  brothers  came  to  him;  1^ 
and  they  could  not  come  near  him  on  account  of  the 
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Jo  multitude.  Aud  it  was  told  him,  saying ;  Thy 
mother  and  thy  brothers  stand  without,  desiring  to 

21  see  thee.  And  he  answered  and  said  to  them  :  My 
mother  and  my  brothers  are  these,  who  hear  and  do 
the  word  of  God.

And  they, 
fearing,  wondered ;  saying  one  to  another :  Who 
then  is  this,  that  he  commands  even  the  winds  and 
the  water,  and  they  obey  him  I 

26  And  they  sailed  to  the  country  of  the  Gerasenes, 

27  which  is  over  against  Galilee.    And  when  he  went 
%   forth  upon  the  land,  there  met  him  a  certain  man 

out  of  the  city,  who  had  devils  a  long  time,  and  wore 
no  clothing,  and  abode  not  in  a  house,  but  in  the 

28  tombs.  And  seeing  Jesus,  he  cried  out,  and  fell 
down  before  him,  and  with  a  loud  voice  said :  What 
have  I  to  do  with  thee,  Jesus,  Son  of  the  most  high 

29  God  ?  1  beseech  thee,  do  not  torment  me.  For  he 
commanded  the  unclean  spirit  to  come  out  from  the 
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For  of  a  long  time  it  had  seized  bim/aod  he 
was  bound,  being  secured  with  chains  and  fetters  ; 
and  bursting  the  bands,  he  was  driven  by  the  devil 
into  the  deserts.  \ 

And  Jesos  asked  him,  saying,  What  is  thy  name  ?  30 
Afid  he  said,  Legion ;  because  many  devils  had  en- 
tered into  him.     And  he  besought  him  that  he  31 
would  not  command  them  to  go  away  into  the  deep. 
And  there  was  there  a  (erd  of  many  swine  feeding  32 
in  the  mountain ;  and  they  besought  him  that  he 
would  permit  them  to  enter  into  them.    And  he 
permitted  them..    And  going  out  of  the  man,  the  33 
devils  entered  into  the  swine ;  and  the  herd  rushed 
down  the  steep  into  the  lake,  and  were  chewed. 
And  seeing  what  was  done  the  herdsmen  fled,  and  34 
reported  it  in  the  city  and  in  the  country.    And  35 
Uiey  went  out  to  see  what  was  done ;  and  they  came 
to  Jesus,  and  found  the  man  sitting,  from  whom  the 
devils  had  gone  out,  clothed  and  in  his  right  mind, 
at  the  feet  of  Jesus ;  and  they  were  afraid.    They  36 
also  who  saw  it  reported  to  them  how  he  that  was 
possessed  by  devils  was  healed.    And  the  whole  mul-  37 
titude  of  the  surrounding  country  of  the  Gerasenes 
besought  him  to  depart  from  them ;  for  th^  were 
sehsed  with  great  fear. 

And  he,  entering  into  the  ship,  returned.    And  3d 
the  man,  out  of  whom  the  devils  had  gone,  besought 
him  that  he  might  be  with  him.    But  he  sent  him 
away,  saying :  Return  to  thy  bouse,  and  relate  how  39 
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gre&t  things  God  bas  done  for  thee.  And  be  de- 
parted, and  published  throagh  the  whole  city  how 
great  things  Jesus  had  done  for  him. 

40  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  Jesus  retnraed,  that 
the  multitude  received  him;   for   they 'were  all 

41  waiting  for  him.  And,  behold,  there  Came  a  man 
whose  name  was  Jairu?,  and  he  was  a  ruler  of  the 
synagogue ;  and  falling  at  the  feet  of  Jesus,  he  be- 

42  sought  him  that  he  would  come  into  his  house ;  for 
he  had  an  only  daughter,  about  twelve  years  of  age, 
and  she  was  dying.  And  as  he  went  tlie  multitude 
thronged  him. 

43  And  a  woman  haying  a  flow  of  blood  twelve 
years,  who  had  spent  all  her  living  on  physicians, 

44  and  could  not  be  healed  by  any  one,  came  up  be- 
hind, and  touched  the  fringe  of  his  garment ;  and 

45  immediately  her  flow  of  blood  ceased.  And  Jesus 
said.  Who  is  it  that  touched  me  ?  And  when  all 
denied  it,  Peter  and  those  with  him  said :  Master, 
the  multitudes  tbrong  thee  and  press  thee, and  sayest 

46  thou.  Who  is  it  that  touched  me?  And  Jesus  said, 
Some  one  touched  me ;  for  I  perceived  that  power 
has  gone  out  from  me. 

47  And  the  woman,  seeing  that  she  was  not  conceal- 
»     ed,  came  trembling,  and  falling  down  before  him, 

declared  before  all  the  people  for  what  cause  she 
touched  him,  and  how  she  was  healed  immediately. 

48  And  he  said  to  her :  Daughter,  thy  faith  has  made 
thee  whole ;  go  in  peace. 
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Wfaile  be  was  yet  speaking,  there  comes  one  from  4B 
the  raier  of  the  syDagogae's  house,  saying  to  Mm : 
Thy  dangfater  is  dead;  troable  not  the  Teacher. 
But  JesQS  hearing  it,  answered  him :  Fear  not ;  50 
only  believe,  and  she  shall  be  restored. 

And  entering  into  the  house,  he  saJ9^*ed  no  one  51 
to  go  in  with  him,  save  Peter  and  James  and  John, 
and  the  father  of  the  maiden,  and  the  mother.   And  52 
all  were  weeping  and  bewailing  her.    And  he  said, 
Weep  not ;  she  is  not  dead,  bat  sleepeth.    And  they  53 
langhed  him  to  scorn,  knowing  that  she  was  dead. 
And  he,  taking  hold  of  her  by  the  hand,  called,  say-  54 
ing :  Maiden,  arise.    And  her  spirit  returned,  and  55 
she  immediately  arose ;  and  he  commanded  that  food 
fiboold  be  given  her.    And  her  parents  were  aston-  56 
ished.    But  he  charged  them  to  tell  no  ose  what 
was  done. 

UL    And  having  called  ihe  twdve  together,  he    1 
gave  them  power  and  authority  over  all  devils,  and 
to  care  diseases.    And  he  sent  them  to  preach  the    2 
kingdom  of  God,  and  to  heal  the  sick.    And  he    3 
said  to  them :  Take  nothing  for  the  joarn^,  neither 
staff,  nor  bag,  nor  bread,  nor  money,  nor  have  two 
ooats  apiece.    And  into  whatever  house  ye  enter,    4 
there  abide,  and  thence  depart.    And  whoever  will    5 
not  receive  you,  when  ye  go  out  from  that  city, 
shake  off  even  the  dust  from  your  feet  for  a  testi- 
mony against  them. 
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6  And  going  forth,  they  went  through  the  villagep, 
publishing  the  good  news,  and  healing  every  where. 

7  And  Herod  the  tetrarch  heard  of  all  the  things 
that  were  done.  And  he  was  perplexed*  because  it 
was  said  by  some,  that  John  had  risen  from  the 

8  dead ;  and  by  some,  that  Elijah  had  appeared ;  and 
by  others,  that  one  of  the  old  prophets  had  risen 

9  again.  And  Herod  said :  John  have  I  beheaded ; 
but  who  is  this,  of  whom  I  hear  such  things?  And 
he  desired  to  see  him. 

10'  And  the  apostles,  returning,  related  to  him  all 
that  they  had  done.    And  taking  them  with  him, 

11  he  retired  privately  to  a  city  called  Bethsaida.  And 
the  multitudes,  when  they  knew  it,  followed  him. 
And  he  received  them,  and  spake  to  them  concern- 
ing the  kingdom  of  God,  and  healed  them  that  had 
need  of  healing. 

12  And  the  day  began  to*  decline.  And  the  twelve 
came,  and  said  to  him  :  Dismiss  the  multitude,  that 
they  may  go  into  the  villages  around,  and  the  fields, 
and  lodge,  and  fiud  food ;  for  here  we  are  in  a  desert 

13  place.  And  he  said  to  them.  Do  ye  give  them  to 
eat  And  they  said :  We  have  not  more  than  five 
loaves  and  two  fishes ;  except  we  should  go  and  buy 

14  food  for  all  this  people.  For  they  were  about  five 
thousand  men.    And  he  said  to  his  disciples,  Make 

15  them  lie  down  in  companies  of  fifty.    And  they  did 

16  so,  and  made  them  all  He  down.  And  taking  the  five 
loaves  and  the  two  fishes,  he  looked  up  to  heaven 
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and  blessed  them,  and  brake,  and  gave  to  tlie  dis- 
dples  to  set  before  the  multitude.    And  they  ate,  17 
and  were  all  filled.    And  there  were  taken  up  of 
fragments  that  remained  to  them  twelve  baskets. 

And  it  came  to  pass,  as  he  was  alone  praying,  that  18 
his  disciples  were  with  him ;  and  he  asked  them, 
saying :  Who  do  the  multitude  say  that  I  am  ? 
They  answering  said :  John  the  Immerscr ;  ^nd  19 
others,  Elijah ;  and  others,  that  one  of  the  old  pro- 
phets has  risen  again.    And  he  said  to  them  :  But  20 
who  do  ye  say  that  I  am?    Peter  answering  said : 
The  Christ  of  God.    And  strictly  charging  them,  21 
he  commanded  them  to  say  this  to  no  one ;  saying :  22 
The  Son  of  man  must  sc^r  many  things,  and  be 
rejected  on  the  part  of  the  elders  and  chief  priests 
and  scribes,  and  be  slain,  and  rise  on  the  third  day. 

And  he  said  to  all :  If  any  one  will  come  after  23 
me,  let  him  dei!y  himself,  and  take  up  his  cross  dai- 
ly, and  follow  me.    For  whoever  will  save  his  life  24 
shall  lose  it ;  and  whoever  may  lose  his  life  for  my 
sake,  the  same  shall  save  it.    For  what  is  a  man  25 
profited,  when  he  has  gained  the  whole  world,  and 
lost  or  fbpfeited  himself?    For  whoever  is  ashamed  26 
of  me  and  of  my  words,  of  him  will  the  Son  of  man 
be  ashamed,  when  he  shall  come  in  his  glory,  and  in 
that  of  the  Father  and  of  the  holy  angels.    And  I  27 
tell  you  of  a  truth,  there  are  some  of  those  standing 
here,  who  shall  not  taste  of  death,  till  they  see  the 
kingdom  of  God. 
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28  And  it  came  to  pass  about  eight  days  after  these 
sayings,  that  he  took  with  him  Peter  and  John  and 
James,  and  went  up  into  the  mountain  to  pray. 

29  And  as  he  prayed,  the  appearance  of  his  counte- 
nance became  changed,  and  his  raiment  white  and 

30  glistening.     And,  behold,  two  men  were  talking 

31  with  him,  who  were  Moses  and  Elijah;  who  ap« 
peared  in  glory,  and  spake  of  his  departure  which 
he  should  fulfill  in  Jerusalem. 

32  But  Peter  and  they  that  were  with  him  were 
heavy  with  sleep ;  and  awaking,  they  saw  his  glory, 

33  and  the  two  men  that  stood  with  him.  And  it  came 
to  pass,  that  as  they  were  departing  from  him,  Peter 
said  to  Jesus :  'Master,  it  is  good  for  us  to  be  here  ; 
and  let  us  make  three  tents,  one  for  thee,  and  one 
for  Moses,  and  one  for  Elijah ;  not  knowing  what  he 

34  said.  While  he  said  this,  th^e  came  a  cload,  and 
overshadowed  them ;  and  they  feared  as  they  enter- 

35  ed  into  the  cloud.  And  there  came  a  voice  out  of 
the  cloud,  saying :  This  is  my  chosen  Son ;  hear  ye 
him. 

36  And  when  the  voice  had  come,  Jesus  was  found 
alone.  And  they  kept  silent,  and  told  no  one  in 
those  days  any  of  the  things  which  they  bad  seen. 

37  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  on  the  next  day,  when 
they  had  come  down  from  the  mountain,  a  great 

38  multitude  met  him.  And,  behold,  a  man  from  the 
multitude  cried,  saying :  Teacher,  I  beseedi  thee, 

39  look  upon  my  son ;  for  he  is  my  only  child.    And| 
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behold,  a  spirit  takes  him,  and  he  suddenly  cries  out ; 
and  it  tears  him  with  foaming,  and  hardly  departs 
from  him,  braising  him.    And  I  entreated  thy  dia-  40 
dples  to  cast  him  oat ;  and  they  coald  not 

And  Jesos  answering  said :  0  faithless  and  per-  41 
Terse  generation,  how  long  shall  I  be  with  yoa,  and 
bear  with  yoa  ?    Bring  hither  thy  son.    And  while  42 
he  was  yet  coming,  the  devil  threw  him  down,  and 
tare  him.    And  Jesus  rebuked  the  unclean  spirit, 
and  healed  the  child,  and  gave  him  back  to  his 
&ther.    And  all  were  amaeed  at  the  mighty  power  43 
of  God. 

But  while  all  were  wondering  at  all  things  which 
Jesus  did,  he  said  to  his  disciples :  Do  ye  let  these  44 
words  sink  into  your  ears ;  for  the  Son  of  man  shall 
be  delivered  into  the  hands  of  men.  But  they  an-  45 
dcrstood  not  this  saying,  and  it  was  hidden  from 
them,  that  they  perceived  it  not ;  and  they  feared 
to  ask  him  concerning  that  saying. 

And  there  arose  in  them  the  thought,  which  of  46 
them  was  greatest     And  Jesus,  perceiving  the  47 
thought  of  their  heart,  took  a  child  and  set  him  by 
lorn,  and  said  to  them  :  Whoever  shall  receive  this  48 
diild  ID  my  name  receives  me;  and  whoever  shall 
leoeive  me,  receives  him  that  sent  me ;  for  he  that 
k  kast  among  you  all,  the  same  is  great 

And  John  answering  said :  Master,  we  saw  one  49 

y.  46.    or,  there  arose  a  dispute  among  them 
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casting  out  devils  in  ^hy  name ;  and  we  forbade  hfm, 
50  because  he  follows  not  with  us.    And  Jesus  said  to 

him  :  Forbid  him  not ;  fot  he  that  is  not  against  Us 

is  for  us. 
61      And  it  came  to  pass,  when  t^e  days  were  being 

completed  that  he  should  be  received  up,  he  steaid- 

52  fastly  set  his  face  to  go  to  Jerusalem.  And  he  sent 
messengers  before  his  face ;  and  they  went  and  en- 
tered into  a  village  of  the  Samaritans,  to  make  ready 

53  for  him.    And  they  did  not  receive  him,  because  his 

54  face  was  directed  toward  Jerusalem.  And  his  dis- 
ciples, James  and  John,  seeing  it  said :  Lord,  wilt 
thou  that  we  oomma'nd  fire  to  come  down  from 

55  heaven,  and  consume  them,  as  also  Elijah  did  ?  And 
he  turned,  and  rebuked  them,  and  said :  Ye  knOw 

56  not  of  what  spirit  ye  are.  And  they  went  to  an- 
other village. 

67  And  as  they  were  gomg  in  the  way,  a  certain  doe 
said  to  him,  I  will  follow  thee  whithersoever  thou 

58  goest.  And  Jesus  said  to  him :  The  foxes  have 
holes,  and  the  birds  of  the  aif  have  nests;  but  "Hhe 
Bon  of  man  has  not  where  he  may  lay  his  bead. 

59  Atid  he  said  to  another,  Follow  me.  But  he  said : 
Lord,  permit  me  first  to  go  and  bury  my  father. 

60  And  he  said  to  hira :  Let  the  dead  bury  their  own 
dead ;  but  do  thou  go  and  addbunce  the  kingdom 
ofGod. 

V.  55.    or,  Know  yo  not 
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And  another  also  said :  I  will  follow  thee,  Lord  ;  61 
but  first  permit  me  to,  Ud  fitzewell  to  those  in  my 
house.    And  Jesus  said  to  him :  Ko  one,  having  62 
put  his  hand  to  the  plough,  and  looking  back,  is  fit 
for  the  kingdom  of  God. 

X    Afteb  these  things  the  Lord  appointed  also    1 
seventy  others,  and  sent  them  two  and  two  before 
his  face,  into  every  city  and  place,, whither  he  him- 
self was  about  to  come.    And  he  said  to  them :  The    2 
harvest  indeed  is  great,  but  the  laborers  are  few. 
Pray  the'refore  the  Lord  of  the  harvest,  that  he  will 
send  forth  laborers  into  his  harvest.    Go  your  ways ;    3 
behold,  I  send  you  forth  as  lambs  among  wolves. 
Garry  neither  purse,  nor  bag,  nor  sandals ;  and  sa-    4 
lute  no  one  by  the  way.    And  into  whatever  house    5 
ye  enter,  first  say :  Peace  be  to  this  bouse.    And  if     6 
a  son  of  peace  be  there,  your  peace  shall  rest  upon 
it;  and  if  not,  it  shall  retun>  to  you.    And  in  that    7 
house  remain,  eating  and  drinking  such  things  as 
they  give ;  for  the  laborer  is  worthy  of  his  hire.    Go 
not  from  house  to  house.    And  whatever  city  ye  euter    8 
and  they  receive  you,  eat  what  is  set  before  you ;  and    9 
heal  the  sick  that  are  therein,  and  say  to  them :  The  • 
kingdom  of  God  has  come  nigh  unto  you.    But  10 
whatever  city  ye  enter  and  they  receive  you  not,  go     .  ' 
out  into  the  streets  of  the  same,  and  say:  Even  the  11 

V.  7,  OTf  as  they  Jiavo 
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dost  of  your  city  that  cleaves  to  our  feet^  we  wipe 
off  to  y.oa ;  yet  know  this,  that  the  kingdom  of 

12  God  has  come  nigh.-  J  say  to  you,  that  it  shall  be 
more  tolerable  in  that  day  for  Sodom,  than  for  that 
city. 

13  Woe  to  thee,  Ohorazin  I  Woe  to  thee,  Bethsaida! 
For  if  the  miracles  had  been  done  in  Tyre  and  Si- 
dota,  which  have  been  done  in  you,  they  would  long 
ago  have  repented,  sitting  in  sackcloth  and  iishes. 

14  But  it  shall  be  more  tolerable  for  Tyre  and  Sidon 

15  in  the  judgment,  than  for  you.  And  thou,  Caper- 
naum, that  art  exalted  to  heaven,  shalt  be  brought 
down  to  the  underworld. 

J.6  He  that  hears  you,  hears  me ;  and  he  that  rejects 
you,  rejects  me ;  and  he  that  rejects  me,  rejects  him 
that  sent  me. 

17  And  the  seventy  returned  with  joy,  saying :  Lord, 

18  even  the  devils  are  subject  to  us  in  thy  name.  And 
he  said  to  them :  I  beheld  Satan  fall  as  lightning 

19  from  heaven.  Behold,  I  have  given  you  power  to 
tread  on  serpents  and  scorpions,  and.  over  all  th^ 
power  of  the  enemy ;  and  nothing  shall  hurt  you. 

20  But  yet,  rejoice  not  in  this,  that  the  spirits  are  sub- 
ject to  you ;  but  rejoice,  that  your  names  are  written 
in  heaven. 

21.     In  that  hour  he  rejoiced  in  spirit,  and  said :  I 

thank  thee,  0  Father,  Lord  of  heaven  and  earth, 

that  thou  hast  hid  these  things  from  the  wise  and 

prudent,  and  hast  revealed  them  to  babes ;  yea,  0, 
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Father,  that  so  it  seemed  good  in  thy  sight.    All  22 
tbii^  are  delivered  to  me  by  my  Father;  and  no 
one  knon-s  who  the  Son  is  but  the  Father,  and  who 
the  Father  is  but  the  Son,  and  he  to  whom  the  Son 
is  pleased  to  reveal  liim. 

And  turning  to  the  disciples,  he  said  privately :  23 
Happy  are  the  eyes  that  behold  what  ye  are  be- 
holding.    For  I  say  to  you^*  that  many  prophets  24 
and  kings  desired  to  see  what  ye  are  beholding,  and 
saw  not,  and  to  hear  what  ye  are  hearing,  and  heard 
not. 

And,  behold,  a  certain  lawyer  stood  up,  tempting  25 
him,  saying  :  Teacher,  what  shall  I  do  to  inherit 
eternal  life  ?  '  He  said  to  him,  What  is  written  in  2G 
the  law  ?    How  readest  thoa  ?    And  he  answering  27 
said :  Thou  shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with  all 
thy  heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul,  and  with  all  thy 
strength,  and  with  all  thy  mind ;  and  thy  i^eighbor 
as  thyself.    And  he  said  to  him :  Thou  bast  answer-  28 
ed  right,    '.rhis  do,  and  thou  shalt  live.    But  he,  29 
desiring  to  justify  himself,  said  to  Jesus :  Who  then 
is  my  neighbor '/ 

And  Jesus  answermg  said  :  A  certain  man  was  30 
going  down  from  Jerusalem  to  Jericho,  and  fell 
among  robbers,  who  stripped  him  of  his  raiment,  and 
wounded  him,  and  departed,  leaving  him  half  dead. 
And  by  chance  a  certain  priest  was  going  down  31 
that  way  ;  and  seeing  him,  he  passed  by  on  the  other 
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32  Bide.  And  in  like  manner  also  a  Levite,  arriyiDg 
at  the  place,  came  and  saw,  and 'passed  by  on  the 
other  side. 

33 .  And  a  certain  Sanfaritan,  as  he  was  joumey- 
iog,  came  where  he  was,  and  seeing  him  had  com- 

34  passion ;  and  went  to  him,  and  bound  up  hia 
wounds,  pouring  in  oil  and  wine ;  and  setting  him 
on  his  own  beast,  he  brought  him  to  an  inn,  and 

35  took  care  of  him.  And  on  the  morrow  when  he 
departed,  he  took  out  two  den&ries  and  gave  to  the 

,  host,  and  said  :  Take  care  of  him  ;  and  whatever 
thou  spendest  more,  when  I  come  again,  I  will  re- 
pay thee. 

36  .    Which  now  of  these  three,  thinkest  thou,  was 

37  neighbor  to  him  that  fell  among  the  robbers  ?  And 
he  said,  He  that  had  mercy  on  him.  And  Jesua 
said  to  him :  Go,  and  do  thou  likewise. 

38  Now  it  came  to  pass,  as  they  were  going,  that  he 
entered  into  a  certain  village ;  and  a  certain  woman 

39  named  Martha  received  him  into  her  bouse.  And 
she  had  a  sister  called  Mary,  who  also  sat  at  the 

40  feet  of  Jesus,  and  heard  his  word.  But  Martha  was 
encumbered  with  much  serving ;  and  she  came  to 
him,  and  said :  Lord,  dost  thou  not  care  that  my 
sister  has  left  me  to  serve  alone  ?    Bid  her  th.erefore 

41  that  slie  help  me.    And  Jesus  answering  said  to  her : 

V.  35    Den&ry,  7jd.  sterling,  or  fifteen  cents  (one  third 
more  than  the  daily  pay  of  a  Uoman  soMier). 
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Martha,  Martba,  Ibon  art  anxions  and  troubled 
about  many  things.    But  one  thing  is  needful ;  and  42 
Mary  has  chosen  the  good  part,  which  shall  not  be 
taken  away  from  her. 

XI.    And  it  came  to  pass,  that  as  he  was  pray-    1 
ing  in  a  certain  place,  when  he  ceased,  one  of  his 
disciples  said  to  him :  Lord,  teach  us  to  pray,  as 
»lso  John  taught  his  disciples.    Arid  he  said  to    2 
them,  When  ye  pray,  say  :  Father,  hallowed  be  thy 
name.    Thy  kingdom  come.    Give  us  day  by  day    3 
our  daily  bread.    And  forgive  us  our  sins  ;  for  we    4 
oareelves  forgive  every  one  indebted  to  us.    And 
fe»d  ns  not  into  temptation. 

And  he  said  to  them  :  Who  of  you  shall  have  a    5 
friend,  and  sball  go  to  him  at  midnight,  and  say  to 
^m,  Friend,  lend  me  three  loaves ;  for  a  friend  of     6 
Joine  is  come  to  me  from  a  journey,  and  I  have 
'iolbing  to  set  before  him  ;  and  he  from  within  shall    7 
•nswer  and  say,  Trouble  me  not ;  the  door  is  now 
^'^^i  and  my  children  with  me  are  in  bed ;  I  can 
Dot  rise  and  give  thee?    I  say  to  you,  though  he    8 
will  not  rise  and  give  him  because  he  is  his  friend, 
yet  because  of  his  importunity  he  will  rise  and  give 
^'m  as  many  as  he  n^s.    I  also  say  to  you  :  Ask,    9 
*^  it  shall  be  given  you ;  seek,  and  ye  shall  find ; 
knock,  and  it  shall  be  opened  to  you.    For  every  10 

V.  3.    or,  our  needful  bread 
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one  that  askeib  reoeWeth ;  aod  ho  that  seeketh  find 
eth  ;  and  to  bim  that  knockqtli  it  shall  be  opened. 

11  And  what  father  is  there  among  you,  of  whom 
if  his  son  ask  bread,  he  will  give  him  a  stone;  or  a 

12  fish,  will  instead  of  a  fish  give  him  a  serpent  ?  Or 
if  he  shall  ask  an  egg,  will  he  give  him  a  scorpion  ? 

13  If  ye  then,  being  evil,  know  how  to  give  good  i;ifts 
to  your  children:;  how  much  more  shall  your  heavenly 
Father  give  the  Holy  Spirit  to  them  that  ask  him  ? 

14  And  he  was  casting  out  a  devil,  and  it  was  dumb. 
And  it  came  to  pass,  when  the  devil  was  gone  out, 
the  diiQ^b  man  spake ;  and  the  multitudes  wondered. 

15  But  some  of  them  said  :  He  casts  out  the  devils 

16  through  Beelzebul  the  chigf  of  the  devils.  And 
others,  tempting,  sought,  of  him  a  sign  from  heaven. 

17  But  he,  knowing  their  thoughts,  said  to  them  : 
Every  kingdom  divided  against  itself  is  brought  to 
desolation,  and  a  house  divided  against  a  house  falls. 

18  And  if  Satan  also  is  divided  against  himself, 
how  shall  his  kingdom  stand?  because  ye  say 
that  I   cast    out  the    devils   through    Beelzebul. 

19  And  if  I  through  Beelzebul  cast  out  devils,  through 
whom  do  your  sons  cast  them  out  ?    Therefore  they 

20  shall  be  your  judges  ?  But  if  I  with  the  finger  of 
God  cast  out  devils,  then  is  the  kingdom  of  God 
come  near  to  you. 

21  When  a  strong  man  armed  keeps  his  palace,  his 


y.  17     oVt  and  house  falls 'upon  house 
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goods  are  in  peace.    Bat  when  a  strooger  than  be  22 
shall  come  upon  him  and  overcome  him,  he  takes 
away  his  whole   tomori  wherein  he  trusted,  and 
divides  his  spoils. 

He  that  is  not  with  me  is  against  me ;  and  he  that  23 
gathers  not  with  me  scatters  abroad. 

When  the  unclean  spirit  is  gone  out  from  the  24 
man,  he  goes  through  dry  places,  seeking  rest ;  and 
Bot  finding  it,  he  says,  I  will  return  into  my  house 
whence  I  came  out.    And  coming,  he  finds  it  swept  25 
and  set  in  order.    Then  goes  he,  and  takes  with  him  26 
seven  other  spirits  more  wicked  than  himself,  and 
they  enter  in  and  dwell  there ;  and  the  last  state  of 
that  man  becomes  worse  than  the  first 

And  it  came  to  pass,  as  he  was  saying  these  27 
things,  that  a  certain  woman  lifting  up  her  voice 
from  the   multitude,   said    to  him :   Happy  the 
vomb  that  bare  thee,  and  breasts  which  thou  hast 
sacked  I    And  he  said :  Yea,  rather,  Happy  they  28 
that  hear  the  word  of  God,  and  keep  it  I 

And  the  multitudes  gathering  more  and  more,  29 
he  began  to  say :  This  generation  is  an  evil  genera- 
tion.   It  seeks  a  sign ;  and  no  sign  shall  be  given 
it,  but  the  sign  of  Jonah.    For  as  Jonah  became  a  3(1 
BgQ  to  the  Ninevites,  so  shall  also  the  Son  of  man 
be  to  this  generation. 

A  queen  of  the  south  shall  rise  up  in  the  judg-  31 
ment  with  the  men  of  this  generation,  and  shall  con- 
demn them ;  because  she  came  from  the  utmost  parts 
aoi 
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of  ihQ  earth  to  hear  the  wisdom  of  SolomoD ;  and, 

32  behold,  a  greater  than  Solomon  is  here.  Men  of 
Nineveh  shall  rise  iQ  the  judgmeot'with  this  gener- 
ation, and  shall  condemn  it ;  because  they  repented 
at  the  preaching  of  Jonah ;  and  behold,  a  greater 
than  Jonah  is  here. 

33  No  one,  when  he  has  lighted  a  lamp,  pats  it  ia  a 
secret  place,  or  under  the  bushd,  but  on  the  light- 
stand,  that  they  who  come  in  may  see  the  light. 

34  The  lamp  of  the  body  is  thine  eye.  When  thine 
eye  is  single,  thy  whole  body  also  is  li^ht ;  but  when 

35  it  is  evil,  thy  body  also  is  dark.    Take  heed  there- 

36  fore,  lest  the  light  \that  is  in  thee  is  darkness.  If 
therefore  thy  whole  body  is  light,  having  no  part 
dark,  it  shall  be  all  light  as  when  the  lamp,  with  its 
bright  shining,  gives  thee  light. 

37  And  as  he  was  speaking,  a  Pharisee  asked  him 
to  dine  with  him  ;  and  he  went  in,  and  reclined  at 

38  table.  And  seeing  it  the  Pharisee  marveled  that 
he  had  not  first  immersed  himself  before  dinner. 

39  And  the  Lord  said  to  him:  Now  ye  Pharisees 
cleanse  the  outside  of  the  cup  and  the  platter ;  but 
your  inward  part  is  full  of  rapacity  and  wickedness. 

4d  Fools  I  did  not  he,  who  made  the  outside,  make  the 

41  inside  also  ?  But  give  that  which  ye  have  in  alma  : 
and,  behold,  all  things  are  clean  to  you. 

42  But  woe  to  you,  Pharisees!  because  ye  pay  til^e 

v.  35.    OTf  whether  the  light  that  is  in  thee  is  darkness 
V.  il.    or,  give  that  which  is  withia 
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of  mint  and  rae  and  every  herb,  and  pass  by  Judg- 
ment and  the  love  of  Qod»  These  oaght  ye  to  faftve 
done,  and  not  to  leave  those  nndone. 

Woe  to  yon,  Pharisees  I  because  ye  love  the  first  <13 
seat  in  the  synagogues,  and  the  greetings  in  ihe 
markets. 

Woe  to  yon  I  because  ye  are  as  tombs  that  ap-  44 
pear  not,  and  men  walking  over  them  know  it  not. 

And  a  certain  one  of  the  lawyers  answering  says  45 
to  him :  Teacher,  in  saying  these  things  thou  re- 
proachest  us  also.     And  he  said :   Woe  to  you  46 
lawyers  alsol  because  ye  lade  men  with  burdens 
grievous  to  be  borne,  and  ye  yourselves  touch  not 
the  burdens  with  one  of  your  fingers. 

Woe  to  you  I  because  ye  build  the  sepulchres  of  47 
the  prophets,  and  your  fathers  killed  them.    6o  48 
then  ye  bear  witness  to  and  approve  the  deeds  of 
voar  fathers ;  because  they  indeed  killed  them,  and 
ye  build  their  sepulchres.    Therefore,  also  said  the  49 
wisdom  of  God :  I  will  send  them  prophets  and 
apostles,  and  some  of  them  they  will  slay  and  perse- 
cute; that  the  blood  of  all  the  prophets,  which  waa  50 
shed  from  the  foundation  of  the  world,  may  be  re- 
quired of  this  generation,  from  the  blood  of  Abel  51 
onto  the  blood  of  Zachariah,  who  perished  between 
ttie  altar  and  the  temple.    Yerily  I  say  to  you,  it 
shall  be  required  of  this  generation. 

Y.  48.    In  9om8  ancieni  oopies:  and  ye  bafldi 
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52  Woe  to  yoa  lawyers  I  becaase  ye  have  taken  away 
tiie  key  of  knowledge ;  ye  entered  not  in  youraelves, 
and  them  that  were  entering  in  ye  hindered. 

53  And  as  he  said  these  things  to  them»  the  scribes 
and  the  Pharisees  began  to  urge  him  yehemently, 

54  and  to  provoke  him  to  speak  of  many  things ;  lying 
in  wait  for  him,  seeking  to  catch  something  oat  of 
his  moaih»  that  they  might  accuse  him. 

1  XII.  Ik  the  mean  time,  the.  multitude  having 
gathered  together  in  tens  of  thousands,  so  that  they 
trode'  one  upon  another,  he  began  first  to  say  to  his 
disciples:  Beware  of  the  leaven  of  the  Pharisees, 

2  which  is  hypocrisy.  For  there  is  nothing  covered, 
that  shall  not  be  revealed,  nor  hidden,  that  shall  not 

3  be  known.  Wherefore,  whatever  ye  have  said  in 
the  darkness  shall  be  heard  in  the  light ;  and  what 
ye  have  spoken  in  the  ear  in  closets  shall  be  pro- 
ebumed  on  the  housetops. 

4  And  I  say  to  you,  my  friends,  be  not  afraid  of 
them  that  kill  the  body,  ond  after  that  have  no 

5  more  that  they  can  do.  But  I  will  warn  you  whom 
ye  shall  fear ;  fear  him,  who  after  he  has  killed  has 
power  to  cast  into  hell ;  yea,  I  say  to  yon,  fear 
him. 

$      Are  not  five  sparrows  sold  for  two  pence?    And 
7  not  one  of  them  is  forgotten  hcfo*e  God.    But  even 

y.  63.    Or,  to  answer  off-hand  eonoeming  many  things 
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the  hairs  of  yonr  head  are  all  numbered.    Fear  not ; 
ye  are  of  more  valtie  fhao  many  yarrows. 

And  I  say  to  yoa :  Whosoever  shall  confesB  me    6 
before  men,  him  shaH  the  Son  of  man  also  confess 
before  the  angels  of  God ;  but  he  that  denied  me    9 
before  men  shall  be  denied  before  the  angeb  of  God. 
And  whoever  shall  speak  a  word  against  the  Son  10 
of  man,  it  shall  be  forgiven  'him ;  bat  to  him  that 
blasphemes  against  the  Holy  Spirit,  it  shall  not  be 
forgiven. 

And  when  they  bring  yoa  to  the  synagogues,  and  11 
magistrates,  and  aathorities,  take  not  thought  how 
or  what  ye  shall  answer,  or  what  ye  shall  say.   For  12 
the  Holy  Spirit  shall  teach  yoa  in  that  very  hour 
what  ye  ought  to  say. 

And  a  certain  one  of  the  multitude  said  to  him  :  13 
Teacher,  speak  to  my  brother,  that  he  divide  the 
inheritance  with  me.    And  he  said  to  him  :  Man,  14 
who  made  me  a  jadge  or  a  divider  over  you  7    And  15 
he  said  to  them :   Take  heed,  and  beware  of  all 
covetoasness ;  because  a  man's  life  eonsists  not  in 
the  abundance  of  bis  possessions* 

And  he  spake  a  parable  to  them,  saying :  The  16 
ground  of  a  certain  rich  man  brought  forth  plenti- 
fully.    And  he  thought  within  himself,  saying:  }7 
What  shall  1  do,  because  1  have  not  where  to 
store  my  fruits?    And  he  said:  This  will  I  do;  I  18 
will  pull  down  my  barns,  and  will  build  greater; 
and  there  will  I  store  all  my  fruits  and  my  goods. 
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19  And  I  will  say  to  my  sonl :  Soal,  tboivhast  many 
goods  laid  up  for  many  years ;  take  thine  ease,  eat, 

20  drink,  be  merry.  But  God  said  to  him,  Fool  I  this 
night  thy  soul  shall  be  required  of  thee ;  and  whose 
shall  those  things  be,  which  thou  hast  provided  ? 

21  So  is  he  that  lays  up  treasure  for  himself,  and  is 
not  rich  toward  God. 

22  And  he  said  to  his  disciples :  Therefore  I  say  to  you, 
take  not  thought  for  the  life,  what  ye  shall  eat,  nor 

23  for  the  body,  what  ye  shall  put  on.    The  life  is  more 

24  than  food,  and  the  body  than  raiment  Oocsider 
the  ravens,  that  they  sow  not  nor  reap ;  which  have 
neither  storehouse  nor  barn ;  and  God  feeds  them. 

25  How  much  better  are  ye  than  the  fowls?  And 
which  of  you  by  taking  thought  can  add  a  cubit  to 

26  his  stature?  If  therefore  ye  can  not  do  even  that 
which  is  least,  why  take  ye  thought  for  the  rest  ? 

27  Consider  the  lilies,  how  they  gprow ;  they  toil  not, 
nor  spin ;  and  1  say  to  you,  that  even  Solomon,  iu 
all  his  glory,  was  not  arrayed  like  one  of  these, 

28  And  if  God  so  clothes  the  grass,  which  to-day  is  in 
the  field,  and  to-morroW  is  cast  into  the  oven,  how 

29  much  more  you,  0  ye  of  little  &ith  ?  And  ye,  seek 
not  what  ye  shall  eat,  or  what  ye  shall  drink,  and  be 

80  not  of  a  doubtful  mind.  For  all  these  things  do  the 
nations  of  the  world  seek  after ;  and  your  Father 

81  knows  that  ye  have  need  of  these.  But  seek  his 
kingdom,  and  these  things  shall  be  added^  to  you. 

y.  25.    OTy  to  hig  age 
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Fear  noi,  little  flock ;  for  it  is  your  Father's  good  32 
pleasure  to  give  you  the  kingdom.   Sell  that  ye  have,  33 
and  give  alms ;  provide  yourselves  parses  that  wax 
not  old,  a  treasure  uufailiog  in  the  heavens,  where 
a  thief  approaches  not,  nor  moth  corrupts.    For  34 
where  your  treasure  is,  there  will  your  heart  be  also. 

Let  your  loins  be  girded  about,  and  your  lamps  35 
borniug ;  and  ye  like  men  waiting  for  their  lord,  36 
when  he  shall  return  from  the  wedding ;  that,  when 
he  comes  and  kndcks,  they  may  open  to  him  imme- 
diately.    Happy  those  servants,  whom  their  lord  37 
when  he  comes  shall  find  watching  I    Verily  I  say 
to  yon,  that  he  will  gird  himself,  and  make  them  re- 
cline at  table,  and  will  come  forth  and  serve  them. 
And  if  he  shall  come  in  the  second  watch,  or  in  the  38 
third  watch,  and  find  it  so,  happy  are  those  servants. 
And  this  knowf  that  if  the  master  of  the  house  had  39 
known  at  what  hour  the  thief  is  coming,  he  would 
have  watched,  and  not  have  suffered  his  liouse  to  be 
broken  through.    Be  ye  also  ready ;  for  at  an  hoiur  40 
when  ye  think  not  the  Son  of  man  comes. 

And  Peter  said  to  him  :  Lord,  speakest  thou  this  41 
parable  to  us,  or  also  to  all  ?    And  the  Lord  said  :  42 
Who  then  is  the  faithful,  the  wise  steward,  whom 
his  lord  will  set  over  his  household,  to  give  the  per-  , 
tion  of  food  in  due  season  ?    Happy  that  servant,  43 
whom  his  lord  when  he  comes  shall  find  so  doing  I 
Of  a  truth  I  say  to  you,  that  he  will  make  him  ruler  44 
over  all  his  goods. 
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45  But  if  that  seryant  say  in  bia  heart,  My  lord  de 
lays  his  coming ;  and  shall  beigin  to  beat  the  men 
servants  and  maid-servanto,  and  to  eai  and  drii^y 

46  and  to  be  drunken ;  tlie  lord  of  that  senrant  will 
come  in  a  day  when  he  looks  not  for  it,  and  in  an 
hoar  wh^  he  is  not  aware,  and  will  out  him  asunder, 
and  appoint  his  portion  m\h  the  faithless. 

47  And  that  servant,  who  knew  his  lord's  will,  and 
prepared  not,  nor  did  according  to  his  will,  shall  be 

48  beaten  wilii  many  stripes.  But  he  that  knew  not, 
and  did  things  worthy  of  stripes,  shall  be  beaten 
with  few  stripes.  For  to  whomsoever  much  is  given, 
of  him  mudi  will  be  required ;  and  to  whom  they 
have  committed  much,  of  him  they  will  require  tbe 
more. 

49  I  came  to  send  fire  upon  the  earth  ;  and  what  will 
60  I,  if  it  is  already  kindled  ?    But  I  have  an  immer- 
sion to  undergo ;  and  how  am  I  straitened  till  it  be 

51  accomplished  I  Suppose  ye  that  I  came,  to  give 
peace  in  the  earth  ?    I  tell  you,  nay ;  but  only  di- 

52  vision.  For  from  this  time  forth,  five  in  one  house 
shall  be  divided,  three  against  two,  and  two  against 

53  three.  They  shall  be  divided,  father  against  son,  and 
son  against  father ;  mother  against  the  daughter,  and 
daughter  against  the  mother ;  mother-in-law  against 
her  daughter-in-law,  and  daughter-in-law  against  the 
mother-in-law.

CHAPTER  Xin. 

And  he  said  also  to  the  multitudes  :  When  yc  see  54 
ibe  cloud  rising  from  the  west,  straightway  ye  say, 
A  shower  is  comiog ;  and  so  it  comes  to  pass.    And  55 
when  ye  see  a  south  wind  blowing,  ye  say.  There 
will  be  heat ;  and  it  comes  to  pass.     Hypocrites  I  56 
Ye  know  how  to  judge  of  the  face  of  the  earth  and 
the  sky ;  but  how  is  it  that  ye  know  not  how  to 
jad^  of  this  time?    And  why  even  of  yourselves  do  67 
ye  Dot  judge  what  is  right  ?    For  when  thou  art  58 
going  with  thine  adversary  to  tlie  magistrate,  on  the 
way  give  diligence  that  thou  mayest  be  delivered 
irom  him  ;  lest  he  drag  thee  to  the  judge,  and  the 
judge  deliver  thee  to  the  exactor,  and  the  exactor 
cast  thee  into  prison.    I  say  to  thee,4hou  shalt  not  59 
depart  thence,  till  thou  hast  paid  the  very  last  mite. 

XIII.    There  were  present  at  that  season  some    1 
that  brought  him  word  concerning  the  Galileans, 
whose  blood  Pilate  had  mingled  with  their  sacrifices. 
And  answering  he  said  to  them  :  Suppose  ye  that    2 
these  Galileans  were  sinners  above  all  the  Galileans, 
because  they  have  suffered  such  thingis  ?    I  tell  you,    3 
Day ;  but,  except  ye  repent,  ye  shall  all  in  like  man- 
ner perish.    Or  those  eighteen,  on  whom  the  tower    4 
in  Siloam  fell,  and  slew  them,  suppose  ye  that  they 
^ere  sinners  above  ^  the  men  that  dwell  in  Jeru- 
salem?   I  tell  you,  nay;  but,  except  ye  repent,  ye    5 
shall  all  in  like^manner  perish. 

He  spake  also  this  parable  :  A  certain  man  had    6 
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a  fig  tree  planted  Id  his  vineyard ;  and  he  came'seek« 

7  ing  fruit  thereon,  and  foand  none.  And  he  said  to 
the  vine-dresser  :  Behold,  three  years  I  come  seeking 
fruit  on  this  fig  tree,  and  find  none.    Gut  it  down  ; 

8  why  does  it  also  encumber  the  ground  7  And  he 
answering  says  to  him  :  Lord,  let  it  alone  this  year 
also,  till  I  shall  dig  about  it,  and  cast  in  manure. 

9  And*  if  it  bear  fruit,  [well] ;  and  if  not,  hereafter 
thou  shalt  cut  it  down. 

10  And  he  was  teaching  in  one  of  the  aynagogiies  on 

11  the  sabbath.  And,  behold,  there  was  awoman  who 
had  a  spirit  of  infirmity  eighteeen  years,  and  was 
bowed  together,  and  wholly  unable  to  raise  herself 

12  ^p.  And  Jesus  seeing  her,  called  her  to  him,  and 
said  to  her :  Woman,  thou  art  loosed  from  thine  ia- 

13  firmity.  And  he  laid  his  liands  on  her ;  and  imme- 
diately she  was  made  straight,  and  glorified  Grod. 

14  And  the  ruler  of  the  synagogue  answering  (being 
indignant  because  Jesus  heaJed  on  the  sabbath,)  said 
to  the  multitude :  There  are  six  days  in  which  it  is 
proper  to  work;  in  them  therefore  come  and  be 

15  healed,  and  not  on  the  sabbath.  And  the  Lord  an- 
*8wered  him,  and  said :  Hypocrites  1  does  not  each 

of  you  on  the  sabbath  loose  his  ox  or  ass  from  the 

16  manger,  and  lead. him  away  to  water  him?  And 
ought  not  this  woman,  being  a  daughter  of  Abroh 
ham,  whom  Satan  has  bound,To,  eighteen  years,  to 

V.  7.    Wf  impoverish  the  grodnd 
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be  loosed  from  this  bond  on  the  sabbath?    And  aa  1*1 
be  said  these  things,  all  his  adversaries  were  ashamed ; 
and  all  the  multitade  rejoiced  for  all  the  glorioas    * 
things  that  were  done  by  him. 

He  said  therefore :  To  what  is  the  kingdom  of  18 
God  like?    And  to  what  shall  I  liken  it?    It  is  19 
Hice  a  grain  of  mustard,  which  a  man  took,  and  cast 
into  his  garden ;  and  it  grew,  and  became  a  great 
tree,  and  the  fowls  of  the  air  lodged  in  its  branches. 

And  again   he   said :   To  what  shall  I  liken  20 
the  kingdom  of  God  ?    It  is  like  leaven,  which  a  ^l 
woman  took  and  hid  in  three  measares  of  meal,  till 
the  whole  was  leavened. 

And  he  went  throagh  cities  and  villages,  teach-  22 
iog»  and  journeying  toward  Jerusalem. 

And  a  certain  one  said  to  him  :  Lord,  are  there  23 
few  that  are  saved  ?    And  he  said  to  them :  Strive  24 
to  enter  in  through  the  strait  gate  ;  for  many,  I  say 
to  you,  will  seek  to  enter  in,  and  shall  not  be  able, 
^hen  once  the  master  of  the  house  has  risen  and  25 
shut  the  door^  and  ye  begin  to  stand  without,  and 
to  knock  at  the  door,  saying.  Lord,  open  to  us,  and  he 
answering  shall  say  to  you,  I  know  you  not  whence 
}^  are ;  then  shall  ye  begin  to  say.  We  have  eaten  26 
*od  drunk  in  thy  presence,  and  thou  hast  taught  in 
our  streets.    And  he  shall  say,  I  tell  you,  I  know  27 
Dot  whence  ye  are ;  depart  from  me,  all  workers  of 
onrigbteousness.    There  shall  be  weeping  and  gnash-  28 
'ng  of  teeth,  when  ye  shall  see  Abraham,  and  Isaac, 
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and  Jacob,  and  all  the  prophets,  id  the  kingdom  of 

29  God,  and  yourselves  thrust  out.  And  they  shall 
come  from  east  and  west,  and  from  north  and  south, 
and  shall  recline  at  table  in  the  kingdom  of  God 

30  And,  behold,  there  are  last  who  shall  be  first,  and 
there  are  first  who  shall  be  last. 

31  On  that  day  there  came  certain  Pharisees,  saying 
to  hirar.  Depart,  and  go  hence  ;  for  Herod  intends  to 

32  kill  thee.  And  he  said -to  them  :  Go,  tell  that  fox, 
Behold,  I  cast  out  devils  and  perform  cures  to-day 
and  to-morrow,  and  the  third  day  I  am  perfected. 

83  But  yet,  I  must  go  to-day,  and  to-morrow,  and 
the  day  following ;  because  it  may  not  be  that  a 
prophet  perish  out  of  Jerusalem. 

34  Jerusalem !  Jerusalem  !  that  killeth  the  prophets, 
and  stoneth  those  sent  to  her ;  how  often  would  I 
have  gathered  thy  children  together,  as  a  hen  her 

36  brood  under  her  wings,  and  ye  would  not  I  '  Behold, 
your  house  is  left  to  you  desolate.  And  I  say  to 
you :  Ye  shall  not  see  ine,  until  the  time  come  when 
ye  shall  say,  Blessed  is  he  that  comes  in  the  name 
of  the  Lord. 

1  XrV.    And  it  came  to  pass,  as  he  went  into  the 
house  of  one  of  the  chief  of  the  Pharisees  to  eat 

2  bread  on  the  sabbath,  that  they  watched  him.    And, 
behold,  there  was  a  certain  man  before  him  who  had 

3  the  dropsy.    And  Jesus  answering  spake  to  the  law- 
yers and  Pharisees,  saying  :  Is  it  lawful  to  heal  oo 
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the  sabbath,  or  not  7    And  they  were  aileut.    And    4 
taking  bdd  of  him,  he  healed  him,  and  let  him  go. 
And  to  them  he  said :  Who  is  there  of  yon,  whose    5 
ox  or  ass  shall  fall  into  a  pit,  and  he  will  not  straight- 
way draw  him  up  on  the  sabbath  day  ?    And  they    (S 
ooold  not  answer  him^again  to  these  things. 

And  he  spake  a  parable  to  those  who  were  bidden,    7 
when  he  marked  how  they  chose  out  the  first  places ; 
Baying  to  them :  When  thou  art  bidden  by  any  one    8 
to  a  wedding,  recline  not  in  the  first  place  at  table, 
lert  one  more  honorable  than  thou  may  have  been 
bidden  by  him ;  and  he  that  bade  thee  and  him  shall    9 
come  and  say  to  thee,  Glive  place  to  this  man ;  and 
then  thou  shalt  begin  with  shame  to  take  the  lowest 
place.    But  when  thou  art  bidden,  go  and  recline  in  10 
the  lowest  place ;  that  when  he  that  bade  thee  comes, 
^  may  say  to  thee,  Friend,  go  np  higher.    Then 
shalt  thou  have  honor  in  the  presence  of  them  that 
recline  at  table  with  thee.    For  every  one  thaf  ex-  11 
ftlts  himself  shall  be  hambled ;  and  he  that  humbles 
lumself  shall  be  exalted. 

And  he  said  also  to  him  that  bade  him :  When  12 
thoai  makest  a  dinner  or  a  supper,  call  not  thy  friends, 
nor  thy  brothers,  nor  thy  kinsmen,  nor  rich  neigh- 
bors ;  lest  they  also  bid  thee  again,  and  a  recom- 
pease  be  made  thee.    But  when  thou  makest  a  feast,  13 
call  the  poor,  the  maimed,  the  lame,  the  blind.    And  14 

y.  6.   In  (he  olde$t  oqpie» :  whose  son,  or  ox, 
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happy  shalt  tboa  be,  because  they  can  not  recompeose 
thee ;  for  thou  shalt  be  recompeosed  at  the  resur- 
rection of  the  righteous. 
16  And  a  certain  one  of  them  that  reclined  at  table 
with  him,  hearing  these  things,  said  to  him  :  Happy 
is  he,  who  shall  eat  bread  in  the  kingdom  of  God  I 

16  And  he  said  to  him  :  A  certain  man  made  a  great 

17  supper,  and  bade  many.  And  he  sent  his  servant,  at 
the  hour  of  the  supper,  to  say  to  them  that  were 

18  bidden  :  Come,  for  all  things  are  now  ready.  And 
theyrall,  with  one  mind,  began  to  excuse  themselves. 
The  first  said  to  him :  I  have  bought  a  piece  of 
ground,  and  I  must  needs  gO  out  and  see  it ;  I  pray 

19  thee  let  me  be  excused.  And  another  said  :  I  have 
bought  five  yoke  of  oxen,  and  I  am  going  to  prove 

20  them ;  I  pray  thee  let  me  be  excused.  And  another 
said :  I  have  married  a  wife  ;  and  therefore  I  can  not 
com^. 

21  And  the  servant  came,  and  reported  these  things 
to  his  lord,  l^en  the  master  of  the  house,  being 
angry,  said  to  his  servant :  Go  out  quickly  into  the 
streets  and  lanes  of  the  city,  and  bring  in  hither  the 

22  poor,  and  maimed,  and  lame,  und  blind.  And  the 
servant  said:  Lord,  it  is  done  as  thou  hast  com- 

23  manded,  and  yet  there  is  room.  And  the  Lord  said 
to  the  servant :    Go  out  into  the  highways  and 

y.  18.    or,  they  all,  at  once  began 
y.  23.    or,  and  constrain  them 
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hedges,  and  compel  them  to  come  in,  that  my  hoaae 
may  be  filled.    For  I  say  to  you,  that  noDe  of  those  24 
men  who  were  bidden  slutll  taste  of  my  supper. 

And  there  went  great  multitudes  with  him.  -  And  25 
he  turned  and  said  to  them  :  if  any  one  comes  to  26 
me,  and  hates  not  his  father,  and  mother,  and  ^ife, 
and  children,  and  brothers,  and  sisters,  and  even  his 
own  life  besides,  he  can  not  be  my  disciple.    And  27 
whoever  does  not  bear  his  cross,  and  come  after  me, 
can  not  be  my  disciple.    For  who  of  you,  intending  28 
to  build  a  tower,  does  not  first  sit  down,  and  count 
the  cost,  whether  he  has  sufficient  to  finish  it?    Lest  29 
haply,  when  he  has  laid  a  foundation,  and  is  not 
able  to    finish,  all  that   behold    begin  to  mock 
him,  saying :  This  man  began   to  build,  and  was  30 
not  able  to  finish.    Or  what  king,  going  to  make  31 
war  against  another  king,  does  not  first  sit  down 
and  consult,  whether  he  is  able  with  ten  thousand 
to  meet  him  that  comes  against  him  with  twenty 
thousand?    Else,  while  he  is  yet  a  great  way  off,  32 
he  sends  an  eml^assy,  and  desires  conditions  of  peace. 

So  then,  whoever  of  you  forsakes  not  all  that  he  33 
hath  can  not  be  my  disciple.  Salt  therefore  is  34 
good ;  but  if  even  the  salt  has  lost  its  savor,  where-  . 
with  shall  it  be  seasoned  ?  It  is  fit  neither  for  the  35 
land,  nor  for  the  dunghill ;  they  cast  it  out.  He 
that  hath  ears  to  heai*,  let  him  hear. 
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1  XY.    And  there  were  drawing  near  to  him  all 

2  the  pnblicans  and  the  sinners  to  bear  him.  And 
the  Pharisees  and  the  scribes  marmored,  ^jvag  : 
This  man'receiyes  sinners,  and  eats  with  them. 

3  And  ho  spake  this  parable  to  them,  saying :  What 

4  man  of  you,  haying  a  hundred  sh^p,  if  he  lose  one 
of  them,  does  not  leaye  the  ninety  and  nine  in  the 
wilderness,  and  go  after  that  whidi  is  lost,  until  he 

5  finds  it  7    And  when  he  has  found  it,  he  lays  it  on 

6  his  shoulders,  rejoicing*  And  coming  home,  he 
calls  together  his  friends  and  neighbours,  saying  to 
them :  Bejoioe  with  me ;  for  I  haye  found  my  sheep 

7  which  was  lost.  I  say  to  you:  So  shall  there  be  joy 
in  heayen  oyer  one  sinner  that  repents,  more  than 
over  ninety  and  nine  just  persons  who  haye  no  need 
of  repentance. 

8  Or  what  woman  having  ten  pieces  of  silver,  if  she 
lose  one  piece,  does  not  light  a  lamp,  and  sweep  the 

9  house,  and  seek  cafefully  till  she  finds  it?  And 
when  she  has  found  it,  she  calls  her  friends  and 
neighbors  together,  saying :  Bejoice  with  me;  for 

10  I  have  found  the  piece  which  I  had  lost.  So,  I  say 
to  you,  there  is  joy  in  the  presence  of  the  angels  of 
God  over  one  sinner  that  repents. 

11  And  he  said:  A  certain  man  had  two  sons. 

12  And  the  younger  of  them  said  to  his  father: 
Father,  give  me  the  portion  of  the  property  that 
falls  to  me.    And  he  divided  to  them  his  living. 

13  And  not  many  days  after,  the  younger  son  gathered 
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att  tigether,  and  went  abroad  into  a  fiur  ooaotiy, 
and  there  wasted  his  substaaoe  in  riotous  livioig. 
And  when  he  had  spent  all,  there  arose  a  grievous  14 
fiunine  in  that  conntry ;  and  he  began  to  be  in  want 
ijid  he  went  and  joined  himself  to  one  of  the  citi-  16 
aesDS  of  that  coontrjr ;  and  he  sent  him  into  his  fields 
to  feed  swine.    And  he  would  fain  have  filled  his  16 
belly  with  the  hnsks  which  the  swine  ate ;  and  no 
one  gave  to  him.    And  coming  to  himself,  he  said :  17 
Eow  many  hired  servants  of  my  father  haye  bread 
enoagh  and  to  spare,  and  I  perish  here  with  hanger  I. 
I  will  arise  and  go  to  my  father,  and  will  say  to*  IBi 
Un :  Father,  I  have  sinned  against  heaven,  and.  be- 
fore thee.    I  am  BO  longer  worthy  to  be  called  thy  19 
Mn;  make  me  as  one  of  thy  hired  servants. 

And  he  arose,  and  came  to  his  father.  Bat  .when  20 
be  was  yet  a  great  way  off,  his  father  pw  him  and 
had  compassion,  and  ran  and  fell  on  his  neck,  and 
kined  him.    And  the  son  said  to  him :  Father,  I  21 
We  sinned  against  heaven,  and  before  thee ;  I  am 
BO  longer  worthy  to  be  called  thy  son.    Bat  the  22. 
bttktt  said  to  his  servants :  Bring  forth  a  ro|>e,  the 
best,  and  put  it  on  him ;.  and  pat  a  rbg  on  his  hand, 
•ngj  sandals  on  his  feet;  and  bring  the  fatted  calf,  23; 
and  kiU  it ;  and  let  as  eat  and  be  merry.    Because  24 
this  my  son  was  dead  and  is  alive  again,  was  lost 
^  is  found    And  they  began  to  be  merry. 

Now  his  elder  son  was  in  the  field.    And  as  he  25> 
GKBae,  and  drew  nigh  to  the  hoasci  he  heard  music 
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'26  and  dancing.  And  calling  to  him  one  of  ihe 
servants,  he  inquired  what  these  things  meant. 

27  And  he  said  to  him :  Thy  brother  is  come ;  and  thy 
&ther  has  killed  the  fatted  calf^  because  he  has  re» 

28  ceived  him  safe  and  sound.  And  he  was  angry,  and 
would  not  go  in ;  and  his  &ther  came  out,  and  en- 

29  treated  him.  And  he  answering  said  to  his  father : 
Lo,  so  many  years  do  I  serve  thee,  and  never  trans- 
gressed thy  Command ;  and  tome  thou  never  gavest 
a  kid,  that  I  might  make  merry  with  my  friends. 

30  But  when  this  thy  son  came,  who  devoured  thy 
living  with  harlots,  thou  didst  kill  for  him  the  fatted 

31  calf.    And  he  said  to  him :  Ghtld^  thou  art  ever 

32  with  me,  and  all  that  I  have  is  thine.  It  was  meet 
that  we  should  make  merry,  and  be  glad ;  because 
this  thy  brother  was  dead  and  is  alive  again ;  and 
was  lost,  and  is  found. 

1  XVI.  And  he  said  also  to  the  disciples :  There 
was  a  certain  rich  man,  who  had  a  steward;  and 
the  same  was  accused  to  him  as  wasting  his  goods. 

2  And  having  called  him,  he  said  to  him :  What  is  this 
that  I  hear  of  thee  ?  '  Give  account  of  thy  steward- 

3  ship ;  for  thou  canst  be  no  longer  steward.  Theft 
the  steward  said  within  himself:  What  shall  I  da? 
for  my  master  takes  away  from  me  the  stewardship. 

i  I  am  not  able  to  dig ;  to  beg  I  am  ashamed.    I  am 
resolved  what  to  do,  that,  when  I  am  put  out  of  the 
stewardship,  they  may  receive  me  into  tlidr  booses. 
SIS 
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And  hsmng  eriled  to  liim  each  one  of  his  mwter's    5 
debtors,  he  said  to  the  first,  How  much  owest  thoa 
to  my  master?    And  he  8sM,  A  hundred  measures    $ 
of  oil.    And  he  said  to  him  :  Take  thy  bill;  and  sit 
down  quickly,  and  write  fifty.    Then  he  said  to    7 
another,  And  how  much  owest  thou?     And  he 
said,  A  hundred  measures  of  wheat.    And  he  said 
to  him :  Take  thy  bill,  and  write  fi)ur8C0re.    And    $ 
the  master  commended  the  unjust  steward,  because 
^  had  done  wisely ;  because  the  sons  of  this  world 
tte  in  their  generation  wiser  than  the  sons  of  light 
And  I  say  to  you :  Make  to  yourselyes  friends  of  the    9 
inammon  of  unrighteousness ;  that,  when  it'fails,  they 
Btty  receive  yoa  into  the  everlasting  habitations. 
He  that  is  faithful  in  that  which  is  least  is  faithful  10 
^  in  much ;  and  he  that  is  unjust  in  the  least  is 
^jost  also  in  much.  If  therefore  ye  were  not  faith-  11 
fol  in  the  unrighteous  mammon,  who  will  entrust  to 
you  the  true  riches?    And  if  ye  were  not  faithful  12 
in  that  whidi  is  another's,  who  will  give  to  you 
yoar  own  ?   No  servant  can  serve  two  masters ;  for  13 
cither  he  will  hate  the  one,  and  love  the  other,  or 
^  will  hold  to  one,  and  despi&e  the  other.    Ye  can 
iKit  serve  God  and  Mammon. 

And  the  Pharisees  also,  who  were  covetous,  heard  14 
^  these  things ;  and  they  derided  him.    And  he  16 
laid  to  them :  Ye  are  they  who  justify  themselves 
befoie  men;  but  God  knows  your  hearts ;  for  that 
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'    which  18  highly  este^ned  vaixmg  wot  is  ftbomiu^ 
tion  before  God. 

16  llie  kw  and  the  prophets  were  oniil  John ;  feom 
tiiat  thne  the  good  news  of  tiie  kingdom  of  God  is 

17  pa1]^faed»  and  every  man  presses  into  it.  And  ik 
is  easier  that  heayen  and  earth  should  pass  away, 
than  that  one  tittle  of  tiie  law  MM>t:dd  M« 

18  Eveiy  one  who  puts  away  his  wife,  and  marries 
another,  commits  adtd tery ;  and  he  who  manies  her 
when  pat  away  from  a  husband '  commits  adaltei^. 

19  There  was  a  certain  rich  man,  who  was  clothei 
in  purple.and  fine  linen,  and  fared  snmptoonsly  evepf 

20  day.    And  tiiere  was  a  certain  beggar  named  Laia- 

21  rns,  who  was  laid  at  his  gate,  M  of  sores,  and  d» 
siring  to  be  fed  with  the  crambs  that  fell  from  l^e 
rich  man's  table.    Moreover  the  dogs  came  and 

22  licked  his  sores.  And  it  came  to  pass,  tliat  the  besgu 
gar  died ;  and  he  was  borne  away  by  l&e  angels  into 
Abiuham's  bosom.    The  rich  man  also  died^  and 

23  was  boried ;  and  in  the  underworld,  lifting  iq>  bis 
eyes,  being  in  torments,  he  sees  Abraham  a&r  off,  and 

24  Lazarus  in  his  bosom.  And  he  cried  and  said :  Fa- 
ther Abraham,,  have  mercy  on  me,  and  send  Lasoi* 
rus,  that  he  may  dip  the  tip  of  his  fing«r  in  water, 
and  cool  my  tongue ;  fer  I  am  tormented  in  this 

25  flame.  But  Abraham  said :  Child,  remember  that 
k  thy  lifetime  thou  leoeivedst  i^y  good  things, 
and  l4U5arus  in  like,  manner  his,  evil  things ;  but 
n«w  here,  he  is  comforted  and  thou  art  tormented. 
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And  foesi^s  all  this,  between  us  aiid  700  a  great  26 
gulf  is  fixed  ;  that  .they  who  would  pass  from  hence   . 
to  yon  may  not  be  able,  nor  those  from  thence  pass 
OTer  to  OS.    Then  he  said  :  I  pray  thee  therefore,  27 
&ther,  that  thou  woaldst  send  him  to  my  other's 
bonse.    For  I  have  five  brothers ;  that  he  may  teft-  28 
tify  to  them,  that  they  may  not  also  come  into  this 
place  of  torment.    Abraham  says  to  him :  They  29 
have  Moses  and  the  prophets ;  let  them  hear  them. 
And  he  said :  Nay,  father  Abraham ;  bat  if  one  30 
Bboold  go  to  them  from  the  dead,  they  will  repent 
And  he  said  to  him  :  If  they  hear  not  Moses  and  the  31 
prophets,  neither  will  they  be  persuaded,  though  one 
Bhould  rise  from  the  dead. 

XVII.     And  he  said  to  his  disciples :  It  is  im-    1 
possible  that  causes  of  offense  should  not  come ;  bat 
voe  to  bim  through  whom  they  come  1    It  were    2 
better  for  him  that  a  millstone  were  placed  about 
liis  neck,  and  he  were  thrown  into  the  sea,  than  that 
be  should  cause  one  of  these  little  ones  to  ofifend. 

Take  heed  to  yourselyes.    If  thy  brother  sin,  re-    3 
huke  him ;  and  if  he  repent,  forgive  him.    And  if    4 
he  sin  against  thee  seven  times  in  the  day,  and  seven 
times  turn  to  thee  saying,  I  repent,  thou  shalt  for- 
gWe  him. 

And  the  apostles  said  to  the  Lord,  Increase  our    6 
&ith.    And  the  Lord  said :  If  ye  had  faith  as  a    6 
grain  of  mustard,  ye  would  say  to  this  sycamine 
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tree,  Be  tboa  placked  xxp  by  the  root,  and  pbated 
in  the  sea ;  and  it  would  have  obeyed  yocu 

7  And  who  of  yoo,  baying  a  servant  ploughing  or 
feeding  cattle,  will  say  to  him  immdediately,  when 
he  has  come  in  from  the  field,  Come  and  recline  at 

S  table ;  and  will  not  rather  say  to  him.  Make  ready 
wherewitb  I  may  sup,  and  gird  thyself  and  serve  me, 
till  I  have  eaten  and  drunken,  and  afterward  thou 

9  shalt  eat  and  drink  ?  Does  he  thank  that  servant, 
because  he  did  the  things  that  were  commanded  ? 

10  I  think  not.  So  also  ye,  when  ye  shall  have  done 
all  the  things  that  were  commanded  you,  say,  We 
are  unprofitable  servants ;  we  have  done  that  which 
was  our  duty  to  do. 

11  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  he  was  going  to  Jerusa- 
lem, that  he  went  through  the  midst  of  Samaria  and 

12  Galilee.  And  as  he  was  entering  into  a  certain  vil- 
lage, there  met  him  ten  leprous  men,  who  stood  afar 

13  o£    And  they  HCted  up  their  voice,  saying :  Jesus, 

14  Master,  have  merey  on  us.  And^  seeing,  he  said  to 
them  :  Gk>,  ^ow  yourselves  to  the  priests.  And  it 
came  to  pass  that,  as  they  went,  they  were  cleansed. 

15  And  one  of  them,  seeing  that  he  was  healed,  turned 

16  back,  with  a  loud  voice  glorifying  God,  and  fell 
down  on  his  face  at  his  feet,  giving  thanks  to  him  ; 

17  and  he  was  a  Samaritan.  And  Jesus  answering 
said :  Were  not  the  ten  cleansed  ?    And  where  are 

18  the  nine  7    Were  none  found  returning  to  give  glory 
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toGod,  6xoq>i<2iisatraogev7    Andhesakltohim:  19 
Ariee, aod  go;  thy  &llh  Im  made  thee  wholo. 

And  being  adced  by  the  Pharitees,  when  the  king^  20 
dem  of  God  shonid  «ome,  he  answered  them  and 
MHd :  'rhe  kingdom  of  6od  comes  not  with  obsev- 
vation ;  nor  shail  they  say,  Lo  here !  or,  Lo  tiiere  1  21 
for,  behold,  the  kingdom  of  God  is  within  yon. 

And  he  said  to  the  disciples.  Days  will  oome^  when  22 
^  shall  desire  to  see  one  of  the  days  of  the  Son  of 
nan,  and  ye  shalt  not  see  it    Asid  tftey  will  say  to  23 
yoQ,  See  here ;  or.  See  there ;  go  not  away,  and  fol- 
low not.    For  as  the  Ughtning,  that  lightens^  oulfc  of  24 
ihe  one  part  nnder  heaven^  twines  unto  the  other 
part  under  heaven,  so  shall  the  Son  of  man  be  in 
^  day.    But  first  he  must  sufier  many  things,  and  25 
^  rejected  on  the  part  of  this  generation. 

And  as  it  was  in  the  days  of  Noah,  so  shall  it  be  26 
also  in  the  days  of  the  Son  of  man.    They  ate,  they  27 
^k,  they  married,  they  were  given  in  marriage, 
until  the  day  that  Noah  entered  into  the  ark,  and 
^  flood  came  and  destroyed  all..    In  like  manner  28 
«bo  as  it  was  in  the  days  of  Lot ;  they  ate,  they    • 
drank,  they  bought,  they  sold,  they  planted,  they 
Wilded ;  but  the  same  day  that  Lot  went  oi^t  from  29 
Sodom,  it  rained  fire  and  brimstone  from  heaven, 
•nd  destroyed  all.    After  the  same  manner  shall  it  30 
be  in  the  day  when  the  Son  of  man  is  revealed.

And  he 
said  :  The  things  that  are  impossible  with  men  are 
possible  with  God. 

28  And  Peter  said :  Lo,  we  have  left  all,  and  Mow- 

29  ed  thee.  And  he  said  to  Ihem :  Yerily  I  say  to 
you,  there  is  no  one  that  has  left  house,  or  parents, 
or  brothers,  or  wife,  or  children,  for  the  sake  of  the 

30  kingdom  of  God,  who  shall  dot  receive  maalfoid 
more  in  this  present  time,  and  in  the  world  to  ebme 
'life  everlasting. 

31  And  taking  with  him  the  twelve,  he  said  to  them : 
Behold,  we  are  going  up  to  Jerusalem,  and  all  the 
things  written  by  the  propbsAa  for  the  Son  of  man 
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MSt  he  aeeompiiflihed.    For  he  shaUbe  dflUviNd  81 
to  the  Gentiles,  and  shall  be  mocked,  and  iasnlted, 
and  spit  npon  f  and  they  shall  scovrge  him,  and  pat  33 
bim  to  death  ;  and  o^  the  third  day  he  shall  nss 
again.    And  they  understood  none  of  these  things  f  34 
and  this  saying  was  hidden  from  than,  and  they 
knew  not  the  things  that  wei^  said. 

And  it  came  to  pass,  that  as  he  came  near  to  35 
Mcho,  a  certain  bHbd  man  was  sitting  by  the  , 
^7  Bide  begging.    And  hearmg  a  nmltitnde  pass-  36 
ing  by,  he  asked  what  this  was.    And  they  told  37 
Mm,  that  Jesas  of  Nazareth  is  <  passing  by.    And  38 
Ite  called .  aloud,  saying :  Jesns,  Son  of  David,  hare 
wrcf  oa  me.    And  tbey.who  went  before  re^uk^  39 
^u&,Uiat  he  shoald  hold  his  pea^.    Bat  he  cried 
mdi  the  imore.  Son  of  David,  have  mercy  on  me^ 
And  Jesos  stood  still,  and  commanded  him  to  be  40 
Itroogfat  to  him.    And  when  he  was  come  near,  he 
>8ked  him,  saying  :  What  wilt  thoa'that  I  shall  do  41 
to  thee  7    And  he  said  :  Lord,  that  I  may  receive 
^^t.    And  Jesos  said  to  him :  Receive  sight ;  thy  42 
h^th  has  made  thee  whole.    And  immediately. he  43 
received  sight,  and  followed  him,  glorifying  Gbdi 
^  all  the  people,  seeing  it,  gave  praise  to  Gkd. 

XIX.    And  having  entered  in,  he  was  passing  1 

throagh  Jericho.  Andji)ehold,  there  was  a  man  named  2 
^toefaens,  and  he  was  a  chief  publican  ;  and  this  man 

^««rich.    And  he  sought  to  see  Jesns,  who  he  was ;  3 
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iMid  1x6  ()oii]dltiot  on  accoimt  of  liho  BuiHitiide^  be> 
4  oaoae  be  was  taxM  in  etaloie.  And  numii^  be- 
fore, heclimbed  np  into  a  sjcunor^ free  ioaeo him ; 
6  becajose  by  that  way  be  waa  to  pass  through.  And 
JesnBy  when  he  came  to  the  i^aee,  looked  op  and  saw 
biiii,  and  aaid  to  bim  i  2aceheas»  make  haste  and 
come  down ;  for  today  I  moat  abide  at  thy  hooaa 

6  And  he  made  haate,  and:  camje.  down»  and  received 

7  liim  joyfdUy.  And  seeing  it,  they  all  BarmiiFed, 
aignng  that  he  had  gone  in  to  be  a  gosst^with  a 
6inaer. 

8  And  2aeehei»  stood  iip»  and  said  to  the  LonI : 
B^bld,  Lord,  the  half  of  my  gooda-I  give  to  ^tbe 
poor ;  and  whatever  I  have  talcen  from  aaay  cm  by 

9  false  aecQsatiott,  I  restore  fontfotd.  And  JMa6  4nid 
to  him :  This  day  fe  saivation  come  to  this  bdOM, 

Id  inasmuch  as  he  also  is  a  son  Of  Abraham.  iPor 
the  Son  of  man  cam«  to  seek  and  to  sate  that  whaoh 
was  lest. 

XI  And  as  they  heard  these  things,  he  added  and 
Spake  a  parable,  because  he  was  nigh  to  Jerusalem, 
and  because  they  thought  that  the  kingdom  of  God 

12  would  immediately  appear.  He  said  therefore  :  A 
certain  nobleman  went  into  a  far  country  to  receive 

X3  for  himself  a  kingdom,  and  to  return.    And  having 

.  called  his  ten  servants,  he  gave  them  ten  pounds, 
and  said  to  them,  Traffic  till  I  cpme. 

\4     But  his  citizens  hated  him,  and  swt.an  embas^ 
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aftgr  ibim,  Bofmg,  We  .will  Apt  baie  itfais  nun  io 

And  it  came  to  pass,  when  he  had  retarned,  hav-  16 
Sng  Teeeived  the  kingdom,  that  he  commanded  these 
senrants  to  be  called  to  hun,  to  whom  he  had  given 
the  money,  that  he  m%ht  know  what  each  had  gain- 
ed by  trading.    Then  came  the  fint,  saying :  Lord,  16 
thy  pound  has  gained  ten  poands.    And.he  mid  to  17 
him :  Well  done,  good  servant ;  because  thou  wast 
fidthfal  in  a  Very  little,  have  thon  authority  over 
ten  cities. 

And  the  second  came,  saying :  Lord,  thy  pound  18 
has  made  five  poands.    And  he  said  also  to  this  19 
man  :  And  be  thon  over  five  cities.    And  another  20 
came,  saying :  Lord,  behold  thy  ,poand,  which  I 
have  kept  laid  np  in  a  napkin.    For  I  feared  thee,  21 
beoaose  thoa  art  an  austere'  man ;  thou  takest  up 
what  thou  layedst  not  down,  and  leapest  what  thou 
didst  not  sow.    And  he  says  to  hun  :  Out  of  thy  22 
mouth  will  I  judge  thee,  wicked  servant    Thou 
knewest  that  I  was  an  austere  many  takings  up  what 
I  hud  not  down,  and  reaping  what  I  did  not  aow  ? 
Why  then  didst  thou  not  put  my  r  money  into  the  23 
bank  ?  and  J^  at  my  cofflrng,.shoa]d.  l^ve  required  it 
with  ^tecest  .  Aad  he  saidito  those  standing  by :  24^ 
Take  from  him  the  pound,  and  give  it  to  him  tl»t 
has  ten  pounds.    A  nd  they  said  to  him :  Lord,  he  has  25 
ten  pounds.    For  I  say  to  you,  that  to  every  one  26 
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Chat  bath  shall  be  giyen ;  and'  from  faim  tliat  iia^th 

DOt,  even  what  he  hath  shall  be  taken  away. 

^      Bat  those  my  enemies,  who  would  not  that  I 

should  reign  oyer  them,, bring  hither,  and  slay  them 

before  me.  , 

28      And  wben  he  had  spoken  these  things,  he  went 

.29  before,  going  np  to  Jerusalem.    And  it  came  to 

pasES  as  he  drew  near  to  Bethphage  and  Bethany,  at 

the  mount  called  Olivet,  that  he  sent  two  of  his  dis- 

30  ciples,  saying :  Go  into  the  opposite  village,  in  which 
as  ye  are  entering  ye  shall  find  a  colt  tied;  whereon 

31  no  man  ever  sat ;  loose  and  bring  him.  And  if  any 
one  ask  you,  why  do  ye  loose  him  ?  thus  shall  ye  say 

32  to  him,  Because  the  Lord  has  need  of  him.  And 
they  that  were  sent  forth  departed,  and  found  even 

33  as  be  had  said  to  them.  And  as  they  were  loosing 
the  colt,  its  owners  teid  to  them,  Why  loose  ye  the 

34  colt?    And  lliey  said.  The  Lord  has  need  of  him. 

35  And  they  brought  him  to  Jesus ;  and  having  cast 
their  garments  upon  the  colt,  they  set  Jesus  thereon. 

36  And  as  he  went,  they  spread  their  garments  in  the 

37  way.  And  as  he  was  drawing  near,  just  at  the  de- 
scent of  the  mount  of  the  Olives,  the  whole  multitude 
of  the  disciples  began  to  rejoice,  and  praise  God  with 
a  loud  voice  for  all  the  miracles  which  they  had 

38  seen ;  saying :  Blessed  be  ^e  King  that  comes  in 
the  name  of  the  Lord  I  Peace  in  heaven,  and  glory 
in  the  highest ! 

89      And  some  of  the  Pharisees  from  the  multitude 
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flBid  to  bim :  Teacher,  rebuke  tliy  dnapleBL    And  40 
he  answered  and  flaid  to  them :  I  teU  ymi  that  if  these 
shall  hold  their  peace,  the  stones  will  ccj  oni. 

And  when  1^  was  come  near,  as  he  saw  the  dtj,  41 
he  wept  over  it,  saying  :  If  even  thoa  badst  known»  42 
at  least  in  this  thy  day,  the  things  that  bdong  to 
thy  peace  I    Bat  now  they  aie  bidden  from  thine 
eyes.    For  days  shall  come  npon  thee,  that  thine  43 
enemies  will  cast  np  a  monnd  aboat  thee,  and  com- 
pass thee  romid,  and  shut  thee  in  on  every  side,  and  44 
will  level  thee  with  the  ground,  and  thy  children 
within  thee,  and  will  not  leave  in  thee  one  stone  up- 
on another ;  because  thou  knewest  not  the  time  of 
thy  visitation.  ' 

And  entering  into  the  temple,  be  began  to  cast  45 
fmt  those  that  sold ;  saying  to  them  :  It  is  written,  46 
And  my  boose  shall  be  a  hoose  of  prayer ;  but  ye 
have  made  it  a  den  of  robbers. 

And  be  was  teaching  daily  in  the  temple ;  and  the  4*7 
duef  priests  and  the  scribe  jEtnd  the  chief  of  the 
people  were  seeking  to  destroy  him,  and  could  sot  48 
find  what  they  might  do ;  for  all  the  people  were 
very  attentive  to  hear  him. 

XX.    And  it  came  to  pass,  that  on  one  of  the    1 
days,  as  he  taught  the  people  in  the  temple<  and 
published  the  good  news,  the  chief  priests  and  the 
scribes  came  to  him  with  the  elders,  and  spake  to    2

6  mefsion,  wu^-  it  from  heaven;  of  ftctB^un&at  jLnd 
they  reasoned  wiUi'  themsekes,  saying ;  If  ir»  say. 
From  heaven,  he  irill  say»  Why  then^c^d  ye  oiot  be^ 

9  lieTO  Mm  t  ■•  Bat  if  we  say,  From  men,  all'tbe  peo» 
pie  will^tone  us ;  for  they  a«e  pemnaded  thatJohn 

7  was  a  propbet.    And  they  answer^,  that  they  knew 

8  not  whence.it  was.  And  Jesas  said  to  them :  Nei^ 
ther  do  I  teB  you  by  what  anthotity  I  do  those 
things. 

9  And  he  began  to  speak  to  the  people  l^ls  par^^ 
ble:  A  man  planted  a  vineyard,  and  let  it  oat  to 

10  hnsbandmen,  and  went  abroad  for  a  longtime.  And 
at  the  season  he  sent  a  servant  to  the  hnsbandmen, 
that  they  should  give  him  of  the  fraitof  the  vine^ 
yard ;  bat  the  hnsbandmen  beat  him,  and  sent  him 

11  away  empty.  And  again  he  sent  anoi^r  servant ; 
and  hitn  also,  having  beaten  and  treated  him  shame^ 

12  folly,  th^.  sent  away  empty.  And  again  he  sent* 
a  third ;  and  they  woonded  him  also,  and  ^asi 
him  oat. 

13  ^     And  the  lord  of  the  vineyaid  i^id  : '  What  shall*  I 

do  7    I  win  send  my  bek)ved  son ;  perbaps,  seeing* 

14  him,  they  will  reverence  him.  But  when  the  hus- 
bandmen saw  him,  they  reasoned  among  themselves, 
saying :  This  is  the  heir ;  come,  let  as  Ml  him,  that 
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the  inlieritacce  may  become  oars.    So  they  cast  aim  15. 
out  of  the  vineyard,  and  killed  him.    What  there^ 
fore  will  the  lord  of  the  vin^ard  do  to  them  ?    He  16 
will  come  and  destroy  these  hnsbandmeo,  and  will. 
giYe  the  vineyard  to  others.    And  when  they  heard 
it,  they  said,  God  forbid  I    And  he,  lookin*?  on  them,  1 
Baid  :  What  then  is  this  that  is  written,  The  stone 
which  the  builders  disallowed,  the  same  is  become 
the  head  of  the  corner  ?    Every  one  that  falls  upon  18 
that  stone  shall  be  broken  ;  but  on  whomsoever  it 
shall  fall,  it  will  grind  him  to  powder. 

And  the  scribes  and  the  chief  priests  sought  to  19 
lay  lands  on  him  in  that  hour ;  and  they  feared  the 
people ;  for  they  knew  that  be  spake  this  parable 
against  them. 

And  watching  him,  they  sent  forth  spies,  feigning  20 
themselves  to  be  just  men,  that  they  might  take  hold 
of  his  word^,  in  order  to  deliver  him  up  to  the  power, 
and  to  the  authority  of  the  governor.    And  they  21 
asked  him,  saying :  Teacher,  we  know  that  thou 
sajrest  and  teachest  rightly,  and  regardest  not  the 
permm  of  any,  but  teachest  the  way  of  God  truly. 
bit  kiwful  that  we  should  give  tribute  to  Csesar,  22 
or  not  t    And  perceiving  their  craftiness,.he  said  to  23 
them.  Show  me  a  denary.    Whose  image  and  in-  24 

ecription  has  it  ?    lliey  answered  and  said,  Caesar's.'

T.  20.    or,  And  having  kept  watch, 
V.  24.    Den&ry,  a  Roman  coin, 
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%  And  he  said  to  tbem  :  Render  therefore  to  Osesar 
the  things  that  are  Ciesar's,  and  to  God  the  things 

26  that  are  God's;  And  tbey^  conld  not  take  hold  of 
his  words  before  the  people ;  and  they  marvelled  at 
his  answer,  and  held  their  peace. 

27  Then  came  to  him  some  of  the  Saddacees^  who 
deny  that  there  is  a  resarrection  ;  and  they  asked 

28  him,  sajiDg  :  Teacher,  Moses  wrote  to  us,  If  a  mao's 
,       brother  die,  having  a  wife,  and  he  die  without  child- 
ren, that  his  brpther  should  take  his  wife,  and  raise 
up  seed  to  his  brother. 

29'      There  were  therefore  seven  brothers ;  and  the  first 

30  took  a  wife,  and  died  without  children ;  and  the 

31  second  and  the  third  took  her ;  and  in  like  manner' 

32  also  the  seven  left  no  children,  and  died.    At  last* 

33  the  woman  also  died.  In  the  reaarrection,  therefore, 
of  which  of  them  is  ^  wife  ?  For  the  seven  had 
her  for  a  wife. 

34  And  Jesus  answering  said  to  them  :  The  sobs  of 

35  this  world  marry,  and  are  given  in  marriage.  Bat 
they  who  are  accounted  worthy,  to  obtain  that  world, 
and  the  resurrection  from  the  dead,  neither'  marry, 

^6  nor  are  given  in  marriage ;  for  neitlier  can  they  die 
any  more ;  for  they  are  equal  to  the  angels,  and  aie 
sons  of  God,  being  sons  of  the  resurrection. 

87  Now  that  the  dead  are  raised,  even  Moses  showed, 
at  The  Bush,  whep  he  calls  the  Lord  the  God  of^ 
Abraham,  and  the  God  of  Isaac,  and  the  God  of  Ja- 
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(xh.   For  he  is  not  a  God  of  the  dead,  but  of  the  38 
Mag ;  for  lOi  live  to  him. 

And  some  of  the  scribes  answeriog  said :  Teacher,  3^ 
thoa  saidst  well ;  for  they  no  longer  dared  to  ask  40 
him  any  question. 

And  he  said  to  them :  How  say  they  that  the  41 
Christ  is  son  of  David  ?  And  David  himself  says  42 
in  the  book  of  Psalms :  The  Lord  said  to  my  Lord^ 
sit  thou  on  my  right  hand,  till  I  make  thine  enemies  43 
thy  footstool.  David  therefore  calls  him  Lord,  and  44 
how  is  he  his  son  ? 

And  In  tlie  hearing  of  all  the  multitude,  he  said  45 
to  his  disciples  :  Beware  of  the  scribes,  who  desire  46 
^  go  about  in  long  robes,  and  love  greetings  in  the 
markets,  and  the  §rst  seats  in  the  synagogues,  and 
the  first  places  at  feasts;  who  devour  widows' houses,  47 
aod  for  a  pretence  make  long  prayers.    These  shall 
receive  greater  condemnation. 

XXI.  And  looking  up,  he  saw  the  rich  men  cast-  1 
iag  their  gifts  into  the  treasury.  And  he  saw  also  2 
»  certain  poor  widow  casting  in  thither  two  mites. 
And  he  said  :  Of  a  truth  I  say  to  y)u,  that  this  poor  3 
widow  cast  in  more  than  all.  For  all  these,  out  of  4 
their  abundanoe,  cast  into  the  offerings;  but  she, 
oat  of  her  want,  cast  in  all  the  living  that  she  had. 

And  as  some  weare  saying  of  the  temple,  that  it    5 
^  been  adorned  with  beautiful  stones  and  offerings, 
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6  he  said  :  As  for  these  thiogs  which  ye  behoId»  daja 
will  come  in  which  there  shall  not  be  left  one  stone 

7  upon  another,  that  shall  not  be  thrown  down.  And 
they  asked  him,  saying :  Teaoho*,  when  therefore 
will  these  things  be,  and  what  will  be  the  sign  when 
these  things  are  about  to  come  to  pass? 

8  And  he  said  :  Take  heed  that  ye  be  not  led  astray. 
For  many  shall  come  in  my  name,  saying :  I  am  he, 

9  and  the  time  is  at  hand.  Go  not  after  them.  And 
when  ye  shall  hear  of  wars  and  commotions,  be  not 
terrified ;  for  these  things  must  first  come  to  pass  ; 
but  the  end  is  not  immediately. 

10  Then  said  he  to  them :  Nation  shall  rise  against 

11  nation,  and  kingdom  against  kingdom;  and  there 
shall  be  great  earthquakes,  and  in  divers  places  fam- 
ines and  pestilences ;  and  there  shall  be  great  por- 

12  tents  and  signs  from  heaven.  And  before  all  these, 
they  shall  lay  their  hands  on  you,  and  persecute  you, 
delivering  you  up  into  synagogues  and  prisons,  be- 
ing brought  before  kings  and  rulers  for  my  name's 

13  sake.    And  it  shall  turn  out  to  you  for  a  testimon7. 

14  Settle  it  therefore  in  your  hearts,  not  to  meditate 
16  before  what  ye  shall  answer.    For  I  will  give  you  a 

mouth  and  wisdom,  which  all  your  adversaries  shall 

16  not  be  able  to  gainsay  or  withstand.  And  ye  shall 
be  delivered  up  both  by  parents,  and  brothers,  and 
kindred,  and  friends ;  and  some  of  you  shall  they 

17  cause  to  be  put  to  death.    And  ye  shall  be  hated  by 

18  all  for  my  name*s  sake.    And  there  shall  not  a  hur 
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And  nrfaeo  yft  diaU  6e&  Jenualem  eocompasscd  20 
by  amies,  tbea  koow-Uiat  ita  desolation  is  at  hand. 
llnKlet  tiioae  in  Jidea  flee  into  the  noantaiDS ;  and  21 
let  tboee  in  the  midst  of  it  depart  oo^ ;  aod  let  those 
mth0«fiieh]»iiot  eoto  into  it/  Because  these  are '22 
thB  dtys  of  TedgWMN^  that  all  the  tbiags  which  a» 
written  may  be  fulfilled. 

Woe  ta  them  that  ate  with  child,  and  to  them  23 
that  gfre  such,  in  those  <kys!  For  there  shidl  be 
great  dtstrcas  upon  the  laud,  and  wrath  to  this 
people.  And  1^  shaU  fiill  by  the  edge  of  the  24 
swofd,  and  afaall  be  led  away  captive  into  all  the  luir 
tioDs;  and  Jerusalem  shall  be  tvodden  dowaby  the 
Qenttles,  until  the  times  of  the  GentUes  shall  be 
IblfiHed. 

And  there  shall  be  signs  in  the  sun,  and  moon,  and  25 
stars ;  and  bu  the  earth  distress  of  nations,  in  perplexi- 
ty for  the  roaring  of  the  sea  and  waves ;  men's  hearts '  26 
Ming  them  for  fear,  and  for  looking  for  those  things 
that  are  coming  on  the  world ;  for  the  powers  of 
heaven  shall  be  shaken.    And  then  shall  they  see  27 
the  Son  of  man  coming  in  a  cloud,  with  power  and 
great  glory.    And  when  these  things  begin  to  eome  28 
to  pass,  then  look  up,  and  lift  up  your  heads ;  for 

your  redemption  is  drawing  nigh.

Y.  19.   or,  by  your  patience  preser^ 
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29  And  he  spake  to  them  a  parable :  Behold  the  ^ 

30  tree,  and  all  the  trees.  When  thuj  already  shoot 
forth,  seeing  it  ye  know  of  yonrseWes  that  the  Bum- 

31  mer  is  already  near.  So  also  ye,  when  ye  see.  these 
things  coming  to  pass,  know  that  the  kingdom  of 

82  Qod  is  near.  Yerily  I  say  to  yon,  this  generatioD 
shall  not  pass  away,  till  all  shall  baye  come  to^  pan. 

33  Heayen  and  earth  shall  pass  away;  bnt  my  irords 
shall  not  pass  away. 

34  And  take  heed  to  yoorselves,  lest  at  any  tune  yoor 
hearts  be  overcharged  with  sorfeiting,  and  dranken- 
ness,  and  cares  of  this  life»  and  that  day  come  upon 

35  you  unawares.    For  as  a  snare  shall  it  iH)me  on  all 

36  that  dwell  on  the  face  of  the  whole  earth.  And 
watch,  in  every  time  praying  that  ye  may  be  ac- 
counted worthy  to  escape  all  these  things  that  shall 
come  to  pass,  and  to  stand  before  the  Son  of  man. 

37  And  in  the  daytime  he  was  teaching  in  the  temple ; 
and  at  night  he  went  out,  and  abode  in  the  mount 

3d  that  is  called  Olivet.  And  all  the  people  came 
early  in  the  morning  to  him  in  the  temple,  to  hear 
him. 

1  XXII.    Now  the  feast  of  unleavened  bread  was 

2  drawbg  near,  which  is  called  the  Passover;  and 
the  chief  priests  .and  the  scribes  were  seeking  how 
they  might  kill  him ;  for  they  feared  the  people. 

3  And  Satan  entered  into  Judos  called  Iscariot, 

4  being  of  the  number  of  the  twelve.    And  he  went 
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ftwif  r  And  consulted  with  the  chief  priests  and  cap- 
tnoB,  how  he  might  deliyer  him  up  to  them.    And    5 
they  were  glad,  and  covenanted  to  give  him  money. 
And  he  promised,  and  soaght  opportunity  to  deliver    6 
liim  up  to  them  in  the  absence  of  the  multitude. 

And  the  day  of  unleavened  bread  came,  when    7 
fbe  passover  must  be  killed.    And  he  sent  away    8 
Feter  and  John,  saying :  Qo,  and  prepare  us  the 
INtasover,  that  we  may  eat  it    And  they  said  to    9 
iuo,  Where  wilt  thou  that  we  prepare?    And  he  10 
nid  to  them :  Behold,  when  ye  have  entered  into 
tbe  city,  there  shall  meet  you  a  man  bearing  a 
pitcher  of  water ;  follow  him  into  the  house  where 
Ik  enters  in.    And  ye  shall  say  to  the  master  of  11 
^  house :  The  Teacher  says  to  thee.  Where  is  the 
gootchamber,  wh^re  I  may  eat  the  passover  with 
my  disciples?    And  he  will  show  you  a  krge  up-  12 
per  room  fomished ;  there  make  ready.    And  th^  13 
vent  away,  and  found  as  he  had  said  to  them.

And  when  the  ^our  came,  he  reclined  at  table,  14 
vtdthe  apostles  with  him.    And  he  said  to  them :  15

yoo  before  I  suffer.    For  I  say  to  you,  I  shall  eat  16 
of  it  no  more,  until  it  be  fulfilled  in  the  kingdom  of 
^od.   And  having  received  a  cup,  he  gave  thanks  17 
*>d  said :  Take  this,  and  divide  it  among  yourselves. 
For  I  say  to  you,  I  will  not  drink  of  the  fruit  of  18 
^  vine,  until  the  kingdom  of  God  shall  come. 
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1 9  And  kayis^  'token  bread,  ke  gave  <t)iiiak8^^«iid 
baike  it,  and  gave  to  ^m,  saylogs  TJus  i8;i&y 
body  st^idi  is  ghrea  for  yon;  thid  do  la  lemem- 

20  France  of  jne.  And  the  eop  in  iike  niaimar:afber 
BHp^f  flayisg :  TMs  eap  is.  tiie  new  covenant  in  my 
blood,  iribich  is^ed  for.7oa. 

21  But,  behold^  the  hand  of  him  that  -betraya^me  la 

22  with  me  on  tiye  table.  Eor  the  son  Of  man  indeed 
goes,  as  it  was  detennined ;  bat  ipoe  to  that  man 

23  by  whom  iie  is  betrayed !  And  they  began  to  in- 
quire among  tfaanselyes,  w4io  then  dt  might  be^^^itfaat 
tAiqM  do  this  >thing  ? 

24  And  there  arose  also  a  contention  among  them, 
whidi  of  them  shonld  be  acconitted  the  greatest. 

25  And  he  said  to  them:  The  kings  of  the  Oeniiles 
exercise  lordship  oTer  them ;  and  th^  that  eicerdse 

26  authority  over  them  are  calkd  ibeHefaetors.  Bat  ye 
Are  not  so ;  but  let  the<  greatest  Among  yqu  become 
as  the  younger,  and  he  that  is  duef  as  he  tliat 

27  serves.  For  which  is  greater,  he  that  redtnes  at 
tMR,  ar  he  tliat  serves  ?  Is  not  he  that  recliote  at 
table  ?    But  I  am  in  the  midst  of  you.as  he  that 

28  genres.    Ye  are  they  who  have  eontinaedwith  me 

29  m  my  temptations ;  and  I  appoint  to  you  a  king- 

30  dom,  as  my  Father  appointed  to  me,  that  ye  may 
eat  and  drink  at  my  table  in  my  l^ngdom ;  and  ye 
shall  sit  on  throaes  Judging  the  tweke  trtb€B»of 
lamd. 

31  And  the  Lord  said :  Simon*  Sinion,  behold,  8atan

AsA  be  said  to  ^em :  When  I  sent  you  without  8$ 
pone,  uid  bag'^aad  sandab,  laeked  ye  anythiag? 
And  they  saki,  Nothkig.     Therefore  eaid  he  to  36 
ttea:  hot  bow,  he  that  haa  a  poase  let  hin  take  it, 
nd  likewise  a  bag;  and  he  that  has  none,  let  him 
idlkiagmBentandbnya^word,   FoF];,saytoyoa,  37 
tiat  yet  tkaa  wbkh  is  written  nntit  be  aceompMed 
in  me,  Aod  be  was  redkoned  among  transgreBsorsi 
Ar  the  thin^pBi  concerning  me  have  an  end; 

And  they  said :  Lord,  behold,  herp  are  two  awords.  38 
And  he  said  to  them,  It  is  enongh  1 

And  going  oat,  he  went  as  he  was  wont  to  the  39 
Domt  of  the  Olives ;  and  Ms  disciples  also  followed 
likih    And  when  he  was  tA  the  {daoe,  he  taid  to  40 
^to :  Pngr  that  ye  enter  not  into  temptation.   And  41 
^  withdrew  from  them  i^at  a  stone's  throw ;  and 
b»^g  dowBy  he  pri^^  sayi]^ :  Father,  if  thoa  42 
art  willing  to  remove  this  cup  from  me  J    ^et,  not 
^T  wHl  bat  ithine  :be  done. 

And  there  iqspeased  to  him  an  angel  from  heaven^  43 

— —  ■'■  '  "I I.  .1    ■■ 
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44  strengtheDiog  bim.  And  being*,  in  an  agony  he 
prayed  more  earnestly;  and  his  sweat  became  as  16 
were  great  drops  of  blood,  failing  down  to  the 

45  groand.  And  rising  np  from  prayer,  and  coming 
to  the  disciples,  he  found  them  steeping  for  sorrow. 

46  And  be  said  to  them  i  Why  sleep  ye  ?  Arise  and 
pray,  that  ye  enter  not  into  temptation. 

47  While  he  was  y^t  speaking,  behold  a  maltitade, 
and  he  that  was  called  Jndas,  one  of  the  twelve, 
went  before  them  and  drew  near  to  Jesos  to  kiss 

48  him.    But  Jesus  said  to  him :  Jndas,  betrayest  thoa 

49  the  Son  of  man  with  a  kiss  ?  And  they  who  weie 
about  him,  seeing  what  would  follow,  said  to  him : 

50  Lord,  shall  we  smite  with  the  sword?  And  a  cer^ 
tain  one  of  them  smote  the  servant  of  the  high 

51  priest,  aod  took  off  his  right  ear.  And  Jesus  an- 
Bwered  and  said,  Sufier  thus  far.  And  he  tonohed 
his  ear,  and  healed  him. 

52  And  Jesus  said  to  the  chief  priests  and  cap- 
tains of  the  temple  and  elders,  who  were  come  to 
him :  Have  ye -come  oat  as  against  a  robber,  with 

53  swords  aod  staves?  When  I  was  daily  with  yoa 
in  the  temple,  ye  stretched  not  forth  your  hands 
against  me.  But  this  is  your  hour  and  the  power 
of  darkness. 

54  And  they  took  bim,  and  led  him  away,  and 
brought  him  into  the  house  of  the  high  priest.  And 
Peter  followed  afar  off. 

55  And  when  they  had  kindled  a  fire  in  the  midst  of 
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tfae  coart,  and  bad  sat  down  together,  Peter  sat 
down  among  tbem.    And  a  certain  maid  seeing  56 
bim  as  he  sat  by  the  fire,  and  looking  intently  apon 
bim,  said  :  This  man  also  was  with  him.    And  he  57 
dented  him,  saying :  Woman,  I  know  him  not. 

And  after  a  little  while  another  seeing  him  said :  58 
Thou  also  art  of  them.    And  Peter  said :  Man,  I 
am  not. 

And  about  the  space  of  one  hoar  after,  another  59 
confidently  aflBrmed,  saying :  Of  a  truth  this  one 
also  was  with  him;  for  he  is  a  Galilean.    And  60 
Peter  said :    Man,  I  know  not  what  thou  sayest. 
And  immediately,  while  he  was  yet  speaking,  the 
cock  crowed. 

And  the  Lord  taming  looked  upon  Peter.    And'  61 
Peter  remembered .  the  word  of  the  Lord,  how  he 
8^id  to  him  :  Before  the  cock  crow  this  day,  thou 
Bhalt  deny  me  thrice.    And  Peter  went  out,  and  62 
wept  bitterly. 

And  the  men  that  held  Jesus  mocked  him,  beat^  63 
jflghim;  andbavingbliudfoldedhirathey  asked  him,  64 
saying  :  Prophesy,  who  is  it  that  smote  thee  ?  And  65 
Diany  other  things  said  they,  reviling  him. 

And  when  it  was  day,  the  elders  of  the  people,  66 
and  the  chief  priests  and  scribes,  came  together ;  and 
they  brought  him  up  into  their  council,  saying :  If  67 
thoa  art  ihe  Christ,  tell  us.    And  he  said  to  them :

70  And  they  aU  said :  Actihoa^ttai  the  Sob  of  God  f 

71  And  be  said  to  idseii,  Y«  e^  k;  for  I  am.  And 
they  fiaidi  Why  seed  we  ai|y  farther  witness.  For 
we  ounselTes  havo  iieard  it  from  his  own  month. 

1  XSIII.    An^  the  whole  mnltltn4e  of  them  arose; 

2  ttdd  led  hjm  vnto  Filate.  And  they  began  to  ao- 
txtet  him,  sayiQg^  We  fonnd  this  man  perverting 
our  patioiirand  forbidding  to  ^ve  tribute  to  Omsar, 

3  saying  that  he  himself  is  Christ,  a  king.  And 
Pilate  asked  him,  saying,  Art  thou  the  King  of  the 
Jews?    And  he  $in3wering  said  to  hinp.  Thou  say- 

4  est  it.    And  Pila'te  said  to  the  chief  priests  and  the 

5  mnltitades,  I  find  no  fault  in  this  man.  And  they 
were  the  mofe  wolent,  saying :  He  stirs  up  the 
people,  teaching  throughout  all  Judea,  beginning 
from  GalilQe,  nnto  this  place. 

6  When  Pilate  heard  of  Galilee,  he  asked  if  the  man 

7  19  a  Galilean.  And  learning  that  he  belonged  to 
Herod*s  jurisdiction,  he  sent  ^im  up  to  Herod,  who 
also  was  himself  in  Jerusalem  at  that  time. 

8  And  Herod,  when  he  saw  Jesus,  rejoiced  greatly ; 
fi^r  he  had  desired  for  a  long  time  to  see  him,  be- 
eause  he  had  heard  concerning  him ;  and  he  hoped 

9  to  see  some  sign  wrought  by  him.  And  he  ques- 
tioned him  in  many  words  i  but  he  answered  him 
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DotbiDg.    And  the  chief  priests  and  scribes  stood,  10 
Tebfmestly  accusing  him.    And  Herod  with  bis  11 
men  of  war  set  him  at  nought,  and  mocked  him,  and 
arraying  him  in  a  gorgeous  robe  sent  him  back  to 
Pilate.     And  Pilate  and  Herod  on  that  day  became  1** 
friends  with  each  other ;  for  before  they  were  at 
enmity  between  themselves. 

And  Pilate,  having  called  together  the  chief  13 
priests  and  the  rulers  and  the  people,  said  to  them  :  14 
Ye  brought  to  me  this  man,  as  one  perverting 
the  people ;  and,  behold,  1,  having  examined  him 
before  you,  found  no  fault  in  this  man,  touobing 
those  things  whereof  ye  accuse  him.    No,  nor  yet  15 
Herod;    for  I  sent  you  up  to  him;  and  behold, 
nothing  worthy  of  death  has  been  done  by  him.    116 
will  therefore  chastise,  and  release  him.    And  they  IB 
cried  out  all  at  once,  saying  :  Away  with  this  man, 
and  release  to  us  Barabbas !    (Who  for  a  certam  se-  19 
dltion  made  in  the  city,  and  for  murder,  was  cast  iote 
prison). 

Again,  therefore,  Pilate  spake  to  them,  desiring  20 
to  release  Jesus.  But  they  cried,  saying  :  Onicify,  21 
crucify  him.  And  a  third  time  he  said  to  them,  22 
What  evil  then  has  this  man  done?  1  have  found 
DO  cause  of  death  in  him.  1  will  therefore  chastise, 
Bod  release  hiuL  And  they  were  ui^nt  with  lond  23 
voices,  requiring  that  he  should  be  cruciBed.    AncT 

y.  17  is  omitted  in  alt  the  oldest  and  best  copies. 
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their  voices  and  tho^  of  the  chief  priests  prevailed. 
34  And  Pilate  gave  senteDce  that  it  should  be  doi^  as 

25  they  req[uired.  And  he  released  him  that  for  sedi- 
tipQ  and  inarder  was  cast  into  prison,  whom  they 
required ;  and  Jesqs  he  delivered  up  to  their  will. 

26  And  as  they  led  him  away,  they  laid  hoM  of  one 
Simon  a  Cyrenian,  coming  from  the  country^  and 
on  him  they  laid  the  cross,  that  he  might  bear  it 

37  after  Jesus.  And  thei^  followed  him  a  great  com- 
pany of  the  people,  and  of  women  who  also  bewailed 

28  and  lamented  him.  But  Jesus  turning  to  them  said  ; 
Daugbters  of  Jerusalem,  weep  not  for  me,  but  weep 

^  for  yourselves,  and  for  your  children.  For,  behold, 
daysare  coming  in  which  they  shall  say :  Happy  the 
barren,  and  wombs  that  never  bare,  and  breasts  that 

90  never  g«ve  suck.  Then  shall  they  begin  to  say  to 
the  mountains.  Fall  on  us ;  and  to  the  hills.  Cover 

31  us.  For  if  they  do  these  things  in  the  green  tree, 
what  shall  be  done  19  the  d^ry  ? 

32  And  there  were  also  two  others,  malefactors,  led 

33  with  him  to  be  put  to  deatli.  And  when  they  bad 
gone  'away  to  the  place  which  is  called  Calvary, 
there  they  crucified  him,  and  the  malefacton^  one  on 

dd  the  right  hand,  and  the  other  on  the  left  And 
Jesus  said :  Father,  forgive  them ;  for  they  know 
not  what  they  do.  And  they  divided  his  garmeats^ 
oasfing  lots. 

V.83.    Cjen  which  Is  caUedSkaU 
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Xod  tbe  people  stood  beholding.    And  the  raler^  35 
aba  gcofied^  saying :  He  saved  others ;  let  him  save 
himself  if  he  is  the  Christ,  the  chosen  of  God.    And  36 
the  soldiers  also  coming  to  him  mocked  him,  ofl^ring 
luoi  Tinegar  ;  and  saying,  If  thou  art  the  King  of  37 
the  Jews,  save  thyself. 

And  there  was  an  inscription  written  over  him  :  36 
THIS  IS  THE  KING  OF  THE  JEWS.       ' 

And  one  of  Hhe  malefactors  who  were  hanged  39 
iwled  at  him,  saying :  If  thou  art  the  Christ,  save 
thyself  and  us.    But  the  other  answering  rebuked  AO 
tim,  saying :  Dost  thou  not  even  fear  God,  seeing  thou 
vt  in  the  sanie  condemnation?    And  we  indeed  41 
JMtly-;  for  we  are  receiving  the  due  reward  of  our 
^^^ ;  but  this  man  has  done  nothing  amiss.    And  42 
he  said  to  Jesus :  Bemember  me,  when  thou  comest 
lu  thy  kingdom.    And  Jesus  said  to  him  :  Yerily  43 
I  Bay  to  liee,  to^ay  shalt  thou  be  with  me  in 
paradise. 

And  it  WAS  about  the  sixth  hour ;  and  darkness  44 
cwdo  over  the  whole  land  until  the  ninth  hour.    And 
^  sun  was  darkened  j  and  the  vail  of  the  temple  45 
^M  rent  in  the  midst    And  Jesus,  crying  with  a  46 
Wd  voices  said  :  Father,  into  thy  hands  I  commit 
»y  spirit.    And  having  said  this,  he  expired. 

And  the  centurion,  seeing  what  was  done,  glori-  47 
&4  Qod,  saying  :  Verily,  this  man  was  righteous  I 
Aod  all  the  multitudes  who  had  come  together  to  48 
that  sight,  having  beheld  ihe  things  that  were 
'   U7 
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49  done,  smote  their  breasts  and  return^.  And  all  his 
acquaintance  were  standing  afar  off,  and  women  who 
bad  followed  bim  from  Galilee,  beholding  these 
things. 

50  And,  behold,  a  man  named  Joseph,  a  counselor, 

51  a  good  and  jast  man,  (he  bad  not  consented  to 
their  counsel  and  deed),  from  Arimathea  a  city  of 
the  Jews,  who  was  waiting  for  the  kingdom  of  God ; 

52  this  man  went  to  Pilate,  and  asked  for  the  body  of 
&3  Jesus.    And  he  took  it  down,  and  wrapped  it  in 

linen,  and  laid  it  in  a  sepulchre  that  was  hewn' in 

54  the  rock,  where  no  one  was  yet  laid.  And  it  was 
the  day  of  preparation,,  and  the  sabbath  drew  on. 

55  And  the  women  also,  who  had  come  with  him  oat 
of  Galilee,  followed  aftel*,  and  viewed  the  sepulchre, 

5G  and  how  his  body  was  laid.  And  returning,  they 
prepared  spices  and  ointments ;  and  on  the  sabbath 
they  rested  according  to  the  commandment. 

1  XXIV.  Now  on  the  first  day  of  the  week,  very 
early  in  the  morning,  they  came  to  the  sepulchre, 

2  bringing  the  spices  which  they  had  prepared. .  And 
they  found  the  stone  rolled  away  from  the  sepulchre. 

3  And  entering  in,  they  found  not  the  body  of  the 

4  Lord  Jesus.  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  as  they 
were  much  perplexed  concerning  this,  behold,  two 

5  men  stood  by  them  in  shining  garment&  And  they 
being  afraid  and  bowing  their  &ce8  to  the  earth, 
they  said  to  them  :  Why  seek  ye  the  livii^  among 
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tbedead?    Hei$Dotbere,but]sriseD.    Bemember    6 
bow  he  spake  to  joa  when  he  was  yet  in  Galilee, 
■P^ :  The  Baa  of  man  must  be  delivered  into  the    7 
haoda  of  sinfol  meni  and  be  crucified,  and  on  the 
third  day  nsQ  f^^.     And  they  remembered  his    8 
words. 

And  retnnui^  from  the  sepulchre,  they  reported    9 
lU  th^  tbiogs  to  the  eleven,  and  to  all  the  rest 
And  it  was  Mary  the  Magdalene,  and  Joanna,  and  10 
Mary  the  fnother  of  James,  and  the  other  women 
vith  them,  who  said  these  things  to  the  apostles. 
And  their  words  seemed  to  them  as  idle  talk,  and  11 
tbey  believed  them  not. 

Bot  Peter  rose  pp,  and  ran  to  the  sepulchre ;  and  12 
stooping  &OWD,  he  beholds  the  linen  cloths  lying  by 
tbemselves ;  and  l^e  departed  to  his  home^  wondering 
»t  that  which  was  come  to  pass. 

And,  behold,  two  of  them  were  going  on  that  13 
nme  day  to  a  village  called  Emmaus,  distant  sixty 
'orlongs  from  Jerusalem.    And  they  were  convers-  14 
iiig  together  concerning  all  these  things  that  had 
Wn  place.    And  it  came  to  pass,  that  while  they  15 
were  conversing  and  reasonit^,  Jesus  himself  drew 
war,  and  went  with  them.    But  their  eyes  were  16 
boUen  that  they  ehonld  not  know  him. 

And  he  said  to  them :.  What  communications  are  It 
thes^  that  ye  have  one  with  another,  as  ye  walk, 
and  are  sad  f    And  one,  whose  name  was  Cleopas,  18 
KDBwering  aud  to  him :  Dost  thoa  alone  sojourn  in 
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Jerasalem  and  not  know  the  things  that  ha^e  come 

19  to  pass  there  in  these  days?  And  he  said  to  them. 
What  thin^?  And  they  said  to  him :  The  things 
concerning  Jesos  of  Nazareth,  who  was  a  prophet 
mighty  in  deed  and  word  before  God  and  all  the 

20  people;  and  how  the  chief  priests  and  our  ralers 
delivered  him  np  to  be  condemned  to  death,  and 

21  cracified  him.  But  we  were  hoping  that  it  was  he 
who  was  to  redeem  Israel.  But  indeed,  beside  all 
this,  to  day  is  the  third  day  since  these  things  were 

22  done.  Tea,  and  certain  women  also  of  our  company 
made  us  astonished,  who  were  early  at  the  sepulchre ; 

23  and  not  finding  his  body,  came  saying,  that  thej 
had  also  seen  a  vision  of  angels,  who  say  that  he  is 

24  alive.  And  some  of  those  who  were  with  us  went 
away  to  the  sepulchre,  and  found  it  even  so  as  the 
women  had  said ;  but  him  they  saw  not. 

25  Then  he  sud  to  them :  0  foolish,  and  slow  of 
heart  to  believe  all  that  the  prophets  have  spoken ! 

26  Was  it  not  necessary,  that  the  Christ  should  suffer 

27  these  things,  and  enter  into  his  glory?  And  begin- 
ning from  Moses,  and  all  the  prophets,  he  explained 
to  them  in  all  the  Scriptures  the  things  concerning 
himself. 

28  And  they  drew  near  to  the  village,  whither  they 
were  going';  and  he  made  as  though  he  would  go 

29  further.  But  they  constrained  him,  saying :  Abide 
with  us ;  for  it  is  toward  evening,  and  the  day  n 
far  spent    And  he  went  in  to  abide  with  them. 
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And  it  came  to  pass»  that  aa  be  was  recliDiD^  at  30 
table  with  them,  he  took  bread,  and  blessed  it,  and  • 
breaking,  gave  to  them.     And,  their  eyes  were  31 
opened,  and  thej  knew  him ;  and  he  vanished  out  of 
their  sight    And  they  said  one  to  another  :  Did  not  32 
oar  heart  bam  within  us,  while  he  talked  to  us  in 
the  way,  and  while  he  opened  to  ns  the  Sqriptares? 

And  rising  up  in  the  same  hour,  they  returned  to  33 
Jemsalem,  and  found  the  eleven  and  those  who  were 
with  them  gathered  together ;  saying :   The  ^Lord  34 
is  risen  indeed,  and  has  appeared  to  Simon.    And  35 
they  related  what  things  were  done  in  the  way,  and 
W  he  was  known  by  them  in  the  breaking  of 
bread. 

And  while  they  were  speaking  these  things,  he  36 
himself  stood  in  the  midst  of  them,  and  says  to 
them:  Peace  be  to  you.    But  they  were  terrified  37 
and  affrighted,  and  supposed  that  they  beheld  a 
spirit    And  he  said  to  them ;  Why  are  ye  troubled  ?  38 
And  wherefore  do  thoughts  arise  in  your  hearts? 
8«  my  hands  and  my  feet,  that  it  is  I  myself.  39 
Handle  me,  and  see ;  for  a  spirit  has  not  flesh  and 
hones,  as  ye  see  me  have.    And  having  said  this,  40 
^  showed  them  his  hands  and  his  feet    And  while  41 
*%  yet  believed  not  for  joy,  and  wondered,  he  said 
to  them.  Have  ye  here  anything  to  eat?     And  42 
^  gave  him  a  piece  of  a  broiled  fish,  and  of  a 
^^oneycomb.    And  he  took,  and  ate  it  before  them.  43 

And  he  said  to  them :  These  are  my  words  which  41 
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1  spake  to  you,  while  I  was  yet  with  yoa,  that 
all  things  must  he  fulfllfed,  which  aiie  wiftten  in 
the  law  of  Moses,  and  the  prophets,  aniS  pealms, 

45  concerning  me.  Then  opened  he  thedr  anderstaod- 
ing,  that  they  might  understand  the  Scriptares. 

46  And  he  said  to  them :  Thu^  it  is  wtittev,  that  the 
Christ  should  suflfer,  and  afaouM  rise  from  the  dead 

47  on  the  third  day ;  and  that  repeiitanee  and  remis- 
sion of  sins  should  be  preached  lo  his  name  among 

48  all  the  nations,  beginning  at  Jerusalem.  Te  are 
witnesses  of  these  things, 

49  And,  behold,  I  send  fbrth  the  protobe  of  my 
Father  upon  you.  filut  do  ye  tarry  in  the  city;  no- 
til  ye  are  endued  with  power  from  on  high. 

50  And  he  led  them  out  as  far  as  to  Bethany;  and 

51  lifting  up  his  hands,  he  blessed  them.  And  it  came 
to  pass,  while  he  blessed  them,  that  he  parted  from 

52  them,  and  was  borne  up  into  hearen.  And  they,

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In  the  beginning  was  the  Word,  and  the  Word  1

was  in  the  beginning  with  Qod,  All  things  were  3 
made  by  him ;  and  without  him  was  nothing  made 
that  has  been  made.  In  him  was  life ;  and  the  life  4 
was  the  light  of  men.  And  the  light  shines  in  the  5  . 
darkness ;  and  the  darkness  comprehended  it  not 

There  was  a  man  sent  from  God,  whose  name    6 
was  John.    The  same  came  for  a  witness,  to  bear    7 
witness  of  the  light,  that  through  him  all  might  be- 
lieve. He  was  not  the  light ;  bat  [came]  to  bear  wit-    8 
nesB  of  the  light.    There  was  the  tnie  light,  which    9 
lights  every  man  that  comes  into  the  world.   He  was  10  • 
in  the  world,  and  the  world  was  made  by  him,  and  the 
world  knew  him  not    He  came  to  his  own,  and  his^  11 
own  received  him  not    Bat  as  many  as  received  12  * 
him,  to  them  gave  he  power  to  become  children  of  • 

T.  S.    or,  were  made  throagh  htm 
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13  God,  to  them  that  bdie^e  on  h\a  name ;  who  were 
born,  not  of  blood,  nor  of  the  will  of  the  flesh,  nor 
of  the  will  of  man,  bat  of  God: 

.14  And  the  Word  became  flesh,  and  dwelt  among  us ; 
and  we  beheld  his  ^ory,  a  glory  as  of  the  only  be 
gotten  from  the  Father,  fall  of  grace  and  truth. 

fl§  John  b&re  witness  of  htm ;  and  Cried,  saying :  Thia 
was  he  of  whom  I  said.  He  that  comes  after  me  is 

:1^  preferred  before  me,  becaase  he  was  before  me.  Be- 
cause oat  of  his  fdlbess  we  »U  received,  and  grace 

17  for  grace.    For  the  law  was  given  through  Moses  ; 

16  grace  and  truth  came  through  Jesus  Christ.  No 
one  has  seen  God  at  any  time ;  the  only  begotten 
Son,  who  is  in  the  bosom  of  the  Father,  he  declared 
him. 

19  And  this  is  the  witness  of  John,  when  the  Jews 
sent  priests  and  Levites  from  Jerusalem  to  ask  him, 

20  Who  art  thou  ?    And  he  confessed,  and  denied  not ; 

21  and  he  confessed,  I  am  not  the  Christ.    And  they 
.  asked  him^  What  then  ?    Art  thou  Elijah  ?    And 

he  says,  I  am  not.    Art  thou  the  Prophet?    And 

22  he  answered,  Na  They  said  therefore  to  him :  Who 
art  thou  ?  that  we  may  give  an  answer  to  them  tliat 

23  sent  us.  What  sayest  thou  of  thyself?  He  said: 
lam  the  voice  of  one  crying  in  the  wilderness,

v.  15.    Qr»  is  become  before  me;  becauM  he  was  prior 
to  me. 
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Make  straight  the.  way  of  tb^  Lord,  as  said  Isaiah

And  they  that  were  sent  were. of  the  Pharisees.  24 
Aod  they  asked  hun,  and  said  to  him :  Why  then  25 
doet  thoa  imaierse,.  if  thpa  art  not  the  Christy  nor 
Elijah,  nor  the  Prophet?    John  answered  them,  26 
saying:  I  immenie  in  water.     There  stands  one 
in  the  midst  of  yoq^  whom  ye  know  not ;  he  that  27 
comes  after  me,  the  latchet  of  whose  sandal  I  am 
not  worthy  to  nnlopse. 

These  tilings  took  place  in  Bethany  beyond  the  28 
Jordan,  whei;e  John  was  immersing. 

Ob  the  morrow,  h.p  sees  Jesns  coming  to  him,  and  29 
says :  Behold  the  Lamb  of  God,  that  takes  away  the 
sin  of  the  world !    This  is  he  of  whom  I  said :  After  30 
me  comes  a  man  who  is  ][ureferred  before  me ;  be- 
cause he  was  before  me.    And  I  knew  him  not ;  but  31 
that  he  might  be  made  manifest  to  Israel,  for  this  I 
came  immersing  in  water. 

And  John  bare  witn^,  saying. :  I  have  seen  the  32 
Bfirit  desceciding  a^  a  doye  out  of  heayeni  and  it 
abode  npoQ  him.    And  I  ^new  him  not ;  bnt  he  that  33 
seat  me  to.immsi^  ip  wato^  the  same  said  to  me : 
Upon  whom  thoa  sbalt  see  ^  Spirit  descending, 
and  abic&ig  on  hkn*  Ite  same  is  he  that  immerses  in 
tiie  Holy  Spirit.    Aod  I  hn^ve  8een,.and  haye  borne  34 
witness,  that  tbiai  Is  the  Spn  of  Qod.

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35  Again,  on  tbe  morrow,  John  was  standing  and 

36  two  of  his  disciples ;  and  looking  upon  Jesus  as  he 

37  walked,  he  says :  Behold  the  Lamb  of  Gk)d  I  And 
the  two  disciples  heard  him  speak,  and  they  followed 

38  Jesus.  And  Jesus  turning,  and  beholding  them  fol- 
lowing, says  to  them  :  What  seek  ye  ?  They  said 
to  him :  Eabbi,  (which  interpreted  means,  Teacher) 

39  where  dost  fhon  abide  ?  He  says  to  them :  Come, 
and  ye  shall  see.  They  came  and  saw  where  he 
abode ;  and  they  abode  with  him  that  day.  It  was 
about  the  tenth  hour. 

40  Andrew,  the.brother  of  Simon  Peter,  was  one  of 
the  two  who  heard  it  from  John,  and  followed  him. 

41  He  first  finds  his  brother  Simon,  and  says  to  him  : 
We  have  found  the  Messiah,  which  is  interpreted, 

42  Christ.    And  he  brought  him  to  Jesus.    Jesus,  be- 
*     holding  him,  said :  Thou  art  Simon  the  son  of  Jo- 
nah; thou  shalt  be  called  Cephas,  which  is  inteiv 
preted,  Peter  [Bock]. 

43  On  the  morrow  he  would  go  forth  into  Galilee. 
And  he  finds  Philip ;  and  Jesus  says  to  him :  Fol- 

44  low  me.    Now  PhiHp  was  froiH  Bethsaida,  of  the 

45  city  of  Andrew  and  Peter.  Philip  finds  Nathanael, 
and  says  to  him :  We  have  found  him  of  whom 
Moses,  in  the  law,  and  the  prophets  wrote,  Jesus  the 

46  son  of  Joseph,  who  is  from  Nazareth.  And  Na- 
thanael  said  to  him.  Can  any  good  thing  come  oat 
of  Nazareth?    Philip  says  to  him.  Come  and  see. 

47  Jesus  saw  Nathanael  coming  to  him,  and  says  of 
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idm :  Bdiold  an  Israelite  iodeed,  in  whom  is  do 
guile  I    Nattianael  say^  to  him.  Whence  knowest  48 
thou  n^  ?    JeBQ9  answered  and  said  to  him :  Before 
Philip  called  tibee,  when  thou  wast  under  the  fig 
tree,  I  saw  tiiee*  *  Nathaoael  aoswered  :  Babhi,  thou  49 
art  the  Son  of  Qfod,  thou  art  the  King  of  Israel. 
Jesus  answered  and  said  to  him :  Because  I  said  to  50 
thee,  I  saw  thee  under  the  fig  tree,  believest  thou  ? 
Thoa  shalt  see  greater  things  thui  these.    And  he  51 
Bays  to  him  :  Verily,  verily,  I  say  to  ypu,  henceforth 
ye  shall  see  heaven  opengi  and  the  angels  of  God     » 
ascending  and  descending  upon  the  Son  of  man. 

II.    And  on  the  thurd  day  there  was  a  marriage    1 
in  Gana  of  Galilee ;  and  the  moth^  of  Jesus  was 
there.    And  Jesus  also  was  bidden,  and  his  disci-    2 
pies,  to  the  marriage.    And  wine  having  failed,  the    3 
mother  of  Jesus  says  to  him,  They  have  no  wine.

His  mother  says    5 
to  the  servants :  Whatever  be  says  to  you,  do  it. 
Now 'there  were  set  there  six  waterpots  of  stone,    6 
after  the  Jewish  custom  of  purifying,  containing 
two  or  three  firkins  apiece.    Jesus  says  to  them  :    7 
Fill  the  waterpots  with  water.    And  they  filled 
them  up  to  the  brim.    And  he  says  to  them :  Draw    8 

y.  61.   Some  ancient  copies  (mti^,  henceforth. 
V.  6.    Firkin :  holding  nine  gallons, 
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out  now,  and  bear  to  the  niler  of  the  feast    And 

9  they  bare  it.    When  the  ral^  of  tbd  feart  tasted 

!y     the  water  that  was  made  wine  (and  he  knew  not 

whence  it  was,  bnt  the  servants  who  had  drawn  the 

water  knew,]  the  ruler  of  the  feast  called  the  bridfr' 

10  groom,  and  says  to  him  :  Every  man  sets  forth  the 
good  wine  first ;  and  when  they  have  dmnk  freely, 
then  that  which  is  worse.    Thoa  hast  kept  the  good 

11  wine  nntil  now.  This  beginning  of  the  signs  Jesoa 
wrought  in  Gana  of  GiUilee,  ai^  manifested  his 
glory ;  and  his  disciples  believed  on  him. 

12  After  this  he  went  down  to  Capernaum,  he,  and 
his  mother,  and  his  brothers,  and  his  disciples ;  and 
they  abode  there  not  many  days.  « 

13  And  the  passover  of  the  Jews  was  at  hand ;  and 

14  Jesus  went  up  to  Jerusalem.  And  he  found  in  the 
temple  those  that  sold  oxen  and  sheep  and  doves, 

15  and  the  money-changers  sitting.  And  having  made 
a  scourge  of  small  cords,  he  drove  all  out  of  the 
temple,  both  the  sheep  and  the  oxen ;  and  poured 
out  the  changers'  money,  and  overthrew  the  tables ; 

16  and  to  them  that  sold  doves  he  said :  Take  these 
things  hence ;  make  not  my  Father's  house  a  house 

17  of  merchandise.  And  his  disciples  remembered  that 
it  is  written :  Zeal  for  thy  house  consumes  me. 

IS  The  Jews  therefore  answered  and  said  to  him : 
What  sign  dost  thou  show  to  us,  seeing  that  thou 

19  doest  these  things?  Jesus  answered  and  said  to 
them :  Destroy  this  temple,  and  in  three  days  I  will 
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rmae  it  up.    Therefore  said  the  Jews :  Forty  and  20 
six  years  was  this  temple  in  building,  and  wilt  thoa 
raise  it  up  in  three  days?    Bat  he  spake  of  the  21 
temple  of  his  body.    When  therefore  he  was  risen  22 
from  the  dead,  his  disciples  remembered  that  he  said 
this ;  and  they  bdieved  the  Scripture,  and  the  word 
which  Jesos  spake. 

Now  when  he  was  in  Jerosalem  at  the  passover,  23 
on  the  feast-day,  many  believed  on  his  name,  behold- 
ing his  signs  which  he  wrought.    But  Jesus  did  not  24 
trust  himself  to  them,  because  he  knew  all  men, 
and  had  no  need  that  any  one  should  testify  of  25  ' 
man ;  for  he  himself  knew  what  was  in  man. 

m.    Thebe  was  a  man  of  the  Pharisees,  named    1 
Nicodemus,  a  ruler  of  the  Jews.    The  same  came    2 
to  him  by  night,  and  said  to  him  :  Eabbi,  we  know 
that  thou  hast  come  a  teacher  from  God ;  for  no 
one  can  do  these  signs  that  thou  doest,  except  God 
be  with  him. 

Jesus  answered  and  said  to  him :  Verily,  yerily,    3 
I  say  to  thee,  except  a  man  be  bom  again,  he  cau 
not  see  the  kingdom  of  God.    Nicodemus  says  to    4 
him :    How  can  a  man  be  born  when  he  is  old? 
Can  he  enter  the  second  time  into  his  mother's 
womb,  and  be  born  ? 

Jesus  answered :  Verily,  verily,  I  say  to  thee,  except    6 

y.  3.    or,  bom  from  above 
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a  mao  be  bom  of  crater  ancl  the  Spirit,  be  can  oot 

6  enter  ioto  l^e  klDgdom  of  Go<i  That  which  ia 
born  of  the  flefib  is- flesh ;  and  that  which  is  bom  of 

7  the  Spirit  is  ^irit  Marvel  not  that  I  said  to  thee, 
Ye  must  be  born  ag^n, 

8  The  wind  blows  wh^re  it  will  aiid  thou  heareat 
the  sound  thereof,  but  knowest  not  whence  it  comes^ 
and  whither  it  goes.  So  is  every  one  that  is  bom 
of  the  Spirit 

9  Nicodemus  answered  and  said  to  him :  How  cem 

10  these  things  be  ?  Jesus  answered  and  said  to  him : 
Art  thou  the  teacher  of  Israel,  and  knowest  not 

11  these  things?  Verily,  verily,  I  say  to  thee,  vro 
speak  that  which  we  know,  and  testify  that  which 
we  have  seen ;  and  ye  receive  not  our  testimony. 

12  If  I  have  told  you  earthly  things,  and  ye  believe 
not,  how  shall  ye  believe,  if  I  tell  you  heavenly 

13  things  ?  And  no  pne  has  ascended  up  into  heaven, 
but  he  that  came  down  out  of  heaven,  the  Son  of 

14  man  who  is  in  heaven.  And  as  Moses  lifted  up  the 
serpent  in  the  wilderness,  so  must  the  Son  of  man 

15  be  lifted  up ;  that  whosoever  believes  on  him  may 

16  have  eternal  life.  For  God  so  loved  the  world,  that  he 
gave  his  only-begotten  Son,  that  whosoever  believes 
on  him  snoujd  not  perish,  but  may  have  everlasting 

17  life.  For  God  sent  not  his  Son  into  the  world  to 
judge  the  world ;  but  that  the  world  through  hira 

is  might  be  saved.  He  that  believes  on  him  is.  not 
judged  ;  but  he  that  believes  not  has  already  been 
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Jodged,  because  he  has  not  beUeved  on  the  name  of 
the  only-b^otten  Son  of  GocL    And  this  iB  the  19 
judgment,  that  ll^ht  has  come  into  the  world,  and 
men  loved  the  darkness  rather  than  the  Ught ;  for 
tiwir  deeds  were  evil    For  every  one  that  doeth  evil  20 
bsteB  the  light,  and  comes  not  to  the  light,  lest  his 
deedi  shoold  be  lepronred.    Bat  he  that  doeth  the  21 
troth  comes  to  the  light,  that  his  deeds  may  be  made 
muaSui,  that  they  are  wrought  in  God. 

AfUsr  these  things  came  Jesns  and  his  disciples  22 
into  the  land  of  Jodea ;  and  there  he  tarried  with 
^hfim,  and    immersed.    And  John  also  was.  im-  23 
loeiBiDg  in  ^non  near  to  Salim,  because  there  was 
much  water  there ;  and  they  came,  and  were  im- 
mersed.*  For  John  was  not  yet  cast  into  prison.       24 

There  arose  therefore  a  question,  on  the  part  of  25 
John's  disciples  with  a  Jew,  about  purifying.    And  26 
tbey  came  to  John  and  said  to  him  :  Babbi,  he  that 
^w  with  thee  beyond  the  Jordan,  to  whom  thon 
^  borne  witness,  behold,  the  same  immerses,  and 
in  come  to  him. 

John  answered  and  said :  A  man  can  receive  noth-  27 
fag,  except  it  be  given  him  from  heaven.    Ye  your-  28 
B^ves  bear  me  witness,  that  I  said,  I  am  not  the 
Ohrist,  but  that  I  am  sent  before  him.    He  that  29 
bas  the  bride  is  the  bridegroom.    But  the  friend  of 
tte  bridegroom,  who  stands  and  hears  him,  rejoices 
greatly  because  of  the  bridegroom's  voice.    This  my 
joy  therefore  is  made  full.    He  must  increase,  but  80 
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31  I  most  decrease.  He  that  comes  from  above  is 
above  ali;  he  that  la  from  the  earth  is  of  the  earth, 
and  speaks  of  Had  earth ;  he  that  comes  from  heaven 

32  is  above  alL    And  what  he  has  seen  and  heard»  that 
3d  he  testifies ;  aad  histestimooy  no  one  reeeivea.    He 

that  has  reodved  his  testimODj  has  set  his  seal  that 

34  God  is  true.  For  he  whom  God  eent  speaks  the 
words  of  God ;  for  he  gives  not  the  Spirit  by  meas- 

35  nre.    The  Father.  loves  the  Son,  aod  has  givea  all 

36  things  info  his  hand.  He  that  believes  (m  the  Son 
has  everhistuig  life ;  aod  he  that  believes  not  <the 
Son  qhall  not  see  life,  bat  the  wrath  of  Gk)d  abid^ 
on  him. 

1  lY.  Whin  therefore  the  Lord  knew  that  the 
Pharisees  had  heard,  that  Jesos  made  and  immersed 

2  more  disciples  than  John  (though  Jesus  himself  im- 

3  mersed  not,  bat  his.jdiscipleB ;)  he  left  Judea,  and 

4  departed  ogam  into  Galilee.     And  he  most  go 

5  tkrough  Samaria.  He  copnes  therefore  to  a  city  of 
Samaria,  called  Sycbar,  near  to  the  parcel  of  grouod 

6  that  Jacob  gave  to  bis  son  Joseph.  Now  Jacob's 
well  was  there.  Jes^s  therefore,  being  wearied  with 
the  joomey,  sat  down  tfaas  on  the  welL  It  was 
about  the  sixth  hour. 

7  There  comes  a  wopfian  of  Samaria  to  draw  water. 

8  Jesus  says  to  her,  Give,  me  to  drink.    For  his  dis:

y.  5.   Bychar:  also  called  Sheoh«m 
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dpks  iikd  gone  away  into  tiie  city  to  bny  food. 
Tbe  SatDaritan  woman  th^refOfe  says  to  him :  How    9 
IB  it  that  thoa,  being  a  Jew,  ask^t  dfink  of  me,  be- 
ing a  Samaritan  woman  ?    For  tbe  Jews  have  no 
dealings  with  the  Samaritans.    Jesns  answered  and  10 
said  to  her :  If  thou  knewest  the  gift  of  God,  and 
who  it  is  that  says  to  thee.  Give  me  to  drink,  thoa 
wonldest  have  asked  of  him,  and  he  would  have 
given  thee  living  water.    The  woman  says  to  him :  11 
Sir,  thou  hast  nothing  to  draw  with,  and  the  wdl 
is  deep.    From  whence  then  hast  thou  the  living 
water?    Art  thou  greater  than  our  father  Jacob, '12 
who  gave  us  the  weD,  and  drank  thereof  himself, 
and  his  children,  and  his  cattle  ?    Jesus  answered  13 
and  said  to  her  :  Every  one  that  drinks  of  this  wa- 
ter shall  thirst  again.    But  whoever  drinks  of  the  14 
water  that  I  shall  give  him  shall  never  thirst ;  but 
the  water  that  I  shall  give  him  shall  become  in  him 
a  well  of  water,  springing  up  into  everlasting  life. 
The  woman  says  to  him :  Sir,  give  me  this  water,  15 
that  I  may  not  thirst,  nor  come  hither  to  draw. 

Jesus  says  to  her :  Go,  call  thy  husband,  and  16 
oome  hither.    The  woman  angered  and  said :  I  17 
have  no  husband.    Jesus  says  to  her :  Thou  saidst 
weU,  I  have  no  husband.    For  thou  hast  had  five  18 
husbands ;  and  he  whom  thou  now  hast  is  not  thy 
husband.    That  thou  hast  spoken  truly. 

The  woman  says  to  him  :  Sir,  I. perceive  that  thou  19 
art  a  prophet.    Our  ikthers  worshiped  in  this  moun-  20

tain  i  and  ye  say,  tiiat  in  Jenualem  is  the  place 

21  where  men  ought  to  worship.  Jesus  says  .to  her  : 
WomaD,  believe  me»  an  hour  is  comiDg,  wliea  ye 
shall  neither  in  this  mountain  nor  in  Jerusalem  wor- 

22  ship  the  Father.  Ye  worship  that  which  ye  know 
not ;  we  worship  that  which  we  know ;  because  salva- 

23  tion  is  of  the  Jews.  But  an  hour  is  coming,  and 
now  is,  when  the  true  worshipers  shall  worship  the 
Father  in  spirit  and  in  truth ;  for  such  the  Father 

24  seeks  to  worship  him.  God  is  spirit ;  and  they  that 
worship  him  must  worship  in  spirit  and  in  truth. 

25  The  woman  says  to  him :  I  know  that  Messiah 
comes  (who  is  called  Christ) ;  whim  he  is  come,  he 

26  will  tell  us  all  things.  Jesus  says  to  her :  I  that 
speak  to  thee  am  he. 

27  And  upon  this  came  his  disciples ;  and  they  mar- 
veled that 'he  talked  with  the  woman.  Tet  no  one 
said,  What  seekest  thou  ?  or,  Why  talkest  thou  with 
her? 

28  The  woman  then  left  her  waterpot,  and  went  away 

29  into  the  city,  and  says  to  the  men :  Come,  see  a  man 
who  told  me  all  things  that  ever  I  did.    Is  this  the 

30  Christ  ?  Then  they  went  out  of  the  city,  and  came 
to  him.  ^ 

31  In  the  meanwhile  the  disciples  prayed  him,  say- 

32  ing :  Master,  eat.    But  he  said  to  them,  I  have  food 

33  to  eat  that  ye  know  not  of.    Therefore  said  the  disci- 


V.  27.    or,  was  talldog  with  a  woman. 
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pkB  one  to  another,  Has  any  one  brought  lumanght 
to  eat?    Jesus  says  to  them :  My  food  id  to  do  the  34 
ynSL  of  him  that  sent  me,  and  to  finish  his  work. 
l>o  ye  not  say,  there  are  yet  four  months,  and  then  35 
comes  the  harvest  ?    Behold,  I  say  to  yon,  lift  up 
your  eyes  and  look  on  the  fields,  that  they  are  abeady 
white  for  harvest.    And  he  that  reaps  receives  wa-  36 
ges,  and  gathers  frnit  nnto  life  eternal ;  that  both  he 
that  BOWS  and  he  that  reaps  may  rejoice  together. 
And  herein  is  the  true  saying,  One  sows  and  an-  37 
other  reaps.    I  sent  yon  to  reap  that  whereon  ye  38 
liave  not  labored.    Other  men  have  labored,  and  ye 
liave  entered  into  their  labor. 

And  many  of  the  Samaritans  of  that  city  believed  39  ^ 
on  him  for  the  saying  of  the  woman,  who  testified. 
He  told  me  all  that  ever  I  did.    When  therefore  the  40 
Samaritans  came  to  him,  they  besought  him  to  tarry 
with  them.    And  he  tarried  there  two  days.    And  41 
fiir  more  believed  because  of  bis  word.    And  they  42 
said  to  the  woman :  We  no  longer  believe  because  of 
thy  saying ;  for  we  ourselves  have  heard,  and  know 
that  this  is  in  truth  the  Savior  of  the  world. 

And  after  the  two  days  he  departed  thence,  and  43 
went  into  Galilee.  For  Jesus  himself  testified,  that  44 
a  prophet  has  no  honor  in  his  own  country. 

When  therefore  he  came  into  Galilee,  the  Gali-  45 
leans  received  him,  having  seen  all  that  he  did  in 
Jerusalem  at  the  feast ;  for  they  also  went  to  the  feast, 
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46  So  ba  cfttne  a^in  into  Oana  of  Galilee,  where  he 
made  the  water  wii|6. 

And  there  was  a  certain  Boblema^,  whose  son  was 

47  sick,  in  OaperaaaiQ.    He^  haviog  heard  that  Jesus 
^     was  come  out  of  Judea  into  Qililee,  went  to  hixDy 

and  besought  him  that  he  woald  come  down  and

49  wonders,  ye  will  not  believe*    The  nobleman  says  to 

50  him  :  Sir,  come  down  ere  my  child  die.  Jesos  sajs 
to  him  :  Go  thy  way ;  thy  son  lives.  And  the  man 
believed  the  word  that  Jesus  spake  to  him,  and  he 

51  went  his  way.  And  as  he  wasF  now  going  down^ 
his  servants  met  him,  and  brought  word  saying,  Thy 

62  child  lives.  Then  inquired  he  of  them  the  hour  when 
he  began  to  amend.    And  they  said  to  him,  Yester- 

63  day  at  the  seventh  hour  the  fever  left  him.  So  the 
father  knew  that  it  was  in  the  same  hour,  in  which 
Jeaus  said  to  him,  Thy  son  lives.    And  he  himself 

64  believed,  and  his  whole  house.  This  second  sign 
Jesus  wrought,  when  he  had  come  out  of  Judea  into 
Galilee. 

1  Y.    Afteb  these  things  there  was  a  feast  of  the 

2  Jews ;  and  Jesus  went  np  to  Jerusalem.  Now  there 
is  in  Jerusalem  by  the  sheep-gate  a  pool,  which  is 
called  in  the  Hebrew  tongue  Bethesda,  having  five 

3  porches.  In  these  lay  a  multitude  of  the  infirm,  of 
blind,  lame,  withered,  [waiting  for  the  moving  of  the 
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water.    For  an  angel  went  down  at  a  certain'  Ma*    4 
eon  into  the  pool,  and  troubled  the  water.   He  thero- 
foTe,  who  first  went  in  after  the  tronbling  of  the  wa- 
ter, was  made  whole  of  whaterer  disease  he  had.] 
And  a  certain  man  was  there,  who  had  an  infirmity    5 
thirty  and  eight  years.    When  Jesns  saw  him  lying,    6 
and  knew  that  he  had  been  now  a  long  time  thus, 
be  says  to  him,  Wilt  l^oa  be. made  whole?    The    7 
infirm  man  answered  him :  Sir,  I  ha^e  no  man,  when 
the  water  is  troubled,  to  put  me  into  the  pool ;  but 
while  I  am  coming,  another  goes  down  before  me. 
Jesns  says  to  him  :  Rise,  take  up  thy  bed,  and  walk.    8 
And  immediately  the  man  was  made  whole,  and  took    9 
up  his  bed  and  walked. 

And  on  that  day  was  the  sabbath.    The  Jews  10 
therefore  said  to  him  that  was  cured :  It  is  the  sab- 
bath ;  it  is  not  lawful  for  thee  to  carry  the  bed.    He  11 
answered  them :  He  that  made  me  whole,  the  same 
sud  to  me.  Take  up  thy  bed  and  walk.    They  12 
asked  him  therefore.  Who  is  the  man  that  said  to 
thee.   Take  up  thy  bed  and  walk?    And  he  that  13 
was  healed  knew  not  who  it  was ;  for  Jesus  had 
conyeyed  himself  away,  there  being  a  multitude  in 
the  place. 

Afterward  Jesns  finds  him  in  the  temple.  And  he  14 
said  to  him :  Behold,  thou  art  made  whole ;  sin  no 
-__  .  -

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15  morei  lest  something  worse  befall  thee.  The  man 
departed, 'and  told  the  Jews  that  it  was  Jesus  who 

16  had  made  him  whole.  And  for  this  the  Jews  per- 
secuted Jesus,  because  he  did  these  things  on  the 

1*7  sabbath.    But  Jesus  answered  them :  My  Father 

18  works  hitherto,  and  I  work.  For  this  therefore  the 
Jews  sought  the  more  to  kill  him,  because  he  not 
only  broke  the  sabbath,  but  also  called  God  hia 
Father,  making  himself  equal  with  God. 

19  Then  answered  Jesus  and  said  to  them :  Yerily, 
verily,  I  say  to  you,  the  Son  can  do  nothing  of 
himself,  but  what  he  sees  the  Father  do ;  for  what 
things  soever  he  doeth,  these  also  doeth  the  Son  in 

20  like  manner.  For  the  Father  loves  the  Son,  and 
shows  him  all  things  that  he  himself  doeth ;  and 
greater  works  than  these  will  he  show  him,  that  ye      J 

21  may  marvel.  For  as  the  Father  raises  up  the 
dead,  and  quickens  them ;  so  also  the  Son  quickens 

22  whom  he  will.  For  neither  does  the  Father  judge 
any  one ;  but  all  judgment  he  has  committed  to  the 

23  Son;  that  all  may  honor  the  Son,  as  they  honor 
the  Father.  He  that  honors  not  the  Son  honors 
not  the  Father  who  sent  him. 

24  Verily,  verily,  I  say  to  you :  He  that  hears  my 
word,  and  believes  him  that  sent  me,  has  everlasting 
life,  and  comes  not  into  judgment,  but  has  passed 

25  out  of  death  into  life.  Verily,  verily,  I  say  to  you : 
An  hour  is^  coming,  and  now  is,  when  the  dead 
shall  hear  the  voice  of  the  Son  of  God ;  and  they 
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tliat  bear  shall  lire.    For  as  the  Father  has  life  in  26 
himself,  so  gave  he  also  to  the  Son  to  have  life  in 
himself.    And  he  gave  him  authority  to  execute  27 
jodgment  also,  because  he  i^hej^on  of  man.    Mar-  28 
vel  not  at  this ;  for  an  hour  is  coming,  in  which  all 
that  are .  in  the  graves  shall  hear  bis  voice,  and  29 
shall  come  forth  ;  they  that  have  done  good  to  the 
resurrection  of  life,  and  they  that  have  done  evil  to 
the  resurrection  of  judgment. 

I  can  of  myself  do  nothing.    As  I  hear,  I  judge  ;  30 
and  my  judgment  is  just ;  because  I  seek  not  my 
own  will,  but  the  will  of  him  that  sent  me. 

If  I  bear  witness  of  myself,  my  witness  is  not  31 
.true.    There  is  another  that  bears  lyitness  of  me ;  32 
and  I  know  that  the  witness  which  he  witnesses  of 
me  is  true.    Ye  have  sent  to  John,  and  he  has  33 
borne  witness  to  the  truth.    Bat  I  receive  the  wit-  34 
ness  not  from  man  ;  but  these  things  I  say,  that  ye 
might  be  saved.     He  was  a  burning  and  shining  35 
light ;  and  ye  were  willing  for  a  season  to  rejoice  in 
his  light.    But  I  have  greater  witness  than  that  of  36 
John ;  for  the  works  which  the  Father  gave  me  to 
finish,  the  works  themselves  that  I  do  bear  witness 
of  me,  that  the  Father  has  sent  me.    And   the  3** 
Father  himself,  who  sent  me,  has  borne  witness  of 
me.  .  Ye  have  neither  heard  his  voice  at  any  time, 
nor  seen  his  shape.    And  ye  have  not  his  word  38 

y.  27.    Gr,  is  a  son  of  man    . 
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abiding  in  you ;  for  whom  he  sent,  him  ye  believe 
not. 

39  Search  the  Scriptures ;  because  in  them  ye  think 
ye  have  eternal  life,  and  these  are  they  that  testify 

40  of  me ;  and  ye  will  not  come  to  me,  that  ye  may 

41  have  life.    I  receive  not  honor  from  men.    But  I 

42  know  yoa,  that  ye  have  not  the  love  of  Go<l  in  yea. 

43  I  have  come  in  my  Father's  name,  and  ye  receive 
me  not ;  if  another  shall  come  in  his  own  name,  him 

44  ye  will  receive.  ^  How  can  ye  believe,  receiving 
honor  one  of  another,  and  the  honor  that  is  from 

45  God  alone  ye  seek  not?    Do  not  think  that  I  will 
accuse  you  to  the  Father ;  there  is  one  that  accuses 

46  yon,  Moses  in  whom  ye  trust.    For  if  ye  believed 
Moses,  ye  would  believe  me ;  for  he  wrote  of  me. 

4*7  But  if  ye  believe  not  his  writings,  how  shall  ye  be* 
lieve  my  words? 

1  VI.    After  these  things  Jesus  went  over  the 

2  sea  of  Galilee,  which  is  the  sea  of  Tiberias.    And 
a  great  multitude  followed  him,  because  they  saw 

3  the  signs  which  he  wrought  on  the  sick.     And 
Jesus  went  up  into  the  mountain,  and  there  he  sat 

4  with  his  disciples.    And  the  passover,  the  feast  of 
6  the  Jews,  was  near.    Jesus  therefoi'e  lifting  up  his 

eyes,  and  seeing  that  a  great  multitude  is  coming 
to  him,  says  to  Philip  :  Whence  shall  we  buy  bread 

V.  39.    or,  Ye  search 
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that  these  may  eat?    And  this  he  said  tc  prove    6 
him ;  for  he  himself  knew  what  he  was  ahont  to  do. 
Philip  answered  him :  Two  hundred  denaries  worth    7 
c-f  hread  is  not  sufficient  for  them,  that  each  one 
may  take  a  little.    One  of  his  disciples,  Andrew,    8 
the  brother  9f  Simon  Peter,  says  to  him :  There  is  a    9 
lad  here,  who  has  five  barley  loaves  and  two  small 
fiahes ;  bnt  Tvhat  are  they  among  so  many?    JesnS  10 
aid,  Make  the  men  lie  down.    Now  there  was  much 
grass  in  the  place.    So  the  men  lay  down,  in  number 
about  five  thousand.    And  Jesus  took  the  loaves ;  11 
and  having  given  thanks,  he  distributed  to  them 
that  were  lying  down ;  and  likewise  of  the  fishes  as 
much  as  they  desired.    When  they  were  filled,  he  12 
said  to  his  disciples :  Gather  up  the  fragments  that 
remam,  that  nothing  be  lost.    Therefore  they  gath-  13 
ered  them  together,  and  filled  twelve  baskets  with 
ihigments  of  the  five  barley  loaves,  which  remained 
over  and  above  to  them  that  had  eaten.    The  men  14 
tiierefore,  seeing  the  sign  that  Jesus  wrought,  said  : 
This  is  of  a  truth  the  Prophet  that  comes  into  the 
vorld. 

Jesus  therefore,  knowing  that  they  were  about  to  15 
^me  and  take  him  by  force,  to  make  him  a  king, 
withdrew  again  into  the  mountain,  himself  ialone.  ' 
And  when  evening  was  come,  his  disciples  went  16 
down  to  the  sea,  and  entering  into  the  slfip,  were  17 
gobg  over  the  sea  to  Capernaum.  And  it%ras  now 
^rk,  and  Jesus  had  not  come  to  them.  And  tho  18 
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sea  arose  by  reason  of  a  great  wind  that  blew. 

19  When  therefore  they  had  rowed  about  twenty-five 
or  thirty  furlongs,  they  see  Jesus  walking  on  the  sea, 
and  drawing  nigh  to  the  ship  ;  and  they  were  afraid. 

20  But  he  says  to  them :  It  is  I,  be  not  afraid.     Then 

21  they  willingly  received  him  into  the  ship  ;  and  im- 
mediately  the  ship  was  at  the  land  whither  they 
were  going. 

22  On  the  morrow,  the  multitude  that  stood  on  the 
other  side  of  the  sea,  seeing  that  there  was  no  other 
boat  there  but  one,  and  that  Jesus  went  not  with 
his  disciples  into  the  ship,  but  his  disciples  went 

23  away  alone ;  (but  there  came  other  boats  from  Ti- 
berias near  to  the  place  where  they  ate  bread,  when 

24  the  Lord  had  given  thanks)  ;  when  therefore  the 
multitude  saw  that  Jesus  was  not  there,  nor  his  dis- 
ciples, they  themselves  entered  into  the  boats,  and 

25  came  to  Capernaum,  seeking  for  Jesus.  And  hav- 
ing found  him  on  the  other  side  of  the  sea,  they  said 

26  to  him :  Babbi,  when  camest  thou  hither  ?  Jesus 
answered  them  and  said :  Verily,  verily,  I  say  to 
you,  ye  seek  me,  not  because  ye  saw  signs,  but  be- 

27  cause  ye  ate  of  the  loaves  and  were  filled.  Work 
not  for  the  food  that  perishes,  but  for  the  food  that 
endures  unto  everlasting  life,  which  the  Son  of  man 
will  give  to  you;  for  him  the  Father,  God,  has 

28  sealed,    therefore  said  they  to  him :  What  shall  we 

29  do,  that  we  may  work  the  works  of  God  ?  Jesus 
answered  and  said  to  them :   This  is  the  work  of 
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€k)d,  that  76  belieye  on  him  whom  he  has  sent. 
They  therefore  said  to  him  :  What  sign  doest  thou  30 
then,  that  we  may  see,  and  believe  thee  7    What 
dost  thoa  work  7    Our  fathers  ate  the  manoa  in  the  31 
wilderness ;  as  it  is  written,  He  gave  them  bread 
from  heaTen  to  eat.    Jesus  therefore  said  to  them :  32 
Verily,  yerily,  I  say  to  yon,  Moses  has  not  given 
70a  the  bread  from  heaven ;  but  myiFather  gives 
you  the  true  bread  from  heaven.    For  the  bread  of  33 
Qod  is  that  which  comes  down  out  of  heaven,  and 
gives  life  to  the  world. 

Therefore  said  they  to  him :  Lord,  evennore  give  3i 
US  this  bread.    Jesus  said  to  them,  I  am  the  bread  35 
of  life.    He  that  comes  to  me  shall  never  hunger, 
and  he  that  believes,  on  me  shall  never  thirst.    But  36 
I  said  to  you,  that  ye  have  also  seen  me,  and  do  ' 
not  believe.    All  that  the  Father  gives  me  shall  37 
come  to  me ;  and  him  that  comes  to  me  I  will  not 
cast  oat.    Because  I  have  come  down  from  heaven,  38 
not  to  do  my  own  will,  but  the  will  of  him  that 
sent  me.    And  this  is  the  will  of  him  that  sent  me,  39 
that  of  all  which  he  has  given  me  I  should  lose 
nothing,  but  should  raise  it  up  at  the  last  day.    For  40 
this  is  the  will  of  my  Father,  that  every  one  that 
flees  the  Son,  and  believes  on  him,  may  have  ever- 
lasting life ;  and  I  will  ndse  him  up  at  the  last  day. 
The  Jews  therefore  murmured  at  him,  because  he  41 

V.  33.    or,  is  he  who 
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saidi  I  am  the  bread  that  oame  down  out  of  hea^reti. 

42  And  they  said :  Is  not  this  Jesos,  the  son  of  Josepfa, 
whose  father  and  mother  we  know?  How  then 
does  this  n»an  say,  I  have  come  down  out  of  heaven  ? 

43  Jesus  fltiswered  and  said  to  them :  Murmnr  not 
44;  among  yourselves.    Ko  one  can  come  to  me,  except 

the  Father  who  sent  me  draw  him ;  and  I  will 

45  raise  him  up%t  the  last  day.  It  is  written  in  the 
prophets,  And  they  shall  all  be  taa^t  of  God. 
Every  one  that  has  heard  from  ttie  Father,  and  lias 

46  learned,  comes  to  me.  Not  that  any  one  has  seen 
the  Father,  save  he  who  is  from  God ;  he  has  seen 
the  Father. 

47  Verily,  verily,  I  say  to  yoa,  he  that  believes  on 

48  me  has  everlasting  life.    I  am  the  bread  of  life. 

49  Your  &thers  ate  the  manna  in  the  wilderness,  and 

50  are  dead.  This  is  the  bread  that  comes  down  oat 
of  heaven,  that  one  may  eat  thereof,  and  not  die* 

51  I  am  the  living  bread  that  came  down  ont  of 
heaven.  If  any  one  eat  of  this  bread,  he  shall  live 
forever ;  yea,  and  the  bread  that  I  will  give  is  my 
flesh,  which  I  will  give  I6r  the  life  of  the  world. 

52  The  Jews  therefore  contended  with  one  aDotber, 
saying :  How  can  this  man  give  us  his  flesh,  to  eat  ? 

53  Jesus  tiierefore  said  to  them  :  Yerily,  verily,  I  say 
to  you,  except  yo  eat  the  fteah  <of  the  Son  of  maa, 

54  and  drink  1^  blood,  ye  have  no  life  in  you.  He 
that  eats  my  flesh,  and  drinks  my  blood,  has  eternal 

55  life ;  and  I  will  raise  him  up  at  the  last  day.    For 
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mj  Seat  is  food  indeedi  and  my  blood  is  drink 
indeed.    He   that  eats  mj  flesh,  and  drinks  my  56 
blood,  abides  in  me,  and  I  in  him.    As  the  living  57 
Father  sent  me,  and  I  live  because  of  the  Father ; 
80  he  that  eateth  me,  he  also  shall  live  because  of 
me.    This   is  the  bread  that  came  flown  out  of  58 
heaven.     Not  as  your  fathers  ate  the  manna,  and  are 
dead ;  he  that  eats  of  this  bread  shall  live  forever. 

These  things  said  he  in  the  synagogue,  as  he  59 
taught  in  Capernaum. 

Many  therefore  of  his  disciples,  when  they  heard  60 
it,  said  :  This  is  a  hard  saying ;  who  can  hear  it? 
But  Jesus,  knowing  in  himself  that  his  disciples  61 
murmured  at  this,  said  to  them :  Does  this  offend 
you?    What  then  if  ye  behold  the  Son  of  man  62 
ascending  up  where  he  was  before  ?    It  is  the  spirit  63 
that  quickens,  the  flesh  profits  nothing ;  the  words 
vhich  I  have  spoken  to  you  are  spirit,  and  are  life. 
But  there  are  some  of  you  that  believe  not.    For  64 
Jesus  knew  from  the  beginning  who  they  were  that 
believed  not,  and  who  it  was  that  should  betray 
^m.    And  he  said :  For  this  cause  I  have  said  to  65 
you,  that  no  one  can  come  to  me,  except  it  be  given 
aim  of  the  Father. 

From  this  time  many  of  his  disciples  went  back,  66 
and  walked  no  more  with  him. 
Jesus  said  therefore  to  the  twelve.  Will  ye  also  67 

Y.  66.    Gr.  is  true  food  i&.  is  true  drink. 
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68  go  away  ?  Simon  JPeter  answered  him  :  Lord,  to 
whom  shall  we  go  ?    Thou  hast  words  of  eternal 

69  life.    And  we  believe  and .  know,  that  thou  art  the 

70  Holy  One  of  God.  Jesus  answered  them :  Did  I  not 

71  choose  you,  the  twelve,  and  one  of  you  is  a  devil  ?  He 
spake  of  Judas  Iscariot,  son  of  Sunon  ;  for  he  it  was 
that  would  betray  him,  being  one  of  the  twelve. 

1  VII.  And  after  these  things  J^us  walked  in 
Galilee ;  for  he  would  not  walk  in  Judea,  because 

•  the  Jews  were  seeking  to  kill  him. 

2  Now  the  feast  of  the  Jews,  the  feast  of  tabernacles, 

3  was  at  hand.  His  brothers  therefore  said  to  him  : 
Depart  hence,  and  go  into  Judea,  that  thy  disciples 

4  also  may  behold  thy  works  that  thou  doest.  For 
no  one  doeth  anything  in  secret,  and  he  himself 
seeks  to  be  known  openly.    If  thou  doest  these 

5  things,  manifest  thyself  to  the  world.  For  neither  did 

6  his  brothers  believe  on  him.  Jesus  therefore  says  to 
them :  My  time  is  not  yet  come ;  but  your  time  ia 

7  always  ready.  The  world  can  not  hate  you ;  but 
me  it  hates,  because  I  testify  of  it,  that  its  works 

8  a-re  evil.    Go  ye  up  to  the  feast.    I  go  not  up  to 
'    this  feast ;  because  my  time  is  not  yet  fully  come. 
'9      Having  «aid  these  things  to  them,  he  remained 

10  in  Galilee.  But  when  his  brothers  had  gone  up  to 
the  feast,  then  he  also  went  up,  not  openly,  but  as  it 
were  in  secret, 

11  The  Jews  therefore  sought  him  at  the  feast,  and 
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said,  Where  is  he  ?    And  there  was  much  marmur-  12 
lug  among  the  mnltitades  concerDiDg  him.    Some 
add,  He  is  a  good  man ;  others  said,  Nay,  bat  he 
misleads  the  mnltitade.    No  one,  howeyer,  spake  13 
opeDly  of  him  for  fear  of  the  Jews. 

Bat  when  it  was  now  the  midst  of  the  feast,  14 
Jesos  went  up  into  the  temple  and  tanght.    And  15 
the  Jews  marvelled,  saying :  How  knows  this  man 
letters,  having  never  learned?     Jesns   therefore  16 
Answered  them,  and  said  :  My  teaching  is  not  mine, 
bat  his  that  sent  me.    If  any  one  desires  to  do  his  17 
will,  he  shall  know  of  the  teaching,  whether  it  is  of 
God,  or  whether  I  speak  from  myself.    He  that  18 
speaks  from  himself  seeks  his  own  glory;  bat  he 
that  seeks  the  glory  of  him  that  sent  him,  the  same 
is  trae,  and  there  is  no  anrighteoasness  in  him. 

Has  not  Moses  given  yon  the  law,  and  none  of  19 
you  keeps  the  law  ?    Why  do  ye  seek  to  kill  me  ? 
'Hie  mnltitade  answered  and  said,  Thoa  host  a  devil ;  20 
who  seeks  to  kill  thee  ?    Jesns  answered  and  said  21 
^  them,  I  did  one  work,  and  ye  all  marvel.    Moses  22 
^  for  this  cause  given  you  circumcision,  not  that 
it  is  of  Moses,  but  of  the  fathers ;  and  on  the  sab- 
Wh  ye  circumcise  a  man.    If  a  man  receives  cir-  23 
camcision  on  the  sabbath,  that  the  law  of  Moses 
fl»ay  not  be  broken ;  ,are  ye  angry  at  me,  becanse  I 
JQ&de  a  man  altogether  whole  on  the  sabbath  ?  Judge  24 
iu>t  according  to  appearance,  but  judge  the  righteous 
judgment. 
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25  Then  said  some  of  those  of  Jerusalem :  Is  not  this 

26  he  whom  they  seek  to  kill?  But,  lo,  he  speaks 
boldly,  and  they  say  nothing  to  him.    Did   the 

27  rulers  know  in  truth  that  this  is  the  Christ  ?  But 
we  know  this  man,  whence  he  is;  but  when  the 
Christ  comes,  no  one  knows  whence  he  is. 

28  Therefore  cried  Jesus,  teaching  in  the  temple 
and  saying :  Ye  both  know  me,  and  ye  know  whence 
I  am ;  and  I  have  not  come  of  myself,  but  he  that  sent 

29  me  is  true,  whom  ye  know  not.    I  know  him  ;  be- 

30  cause  I  am  from  him,  and  he  sent  me.  Therefore 
sought  they  to  seize  him ;  and  no  one  laid  hands  on 
him,  because  his  hour  had  not  yet  come. 

31  But  of  the  multitude  many  believed  on  him,  and 
said :  When  the  Christ  comes,  will  he  work  more 

32  signs  than  these  which  this  man  wrought?  The 
Pharisees  heard  the  multitude  murmuring  these 
things  concerning  him ;  and  the  chief  priests  and 

33  the  Pharisees  sent  officers  to  seize  him.  Then  said 
Jesus :  Yet  a  little  whUe  am  I  with  you,  and  I  go 

34  to  him  that  sent  me.  Ye  shall  seek  me,  and  shall 
not  find  me  j  and  where  I  am,  ye  can  not  come. 

85  The  Jews  said  therefore  among  themselves :  Whither 
will  this  man  go,  that  we  shall  not  find  him  ?  Will 
he  go  to  those  dispersed  among  the  Greeks,  and 

36  teach  the  Greeks?  What  is  this  saying  that  he 
said,  Ye  shall  seek  me,  and  shall  not  find  me ;  and 

where  I  am,  ye  can  not  come  ?

V.  26.    or,  have  the  rulers  come  to  know 
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In  the  last  day,  the  great  day  of  the  femt,  Jesoa  37 
stood  and  cried,  saying :  If  any  one  thirst,  let  him 
coine  to  me  and  drink.    He  that  believes  on  me,  as  38 
said  the  Scripture,  oat  of  his  belly  shall  flow  rivers 
of  living  water.    And  this  spake  he  concerning  the  39 
Spirit,  which  they  that  believe .  on  him  sboald  re- 
ceive; for  the  Holy  Spirit  w^  not  yet  [given],  be- 
cause Jesus  was  not  yet  glorified. 

Some  of  the  multitude  therefore,  hearing  the  40 
words,  said  :  Of  a  truth  this  is  the  Prophet.    Others  41 
said,  This  is  the  Christ.    But  some  said.  Does  the 
Christ  then  come  out  of  Galilee?    Did  not  the  42 
Scripture  say,  that  the  Christ  comes  of  the  seed  of 
David,  and  from  the  town  of  Bethlehem,  where 
David  was  ?    A  division  therefore  arose  among  the  43 
multitade  because  of  him.    And  some  of  them  44 
desired  to  seize  him ;  but  no  one  laid  hands  on  him. 
•    The  officers  therefore  came  to  the  chief  priests  45 
and  Pharisees ;  and  they  said  to  them,  Why  did  ye 
not  bring  him  ?    The  officers  answered,  Never  man  46 
Bpak^>  like  this  man.    The  Pharisees  answered  them :  47 
Are  ye  also  led  astray  ?    Have  any  of  the  rulers  48 
believed  on  him,  or  of  the  Pharisees?    But  this  49 
people,  that  knows  not  the  law,  are  accarsed.    Ki-  50 
codemus  says  to  them,  (he  that  came  to  him  by 
night,  being  one  of  them,)  Does  our  law  judge  a  51 
man,  except  it  first  hear  from  him,  and  know  what 

Y.  46.    In  the  oldest  copies :  Never  man  spake  thus. 
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52'hedoetli?    They  answered  and  said  to  him:  Art 

thou  also  of  Galilee  ?    Search,  and  see,  that  out  of 

53  Qalilee  arises  no  prophet.   .  [And  every  man  went  to 

1  his  own  house.  Jesus  went  to  the  mount  of  the 
Olives. 

2  And  early  in  the  morning  he  came  again  into  the 
temple,  and  all  the  people  came  to  him ;  and  he  sat 

3  down,  and  taught  them.  And  the  scribes  and  the 
Pharisees  bring  to  him  a  woman  taken  in  adultery  • 

4  and  setting  her  in  the  midst,  they  say  to  him : 
Teacher,  this  woman  was  taken  in  adultery,  in  the 

5  very  act.  Now  in  the  law  Moses  commanded  us, 
that  such  should  be  stoned ;  what  then  sayest  thou? 

6  This  they  said,  tempting  him,  that  they  might  have 
whereof  to  accuse  him.    But  Jesus  stooped  down, 

7  and  with  his  finger  wrote  on  the  ground.  And 
when  they  continued  asking  him,  he  raised  himself 
up,  and  said  to  them :  He  that  is  without  sin  among 

8  you,  let  him  first  cast  the  stone  at  her.    And  again  he 

9  stooped  down,  and  wrote  on  the  ground.  And  they 
hearing  it,  and  being  convicted  by  their  conscience, 
went  out  one  by  one,  beginning  at  the  eldest,  unto 
the  last ;  and  Jesus  was  left  alone,  and  the  woman 

10  standing  in  the  midst.  And  Jesus  raising  himself 
up,  and  seeing  none  but  the  woman,  said  to  her: 
"Woman,  where  are  they,  thine  accusers?    Did  no

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one  condemn  thee  ?    She  said,  No  one,  Lord.    And  11 
Jesus  said  to  her :  Neither  do  I  condemn  thee ;  go, 
and  sin  no  more.] 

Again  therefore  Jesus  spake  to  them,  saying  :  I  12 
am  the  light  of  the  world ;  he  that  follows  me  shall 
not  walk  in  the  darkness,  but  shall  have  the- light  of 
life.    The  Pharisees  therefore  said  to  him :  Thou  13 
bearest  witness  of  thyself ;  thy  witness  is  not  true. 
Jesus  answered  and  said  to  them  :  Though  I  bear  14 
witness  of  myself,  my  witness  is  true;  because  I 
know  whence  I  came,  and  whither  I  go ;  but  ye 
know  not  whence  I  come,  or  whither  I  go.    Ye  15 
judge  according  to  the  flesh ;  I  judge  no  one.    And  16 
even  if  I  judge,  my  judgment  is  true  ;  because  I  am 
not  alone,  but  1  and  the  Father  that  sent  me.    It  17 
is  written  also  in  your  law,  that  the  witness  of  two 
men  is  true.    I  am  one  that  bear  witness  of  myself,  18 
and  the  Father  that  sent  me  bears  witness  of  me. 
They  said  therefore  to  him  :  Where  is  thy  Father  ?  19 
Jesus  answered:  Ye  know  neither  me,  nor  my 
Father.    If  ye  knew  me,  ye  would  know  my  Father 
also. 

These  words  spake  he  in  the  treasury,  while  teach-  20 
ing  in  the  temple ;  and  no  one  laid  hands  on  him, 
because  his  hour  had  not  yet  come. 

Therefore  said  he  again  to  them :  I  go  away,  and  21 
ye  shall  seek  me,  and  shall  die  in  your  sin.    W^hither 
I  go,  ye  can  not  come.    The  Jews  therefore  said  :  22 
Will  he  kill  himself?  because  he  says,  Whither  I 
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23  go,  ye  can  not  come.    And  he  said  to  them  :  Ye  are . 
.    from  beneath  ;  I  am  from  above.    Ye  are  of  thig 

24  world  ;  I  am  not  of  this  world.  I  said  therefore  to 
you,  that  ye  shall  die  in  your  sins ;  for  if  ye  believe 

25  not  that  I  am  he,  ye  shall  die  in  your  sins.  There- 
fore said  they  to  him  :  Who  art  thou?  And  Jesus 
said  to  them  :  That  which  I  also  say  to  you  from 

26  the  beginning.  I  have  many  things  to  say  and  to 
judge  concerning  you.  But  he  that  sent  me  is  true ; 
and  the  things  which  I  h^ard  from  him,  these  I 

27  speak  to  the  world.  They  understood  not  that  he 
spake  to  them  of  the  Father. 

28  Therefore  Jesus  said  to  them:  When  ye  have 
lifted  up  the  Son  of  man,  then  shall  ye  know  that  I 
am  he ;  and  I  do  nothing  of  myself,  but  as  the  Father 

29  taught  me,  I  speak  these  things.  And  he  that  sent 
me  is  with  me.    He  has  not  left  me  alone ;  because 

30  I  do  always  the  things  that  please  him.  As  he, 
spake  these  words,  many  believed  on  him. 

31  Jesus  therefore  said  to  those  Jews  who  believ- 
ed on  him  :  If  ye  continue  in  my  word,  ye  are  truly 

32  my  disciples;  and  ye  shall  know  the  truth,  and 

33  the  truth  shall  make  you  free.  They  answered 
him : .  We  are  Abraham's  seed,  and  have  never  been 
in  bondage  to  any  one.    How  sayest  thou.  Ye  shall 

34  be  made  free.  Jesus  answered  them^  Verily,  verily, 
I  say  to  you,  every  one  who  commits  sin  is  a  seiv 

35  vant  of  sin.    And  the  servant  abides  not  in  the  house 

36  forever.    The  Son  abides  forever ;  if  therefore  the 
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Son  sball  make  yon  free,  ye  shall  be  free  iDdee<].    I  37 
know  that  ye  are  Abraham's  seed ;  bnt  ye  seek  to 
kill  me,  because  my  word  has  no  place  in  yon.    I  oS 
speak  what  I  have  seen  with  my  Father ;  and  ye 
therefore  do  what  ye  have  heard  from  yonr  father. 

They  answered  and  said  to  him,  Oar  father  is  39 
Abraham.    Jesas  says  to  them  :  If  ye  were  Abra- 
ham's chUdren,  ye  would  do  the  works  of  Abraham. 
Bot  now.  ye  seek  to  kill  me,  a  man  thai  has  spoken  40 
to  you  the  truth,  which  I  heard  from  God.    This 
did  not  Abraham.    Ye  do  the  works  of  your  father.  41 
They  said  to  him  :  We  are  not  bom  of  fornication  ; 
we  have  one  father,  God.    Jesus  said  to  them,  If  42 
God  were  yonr  father,  ye  would  love  me :  for  from 
God  I  came  forth,  and  am  come ;  neither  have  I 
come  of  mvself,  but  he  sent  me.    Why  do  ye  tot  43 
nnderstana  my  speech?    Because  ye  can  not  hear 
my  word.    Ye  are  of  your  father  the  Devil,  and  the  44 
lusts  of  your  father  ye  will  do.    He  was  a  murderer 
from  the  beginning,  and  abides  not  in  the  truth,  be- 
cause truth  is  not  in  him.    When  he  speaks  a  lie, 
he  speaks  of  his  own ;  because  he  is  a  liar,  and  the 
father  of  it.    And  because  I  speak  the  truth,  ye  45 
believe  me  not. 

Which  of  you  convicts  me  of  sm  ?    If  I  speak  46 
truth,  why  do  ye  not  believe  me  ?    He  that  is  of  47 
God  hears  God's  words;  ye  therefore  hear  not, 
because  ye  are  not  of  God. 

The  Jews  answered  and  said  to  him  :  Say  we  not  48

well  that  thou  art  a  Samaritan,  and  hast  a  devil  ? 
49  Jesus  answered,  I  have  not  a  devil ;  but  I  honor  my 
60  Father,  and  ye  dishonor  me.    And  I  seek  not  my 

own  glory ;   there    's  pne  that  seeks,  and  judges. 

51  Verily,  verily,  I  sa^  to  you,  if  any  one  keep  my  say- 

52  ing,  he  shall  never  se^  death.  The  Jews  said  to  him, 
Now  we  know  that  thou  hast  a  devil.  Abraham  is 
dead,  and  the  prophets ;  and  thou  sayest,  If  a  man  keep 

53  my  saying,  he  shall  never  taste  of  death.  Art  thou 
greater  than  our.  father  Abraham,  who  is  dead? 
And  the  prophets  are  dead.    Whom  makest  thoa 

54  thyself?  Jesus  answered :  If  I  honor  myself,  my 
honor  is  nothing.    It  is  my  Father  that  honors  me, 

55  of  whom  ye  say,  that  he  is  your  God.  And  ye 
know  him  not ;  but  I  know  him.  And  if  I  say,  I 
know  him  not,  I  shall  be  a  liar  like  to  ypu.    But  I 

56  know  ym,  and  I  keep  his  word.  Abraham,  your 
father,  rejoiced  to  see  my  day ;  and  he  sa«e  it,  and 

57  was  glad.  The  Jews  therefore  said  to  him  :  Thoa 
art  not  yet  fifty  years  old,  and  hast  thou  seen  Abra- 

68  ham?    Jesus  said  to  them  :  Verily,  verily,  I  say  to 
59  you,  before  Abraham  was,  I  am.    They  took  up 

stones  therefore  to  cast  at  him.    But  Jesus  hid 

himself,  and  went  out  of  the  temple. 

1  IX.    And  passing  along,  he  saw  a  man  blind  from 

2  his  birth.    And  his  disciples  asked  him,  saying: 
Master,  who  sinned,  this  man  or  his  parents,  that 

3  he  should  be  born  blind  ?    Jesus  answered  :  Neither 
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JiOB  man  sicnecl,  Dor  his  parents ;  but  that  the  wor^s 
df  God  should  be  made  manifest  in  hhn.    T  most    4 
"work  the  works  of  hin)  that  sent  me,  while  it  is  day. 
Kight  is  coming,  when  none  can  work.    As  long*    5 
B8 1  am  in  the  world,  I  am  the  light  of  the  world. 

When  he  had  thus  spoken,  he  spit  on  the  ground,    6 
and  made  clay  of  the  spittle,  and  anointed  the  ejea 
of  the  blind  man  with  the  clay,  and  said  to  him  :    t 
Go,  wash  in  the  pool  of  Siloam,  (which  is  inter- 
preted, Sent.)    He  went  away  therefore,  and  washed, 
and  came  seeing. 

Tbe  neighbors  therefore,  and  they  who  before  had    8 
seen  him  that  he  was  a  beggar,  said  :  Is  not  this  he 
that  sits  and  begs  ?    Some  said,  This  is  he ;  and    9 
others.  He  is  like  him ;  he  said,  I  am  he.    There-  10 
fore  said  they  to  him.  How  were  thine  eyes  opened  ? 
He  answered :  A  man  called  Jesus  made  clay,  and  11 
anointed  mine  eyes,  and  said  to  me.  Go  to  the  pool 
of  Siloam,  and  wash.     And  I  went  away  and 
washed,  and  receiyed  sight.    They  said  to  him,  12 
Where  is  he  ?    He  said,  I  know  not.  \ 

They  bring  to  the  Pharisees  him  that  before  was  13 
blind.    And  it  was  the  sabbath  when  Jesus  made  14 
the  clay,  and  opened  his  eyes.    Again  therefore  the  15 
Pharisees  also  asked  hun  how  he  received  sight.   He 
said  to  them  :  He  put  clay  upon  mine  eyes,  and  I 
washed,  and  do  see.    Therefore  said  some  of  the  16 
Pharisees :  This  man  is  not  from  God,  because  he 
keeps  not  the  sabbath.    Others  said.  How  can  a

man  that  is  a  sinner  do  buqIi  signs  ?    And  tberc  was 

17  a  division  among  them.  They  say  to  the  blind  man 
again :  What  sayest  thou  of  him^  seeing  that  he 
opened  thine  eyes  ?    He  said,  He  is  a  prophet. 

18  The  Jews  therefore  did  not  Jt)elieve  concerning 
him,  that  he  was  blind  and  received  sight,  until  they 

19  oalled  the  parentis  of  him  that  received  sight.  And 
they  asked  them?  saying  :  Is  this  your  son,  who  ye 
say  was  born  blind  ?    How  then  does  he  now  see  ? 

20  His  parents  answered  them  and  said :  We  know 
that  thik  is  our  son,  and  that  he  was  born  blind. 

21  But  by  what  means  he  now  sees,  we  know  not ;  or 
who  opened  his  .eye^,  we  know  not.    He  is  of  age ; 

22  ask  him.  He  shall  s^eak  /or  himself.  These  words 
spake  his  parents,  because  th^y  feared  the  Jews ;  for 
the  Jaws  had  agreed  already,  that  if  any  one  con- 
fessed bim  as  Christ,  he  should  be  put  out  of  the 

23  ^nagogue.  Therefore  his  parents  saiti :  He  is  of 
age ;  ask  him* 

24  They  therefore  called  a  second  time  the  man  that 
was  blind,  and  said  to  him :  Give  glory  to  God  ;  we 

25  know  that  this^man  is  a  sinner.  He  answered  there- 
fore: Whether  he  is  a  sinner,  I  know  not;  one 
thing  I  knowi  that,  whereas  I  was  blind,  now  I  see. 

26  Then  said  they  to  him  again :  What  did  he  to  thee  ? 

27  How  opened  he  thine  eyes  ?  He  ariswered  them  : 
I  have  tmd  you  already,  and  ye  did  not  hear. 
Wherefore  would  ye  hear  again  ?    Will  ye  also  be- 

28  come  his  disciples  ?    They  reviled  him,  and  said : 
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Tloa  art  his  disciple  ;  but  we  are  Moses'  disciples. 
We  know  that  God  has  spoken  to  Moses';  but  as  29 
for  this  man,  we  know  not  whence  he  is.   .The  man  30 
answered  and  said  to  them  :  Why  herein  is  a  mar- 
velous thing,  that  ye  kqow  not  whence  be  isj  and 
he  has  opened  mine  ejes.    Now  we  know  that  God  31 
hears  not  sinners.    But  if  any  one  is  a  worshiper  of 
God,  and  doeth  bis  will,  him  he  hears.    Since  the  32 
world  began,  it  was  not  beard  that  any  one  opened 
the  eyes  of  one  born  blind.    If  this  man  were  not  33 
from  God,  he  could  do  nothing.    They  answered  34 
and  said  to  him:     Thou  wast  altogether  bom 
ifl  sins,  and  dost  thou  teach  nst    And  they  cast 
him  out 

Jesus  beard  that  they  had  cast  him  out ;  and  find-  35 
ing  him,  he  said  to  him  :  Dost  thou  believe  on  the 
Son  of  God  ?  He  answered  and  said  :  Who  then  is  36 
he,  Lord,  that  I  may  believe  on  him  ?  And  Jesus  37 
said  to  him  :  Thou  hast  both'  seen  him,  and  he  it  is 
that  talks  with  thee.  And  he  said.  Lord,  I  believe.  38 
And  he  worshiped  him. 

And  Jesus  said  :  For  judgment  came  I  into  this  3d 
world ;  that  they  who  see  not  may  see,  and  that 
they  who  see  may  become  blind.    And  they  of  the  40 
Pbansees  who  were  with  him  heard  these  words, 
and  said  to  him.  Are  we  also  blind  ?    Jesus  said  to  41 
them :  If  ye  were  blind,  ye  would  not  have  sin. 
But  now  y«  say,  We  see.    Your  sin  remains  I 
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1  X.  Vbeilt,  verily,  I  say  to  you :  He  that  enters 
fiot  through  the  door  into  the  sheepfold,  but  climbs 
op  some  other  way,  the  same  is  a  thief  aud  a  rob- 

2  ber.    But  he  that  enters  in  through  the  door  is  the 

3  shepherd  of  the  sheep.  To  him  the  porter  opens, 
and  the  sheep  hear  his  voice ;  and  he  calls  his  sheep 

4  by  name,  and  leads  them  out.  And  when  he  has 
put  forth  all. his  own,  he  goes  before  them  ;  and  the 

5  sheep  follow  him,  for  they  know  his  voice.  And  a 
stranger  they  will  not  follow,  but  will  flee  from  him  ; 
because  they  .know  not  the  voice  of  strangers. 

6  This  parable  spake  Jesus  to  them ;  but  they  nu- 
derstood  not  what  things  they  were  which  he  spake 
to  them. 

7  Therefore  said  Jesus  to  them  again :  Verily,  verily, 

8  I  say  to  you,  I  am  the  door  of  the  sheep.  All  who 
came  before  me  are  thieves  and  robbers  ;  but  the 

9  sheep  did  not  hear  them.  I  am  the  floor.  If  any 
one  enter  in  through  me,  he  shall  be  saved,  and  shall 

10  go  in  and  out  and  find  pasture.  The  thief  comes 
not  but  to  steal,  and  to  kill,  and  to  destroy.  I  came 
that  they  may  have  life,  and  that  they  may  have  it 
abundantly. 

11  I  am^the  good  shepherd.     The  good  shepherd 
iS  lays  down  his  life  for  the  sheep.    But  he  that  is  a 

hireling,  and  not  a  shepherd,  whose  own  the  sheep 

are  not,  sees  the  wolf  coming,  and  leaves  the  sheep, 

and  flees ;  and  the  wolf  catches  thera,  and  scatters 

13  the  sheep.    The  hireling  flees,  becAise  he  is  a  hire- 
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liag,  Bxni  cares  not  for  <the  sheep.    I  am  the  good  14 
diepherd ;  and  I  know  mme^ufid  am  known  by  nine, 
as  the  Father  knows  me,  &nd'  I  know  the  Father ;  15 
and  I  lay  down  my  life  for  the  Bheep.    And  other  16 
sheep  I  have,  which  are  not  of  this' fold.   Them  also  I 
most  bring,  and  they  shall  hear  my  voice ;  and  there 
shall  be  one  flock,  one  shepherd.    For  this  the  Father  17 
loves  me,  becanse  I  lay  down  my  life,  that  I  may  take 
it  again.    No  one  takes  it  from  me,  but  I  lay  it  down  1 8 
of  myself.    I  have  power  to  lay  it  down,  and  I  have 
power  to  take  it  again.    This  commandment  I  re- 
ceived from  my  Father. 

Again  there  arose  a  division  among  the  Jews  19) 
because  of  these  words.    And  many  of  them  said :  20? 
He  has  a  devil,  and  is  mad ;  why  do  ye  hear  him  ? 
Others  said :  These  are  not  the  words  of  one  that  2h 
has  a  devil.    Can  a  devil  open  the  eyes  of  the 
blind? 

And  it  was  the  feslbt  of  the  dedication,  in  Jernse^  22 
lem;  and  it  was  winter.    And  Jesns  was  walking  23 
in  the  temple,  in  the  porch  of  Solomon.    The  Jews  24^ 
therefore  came  aronnd  him,  and  said  to  him :  How 
long  dost  thoa  hold  ns  in  donbt?    If  thou  art  the 
Christ,  tell  us  plainly. .     / 

Jesus  answered  them :  I  told  you,  and  ye  believe  25 
not    The  works  that  I  do  in  my  Father's  name, 
these  bear  witness  of  me.    But  ye  believe  not ;  for  26 

y.  24.    cr,  hold  uil  in  expectation 
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hear  my  vdce,  and  I  know  'them,  and  they  follow 

28  me ;  and  I  give  to  them  eternal  life ;  and  t]iey  shali 
nevisr  petish, .  nor  ^all  any  one  pluck  them  oat 

29  of  my  hand.  My  Father,  who  has  given  them  to 
me,  id  greater  than  aU, ;  and  no  one  is  able  to  pluck 

30  them  oat  of  my  Father's  hand.    I  and  the  Father 
:    are  one.  ; 

31  The  Jews  therefore  took  up  stones  again  to  stcne 

32  him.  Jesus  answered' them:  Many  good  works 
have  I  showed  you  from  my  Father ;  for  which  df 

33  those  works  do  ye  stone  me  ?    The  Jews  answered 
•    him:    For  a  good  work  we  stone  thee  not,   but 

for  blasphemy^  and  becS^use  thou,  being  man,  makest 

34  thyself  God.     Jesus  answered  them :    Is  it  not 

35  written  in,  your  law,  I  said.  Ye  are  gods?  If  he 
called  them  gods,  to  whom  the  word  of  God  came, 

36  and  the  Scripture  can  not^  be  broken;  say  ye 
of  him,  whom  the  .Father  sanctified,  and  sent  into 
the  world.  Thou  blasphemest,  because  I  said,  I  am 

37  the  Son  of  God?,    If  I  do  not  the  works  of  my 

38  Father,  believie  me  not  But  if  I  do,  though  ye 
believe  not  me,  believe  the  works ;  that  ye  may 
learn  and  know,  that  the  Father  is  in  me,  and  I  in 

39  tlie  Father.    Therefore  they  sought  again  to  seize 
.  him  ;  and  he  went  forth,  out  of  Iheir  hand. 

40  And  he  went  away  "again  beyond  the  Jordan,  to 
the  place  where  Jojin  was  at  first  immersing ;  and 

41  there  he  abode.    And  many  came' to  him, and  said : 
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John  indeed  wroaght  no  siga;  bat  all  thin^  that 
John  spake  of  this  man  were  true.    And  many  be-  42 
lieyed  on  him  there. 

XI.    Now  a  certain  one  was  sick)  Lazarus  of   1 
Bethany,  from  the  village  of  Mary  and'Ma^tha  her 
sister.   It  was  the  Mary  who  anointed  the  Lord  with    2 
ointment,  and  wiped  his  feet  with  her  hair,  whose 
brotiier  Lazarus  was  sick.    The  sisters  therefore    3 
sent  to  him,  saying :  Lord,  behold,  he  whom  thou 
lovest  is  sick.    And  Jesus  hearing  it,  said :  This    4 
sickness  is  not  for  death,  but  for  the  sake  of  the 
glory  of  God,  that  the  Son  of  God  may  be  glorified 
thereby. 

Now  Jesus  ioyed  Martha,  and  her  sister,  and    5 
Lazarus.    When  therefore  he  heard  that  he  was    6 
sick,  he  then  abode  two  days  in  the  place  where  he 
was.    Then  after  this  he  says  to  the  disciples,  Let    *J 
m  go  into  Judea  again.    The  disciples  say  to  him :    8 
Master,  the  Jews  of  late  sought  to  stone  thee ;  and 
goest  thou  thither  again?    Jesus  answered:  Are    9 
there  not  twelve  hours  in  the  day  ?    If  any  one  walk 
in  the  day,  he  stumbles  not,  because  he  sees  the 
light  of  this  world.    But  if  any  one  walk  in  the  10 
night,  he  stumbles,  because  the  light  is  not  in  him. 

These  things  said  he;  and  after  this  he  says  to  11 
them :  Lazarus  our  friend  has  fallen  asleep ;  but  I 
go,  that  I  may  awake  him  out  of  sleep.    Therefore  12 
said  his  disciples :  Lord  if  he  sleep,  he  will  do  well. 
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13  Bat  Jesus  had  spoken  of  his  death ;  but  they  thought 

14  that  he  said  it  of  taking  rest  in  sleep.  Then  there- 
fore Jesus  said  to  them  plainly,  Lazarus  is  dead. 

15  And  I  am  glad  for  your  sakes  that  I  vras  not  there, 

16  that  ye  may  believe.  But  let  us  go  to  him.  'Hiere- 
fore  said  Thomas,  who  is  called  Didymus,  to  his 
fellow  disciples :  Let  us  also  go,  that  we  may  die 
with  hiuL 

17  Having  come  therefore,  Jesus  fbund  that  he  had 
already  been  four  days  in  the  tomb. 

IS      Now  Bethany  waa  nigh  to  Jerusalem,  about  Sf- 

19  teen  furlongs  off.  And  many  of  the  Jews  had  come 
to  Martha  and  Mary,  to  comfort  them  concerning 
their  brother. 

20  Therefore  Martha,  when  she  heard  that  Jesus  is 
coming,  went  and  met  him  ;  but  Mary  sat  in  the 

21  house.    Then  said  Martha  to  Jteus  :  Lord,  if  thou 

22  hadst  been  here,  my  brother  had  not  died:  But 
even  now  I  know  that  whatever  thou  sbalt  ask  of 

23  God,  God  will  give  it  thee.    Jesus  says  to  her :  Thy 

24  brother  shall  rise  again.  Martha  says  to  him  :  I 
know  that  he  shall  rise  again  in  the  resurrection  at 

25  the  last  day.  Jesus  said  to  her :  I  am  the  resurrec- 
tion, and  the  life  ,*  he  that  believes  on  me,  though 

26  he  be  dead,  yet  shall  he  live ;  and  whosoever  lives 
and  believes  on  me,  shall  never  die.    Believest  thou 

27  this  ?  She  says  to  him :  Yea,  Lord ;  I  believe  that 
thou  art  the  Christ,  the  Son  of  God,  who  comes 

28  into  the  world.    And  having  said  this,  she  went 
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away,  and  called  Mary  her  sister  secretly,  saying: 
The  Teacher  is  came,,  and  calls  for  thee.    And  she,  29 
irheo  she  lieard  it,  arose  quickly  and  came  to  him. 

Now  Jesus  had  not  yet  come  into  the  village,  but  30 
was  in  the  place  where  Martha  met  him.     The  31 
Jews  therefore  who  were  with  her  in  the  house  and 
comforting  her,  when  they  saw  that  Mary  rose  up 
Iwistily  and  went  out,  followed  her,  saying :  She  goes 
to  the  tomb  to  weep  there. 

Mary  therefore,  when  she  cam§  where  Jesus  was,  32 
seeing  him,  fell  down  at  his  feet,  saying  to  him : 
Lord,  if  thou  hadst  been  here,  my  brother  had  not 
died. 

Jesus  therefore,  when  he  saw  her  weeping,  and  33 
the  Jews  iveeping  who  came  with  her,  groaned  in 
spirit,  and  was  troubled.   And  he  said,  Where  have  34 
ye  laid  him?    They  say  to. him,  LoriJ,  come  and 
see.    Jesus  wept.  35 

The  Jews  therefore  said,  Behold  how  he  loved  36 
liim  I  And  some  of  them  said :  Could  not  this  man,  37 
who  opened  the  eyes  of  the  blind,  have  caused  even 
that  this  man  should  not  have  died  ?    Jesus  there-  38 
fore  again  groaning  in  himself  comes  to  the  tomb. 
It  was  a  cave,  and  a  stone  lay  upon  it. 

Jesus  says :  Take  away  the  stone.    The  sister  of  39 
him  that  was  dead,  Martha,  says  to  him :  Lord,  by 
this  time  he  stinketh;  for  he  has  been  dead  four 
days.    Jeftxs  says  to  her :  Said  I  not  to  thee,  that,  40 
if  thou  believe,  thou  shalt  see  the  glory  of  God  ? 
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41  So  tliey  took  away  the  stone.  And  Jesus  raised 
his  eyes  npward,  and  said  :  Father,  I  thank  thee 

42  that  thou  didst  hear  me.  And  I  knew  that  thou 
always  hearest  me ;  but  for  the  sake  of  the  multitude 
standing  around  I  said  it,  that  they  might  believe 

43  that  thou  hast  sent  me.  And  when  he  had  thmr 
spoken,  he  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  Lazarus,  come 

44  forth.  And  he  that  was  dead  came  forth,  bound 
hand  and  foot  with  grave  clothes ;  and  his  face  was 
bound  about  with  a  napkin.  Jesus  says  to  them  : 
Loose  him,  and  let  him  go. 

45  Many  therefore  of  the  Jews  who  cam^  to  Mary, 

46  and  saw  what  he  did,  believed  on  him.  But  some 
of  them  went  away  to  the  Pharisees,  and  told  them 
what  Jesus  had  done. 

47  Therefore  the  chief  priests  and  the  Pharisees  gath- 
ered a  council,  and  said  :  What  do  we,  seeing  that 

48  this  man  works  many  signs?  If  we  let  him  thus  alone, 
all  will  believe  on  him ;  and  the  Romans  will  come 

49  and  take  away  both  our  place  and  nation.  And  a 
certain  one  of  them,  Caiaphas,  being  high  priest 

50  that  year,  said  to  them  :  Ye  know  nothing ;  nor  do 
ye  consider  that  it  is  expedient  for  us,  that  one  man 
die  for  the  people,  and  that  the  whole  nation  perish 

51  not.  And  this  he  spake  not  of  himself ;  but  being 
high  priest  that  year,  he  prophesied  that  JesoB 

52  should  die  for  the  nation ;  and  not  for  the  nation 
only,  but  that  also  he  should  gather  together  into 
one  the  children  of  God  that  were  scattered  abroad. 
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Therefore  from  tbat  day  forth  they  took  coaoBd  53 
together  to  pat  him  to  deatii.    Jesus  therefore  no  54 
]0Dger  walked  opeoly  among  the  Jews ;  but  departed 
thence  to  the  conotiy  near  to  the  wilderness,  to  a 
city  called  EphiWim,  and  there  continned  with  his 
disciples. 

And  the  passover  of  the  Jews  was  at  hand ;  and  5 
many  went  up  to  Jerusalem  out  of  the  country,  be- 
fore the  passover,  that  they  might  purify  themselves. 
They  sought  therefore  for  Jesus,  and  said  among  56 
themselves,  as  they  stood  in  the  temple :  What 
think  ye,  that  he  will  not  come  to  the  feast?    Now  57 
the  chief  priests  and  the  Pharisees  had  given  a  com- 
mandment, that,  if  any  one  knew  where  he  was,  he 
should  make  it  known,  that  they  might  seize  him. 

Xir.    Then  Jesus  six  days  before  the  passover    1 
came  to  Bethany,  where  Lazarus  was  who  had  been 
dead,  whom  Jesus  raised  from  the  dead.    They    2 
therefore  made  him  a  supper  there,  and  Martha 
served ;  and  Lazarus  was  one  of  them  that  reclined 
at  table  with  him. 

Then  Mary  took  a  pound  of  ointment  of  pure    3 
qukeoard,  very  costly,  and  anointed  the  feet  of 
Jesus,  and  wiped  his  feet  with  her  hair;  and  the 
boose  was  filled  with  the  odour  of  the  ointment. 
Then  says  one  of  his  disciples,  Judas  Iscariot,  Si-    4 
mon's  son,  who  was  about  to  betray  him :  Why  was    5 
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not  ibis  oiatment  sold  for  three  haodred  dendries, 

6  and  given  to  the  poor  ?  This  he  said,  not  because 
he  cared  for  the  poor ;  but  i)ecause  he  was  a  thief, 
and  bad  the  bag,  and  bare  what  was  pat  therein. 

7  Then  said  Jesus :  Let  her  alone ;  she  bas  kept  it  to  the 

8  day  of  my  preparation  for  burial.  For  the'pcJbr  ye 
have  always  with  you ;  but  me  ye  have  not  always. 

9  A  great  multitude  of  the  Jews  therefore  knew 
that  he  was  there.  And  they  came  not  because  of 
Jesus  only,  but  that  they  might  see  Lazarus  also, 
whom  he  had  raised  from  the  dead. 

10  But  the  chief  priests  consulted  that  they  might 

11  put  Lazarus  also  to  death ;  because  by  reason  of  him 
many  of  the  Jews  went  away,  and  believed  on  Jesus. 

12  On  the  morrow  a  great  multitude  that  had  come 
to  the  feast,  bearing  that  Jesus  is  coming  to  Jera- 

13  salem,  took  branches  of  the  palm  trees  and  went 
forth  to  meet  him,  and  cried,  Hosanna ;  Blessed  is 
Tie  that  comes  in  the  name  of  the  Lord,  the  King 

14  of  Israel.    And  Jesus,  having  found  a  young  ass, 

15  sat  thereon  ;  as  it  is  written :  Fear  not,  daughter  of 
Zion  ;  behold,  thy  King  cometh,  sitting  on  an  ass*s 

16  colt.  These  things  his  disciples  understood  not  at 
the  first.  But  when  Jesus  w^as  glorified,  then  re- 
membered they  that  these  things  were  written  of 
him,  and  that  they  had  done  these  things  to  him.  ,

And  Jesos  aoswered  tkesi,  ajios :  The  hoor  is  23 
come,  thai  the  Soo  of  nu  AoiM  be  glorified. 
Yerily,  verily,  I  asy  to  joo,  except  the  gndo  of  24 
wheat  &U  ioto  the  groond  aod  die,  it  abides  alone ; 
bat  if  it  die,  it  brii^  forth  nndi  finit    He  that  25 
loYes  his  life  shall  lose  it ;  aod  he  that  hates  htslifo 
in  this  world  shall  keep  it  mito  life  eternal.    If  any  26 
one  serve  me,  1^  him  foDow  me;  and  where  I  am, 
there  sha}!  also  my  servant  be.    If  any  one  serve 
me,  him  will  the  Father  honor. 

Xow  is  my  seal  troobled;  and  what  shall  1 8ay?*2? 
Father,  save  me  from  this  hour !    But  for  this  cause 
came  I  unto  this  hour.    Father,  gloriQr  thy  name.  28 

y.  27.    OTf  save  me  fh>m  this  bourt 
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Then  came  there  a  voice  out  of  heaven :  I  both  hav€ 
glorified  it,  and  will  glorify  it  again. 

29  The  mnltitude  therefore  that  stood  by  and  heard, 
said  that  it  thunder^ :  others  said,  An  apgel  has 

30  spoken  to  him.    Jesus  ansjrered  and  said :  This  voice 

31  came  not  for  my  sake,  but  for  your  sakes.  Now  is 
the  judgment  of  this  world ;  now  shall  the  prince  of 

32  this  world  be  cast  out.    And  I,  if  I  be  lifted  np 

33  from  the  earth,  will  draw  all  men  to  me.  This  he 
said,  signifying  by  what  manner  of  death  he  shocdd 
die. 

34  The  multitude  answered  him  :  We  have  heard  out 
of  the  law  that  the  Christ  abides  forever  ;  and  how 
safest  thou.  The  Son  of  man  must  be  lifted  up  ? 

35  Who  is  this  Son  of  man  ?  Jesus  therefore  said  to 
them  :  Yet  a  little  while  is  the  light  among  yoo. 
Walk  while  ye  have  the  light,  that  darkness  may 
not  overtake  you ;  and  he  that  walks  in  the  darkness 

36  knows  not  whither  he  goes.  While  ye  We  the 
light,  believe  in  the  light,  that  ye  may  become  sons 
of  light. 

These  things  spake  Jesus,  and  departed,  and  hid 
himself  from  them. 

37  But  though  he  had  wrought  so  many  signs  before 

38  'them,  they  believed  not  on  him.  That  the  saying 
of  Jsaiah  the  prophet  might  be  fulfilled,  which  he 
spake :  Lord,  who  has  believed  our  report,  and  to 
whom  has  the  arm  of  the  Lord  been  revealed? 

39  Therefore  they  could  not  believe,  because  Isaiah 
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said  again  :  He  has  blinded  their  eyes,  and  harden-  40 
ed  tbeir  heart ;  that  they  should  not  see  with  their 
eyes,  and  understand  with  then*  heart,  and  turn,  and 
I  should  heal  them.    These  thin^  said  Isaiah,  be-  41 
cause  he  saw  his  glory,  and  spake  of  him.    Yet,  42 
even  of  the  rulers  many  belieyed  'on  him ;  but  be- 
cause of  the  Pharisees  tiiey  did  not  confess  him,  lest 
they  should  be  put  out  of  the  synagogue ;  for  they  43 
loved  the  glory  of  men  more  than  the  glory  of  God. 

And  Jesus  cried  and  said :  He  that  believes  on  44 
me,  believes  not  on  me  but  on  him  that  sent  me. 
A.nd  be  that  beholds  me  beholds  him  that  sent  me.  45 
I  have  come  a  light  itito  the  world,  that  whoever  46 
believes  on  me  may  not  abide  in  the  darkness   And  47 
if  any  one  hear  my  words,  and  keep  them  not,  I  do 
not  judge  him  ;  for  I  came  not  to  judge  the  world, 
but  to  save  the  world.    He  that  rejects  me,  and  48 
receives  not  my  words,  has  one  that  judges  him.' 
The  word  that  I  spake,  that  shall  judge  him  in  the 
last  day.    Because  I  spake  not  from  myself;  but  the  49 
Father  who  sent  me,  he  has  given  me  a  conlmand- 
ment,  what  I  should  say,  and  what  I  should  speak. 
And  I  know  that  his  commandment  is  everlasting  50 
life.    What  things  T  speak  therefore,  as  the  Father 
has  said  to  me,  so  I  speak. 

Xni.    Now  before  the  feast  of  the  passover,    1 
Jesus  knowing  that  his  hour  was  come  that  he 
should  depart  out  of  this  world  to  the  Father,  hav- 
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ing  loved  his  owa  who  were  in  the  -world,  he  lored 

2  them  to  the  end.  And  supper  being  seryed,  the 
devil  having  already  pat  into  the  heait  of  Judas 

3  Iscariot,  Simon's  son,  to  betray  him;  knowing 
that  the  Father  had  given  all  things  into  his  hands, 
a9d  that  he  capie  oat  flrom  God,  and  is  going  to 

4  God,  he  rises  from  the  sapper,  and  lays  aside  his 

5  garments,  and  taking  a  towel  girded  himself.    After 
'    that  he  poars  water  into  the  basin,  and  began  to 

wash  the  feet  of  his  disciples,  and  to  wipe  them 
with  the  towel  with  which  he  was  girded. 

6  He  comes  therefore  to  Simon  Peter ;  and  Peter 

7  says  to  him :  Lord,  dost  thoa  wash  my  feet?  Jesus 
answered  and  said  to  him :  What  I  do  thou  knowest 

8  Bot  now ;  but  thou  shalt  know  hereafter.  Peter 
says  to  him :  Never  shalt  thoa  wash  my  feet.  Jesus 
answered  him :  If  I  wash  thee  not,  thou  hast  no 

9  part  with  me.  Simon  Peter  says  to  him :  Lord, 
not  my  feet  only,  but  also  my  hwids  and  my  head. 

10  Jesus  says  to  him :  ^e  that  has  bathed  has  no  need 
save  to  wash  the  feet,  but  is  wholly  clean.    And  ye 

11  are  clean,  but  not  all.    For  he  knew  his  betrayer ; 
therefore  said  he,  Te  are  not  aU  dei^n. 

12  So  after  he  had  i^ashed  their  feet,  and  had  taken 
his  garments,  and  reclined  again  at  table,  he  said 

13  to  them :  Enow  ye  what  I  have  done  to  you  ?    Ye 
call  me  the  Teaeher,  and  the  Master ;  and .  je  say 

U  well,  for  so  I  am.    If  I  then,  the  Master  and  the 
Teacher,  have  washed  your  feet,  ye  also  ought  to 
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waA  one  another's  feet    For  I  have  given  yon  an  15 
example,  that  as  I  have  done  to  yon,  ye  also  should 
do.   Verily,  verily,  I  say  to  you :  A  servant  is  not  16 
greater  than  his  lord,  nor  one  that  is  sent  greater 
tban  he  that  sent  him.    If  ye  know  these  things,  17 
lu^py  are  ye  if  ye  do  them. 

I  speak  not  of  yon  all ;  I  know  whom  I  chose;  18 
bnt  that  the  scriptore  might  he  fulfilled,  He  that 
eats  hread  with  me  lilted  np  his  heel  against  me. 
Eren  now  I  tell  yon,  before  it  comes  to  pass,  that  19 
vbeo  it  comes  to  pass,  ye  may  believe  that  I  am  he. 
Yerily,  verily,  I  say  to  yon,  he  that  receives  whon^  20 
soever  I  send  receives  me ;  and  he  that  receives  me 
receives  him  that  sent  me. 

When  Jesns  had  thos  said,  he  was  troabled  in  21 
spirit,  and  testified  and  said :  Yerily,  verily,  I  say 
to  yon,  that  one  of  yon  will  betray  me.    The  dis-  22 
ciples  therefore  looked  one  on  another,  doubting  of 
ivhom  he  spake.    Now  there  was  reclining  in  Jesus'  23 
bosom  one  of  his  disciples,  whom  Jesns  loved.    To  24 
buB  therefore  Simon  Feter  beckons  and  says  to 
bim :  Say  who  it  is  of  whom  he  speaks.    He  then,  25 
leaning  back  on  Jesns'  breast,  says  to  him :  Lord, 
who  is  it?    Jesus  answers:  He  it  is,  to  whom  I  26 
shall  give  the  morsel,  when  I  have  dipped  it.    And 
baring  dipped  the  morsel,  he  gives  it  to  Judas 
Iscariot,  son  of  Simon.    And  after  the  morsel,  27 

Y.  16.    or,  nor  an  apostle  (t  e,  one  thai  U  $enij. 
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ihen  entered  Satan  into  him.    Jesus  iherjefore  sayB 
to  bim :  What  thou  doest,  do  quickly. 

28  Now  no  .one  at  the  table  knew  for  what  intent 

29  he  spake  this  to  him.  For  some  tboaght,  because 
Jadas  had  the  bag,  that  Jesus  said  to  him :  Bay 
what  we  need  for  the  feast";  or,  that  he  should  give 
something  to  the  poor. 

30  He  then,  having  received  the  morsel,  went  im- 
mediately out ;  and  it  was  night. 

31  When  therefore  he  was  gone  out,  Jesus  says: 
Now  is  the  Son  of  man  glorified,  and  God  is  glori- 

32  fied  in  him.  If  God  is  glorified  in  him,  God  will 
also  glorify  him  in  himself,  and  will  straightway 

33  glorify  him.  Children,  yet  a  little  while  I  am  with 
you.  Ye  shall  seek  me ;  and  as  I  said  to  the  Jews, 
whither  I  go  ye  can  not  come,  so  now  I  say  to  you. 

34  A  new  commandment  I  give  to  you,  that  ye  love 
one  another  j  as  I  have  loved  you,  that  ye  also  love 

35  one  another.  By  this  shall  all  know  that  ye  are 
my  disciples,  if  ye  have  love  one  toward  another. 

36  Simon  Peter  say^  to  him :  ^Lord,  whither  goest 
thou  ?  Jesus  answered  him :  Whither  I  go,  tbou 
canst  not  follow  me  now ;  but  thou  shalt  follow  me 

ST  afterwards.  Peter  says  to  him  :  Lord,  why  can  not 
I  follow \ thee  now?    I  will  lay  down  my  life  for 

38  thee.     Jesus  answers :  Wilt  thou  lay  down  thy 
life  for  me?    Verily,  verily,  I  say  to  thee,  the  cock 
shall  not  crow,  till  thou  hast  denied  me  thrice. 
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XrV.    Let  not  your  heart  be  troubled.    Believe    1 
ID  God,  and  believe  in  me.    In  my  Father's  house    2 
are  many  mansions ;  if  it  were  not  so,  I  wonld  have 
told  yon ;  because  I  go  to  prepare  a  place  for  yon. 
And  if  I  go  and  prepare  a  place  for  yon,  I  will    3 
come  again,  and  will  receive  yon.  to  myself ;  that ' 
where  I  am  ye  may  be  also.    And  ye  know  the    4 
iray  whither  I  go. 

Thomas  says  to  him :  Lord,  we  know  not  whither    5 
thou  goest ;  and  how  do  we  know  the  way  ?    Jesns    6 
says  to  him  :  I  am  the  way,  the  truth,  and  the  life. 
No  one  comes  to  the  Father,  but  by  me.    If  ye    7 
tnew  me,  ye  would  know  my  Father  also ;  and 
from  henceforth  ye  know  him,  and  have  seen  him. 

Philip  says  to  him  :  Lord,  show  us  the  Father,    8 
and  it  suffices  us.    Jesus  says  to  him,  Am  I  so  long    9 
tune  with  you,  and  dost  thou  not  know  me,  Philip  ? 
He  that  has  seen  me  has  seen  the  Father ;  and  how 
B&yest  thou.  Show  us  the  Father?    Believest  thou  10 
iiot  that  I  am  in  the  Father,  and  the  Father  in  me? 
The  words  that  I  speak  to  you  I  speak  not  of  my- 
*tf  i  but  the  Father  that  dwells  in  me,  hefdoeth  the 
Works.  Believe  me,  tnat  I  am  in  the  Father,  and  the  11 
Father  in  me;  or  else  believe  for  the  very  works'  sake. 

Verily,  verily,  I  say  to  you,  he  that  believes  on  12 
^  the  works  that  I  do  shall  he  do  also ;  and  greater 
^  these  shall  he  do,  because  I  go  to  the  Father. 

V.  1.    or,  Ye  believe  in  God,  believe  also  in  me. 
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13  And  whatsoever  ye  slwilj  jask,  ia.my  iiame,  that  will" 
I  4q,  thai  the.  Father  may  be  glorified  in  the  Son. 

14  If  ye  ;8haU  ask  anyt^ng  in  my  name,  I  ^ill  do  it. 

15  If  ye  love  me,  keep  my  commandment?.    And  I 

16  will  ask  of  the  Fath^,  and  he  will  give  you  another 
.  17  Comforter,  that  he  may  be.  with  yoR  forever ;  the 

Spirit  of  truth,  j^hom  the  wprid  can  not  receive,  bes» 
cause  it  sees  him  not,  neither  knows  him ;  bat  ye 
know  him,  because  he  abides  with  you,  and  shall  he 

18  in  you.  I  will  not  leave  you  bereaved ;  I  will  come 
to  you. 

19  Yet  a  little  while,  and  the  world  sees  me  no  more ; 

20  but  ye  see  me  ;  because  Hive,  ye  shall  live  also.  •  In 
that  day  ye  shall  know  that  I  am  in  my  Father,  and 

21  ye  in  me,  and  I  in  you.  He  that  has  my  com- 
mandments, and  keeps  them,  he  it  is  that  loves  me ; 
and  he  that  loves  me  shall  be  loved  by  my  Father, 
and  I  will  love  him,  and  will  manifest  myself  to  him. 

22  Judas  says  to  him  (not  Iscariot) :  Lord,  how  isit 
that  thou  wilt  manifest  thyself  to  us,  and  not  to  the 

23  world  ?  Jesus  answered  and  said  to  him :  If  any 
one  loves  ^me,  he  will  keep  my  word ;  and  my 
Father  will  love  him,  and  we  will  come  to  him,  and 

24  make  our  abode  with  him.  He  that  loves  me  not 
keeps  not  my  words ;  and  the  word  which  ye  hear 
is  not  mine,  but  the  Father's  who  sent  me. 

25  These  things  have  I  q)oken  to  you,  v^ile  abiding 

26  with  you.    Btit  the  Oonrfbrter,  the  Holy  Spirit^ 

V.  18.    Or,  I  will  not  leave  you  orphans  / 
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whom  the  Father  will  send  in  my  name,  he  shall 
teach  you  all  things,  and  bring  to  your  remembrance 
all  things  which  I  said  to  yoa. 

Peace  I  leave  with  you,  my  peace  I  give  to  you ;  2*3 
not  as  the  world  gives,  give  I  to  you.    Let  not  your 
4  heart  be  troubled,  neither  let  it  be  afraid.    Ye  28 
heard  how  I  said  to  you,  I  go  away,  and  I  come  to 
you.    If  ye  loved  me,  ye  would  have  rejoiced  that 
I  go  to  the  Father ;  because  the  Father  is  greater 
than  I.    And  now  I  have  told  you  before  it  comes  to  29 
pass,  that,  when  it  is  come  to  pass,  ye  may  believe. 

I  will  no  longer  talk  much  with  you;  for  the  30 
prince  of  the  world  comes,  and  in  me  he  has  noth- 
ing.    But  that  the  world  may  know  that  I  love  the  31 
Father,  and  as  the  Father  gave  me  commandment, 
eo  I  do.    Arise,  let  us  go  hence. 

XT.    I  AM  the  true  vine,  and  my  Father  is  the    1 
husbandman.    Every  branch  in  me  that  bears  not    2 
fruit,  he  takes  it  away ;  and  every  one  that  bears 
fruit,  he  cleanses  it,  that  it  may  bear  more  fruit.    Ye    3 
ftre  already  clean,  through  the  word  which  I  have 
spoken  to  you. 

Abide  in  me,  and  I  in  you.  As  the  branch  can 
not  bear  fruit  of  itself,  if  it  abide  not  in  the  vine,  so 
.  neither  can  ye,  if  ye  abide  not  in  me.  I  am  the  5 
vine,  ye  are  the  branches.  He  that  abides  in  me 
and  I  in  him,  the  same  bears  much  fruit ;  because 
without  me  ye  can  do  nothing.  If  any  one  abide  6 
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not  in  me,  he  is  cast  forth  as  the  branch,  and  is 
withered ;  and  they  gather  them,  and  cast  them  into 

7  the  fire,  and  they  are  burned.  If  ye  abide  in  me, 
and  my  words  aJaide  in  you,  ask  whatever  ye  will, 
and  it  shall  be  done  to  yon. 

8  Herem  is  my  Father  glorified,  that  ye  bear  much 

9  fruit;  and  ye  shall  become  my  disciples.  As  the 
Father  loved  me,  I  also  loved  you ;  abide  in  my  love, 

10  If  ye  keep  my  commandments,  ye  shall  abide  in  my 
love ;  as  I  have  kept  my  Father's  commandments, 
and  abide  in  his  love. 

11  These  things  have  I  spoken  to  you,  that  my  joy 

12  may  be  in  you,  and  your  joy  be  made  fall.  This  is 
my  commandment,  that,  ye  love  one  another,  as  I 

13  loved  you.    Greater  love  bos  no  one  than  this,  that 

14  one  lay  down  his  life  for  his  friends.  Ye  are  my 
friends,  if  ye  do  whatsoever  I  command  you. 

15  No  longer  do  I  call  you  servants ;  because  the 
servant  knows  not  what  his  lord  doeth.  But  I  have 
called  you  friends ;  because  all  things  that  I  have 
heard  from  my  Father  I  have  made  known  to  you. 

16  Ye  did  not  choose  me,  but  I  chose  you,  and  appoint- 
ed you  that  ye  may  go  and  bear  fruit,  and  that  your 
fruit  may  remain ;  that  whatsoever  ye  shall  ask  of 
the  Father  in  my  name,  he  may  give  it  you. 

17  These  things  I  command  you,  that  ye  love  one  an- 

18  other.    If  the  world  hates  you,  ye  know  that  it  has 

19  hated  me  before  it  hated  you.  If  ye  were  of  the 
world,  the  world  would  love  its  own ;  but  because 
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ye  are  not  of  the  world,  but  I  chose  you  out  of  the 
worid,  for  this  the  world  hates  you.    Remember  the  20 
word  that  I  said  to  you,  A  servant  is  not  greater 
than  his  lord.    If  they  persecuted  me,  they  will  also      ' 
persecute  you ;  if  they  kept  my  saying,  they  will 
keep  yours  also.    But  all  these  things  will  they  do  21 
to  yoa  for  my  name's  sake,  because  they  know  not      / 
bim  that  sent  roe. 

If  I  had  not  come  and  spoken  to  them,  they  would  22 
not  have  sin ;  but  now  they  have  no  cloak  for  their 
sin.     He  that  hates  me  hates  my  Father  also.    If  I  23 
had  not  done  among  them  the  works  which  no  other  24 
one  has  done,  they  would  not  have  sin ;  but  now 
th^  have  both  seen  and  hated  both  me  and  my 
Father.    But  this  comes  to  pass,  that  the  word  25 
might  be  fulfilled  that  is  written  in  their  law,  They 
hated  me  without  a  cause. 

Bat  when  the  Comforter  is  come,  whom  I  will  26 
send  to  you  from  the  Father,  the  Spirit  of  truth, 
which  proceeds  from  the  Father,  he  shall  bear  wit- 
ness of  me.    And  ye  also  shall  bear  witness,  because  27 
ye  are  with  me  from  the  beginning. 

I 

XVI.  Thbsb  things  have  I  spoken  to  you,  that  1 
ye  ahould  noi  be  oflFended.  They  will  put  you  out  2 
<^  the  synagogues ;  yea,  a  time  is  coming,  that  every 
one  who  kills  you  will  think  he  makes  an  ofjfering  to 
God,  And  these  things  will  they  do  to  you,  be-  3 
eause  they  have  not  known  the  Father,  nor  me.  But  4 
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these  things  I  have  spoken  to  you,  that  when  the  time 
shall  come,  ye  may  remember  that  I  told  you  of 
them.    And  these  things  I  told  yon  not  from  the 
beginning,  because  I  was  with  you. 
6      And  now  I  go  to  him  that  sent  me ;  and  none  of 

6  you  asks  me.  Whither  goest  thou  ?  But  because  I 
have  spoken  these  things  to  you,  sorrow  has  filled 

7  your  heart.  But  I  tell  you  the  truth,  it  is  expedi- 
ent for  you  that  I  depart ;  for  if  I  depart  not,  the 
Comforter  will  not  come  to  yau ;  but  if  I  go,  I  will 

8  send  him  to  you.  And,  when  he  is  come  he  will 
convict  the  world  in  respect  of  sin,  and  of  righteous-  , 

*  9  ness,  and  of  judgment ;  of  sin,  in  that  they  believe 

10  not  on  me ;  of  righteousness,  in  that  I  go  to  my 

11  Father,  and  ye  behold  me  no  more ;  of  judgment, 
in  that  the  prince  of  this  world  has  been  judged. 

12  I  have  yet  many  things  to  say  to  you,  but  ye  can 

13  not  bear  them  now.  But  when  he,  the  Spirit  of 
truth,  is  come,  he  will  guide  you  into  all  the  truth  ; 
for  he  shall  not  speak  from  himself,  but  whatever  he 
hears  that  shall  he  speak,  and  he  shall  show  you  the 

^4  things  to  come.  He  shall  glorify  me ;  because  he  shall 

15  receive  of  mine,  and  shall  ^how  it  to  you.  All  things 
that  the  Father  hath  are  mine.  Therefore  I  said, 
that  he  shall  receive  of  mine,  and  shall  show  it  to 

16  you.  A  little  while,  and  ye  behold  me  not;  and 
again  a  little  while,  and  ye  shall  see  me. 

17  Therefore  said  some  of  his  disciples  to  one  another : 
What  is  this  that  he  says  to  us,  A  little  while,  and 
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yebdiold  me  not;  and  again  a  little  wliile,  and  ye 
shall  see  me ;  and,  I  go  to  the  Father  ?    They  said  18 
tbeiefore :  Whait  Is  this  that  he  sa^s,  A  little  while  ? 
We  know  not  what  he  says: 

Jegns  knew  that  they  were  desirous  to  ask  him,  19 
and  said  to  them :  Do  ye  inquire  of  this  with  one 
another,  that  I  said,  A  little  while,  and  ye  behold 
IBB  not ;  aqd  agi^  a  little  wh^Ie,  and  ye  shall  see 
me?    Yerily,  verily,  I  say  to  you,  that  ye  shall  20 
weep  and  lament,  but  the  world  shall  rqjoice ;  and 
je  shall  be  sorrowful,  bat  your  sorrow  shall  be 
turned  into  joy.    A  woman  when  she  is  in  travail  21 
has  Borrow,  because  her  hour  is  come ;  but  when  she 
has  borne  the  child,  she  remembers  no  more  the  an- 
guish, for  joy  that  a  man  is  born  into  the  world. 
And  so  ye.  now  have  sorrow ;  but  I  will  see  you  22 
again,  and  your  heart  shall  rejoice,  and  your  joy  no 
one  takes  from  you. 

And  in  that  day  ye.  shall  ask  nothing  of  me.  23 
Verily,  verily,  I  say  to  you  ;  Whatever  ye  shall  ask 
of  the  Father,  he  will  give  it  you  in  my  name.    Hith-  24 
erto  have  ye  asked  notliiog  in  my  name.    Ask,  and 
ye  shall  receive,  that  your  joy  may  be  made  full. 

These  things  have  I  spoken  to  you  in  parables.  2r 
A  time  is  coming,  when  I  shall  no  more  speak  to 
you  in  parables,  but  I  shall  show  you  plamly  of  the 
Father.    In  that  da^  ye  shidl  ask  in  my  name.  26 
And  I  say  not  to  you,  lliat  I  will  pray  the  Father 
for  you ;  for  the  Father  himself  loves  you,  b^anse  27 
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ye  have  loved  me,  and  have  believed  that  I  came 

28  forth  from  God.  I  came  forth  from  the  Father,  and 
have  come  into  the  world ;  again,  I  leave  the  world, 
and  go  to  the  Father. 

29  His  disciples  say  to  him  :  Lo,  now  thoa  speakest 

30  plainly,  and  speakest  no  parable.  Now  we  know 
that  thou  knowest  all  things,  and  needest  not  that 
any  one  should  ask  thee.  By  this  we  believe  that 
thou  earnest  forth  from  God. 

31  Jesus  answered  theni :  Do  ye  now  believe?    Be- 

32  hold,  an  hour  is  coming,  and  has  come,  that  ye  shall 
be  scattered,  each  one  to  his  own,  and  shall  leave  me 
alone ;  and  I  am  not  alone,  because  the  Father  ib 
with  me. 

33  These  things  I  have  spoken  to  you,  that  in  me  ye 
may  have  peace.  In  the  world  ye  have  tribulation ; 
but  be  of  good  cheer,  I  have  overcome  tiie  world. 

'1 

1  XVIL  These  words  spake-  Jesus,  and  lifted  up 
his  eyes  to  heaven,  and  said  :  Father,  the  hour  has 
come ;  glorify  thy  Son,  that  thy  Son  may  glorify 

2  thee ;  as  thou  gavest  him  power  over  all  flesh,  that 
as  many  as  tljou  hast  given  to  him,  to  them  he. 

3  should  give  eternal  life.  And  this  is  the  eternal  life, 
that  they  know  thee  the  only  true  God,  and  Jesus 

4  Christ,  whom  thou  didst  send.  I  glorified  thee  on 
the  earth ;  I  finished  the  work  which  thou  hast  given 

5  me  to  do.  And  now,  0  Father,  glorify  thou  me 
with  thine  own  self,  with  the  glory  which  I  had  with 
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fhee  before  the  world  was.    I  manifested  thy  name    6 
to  the  men  whom  thoa  hast  given  me  out  of  the 
world.    Thine  they  were,  and  thon  hast  given  t^em 
to  me ;  and  they  have  kept  thy  word.    Now  they    7 
know  that  all  things  whatsoever  thou  hast  given  me 
are  from  thee ;  because  the  words  which  thoa  gaveat    8 
me  I  have  given  to  ihem,  and  they  received  them, 
and  knew  in  truth  that  I  came  forth  from  thee,  and 
believed  that  thou  didst  send  me.    I  pray  for  them ;    9 
I  pray  not  for  the  world,, but  for  them  whom  thou 
hast  given  me ;  for  they  are  thine.    And  all  things  10 
that  are  mine  are  thine,  and  thine  are  mine ;  and  I 
am  glorified  in  them. 

And  I  am  no  longer  in  the  world ;  and  these  are  11 
in  the  world,  and  I  come  to  thee.    Holy  Father, 
keep  them  in  thy  name  which  thou  hast  given  me, 
that  they  may  be  one,  as  we  are.    While  I  was  with  12 
them,  I  kept  them  in  thy  name.    Those  whom  thou 
hast  given  me  I  watched  over,  and  none  of  them 
perished,  except  the  son  of  perdition,  that  the  scrip- 
tare  might  be  fulfilled.    And  now  I  come  to  thee ;  13 
and  these  things  I  speak  in, the  world,  that  they  may 
have  my  joy  made  full  in  them.    I  have  given  them  14 
thy  word ;  and  the  world  hated  them,  because  they 
are  not  of  the  world,  as  I  am  not  of  the  world.    I  15 
pray  not  that  thou  shouldest  take  them  out  of  the 
world,  but  that  thou  shouldest  keep  them  from  the 
eviL    They  are  not  of  the  world,  as  I  am  not  of  the  16 
world.    Sanctify  them  in  the  truth;  thy  word  is  17 
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18  Mth.    As  ihxm  didst  send  me  into  the  world,  I  also 

19  sent  them  into  the  world.,  And  for  thi^  sakes  I 
sanctify  mjself,  that  they  dso  maj^be  sanctified  in 

20  the  truth.  And  I  pray  not  for  these  only,  bat  also 
for  them  who  believe  on  me  tiirongb  their  word ; 

21  that  all  may  be  one ;  as  thoa.  Father,  in  me  and  I 
in  thee,  that  they  also  may  be  in  ns  j  liiat  the  world 

22  may  believe  that  thoa  didst  send  me.  And  the  glory 
which  thou  hast  given  to  me  I  have  given  to  them, 

23  that  they  may  be  one,  as  we  are  one ;  I  in  them, 
and  thou  in  me,  that  they  may  be  perfected  into  one ; 
that  the  world  may  know  that  thou  didst  send  me, 
and  lovedst  them  as  thou  lovedst  me. 

24  Father,  those  whom  thou  hast  given  me,  I  will 
that  where  I  am  they  also  be  with  me ;  that  they 
may  behold  my  glory,  which  thou  hast  given  me ; 
because  thou  lovedst  me  before  the  foundation  of  the 

25  world.  Righteous  Father  I  And  the  world  knew 
thee  not !  But  I  knew  thee,  and  thelae  knew  that  thou 

26  didst  send  me ;  and  I  made  known  to  them  thy  name, 
and  will  make  it  known ;  that  the  love  wherewith 
thou  lovedst  me  may  bo  in  them,  and  I  in  them. 

1  XVIII.  When  Jesus  had  spoken  these  wordi, 
he  went  out  with  his  disciples  beyond  the  brook 
Kedron,  where  was  a  garden,  into  which  ho  entered 

2  and  his  disciples.  And  Judas  also,  his  betrayer 
knew  the  place;  because  Jesus  ofttimes  resorted 
thither  with  bis  disciples. 
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Judas  therefore,  having  reoeived  the  band  and    3 
offioen  from  the  chief  priests  and  Pharisees,  comes 
thither  with    torches    and  lamps  and  weapons. 
JesDS  therefore,  knowing  all  the  things  that  were    4 
eomiog  upon  him,  went  forth  and  said  to  them. 
Whom  seek  ye?    They  answered  him,  Jesos  the    5 
Nasaiene.    Jesus  says  to  them,  I  am  he.    And 
Judas  also,  his  betrayer,  was  standing  with  them. 

When  therefore  he  had  said  to  them,  I  am  he,    6 
they  went  backward,  and  fell  to  the  ground. 

Again  therefore  he  asked  them,  Whom  seek  ye?    7 
And  they  said,  Jesos  tiie  Nazarene.    Jesus  answer-    8 
ed,  I  told  you  that  I  am  he ;  if  therefore  ye  seek 
me,  let  these  go  their  way.    That  the  saying  might'  9 
be  falfilled,  which  he  sjMdce  :  Of  them  whom  thou 
hast  given  me  I  lost  none.  ^ 

Then  Simon  Peter,  having  a  sword,  drew  it  and  10 
smote  the  servant  of  the  high  priest,  and  cut  off  his 
right  ear.    The  servant's  name  was  Malchus.   Jesos  11 
therefore  said  to  Peter :  Pot  up  thy  sword  into  the 
sheath.    The  cup  which  my  Father  has  given  me, 
shall  I  not  drink  it  ? 

So  the  band  and  the  captain  and  the  officers  of  12 
the  Jews  took  Jesus,  and  bound  him.    And  ihey  led  13 
him  away  to  Annas  first ;  for  be  was  father-in-law 
of  Caiaphas,  who  was  higlT  priest  that  year.    And  14 
Gaiaphas  was  he  who  counseled  the  Jews,  that  it 
was  expedient  that  one  man  should  die  for  the  people. 

And  Simon  Peter  and  the  other  disciple  followed  15 
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Jesus.    That    disciple  was    known    to  the"  high 
priest,  and  went  in  with  Jesus  into  the  court  of 

16  the  high  priest.  But  Peter  was  standing  at  the 
door  without.  Therefore  the  other  disciple,  who 
was  known  to  the  high  priest,  went  out  and  spake 
to  her  that  kept  the  door,  and  brought  in  Peter. 

17  Then  the  damsel  that  kept  the  door  says  to  Peter : 
Art  not  thou  also  one  of  this  man's  disciples  ?  He 
says,  I  am  not. 

18  And  the  servants  and  the  oflBcers  were  standing 
there,  having  made  a  fire  of  coals,  because  it  was 
cold,  and  were  warming  themselves  ;  and  Peter  was 
standing  with  them,  and  warming  himself. 

19  The  high  priest  therefore  asked  Jesus  of  his  dis- 

20  ciples,  and  of  his  teaching.    Jesus  answered  him  : 
*  I  have  spoken  openly  to  the  world ;  I  ever  taught 

in  the  synagogue,  and  in  the  temple,  where  all  the 
Jews  assemble ;   and  in  secret  spake  I  nothing. 

21  Why  askest  thou  me  ?  Ask  them  that  have  heard 
me,  what  I  spake  to  them.  Behold,  these  knovr 
what  things  I  said. 

22  And  when  he  had  said  this,  one  of  the  officers 
who  was  standing  by  gave  Jesus  a  blow  on  the 
face,  saying:  Answerest  thou  the  high  priest  so? 

23  Jesus  answered  him :  If  I  have  spoken  evil,  bear 
witness  of  the  evil ;  but  if  well,  why  smitest  thou  me  \ 

24  Annas  sent  him  bound  to   Caiaphas  the  high 

25  priest.  And  Simon  Peter  was  standing  and  warm- 
mg  himself.    They  said  therefore  to  him  :  Art  thou 
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also  one  of  his  disciples  ?    He  denied^  and  said,  I 
am    not.    One  of  the  servants  of  the  high  priest,  26 
being  a  kinsman  of  him  whose  ear  Peter  cut' off, 
says  :  Did  not  I  see  thee  in  the  garden  with  him  ? 
AgsLiu  therefore  Peter  denied  ;  and  immediately  the  27 
cock  crowed. 

Then  they  lead  Jesus  from  Oaiaphtfs  into  the  28 
Governor's  palace;   and  it  was  early;    and  they 
themselves  went  not  into  the  palace,  that  they  might 
not  be  defiled,  bpt  might  eat  the  passover.    Pilate  29 
therefore  went  out  to  them,  and  said :  What  ac- 
cusation bring  ye  against  this  man?    They  an-  30 
swered  and  said  to  him :  If  he  were  not  a  malefac- 
tor, we  would  not  have  delivered  him  up  to  thee. 
Pilate  therefore  said  to  them  :  Do  ye  take  him,  and  31 
judge  him  according  to  your  law.    The  Jews  there- 
fore said  to  him :  It  is  not  lawful  for  us  to  put 
any  one  to  death.    That  the  saying  of  Jesus  might  32 
be  fulfilled,  which  he  spake,  signifying  by  what 
manner  of  death  he  should  die. 

Pilate  therefore  entered  into  the  palace  again,  33 
and  called  Jesus,  and  said  to  him  :  -Art  thou  the 
King  of  the  Jews  ?    Jesus  answered :   Dost  thou  34 
say  this  of  thyself,  or  did  others  tell  thee  concerning 
me?    Pilate  answered  :  Am  I  a  Jew  ?    Thine  own  35 
nation  and  the  chief  priests  delivered  thee  to  me. 
What  hast  thou  done  ?    Jesus  answered :  My  king-  36 
dom  is  not  of  this  world.    If  my  kingdom  were  of 
this  world,  my  servants  would  fight,  that  I  might 
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not  be  delivered  to  the  Jews ;  bat  now  is  my  king- 
37  dom  not  &om  hence.  Pilate  therefore  said  to  him  : 
Art  thon  a  king  then  ?  Jesus  answered :  Thou 
sayest  it ;  for  I  am  a  kii^.  To  this  end  have  I 
been  bom,  and  to  this  end  have  I  come  into  the 
world,  that  I  may  bear  witness  to  the  trutL  Every 
one  that  is  of  the  truih  hears  my  voice. 
08  Pilate  says  to  him,  What  is  troth  ?  And  having 
said  this,  he  went  ont  again  to  the  Jews,  and  says 

39  to  them,  I  iSnd  no  fhalt  in  him.  But  ye  have  a  cus- 
tom, that  I  shoald  release  to  yoa  one  at  the  pass- 
over.    Do  ye  desire  therefore  that  I  release  to  yoa 

40  the  King  of  the  Jews  ?  They  all  therefore  cried 
oat  again,  saying :  Not  this  one,  but  Barabbas. 
Now  Barabbas  was  a  robber. 

1  XIX.    Thek  therefore  Pilate  took  Jesns,  and 

2  scoarged  him.  And  the  soldiers  platted  a  crown 
of  thorns,  and  put  it  on  his  head,  and  pat  on  him  a 

3  parple  robe ;  and  they  came  to  him,  and  said : 
Hail,  King  of  the  Jews!  And  they  gave  him 
blows  on  the  face. 

4  Pilate  went  forth  again,  and  says  to  them  :  Be- 
hold, I  bring  him  forth  to  y6a,  that  ye  may  know 

5  that  I  find  no  ikalt  in  him.  Jesns  therefore  came 
forth,  wearing  the  crown  of  thorns  and  the  parple 
robe.    And  he  says  to  them.  Behold  the  man  I 

6  When  therefore  the  chief  priests  and  tlie  offioem 
saw  him,  they  cried  ont,  saying :  Gradfy  him,cracily 
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him.     Pilate  says  to'  them :  Do  ye  take  him,  and 
CTOcify  him ;  for  I  find  no  fault  in  him.    The  Jews    7 
answered  him  :  We  have  a  law,  and  by  cur  law  he 
ought  to  die,  becausd  he  made  himself  the  Son  of  God. 

When  therefore  Pilate  heard  this  saying,  he  was    8 
the  more  afraid.    And  He  ^ent  again  into  the  palace, 
and  says  to  Jesus,  Whence  art  thou  ?     But  Jesus 
gave  him  no  answer.    Then  says  Pilate  to  him :  10 
Doet  thou  not  speak  to  me  ?    Knowest  thou  not 
that  I  have  power  to  release  thee,  and  have  power 
to  crucify  thee  ?    J^us  answered  :  Thou  wouldst  11 
have  no  power  against  me,  except  it  were  given  thee 
from  above.    Therefore  he  that  delivers  me  to  thee 
has  the  greater  sin.    Thenceforth  Pilate  sought  to  12 
release  him.    But  the  Jews  Cried  out,  saying  :  If 
thou  let  this  man  go,  thou  art  not  a  friend  of  Caesar. 
Whosoever  makes  himself  a  king  speaks  against 
Caesar. 

When  therefore  Pilate  heard  these  words,  he  13 
brought  Jesus  forth,  and  sat  down  on  the  judgment 
seat  in  a  place  called  the  Pavement,  and  in  Hebrew, 
Gabbatha.    And  it  was  the  preparation  of  the  pass-  14 
over,  and  about  the  sixth  hour.    And  he  says  to  the 
Jews,  Behold  your  king !    But  they  cried  out,  Away  15 
with  him,  away  with  him,  crucify  him.    Pilate  says 
to  them.  Shall  I  crucify  your  king  ?    The  chief 
priests  answered.  We  have  no  king  but  Caesar.    Then  1 6 
therefore  he  delivered  him  to  them  to  be  crucifiedi 
And  they  took  Jesus,  and  led  him  away. 
2a*  317 


JOHN. 

17  And  bearing  his  cross  he  went  forth  into  the  place 
called  the  place  of  a  skull,  which  in  Hebrew  is  called 

18  Golgotha ;  where  they  crucified  him,  and  two  others 
with  him,  on  either  side  one,  and  Jesus  in  the  midst. 

19  And  Pilate  also  wrote  a  title,  and  put  it  on  the  cross. 
And  the  writing  was,  JESUS  OF  NAZARETH 
THE  KING  OP  THE  JEWS. 

20  This  title  therefore  many  of  the  Jews  read  ;  for 
the  place  where  Jesus  was  crucified  was  nigh  to  the 
city,  and  it  was  written  in  Hebrew,  and  Greek,  and 

21  Latin.  Therefore  said  the  chief  priests  of  the  Jews 
to  Pilate :  Write  not,  The  King  of  the  Jews ;  but 

22  that  he  said,  I  am  King  of  the  Jews.  Pilate  an- 
swered :  What  I  have  written  I  have  written. 

23  Then  the  soldiers,  when  they  had  crucified  Jesus, 
took  his  garments,  and  made  four  parts,  to  every 
(Soldier  a  part,  and  also  his  coat.  Now  the  coat 
was  without  seam,  woven  from  the  top  throughout. 

24  They  said  therefore  to  one  another :  Let  us  not  rend 
it,  but  cast  lots  for  it,  whose  it  shall  be ;  that  the 

.  scripture  might  be  fulfilled  which  says :  They  parted 
my  garments  among  them,  and  for  my  vesture  they 
cast  lots. 

25  These  things  the  soldiers  did.  And  there  were 
standing  by  the  cross  of  Jesus  his  mother,  and  his 
mother's  sister,  Mary  the  wife  of  Clopas,  and  Mary 

26  the  Magdalene.  Jesus  therefore  seeing  his  mother, 
and  the  disciple  whom  he  loved  standing  by,  says 

27  to  his  mother  :  Woman,  behold  th;t^  ^aa  I    Then  he 
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Bays  to  thb  disciple :  Behdd  thy  mother !    And    ^ 
firoim  that  hour  the  disciple  took  her  to  his  own  home. 

.Alter  this,  Jesiis  knowing  that  all  things  were  28 
now  finished,  that  the  scripture  might  be  accom- 
plished, says,  I  thirst.    Now  there  was  set  a  vessel  29 
fall  of  vinegar  ;  and  they  filled  a  sponge  with  vine- 
gar, and  put  it  upon  hyssop,  and  presented  it  to  his 
mouth.    When  Jesus  therefore  had  received  the  30 
^n^ar,  he  said  :  It  is  finished ;  and  he  bowed  his 
head,  and  gave  up  his  spirit. 

The  Jews  therefore,  since  it  was  the  preparation,  31 
that  the  bodies  might  not  remain  upon  the  cross  on 
die  sabbath,  (for  that  sabbath  day  was  a  great  day,) 
besought  Pilate  that  their  legs  might  be  broken,  and 
that  they  might  be  taken  away.    So  the  soldiers  32 
came,  and  brake  the  legs  of  the  first,  and  of  the 
other  who  was  crucified  with  him.    But  when  they  33 
came  to  Jesus,  and  saw  that  he  was  already  dead, 
they  brake  not  his  legs.    But  one  of  the  soldiers  34 
with  a  spear  pierced  his  side,  and  forthwith  there 
came  out  blood  and  water. 

And  he  that  has  seen  has  borne  witness,  and  his  35 
witness  is  true  and  he  knows  that  he  says  what  is 
true,  that  ye  also  might  believe.    For  these  things  36 
came  to  pass,  that  the  scripture  might  be  fulfilled,  A 
bone  of  hijn  shall  not  be  broken.    And  again  another  37 
scripture  says,  They  shall  look'  on  him  whom  they 
pierced. 
And  after  this,  Joseph  from  Arimathea,  being  a  38 
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-  disciple  of  Jesus  but  secretly  for  fear  of  the  Je^wa^ 
besoQgbt  Pilate  that  he  might  take  away  the  ly>dy 
of  Jesus ;  and  Pilate  gave  him  leave.    He  came 

39  therefore,  and  took  away  the  body  of  Jesna.  And 
there  came  also  Nlcodemus,  who  at  the  first  come 
to  Jesus  by  night,  bringing  a  mixture  of  myrrh  and 

40  aloes,  about  a  hundred  pounds  weight.  Then  took 
they  the  body  of  Jesus,  and  wound  it  in  linen  clotfaa 
with  the  spices,  as  is  the  custom  of  the  Jews  to 
prepare  for  burial. 

41  Now  in  the  place  where  he  was  crucified  there 
was  a  garden,  and  in  the  garden  a  new  sepulchre, 

42  whereiq  no  one  was  yet  laid.  There  they  laid  Jesus 
therefore,  on  account  of  the  preparation  of  the  Jews^ 
because  the  sepqlchre  was  nigh  at  hand. 

1  XX.  Now  on  the  first  day  of  the  week  comes 
Mary  the  Magdalene  early,  when  it  was  yet  dark, 
to  the  sepulchre,  and  sees  the  stone  taken  away  from 

2  the  sepulchre.     She  runs  therefore  and  comes  to 
Simon  Peter,  and  to  the  other  disciple,  whom  Jesus 
loved,  and  says  to  them  :  They  have  taken  away  the 
Lord  out  of  the  sepulchre,  and  we  know  not  where  , 
they  have  Taid  him. 

3  Peter  therefore  went  forth,  and  the  other  disciple, 

4  and  they  went  to  the  sepulchre.  And  the  two  ran 
together ;  and  the  other  disciple  outran  Peter,  and 

5  came  first  to  the  sepulchre.  And  stooping  down  he 
Bees  the  linen  cloths  lying ;  yet  went  he  not  in.

CHAFTEB  XX. 

l!1ien  oomes  Simon  Peter  fdlowiag  him;  and  lie    0 
irent  into  the  sepulchre,  and  sees  the  linen  cloths 
tying,  and  the  napkin  that  was  aboat  his  head  not    7 
lying  with  the  linen  cloths,  bat  wrapped  together 
in  a  place  by  itselt    Then  therefore  the  other  dis-    8 
ciple  went  in  also,  who  came  first  to  the  sepulchre, 
and  be  saw,  and  believed.    For  not  eren  yet  did    9. 
they  know  the  scripture,  that  he  must  rise  from  the 
dead. 

The  disciples  therefore  went  away  again  to  their  10 
own  borne.    And  Mary  was  standing  by  the  sepal-  11 
chre  without,  weeping.    So,  as  she  wept,  she  stooped 
down  into  the  sepulchre,  and  beholds  two  angels  in  12 
white,  sitting  the  one  at  the  head  and  the  other  at 
the  feet,  where  the  body  of  Jesus  had  lain.    And  13 
they  say  to  her :  Woman,  why  weepest  thou  ?    She 
says  to  them,  Because  they  have  taken  away  my 
Lord,  and  I  know  not  where  they  have  laid  him. 

Having  said  this,  she  turned  back  and  beholds  14 
Jesus  standing,  and  knew  not  that  it  was  Jesus. 
Jesus  says  to  her :  Woman,  why  weepest  thou  ?  15 
Whom  dost  thou  seek  ?    She,  supposing  that  it  was 
the  gardener,  says  to  him :  Sir,  if  thou  hast  borne 
him  hence,  tell  me  where  thou  hast  laid  him,  and  I 
will  take  him  away.   Jesus  says  to  her :  Mary  I '  8he  16 
turning  says  to  him  in  Hebrew :  Babboni  1  (which  is 
to  say.  Teacher  I)    Jesus  says  to  her ;  Touch  me  not ;  H 
for  I  have  not  yet^  ascended  to  my  Father ;  but  go 
to  my  brethren,  and  say  to  them :  I  ascend  to  my 
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Father  and  your  Father,  and  my  God  and  your  God, 
18  Mary  the  Magdalene  comes  bringing  word  to  the 
disciples,  that  she  has  seen  the  Lord,  and  that  he 
spake  these  things  to  her. 
1 J  When  therefore  it  was  evening  on  that  day,  the 
first  day  of  the  week,  and  the  doors  were  shut  where 
the  disciples  were  assembled  for  fear  of  the  Jews, 
Jesas  came  and  stood  in  the  midst ;  and  he  says  to 

20  them :  Peace  be  to  you.  And  having  said  this,  he 
showed  them  his  hands  and  his  side.  The  disciples 
therefore  rejoiced  when  they  saw  the  Lord. 

21  Jesus  therefore  said  to  them  again :  Peace  be 
to  you.    As  the  Father  has  sent  me,  so  send  I  you. 

22  And  having  said  this,  he  breathed  on  them,  and 

23  says  to  them:  Receive  the  Holy  Spirit.  Whose- 
soever sins  ye  remit,  they  are  remitted  to  them ;  and 
whosesoever  ye  retain,  they  are  retained. 

24  But  Thomas,  one  of  the  twelve,  called  Didytnus, 

25  was  not  with  them  when  Jesus  came.  The  other 
disciples  therefore  said  to  him.  We  have  seen  the 
Lord.  But  he  said  to  them  :  Except  1  see  in  his 
hands  the  print  of  the  nails,  and  thrust  my  finger 
into  the  print  of  the  nails,  and  thrust  my  hand  into 
his  side,  1  will  not  believe. 

26  And  after  eight  days,  again  his  disciples  were 
within,  and  Thomas  with  them.  Jesus  comes,  the 
doors    being  i^nt,  and  stood  in  the  midst,  and 

27  said :  Peace  be  to  yon.  After  that,  he  says  to 
Thomas :  Reach  hither  thy  finger,  and  see  my  hands ; 
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and  reach  thy  hand,  and  thrnst  it  into  my  side ; 
and   be  not  faithless,  bat  believiDg;.    Thomas  an-  28 
Bwered  and  said  to  him :  My  Lord  and  my  God 
J^sns  says  to  him :  Because  tiiou  hast  seen  me,  thou  29 
hast  believed.    Happy  they  that  have  not  seen  and 
have  believed ! 

Many  other  signs  also  did  Jesus  in  the  presence  30 
of  his  disciples,  which  are  not  written  in  this  book. 
But  these  are  written,  that  ye  might  believe  that  31 
•Tesos  is  the  Christ,  the  Son  of  God,  and  that  believ- 
Kig  ye  miight  have  life  in  his  name. 

XXI.    After  these  things  Jesus  manifested  him-    1 
delf  again  to  the  disciples  at  the  sea  of  Tiberias ; 
and  he  manifested  himself  in  this  manner. 

There  were  together  Simon  Peter,  and  Thomas  2 
called  Didymus,  and  Nathanael  from  Cana  of  Gal- 
ilee, and  the  sons  of  Zebedee,  and  two  others  of  his 
disciples.  Simon  Peter  says  to  them,  I  go  a  fish-  3 
ing.  They  say  to  him.  We  also  go  with  thee.  They 
went'  forth,  and  entered  into  the  ship  ;  and  in  that 
night  they  caught  nothing. 

But  when  morning  was  now  come,  Jesus  stood  on    4 
the  beach ;  yet  the  disciples  knew  not  that  it  was 
Jesus.    Jesus  therefore  says  to  them  :  Children,  have'  5 
ye  anything  to  eat  ?    They  answered  him.  No.   And    6 
he  said  to  them  :  Cast  the  net  on  the  right  side  of 
the  ship,  and  ye  shall  find.    They  cast  it  therefore ; 
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and  now  ihey  were  not  able  to  draw  it  for  the  mul- 
titude of  the  fishes. 

7  Therefore  that  disciple  whom  Jesns  loved  says  to 
Peter,  It  is  the  Lord.  Simon  Peter  therefore,  hear- 
ing that  it  was  the  Lord,  girded  on  his  oater  gar- 
ment (for  he  was  naked),  and  cast  himself  into  the 

8  sea.  And  the  other  disciples  came  in  the  boat,  (for 
they  were  not  &r  from  land,  but  about  two  hundred 
cubits  off,)  drdgging  the  net  with  the  fishes. 

9  When  therefore  they  had  gone  out  upon  the 
land,  they  see  a  fire  of  coals  there,  and  a  fish  lying 

10  thereon,  and  bread.    Jesus  says  to  them :  Bring  of 

11  the  fishes  which  ye  have  now  caught.  Simon  Peter 
went  on  board,  and  drew  the  net  to  land  full  of 
great  fishes,  a  hundred  and  fifty  and  three ;  and 
though  there  were  so  many,  the  net  was  not  broken. 

12^  Jesus  says  to  them  :  Come  hither  and  dine.  And 
none  of  the  disciples  durst  ask  him,  Who  art  thou  ? 

13  knowing  that  it  was  the  Lord.  Jesus  comes,  and 
takes  the  bread  and  gives  to  them,  and  the  fish  like- 

14  wise.    This  is  now  the  third  time  that  Jesus. mani- 
t      fested  himself  to  his  disciples,  after  he  was  risen 

from  the  dead. 

15  When  therefore  they  had  dined,  Jesus  says  to 
Simon  Peter  :  Simon,  son  of  Jonah,  lovest  thou  me 
more  than  these  ?    He  says  to  him  :  Yea,  Lord ; 

V.  12.    or,  and  break  your  fast 
V  U.    or,  had  broken  their  fast  ! 
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knowest  tliat  I  love  thee.    Be  fKi,ya  to  Lim :    • 
Feed  mj  lambs. 

He  BELya  to  lum  o|^  aiseeoBd  tune :  SimoD^  bob  16 
of  Jonah*  loveet  thou  me  ?    MvB^ys  to  him :  Yea, 
Ijord  ;  thoa  knowest  that  I  lov&  tiiea    He  aa^s  to 
Inm :  Tend  my  sheeji. 

Bte  Bays  to  him  the  thinl  ti^:  Simon,  son  of  17 
Jonah,  lovest  thou  met  Peter  was  grievied  beottose 
he  said  to  him  the  third  tim^  Lovest  thoa  me? 
And  be  said  to  him  :  Lord,  thoa  koowest  ail  things ; 
thoa  knowest  that  I  love  thee.  Jesus  says  to  him, 
Feed  my  sheep. 

Yeiily,  verily,  I  say  to  thee,  when  thoa  wast  18 
yoang,  thoa  girdedst  thyself,  and  walkedst  whither 
thou  wouldst;  bat  when  thoa  shalt  be  old,ithoa 
shalt  stretch  forth  thy  hands,  and  another  shah  gird 
thee,  and  lead  thee  whiti^^r  thoa  wouldst  not  And  ISM 
this  he  spake,  signifying  by  what  manner  of  death 
be  should  glorify  God. 

And  having  spoken  this,  he  says  to  him,  Follo'ir 
me.    Peter,  taming  about,  sees  the  disciple  whom  20  > 
Jesus  loved  following ;  who  also  at  the  sapper  lean- 
ed back  on  his  breast  and  said :  Lord,  who  is  he 
that  betrays  thee  ?    Peter  seeing  him  says  to  Jesos :  21 
Lord,  and  what  shall  this  man  do  ?    Jesus  says  to  22. 
hun  :  If  I  will  that  he  tarry  till  I  come,  what  is  it. 
to  thee?  Follow  thou  me. 

This  saying  therefore  went  abroad  among  tb»  29' 
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brethren,  that  that  disciple  should  not  die.  And 
Jesas  said  not  to  him,  that  he  should  not  die;  bnt^ 
If  I  will  that  he  tarry  till  I  come,  what  is  it  to  thee  ? 

24  This  is  the  disdple  tiiiat  testifies  of  these  things 
and  wrote  these  things ;  and  we  know  that  his  testi* 

25  monyistrae.  And  there  are  also  many  other  things 
which  Jesns  did;  and  it  they  shonld  be  written 
every  one,  I  snppose  that  even  the  world  itself  woakL 
not  oontain  the  boioks  that  should  ]^  writtieD. 
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Thb  former  narratioii  I  made,  O  TheophiliiB, 
ooneeming  all  things  that  Jesns  began  both  to 
do  and  to  teaeh,  until  the  day  when  he  was  taken 
up,  after  he  had  giveli  commandment^  through 
tiie  Holy  Spirit^  to  the  apostles  whom  he  had 
chosen;  to  whom  also  he  showed  himself  liying, 
after  he  had  suffered,  by  many  infallible  proofs, 
duTUig  forty  days  appearing  to  them,  and  speak- 
ing the  things  conoeming  the  kingdom  of 
God. 

And,  being  assembled  togetther  with  them, 
he  commanded  them  not  to  depart  from 
Jerusalem,  bat  to  wait  for  the  promise  of  the 
Father,  which  ye  heard  from  me ;  for  John  in- 
deed immersed  in  water;  bnt  ye  shall  be  im- 
mersed in  the  Holy  Spirit  not  many  days  hence. 

They  therefore,  havilig  come  together,  asked 
him,  saying :  Lord,  wilt  thon  at  this  time  restore 

V.  6.  or,  They  therefore  who  came,  together 
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7  again  the  kingdom  to  Israel  t  And  he  said  i» 
them :  It  is  not  yonn  to  know  times  or  seasons, 
which  the  Father  appointed  by  hi9  own  power* 

f  iBnt  ye  ahdl  veoeive  power,  when  the  9^ 
Spirit-is  come  npon  yon;  and  ye  shall  be  my 
witnesses  both  in  Jerasalem,  and  in  all  Jndea, 
^and  Samaria,  and  nnto  the  uttermost  part  of 
the  earth. 

9  And  when  he  had  spoken  these  things,  while 
jbb#y  beheld,  h^  W4»  borne  np ;  and  a  elond  r^ 

10  ^ived  hbn.Qiit  of  :th«ir  si^t*  And  whfle  th^ 
WWf»  tookiog  Intenjliy  Into  faflaTsen  aa  he  went| 
behoidy  tiwo  men  rtood  by  Ihem  in  T^fte  i^ 

11  pai^el ;  wh<Q  also  said :  Men  of  Galitee,  why  stand 
ye  iookiog  Into  heayea^  This  Jesvs,  who  was 
token  <up  from  yon  into  heaven,  shafi  so  come  la 
like  maaner  as  ye  saw  him  going  uito  heavra. 

12  Then  retamed  they  to  Jerusalem  from  tho 
mount  called  Olivet,  which  is  near  Jerusalem,  a 

IZ  eahbath  day^s  jonmey.  AM  when  they  camein^ 
they  went  up  into  the  upper  room,  -when  w«e 
abiding  both  Peter,  and  James,  and  John,  and  An- 
drew, Philip  and  Tliomas,  Bartholonew  and  Mat- 
thew, James  the  aon  of  A^eus,  and  Bhnon  Zelo- 

14  tes,aAdJudasthebrodier<^James.TheseaUooB* 
tinned  with  one  aooord  in  prayer,  with  WOTien, 
and  21ary  the  saotfaer  of  Jesus,  and  his  brothers. 

F.  1,  or^  put  in  his  own  power 
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And  in  those  days  Peter  stood  up  m  the  midst  15 
of  the  brethren,  and  said  (the  number  of  names 
together  was  about  a  hundred  and  twenty:) 
ICen,  brethren,  it  was  necessary  that  the  scrip-  16 
ture  should  be  fulfilled,  which  the  Holy  Spirit 
hy  the  mouth  of  David-spake  before  concerning 
Judas,  who  became  guide  to  them  that  took 
Jesus.    Because  he  was  numbered  with  us,  and  17 
obtained  the  office  of  this  ministry. — Now  this  18 
man  purchased  a  field  with  the  wages  of  iniqui- 
ty ;  and  falling  headlong,  he  burst  asunder  in  the 
midst,  and  all  his  bowels  gushed  out.    And  it  19 
became  known  to  all  who  dwell  at  Jerusalem ; 
so  that  that  field  was  called,  in  their  own  tongue, 
Aoeldama,  that  is,  Held  of  blood.— For  it  is  20 
written  in  the  book  of  Psalms :  Let  his  habita- 
tion be  made  desolate,  and  let  no  one  dwell 
therein ;  and.  Let  another  take  his  office.  There-  21 
fore,  of  these  men,  who  accompanied  us  all  the 
time  that  the  Lord  Jesus  went  in  and  out  among 
us,  beginning  from  John^s  immersion,  unto  the  22 
day  when  he  was  taken  up  from  us,  must  one 
be  made  a  witness  with  us  of  his  resurrection. 

And  they  appointed  two,  Joseph  called  Bar-  28 
sabas,  who  was  surnamed  Justus,  and  Matthias. 
And  they  prayed,  saying:  Thou,  Lord,-  who  24 
knowest  the  hearts  of  all,  show  which  of  these

1  II.  Ahd  whea  the  day  of  Pentecost  waafnlly 
come,  they  were  all  with  one  accord  in  one 

2  plaoa.  And  suddenly  there  came  a  soand  out 
of  heaven  as  of  a  rashing  mighty  wind,  and  it 

8  filled  all  the  honse  where  they  were  sitting.  And 
there  appeared  to  them  tongnes  aa  of  fire,  die* 
tribnted  among  them ;  and  it  sat  npon  eadi  of 

4  them.  And  they  were  all  filled  with  the  Holy 
%irit,  and  began  to  e^eak  with  other  tongaes^ 
as  the  Spirit  gave  them  utterance. 

0  Now  there  were  dwelUng  in  Jerusalem,  Jews, 
devout  men,  firom  eyery  nation  under  heaven. 

6  And  this  being  noised  abroad,  the  multitude 
came  together,  and  were  confounded,  beeauee 
every  man  heard  them  speak  in  bis  own  language. 

7  And  all  were  amazed,  and  wondered,  saying  one 
to  another,  Behold,  are  not  all  these  that  speak 

8  Galileans?    And  how  do  we  hear,  every  man  Id 

9  oup  own  tongue,  wherein  we  were  bom.  Par* 

y.  26.  In  some  ancieni  copies :  gave  lots  for  them 
y.  6.  oTy  when  this  sound  oc^uned 
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tittiBflioidHfidesa&dillamiteg,  and  those  who  in* 
liabit  Hesopotamia,  Jodoa  aad  Oappadocia,  Pon- 
tu  and  Aaia,  Phrjgia  and  Pamphylia,  Egjpt  and  10 
the  parti  oi  Libya  about  Ojrene,  and  strangers 
of  Borne,  both  Jews  aad  proseljtes,  Oretes  and  11 
Arabians,  hear  them  speak  in  our  tonnes  the 
wenderfol  works  of  God?    And  aQ  were  amaz*  1% 
ed,  md  were  m  donbt^  saying  one  to  another, 
Wliat  may  this  mean?      Bmt  others  mocking  18 
•aid,  They  are  fall  of  sweet  wine. 

Bat  Peter,  standing  np  with  the  eleven,  lifted  14 
np  his  voice,  and  said  to  them :  Men  of  Jitdea, 
iod  all  that  dwell  at  Jerusalem,  be  this  known 
to  yon,  and  hearken  to  my  words.    For  these  16 
are  not  drnnkeii,  as  ye  suppose,  for  it  is  the  third 
liour  of  the  day.    But  this  is  what  was  spoken  16 
through  the  prophet  Joel !  And  it  shall  come  to  17 
pass  in  the  last  days,  saith  God,  I  will  pour  out 
of  my  Spirit  upon  all  flesh ;  and  your  sons  and 
your  daughters  shaU  prophesy,  and  your  young 
men  shall  see  visions,  and  your  old  men  shall 
dream  dreams ;  and  even  on  my  servants  and  on  18 
my  handmaids  I  will  pour  out  of  my  Spint  in 
those  days,  ana  they  shall  prophesy.    And  I  will  19 
show  wonders  in  heaven  above,  and  signs  in  the 
earth  beneath,  blood,  and  fire,  and  vapour  of 
nnoke.    The  sun  shall  be  turned  into  darkness,  20 
and  the  moon  into  blood,  before  the  great  and 
notable  day  of  the  Lord  shall  oome.     And  it  21 
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shall  be,  t^t  whosoever  shall  call  on'the  name 
of  the  Lord  shall'  be  sared. 

22      Men  of  Israel,  hear  these  words!  Jestis  the 

Nazarene,  a  man  accredited  to  yon  from  God  by 

'  miracles,  and  wonders,  and  signs,  which  God 

wrought  by  him  in  the.  midst  of  yon,  as  ye 

38  yourselves  know ;  him,  being  delivered  np  ac- 
cording to  the  established  counsel  and  fore- 
knowledge of  God,  ye  have  taken,  and  by  the 
hand  of  lawless  ones  have  crncified  and  slain ; 

24  whom  God  raised  np,  having  loosed  the  pains  of 
death ;  because  it  was  not  possible  that  he  should 

25  be  held  by  it.  For  David  says  concerning  him : 
I  saw  the  Lord  always  before  me ;  because  he  is 
on  my  right  hand,  that  I  should  not  be  moved. 

26  For  this  my  heart  rejoiced,  and  my  tongue  ex- 
-  ulted;  moreover  also  my  flesh  shall  rest  in 

27  hope ;  because  thon  wilt  not  abandon  my  soul

Xfaas  Jesus  God  laued  up,  whatci  ve  aU  are  83 
witnesses.    iBniDg  therefore  exal;tod  to  the  right  88 
luad  of  €k>d,  aad  hasris^  reoeiTed  of  the  Father 
fte  pEomise  cf  the  H0I7  Spiz^,  he  poored  forth 
tfa^  :wMQh  ye  now  see  oad  hear.    For  David  84 
^  not  asoend  into  heavea^  but  he  saja  him- 
vM',  The  Lord  said  to  my  Loid,  Bit  on  mj 
Q|^t  hand,  until  I  mfl^ke  thy  foes  i:hy  footstool.    85 

Therefore  let  all  the  house  of  Israel  know  as-  86 
"ffedly,  that  €k>d  has  made  him,  this  Jesus 
whom  ye.cracified,  both  Lord  and  Christ. 

H4W  when  they  heard  this,  they  were  pieroed  87 
to  the  heart,  and  said  to  Peter  and  the  rest 
of  the  apostles :  Men,  brethren,  what  shall  we

Q^  ;0f  you  immersed,  upon  the  name  of  Jesas

^  fe  to  yo|i,  and  to  your  children,  and  to  all 
ttiott  afar  off,  as  many  as  the  Lord  our  God  shall 
We  called.

And  immediately  his 
feet  and  ankles  received  strength ;  and  leaping    8 
forth,  he  stood,  and  walked,  and  entered  with 
them  into  the  temple,  walking,  and  leaping,  and 
praising  Gk)d.     And  all  the  people  saw  him    9 
walking  and  praising  God ;  and  they  recognized  10 
him,  that  this  was  he  who  sat  for  alms  at  the 
beautiful  gate  of  the'temple ;   and  they  were 
filled  with  wonder  and  amazement  at  that  which 
had  happened  t^  him.

Then  Peter,  filled  with  the  Holy  Spirit,  aaid   6

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to  a  good  deed^done  to  an  impotent  maa,  bj 
what  means  this  person  has  been  made  whole ; 

10  be  it  known  to  yon  all,  and  to  ^1  the  people 
of  Israel,  that  by  the  nanie  of  Jesus  Christ  the 
Nazarene,  whom  ye  crucified,  whom  God  raised 
from  the  dead,  by  him  does  this  man  stand  here 

11  before  you  whole.  He  is  the  stone  that  was  set 
at  nought  by  you  the  builders,  which  is  become 

12  the  head  of  the  comer.  And  there  is  salvation 
in  no  other ;  for  neither  is  there  any  other  name 
under  heaven,  that  is  given  among  men,  in  whioh 
we  must  be  saved.

GHAPTSR  IT. 

Bat  Petor  and  Joim  answered  and  aaid  to  10 
them:  Whether  it  is  right  in  the  sight  of  God 
to  hearken  to  yon  rather  than  to  God,  judge  ye. 
"For  ire  cannot  bat  speak  the  things  which  we  20 
flaw  and  heard. 

And  they,  haring  fiirther  threatened  them,  21 
let  them  go,  finding  no  way  to  pnnish  them  on 
aoconnt  of  the  pe<lt>le,  becanse  all  glorified  God 
for  tiiat  which  had  been  done.    For  the  man  22 
was  above  forty  years  old,  on  whom  this  sign  of  - 
the  healing  had  been  wronght. 

And  being  let  go,  they  went  to  their  own  23 
company,  and  reported  all  that  the  chief  priests 
and  elders  said  to  them.    And  they,  hearing  it,  24 
lifted  np  their  voice  to  God  with  one  accord, 
and  said :  Lord,  thon  art  he  that  made  heaven, 
and  earth,  and  ^e  sea,  and  aU  things  in  them ;

Why  did  the  heathen  rage,  and  the  peoples  ima- 
gine vain  things?

SappLira  his  wife,  sold  a  pofifsesBion,  tifid  kept    2 
l)ack  part  of  the  price,  his  wife  also  being  aware 
of  it,  and  bron^t  a  certain  part,  and  laid  it  at 
the  feet  of  the  apostles.    Bat  Peter  said :  Ana-    8 
nias,  why  has  Satan  filled  thy  heart,  that  thou 
ghonldst  lie  to  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  keep  back 
part  of  the  price  of  the  land?    "While  it  remain-   '4 
ed,  was  it  not  thine  own  ?   And  after  it  was  sold, 
w-as  it  not  in  thine  own  power?    Why  didst 
thon  conceive  this  thing  in  thy  heart?    Thou, 
hast  not  lied  to  men,  but  to  God.    And  Ana-    5 
nias  hearing  these  words  fell  down,  and  expired ; 
and  great  fear  came  on  all  that  heard  these 
things.    And  the  yonng  men  arose,  wrapt  him    6 
np,  and  carried  him  forth,  and  buried  him.

And  the  multitnda 
aHao  of  the  cities  around  came  togethw  to  Jemr 
salem,  bringiilg  siek  persons,  and  those  who 
were  vesed  by  andean  spirits ;  and  they  were 
all  healed. 

VI      But  the  high  priest  rose  op,  and  all  that  were 

with  him,  which  is  the  sect  of  the  Sadducees, 
18  and  were  filled  with  indignation,  and  laid  their 

hands  on  the  apostles,  and  put  them  in  the  public 

prison. 
^9      But  an  angel  of  the  Lord  by  night  opened  the 

prison  domrs ;  and  having  brought  them  foi-th,  he 
SO  aaid :  €K),  stand  and  speak  in  the  temple  to  the 
21  people  all  the  words  of  this  life.    And  hearing 

it,  they  went  into  the  temple  at  early  dawn,  and 

taught. 
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AacL  tlie  h\gh  i^ruest  c$me\  and  thej  that  were 
with  hisn^  mid  called  the  council  together,  and 
all  the  eldership  of  the  children,  of  Israel,  and 
sent  to  the  prison  to  have  them  brought.    But  23 
when  the  officers  came,  and  foyijii  them  not  in  , 
the  priaon,  thej  returned^  and  reported,  saying :  23 
The  prison  indeed  we  found  shut  with  all  se- 
curily,  and  the  keepera  staiiding  without  before 
the  doors ;  but  when  we  had  opened  them,  we 
found  no  one  within. 

Kow  when  the  priest  an^  the  obtain  of  the  24 
temple  and  the  chief  priests  heard  these  thii^s, 
they  were  at  a  loss  conoerning  them,  to  what  thi? 
migfai  grow.    But  one  came  and  told  them,  say-  25 
ing :  Behold,  the  men  whom  ye  put  in  prison  are 
in  the  temple,  standing  and  teaching  the  people. 
Then  went  the  captain  with  the  officers,  and  26 
bronght  them  without  violence,  (for  they  feared 
the  people,)  that  they  might  not  be  stoned. 
And  having  brought  them,  they  set  them  before  27 
the  council    And  the  high  priest  asked  them, 
saying :  Did  not  we  strictly  command  you  not  to  28 
teaoh  in  this  name  ?    And,  behold,  ye  have  filled 
Jerusalem  with  your  teaching,  and  intend  to 
briog  tliia  man's  blood  upon  us. 

And  Peter  answering,  and  the  apostles,  said:  29 
We  ought  to  obey  God  rather  than  men.    The  80 
God  of  our  fethers   raised   up  Jesus,  whpm 
ye  slew,  hanging  him  on  a  tree.    Him,  as  a  81 
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prince  and  a  Savior,  did  Ood  exalt  to  bis  right 
hand^  to  give  repentance  to  Israel,  and  forgiye- 

82  ness  of  sins.  And  we  are  his  witnesses  of  these 
things,  and  the  Holy  Spirit  also,  whom  God 
gave  to  them  that  obey  him. 

83  "When  they  beard  it,  they  were  convulsed 

84  with  rage,  and  took  connsel  to  slay  them.  Bat 
there  stood  np  one  in  the  eonnoil,  a  Pharisee, 
named  Gamaliel,  a  teacher  of  the  law,  honored 
by  all  the  people,  |md  commanded  to  pat  the 

85  men  forth  a  little  while ;  and  said  to  them :  Men 
of  Israel,  take  heed  to  yonrselves,  what  ye  are 

V  86  about  to  do  in  respect  to  these  men.  For  before 
these  days  arose  Theudas,  boasting  himself  to 
be  somebody ;  to  whom  a  number  of  men,  about 
four  hundred,  joined  themselves ;  who  was  slinn. 
and  all,  as  many  as  obeyed  him,  were  scattered 

87  and  brought  to  nought.  After  this  man  arose 
Judas  the  Galilean,  in  the  days  of  the  Register- 
ing, and  drew  away  much  people  after  him ;  he 
also  perished,  and  all,  as  many  as  obeyed  him, 

88  were  dispersed.    And  now  I  say  to  you,  refrain 
~     from  these  men,  and  let  them  alone ;  for  if  this 

counsel  or  this  work  be  of  men  it  will  come  to 

89  nought ;  but  if  it  is  of  God  ye  cannot  overthrow 
then>;  lest  haply  ye  be  found  also  fighting  against 
God.

beeanao  their  widows  w^re  negleeted  in  ihtt 
daily  ministration.    And  the  twelve  oaUed  the    2 
mnitftnde  of  the  disoiplea  to  them^  and  atdd :  It 
i»  not  proper  that  we  shonld  leave  Uie  word  of 
Qod,  and  serve  tables.     Therefore,  brethren,    ft 
looli  ye  ont  among  yon  seyen  men  of  good  re- 
pnte,  fhll  of  the  Holy  Spirit  and  of  wisdom, 
whom  we  will  appoint  over  this  busineas*    Bat.   4 
wo  will  give  onrselves.  to  prayer,  and  to  the; 
niniatry  of  the' word. 

And  the  saving  pleased*  the  whole  mnltitode^    0 
And  they  <diose  Stephen,  a  man  fall  of  faith  and 
of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  Philip^  and  Proohoma, 
and  Nicanor,  and  Timon,  and  Parmenas,  and 
Kioolas  a  proselyte  of  Antiooh,  whom  they  set    6 
befbre  the  apostles ;  and  when  tiiey  had  prayed^ 
they  laid  their  handa  on  them^ 
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T       And  the  word  of  God  iaci^eased;  and  the 

number  of  the  disciples  multiplied  in  JenualeBL 
greatly ;  and  a  great  company  of  the  priests 
were  obedient  to  the  faitiu 

8  And  Stephen,  toR  cf  grace  and  of  power,  did 
great  wonders  And  signs  fonong   the  people. 

0  And  there  arose  certain  of  the  eynagogne  so  call- 
ed of  the  Libertines,  and  OTrenians,  and  Alex- 
andrians, and  of  them  from  Oilicia  and  Asia,  die- 

10  pnting  with  Stephen.  And  they  were  not  able 
to  resist  the  wisdom  and  the  spirit  with  which 

11  he  spake.  Then  they  snbomed  men,  who  said : 
We  have  heaM  him  speak  blasphemons  words 
against  Moses,  and  against  God. 

12  And  they  stirred  np  the  people,  and  the  elders, 
and  the  scribes;  and  coming  npon  him,  they 
seized  him,  and  brought  him  to  the  conncil, 

is  and  set  up  false  witnesses,  who  said :  This  man 
ceases  not  to  speak  blasphemons  words  against 

14  this  holy  place,  and  the  law.  For  we  have 
heard  him  say,  that  this  Jesus  the  Nazarene  will 
destroy  this  place,  and  will  change  the  cnstoma 

15  which  Moses  delivered  to  as.  And  all  that  sat  in 
the  council,- looking  intently  npon  him,  saw  his 
face  as  the  face  of  an  angel. 

1      VII.  TSBN  the  high  priest  said,  Are  then  these 

y.  9.  Libertines,  that  is,  fteed-meo 
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things  80?    And  he  said,  Brethren,  and  fathers,   ,S 
liearken.    The  €k>d  of  glorj  appeared  to  our 
father  Abraham,  when  he  was  in  Mesopotamia, 
before  he  dwelt  in  Oharran,  and  said  to  him :  (ro    8 
fbrth  from  thy  coimtry,  and  from  thy  kindred, 
and  come  into  the  land  which  I  shall  show  thee. 
Then  went  he  forth  from  the  land  of  the  Chal-    4 
deans,  and  dwelt  in  Charran ;  and  from  thence, 
when  his  father  was  dead,  he  removed  him  into 
this  land,  wherein  ye  now  dwell.    And  he  gave    6 
Mm  no  inheritance  in  it,  not  even  a  foot-breadth ; 
and  he  promised  to  give  it  to  him  for  a  posses- 
sion, and  to  his  seed  after  him,  when  he  had  no 
child.    And  God  spake  after  this  manner,  that    6 
his  seed  shall  sojonm  in  a  strange  land,  and 
they  shall  bring  them  into  bondage,,  and  afiQict 
them  fonr  hundred  years.

14  Joaepb  waa  loada  Ipown  to  Fbaraob.  Then 
aent  Josepb,  and  called  fbv  Jacob  bis  laUier,  and 
all  bis  kindred,  tbreescore  a&d  fifteen  aoiila. 

16  And  Jaaob  went  down  into  S!gypt,  and  died,  ha 

16  ^and  onr  &therai,  a^d  were  remoYad  to  Sbeebem, 
and  laid  in  the  tomb  tbat  Abifabazn  bongbt  for  a 
anu  of  money  of  the  9ona  of  £a>mor^  tba  father 
of  Shaobem. 

IT  Bq|;  as  the  time  of  the  jxroimiBe  draw  near, 
which  God  bad  daclared  to  Abr/aha«Q,  the  people 

18  grew  and  mnUiplied  in  Egypt,  imtil  another  king 

19  arose,  who  knew  not  Joseph*  He,  dealing  subtiy 
with  oar  race,  afflicted  our  fiatbera,  so  tliat  thej 
ahonld  cast  out  their  infants,  that  tbeymi^tnot 

20  be  preserved  alive.  In  which  time  Moses  was 
bom,  and  was  exceeding  (Bir,  who  was  nooriah- 

21  ad  three  months  in  bis  father^s  bouse.  And  when 
be  was  cast  out,  Pharaoh^a  daughter  took  Um 
np,  and  nourished  him  for  her  own  son. 

.  93  And  Hoses  was  instrBotad  in  all  tba  wisdom 
of  the  £;gyptian9,  and  was  migbty  in  words  and 


V.  20.  Gr,  was  beautiful  before  God 
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itk  d063B.    Ai^lVhen  be  was  fbify  years  oM,  it  28 
oame  into  his  lieftft  to  visit  his  brethren  the 
eldldren  6f  Israel.  And  seeing  one  of  them  sndbr  24 
wf  ong,  he  defended  him,  aad  avenged  the  one 
oppressed  by  smiting  the  Egyptian.    For  he  snp-  25 
posed  his  brethren  wonM  understand  that  God 
by  hiis  hand  wonld  deliver  them ;  but  they  un- 
derstood not.     An^  on  the  fbllowing  day  he  26 
showed  himself  to  them  as  they  were  contend- 
ilig,  and  nrged  them  to  peace,  saying,  Ye  are 
brethren ;  why  wrong  ye  one  another?  '  But  he  27 
that  wronged  his  neighbor  tbrUst  him  away, 
saying,  Who  made  thee  a  ruler  and  a  judge  over 
tA?    Wilt  thou  kill  me,  as  thou  didst  kill  the  28 
l^gyptian  yesterday?    And  Moses  fled  at  this  29 
saying,  and  became  a  sojourner  in  the  land  of  Mi- 
dian,  where  he  begat  two  sons.    And  when  forty  80 
years  were  completed,  there  appeared  to  him  In 
the  wilderness  of  the  mount  i^nai  an  angel  in  a 
fiame  of  fire  in  a  bush.  '  And  Moses,  seeing  it,  81 
•Wondered  at  the  sight ;  and  as  he  drew  near  to 
behold  it,  the  voice  of  the  Lord  came  to  hiita, 
saying :  I  am  the  Ood  of  thy  fttthers,  the  God  of  i2 
AbrabBin,  and  the  God  of  Isaac,  and  the  Gt)d  of 
'^acob.    And  Moses  trembled,  aiid  durst  not  be-  ' 
hold.     And  the  Lord  said  to  him,  Loose  the  83 
sandals  from  thy  feet ;  for  the  place  where  thou 
standest  is  holy  ground.    Truly  I  saw  the  affile-  84 
tion  of  my  people  in  Kgypt,  and  I  heard  their 
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groaning,  and  cune  down  to  d^liyer  thani.  And 

85  now  come,  I  will  send  thee  into  Egypt  This 
Moses  whom  thej  denied,  saying,  Who  made 
thee  a  rnler  and  a  jodge  9  him  did  God  send  as  a 
rnler  and  a  redeidmer  hj  the  hand  of  the  angel 

86  who  appeared  to  him  in  the  bush.  He  brought 
them  oat,  working  wonders  and  signs  in  tlie  land 
of  Egypt,  and  in  tlve  Bed  sea,  and  in  the  wilder- 
ness forty  years, 

87  This  is  the  Moses  who  said  to  the  children  of 
Israel :  A  Qrophet  shall  God  raise  up  to  you  of 

88  your  brethren,  like  unto  me.  This  is  he,  that 
was  in  the  congregation  in  the  wilderness  with 
the  angel  who  spake  to  him  in  the  mount  Sinai, 
and  with  our  fathers ;  who  received  the  living 

89  oracles  to  give  to  us;  to  whom  our  fathers 
would  not  be  obedient,  but  thrust  him  from 
them,  and  in  their  hearts  turned  back  again  into 

40  Egypt,  saying  to  Aaron:  Make  us  gods  who 
shall  go  before  us ;  for  as  for  this  Moses,  who 
brought  us  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  we  know 
not  what  is  become  of  him. 

41  And  they  made  a  calf  in  those  days,  and 
offered  sacrifice  to  the  idol,  and  rejoiced  in  the 

4&  works  of  their  own  hands.  And  God  turned 
away,  and  gave  them  up  to  worship  the  host  of 
heaven;  as  it  is  written  in  the  book  of  the 

T.  86.  In  tome  ancient  eopiee :  with  the  hand 
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prophets :  0  house  of  Israel,  did  ye  offer  to  me 
filain  beasts  and  sacrifices  forty  years  in  the  wil- 
derness f  And  ye  took  np  the  tabernacle  of  48 
Holoch,  and  the  star  of  the  god  Remphan,  the 
figares  which  ye  made  to  worship  them ;  and  I 
will  carry  you  away  beyond  Babylon* 

Oar  fathers  had  the  tabernacle  of  the  testi-  44 
moiiy-  in  the  wilderness,  as^  he  who  spake  to 
Hoses  commanded,  that  he  shonld  make  it  ac- 
cording to  the  pattern  that  he  had  seen.  Which  45 
also  our  fathers  received,  and  brotght  in  with 
Joshua  into  the  possession  of  the  heathen,  whom 
God  drove  but  before  our  fathers,  unto  the  days 
of  David;  who  found  favor  before  God,  and  461 
asked  that  he  might  find  a  habitation  for  the 
God  of  Jacob.    But  Solomon  built  ,a  house  for  4T 
him.    Yet  the  Most  High  dwells  not  in  temples  4^ 
made  with  hands;  as  says  the  prophet :  Heaven  49 
is   my  throne;  and  the  earth  is  my  footstooL 
What  house  wOl  ye  build  for  me,  saith  the  Lord ; 
or  what  is  my  place  of  rest?  Did  not  my  hand  50 
make  all  these  things? 

Btiffnecked  and  unciroumoised  in  heart  and  51 
ears  t  Ye  always  resist  the  Holy  Spirit;  as  your 
fathers  did,  so  do  ye.    Which  of  the  prophets  62 
did  not  your  fathers  persecute?  And  they  slew 
those  who  announced  beforehand  concerning  the 
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ooning  ei  the  J^  One;  of  whom  ye  have  bow 
58  b0e«me  tlfe  betarajeFS  and  murderers;  who  r^ 

ceived  the  law  as  the  orduianx^es  of  angela,  and 

]Be|>t  it  not. 
64     Hearing  these  thmga,  thej  were  eag^aged  in 

their  hearts,  and  g^iasbed  <^dr  teeth  agaiQst  him, 
£B  Bat|  beio^  &m  o|  the  Holy  Spirit,  he  looked 

flteadihstly  int^  heoyep,  and  saw  the  glory  of 

God,  lotd  Jesus  eUndiag  on  the  ri^  hfoid  of 
6ft  Qod,  send  said:  Behold,  I  see  the  heaves  opea- 

ed,  and  the  %(m  of  man  standing  on  the  right 
67  hand  of  God.    Al^d  orying  out  witli  a  load  voice| 

ttiey  stopped  their'  ears,  and  rushed  upon  him 
9ft  wiUi  one  aooord ;  and  having  oast  him  out  of  the 

eity,  they  stoned  him.    And  the  witnesses  IMd 

off  their  garments  at  the  &et  of  a  ypnng  n^aa 
ift  named  Sanl,  and  stoned  Stephen,  calling'  and 
ftO  saying.  Lord  ^Tesns,  receive  my  spirit.    And 

kneeling  down,  he  oried  with  a  loud  voice,  Lord, 

hty  not  this  sin  to  their  charge.  And  saying  thiSf 

he  fell  .asleep. 

1     Ym.    AiiP  Saul  was  consenting  to  his  death. 

And  on  that  day  there  arose  a  great  persecutioA 

against  the  ehurch  which  was  at  Jerusalem ;  an^ 

all  were  scattered  ahroad  throughout  the  Yec^ona 

p  of  Judea  and  Samaria,  except  the  apostles.  An4 

?       devout  men  carried  Stephen  to  his  hurial,  and 

S  made  great  lamentation  over  hini.      But  Saul 
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laid  waste  tlie  ohnrcb,  entering  honse  after  house, 
and  dragging  both  men  and  women  committed 
them  to  prison. 

They  therefore  that    were   scattered,   went    4 
abroad,  preaching  the  word.    And  Philip  went    I? 
down  to  the  city  of  Samaria,  and  preached  to 
them  the  Christ.     And  the  mnltitndes  with  one    0 
accord  gave  heed  to  the  things  said  by  Philip, 
when  they  heard,  and  saw  the  signs  which  he 
wrought.     For  oat  of  many  who  had  nnclean    7 
spirits  they  went  forth,  crying  with  loud  voice; 
and  many  that  were  palsied  and  lame  were  lieal- 
ed.    And  there  was  great  joy  in  that  city.  8 

But  a  certain  man,  named  Simon,  was  in  the  city    0 
before,  using  sorcery,  and  bewitching  the  nation  . 
^  of  Samaria,  saying  that  he  was  some  great  one ; 
to  whom  all  gave  heed,  from  the  least  to  the  10 
greatest,  saying,  This  man  is  the  great  power  of 
God.    And  to  him  they  gave  heed,  because  for  a  IT 
long  time  they  had  been  bewitched  by  his  sor- 
ceries.  But  when  tliey  believed  Philip  preaching  12 
glad  tidings  concerning  the  kingdom  of  God  and 
the  name  of  Jesns  Christ,  they  were  immersed, 
both  men  and  women.

)0  fiolj  Spirit ;  for  he  had  not  yet  fallen  upon  any 

of  them ;  hat  they  had  only  been  immersed  in 
IT  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus.  Then  they  laid  their 

hands  on  them,  and  they  receiyed  the  Holy 

Spirit. 
18     And  Simon,  seeing  that  through  the  laying  on 

of  the  apostles'  hands  the  Holy  Spirit  was  giyen, 

10  offered  them  money,  saying,  Giye  me  also  this

26  receive  the  Holy  Spirit.     But  Peter  said  to 

him:  Thy  money  perish  with  thee;  because  thou  ' 

didat  think  to  obtain  the  gift  of  God  with  money.

22  heart  is  not  right  in  the  sight  of  God.    Bepent 

therefore  of  this  thy  wickedness,  and  pray  tho 

Lord,  if  perhaps  the  thought  of  thy  heart  shidl 
28  be  forgiven  thee.    For  I  perceive  that  thou  art 

in  the  gall  of  bitterness,  and  the  bond  of  iniquity. 
24     And  Simon  answered,  and  said:  Pray  ye  to 

the  Lord  for  me,  that  none  of  the  things  which 

ye  have  spoken  come  upon  me.  , 
$5      They,  therefore,  when  they  had  testified  and 

V.  21.or,  inthis  woW 
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preaplied  th^  word  of  the  Lord,  returned  tpJeni- 
salem,  and  preached  the  glad  tidings  to  mpr^T 
Tillages  of  the  Samaritans.  But  an  angel  of  the  26 
Lord  spake  to  Philip,  saying :  Arise,  and  go  down 
to  the  south,  to  the  waj  that  goes  down  from 
Jemsalem  to  Gaza.    This  is  desert. 

And  he  arose  and  went.    And  hehold,  a  man  27 
of  Ethiopia,  a  eunuch,  an  officer  of  state  of  Can- 
dace  queen  of  the  Ethiopians,  who  was  oyer  aU 
her  treasure,  and  had  oome  to  Jerusalem  to  wor- 
ship, was  returning,  and  sitting  in  his  chariot ;  28 
and  he  was  reading  Isaiah  the  prophet.    And  20 
the  Spirit  said  to  Philip,  Go  near,  and  join  thy-r 
0elf  to  this  chariot.    And  Philip  ran  thither,  and  80 
heard  him  reading  the  prophet  Isaiah.    And  he 
said,  tJnderstandest  thou  tihen  what  thou  redd- 
est ?    And  he  said,  how  could  X,  except  some  81 
one  should  guide  me?    And  he  desired  ^hHip 
that  he  would  come  up  and  sit  with  )xim.. 

Now  the  contents  of  the  Scripture  which  he  82 
was  reading  was  this :  He  was  led  as  a  sheep  to 
the  slaughter ;  and  like  a  Iamb  dumb  before  hi? 
ehearer,  so  he  opened  not  his  mouth.  In  his  88 
bnmiliation  his  judgment  was  taken  away;  and 
his  generation  who  shall  fully  declare  ?  For  his 
life  is  taken  from  the  earth. 

And  the  eunuch  answered  Philip,  and  said :  I  84 

V.  83.  oTf  and  his  posterity 
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praj  thee,  of  whooi  does  the  prophet  speak  this  ? 

36  Of  himself,  or  of  some  other  mao  ?    And  Philip 

opened  his  mouth,  and  beginning   from  this 

Scripture,  preached  to  him  the  glad  tidings  of 

86  Jesus.  And  as  they  went  along  the  way,  thej 
came  to  a  certain  water.  And  the  eunuch  said : 
See,  here  is  water ;  what  hinders  that  I  should 

87  be  immersed?  And  Philip  said:  If  thou  be- 
lievest  with  all  thy  heart,  thou  mayest.  And  lie 
answered  and  said :  I  believe  that  Jesus  Christ 

88  is  the  son  of  God.  And  he  commanded  that  the 
chariot  should  stop.  And  they  went  down  both 
into  the  water,  both  Philip  and  the  eunuch ;  and 

89  he  immersed  him.  And  when  they  came  up  out 
of  the  water,  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  caught  away 
Philip ;  and  the  eunuch  saw  him  no  more,  for 

40  he  went  on  his  way  rejoicing,  But  Philip  was 
found  at  Azotus ;  and  passing  through,  he  preach- 
ed the  glad  tidings  to  all  the  cities,  till  he  came 
to  Cesarea. 

1  IX.  But  Saul,  yet  breathing  out  threaten- 
ings  and  slaughter  against  the  disciples  of  the 

2  Lord,  went  to  the  high  priest,  and  desired  of 
him  letters  to  Damascus  to  the  synagogues,  that 
if  he  found  any  of  this  way,  whether  they  were 
men  or  women,  he  might  bring  them  bcund  to 
Jerusalem.

And  the  men  who  journeyed  with  him  were    1 
gtanding  speechless,  hearing  the  voice,  but  seeing 
no  one.    And  Saul  arose  from  the  earth ;  and    8 
Im  eyes  being  opened,  he  saw  nothing;  and 
leading  bim  by  the  hand,  they  brought  him  into 
Damascus,    And  he  was  three  days  without    9 
flight,  and  neither  ate  nor  drank. 

And  there  was  a  certain  disciple  at  Damas-  IQ 
ens,  named.  Ananias ;  and  to  him  the  J[^rd  said, 
in  a  visioo,  Ananisj^I    And  he  said,  Behold,  1 
aip  here,  Lord.    And  the  Lord  said  to  him:  11 
Arise,  and  go  into  the  street  which  is  called 
Straight,  and  inquire  in  the  house  of  Judas  for 
one  called  Saul,  of  Tarsus ;  for,  behold,  he  prays. 
And  he  has  seen  in  a  vision  a  man  namM  1% 
Ananias  coming  in,  and  putting  his  hand  9n  him, 
that  he  might  receive  sight. 

And  Ajiamias  answered:  Lord,  X  have  heard  18 
lirom  nwiy  ooacerning  Uiis  map^hpw  great  evils 
lie  did  to  thy  saints  aA  Jerusalem.    And  here  h^  14 
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has  antlioritj  from  the  chief  priests  to  bind  all 

15  that  call  on  thy  name.  But  the  Lord  said  to 
him :  Go ;  for  he  is  to  me  a  chosen  vessel,  to 
bear  mj  najne  before  Gentiles,  and  kings,  and

Vt  And  Ananias  went,  and  entered  into  the  house ;

may  est  receive  siglit,  and  be  filled  with  the  Holy

eyes  as  it  were  scales;  and  he  received  sight 

19  forthwith,  and  arose,  and  was  immersed ;  and 
having  taken  food,  he  was  strengthened. 

And  Saul  certain  days  was  with  the  disciples 

20  at  Damascus.  And  straightway  he  preached 
Jesus  in  the  synagogues,  that  he  is  the  Son  of 

21  God.  And  all  that  heard  him  were  amazed,  and 
said :  Is  not  this  he  who  destroyed  in  Jerusalem 
those  who  called  on  this  nanie  t  And  he  came 
hither  for  this  purpose,  that  he  might  bring 
them  bound  to  the  chief  priests. 

22  But  Saul  was  more  strengthened,  and  con- 
founded the  Jews  who  dwelt  at  Damascus, 
proving  that  this  is  the  Christ.  * 

28      And  when  many  days  were  completed,  the 
24  Jews  took  counfifel  to  kill  him.    But  their  lying 
in  wait  became  known  to  Saul.    And  they  were 
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tratdiing  tiie  gates  day  and  night  to  kill  him* 
But  the  disoiples  took  him  by  night,  and  let  him  26 
down  through  the  wall,  lowering  him  in  a  bas- 
ket. 

.   Aad  Sanl,  having  come  to  Jerusalem,  attempt-  26 
ed  to  join  himself  to  the  disciples ;  and.  all  were 
afraid  of  him,  not  believing  that  he  was  a  disci- 
ple, TBnt  Barnabas  took  him,  and  brought  him  27- 
to  the  apostles,  and  related  fully  to  them  how  he 
saw  the  Lord  in  the  way,  and  that  he  spake  to 
him,  and  how  he  preached  boldly  at  Damasous 
in  tHe  name  of  Jesus.    And  he  was  with  them,  28 
going  in  and  out  at  Jerusalem,  and  speaking  29 
boldly  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus ;  and  waa 
q>eaking  and  disputing  against  the  Grecian  Jews ; 
but  they  undertook  to  slay  him.    And  the  breth-  80 
ren,  learning  it,  brought  him  down  to  Cesarea, 
and  sent  him  forth  to  Tarsus. 

The  ohurohes  now  had  peace  throughout  all  81 
Jndea  and  Galilee  and  Samaria,  being  built  up, 
and  walking  in  the  fear  of  the  Lord,  and  by  the 
aid  of  the  Holy  Spirit  were  multiplied. 

And  it  came   to  pass  that   Peter,  passing  82 
through  them  all,  came  down  alsp  to  the  saints 
who  dwelt  at  Lydda.    And  there  he  found  a  88 
certain  man  named  ^neae,  who  had  lain  upon  a 
pallet  eight  years,  who  was  palsied.    And  Peter  84 
•  said  to  him :  iEneas,  Jesus  the  Christ  makes 
.  thee  whole ;  arise,  and  make  thy  bed.    And  im- 
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85  mediatelj  lie  arose.  And  all  that  dwelt  at  Ljd- 
da  and  Saron  saw  bim,  and  they  tiuned  to  the 
Lord. 

86  Now  there  was  at  Joppa  a  certain  disciple 
named  Tabitha,  which  interpreted  is  ealled  Dor- 
cas.   This  woman  was  full  of  good  works  i^d 

8T  almsdeeds  which  she  did.  And  it  ctone^  pasa 
in  those  days,  that  she  was  sick,  and  died.  And 
having  Arashed  her,  they  laid  her  in  an  npper 

88  chamber.  And  Lydda  being  near  to  Joppa,  tiio 
disciples,  having  heard  that  Peter  was  there,  sent 
to  him  two  men,  entreating  that  he  woold  not 
delay  to  come  to  them. 

88      And  Peter  arose  and  went  with  tbem.    When 

he  was  come,  they  brought  him  into  the  npper 

chamber;   and  all  the  widows  stood  by  him 

^  weeping,  and  showing  coats  and  garments  which 

40  Dorcas  made,  while  she  was  with  them.  But 
Peter  put  them  all  forth,  and  kneeled  down, 
and  prayed ;  and  turning  to  the  body,  he  said, 
Tabitha,  arise.    And  she  opened  her  eyes;  iimd 

41  seeing  Peter,  she  sat  up.  And  he  gave  her  hia 
hand,  and  raised  her  up ;  And  calling  the  saints 

42  and  widows^  he  presented  het  alive.  And  it  be- 
came known  throughout  all  Joppa;  and  many 
believed  on  the  Lord. 

48      And  it  came  to  pass,  that  he  reii&ained  many 
days  in  Joppa,  with  one  Simon,  a  taiibdr. 
8«0 
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X.  Thxbx  was  a  certain  man  in  Oesareaiuiiiied    1 
Cbnieliaa,  a  ooittirion  of  the  band  called  the 
Italian  band;  deyont,  and  one  that  feared  Grod    2 
-with  lill  bis  bonse,  giving  mneb  alms  to  tbe  peo> 
pie,  and  praying  to  God  always.    He  saw  in  a    8 
inaion  distinctlj,  about .  tbe  nintb  bonr  of  tbe 
day,  an  angel  of  God  coming  in  to  bim,  and  say- 
ing to  bim,  Oomelios  I   And  fixing  bis  eyes  on    4 
lum,  be  was  afraid,  and  said,  Wbat  is  it,  Lord  ? 
.And  be  said  to  bim:  Tby  prayers  and  tbine  alms 
«re  come  np  for  a  memorial  before  God.    And    5 
BOW  send  men  to  Joppa,  and  call  for  Simon, 
who  is  saroamed  Peter.    He  lodges  with  one    6 
8lmon  a  tanner,  whose  honse  is  by  tbe  sea  side. 

And  when  tbe  ^gel  who  spake  to  Comelins    7 
was  gone,  he  called  two  of  bis  household  ser- 
Ta£ts,  and  a  derout  soldier  of  those  who  waited 
on  bim ;  and  having  told  them  all  these  things,    8 
ho  sent  them  to  Joppa. 

On  tbe  morrow,  as  they  were  journeying,  and    0 
drawing  near  to  the  city,  Peter  went  up  upon 
the  house-top  to  pray,  about  the  sixth  hour. 
And  he  became  very  hungry,  and  desired  to  eat.  10 
While  tbey  now  were  making  ready,  there  fell 
upon  him  a  tranee ;   and  he  beholds  heaven  11. 
opened,  and  a  certain  vessel  descending  upon 
him,  as  a  great  sheet,  bound  by  four  corners, 
and  let  down  upon  tbe  earth ;  wherein  were  all  1ft: 
Iho  fourfooted  beasts,  and  creeping  things  of  tha^ 
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is  ^aiih,  m^  fcrifln  ^  th6  «ip.    Asuittor^  luime  a

iPeter  eaid :  Noft  bo,  loitL ;  ibr  I  nev^  iate  ia]j«> 

15  thing  common  or  undMn.  And  »  voide  oame 
to  him  again,  the  aobond  itime:    Wlmt  God 

16  <deansed,  call  not  thon  common.  Thia  was  done 
thrice ;  and  the  ressel  waa  taken  up  again  Into 
heaven. 

17  Now  while  !Peter  was  donbting  in  hlmseS 
what  the  vision  might  be  which  he  had  seen,  be- 
hold, the  men  who  were  sent  from  Oomelitia^ 
having  made  inqniry  for  Simon's  house,  eaoB 

18  and  stood  before  the  gate;  tmd  called,  and  ask- 
ed whether  Simon,  who  is  stimamed  Peter, 
lodges  h^re. 

19  Whfle  Peter  was  eamestlT^  considering  the 
vision,  the  Spirit  said  to  him.  Behold,  men  are 

^0  seeking  thee.  Bnt  arise,  and  go  down,  and  go 
with  them,  making  no  sample;  because  I  haire 
flent  them. 

21  Peter  went  down  to  the  men,  and  said:  be- 
hold, I  am  he  whom  ye  seek.    What  is  the 

ii  canse  forwhieh  ye  are  here?  And  they  eald, 
Oomelins,  a  eettnrion,  a  jnstman,  and  one<Mt 
fears  God,  and  of  gobd  teport  among  all  the  nan 
tion  of  the  Jews,  waa  warned  from  Gbd  'by  a 
holy  angel  to  send  forthee  to  his  hoine,  and  to 
hear  words  from  fhete. 

28  Bohecalledthemin,iuid^od^edthem.  Andeti 
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tJiampn^w  Peter  wf&tloflb.iritb  them,  and  e«r-^ 
toia  breihr^ii  from  Jqppa  wenfc  witi^  }mi.    And  24 
Oft  the  morrow  alter  tl^ey  e:»tered  tato  Oeearea* 
And  Oomelins  was  expecting  them,  and  had 
called  together  his  kinsmeb  m^  nefur '  ftiends. 
And  as  Peter  was  ciHi^i^ii^Coniciiiw  met  hini)  25 
and  feU  down  at(  hisia^  and  did  rerverenee  t^ 
him.    Bat  Peter  raised  him,  staying,  Stand  tip4  26 
I  myself  also  am  a  iQan«    And  as  he  talked  with  8T 
hina^  he  went  in,  and  found  many  that  were 
oome  together.    And  he  said  to  them :  Te  know  S8 
that  it  is  nnlawM  for  a  Jew  to  keep  company 
with,  or  come  to,  one  of  another  nation ;  but 
God  showed  me  that  I  should  not  call  any  man 
oommon  or  nndean.    Wherefore  also  I  came  29 
without  d^y,  when  '^ent  ff>r.    I  ^k  therefore 
for  what  reason  did  ye  send  ior  met 

And  Cornelius  sajd:  Foiur  days  ago  I  was  80 
llBi3ting  onto  this  hour,  and  at  the  ninth  hour  was 
praying  in  my  house ;  and,  behold,  a  man  stood 
before  me  in  bright  clothing,  and  said:  dome*  01 
lius,  tlQr  prayer  was  heard,  and  thine  alms  were 
remembered  before  God.     Bend  therefore  to  82 
Joppa,  and  call  for  Simon,  who  is  snrnamed 
Peter ;  he  lodges  in  1|he  housQ  of  Simon  a  tanner, 
bj  the  sea  side;  who,  when  he  oomes,  ahaU 
qpeak  to  thee.    Immodl^telj  therefore  I  sect  to  88

T.  28.  ar^  how  aalawfU  it  is 
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fhee;  and  fhon  didst  well  in  oondng  hiflier. 
Kow  therefore  ve  are  all  present  before  God, 
to  hear  all  things  that  are  commanded  thee  of 
God. 

84  And  Peter  opened  his  month,  and  sa^d:  Of  4 
trnth  I  perceive  that  God  is  not  a  respecter  of 

85  persons;  bnt  in  every  nation  he  that  fears  him, 
and  works  righteousness,  is  acceptable  to  him. 

86  The  word  which  He  sent  to  the  children  of 
Israel,  publishing  glad  tidings  of  peace  through 

87  Jesns,  Christ,  (he  is  Lord  of  all,)  ye  do  know; 
the  thing  which  was  done  throughout  all  Jndea, 
beginning  from  Ckililee,   after  the  immersion 

88  which  John  preached;  JesnS  of  Nazareth,  how 
God  anointed  him  with  the  Holy  Bpirit  and 
with  power;  who  went  about  doing  good,  an4 
healing  all  tbat  were  oppressed  by  the  devil ;  for 

88  Gk)d  was  with  him.  And  we  are  witnesses  of 
all  things  which  he  did  both  in  the  country  of 
the  Jews,  and  m  Jerusalem ;   whom  they  slew, 

40  hanging  him  on  a  tree.    Him  God  raised  on  the 

41  third  day,  and  showed  him  openly ;  not  to  all 
the  people,  but  to  witnesses  before  appointed  by 
God,  to  us,  who  ate  and  drank  with  him  after  he 

42  rose  from  the  dead.  And  he  commanded  us  to 
preach  to  the  people,  and  to  testify  that  it  is  he 
who  has  been  appointed  by  God  to  be  Judge 

48  of  the  living  and  dead.    To  him  all  the  prophets 
bear  witness,  that  through  his  name  every  one 
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Hfhile  P^ter  was  yet  speaking  these  worda,  44 
the  Holy  Spirit,  fell  oa  all  who  heftr^  the  word. 
And  they  of  the  oiroumeiaiou  who  beHeyed,  as  45 
mnxif  a9  came  with  Peter^  w^e  astonished,  that 
<on  the  Gentiles  also,  was  poured  out  the  gift  of 
.the  Holy  l^irit.    For  they  heard  them  i^eaking  46 
with  tongaesi,  ^d  magnifying  Go<f. 

Then  answered  Peter:    Can  any  one  f<H:*bid  4T 
tbe  water,  that  these  ahonld  Hot  be  immerfied, 
who  received  the  Holy  Bpirit  even  as  we  also  ? 
And  he  commainded  that  they  shoiild.be  im*  48 
nMjrsed  in  the  name  of  the  Lord.    Then  they 
entreated  him  to  remain  certain  days. 

XJ.   Akd  the   apostles,    and  the    brethren    1 
thronghont  Jodisa,  h^d  that  thei  Gentiles  also 
)iad  received  the  word  of  God.     And  when    2 
Peter  went  np  to  Jerusalem,  they  that  were  of 
the  circnmcision  contended  with  him,  saying:    8 
Thou  wentest  in  to  men  unoircHimoised,  and  didst 
«at  with  them. 

Bat  Peter  rehearsed  the  matter  to  them  in    4 
order,  from  the  beginning,  saying :  I  wa^in  the    5 
«ity  of  Joppa  praying;'  and  in  a  trance  I  saw  a 
vision,  a. certain  vessel  descending,  as  a  great 
■heet,  let  down  ont  of  heaven  by  four  corners ; 
and  it  came  even  to  me.    On  which  fixing  my    6 
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eyes,  1  considered,  and  saw  fonrfooted  beasto  of 

the  earth,  and  wild  beasts,  and  creeping  things 

f  and  fowls  of  the  air.    And  I  heard  a  voice  saj* 

8  ing  to  me :  Arise,  Peter;  slay  and  eat.  But  I 
siQd,  Not  BO,  Lord ;  for  nothing  common  or  nn- 

9  clean  ever  entered  into  my  month;  But  a  voice 
answered  me  a  second  time  ont  of  heaven: 
What  Grod  cleansed,  regard  not  thorn  as  common. 

10  And  this  was  done  three  times ;  and  all  were 
drawn  np  again  into  heaven. 

11  And,  beboldj  immediately  there  stood  tha^ee 
men  at  the  house  where  I  was,  having  been  sent 

1&  to  me  from  Gesarea.  And  t^e  Spirit  bade  m^ 
go  with  them,  making  no  scrapie.  And  these 
six  brethren  also  went  with  me,  and  we  entered 

18  into  the  ;nan*s  house.  And  he  told  us  how  he 
sfsw  the  angel  in  his  house,  standing  and  saying 
to  him :   Send  to  Joppa,  iipd  call  for  Simon  who 

14  is  sarnamed  Peter ;  who  shall  speak  to  the^ 
words,  whereby  then  shalt  be  saved,  and  all  thy 
house. 

15  And  as  I  began  to  speak,  the  Holy  Spirit  fell 

16  on  them,  as  also  on  us  at  the  beginning ;  and  I 
remembered  the  word  of  the  Lord,  how  he  sud : 
John  indeed  immersed  in  water,  but  ye  shall  be 

17  immersed  in  the  Holy  Spirit.  If  therefore  God 
gave  the  like  gift  to  them  as  to  us,  having  be- 
lieved on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  who  tlien 
I,  that  I  could  witlistand  God  ?  •  * 
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When  Uiejr  heard  these  things,  they  hdd  their  18 
peace,  and  glorified  God,  saying:    So  then,,  to 
the  Gentiles  also  God  granted  repentance  unto 

mi. 

Now  they  who  were  scattered  abroad  by  the  19 
persecution  that  arose  on  acooant  of  Stephen, 
went  as  far  as  Phenioia,  and  Oyprns,  and  Anti- 
och,  speaking  the  word  to  none  bnt  Jews.    Bnt  20 
some  of  them  were  men  of  Cyprus  and  Gyrene, 
who,  when  they  were  come  to  Antioch,  spake  to 
the  Greeks,  preaching  the  glad  tidings  of  the 
Lord  Jesus.    And  the  hand  of  the  Lord  was  with  21 
ihem;  and  a  great  number  believed,  aud  turned 
to  the  Lord. 

But  the  report  concerning  them  came  to  the  22 
ears  of  the  church  which  was  in  Jerusalem ;  and 
they  sent  forth  Barnabas,  to  go  as  far  as  Anti- 
ooh.    Who,  when  he  came,  and  saw  the  grace  23 
of  God,  rejoiced ;  and  exhorted  all,  that  with 
purpose  of  heart  they  should  cleave  to  the  Lord. 
For  he  was  a  good  man,  and  full  of  the  Holy  24 
Spirit  aud  of  iiEdth.    And  a  great  multitude  was 
added  to  the  Lord. 

And  Barnabas  departed  to  Tarsus,  to  seek  for  2ti 
8aal ;  and  having  found  him,  he  brought  him  to  26 
Antioch.    And  it  came  to  pass,  that  a  whole 
year  they  came  together  in  the  church,  and 
taught  a  great  multitude ;  and  the  disciples  were 
first  called  Ohristians  in  Antioch. 
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t7     And  in  th«se   days  prophete  pamo  down 

28  from  Jerusalem  to  Antiooh.  And  there  stood 
up  one  of  them  named  Agabns,  and  signified  by 
the  Spirit  that  there  should  be  great  deartih  oVetr 
all  the  world ;  vfhkih  eame  to  pass  in  the  days 

20  of  Claudius  Ottsar.  And  the  disciples,  aooording 
as  any  one  was  prospered,  determined  each  of 
them  to  send  relief  tp  l^e  brethren  dwelling'  in 

80  Judea.  Which  also  they  did,  sending  it  to  f^ 
elders  by  the  hands  of  Barnabas  and  Saul. 

1  XII..  And  about  that  time,  Herod  the  Idiig 
stretched  forth  his  hands  to  o^^ress  certain  of 

2  the  church.    And  he  slew  James  the  brother  of 
8  John  with  the  sword.    And  seeing  that  it  pleas- 
ed the  Jews,  he  proceeded  forther  to  take  Petmr 
also ;  (then  were  the  days  of  unleavened  bread ;) 

4  whom  lie  apprehended  and  put  in  prison,  de* 
livering  him  to  four  quaternions  of  soldiers  to 
keep  him ;  intending  after  the  Passover  to  bring 
him  forth  to  the  people. 

5  Peter  therefore  was  kept  guarded  in  the  pra*- 
on ;  but  earnest  prayer  was  made  by  \he  chnrch 
to  God  on  his  behalf. 

6  And  when  Herod  was  about  to  bring  him 
forth,  in  that  night  Peter  was  sleeping  between 
two  soldiers,  bound  with  two  chains ;  and  keep^ 

y.  1.  Gr.  laid  himdi  on,  to  oppress 
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«n  before  the  door  were  c^iurding  the  prison. 
And,  behold,  an  angel  of  the  Lord  stood  by  him,    9 
sad  a  light  shined  in  the  prison ;  and  he  smote 
Pe&r  on  the  side,  and  raised  him,  saying.  Rise 
up  quickly.    And  bis  chains  fell  off  from  his 
hands.    And  the  angel  said  to  bim :    Gird  thy-    8 
lel!^  and  bind  on  thy  sandals ;  and  he  did  so.     | 
And  be  said  to  bim:    Oast  thy  garment  about 
thee,  and  follow  me.    And  he  went  oat,  and    9 
followed  bim;    and  knew  not  that  what  was 
done  by  the  angel  was  true,  but  thought  be  saw 
a  vision. 

When  tbey  bad  passed  the  first  and  the  second  10 
watcb,  they  came  to  the  iron  gate  that  leads  into 
the  city,  which  opened  to  them  of  its  own  ao- 
oord ;  and^  they  went  out,  and  passed  on  through 
one  street,  and  immediately  the  angel  departed 
from  bim. 

And  Peter,  bftYing  come  to  hiipself,  said:  Kow  11 
I  know  truly,  that  the  Lord  has  sent  forth  his 
angel,  and  delivered  me  out  of  the  band  of  Herod, 
and  frmn  all  the  expectation  of  the  people  of  the 
Jews.  And  becoming  fUliy  conscious  of  it,  be  12 
went  to  the  house  of  Mary  the  mother  of  John, 
who  was  sum^med  Mark,  where  many  were 
gathered  together,  and  praying. 

And  as  Peter  knocked  at  the  door  of  the'  gate,  18 
ft  maid-servant  came  to  hearken,  named  Rhoda. 

And  reoogni^g  Peter^s  voice,  she  opened  not  14 
869

ihe  gite  for  gladiMBS,  bot  ran  Ib,  find  toU  tluift 

15  Petco*  stood  before  the  gate*  And  they  said  to 
her,  Thou  art  mad.  But  she  eosfidently  affirtii- 
ed  that  it  was  «Ten  so.  And  they  said,  It  is  bis 
angel; 

16  But  Peter  oontinned  kjoiooking;  and  opening 
|7  the  door  they  saw  him,  apd  were  aimazed.    And 

beckoning  to  th«n  with  the  hand  to  be  silent,  he 
related  to  than  how  the  Lord. had  bronght  hin^ 
out  of  the  prison.  And  he  said,  Go  teU  tBese 
things  to  James,  and  to  the  brethren.  And  he 
departed,  and  went  to  another  place. 

18  Now  whMi  it  was  day,  there  was  no  small 
commotion  among  the  soldiers,  as  to  what  was 

10  become  of  Peter.  And  Herod,  when  he  had 
songht  for  him,  and  fonnd  him  not,  after  ex* 
aodning  the  keepers,  commanded  that  they 
should  be  led  away  to  death.  And  he  went 
down  firom  Judea  to  Oesarea,  and  there  abode. 

20  And  Herod  was  highly  displeased  with  the  Tjr* 
iaas  and  Sidonians.  But  they  came  with  one 
accord  to  hhn,  and,  having  made  Blastns  the 
king's  chiftnberlain  th^r  fHend,  desired  peace ; 
becanse  their  country  was  nourished  by  that  of 
the  king. 

21  And  on  a  set  day  Hwod,  arrayed  in  royal  ap- 
parel, sat  Qpon  his  tlurone,  and  made  a  speech 

22  to  them.     And  thereupon  the  people  shOBted, 
fS  The  Toice  of  a  god,  and  not  of  a  man  I    And 
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innneiiateJy  aa  angel  of  the  Lor^  smote  him, 
because  bei^ave  Bot  glory  to  God;  and  he  wae 
eaten  of  worms,  ^aaad  expii^ 

But  the  word  of  God  ^ew  and  miUttplied*  S4 
And  Barnabas  and  Saul  returned  ftom  Jem-  25 
salem,  when  they  had  performed  tbe  senioe, 
and  took  with  them  John,  who  was  sumaxned 
Mark. 

XlU.     Now  there  were  at  Antiooh,  in  the    1 
ahnrch  that  was  Ihere,  prophets. uid  teachers; 
Barnabas,  aEnd  Simeon  who  was  called  Niger, 
and   Lucius   the  Cyrenean,  and   Manaen   the 
fo8ter*brother  of  Herod  the  tetrntch,  and  SanL 

And  while  they  were  mimstering  to  the  Lord,    3 
and  Ousting,  the  Holy  Spirit  said :  Set  apart  for 
me  Barnabas  and  Saul,  nnto  the  work  to  which 
I  have  called  them.    Then,  having  fasted  and    $ 
prayed,  and  laid  their  hands  on  them,  they  sent 
them  away. 

They  therefore,  being  sent  forth  by  the  Holy    4 
Spirit,  cauM  down  to  Selenoia ;  and  from  thenoe 
they  sailed  away  to  Oypms.    And  having  come    5 
to  Salamis,  they  preached  the  word  of  God  in 
the  synagognes  of  the  Jews;  and  they  had  also 
John  as  an  assistant. 

Tj^d  having  gone  through  the  island  to  Pa-    0 
phol^.  they  found  a. certain  Magian,  a  Joiwish 
&lse  prophet,  whose  name  was  Bar-jesus ;  who    7 
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fi5  HcaeL  Now  as  Joha  waft  ftDtishliig  hk  eoccpae^ 
he  said :  Whom  do  ye 'Soppos&  me  to  he?  I  am 
not  he.  Bat,  behold^  thwe  eomes  one  after  me, 
the  sandal  of  whose  feet  I  am.  not  worthy  to 
loose. 

26  Men,  brethren,  children  of  thie  raee  of  Abn^ 
ham,  and  whoever  among  70a  fears  €rod,  to  yon 

2t  the  word  of  this  salvation  was  sent  fturth.  For 
they  that  dwell  at  Jerusalem,  and  their  mlera, 
not  knowing  him,  ncnr  the  voices  of  the  prophets 
whkh  aro  read  every  sabbath  day,  fulfilled  th^n 

88  in  condemning  him.  And  though  they  fonnd 
no  oanse  of  death,  they  demanded  of  Pilate  that 

29  he  should  be  slain.  And  when  they  had  Ib]^* 
ed  all  the  things  written  t)f  him,  they  took  him 
down  from  the  tree,  and  laid  him  in  a  tomb. 

80  Bnt  God  raised  him  from. the  dead.    And  he 

81  was  seen  for  many  dayS'  by  those  who  came  np 
with  him  fh>m  Galilee  to  Jerusalem;  who  are 

82  new  his  witnesses  nnto  the  people.  And  we 
declare  to  yon  glad  tidings  of  the  promise  made 

88  to i the  fathers,  that  God; has  falMed  this  to 
ns  their  (dnldren,  in  raising  Jesas;  as  also  it  is 
written  in  the  second  psalm,  Thon  art  my  Son, 

84  T  this  day  have,  begotten  thee.  And  Ihat  he 
raised  him  np  from  the  dead  to  return  no  more 
to  ooeruptiony  he  has  thus  spoken :  I  will  gire 

T.  88.  Jn  the  oldest  copies :  in  the  first  psalm 
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to  yoQ  the  hbly,  the  sore  promises  of  Dftrid. 
l^herefore  also  in  another  psalm  he  says :  Thon  85 
irilt  not  suffer  thy  Holy  One  to  see  corruption. 
For  David,  having  served  his  own  generation  ac-  86 
cording  to  the  purpose  of  God,  fell  asleep,  and 
was  added  to  his  fathers,  and  saw  corruption. 
Bat  he,  whom  God  raised,  saw  not  corruption.    87 

Be  it  known  to  you  therefore,  men,  brethren,  88 
tiiat  forgiveness  of  sins  through  this  man  is  an- 
nounced to  yon ;  and  by  him  all  that  believe  are  89 
justified  from  all  things,  from  which  ye  were 
not  able  to  be  justified  by  the  law  of  Moses. 

Beware  therefore^  lest  that  come  upon  you,  40 
which  is  spoken  in  the  prophets:  Behold,  ye  41 
despisers,  and  wonder,  and  perish ;  for  I  work 
a  work  in  your  days,  a  work  which  ye  will  not 
believe,  though  one  should  frilly  declare  it  to  you. 

And  as  they  were  going  out,  they  besought  43 
that  these  words  might  be  spoken  to  them  ^n 
tiie  next  sabbath.  And  when  the  congregation  43 
was  broken  up,  many  of  the  Jews  and  of  the 
proselyte  worshippers  followed  Paul  and  Bar- 
nabas ;  who,  speaking  to  them,  persuaded  them 
to  continue  in  the  grace  of  God. 

And  on  the  next  sabbath  day,  almost  the  whole  44 
dty  came  together  to  hear  the  word  of  God. 
But  the  Jews,  seeing  the  multitudes,  were  filled  46 
with  indignation,  and  spake  against  the  things 
■aid  by  Paul,  contradicting  and  blaspheming. 
916 


IBS  AOIfiL 

46  TbeQ  Paul  and  Bomduui  spake  boldly,  and 
•aid:  It  was  neceasary  that  the  word  of  God 
should  first  be  spoken  to  yon;  but  sinee  ye 
thrust  it  from  you,  and  judge  yourselves  not 
worthy  of  the  eternal  life,  lo,  we  turn  to  the  Gen* 

47  tiles.  For  so  has  the  Lord  commanded  us :  I 
have  set  thee  f6r  a  light  of  the  Gentiles,  that  than 
shouldst  be  for  salvation  to  the  end  of  the  earth. 

48  And  the  Gentiles  hearing  it  r^oioed,  and  glo- 
rified the  word  of  the  Lord ;  and  as  many  as 

40  were  appointed  unto  eternal  life  believed.  And 
the  word  of  the  Lord  was  spread  abroad  through- 
out all  the  region. 

60  But  the  Jews  stirred  up  the  devout  and  hon- 
orable women,  and  the  chief  men  of  the  city, 
and  raised  persecution  against  Paul  and  Barna- 
bas, and  drove  them  out  from  their  bordersb 

61  And  they,  having  shakcA  off  the  dnst  of  their 

62  feet  against  them,  carae  to  loonium.  And 
the  disciples  were  filled  with  joy,  and  with  the 
Holy  Spirit. 

1  XLV,  Ajn>  it  came  to  pass  in  Iconium,  that 
they  went  together  into  the  synagogue  of  the 
Jews,  and  so  spake,  that  a  great  multitude  both 

2  of  Jews  and  Greeks  believed.  But  the  Jews 
who  disbelieved  stirred  up  and  embittered  the 
minds  of  the  Gentiles  against  the  brethren* 

8  They  spent  a  long  time,  therefore,  speaktnsr 
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boMIy  in  the  Lord,  wbo  gAre  testimony  to  the 
word  of  his  grace,  gra!ixting  Mgns  and  wonders 
to  be  done  by  their  bonds. 

Bnt  the  multitude  of  the  city  was  divided ;    4 
and  part  held  with  the  Jews,  and  part  with  the 
apostles.    And  when  a  movement  was  made,    5 
both  of  the  Gentiles  and  Jews  with  their  rutere, 
to  abase  and-  stone  them,  they  being  aware^of    6 
it  fled  to  the  eities  of  Lyeaonia,  Lystra  'and- 
Derbe,  and  the  region  aronnd;  and  there  they    7 
preached  the  glad  tidings. 

And  there  sat  a  certain  man  at  Lystra,  impo-    S 
tent  in  his  feet,  being  lame  from  his  mother^s 
womb,  who  never  walked.    This  man  was  listen-    9 
ing  to  Paul  as  he  spake ;  who,  fixing  his  eyes  on 
him,  and  percjeiving  that  he  had  faith  to  be 
healed,  said  with  a  load  voice,  Stand  upright  on  10 
thy  feet.    And  he  leaped  np,  and  walked. 

And.  the  multitudes,  seeing  what  Paul  had  11 
done,  lifted  up  their  voices,  sayiug  in  the  speech 
of  Lycaonia,  The  gods  are  come  down  to  us  in 
the  likeness  of  men.    And  they  called  Bama-  12 
has,  Jupiter ;  and  Paul,  Mercurius,  because  he 
was  the  chief  speaker.    And  the  priest  of  Jupi-  18 
ter,  that  was  before  the  city,  brought  oxen  and 
garlands  to  the  gates,  and  would  have  offered 
sacrifice  with  the  people.    But  the  apostles,  14 
Barnabas  and  Paul,  hearing  of  it,  rent  their 
clothes,  and  rushed  forth  to  the  multitude;  cry** 
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16  ingoat,  and  saying:  Sirs,  why  do  ye  ihoM 
things  ?  We  also  are  men  of  like  natore  with  yon, 
bringing  yon  glad  tidings,  that  ye  should  torn 
from  these  vanities  to  the  living  God,  who  made 
heaven,  and  earth,  and  the  sea,  and  all  things 

16  that  are  therein ;  who,  in  the  ages  past,  suffered 

17  all  nations  to  walk  in  their  own  ways;  though 
he  4bft  not  himself  without  witness,  in  that  he 
did  good,  giving  you  nun  from  heaven,  and  fruit- 
fbl  seasons,  filling  your  hearts  with  food  and 
gladness. 

18  And  with  these  sayings  they  hardly  restrain* 
ed  the  people  from  sacrificing  to  them. 

19  But  there  came  thither  Jews  from  Antiooh 
and  loonium ;  and  haying  persuaded  the  people, 
and  stoned  Paul,  they  drew  him  out  of  the  dty, 

SO  supposing  that  he  was  dead.  But  the  disciples 
having  gathered  around  him,  he  rose  up,  and 
oame  into  the  city ;  and  on  the  morrow,  he  de- 

31  parted  with  Barnabas  to  Derbe.  And  having 
preached  the  glad  tidings  to  that  city,  and  made 
many  disciples,  they  turned  back  to  Lystra,  and 

S2  Iconium,  and  Antioch ;  confirming  the '  souls  of 
the  disciples,  exhorting  them  to  continue  in  the 
faith,  and  that  we  must  through  much  affliction 
enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God. 

88  Now  having  appointed  for  them  elders  in 
every  church,  they  commended  them,  'with 
prayer  and  fasting,  to  the  Lord  on  whom  they 
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had  believed.    And  baviog  passed  through  Fi-  S4 
aidia,  they  came  to  Pamphylia.     And  having  25 
spoken  the  word  in-Perga,  they  went  down  to 
Attalia;  and  thence  they  sailed  away  to  An-  26 
tioch,  from  whence  they  had  been  commended 
to  the  grace  of  God  for  the  work  which  they 
Accomplished. 

And  when  they  had  come,  and  had  gathered  27 
the  church  togeUier,  they  reported,  how  great 
things  Gk>d  wrought  with  them,  and  that  he 
opened  to  the  Gentiles  a  door  of  faith.    And  S8 
there  they  abode  no  little  time  with  the  disciples. 

XY.    And  certain  men  who  came  down  from    1 
Judea  taught  the  brethren :  Except  ye  are  cir- 
cumcised after'  the  custom  of  Moses,  ye  cannot 
be  saved.    Paul  and  Barnabas  having  therefore    S 
had  no  little  dissension  and  discussion  with 
them,  they  determined  that  Paul  and  Barnabas, 
and  certain  others  of  them,  should  go  up  to  Je-  • 
rusalem  to  the  apostles  and  elders  about  this 
question. 

They  therefore,  having  been  sent  forward  by    8 
the  church,  passed  through  Phenicia  and  Sama- 
ria, declaring  the  conversion  of  the  Xjrentiles; 
and  they  caused  great  joy  to  all  the  brethren. 
And  having  come  to  Jerusalem,  they  were  gladly    4 
received  by  the  church,  and  the  apostles  and    - 
elders;    and  they  reported  how  great  tlungs 
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5  Cfod  wrought  witb  tbem. ,  But  there  arose  fe 
of  those  from  the  sect  of  the  Pharisees  who  Re- 
lieved, saying:  It  is  necessary  to  drcameise 
them,  and  to  command  them  to  keep  the  law  of 
Moses. 

6  And  the  apostles  and  the  elders  came  to- 

7  gether  to  consider  this  matter.  And  when  there 
had  heen  much  discnssion,  Peter  arose,  and  said 
to  them :  Men,  brethren,  ye  know  that  a  long 
time  ago  God  made  choice  among  ns,  that  hy  my 
month  the  Gentiles  shonld  hear  the  word  of  the 

8  glad  tidings  and  belleye.  And  God  who  knows 
the  heart  bare  them  witness,  giving  to  them  the 

9  Holy  Spirit,  as  also  to  ns  ]  and  made  no  differ- 
ence between  ns  and  them,  purifying  their 
hearts  by  faith. 

10  Now  therefore  Why  do  ye  tempt  God,  by  put- 
ting a  yoke  upon  the  neck  of  the  disciples,  which 
neither  our  fathers  nor  we  were  able  to  bear  f 

It  But,  through  the  grace  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  we 
believe  that  we  shall  be  saved,  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  they  also. 

12  And  all  the  multitude  became  silent,  and  lis- 
tened to  Barnabas  and  Paul,  narrating  how  great 
signs  and  wonders  God  had  wrought  among  the 
Gentiles  through  them. 

18      And  after  they  were  silent,  James  answered, 

14  saying :  Meii,  brethren,  hearken  to  me.    Simeon 
narrated  how  at  first  God  visited  the  GentUes,  to 
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take  o«t  of  them  a  people  for  his  name.    And  15 
with  this  fligree  the  words  of  the  prophets ;  as  it 
is  written :  After  this  I  will  return,  and  will  re-  16 
build  the  tabernacle  of  David,  which  is  fallen 
down ;  and  I  will  rebnild  the  ruins  thereof,  and 
will  set  it  up  again ;  that  the  rest  of  men  maj  17 
seek  after  the  Lord,  and  all  the  Gentiles,  upon 
whom  my  name  has  been  called,  suth  the  Lord, 
who  doeth  these  things.  ^ 

Known  to  God  are  all  his  works  from  the  be-  18 
ginning  of  the  world. 

Wherefore  my  judgment  is,  that  we  trouble  19 
not  those  who  from  among  the  Gentiles  are  turn- 
ing to  God  ;  but  that  we  write  to  them,  that  they  20 
abstain  from  pollutions  of  idols,  and  from  forni- 
cation, and  from  what  is  strangled,  and  from 
blood.    For  Moses  of  old  time  has  in  every  city  21 
those  who  preach  him,  being  read  in  the  syna- 
gogues every  sabbath. 

Then  the  apostles  and  the  elders,  with  the  22 
whole  church,  resolved,  having  chosen  men  from 
themselves,  to  send  them  to  Antioch  with  Paul 
and  Barnabas;  namely,  Judas  sumamed  Barsa- 
bas,  and  Silas,  leading  men  among  the  brethren. 
And  they  wr(^  by  them  thus :  The  apostles  and  28 
the  elders  and  the  brethren,to  the  brethren  from 

y.  17.  or,  who  makes  these  things  known  of  old  {omit* 
*^  V,  18,  at  in  ancient  copies.) 
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^ihe  Gentiles  throngLont  Antidoli  andBTirtA  and 
zi  Oilicia,  greeting :  Forasmuch  as  we  heard,  that 
some  who  went  out  from  ns  troubled  you  with 
words,  subyerting  your  souls,  saying  that  ye 
must  be  circumcised  and  keep  the  law,  to  whom 
t5  we  gave  no  commandment ;  it  seemed  good  to 
us,  having  become  of  one  mind,  to  choose  meo 
and  send  them  to  you,  with  our  beloved  Barna- 

26  bas  lind  Paul,  men  who  have  hazarded  their  lives 
for  the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

27  We  have  sent  therefore  Judas  and  Silas,  who 
will  themselves  also  by  word  tell,  you  the  same 

28  things.  For  it  seemed  good  to  the  Holy  Spirit, 
and  to  us,  to  lay  upon  you  no  fhrther  burden 

29  except  these  necessary  things ;  that  ye  abstain 
from  things  offered  to  idols,  and  from  blood,  and 
from  what  is  strangled,  and  from  fornication ; 
from  which  if  ye  keep  yourselves,  ye  will  do 
well.    Farewell. 

80  So  they,  being  dismissed,  came  to  Antioch ; 
and  assembling  the  multitude  they  delivered  the 

81  epistle.  And  having  read  it,  they  rejoiced  for  the 

82  consolation.  And  Judas  and  Silas,  also  them- 
selves being  prophets,  exhorted  the  brethren 
with  many  words,  and  confirme^^em. 

88      And  after  they  had  remained  a  while,  th^ 

y.  24.  77i£  oldest  copies  omit :  saying,  that  ye  miist  ba 
eircumciied  and  keep  the  law 
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Wfft9  dismisMd  with  peaoe  from  the  brettireiito 
the  apofltles.   But  it  pleased  fiflas  to  abide  there  84 
BtilL    Paul  also  and  Barnabas  oontiinied  in  An-  86 
tioch,  teaching  and  preaching  the  glad  tidingg  of 
the  word  of  the  Lord,  with  many  (rtheis  also. 

And  some  days  after,  Paul  said  to  Barnabas :  ^86 
Let  ns  return  now,  and  yisit  the  brethren  in 
eyery  dty  where  we  haYe  preached  the  word  of 
the  Lord,  and  see  how  they  do.    And  Barnabas  87 
determined  to  take  with  them  John,  who  was 
snmamed  l£ark.    Bat  Paul  thought  it  proper  88 
not  to  take  frith  them  him,  who  departed  from 
them  from  Pamphylia,  and  went  not  with  them 
to  the  work.    And  there  a^te  a  sharp  conten*  89 
tion,  so  that  they  departed  one  from  the  other, 
and  Barnabas  took  Mark,  and  sailed  to  Cyprus. 
And  Paul  chose  Silas,  and  went  forth,  being  40 
oommended  by  the  brethren  to  the  grace  of  God« 
And  he  went  through  Syria  and  Oilicia,  confirm-  41 
log  the  chorch^s. 

XYL  And  he  came  down  to  Derbe  and  Lys-    1 
tra.    And,  behold,  a  certain  disciple  was  there, 
named  Timothy,  the  son  of  a  beiieyiDg  Jewish 
woman,  but  whose  father  was  a  Greek;  who    2 
was  well  reported  of  by  the  brethren  in  Lystra 
and  loonium.  Him  Paul  wished  to  go  forth  with    8 

Y.  84  is  emitted  in  the  oldest  oopiea 
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bim,  and  took  and  drcnmcised  hinbon  aeoonnt 
of  the  Jews  who  were  in  those  places ;  for  they 
all  knew*  that  Ms  father  was  a  Greek. 

4  And  as  they  journeyed  through  the  cities,  they 
deliyered  to  them  the  decrees  to  keep,  that  were 
ordained  hy  the  apostles  and  elders  who  were 

5  in  Jerusalem.  The  churches,  therefore,  were 
estahlidied  in  the  faith,  and  increased  in  number 
daily, 

6  l^ow  when  they  had  gone  through  the  region 
.    of  Phrygia  and  Galatia,  and  were  forbidden  by 

7  the  Holy  Spirit  to  speak  the  word  in  Asia,  they 
came  to  Mysia,  and  attempted  to  go  into  Bithy- 
nia;  but  the  Spirit  of  Jesus  did  not  permit  tbem. 

8  And  passing  by  Mysia,  they  came  down  to  Troas. 

9  And  a  vision,  appeared  to  Paul  in  the  night. 
There  stood  a  man,  a  Macedonian,  beseeching 
him,  and  saying,  Oome  over  into  Macedonia,  and 

10  help  us.  And  when  he  had  seen  the  yision,  im- 
mediately we  sought  to  go  into  Macedonia,  con- 
cluding that  the  Lord  had  called  us  to  preach 

11  the  glad  tidings  to  them.  Therefore  setting  sail 
firom  Troas,  we  ran  with  a  straight  course  to 
Samothrace,  and  on  the  following  day  to  Keapo- 

18  lis ;  and  from  thence  to  Philippi,  which  is  the 
chief  city  of  that  part  of  Macedonia,  a  colony. 
And  we  continued  in  that  city  certain  days. 

13  And  on  the  sabbath,  we  went  forth  out  of  the 
gate  by  a  river  side,  where  was  wont  to  be  a 
384. 


pl«ML  ctf  pfajett  and.  we  sat  dawn,  and  apaka  to 
the  women  who  came  together. 

jSind  a  certain,  woman  named  Ljdia,  a  seller  of  14 
pmple,  of  the  oitj  of  Thyatira,  who  worshipped 
God,  was  listening ;  whose  heart  the  Lord  open- 
ed to  attend  to  the  things  spoken  hy  Paul.  And  15 
when  she  was  immersed  apd  her  household,  she 
be«(pnght  nd,  saying :  If  ye  have  judged  me  to  be 
a  h^Jieyer  in  the  Lord,  come  into  my  house,  m^ 
abide.    And  sl^e  constrained  us« 

And  it^n^e  to  pass,  as  we  were  going  to  the  16 
place  of  prayer,  a  certain  bondnudd  having  a 
spirit  of  divination  met  ns,  who  brought  her 
maste;rs  niuchgain  by  soothsaying.  She,  having  17 
followed  Paul  and  us,  cried,  saying:  These  men 
are  the  servants  of  the  most  high  God,  who  an*' 
oounce  to  us  the  way  of  salvation. 

And  this^e  did  many  days.    But  Paul,  being  18 
indignant,  turned  and  said  to  the  spirit,  I  com- 
inand  thee  in  the  name  of.  Jesus  Christ  to  come 
out  froQi  her.    And  he  came  o€it  the  .same  hour* 

^d  her  masters,  seeing  that  the  hope  of  their  10 
gain  departed,  laid  hold  of  Paul  and  Silas,  and 
drew,  them  into  the  marketplace  before  the 
rulers.    And  having  brought  them  to  the  ma-  20 
gistrates,  they  said :    These  men,  beiog  Jews, 
greatly  disturb  our  city ;  and  teacb  customs,  which  SI 

V.  18.  or^  being  grieved 
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it  fg  not  lawful  for  ns  to  reoeiye,  or  to  obflerr«^ 

being  Romans. 
tl      And  the  multitude  rose  np  together  against 

them ;  and  the  magistrates  rent  off  their  clothes, 
28  and  commanded  to  beat  them  with  rods.    And 

when  tbej  had  laid  many  stripes  upon  them, 

thej  oast  them  into  prison,  charging  the  Jailor 

24  to  keep  them  safely ;  who,  having  reoeired  snch 
a  charge,  thrast  tliem  into  the  inner  prison,  and 
made  their  feet  fast  in  the  stocks. 

25  And  at  midnight  Panl  and  Silas  prayed, 
and  sang  praises  to  God;    and  the  prisoners 

26  Mstened  to  them.    And  suddenly  there  was  a 
'  great  earthquake,  so  that  the  foundations  of  the 

prison  were  shaken;  and  immediately  all  the 
doors  were  opened,  and  the  chains  of  all  were 
2T  loosed.  And  tlje  jailer,  awaking  out  of  sleep, 
and  seeing  the  prison  doors  open,  drew  his 
sword,  and  was  about  to  kill  himself,  supposing 

28  that  the  prisoners  had  fled.  But  Paul  cried 
with  a  loud  voice  saying,  Do  thyself  no  harm ; 

29  for  we  are  all  here.  And  calling  for  lights,  he 
sprang  in,  and  trembling  fell  down  before  Paid 

80  and  Silas;  and  having  brought  them  out,  he 

81  said :  Sirs,  what  must  I  do  to  be  saved? «  And 
they  siud:   Believe  on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 

82  and  thou  shalt  bo  sftved,  and  thy  house.  And 
they  spake  to  him  the  word  of  the  Lord,  and  to 
all  that  were  in  his  house. 
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And  taking  them  along,  thd  same  hour  of  the  88  v 
night,  he  washed  their  stripes;  and  was  im- 
mersed, himself  and  all  his,  immediately.    And  84 
having  brought  them  up  into  his  house,  he  set 
food  before  them,  and  r^oiced,  with  all  his 
bouse,  believing  in  God. 

And  when  it  was  day,  the  magistrates  sent  the  35 
ierjeants,  saying,  Let  those  men  go.    And  the  86 
keeper  of  the  prison  reported  these  words  to 
Paul,  The  magistrates  have  sent  to  let  you  go; 
now  therefore  depart,  and  go  in  peace. 

But  Paul  said,  to  them,  They  beat  us  openly  87 
nncondemned,  being  Komans,  and  oast  us  into 
prison ;  and  now  do  they  send  us  forth  secretly? 
Nay  verily ;  but  let  them  come  themselves  and 
bring  us  out. 

And  the  seijeants  reported  these  words  to  the  88 
magistrates;  and  they  were  afraid,  when  they 
heard  that  they  were  Romans.    And  they  came  89 
and  besought  them,  and  bringing  them  out,  en- 
treated them  to  depart  out  of  the  city. 

And  they  went  out  of  the  prison,  and  entered  40 
into  the  house  of  Lydia ;  and  seeing  the  brethren 
they  exhorted  them,  and  departed. 

XYII.    And  passing  through  Amphipolis  and    1 
ApoUonia,  they  came  to  Thessalonica,  where  was 
ihe  synagogue  of  the  Jews.    And  Paul,  as  his    2 
enatom  was,  went  in  to  them,  and  for  three  sab- 
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baths  reAscmed  with  ^beia  from  the  Seriptmrei^ 

8  opening  them,  and  setting  forth  that  the  Ohrlst 

must  suffer,  and  rise  again  from  the  dead ;  and 

tiiat  this  is  the  Christ,  Jesus  wliom  I  preaoh  t6 

4  you.  And  some  of  them  believed,  and  joined 
themselyes  to  Paul  and  Silas ;  and  of  tiie  devoiit 
Greeks  a  great  muititnde,  and  of  the  chief  women 
not  a  few. 

5  But  the  Jews,  moved  with  envy,  bi^ying 
taken  to  them,  of  the  idlers  in  the  maiket-plao^ 
certain  yidous  men,  and  gathered  a  crowd,  set 
the  oitj  in  an  uproar ;  and  assaulting  the  house 
of  Jason,  they  sought  to  bring  them  unto  the 

8  people.  And  not  finding  them,  they  dragged 
Jason  and  certain  brethren  before  the  rulers  of 
the  city,  crying:    These  that  have  turned  the 

7  world  upside  down  are  com^  hither  also.  Whom 
Jason  has  received ;  and  all  these  are  acting  con- 
trary to  the  decrees  of  Gasar,  saying  thist  iiierd 
is  another  king,  Jesus. 

8  And  they  troubled  the  people  and  the  rtdera 

9  of  the  city,  when  they  heard  these  things.  And 
having  taken  security  of  Jason,  and  of  the  oth- 
ers, they  let  them  go. 

10      And  the  brethren  immediately  sent   away 
Paul  and  Silas  by  night  to  Berea;  who  coming

T.  6.  Some  aneUni  eopie*  cmU :  moved  with  envy 
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tbither  went  into  the  qrnagogiie  of  the  Jew& 
These  were  more  noble  than  those  !n  Thessa-  11 
lonica,  in  that  thej  receiyed  the  word  with  all 
readiness  of  mind,  and  searched  the  Scriptnree 
dailj,  whether  these  things  were  so. 

Many  of  them  therefore  believed;    and  of  IS 
honourable  Grecian  women  and  men,  not  a  few. 
But  when  the  Jews  of  Thessalonica  knew  that  18 
also  at  Berea  the  word  of  God  was  preached  hj 
Paul,  they  came,  stirring  np  the  ]>eople  there 
also.    And  then  immediately  the  brethren  sent  14 
away  Paul  to  journey  as  upon  the  sea;  but  Silas 
and  Timothy  abode  there  still.    And  they  that  15 
conducted  Paul  brought  him  to  Athens;  and 
having  received  a  command  to  Silas  and  Timo- 
thy to  come  to  him  as  soon  as  possible,  they  de- 
parted. 

ITow-  while  Paul  was  waiting  for  them  at  16 
Athens,  his  spirit  was  stirred  in  him,  when  he 
Baw  the  city  full  of  idols.    Therefore  he  reason-  17 
ed  in  the  synagogue  with  the  Jews  and  the  de- 
Tout  persons,  and  in  the  market  daily  with  them 
that  met  with  him.    And  certain  philosophers  18 
of  the  Epicureans,  and  of  the  Stoics,  were  dis- 
puting with  him.    And  some  said,  Wliat  would 
this  babbler  say?  and  others,  He  seems  to  be  a 
proclaimer  of  foreign  gods;  because  he  made 
known  to  them  the  good  news  of  Jesus  and  the 
reaorreotion.    And  taking  hold  of  him,  they  19 
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brought  him  upon  Man'  Hill,  mying:   Haj  w» 

know  what  this  new  doctrine  iS)  of  which  thou 
20  Bpeakest?     For  thon  bringest  certain  stranga 

things  to  our  ears ;  we  would  know  therefore 
91  what  these  >hings  mean.    ITow  all  Athenians^ 

and  the  strangers  residing  there,  spent  their 

leisure  for  nothing  else,  but  to  tell  or  to  hear 

something  new. 
82      And  Paul,  standing  in  the  midst  of  Mars' 

Hill,  said :  Ifen  of  Athens,  in  all  things  I  ^er- 

23  oeive  that  je  are  very  devout.  For  ^a  I  passed 
by,  and  observed  your  objects  of  worship^  I 
found  also  an  altar  with  this  inscription,  TO  AN 
UNKNOWN  GOD.  Whom  therefore,  not 
knowii^,  ye  worship,  him  declare  I  unto  you. 

24  The  Qod  who  made  the  world  and  all  things 
therein,  he  being  Lord  of  heaven  and  earth, 

25  dwells  not  in  temples  made  with  hands ;  nor  is 
ministered  to  by  human  hands,  as  if  needing 
any  thing  more,  himself  giving  to  all  life,  ^d 

26  breath,  and  all  things.  And  he  made  of  one 
blood  every  nation  of  men  to  dwell  on  all  the 
face  of  the  earth,  having  fixed  the  appointed 

27  seasons  and  bounds  of  their  habitation;  that 
they  should  seek  the  Lord,  if  haply  they  might 
feel  after  him,  and  find  him,  although  he  is  not 

28  fiir  'from  every  one  of  ns ;  for  in  him  we  live^ 
and  move,  and  have  our  being;  as  also  some  of 
your  own  poets  have  said.  For  his  o&pring  also 
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are  we.  Farasmnch  tiben  as  we  are  the  offspring  29 
of  God,  we  ought  not  to  think  tiiat  the  Godhead 
is  like  to  gold^  or  silver,  or  stone,  graven  by  art 
and  man^s  device.  The  times  of  ignoranoe  there-  80 
fore  God  overlooked;  but  now  commands  all 
men  every  where  to  repent.    Because  he  fixed  81 
a  day,  in  which  he  will  judge  the  world  in  right- 
eousness by  the  man  whom  he  appointed,  having 
given  assurance  to  all  by  raising  him  from  the 
dead. 

And  when  they  heard  of  a  resurrection  of  82 
the  dead,  some  mocked;   and  others  said,  We 
will  hear  the^  again  of  this  matter.    And  thus  88 
Paul  departed  from  among  them. 

But  pertain  ones,  joining  themselves  to  him,  84 
believed ;  among  whom  was  also  Dlonysias  the 
Areopagite,  and  a  woman  named  Damans,  and 
others  with  them. 

XVIII.    Aftbb  these  things  Paul  departed    J 
from  Athens,  and  came  to  Oorinth.    And  finding    2 
a  certain  Jew.  named  Aquila,  a  native  of  Pontus, 
lately  come  from  Italy,  and  Priscilla  his  wife, 
(because  Claudius  had  commanded  all  the  Jew^ 
to  depart  from  Home,)  he  came  to  them ;  and    8 
because  he  was  pf  the  same  trade,  he  abode 
with  them,  and  wrought;  for  by  their  occupa- 
tion they  were  tentmakers.    And  he  roasoncSd    4  • 
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in  the  sjnago^e  every  sabbath,  and  penaaded 
both  Jews  and  Greeks. 

5  Now  when  Silas  and  Tunothy  came  down 
from  Macedonia,  Paul  was  engrossed  with  the 
word,  testifying  to  the  Jews  that  Jesus  is  the 

6  Christ.  Bnt  they  opposing  themselres  and 
blaspheming,  he  shook  out  his  garments  and  said 
to  them :  Yonr  blood  be  upon  your  own  head ; 
I  am  clean ;  from  henceforth  I  will  go  to  the 
Gentiles. 

7  And  departing  thence  he  entered  into  a  cer- 
tain man's  house,  named  Justus,  one  who  wor- 
shipped God,  whose  house  was  a^'oining  the 

8  synagogue.  And  Crispus,  the  ruler  of  the  syna- 
gogue, believed  on  the  Lord  with  all  his  house; 
and  many  of  the  Corinthians  hearing  believedf 
and  were  immersed. 

9  And  the  Lord  said  to  Paul,  through  a  vision  in 
the  night :    Be  not  afraid,  but  speak,  and  hold 

10  not  thy  peace ;  for  I  am  with  thee,  and  no  one 
shall  assail  thee  to  hurt  thee ;  for  I  have  muoli 

11  people  in  this  city.  And  he  continued  there  a 
year  and  six  months,  teaching  the  word  of  God 
among  them. 

12  And  when  Gallic  was  proconsul  of  Acbaia, 
the  Jews  rose  tip  with  one  aocord  against  Paul, 

18  and  brought  him  before  the  judgment  seat,  say- 
ing :  This  man  persuades  m^  to  worship  God 
contrary  to  the  law. 
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And  88  Patil  was  about  to  open  his  inonth,  14 
6a]lio  said  to  the  Jews :    If  it  were  some  iijus- 
tice,  or  Wicked  misdeed,  0  Jews,  with  reason  I 
Wotild  have  borne  with  yoti.    But  if  it  is  H  qties-  15 
tfon  a^nt  a  word,  and  names,  and  your  own 
law,  look  to  it  yourselves ;  I  will  not  be  a  jndge 
of  these  things.    And  he  drove  theim  away  from  16 
the  jndgtnent  seat. 

Bnt  having  all  seized  npon  Sosthenes,  the  rnler  17 
of  the  synagogue,  they  beat  him  before  the  judg- 
ment seiat.    And  Oallio  cared  for  none  of  those 
things. 

And  Paul  having  remaiifed  yet  many  days,  18 
took  leave  of  the  brethren,  and  sailed  thence 
to  Syria,  and  with  him  PrisoiBa  and  Aquila; 
having  shaven  his  head  in  Oenchrea,  for  he  had 
a  vow.    And  they  came  to  Ephestis,  and  he  left  19 
them  there ;  but  entering  himself  into  the  syna- 
gogue, he  reasoned  with  the  Jews.    And  they  20 
desiring  him  to  remain  a  longer  time  with  them, 
he  consented  not ;  but  bade  them  farewell,  say-  21 
ing,  [I  must  by  all  means  keep  the  coming  feast 
at  Jerusalem ;  but]  I  will  return  again  to  you, 
If  God  will.    And  he  sailed  from  Ephesus.    And  22 
having  landed  at  Oesarea,  and  gone  up  and  salu- 
itsd  the  church,  he  went  down  to  Antioch.    And  28

after  be  liad  ^pent  some  time  there,  be  departed, 
going  through  the  country  of  Galatia  and  Phry^ 
gia  in  order,  strengthening  all  the  disoiples. 

24  And  a  certain  Jew  named  Apollos,  a  native 
of  Alexandria;  an  eloquent  man,  and  mighty  in 

25  the  Scriptures,  oame  to  Ephesus.  This  man  waa 
instructed  in  the  way  of  the  Lord ;  and  being 
fervent  in  spirit,  he  spake  and  taught  correctly 
the  things  concerning  Jesus,  knowing  <Hily  the 

26  immersion  of  John.  And  he  began  to  speak 
boldly  in  the  synagogue.  But  Aquila  and  Pris- 
cilia,  having  heard  him,  took  him  to  them,  and 
expounded  to  him  t^e  way  of  God  more  perfect- 

2Y  ly.  And  he  wishing  to  pass  through  into  Aoha- 
ia,  the  brethren  wrote,  exhorting  the  disciples 
to  receive  him ;  who,  when  he  was  come,  con- 
tributed much  to  those  who  had  believed  through 

28  grace.  For  he  powerfully  confuted  the  Jews  in 
public,  showing  by  the  Scriptures  that  Jesus  was 
the  Christ 

1  XIX.  And  it  came  to  pass,  that,  while  Apol- 
los  was  at  Corinth,  Paul  having  passed  through 
the  upper  parts  came  to  Ephesus.    And  finding 

2  certain  disciples,  he  said  to  them :  Did  ye  re- 
ceive the  Holy  Spirit  when  ye  believed?  And 
they  said  to  him :    Nay,  we  did  not  even  hear 

3  whether  there  is  a  Holy  Spirit.  And  he  said  to 
them,  TJntp  what  then  were  ye  immersed?  And

ihvy  sfdd,  Unto  John's  immersion.    Then  said    4 
Paul :    John  indeed  immei^d  if^ith  the  knmer- 
sion  of  repentance;  sayitig  to  the  people;  that 
they  dioold  helieye  on  him  who  should  come  af- 
ter him,  that  is,  on  Jesns.    And  when  they  heard '  5 
this,  they  were  immersed  in  the  name  of  the 
Lord  Jesns.    And  Panl  haviiig  laid  his  hands    0 
upon  them,  the  Holy  Spirit  came  on  them ;  and 
they  spake  with  tongties,  and  prophesied.    And    7 
all  the  men  were  about*  twelve. 

And  he  went  into  the  synagogue,  and  spake    8 
1>oldly  for  three  months,  reasoning  and  pei^ 
suading  them  of  the  things  concerning  the  king- 
dom of  God.    But  when  some  were  hardened,    9 
and  believed  not,  speaking  evil  of  the  Way  before 
the  multitude,  he  departed  from  them,  and  sepo- 
*  ratett  the  disciples,  reasoning  daily  in  the  school 
of  Tyrannns.    And  this  continued  for  two  years ;  10 
BO  that  all  who  dwelt  in  Asia  heard  the  word  of 
the  Lord,  both  Jews  and  Greeks.    And  God  11 
wrought  special  miracles  by  the  hands  of  Paul; 
«o  that  also  there  were  carried  from  his  body  to  12 
the  sick,  handkerchiefs  or  aprons,  and  the  dis- 
eases departed  from  them,  and  the  evil  spirits 
went  out  fiom  them. 

Th^ii  some  of  the  wandering  Jewish   exor-  18 
cists  took  upon  them  to  name  the  name  of  the 
Lord  Jesus  over  those  who  had  the  evil  spirits^ 
flftying:   I  abjure  yon  by  the  Jesus  whom  Paul 


14  preaoheB.  And  there  were  eeven  eona  of  ob# 
Soeva,  a  Jewkh  dnief   priest^  wKo  did  thia. 

15  And  the  evil  Q>irit  answered  and  said,  Jesoa  I 
know,  and  Paul  I  well  know ;  but  who  are  je  f 

16  And  the  man  in  whom  the  evil  spirit  was  lei^ 
ed  (HI  them,  and<  overoame  them,  and  prevailed 
agauist  both,  so  that  thej  fled  out  of  that  honae 

17  naked  and  wounded.  And  this  became  known 
to  all,  both  Jews  and  Greeks,  who  dwelt  at 
Ephesus ;  and  fear  fell  on  them  all,  and  the  name 

18  of  the  Lord  Jesus  was  magnified.  And  manj*  of 
thebelieyerscame,  confessing,  and  declaring  their 

19  deeds.  Hanj  of  those,  also  who  practised  curi- 
ous arts  brought  together  the  books,  and  burned 
them  before  all ;  and  thej  counted  the  price  of 
them,  and  found  it  fiftj*  thousand  pieces  of  silvw. 

20  So  mightUj  grew  the  word  of  God  and  preyailed. 

ftl  When  these  things  were  ended,  Paul  purpos- 
ed to  go  to  Jerusalem,  passing  through  Macedo- 
nia and  Aohaia ;  saying,  After  I  have  been  there, 

*  28  I  must  also  see  Rome.    So  he  sent  into  Macedo- 
nia two  of  those  who  ministered  to  him,  Timo- 
thy and  Erastus ;  but  he  himself  stayed  in  Ana 
for  a  season. 
28      And  about  that  time,  there  arose  no  small  tn- 

24  inult  about  the  Way.  For  a  certain  man  named 
DemetriuR,  a  silversmith,  who  made  silver  shrines 
of  Diana,  brought  no  small  gain  to  the  crafta- 

25  men ;  whom  he  called  together,  with  the  work* 
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infill  of  like  ooonpntioii,  and  said:  Siza,  je  irall 
know  that  bj  tliia  craft  we  liaye  oar  wealth. 
Horeover  ye  see  and  hear,  that  this  Paul  has  96 
persuaded  and  tnmed  aside  much  people,  not 
cfnlj  of  Ephosos,  hat  of  almost  all  Asia,  saying 
that  they  are  not  gods,  which  are  made  with 
hands.  And  there  is'  danger  to  as,  not  only  that  27 
this  branch  of  business  will  come  into  disrepute, 
but  also  ^bat  the  temple  of  the  great  goddess 
Diana  will  be  accounted  nothing,  atid  her  magni- 
ficence will  be  destroyed,  whom  all  Asia  and  the 
world  worship. 

And  hearing  it,  they  became  fiill  of  wrath,  28 
and  continued  crying  out,  fliaying,  Great  is  Diana 
of  the  Ephesians.    And  the  whole  city  was  filled  29 
with  confurion ;  and  they  rushed  with  one  ac- 
cord into  the  theatre,  having  seized  Gains  and 
Aristarchus,  men  of  Kacedonia,  PauFs  compan- 
ions in  travel.    And  Paul  wishing  to  enter  in  80 » 
tmto  the  people,  the  disciples  suffered  him  not. 
And  some  also  of  the  Chiefii  of  Asia,  being  his  81i 
fiiends,  sent  to  him,  entreating  }iim  not  to  ad- 
Tenture  himself  into  the  theatre. 

Some  therefore  were  crying  one  thing,  and  82^ 
aome  another;  for  the  assembly  was  confused, 
and  the  greater  part  knew  not  wherefore  they 
had  come  together.  And  they  brought  forward  8i 
Alexander  out  of  the  multitude,  the  Jews  thrust-^ 
ing  him  forward.  And  Alexander  beckonei' 
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iriiJi  tbfe  Iiaiid,  dedHng  to  make  bb  defence  ta 
Mi  the  peopb.    But  when  they  Imew  that  he  was  a 
J^ew,  one  Toioe  arose  from  aQ,  crying  about  two 
honUB,  Great  is  Diana  of  the  Ephesians. 

86  And  the  Town-clerk,  having  quieted  the  peo- 
ple, said :  Hen  of  Ephesus,  what  human  being  is 
there,  who  knows  not  that  the  city  of  the  Ephe- 
Sians  is  keeper  of  the  great  Diana,  and  of  the  im- 

88  age  which  fell  down  from  Jupiter?  These  things 
being  therefore  undeniable,  ye  ought  to  be  quieti 

87  and  to  do  nothing  rashly.  For  ye  brought 
hither  these  men,  who  are  neither  robbers  of 

88  temples,  nor  blasphemers  of  your  goddess.  If 
therefore  Demetrius,  and  the  craftsmen  with 
him,  have  a  matter  against  any  man,  the  law  is 
open,  and  there  are  proconsuls ;  let  them  imi^ead 

89  one  another.  But  if  ye  make  any  demand  con- 
cerning other  matters,  it  shall  be  determined  in 

40  the  lawful  assembly.  For  we  are  in  danger  of 
being  called  in  question  fbr  this  day^s  riot,  there 
being  no  cause  whereby  we  may  give  an  account 

41  of  this  ooncofai*se.  And  when  he  had  thus 
spoken,  he  dismissed  the  assembly. 

1      XX.    And  after  the  tumult  had  ceased,  Paul 

called  to  him  the  disciples,  and  having  embrapod 

d  them,  departed  to  go  ixito  Macedonia.    Andhav-

18  And  we,  going  forward  to  the  ship,  embarked 
Ibr  Aisofl,  intending  there  to  take  in  Paul ;  for 
BO  bad  be  appointed,  intending  himself  to  go  on 

14  ibot.    And  when  he  met  with  na  at  Aasos,  we 

16  took  him  in,  and  came  to  lOtylene.  And  sailing 
thenee,  we  oame  tbe  following  day^over  against 
CSiios;  and  the  next  day  we  arrived  at  Samos ;

17  And  from  Miletus  he  sent  to  Ephesus,  and  call*

from  the  first  day  that  I  oame  into  Asia,  after 
what  manner  I  have  been  with  you  the  whole 

19  time;  serving  the  Lord  with  all  lowliness  of 
,    mind,  and  with  tears,  and  txials  which  befell  me 

80  by  the  plottings  of  tiie  Jews ;  how  I  kept  back 
nothing  that  was  profitable,  that  I  should  not  an- 
nounce it  to  you,  and  teach  you,  publicly  and 

81  from  house  to  house;  testifying,  to  both  Jews 
and  Greeks,  repentance  toward  Qod,  and  fiiith 
toward  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ 

88     And  now,  behold,  I  go  bound  in  the  splrll 
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te  JenttaleiD,  not  Imowing  ito  Ibii^iiiit  Aall 
tefidl  me  there;  tmve  ih^t^e  Holy  SpifH «rit-  28

88  him ;  sorrowing  most  of  all  for  the  word  which  he 
had  spoken,  that  they  should  behold  his  £Me  no 
more.    And  they  accompanied  him  to  the  shi^* 

1  XXL  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  after  we  had 
separated  from  them,  and  had  put  to  sea,  we 
came  with  a  straight  course  to  Coos,  and  the  day 
following  to  Rhodes,  and  from  thence  to  Patara. 

2  And  finding  a  ship  crossing  over  to  Phenida,  we 
8  went  aboard,  and  put  to  sea.    J^d.  coming  in 

sight  of  Cyprus,  and  leaving  it  on  the  left  hand, 

we  sailed  to  Syria,  and  landed  at  1>re ;  for  there 

4  the  ship  was  to  unlade  her  burden.    And  having 

V.  1.  oTy  after  we  had  torn  ourselves  from  them 
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fiinnd  out  the  disdplM,  we  tarried  there  8eifeB 
dajB ;  who  said  to  Paul  through  the  Spirit,  that 
he  should  not  go  np  to  Jerusalem. 

And  when  we  had  completed  the  days,  we 
departed  and  went  our  waj ;  they  all  accompa- 
nying  us,  with  wives  and  children,  till  we  were 
out  of  the  city;  and  we  kneeled  down  on  the 
beach,  and  prayed.  And  having  embraced  one  6 
another,  we  went  on  board  the  ship ;  and  they 
returned  to  their  homes. 

Now  we,  completing  the  voyage,  came  down    7 
£pom  Tyre  to  Ptolemais ;  and  having  embraced 
the  brethren,  we  remained  with  them  one  day. 
And  on  the  morrow  we  departed,  and  came  to    8 
Cesarea;    and  we  entered  into  the  house  of 
Philip  the  evangelist,  being  one  of  the  seven,  and 
abode  with  him.    And  this  man  had  four  daugh-    9 
ters,  virgins,  who  prophesied. 

And  while  we  were  remaining  several  days,  10 
there  came  down  from  Judea  a  certain  prophet, 
named  Agabus.     And  coming  to  us,  he  took  11 
Paulas  girdle,  and  bound  his  own  hands  and  feet, 
and  said :  Thus  saith  the  Holy  Spirit,  So  shall  the 
Jews  at  Jerusalem  bind  the  man  that  owns  this 
^rdle,  and  shall  deliver  him  into  the  hands  of 
the  Gentiles.    And  when  we  heard  these  things,  18 
both  we,  and  they  of  that  place,  besought  him 
notto  go  up  to  Jerusalem.  Then  answered  Paul:  18 
What  mean  ye,  to  weep  and  to  break  my  heart! 
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F6r  I  am  ready  not  only  to  l>e  bonnd^  bnt  allso  to 
die  at  Jernsalem,  for  the  name  of  theLord  J^aotf. 

14  And  when  he  would  not  be]>er8iiaded,  weoeaaed, 
saying,  The  will  of  the  Lord  be  done. 

15  And  after  those  days,  hAYing  padced  np  our 

16  baggage,  we  went  np  to  Jemsalexn,  There  went 
with  as  also  some  of  the  disciples  from  Cesarea| 
bring^g  ns  to  Mnason  of  Oypras,  an  old  diaoiple^ 
with  whom  we  should  lodge. 

17  Kow  when  we  were  come  to  Jerusalem,  th* 

18  brethren  received  us  gladly.  And  on  the  follow- 
ing day,  Paul  went  in  with  ns  to  James ;  and  aH 

19  the  elders  were  present  And  having  embraced 
them,  he  reconnted  particularly  what  things  God 
had  wrought  among  lihe  Gentiles  through  hia 
ministry. 

50  And  they,  when  they  heard  it,  glorified  the 
Lord.  And  they  said  to  him :  Thou  seest,  broil- 
er, how  many  thousands  of  Jews  there  are  who 

51  believe ;  and  they  are  all  zealots  for  the  law.  And 
they  were  informed  concerning  thee,  that  thoa 
teachest  all  the  Jews  who  are  among  the  Gen- 
tiles to  forsake  Moses,  saying  that  they  should 
not  circumcise  their  children,  nor  walk  after  the 

28  customs.  What  is  it  therefore!  A  mulldtude 
must  surely  come  together;  for  they  will  hear 

28  that  thou  hast  come.  Do  therefore  tiiis  that  we 
say  to  thee :  Ve  have  four  men  who  have  a  vow 

24  on  them;  these  take  with  thee,  and  purify  thy* 
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ielf  with  them,  and  bear  theobaargeB  for  them,  that 
they  may  shave  their  heads;  and  all  shall  kno^ 
that  those  things,  of  which  tliej  hare  been  infor« 
med'  conoemingthee,  are  nothing,  but  that  thou 
tfajself  also  walkest  orderly,  keeping  the  law. 
But  oonoeming  the  Gentiles  who  have  believed,  26 
we  wrote  to  them,  dedding  that  they  shonld  ob- 
serve no  snch  thing,  except  that  they  keep  them* 
selves  fromt^ngs  offered  to  idols,  and  from  blood, 
and  from  what  is  strangled,  and  from  fornication. 

Then  Panl  took  the  men,  and  the  next  day,  26 
liaving  purified  himself  with  them,  entered  into 
tlie  temple,  announcing  the  completion  of  the 
days  of  the  purification,  nntil  the  offering  was 
brought  for  each  one  of  them. 

Now  as  the  seven  days  were  aboat  to  be  com«  27 
pleted,  the  Jews  from  Asia,  having  observed  him 
In  the  temple,  stirred  up  all  the  people,  and  laid 
lumds  on  him,  crying  out :  Men  of  Israel,  help.  28 
This  is  the  man  that  teaches  all,  every  where, 
against  the  people,  and  the  law,  and  this  place ; 
and  further  also,  he  brought  Greeks  into  the 
temple,  and  has  polluted  this  holy  place.    For  29 
they  had  before  seen  with  him  in  the  eity  Tro- 
phimus  the  Epheeian,  whom  they  supposed  that 
Panl  brought  into  the  temple.    And  all  the  eity  80 
was  moved,  and  the  people  ran  together ;  and 
laying  hold  of  Paul,  they  dragged  him  out  of  the 
tomple;  and  forthwith  the  doors  were  shut 
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81  Nov  irUto  tbcy  iTim  tttttiglQ  kill  him, « 
M^^t  oame  up  to  tite  ohief  oa^ttinof  ih^  buid« 

32  tiuit  allJ^niMlem  wiu  in  an  uproar;  wko  Sm« 
madUialytook  witii  liim  aol^ktv  aiid«eBtiirlDiM| 
and  rttadowii  to  them ;  wd  theg^  aoeoig  theQl»«f 
captain  «ad  the  aokytn,  left  off  beaftmg  PaiiL 

88  Tbe&  the  ebisfoaptamoaiDienaac,  and  took  hold 
of  him,  and  oonuaaaided  hka  to  be  bemid  witk 
two  ehaiiui;  aad  inqvbred  irho  he  Bd|^  be,  and 

84  what  he  had  done.  And  aome  ^ried  oneihiBgi 
9€mA  another,  among  the  mnltitade;  and  not 
being  able  to  hnow  the  certainly  on  ftoooimt  of 
the  tamnlt,   he   commanded  him  to  be  led 

85  into  the  oaeUe.  And  when  be  came  upon  the 
stairs,  so  it  was,  that  he  was  borne  by  the  adU 
diers  on  aooonat  of  the  yklenee  of  the  pec^le. 

86  For  the  mnltitnde  cf  the  peofde  followed  afters 
eryiag,  Awaj  with  him. 

8T  And  as  he  was  about  to  be  led  into  the  eeet&% 
P«al  aajs  to  the  chief  captain,  May  I  speak  to 
theel    And  he  smd,  Canst  thou  speak  Chreekt 

88  Art  thou  not  then  the  Egyptian,  who  before  these 
days  made  an  uproar,  and  led  out  into  the  wil* 
demess  the  fbur  thonsand  men  of  the  aseasaiaal 

89  And  Paul  aaid :  I  am  a  Jew  of  Tarsus,  a  oitiaiu 
ofnoobsoureoityof  Oilioia;  andlbeaeedb  tha% 
iufier  me  to  speiik  to  the  peoi^e. 

40  And  he  having  giten  him  permissiaa,  Bauli 
standing  on  the  atairs,  bedcgoed  wtth  thetaei 


to' the  people.    And  a^gteat  rilenoe  eiBsuing^  lie 
q^AfcetotbemMtiM  Siebt ev  tei^e,  (Mtying':

And  it  came  to  pass,  that  as  I  Jonmeyed,  and    0 
•flDie  near  to   Damaaaaa,  abont  ssidday,  tiiere 
anddenly  fiashied  aroand  me  a  great  light  oat  of 
boffvwi.  'And  I  fell  to  the  ground^  and  heavd  a    7 
Toioe  saying  to  me,  Soul,  Sun],  why  persecnteat 
tkoa  me?  And  I  anaweved,  Who  art  thou,  Lovdl    8 
AiBd  he  aaid  to  me,.  I  am  Jc8qb  tlie  UTaaarane, 
wham  thon  petaeentest    And  they  that  ware    9^ 
with  me  beheld  indeed  the  light,  and  were 
aihdd;  but  the  tmee  of  him  that  apake  to  me 
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10  tbejbMxdiiot  And  I  said,  What  duOl  I  do^ 
Lwdf  And  the  Lord  said  to  me,  Arise,  and  go 
into  Damasons;  and  there  it  shall  be  told  thee 
oonceniing  all  things  which  it  is  appofaited  thee 
to  do. 

U  And  as  I  could  not  see,  for  tiie  ^cry  of  thai 
light,  being  led  by  the  hand  by  those  who  were 

12  with  me,  I  came  into  Damasons.    And  one  Anar 

'  nias,  a  deyont  man  according  to  the  law,  haying 

a  good  report  from  all  the  Jews  who  dwelt 

18  there,  came  to  me,  and  standing  by  me  said  to 
me,  Brother  fianl,  receive  sight.    And  I,  in  that 

14  rery  hour,  looked  up  npon  him.  And  he  said : 
The  Gk>d  of  onr  ikthers  appointed  thee  to  know 
his  will,  and  to  see  the  Jast  One,  and  to  hear  a 

15  Toioe  ont  of  his  month.  For  thou  shalt  be  a 
witness  for  him  to  all  men,  of  what  thou  hast 

16  seen  and  didst  hear.  And  now  why  tanieat 
thonf  Arise,  be  immersed  and  wash  away  thj 
iins,  calling  on  his  name. 

17  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  I  had  retomed  to 
Jemsalem,  and  as  I  was  praying  in  the  temple, 

18  that  I  was  in  a  trance,  and  saw  him  'saying  to 
me:  Hake  haste,  and  go  forth  qnickly  ont  of 
Jerasalem;  for  they  will  not  rec^TC  thy  testi- 

19  mony  ccmcerning  me.  And  I  said :  Lord,  they 
well  know  that  I  imprisoned  and  beat  in  ereiy 

y.  9.  or,  they  tindentood  not 
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^piagogiie  those  who  beHeye  on  thee;  andwhttii  SO 
the  blood  of  thy  witnesB  Stephen  was  shed,  then 
I  mjself  was  standing  by,  and  consenting,  and 
keeping  the  garments  of  them  that  slew  him. 
And  he  said  to  me :  Depart ;  for  I  will  send  thee  21 
fiff  hence  to  the  Genjlales.. 

And  they  heard  him  nnto  this  word,  and  then  22 
lifted  np  their  voices,  and  i^id :  Away  with  vsuAx 
a  one  from  the  earth;  for  it  was  not  fit  that  he 
ahoold  live.    And  as  they  were  crying  ont,  and  28 
tiirowing  np  their  garments,  and  ca9ting  dnst 
into  the  air,  the  chief  captain  commianded  him  24 
to  be  brought  into  the  castle^  and  bade  that  he 
shonld  be  examined  by  scourging ;  that  he  might 
know  for  what  charge  they  were  thus  erying  out 
against  him. 

And  as  they  bound  him  with  the  thongs,  Pool.  25 
said  to  the  centurion  that  gliood  by,  Is  it  Uiwtul 
for  yon  to  scomrge  a  man  that  is  a  Boman,  and 
nncondemned  ?  When  the  centurion  heard  it,  he  26 
went  and  told  the  chief  captiuif,  saying,  What 
art  thou  about  to  do  ?  For  this  man  is  a  Boman« 
And  the  chief  captain  came,  and  siud  to  him:  2? 
Tell  me,  art  thou  a  Boman  ?  He  said,  Yes.   And  28 
the  chief  captain  answered,  For  a  grei^t  sum  ob* 
tained  I  this  freedom.  And  Paul  said,  But  I  waa 
bom  free. 

Immediately,  therefore,  they  departed  frt>m  29 
him  who  were  about  to  examine  him;  and  the 
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80  Oft  Ihe  raorpoiTj  Wiiahiii^  to  know  the  on^

BadchneeS)  and  the  other  Hiarisees,  cried  ont  in' 
the  ooaneil>:  Men^  bfethren,  I  am  a  Pharisee^ 
the  son  of  a  Pharisee ;  for  the  hope  of  tibie  reMm 
Mistfon'of  tiie  dead  I  aitt  now  Judged. 

7  And  wh«tt  he  had  st^thin,  there  arose  a  db« 
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se&inon  between  &e  Fhailsees  send  iiie  Saddn- 
oees ;  and  the  mnltittlde  was  divided.  'F6^  Baddn*    S 
oees  Baj  that  fiiere  is  no  resmTeetian,  n^  angel, 
nor  spirit;  bntPhaHseesac&nowledge  both.        ^ 

And  there  arose  a  great  damor;  and  the    i 
seribes  of  the  party  of  ^e  Ptxai^etr  arose,  and 
contended,  saying :  We  find  no  evil  hi  this  man ; 
Imt  if  a  spirit  spake  to  him,  or  an  angel  ■■ ? 

And  a  great  dissension  arismg;,  the  ehlef  cap-  10 
tain,  fearing  lest  Panl  should  "be  pnlled  in  pieces 
by  them,  commanded  the  soldiers  to  go  down, 
and  to  take  him  by  force  from  among  them,  and 
to  bring  him  into  the  castle. 

And  the  night  following  the  Lord  stood  by  11 
him,  and  said :  Be  of  good  courage ;  for  as  thon 
didst  folly  testify  the  things  concerning  me  at 
Jemsalem,  so  must  then  testify  also  at  Eome. 

And  when  it  was  day,  the  Jews  banded  to-  12 
gether,  and  bound  themselves  nnder  a  curse, 
saying  that  they  would  neither  eat  nor  drink 
tni  they  had  killed  Panl.    And  they  were  more  18 
than  forty  who  had  made  this  conspiracy.  -  And  14 
they  came  to  the  chief  priests  and  the  elders, 
and  said :    We  have  bound  ourselves  under  a , 
great  curse,  to  taste  notliing  until  we  have  dain 
Paul. 

Kow  therefore  do  ye,  with  the  council,  signify  iS 
to  the  chief  captain  that  he  bring  him  down  to 
jon,  as  though  ye  would  ascertain  more  ezaetly 
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the  ZDcfeten  oonceining  him ;  and  we,  before  ha 
has  oome  near,  are  ready  to  kill  him. 

16  And  the  son  of  Paul's  siater,  hlearing  of  their 
lying  in  wait,  went  and  entered  into  the  oaatle, 

IT  and  told  Fanl.  Then  Paul  called  one  of  the 
oenf^iriona  to  him,  and  said :  Bring  this  yonng 
man  to  the  chief  captain ;  f<»r  he  has  something 

18  to  tell  him.  So  he  took  him,  and  bronght  him 
to  the^hief  ci^tain,  and  said :  Paul  the  prisoner 
called  taie  to  him,  and  asked  me  to  bring  this 
young  i^ian  to  thee,  as  he  has  something  to  say 
to  thee. 

19  Then  the  chief  captain  took  him  by  the  hand, 
and  went  aside  privately,  and  asked,  What  & 

20  that  thou  hast  to  tell  me  ?  And  he  said :  The 
Jews  agreed  to  desire  thee,  that  thou  wouldst 
bring  down  Paul  to-morrow  into  the  council,  as 
though  they  would  inquire  somewhat  more  ex* 

21  actly  coDceming  him.  But  do  not  thou  yield  to 
them ;  for  of  them  more  than  forty  men  lie  in 
wait  for  him,  who  have  bound  themselves  with 
an  oath,  neither  to  eat  nor  to  drink  tiU  they  have 
killed  him ;  and  now  they  are  ready,  looking  for 

22  the  promise  from  thee.  Bo  the  chief  captain  let 
the  young  man  depart,  having  charged  him  to  tell 
no  one,  that  thou  didst  show  these  things  to  me. 

2$      And  calling  to  him  two  or  three  of  the  centu- 
rions, he  said :  Hake  ready  two  hundred  soldiers 
to  go  to  Oesarea,  and  seventy  horsemen,  two 
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night;  aiMl  let  them  pvovide  :fM«t%  tb«b  they^  24 
may  set  Panl  thereon,  and  bring  him  n^  to* 
Felix  the  governor. 

Ab4  be  wrote  a  letter  after  tiui  maomer :  26 
dftttcKiM  L/sias  to  t&e  moet  exoelkat  govenMi^  26 
7elix,  Bendii  greeting.    Tkfs  man  iros  takoi  hj>  27 
tibe  Jews,  and  was  about  ta'fre  kiDed  by  them;, 
b«t  I  oame  upon  them  with  the  soidieis,  and 
resened  him,  having  learned  that  be  ia  a  Bo*« 
masi.     And  wishing  to  icnow  the  «iime.  for  28 
w^ich  they  were  aeensiog  him^  I  brought  hlmi 
down  hito  their  eonneH;  whom  I  fiinod  to  b»  tt 
sccnsed  concerning  qnestloos  of  tiheir  laiw,  bntt 
bAvmg  nothing  laid  to  hie  dMU^  worthy  of   ' 
leath  or  of  bonds.    And  being  informed  that  u  80 
plot  was  abont  to  be  laid  against  the  man,  I  sen* 
straightway  to  thee,  having  atoo  oomnumded  the 
Acensers  to  say  before  thee  what  they  bad  agaiuit 
him.    Farewell. 

The  soldiers,  therefore,  as  was  commanded  81 
than,  took  np  Panl,  and  brought  him  by  nlgbA  . 
to  Antipatris.     But  on  the  menrow,  leaving  the  82 
horsemen  to  go  with  bin),  they  returned  to  Ihe 
eastle ;  who,  when  they  had  come  to  Oesaitea,  and  88 
dK^vered  tiie  epistle  to  the  govemor,  pfesented 
P«nl  also  before  him.    And  bavrag  read  it,  he  S4 
iuiked  of  what  province  he  was.    And  learning 
that  he  was  from  Gilicia,  I  will  hear  thee  ftiQy,  9$ 
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Mid  hei  when  ^j  aoooseTS  are  also  come.  Aiid 
lie  oommanded  faJm  to  be  kept  in  the  pnotorimn 
of  Herod. 

1  XXIY .  Akd  After  five  days,  the  high  priest 
Ananias  came  down  irith  the  elders  and  a  cer- 
tain orator  named  TertoUos,  who  informed  the 

2  governor  against  Paul.  And  he  haying  beea 
called  f<Hrth,  TertoUns  began  to  aoonse  bim,  say* 
ing :  Seeing  that  by  thee  we  ei\joy  great  qniet- 
neaa,  and  that  very  worthy  deeds  are  done  for 
this  nation  throned  thy  providenoe,  in  every  wi^ 

S  and  every  where ;  we  accept  it,  most  noble  Fe- 
Ux,  with  all  thankfiilness. 

4  Bat|  not  to  hinder  thee  too  long,  I  pray  thee 
that  then  wooldst  hear  ns  of  thy  clemency  a 

5  fisw  words.  For  we  have  fonnd  this  man  to 
be  a  pest,  and  exciting  dlBturbance  among  all 
ihe  Jews  tbronghoat  the  world,  and  a  ringleader 

6  of  the  sect  of  the  Nazarenes ;  who  also  attempt* 
ed  to  pro&Do  the  temple ;  whom  we  took^  [and 

7  desired  to  judge  according  to  our  law.  But  Ly- 
■iaa  the  chief  captain  came,  and  with  great  vio- 

8  lence  took  him  away»out  of  our  hands,  com- 
.    mending  his  accusers  to  come  before  thee ;]  from 

whom  thou  canst  thyself  ascertain,  by  ezanuna- 

y  V.  6-8. 1%»  wnU  t»  braekOi  ourt  uatUing  in  thi  hmi 
mci$fiic9pUB, 
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tion,  ooaoerning  aH  theie  tlungs  whereof  we  to-    * 
onaeLim. 

And  the  Jews  also  joined  in  assailing  him,  say*    9 
ing  that  these  things  were  so. 

Thea  Paul,  the  governor  having  beckoned  to  10 
him  to  speak,  answered :  Forasmuch  tfs  I  know 
that  thoa  hast  b^n  for  many  years  a  judge  for 
this  nation,  I  do  the  more  cheerfully  answer  for 
myself.   Because  thou  mayest  know  that  there  11 
are  not  more  than  jtwelve  days  since  I  went  up 
to  Jerusalem  to  worship ;  and  neither  in  the,  12 
temple  did  they  find  me  disputing  with  any  one, 
or  causing  a  tumult  of  the  people,  nor  in  the 
synagogues,  nor  in  the  city ;  nor  can  they  prove  U 
the  things  whereof  they  now  accuse  me. 

But  this  I  acknowledge  to  thee,  that  according  14 
to  the  way  which  they  call  a  sect,  so  worship  X 
the  God  of  our  fSathers,  believing  all  things  which 
are  written  in  the  law  and  the  prophets ;  having  15 
a  hope  tpward  God,  which  these  themselves  also 
look  for,  that  there  shall  be  a  resurrection  both 
of  the  just  and  ui^ust    Therefore  do  I  also  my-  16 
self  strive  to  have  always  a  conscience  void  of  * 
offence  toward  God  and  men. 

Now  after  many  years  I  came  to  bring  alms  to  17 
my  nation,  and  offerings.    Amidst  which  they  18 
found  me  purified  in  the  temple,  not  with  a    .

M     And  after  certain  days,  i^lix  came  with  his 

wife  Drusilla,  who  was  a  Jewess,  and  sent  for

" '  PoFoius  Festus  ;•  and  FeHr,  wisbfeg  to  gain  ftvor 

*ith  the  Jews,  left  Paul  bound; 

1      XXV.    When  Festus  therefore  was  come  into. 
^    the  province,  after  three  day^  he  went  up  from 
Oesarea  to  t^erusalem. 
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And  the  liigh  prieflt  and  the  chief  of  the  Jein>  S 
iofonned  him  against  Pan],  and  besonght  him, 
asking  for  themselrea  a  favor  against  him,  ^at    8 
he  wonld  send  fbr  him  to  Jemsalem,  preparing 
an  arnhnsh  to  slaj  him  on  the  way.    Bat  Festns    4 
answered,  that  Paul  was  to  be  kept  a  prisoner  at 
Oesarea,  and  that  he  himself  should  soon  go 
thither.

King  Agrippa^  and  al)  men  who  aire  here  ptesent 
w^h  ns,  ye  see  this  man^  aboni  whom  all  tlM  •* 
fimltitttde  of  the  tfews  intenoeded  with  me;  bbtb 
at  Jernsalem  andherej  cfying  out  that  he  odgM 
not  to  live  any  longeri'  But  having^  found  thai  26 
be  had  committed  nothing  wtxrthy  of  death,  and 
he  himself  having  appealed  to  Angnkns^  I  deter* 
ntnedto  send  hkn.

1  JOCYI  Amd  Agtippa  sud  to  Paul,  Thoa  vH 
permitted  to  speak  for  thyself.     Then  Faiu 

'  itretohed  forth  the  band,  and  answered  for  him- 
aelf: 

8  I  think  myvdf  happy,  king  Agrippa,  becanao 
I  shall  answer  for  myself  befrare  thee  this  day, 
eondeming  all  things  whereof  I  am  aoottsed  by 

8  Jews;  espedally  sinoo  thoa  art  expert  in  all  the 
onstoms  and  questions  among  Jews.  Wherrfore 
I  beseech  thee  to  hear  me  patiently. 

4  My  .manner  of  life,  therefore,  from  my  youth, 
which  was  from  the  beginning  among  my  own 

5  naifeion  at  Jemsalem,  all  Jews  know ;  haTing 
known  me  fh>m  the  first,  if  they  were  willing  to 
testify,  that  according  to  the  strictest  sect  of  onr 

6  religion,  I  lived  a  Pharisee.  And  now  I  stand 
and  am  Judged  tot  the  hope  of  the  promise  made 

7  by  God  to  the  lathers ;  unto  which  our  twelve 
.  tribes,  earnestly  serving  day  and  night,  hope  to 

attain ;  concerning  which  hope,  O  kmg,  I  am 
aocnsed  by  Jews. 
6      Why  is  it  judged  incredible  with  you,  if  Qod 
ruses  the  dead? 

9  I  therefore  thought  to  myself,  that  I  ought  to 
dp  many  hostile  things  against  the  name  of  Jesus 

10  the  Kazarene.    Which  I  also  did  in  Jerusalem ; 

and  many  of  the  saints  did  I  myself  shut  up  in 

prisoQSy  having  received  authority  from  tbe  chief 

priests ;  and  when  they  were  put  to  death,  I

them  ^  often,  tHrbugliout  ^the  syiiagogues,  I

'Whereupon,  as  I  went  to  painascns  witli  an-  12 

•  tboritr  and  a  commission  from  the  chief  priests, 

at  midiiaj,  0  king,  1  saw  in  th«  way  a  light,  18 
from  heaven,  abovia  the  brightness  of  the  sun, 
ahining  around  me  and  those  >rho  jouinejed 
-wiih'me.  And  we  lOT  having  fallen  to  "Che  earth,  14 
I  heard  a  voice  ^peaipng  to  me,  and  saying  in 

*  ihe 'Hebrew  tongue,'  Saul,  Saulj  why  persecntest 
ihou  me?    It  is'  hard  for  thee  to  kick  against 
jgoads.    And  I  said,  Tfho  art  thou,  Lord  ?    And  15 
^e  said,  1  am  Jefaius  whom  thou  persecutes):.  But  15 

"arise,  and  stand  upon  thy  feet ;  for  I  appeared  to 
'  thee  for  this  purpose,  to  appoint  thee  a  minister 
'and  a  witness  both  of  the  things  which  thou 
'sawest,  and  of  the  things  in  which  I  will  ap- 
pear to  tliee ;  deliviering  thee  ifrorh  'the  people,  17 
and  the  Ckfhtiles,  to  whom  I  send^thee,  to  open '18 
their  eyes,  that  they  may  turn  from  'darkness  to 
light,  and  jfrom  the  power  of  Satan  uhto  God,

24  And  as  he  thus  spake  for  himseli^  Festns  said 
with  a  lond  Toice:  Paul,  flioQ  .art  mad;  much 
learning  makes  thee  mad. 

26  Bnt  he  said :  I  am  not  mad,  most  noble  Fes- 
tiia;  but  utter  words  of  trutlx  and  abbemess. 

26  For  the  king  knows  well  concerning  these 
things,  to  whom  also  I  speak  boldly;  for  I  am 
persuaded  that  none  of  these  things  are  hidden 
from  him ;  for  this  has  not  been  done  in  a  cor- 

27  ner.  King  Agrippa,  believest  thou  the  proph- 
ets t    I  know  t)iat  thou  believest. 

28  And  Agrippa  said  to  Paul:  With  little  pains 

22  thou  persuadest  me  to  become  a  Ohristian.  And 

y.  as.  w^  if  (he  Christ  was  to  suffer,  if  he  was  to  to 
iiit  of  the  resurrection  from  the  dead,  he  will  show 
T.  28.  <r,  in  Utile  time 
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Pvol  said:  I  ooaM  pray  God,  that  with  little, 
or  mttch,  not  only  thou,  bnt  eleo  all  that  hear    " 
me  this  day,  may  become  midi  as  I  am,  except 
these  bonds. 

And  the  king  rdse  up,  and  the  goyeraory  a^cl  80 
Bemice,  and  they  that  sat  with  them.     And  81 
having  withdrawn,  th^  ta&ed  together, saying; 
This  man  does  nothing  worthy  of  death  or  of 
bonds.    And  Agrippa  Mdd  to  FeiMis:  This  man  88 
oonliil  haT6  been  set  at  liberty,  if  he  had  not  ap- 
pealed  to  Osssar. 

SXYII.  Ain>wh^B  it  was  determined  that  we    1 
abonld  sail  to  Italy,  they  deliyered  Panl  and  cer* 
tain  other  prisoners  to  a  oentnrion  named  Julius, .

li  J^ow  when  a  south  wind  blew  moderately, 
supposing  that  th^  had  obtained  their  purpose, 
they  weigihed  anchor,  and  coasted  along  close  by 

14  OraUf  j  But  not  long  after  there  struck  against 

15  it  a  tempjDstilou^  wind,  called  Euracylon.  And 
tba  ship  being  caught,  and  unable  to  fkee  tiia^ 

V.  *l*  or,  not  sujOTeriiig  us  to  go  further 
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wind,  we  yielded  to  it,  and  were  driven  along. 
And  running  under  a  certain  sniall  iisland  called  16 
Clanda,  we  were  hardly  able  to  come  by  the 
boat ;  which  when  they  had  taken  np,  they  17 
ttaed  helps,  nndergirding  the  ship ;  and,  fearing 
lest  they  should  be  cast  away  on  the  quicksands, 
they  lowered  the  sail,  and  so  were  driven. 

And  we  being  violently  tempest-tossed,  the  18 
next  day  they  lightened  the  ship ;  and  the  third  19 
day  we  cast  out  with  our  own  hands  the  tackling 
of  the  ship.    And  neither  sun  nor  stars  appear-  20 
ing.for  many  days,  and  no  small  tempest  lying 
on  us,  thenceforward  all  hope  that  we 'should  be 
saved  was  utterly  taken  away.    But  after  much  21 
abstinence,  then  Paul,  standing  up  in  the  midst 
of  them,  said :  Sirs,  ye  should  have  hearkened  to' 
me  and  n6t  put  to  sea  from  Crete,  and  i^o  have 
escaped  this  violence  and  loss.

88  And  while  the  day  was  coming  on,  Paul  be-

And  enttltfgtlha  40 
ancjiors  entiirely  away,  they  abandoned  th^  fa 
the  sea,  sfi  the  same  time  nn&stening  ike  bi»d» 
of  the  rudders;  and  hoistmg  the  foresidl  to-  ^0 
wind,  they  made  towardthe  beach.    And  fa&ingr  ^ 
into  a  place  where  two  seas  met,  Kbey  ran  t^ 
S^ip  aground;   and  the  prow  stl^kig  fiusli  te^ 
xnained  immovable,  but  the  stem  was  broken 
by  the  violence  of  the  waves.    And  it  was  ^le*  42 
plan  of  the  soldiers  that  they  should  kill  the  pm- 
oners,  l^st  any  One  should  switis  aVay,  an^  es* 
cape.    But  the  centurion,  wisbing  to  save  Fsn^  48 
i^ept  them  from  their  purpose;  and  eoinmanded 
that  those  who  could  swim  should  cast  themselveff 
ilrst  into  the  sea,  and  get  to  land;  and  the  rest>  44 
some  on  boards,  and  others  on  some  of  ihepieeee 
from  the  ship.    And  so  it  came  to  pass,  that  all  ' 
escaped  safe  to  land. 

XiSVni.    Amo  having  escaped,  ^ey  then    1 
learned  that  the  island  is  called  Melita^    And    S 
ttxe  barbarians  showed  us  no  little  kindness;  for 
tb^y  kindled  a  fre,  and  received  tMaA,  becanse 
of  the  present  rain,  and  because  6f  the  oeld.

6  H%  however,  having  shaken  off  the  anunal  into 
j8  the' fire,  suffered  no  harm.  But  they  were  expect- 
ing that  he  would  become  inflamed,  or  suddenly 
iiiU  down  dead ;  but  after  looking  a  great  whiloi 
and  seeing  no  harm  Wall  him,  they  changed 
their  minds,  and  said  that  he  was  a  god. 

7  Ia,  the  parts  around  that  plaoe^  there  were 
lands  of  the  ohief  man  of  the  island,  whose 
name  was  PubUns,  who  received   and  enter- 

8  tained  us  kmdij  three  days.  Now  it  happen- 
ed, that  the  fiftther  of  Publius  was  lying  sick  with 
a  fever  and  a  bloody  flux ;  to  whom  Paul  entered

So  when  this  was  done,  the  others 
also,  who  had  diseases  in  the  island,  came  and 

10  were  healed ;  who  also  honored  us  with  many 
honors ;  and  when  we  put  to  sea,  they  laded  us 
with  suieh  things  as  were  necessary. 

11  And  after  three  months,  we  put  to  sea  in  a 
ship  of  Alexandria,  which  had  wintered  in  tiM 

18  island,  whose  lign  was  Castor  md  Pollux.    And 
landing  at  Syracuse,  we  remained  three  dsjiu 
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And  from  thence,  makbg  a  droait,  ire  came  to  18 
Sheghmx.    And  after  cme  dajr,  a  86iith  ^risA 
arpse^  and  we  ctarto  <m  tiier  second  day  tor  Pnte-  - 
oli;  where  ire  finmdbret&ren,  a^^'were  exitreat^  14 
ed  W  remain  W^  them  sevenldiaTB;  and  bo  we 
went  towar^Roinef.  And  jfirom  &ence,  the  f>reth- 15 
ren,  having  heard  of  ns,  pame  to  meet  ns  as  faB^ 
ai^  AppH  Fprnm,  and  the  fhree  f avenis ;  whom 
when  Paul  saw,  he  gave  thanks  to'  Ck)d,  and  took 
courage. 

And  when  we  came  to  Rome,  the  centnrion  Id 
defiyered  the  prisoners  to  the  commajider'  of  the 
camp;  hnt  Paul  was  snflfered  to  dwell  by  him- 
self with  tiie  soldier  who  guarded  him. 

And  it  came  to  pass,  tiiat  aft^r  three  days  Panl  17 
oafied  together  those  who  ^ere  the  chief  men  6f 
the  Jews ;  and  when  they  were  come  together, 
lie  said  to  them,:  Men,  brethren,  though  I  had' 
done  nothing  against  the  people,  or  the  customs 
of  our  fathers,  yet  was  t  delivered  a  prisoner 
from  Jerusalem  into  the  hands  of  the  Romans ; 
who,  when  they  had  examined  me,  wished  to  re-  18 
lease  me,  because  there  was  no  cause  of  death  in 
me.    But  as  the  Jews  spake  agdnst  it^  I  was  19 
compelled  to  appeal  to  OsBsar;  not  that  I  have 
axiything  to  charge  against  my  natron.    For  this  20 
caiise  therefore  I  called  for  yon,  to  see.  and  to '

to  whom  he  jBxpoonded,  testifying  fully  the  king- 
dom of  God,  and  persuading  them  of  the  things 
concerning  Jesus,  both  from  the  \&yr  of  looses 
and  the  prophets,  from  morning  till  evening.

And  disagreeing  among  them- 
selves, they  departed,  after  Paul  had  spoken  one 
word:  Well  did  the  Holy  Spirit  speak  through 

26  Isaiah  tl^e  prophet  to  our  fathers,  saying;  Qo 
to  this  people,  and  say,  with  hearing  ye  shall 
hear,  and    shall  not  understand,  and   seeing 

27  ye  shall  see,  and  shall  not  perceive.  For  the 
heart  of  .this  people  is  become  gross,  and  their 

.  ears  are  dull  of  hearing,  and  their  eyes  they  have . 
closed ;  lest  haply  ,they  see  with  their  eyes,  and 
hear  with  their  ears,  and  understand  with  their 

28  heart,  and  tur^  and  Ishal^  heal,  them.  Be  it 
known  to  you,  therefore,  tiiat  to  the  Gentiles  the 
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flalvatioii  of  G^d  was  sent;  thej  moreover  will 
hear  it  * 

And  Paul  remained  two  whole  years  in  his  80 
own  hired  honse,  and  gladly  received  all  that 
oameintohim;  preaching  the  kingdom  of  God,  81 
and  teaching  the  things  concerning  the  Lord 
Jesos  Christ,  with  all  confidence,  no  one  hinder- 
ing him.

IS  Now  I  would  not  have  you  ignorant,  breth-

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manifesfa  in  them ;  for  Qod  mahifbsted  it  to  them. 
For,  from  the  creation  of  the  world,  his  invid-  20 
ble  things  are  clearly  seen,  being  perceiyed  bj 
the  things  that  are  made,  even  his  eternal  pow-  . 
er  and  Godhead;  so  that  they  are  without  ex-  , 
cnse.    Beoanse,  when  they  knew  God,  jhey  glo-  21 
nfied  him  not  as  God,  nor  gav^  thanks ;  but  be- 
4iame  rain  in  their  reaspnings,  and  their  foolish 
heart  was  darkened.    Professing  themselves  to  82 
be  ^ise,  they  became  fools;  and  changed  the  28 
glory  of  the  incorraptible  Qod.  into  an  image 
ma^e  like  to  oorniptibleman,  and  to  birds,  and 
foorfooted  beasts,  and  creeping  things. 

Wherefore  God  also  gave  them  up  in  the  Insts  24 
of  their  hearts  to  nncleanness,  to  dishonor  their 
bodies  among  themselves;  who  changed  the  25 
tmth  of  God  into  a  lie,  and  worshipped  and 
served  the  creature  more  than  the  Creator,  who 
is  blessed  fbrever.

They  are  all  gone  ont  of  the  way,  they 
are  together  become  unprofitable;  there  is  none 
that  does  good,  there  is  not  so  innoh  as  one. 

'  13  Their  throat  is  an  open  sepulchre;  with  their 
tongues  they  have  used  deceit;  the  poison  of 

14  asps  is  under  their  lips;   whose  mouth  is  fall 

15  of  cursing  and  bitterness.    Thdr  feet  are  swift 

16  to  shed  blood.     Destruction  and  misery  are  in 

17  their  ways;  and  the  way  of  peace  they  have  not 

18  known.  There  is  no  fear  of  God  before  thdr 
eyes. 

19  Now  we  know  that  whatever  the  law  says,  it 
says  to  those  under  the  law ;  that  every  mouth 
may  be  stopped,  and  all  the  world  may  become 

20  guilty  before  God.  Because  by  works  of  law  no 
flesh  shall  be  Justified  in  his  sight ;  for  by  law  is 
the  knowledge  of  sin. 

^21      But  now,  apart  from  law,  a  righteousness  of 

.  God  has  been  manifested,  being  witnessed  by  the 

22  law  and  the  prophets ;  a  righteousness  of  God 

through  faith  in  Jesus  Christ,  unto  all  and  upon 
28  all  that  believe ;  (for  there  is  no  difference ;  for 

all  sinned,  and  come  short  of  the  glory  of  God ;) 

24  being  justified  freely  by  his  grace,  through  th^ 

25  redemption  that  is  in  Christ  Jesus;  whom  God 
set  forth  as  a  propitiation  through  faith  by  his 
blood,  for  the  e^bition  of  his  righteousness,  bo- 
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i  of  the  paMmgoyer  of  the  mna  before  oom* 
imfcted  in  the  forbearance  of  God;  for  the  ezhi-  26 
bstfion  of  hia  righteotisness  in  this  present  time^ 
that  hemaj  be  jnst,  and  the  justifierof  hknwho 
believes  in  Jesus. 

Where  then  is  the  boasting  ?    It  k  exeluded.  27 
By  wlat  kind  of  law  ?    Of  works  ?    Kay ;  but 
by  the  law  of  faith.    Therefore  we  reckon  that  28 
a  man  is  justified  by  faith  apart  from  works  of 
law."  Is  he  the  God  of  the  Jews  only  f    Is  he  29 
not  ako  of  the  Gentiles  ?    Yes,  of  the  Gentiles 
also ;  seeing  that  God  is  one,  who  shall  justify  the  80 
oircumoision  by  faith,  and  the  unoiroumoision 
through  faith.    Do  we  then  moke  void  the  law  81 
•through  faith  t    God  forbid ;  yea,  we  establish 
the  law. .

Am  also  David  speaks  of  the  happiness  of  the    6 
snan^  to  whom  God  reckons  righteouuiess,  apart 
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*!  from  works :  Happy  tbey,  whose  iniquitisg  were 

8  forgiven,  and  whose  sins  were  cot^^;  happy 
the  man  to  whom  the  Lord  will  not  reckon  am  I 

9  Comes  this  happiness  then- on  the  ciromndsion, 
or  also  on  the  uncircmnoision  f  For  we  say  tha 
faith  was  reckoned  to  Abraham  for  righteous- 

10  ness.  How  then  was  it  reckoned?  When  ho 
was  in  drcnmoision,  or  in  iincircnmci»on  ?  Not 

11  in  eircnmoision,  but  in  nnoircnmcision.  And  he 
received  the  sign  of  circumcision,  a  seal  of  the 
righteousness  of  the  fedth  which  he  had  while 
in  unoircumcision ;  that  he  might  be  father 
of  all  that  believe  while  in  uncircumcision,  that 
the  righteousness  might  be  reckoned  to  them 

12  also,  and  fatber  of  circumcision  to  those  who 
are  not  only  of  the  circumcision,  but  who  also 
walk  in  the  steps  of  the  faith  of  our  father  Abra- 
ham which  he  had  while  in  uncircumcision. 

18  For  not  through  law  was  the  promise  to 
Abraham,  or  to  his  seed,  that  he  should  be  heir 
of  the  world,  but  through  the  righteousness  of 

14  faith.  For  if  they  that  are  of  law  are  heirs,  faith 
is  made  void,  and  the  promise  is  made  of  no  ef- 

16  fidct.    For  the  law  works  wrath ;  for  where  there 

16  is  no  law,  neither  is  there  transgression.  For 
this  cause  it  is  of  faith,  that  it  may  be  by  grace ; 
.  in  order  that  the  promise  may  be  sure  to  all  the 
seed ;  not  to  that  only  which  is  of  the  law,  but 
to  that  also  which  is  of  the  M&l  of  Abraham; 
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-who  is  the  fiither  of  tis  all,  (as  H  is  written,  A  fath-  17 
en  of  many  nations  have  I  made  thee,)  before  God 
whom  he  beHeved,  who  quickens  the  dead,  and 
tails  the  things  that  are  not  as  though  they 
were ;  who  against  hope  believed  in  hope,  that  18 
he  should  become  father  of  many  nations,  accord- 
ing to  that  which  was  spoken^  80  shall  thy  seed    ' 
be.    And  being  not  weak  in  faith,  he  considered  19 
not  his  own  body  already  dead,  being  about  a 
hundred  years  old,  and  the  deadness  of  Sarah's 
womb.    And  in  respect  to  the  promise  of  God  20 
he  wavered  not  through  unbelief,  but  was  strong 
in  fiuth,  giving  glory  to  God,  and  being  folly  per-  21 
goaded,  that  what  he  has  promised  he  is  able  also 
to  perform.    Wherefore  also  it  was  reckoned  to  22 
him  for  righteousness. 

Now  it  was  not  written  for  his  sake  alone,  28 
that  it  was  reckoned  to  him ;  but  for  onrs  also,  24 
to  whom  it  shall  be  reckoned,  if  we  believe  on 
bim  who  raised  up  Jl^sus  our  Lord  from  the  dead ; 
who  was  delivered  up  for  our  offences,  and  was  25 
nuaed  for  our  justification. 

V.    Bsmo  justified  therefore  by  faith,  we  have    1 
peace  with  God  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Ohrist; 
through  whom  also  we  obtained  the  access  by    % 
fitith  into  this  grape  wherein  we  stand,  and  re- 
joice in  hope  of  the  glory  of  God.

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5  i^proval;  and  f^pproyal  hope;  and  hopesnakaa 
not  ashamed ;  because  the  loye  of  God  has  been 
poured  forth  in  our  hearts,  hy  the  Holy  8pirit 
whioh  was  given  to  us. 

6  For  when  we  were  yet  without  strei^^^  in 

7  due  season  Christ  died  for  the  ungodly.  For 
aearcely  for  a  rii^teons  man  will  one  die ;  thonghy 
for  the  good  man)  perhaps  some  one  doese^en 

8  dare  to  die.  But  God  commends  his  lore  to* 
ward  ns,  in  that,  while  we  were  yet  sinnersy 

9  Christ  died  for  ns.  Hach  more  therefore,  being 
now  justified  by  his  blood,  shall  we  be  saved 

10  from  the  wratii  through  him.  For  if,  being  en^ 
mies,  we  were  reconofled  to  God  .through  the 
death  of  his  son ;  much  more,  being  reconciled, 

11  shall  we  be  saved  by  his  life ;  and  not  only  so, 
but  also  rejoicing  in  God  through  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  through  whom  we  have  now  re* 
oeived  the  reconciliation.      • 

Id  Wherefore,  as  by  one  man  sin  entered  into  the 
world,  and  death  by  sin ;  and  so  death  passed 

18  upon  all  men,  for  that  all  sinned :  (for  unVd  the 
law  sin  was  in  Uie  world ;  but  sin  is  not  imputed 

14  when  there  is  no  law.  But  yet  death  reigned 
firom  Adam  to  Moses,  even  over  them  that  sinned 
not  after  the  likeness  of  Adam's  transgressian, 
who  is  a  type  ol  him  that  was  to  come. 

15  But  not  as  the  trespass,  so  also  is  the  free  gift; 
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forif  hj  Ihe  trespuNi  <^  th«  one  tbe  mmj  died| 
tenoh  more  did  the  gsaoe  of  God,  and  the  gift  bj 
Ibe  grace  of  the  one  mui»  Jevos  Chris^  aboimd 
to  the  many. 

ididiwtaatbfonghonetbatfflnned^iAtibegift';  16 
for  the  judgment  came  of  one  unto  condemnationy 
birt.the  free  gifb  dune  of  many  trespasses  nnto 
jwti&cation.  For  if  by  the  trespass  of  the  one,  17 
dMth  reigned  through  t^e  one ;  mnch  more  tiiey 
who  receive  the  abundance  of  ^  grace,  and 
of  the  gift  of  righteoumess,  shall  reign  in  lifb 
tfaroUgh  the  one,  Jesus  Ohrist :) 

80  then,  as  through  one  trespass  Judgment  18 
eame  up<ni  all  men  unto  condemnation ;  so  also 
tiuroogh  one  righteous  act  the  free  gift  came  upon 
all  men  unto  justification  cf  life.  For  as  through  19 
the  disobedience  of  the  one  man  the  many  were 
ooDstituted  sinners,  so  also  through  the  obedience 
0i  the  one  shall  the  many  be  con^tnted  righteous. 

Moreover  the  law  came  in  also^  that  the  tres-  20 
{HBM  might  abound.    But  where  sin  abeimded, 
grace  did  much  more  abound;  thataa  sm  reigned  91 
in  deatJi,  so  also  might  grace  reign  through  right* 
eeuiness  unto  eternal  lifb)  through  Jesus  Ohrist 
oar  Lord. 

YI.    What  ^n  shall  we  say?    Shall  we  con-    1 
tinue  in  sin,  that  grace  may  abound?    Qod  for^    S 
bid    How  shalV  we,  who  died  to  sin,  live  any 
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8  longer  therein?  Enow  je  not,  that  all  we  who 
were  immerBed  into  Jesas  Christ  were  immersed 

4  into  hiB  death  ?  We  were  bnried  therefore  with 
him  by  the  immersion  into  his  death;  that  as 
Christ  was  raised  from  the  dekd  by  the  glol-y  <^{he 
Father,  so  we  also  should  walk  in  newness  of  life. 

5  For  if  we  have  become  united  with  the  likeness 
of  his  death,  we  shall  be  also  with  that  of  his  re- 

6  snrrection.  Knowing  this,  that  onr  old  man  was 
emcified  with  him,  that  the  hodj  of  sin  might  be 
destroyed,  in  order  that  we  shonld  no  longer  be 

7  in  bondage  to  sin.    For  he  that  died  has  been 

8  justified  from  sin.  And  if  we  died  with  Christ, 
we  believe  that  we  shall  also  live  with  him; 

9  knowing  that  Christ,  being  raised  from  the  dead, 
dies  no  more ;  death  has  dominion  over  him  no 

10  more.    For  in  that  he  died,  he  died  to  sin  once; 

11  but  in  that  he  lives,  he  lives  to  God.  So  also 
do  ye  reckon  yourselves  to  be  dead  to  sin,  bnt 

«     alive  to  Gk)d  Uirough  Jesus  Christ. 

12  Let  not  sin  therefore  reign  in  your  mortal 
18  body,  that  ye  should  obey  the  lusts  thereof;  nor 

yield  your  members  to  sin  as  instruments  of  un- 
righteousness; but  yield  yourselves  to  God,  as 
being  alive  from  the  dead,  and  your  members  to 

li  God  as  instruments  of  righteousness.  For  sin 
shall  not  have  dominion  over  you ;  for  ye  are  not 
under  law,  but  under  grace. 

15  What  then?  Shall  we  sin,  because  we  are  not 
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nnder  law,  but  under  grace  ?  €k)d  forbid.   Enow  16 
ye  not,  that  to  whom  ye  yield  yourselTes  servants 
to  obey,  his  serrants  ye  are  whom  ye  obey; 
whether  of  sin  nnto  death,  or  of  obedience  nnto 
righteoosness?    Bnt  God  be  thanked,  that  ye  17 
were  servants  of  sin,  but  obeyed  from  the  heart 
that  form  of  doctrine  which  was  delivered  to 
you;  and  being  made  free  from  sin,  ye  became  18 
servants  of  righteonsness.  ^ 

^  speak  after  the  manner  of  men,  becanse  of  the  19 
infirmity  of  yonr  flesh.    For  as  ye  yielded  yonr 
members  servants  to  nncleanness,  and  to  iniquity 
nnto  iniquity ;  so  now  yield  your  members  ser- 
vants to  righteousness  imto  sanotification.   For  20 
when  ye  were  serrants  of  sin,  ye  were  free  as 
16  righteousness.    What  fruit  therefbre  had  ye  21 
then  in  those  things  whereof  ye  are  now  asham- 
ed ?    For  the  end  of  those  things  is  death.    But  22 
now,  being  made  free  from  sin,  and  become  ser- 
vants to  God,  ye' have  your  fruit  unto  sanctifi- 
cation,  and  the  end  everlasting  life.    For  the  28 
wages  of  sin  is  death ;  but  the  gift  of  God  is 
eternal  life,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 

Vn.    Enow  ye  not,  brethren,  (for  I  speak  to    1 
those  who  know  the  law,)  that  the  law  has  do- 
minion over  a  man  for  so  long  a  time  as  he 

V.  IT,  or,  unto  which  ye  were  deUvered 
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•  Ihrwf  Faribeiiiarriedw4MiiftiiiBboiiiidl>yIfnrto 
her  hosbaiid  while  he  liree;  Inift  if  tiieliiisbfliiid 
die,  flfae  H  looeed  from  the  law  of  the  hnaiuaid. 

8  So  tbeo  iff  while  tiie  hnshand  Uvei,  ehe  be  laer* 
lied  to  anoliier  man,  she  shell  be  oaliedjui  tdaX* 
terees ;  but  if  ^le  hnd^aiid  die,  she  ie  free  frtxm 
the  law,  so  that  she  is  not  an  adulteress,  thoni^ 
she  be  married  to  another  maa. 

4  Wherefore,  mj  brethren,  ye  alao  were  ined» 
dead  to  the  law  throng  the  body  of  Gblst^  in 
order  t^at  ye  shoald  be  married  to  another,  to 
him  who  was  rtised  from  tibe  dead,  that  we  ndglit 

6  Mng  forth  froit  to  God.  For  when  we  weie  In 
the  flesh,  the  emotions  of  sins,  which  were  by  the 
law,  wrought  in  oar  members  to  bring  fordi 

6  froit  nnto  death.  Bnt  now  we  are  delivered 
from  the  law,  having  died  to  that  wherein  we 
were  held ;  so  that  we  serre  in  newness  of  spirit, 
and  not  in  oldness  of  the  letter. 

T  What  then  shall  we  say?  Is  the  law  nn9 
God  forbid.  Bat  I  had  not  known  nn,  except 
throngh  law ;  for  I  had  not  known  coveting,  if 

8  the  law  had  not  said,  Thon  shalt  not  covet.  But 
sin,  taking  occasion  by  the  conmiandment, 
wrought  in  me  all  manner  of  coveting.  For 
without  law,  nn  is  dead. 

9  And  I  was  alive  withoat  law  once ;  but  when 
the  commandment  came^  sin  revived,  and  I  died. 

10  And  the  oommandment,  which  was  tor  life,  that 
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I  found  to  be  for  aetXh.    for  siD,  taking  occa-  11 
don  by  the  commandmoat,  deceived  me,  and  \>j 
it  dew  me.     • 

So  that  the  I^w  is  holy,  and  the  oommand-  1^ 
mentholy,  and  jnst,  and  good. 

Has  then  that  which  is  good  become  death  to  18 
me  f    God  forbid ;  but  sin,  that  it  might  appear 
■in,  working  death  to  me  by  that  which  is  good, 
that  sin  by  the  commandment  might  become  ex- 
ceeding sinfaL 

For  we  know  that  the  law  is  spiritual ;  but  I  14 
am  carnal,  sold  under  sin.    For  what  I  perform,  15 
I  know  not ;  for  not  what  I  desire,  that  do  I ; 
but  what  I  hate,  that  I  do.    But  if  what  I  de-  16 
sire  not,  that  I  do,  I  consent  to  the  law  that  it  is 
good. 

Now  then,  it  is  no  longer  I  that  perform  it,  17 
but  the  sin  that  dwells  in  me. 

For  I  know  that  there  dwells  not  in  me,  that  18 
is,  in  my  flesh,  any  good;  for  to  desire  is  pres- 
ent with  me ;  but  to  perform  that  which  is  good 
I  find  not.  For  the  good  that  I  desire,  I  do  not ;  19 
but  the  evil  which  I  desire  not,  that  I  do.    But  20 
if  what  I  desire  not,  that  I  do,  it  is  no  more  I 
that  perform  it,  but  the  sin  that  dwells  in  me. 

I  find  then  the  law,  tbat,  when  I  desire  to  do  21 
good,  evil  is  present  with  me.    For  I  delight  in  22 
the  law  of  God  after  the  inward  man.    But  I  see  28 
another  law  in  my  members,  warring  against  the

lasw  of  my  mmd,  and  briogiag  me  i&to  cta^ 
tirily  to  the  kiwof  019  which  is  in  my  mffahers, 

24  Wretched  man  that  I  am  I    Who  will  deMver  m^ 

25  Ihxm  the  body  of  this  death?  I  thank  God 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord  I  80  then  I  my- 
sdf  with  the  mind  serve  the  law  oi  God,  but 
with  the  flesh  the  law  of  sin. 

YIIL    Thbbb  is  therefore  now  no  conderana* 

2  tion  to  those  who  are  in  Christ  Jesus.    For  the 

law  of  the  Spirit  of  life  in  Christ  Jesus  set  me  free 

8  from  the  law  of  sin  and  death.    For  what  the 

law  could  not  do,  in  that  it  was  weak  through 

the  flesh,  God  sending  his  own  Son  in  the  like* 

ness  of  sinM  flesh,  and  for  sin,  condemned  dn 

i  in  the  flesh ;  that  the  requiremeut  of  the  law 

might  be  fhlfilled  in  us,  who  walk  not  acoording 

5  to  the  flesh,  but  according  to  the  Spirit.  For 
they  that  are  according  to  the  flesh  do  mind  the 
things  of' the  flesh ;  but  they  that  are  accordiug 

6  to  the  Spirit,  the  things  of  the  Spirit.  For  to  be 
carnallj  minded  is  death ;  but  to  be  spiritually 

7  minded  is  life  and  peace.  Because  the  carnal 
mind  is  enmity  against  God ;  for  it  does  not  8ub« 
mit  itself  to  the  law  of  God,  neither  indeed  can 

8  ft;  and  they  that  are  in  the  flesh  cannot  please 
God. 

8      But  ye  are  not  in  the  flesh,  but  in  the  Spirit, 
if  indeed  the  Spirit  of  God  dwells  in  you.    And 
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If  aaj  xoaa  ihaa  not  tlie  Spirit  of  OLrist,  he  is* 
none  of  his.    And  if  Ohiist  is  in  you,  the  body  10 
indeed  is  dead  beooose  of  »n;  but  the  Spirit  isi     *- 
life  becaaae  of  righteousness.    And  if  the  Spirit  11 
of  him  that  raised  up  Jesus  from  the  dead  awella 
in  you,  he  that  raised  up  Ohrist  from  the  dead 
shall  also  quicken  your  mortal  bodies,  because  of 
his  Spirit  that  dwells  in  you. 

So  that,  brethren,  we,  are  debtors,  not  to  the  12 
flesh,  to  live  according  to  the  flesh.    For  if  ye  iS 
live  according  to  the  flesh,  ye  shall  die ;  but  if 
by  the  Spirit  ye  mortify  the  deeds  of  the  body, 
ye  shall  live.    For  as  many  as  are  led  by  the  14 
Spirit  of  God,  they  are  sons  of  God.    For  ye  15 
did  not  receive  the  spirit  of  bondage,  again  to 
fear;   but  ye  received  the  Spirit  of  adoption, 
whereby  we  cry,  Abba,  Father.    The  Spirit  it-  16 
self  bears  witness  with  our  spirit,  that  we  are 
children  of  God;  and  if  children,  also  heirs;  17 
heirs  of  Gk)d,  and  joint  heirs  with  Ohrist ;  if  in- 
deed we  suffer  with  him,  that  we  may  also  be 
glorified  with  him. 

For  I  reckon  that  the  sufferings  of  this  pres-  18 
ent  time  are  of  no  account,  in  comparison  with 
the  glory  which  shall  be  revealed  in  us.  For  the  19 
earnest  longing  of  the  creation  is  waitUig  for  the 
revelation  of  the  sons  of  God.    For  the  creatioA  20 
was  made  subject  to  vanity,  not  willia^y,  ^ut 
by  reason  of  him  who  made  it  subject)  in  hope 
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21  tbat  the  creatfon  itself  also  shaJl  be  delivered 
f^om  the  bondage  of  oorrnption  into  the  glorions 

22  liberty  of  the  children  of  God.  For  we  know 
that  the  whole  creation  groans  and  travails  in 

28  pain  together  nntil  now.  And  not  only  so,  but 
ourselves  also,  though  we  have  the  firstfrnits  of 
the  Spirit,  even  we  onrselves  groan  within  our- 
selves, waiting  for  the  adoption,  the  redemptioil^ 
of  our  body. 

24  For  we  were  saved  in  hope ;  but  hope  that  is 
seen  is  not  hope ;  for  what  a  man  sees,  why  does 

26  he  also  hope  for?    But  if  we  hope  for  that  we 

26  see  not,  we  with  patience  wait  for  it.  And  in 
like  manner  does  the  Spirit  also  help  our  weak- 
ness ;  for  we  know  not  what  we  should  pray  for 
as  we  ought ;  but  the  Spirit  itself  makes  inter- 
cession for  us  with  groanings  which  cannot  be 

27  uttered.  And  he  who  searches  the  hearts  knows 
what  is  the  mind  of  the  Spirit,  because  he  makes 
intercession  for  the  saints  according  to  the  will 
of  Go4. 

28  And  we  know  that  all  things  work  together  for 
good  to  those  who  love  God,  to  those  who  are 

29  called  according  to  his  purpose.  Because  whom 
he  foreknew,  he  also  predestined  to  be  con- 
formed to  the  image  of  his  Son,  that  he  might  be 

80  the  firstborn  among  many  brethren.    And  whom 
he  predestined,  them  he  also  called ;  and  whom 
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he  <QilM,  ibeai  1n^  also  justiQed;  im^  whom  k»: 
imtUMf  them  he  a]jK>  glorified^ 

WbetthenfihaUveaay to  ^eae  thin^?:   Ji  B$, 
Qod  Is  tonS)  whosliail  be  agpainat  tut?    Be  who  82 
fi^Hured  not  his  OFwn  Son,  but  deimred  bim  i^: 
Ibr  xm  all,  how  sball  he  not  also  witii  faua.fi*Qsly 
gife  US  all  things?    Who  ehall  lay  anjr  thing  to  38 
the  oharge  of  God's  ihosen?   God  is  he  that  ^os^ 
tifies;  who  is  he  that  oondemnfi?    Chxist  is  he  M 
l^at  died,  yea  rather,  thi^  is  risen  again,  who  in 
aba  9t  the  ri^^t  hood  of  God,  who  also  mter«- 
oedes  for  ns.    Who  shall  separate  ns  from  tiie  85 
krre  of  Christ  f  Shall  tribulation,  or  distress,  or 
persecution,  or  famine,  or  nakedness,  or  peril,  or 
Bwordt    As  it  is  writt^:  For  thy  sske  we  are  86 
.kitted  all  Ihe  day  long ;  we  were  aooonnted  as 
sheep  for  the  slaaghter.    Nay,  in  all  these  things  87 
we  are  more  than  eonqnerors  tiirough  him  who 
loTsd  ns.    For  I  am  persuaded,  that  neither  88 
death  nor  life,  neither  angels  nor  princq>alities 
nor  powers,  neither  things  present  nor  things  to 
eome,  neither  height  nor  depth,  nor  any  other  89 
created  thing,  shall  be  able  to  separate  us  from 
the  love  of  God,  whieh  is  in  Christ  Jesus  our 
Lord.

.4  Not  as  though  the  word  of  God  has  failed. 
For  not  all  they  are  Israel,  who  are  of  Israel; 

7  neither,  because  they  are  the  seed  of  Abraham, 
are  they  all  children;  but.  In  Isaac  shall  thy 

8  seed  be  called.  That  is,  not  they  who  are  the 
children  of  the  flesh  are  children  of  €k>d;  bnt 
the  children  of  the  promise  are  reckoned  as  seed« 

9  For  the  word  of  promise  is  this :  At  this  season 

10  will  I  come,  and  Sarah  shall  have  a  son.  And 
not  only  so ;  but  when  Rebecca  also  had  con- 

11  ceived  by  one,  our  father  Isaac,  (for  they  being 
not  yet  born,  nor  having  done  anything  good 
or  evil,  that  the  purpose  of  God  according  to 
election  might  stand,  not  of  works,  but  of  him 

12  who  callsO  it  was  said  to  her.  The  elder  shall 
18  serve  the  younger.    As  it  is  written:  Jacob  I 

loved,  but  Esau  I  hated. 
14     What  then  shall  we  say?  Is  there  unrighteous- 
ly ness  with  God?   God  forbid.    For  he  says  to 
Hoses :  I  will  have  mercy  on  whcmutoever  I  have 
mercy,  and  I  will  have  compassicm  on  whomso- 
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ever  I  have  compassion.  So  then  it  is  not  of  him  16 
who  wills,  nor  of  him  who  nms,  but  of  God  who 
shows  mercy.    For  the  Soriptare  says  to  Pha-  17 
raoh :  Even  for  this  very  purpose  did  I  raise  thee 
up,  that  I  might  show  forth  my  power  in  thee, 
and  that  my  name  might  he  declared  throngh* 
ont  all  the  earth.    So  that,  on  whom  he  will  be  l8 
has  mercy,  and  whom  he  will  he  hardens. 

Thon  wilt  say  then  to  me:  Why  then  does  he  19 
yet  find  fau!t?    For  who  resists  his  will  ?   Nay  20 
bnt,  0  man,  who  art  thon  that  repliest  against 
Godf    Shall  the  thing  formed  say  to  him  who 
fbrmed  it.  Why  didst  thon  make  me  thus? 

Has  not  the  potter  power  over  the  «}ay,  of  the  21 
same  lump  to  make  one  vessel  nnto  honor,  and 
another  nnto  dishonor  ?    And  what  if  God,  will-  82 
ing  to  show  forth  his  wrath;  and  to  make  knofwn 
his  power,  endured  with  mnch  longsnffering  ves- 
sels of  wrath  fitted  for  destruction ;  and  that  he  28 
might  make  known  the  riches  of  his  glory  on 
vessels  of  mercy,  which  he  had  before  prepared 
for  glory ;  whom  he  also  called,  even  ns,  not  of  24 
the  Jews  only,  bnt  also  of  the  Gentiles?    As  25 
also  he  says  in  Eosea:  I  will  call  them  my  peo- 
ple, who  were  not  my  people ;  and  her  beloved, 
who  was  not  beloved;  and  it  shall  be,  that  in  26 
the  place  where  it  was  said  to  them,  Ye  are  not 
my  people,  there  shall  they  be  called  sons  of  the 
living  God.

For  whosoever  shall  call  upon  the  name  of  the  18 
Lord  shall  be  saved. 

How  then  shall  they  call  on  bkn  in  whom  14 
they  have  not  believed?    And  how- shall- they 
beilieve  in  bim  of  whom  they  have  not  heard? 

y.  6.  oTf  shall  live  in  them 
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And  how  shall  they  hear  wUhocit  a  preacher? 

15  And  how  ehall  thej  preaoh,  unless  they  are  sent 
forth  ?  As  it  is  written :  How  heantifnl  are  the 
feet  of  those  who  hring  glad  tidings  of  peace, 
who  hring  ^^  tidings  of  good  thingsl 

16'  '  Bat  they  did  not  all  hearken  to  the  glad  tid« 
ings.    For  Isaiah  says :  Lord,  who  believed  our 

17  report?  So  then  faith  comes  of  hearing,  and 
hearing  by  the  word  of  God. 

18  Bat  I  say,  did  they  not  hear?  Yes  verily, 
tiiieir  sound  went  forth  into  all  the  earth,  and 
their  words  anto  the  ends  of  the  world. 

19  But  I  say,  did  Israel  not  know  ?  First  Moses 
says;  I  will  provoke  yon  to  jealoi^sy  by  them 
that  are  no  nation,  by  a  foolish  nation  I  will 

SO  move  you  to  anger.  But  Isaiah  is  very  {>old, 
and  says :  I  was  found  by  those  who  sought  me 
not;  I  became  manifest  to  those  who  asked  not 

21  after  me.  But  of  Israel  he  says :  AH  the  day- 
long, did  I  stretch  forth  my  hands  to  a  disobe- 
dient and  gainsaying  people. 

1  XI.  I  SAY  then,  did  (rod  cast  away  his 
people?  God  forbid.  For  I  also  am  an  Isra- 
elite, of  the  seed  of  Abraham,  of  the  tribe  of 

2  Benjamin.  God  did  not  cast  away  his  people 
which  he  foreknew.  Know  ye  not  what  the 
Scripture  says  of  Elyah  ?    How  he  pleads  with 

8  God  against  Israel,  saying :  Lord,  they  killed  thy 
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prophets,  and  digged  down  thine  altars ;  and  I 
was  left  alone,  and  they  seek  my  life.  But  what    4 
says  the  answer  of  God  to  him  ?  I  reserved  to 
myself  seven  thousand  men,  who  howed  not  the 
knee  to  Baal. 

Even  so  then,  at  this  present  time  also,  there    6 
18  a  remnant  according  to  the  election  of  grace. 
And  if  by  grace,  it  is  no  longer  of  works ;  other-    6 
wise,  glace  becomes  no  longer  grace.  [But  if  of 
works,  it  is  no  longer  grace ;  otherwise,  work  is 
no  longer  work.] 

"What  then  ?    What  Israel  seeks  after,  that  he    7 
obtained  not;  but  the  election  obtained  it,  and 
the  rest  were  hardened.    According  as  it  is    8 
written :  God  gave  them  a  spirit  of  slumber,  eyes 
that  they  should  not  see,  and  ears  that  they 
should  not  hear,  unto  this  day.    And  David    9 
says :  Let  their  table  be  made  a  snare,  and  a  trap, 
and  a  stumblingblock,  and  a   recompense  to 
them ;  let  their  eyes  be  darkened,  that  they  may  10 
not  see,  and  bow  down  their  back  alway. 

I  say  then,  did  they  stumble  in  order  that  11 
they  should  fall  ?    God  forbid ;  but  by  their  fall 
salvation  is  come  to  the  Gentiles,  to  provoke 
them  to  jealousy.    But  if  their  fall  is  the  riches  12 
of  the  world,  and  their  diminution  the  riches  of 
the  Gentiles,  how  much  more  their  ftilness? 

y.  6.  Ancient  copies  omit  the  toorch  in  hraehU* 
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13  For  I  am  q^eakiiig  to  jon  Gentilee ;  imusDnnoh 
as  I  am  the  apostle  of  the  Gentilea,  I  magni^ 

14  mj  office;  if  hj  any  means  I  maj  proToke  to 
emnlation  those  who  are  my  flesh,  and  may  save 

15  some  of  them.  For  if  the  casting  away  of  them 
is  the  reconciling  of  the  world,  what  shall  &e 
receiving  of  them  he,  hnt  life  from  the  dead  f 

16  And  if  the  first  £rait  is  holy,  so  also  is  the  lump  ; 
ttid  if  the  root  is  holy,  so  also  are  the  brandies. 

17  And  if  some  of  the  branches  were  broken  off*, 
and  thon,  being  a  wild  olive  tree,  wert  grafted  in 
among  them,  and  became  a  partaker  with  them 
of  the.  root  and  the  fatness  of  the^  olive  tree  ; 

)6  boast  not  over  the  branches.  But  if  thou  boast, 
it  is  not  thou  that  bearest  the  root,  but  the  root 
thee. 

19  Thou  wilt  say  then:  The  branches  were  broken 

20  0%  that  I  might  be  grafted  in.  Well ;  because 
of  their  want  of  laith  they  were  broken  off,  and 
thou  standest  by  thy  faith.    Be  not  highminded, 

21  but  fear ;  for  if  God  spared  not  the  natural 
branches,  take  heed  lest  he  also  spare  not 
thee. 

22  Behold  then  the  goodness  and  severity  of  God ; 
toward  those  who  fell,  severity;  but  toward 
thee,  goodness,  if  thou  continue  in  his  goodness; 

28  otherwise,  thou  also  shalt  be  cut  off.    And  they 
also,  if  they  continue  not  in  their  unbelief,  shall 
be  grafted  in;  for  God  is  able  again  to  graft  them 
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in.    "For  if  thou  wast  cut  out  of  the  olive  tree  24 
which  is  wild  by  nature,  and  wast  grafted  con- 
trary to  nature  into  a  good  olive  tree ;  how  much 
more  shall  these,  who  are  the  natural  branches, 
be  grafted  into  their  own  olive  tree? 

For  I  would  not,  brethren,  that  ye  should  be  26 
ignorant  of  this  mystery,  lest  ye  should  be  wise 
in  your  own  conceits,  that  hardness  has  come 
upon  Israel  in  part,  until  the  fulness  of  the  Gen- 
tiles come  in.    And  so  all  Israel  shall  be  saved ;  26 
as  it  is  written :   There  shall  come  out  of  Zion 
the  Deliverer,  and  shall  turn  away  ungodliness 
from  Jacob ;  for  this  is  the  covenant  from  me  to  27 
them,  wheu  I  shall  take  away  their  sins.    As  28 
concerning  the  gospel,  they  are  enemies  for  your 
sakes ;  but  as  concerning  the  election,  they  are 
beloved  for  the  fathers'  sakes.    For  unrepented  29 
are  the  gifts  and  the  calling  of  God.    For  as  ye  80 
in  times  past  disobeyed  God,  but  now  obtained 
mercy  through  their  disobedience ;  so  also  they  81 
now  disobeyed  through  the  mercy  shown  to  you, 
that  they  also  might  obtain  mercy.  For  God  has  82 
included  all  in  disobedience,  that  he  might  have 
mercy  upon  all. 

Oh  the  depth  of  the  riches,  and  wisdom,  and  83 
knowledge  of  God  I   How  unsearchable  are  his 
judgments,  and  his  ways  past  finding  out  I  For  84 

V.  82.  or,  has  shut  up  all  to  unbelief 
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who  knew  the  mind  of  the  Lord  ?    Or  who  be- 

S5  came  hb  counsellor?    Or  who  first  gave  to  him, 

86  and  it  shall  be  ^ven  back  to  him  again?    For  of 

him,  and  through  him,  and  nnto  him,  are  all 

things ;  to  him  be  the  glory  for  ever.    Amen. 

Xn.  I  BESEECH  you  therefore,  brethren,  hj 
the  mercies  of  God,  to  present  your  bodies  a  liv- 
ing sacrifice,  holy,  well  pleasing  to  Gk>d,  whicli 

S  ia  your  rational  service.  And  be  not  conformed 
to  this  world ;  but  be  transformed  by  the  renew- 
ing of  your  mind,  that  ye  may  discern  what  is 
the  will  of  God,  the  good,  and  well  pleasing, 
and  perfect. 

8  For  I  say,  through  the  grace  given  to  me,  to 
every  man  that  is  among  you,  not  to  think  of 
himself  more  highly  than  he  ought  to  think ;  but 
to  think  soberly,  according  as  God  has  imparted 

4  to  each  one  the  measure  of  faith.  For  as  we 
have  many  members  in  one  body,  and  all  the 

5  members  have  not  the  same  office ;  so  we,  the 
many,  are  one  bpdy  in  Christ,  and  severally 

6  members  one  of  another.  And  having  gifts  dif- 
fering according  to  the  grace  that  is  given  to  us, 
whether  prophecy,  [let  us  prophesy]  according  to 

7  the  proportion  of  our  faith ;  or  ministry,  [let  us 
wait]  on  the  ministry;  or  he  that  teaches,  on 

8  the  teaching ;  or  he  that  exhorts,  on  the  exhort- 
ation ;  he  that  gives,  [let  him  do  it]  with  simpli- 
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dtj;   he  that  rnles,  with  diligence;  he  that 
diowts  tnercy,  with  cheerftiliieBs. 

Let  love  be  unfeigned.    Abhor  that  whieh  \b    9 
ovil;  deaye  to  that  which  is  good.    In  bfotfaer-  10 
ly  love,  be  kindly  affectioned  one  to  another ;  ia 
honor,  preferring  one  another ;  in  diligence,  JuA,  11 
fldothfal;  inspirit,  fervent,  serving  the  Lord;  In  12 
hope,  rejoicing;  in  affliction,  patient;  in  prayer, 
I>ersevering ;  commnnicating  to  the  necessity  of  18 
the  saints;  given  to  hospitality.     Bless  those  14 
who  perseente  yon ;  bless,  and  cnrse  not.    Be*-  15 
joice  with    those    who    rcgoice;    weep  with, 
those  who  weep.    Be  of  the  same  mind  one  to-  16 
ward  another.    Aspire  not  to  things  that  are 
high,  but  condescend  to  the  lowly.    Be  not  wise 
in  yonr  own  conceits.    Recompense  to  no  one  17 
evil  for  evil.    Provide  things  honorable  in  the 
sight  of  all  men.  If  it  be  possible,  as  far  as  depends  18 
on  yon,  be  at  peace  with  all  men.    Avenge  not  19 
yonrselves,  beloved,  bnt  give  place  to  the  wrath 
[of  God].  For  it  is  written :  Vengeance  is  miiie;^ 
I  will  repay,  saith  the  Lord.    If  therefore  thy  20 
enemy  hunger,  feed  him ;  if  he  thirst,  give  him 
drink ;  for  in  so  doing,  thon  shalt  heap  coals 
of  fire  on  his  head.  Be  not  overcome  by  evil,  bnt  21 
OTeroome  evil  with  good. 

xm.    Lkt  every  soul  snbmit  himself  to  the    1 
higher  powers.    For  there  is  no  power  bnt  from 
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'God;  the  powers  that  be  have  been  ordained  by 

2  God.  So  that  he  who  resists  the  power,  re- 
sista  the  ordinance  of  God ;  and  they  that  re- 
sist shall  receive  to  themselves  condemnation. 

8  For  rulers  are  not  a  terror  to  good  works,  but 
to  the  evil.  And  dost  thou  wish  not  to  be 
afraid  of  the  power  ?    Do  that  which  is  good, 

4  and  thou  shalt  have  praise  from  it ;  for  he  1^ 
Gk>d*8  minister  to  thee  for  good.  But  if  thou  do 
that  which  is  evil,  be  afraid ;  for  he  bears  not 
the  sword  in  vain ;  for  he  is  God^s  minister,  an 

6  avenger  for  wrath  to  him  that  does  evil.  Where- 
fore it  is  necessary  to  submit  yourselves,  not 
only  because  of  the  wrath,  but  also  for  con* 
science'  sake. 

6  For,  for  this  cause  ye  pay  tribute  also ;  for  they 
are  God's  ministers,  attending  continually  to  this 

7  very  thing.  Render  therefore  to  all  their  dues ; 
tribute  to  whom  tribute  is  due ;  custom  to  whom 

^custom;   fear  to  whom  fear;  honor  to  whom 

8  honor.  Owe  no  one  anything,  but  to  love  one 
another ;  for  he  that  loves  sXiother  has  fulfilled 

9  the  law.  For  this,  Thou  shalt  not  commit 
adultery.  Thou  shalt  not  kill,  Thou  shalt  not 
steal.  Thou  shalt  not  bear  false  witness.  Thou 
shalt  not  covet ;  and  if  there  is  any  other  com- 
mandment, it  is  briefly  comprehended  in  this 
saying,  namely.  Thou  shalt  lore  thy  neighbor  as 

10  thyself.    Love  works  no  ill  to  one's  neighbor; 
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therefore  loye  is  the  ftilfflinent  of  the  law.  And«ll 
that,  knowmg  the  thne,  that  ft  is  high  tune  that 
we  already  had  awaked  ctit  of  sleep;  ft^nowis 
our  salyation  nearer  than  when  we  helieved.  The  Id 
night  is  far  spent,  the  day  is  at  hand.    Let  xm 
therefore  cast  off  the  works  of  daiimess,  and  let 
lis  put  on  the  armor  of  light.    Let  ns  walk  he-  IS 
oomingly,  as  in  the  day;  not  in  revelling  and 
drunkenness,  not  in  lewdness  and  wantonness, 
not  in  strife  and  envying;  hnt  pnt  on  the  Lord  14 
Jesns  Ohrist,  and  make  not  provision  for  the 
flesh,  to  fblfil  its  htsts. 

XIV.    Him  that  is  weak  in  Mth  receive;  not    1 
for  the  deoidon  of  disputes.    For  one  believes    d 
that  he  may  eat  all  things ;  bnt  he  that  is  weak 
eats  herbs.    Let  not  him  that  eats  despise  him    0 
that  eats  not;  and  let  not  him  that  eats  not 
Jndgehim  that  eats;  for  Qod  received  him. 
Who  art  thou  that  jndgest  another's  servant?    4 
To  his  own  master  he  stands  or  falls.    Bnt  he  ^ 
shall  be  made  to  stand ;  for  God  is  able  to  make 
him  stand. 

One  man  esteems  one  day  above  another;  an-    5 
other  esteems  every  day  alike.    Let  each  one  be 
folly  persuaded  in  his  own  mind.    He  that  re-    • 
gards  the  day,  regards  it  to  the  Lord ;  and  he 
that  eats,  eats  to  the  Lord,  fiw  he  gives  tiJianka 
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« 

to  Gk>d;  and  he  that  eats  not,  to  the  Lord  he 
eats  not,  and  gives  thanks  to  God« 
T      For  none  of  us  liyes  to  himself,  and  none  dies 

8  to  himself.  For  if  we  live,  we  live  to  the  Lord ; 
and  if  we  die,  we  die  to  the  Lord ;  whether  we 

9  live  therefore,  or  die,  we  are  the  Lord^s.  For 
to  this  end  Christ  died,  and  lived,  that  he  might 
be  Lord  of  both  the  dead  and  living. 

10  But  why  dost  thou  judge  thy  brother  ?  Or 
why  dost  thou  despise  thy  brother?  For  w© 
shall  all  stand  before  the  judgment  seat  of  God. 

11  For  it  is  written :  As  I  live,  saith  the  Lord,  every 
knee  shall  bow  to  me,  and  every  tongue  shall 

12  confess  to  God.  So  then,  each  one  of  us  shall 
give  account  of  himself  to  God. 

18  Let  us  therefore  no  longer  judge  one  another ; 
but  judge  this  rather,  not  to  put  a  stumbling- 
block,  or  an  occasion  to  fall,  in  a  brother^s  way. 

14  I  know,  and  am  persuaded  in  the  Lord  Jesus, 
that  nothing  is  unclean  of  itself;  but  to  him  that 
accounts  anything  to  be  unclean,  to  him  it  is 

15  unclean.  But  if  because  of  food  thy  brother  is 
grieved,  thou  no  longer  walkest  in  accordance 
with  love.  Destroy  not  him  by  thy  food,  for  whom 

16  Ohrist  died.    Let  not  then  your  good  be  evil 

17  spoken  of.  For  the  kingdom  of  God  is  not  food 
and  drink ;  but  righteousness,  and  peace,  and  joy 

18  in  the  Holy  Spirit.    For  he  that  in  these  things 
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serves  Ohrist,  is  well  plebsing  to  God,  and  ap- 
proved of  men. 

So  then,  let  ns  follow  after  tho  things  which  19 
make  for  peace,  and  things  hj  which  one  may 
edifj  another.    For  the  sake  of  food  destroy  not  20 
the  work  of  God.    All  things  indeed  are  pure ; 
bnt  it  is  evil  for  that  man  who  eats  with  of- 
fence.    It  is  good  neither  to  eat  flesh,  nor  to  21 
drink  wine,  nor  anything  whereby  thy  brother 
stumbles,  or  is  made  to  offend,  or  is  weak.  Hast  22 
thon  faith?    Have  it  to  thyself  before  Gk)d, 
Happy  is  he  that  judges  not  himself  in  that  which 
he  allows.    And  he  that  doubts  is  condemned  if  28 
he  eat,  because  it  is  not  of  faith ;  and  all  that  is 
not  of  faith  i»  sin. 

XV.    Now  we  that  are  strong  ought  to  bear    1 
the  infirmities  of  the  weak,  and  not  to  please  our- 
selves.   Let  each  one  of  us  please  his  neighbor,    2 
for  his  good,  to  edification.  For  also  Qirist  pleas-    8 
ed  not  himself;  but,  as  it  is  written:  The  re- 
proaches- of  them  that  reproached  thee,  fell  on 
me.    For  whatever  things  wore  written  afore-    4 
time  were  for  our  instruction,  that  we  through 
patience  and  consolation  of  the  Scriptures  may 
have  hope.    And  the  God  of  patience  and  con-    5 
Bolation  grant  you  to  be  of  the  same  mind  one 
with  another,  according  to  Christ  Jesus;  that    6 
with   one  accord   ye   may  with   one   mouth 
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glorify  €h>d,  the  Father  of  oxor  Lord  Jesns 
Christ 

7  Wherefore  receive  ye  pne  another,  as  Ohrist 

8  also  receiTed  ns,  to  the  glory  of  God.  For  I  say 
Hiat  Jesus  Christ  has  heen  made  a  minisfeer  of 
the  cironmcision,  for  the  sake  of  God's  truth,  in 
order  to  confirm  the  promises  made  to  the  fath- 

9  ers;  and  that  the  Gentiles  shonld  glorify  God 
fbr  his  mercy ;  as  it  is  written :  Fbr  this  cause  I 
will  confess  to  thee  among  the  Gentiles,  and  will 

10  sing  to  thy  name.  And  again  he  says :  Rejoice,  ye 

11  Gentiles,  with  his  people.  And  again :  Rraise 
the  Lord,  all  ye  Gentiles;  and  extol  him,  all  ye 

12  people.  And  again,  Isaiah  says :  There  shall  bo 
the  root  of  Jesse,  and  he  who  rises  up  to  rale 
oyer  the  Gentiles ;  in  him  shall  Gentiles  hope. 

18  And  the  God  of  hope  fill  yon  with  all  Joy  and 
peace  in  believing,  that  ye  may  abound  in  hope, 
by  the  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 
14      And  I  myself  also  am  persuaded  of  you,  my 
brethren,  that  ye  also  yourselves  are  ftiU  of  good- 
ness, filled  with  all  knowledge,  able  also  to  ad- 
'  15  monish  one  another.     But  I  wrote  the  more 
boldly  to  you,  brethren,  in  part  as  putting  you  in 
mind,  because  of  the  grace  that  is  given  to  me 
16  by  God;  that  I  should  be  a  minister  of  Christ 
Jesus  to  the  Gentiles,  ministering  as  a  priest  in 
^       the  gospel  of  God,  that  the  oflfering  up  of  the 
Gentiles  may  be  acceptable,  being  sanctified  by 
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fba  Hoi/  Qjpj%U    I  We  therefpre  my  gbrying  17 
in  Ohnst  J^sns,  as  to  things  pertaining  to  'God. 
For  I  will  not  dare  to  speak  of  any  of  the  things  IS 
which  Christ  wrought  not  throngh  me,  to  bring ' 
title  GentilQs  to  ohedienoe,  by  word  and  deed,  in.  19 
the  power  of  signs  and  wonders,  in  the  power  of 
the  Holy  Spirit;  so  that  from  Jerusalem,  and 
luonnd  as  far  as  to  niyriomn,  I  have  fully  preacb- 
•d  the  good  newB  of  Ohrjist ;  being  emulous  so  to  20 
preach  the  good  news,  not  where  Christ  was  . 
named,  lest  I  should  build  upon  Another's  founda- 
tion ;  but  (as  it  is  written) :  They  to  whom  it  was  21 
not  announced  concerning  him,  they  shall  see, 
and  they  that  have  not  heard  shall  understand. 

For  which  cause  also,  for  the  most  part,  I  was  22 
hindered  from  coming  to  you.    But  now  having  28 
no  longer  place  in  these  regions,  and  having  a 
grent  desire  these  many  years  to  come  to  you ; 
whenever  I  go  into  Spain,  I  hope  to  see  you  in  24 
my  journey,  and  to  be  sent  forward  thither  by 
you,,  if  first  I  shall  be  satisfied  in  a  measure  with 
your  company. 

But  now  I  am  going  to  Jerusalem  to  minister  25' 
to  the  saints.  For  Hacedonia  and  Achaia  thought  26 
it  good,  to  make  a  certain  contribution  for  the 
poor  among  the  saints  who  are  at  Jerusalem. 
For  they  thought  it  good ;  and  their  debtors  are  2T 
they.    For  if  the  Gentiles  were  partakers  in  their 
spiritual  things,  they  ought  also  to  minister  to 
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'28  iSiem.  in  carnal  things.  "When  therefore  liiave 
performed  this,  and  have  sealed  to  them  this 

29. fruit,  I  will  go  by  yon  into  Spain.  And  I 
know  that,  when  I  come  to  yon,  I  shall  come 
in  the  fdlness  of  the  ble^ing  of  the  gospel  of 
Christ 

80  And  I  beseeclx.  yon,  brethren,  by  onr  Lord 
Jesns  Christ,  and  by  the  love  of  the  Spirit,  to 
strive  together  with  me  in  yonr  prayers  to  God 

81  for  me.;  that  I  may  be  delivered  from  the  nnbe- 
lieving  in  Judea,  and  that  my  service  which  is 
for  Jerusalem  may  prove  acceptable  to  the  saints ; 

82  that  with  joy  I  may  come  to  you  by  the  will  of 
88  God,  and  may  with  you  be  refreshed.    And  the 

God  of  peace  1)6  with  you  all.    Amen.

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16  Balnte  one  another  with  a  holy  kissu  An  the 
ehnrohes  of  Ohrist  salnte  yon. 

17  Kow  I  beseech  yon,  breiliren,  to  mark  them 
that  canse  divisions  and  ofienoes,  contrary  to 
the  doctrine  which  ye  learned,  and  avoid  them* 

18  For  they  that  are  snch  serve  not  onr  Lord 
Ohrist,  bnt  their  own  belly;  and  by  their  good 
words  and  fair  speeches  deceive  the  hearts  of 

19  the  simple.  For  yonr  obedience  is  come  abroad 
unto  all  men.  I  rejoice  therefore  over  yon ;  bnt 
I  wonld  have  yon  wise  as  to  that  which  is  good, 

20  and  sunple  as  to  that  which  is  eviL  And  the 
God  of  peace  shall  shortly  braise  Satan  nnder 
yonr  feet.  The  grace  of  onr  Lord  Jesns  Ohrist 
be  with  yon.    Amen. 

21  Timothy,  my  fellow-laborer,  salntes  yon,  and 
Lncins,  and  Jason,  and  Sosipater,  my  kinsmen. 

22  I  Tertins,  who  wrote  the  epistle,  salnte  yon  in 
the  Lord. 

28  Gains  my  host,  and  of  the  whole  ohnrch,  sa- 
lntes yon. 

Erastns  the  chamberlain  of  the  dty  salntes 
yon,  and  Qnartns  the  brother.

i6     Kow  to  him  who  is  able  to  establish  yon,  ao- 
oording  to  my  gospel  and  the  preaching  of  Jesns 
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Ohrut,  according  to  the  revelalion  of  the  mystery 
kept  in  silence  during  eternal  ages  bnt  now  26 
made  manifest,  and  throngh  the  scriptures  of  the 
prophets,  according  to  the  commandment  of  the 
eternal  God,  made  known  to  all  nations  for  obe- 
dience to  the  faith;  to  God  only  wise,  throngh  27 
Jesus  Christ,  be  the  glory  for  eyer.   Amen, 
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Paitl,  .  a   called    apostle    of    Ohrist    Jesus    1 
throtigli  the  will  of  Qod,  and  Sostiienes  the 
brother,  to  tiie  churoh  of  God  which  is  at  Cor-    2 
lath,  those  sanctified  in  Ohrist  Jesos,  called  to 
be  saints,  with  all  that  in  every  place  call  npon 
the  name  of  Jesus  Ohrist  onr  Lord,  both  theirs 
and  oars;  grace  to  yon,  and  peace,  from  God  oar    8 
Father,  and  the  Lord  Jesos  Christ. 

I  Ihank  my  God  always  on  yoor  behalf,  for    4 
the  grace  of  God  which  wa6  giten  yon  in  Christ 
Jesas;  that  in  everything  ye  were  made  rich    6 
in  him,  in  all  ntterance  and  all  knowledge ;  ac-    6 
cording  as  the  testimony  of  Christ  was  confirmed 
in  yon ;  so  that  ye  are  behind  in  no  gift,  wait-    7 
ing  for  the  revelation  of  oar  Lord  Jesas  Christ ; 
who  shall  also  confirm  yon  onto  the  end,  that  ye    8 
may  be  blameless  in  the  day  of  oar  Lord  Jesoa 
Christ    God  is  fiiithfol,  by  whom  ye  were  call-    0 
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ed  into  the  fellowship  of  his  Son  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord.  ^ 

10  But  I  beseeoli  you,  brethr^,  by  the  name  of 
our  liord  Jesus  Christ,  that  ye  all  speak  the  same 
thing,  and  that  thene  •  be  no  divisions  among 
you ;  but  that  ye  be  made  complete  in  the  samo 

11  mind  and  in  the  same  judgment  For  it  waa 
made  known  to  me  concerning  you,  my  breth* 
ren,  by  those  of  the  house  of  Chloe,  that  there 

13  are  contentions  among  you.  And  I  mean  this, 
that  each  of  you  says,  J  am  of  Paul  ;♦  and  I  of 
Apollos;   and  I  of  Cephas;  and  I  of  Christ. 

18  Is  Christ  divided!  Was  Paul  crucified  for  you? 

14  Or  were  ye  immersed  in  th^  name  of  Paul?  I 
thank  God  that  I  immersed  none  of  you,  but 

15  Crispus  and  Gains;  that  no  one  may  say  that  I 

16  inmiersed  in  my  own  name.  And  I  immersed 
also  the  household  of  Stephanas;  besides,  I 
know  not  whether  I  immersed  any  other. 

17  For  Christ  did  not  send  me  to  immerse,  but  to 
preach  the  glad  tidings;  not  with  wisdom  of 
speech,  lest  the  ci*oss  of  Christ  should  be  made 

18  of  no  effect.  For  the  preaching  of  the  cross  is 
to  those  wlio  perish,  foolishness ;  but  to  us  who 

;L9  are  saved,  it  is  the  power  of  God.  For  it  is 
written:  I  will  destroy  the  (wisdom  of  the  wise, 
and  will  bring  to  nothing  the  prudence  of  the 
prudent. 

£0  Where  is  the  wise?  Where  is  the  scribe? 
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Where  is  the  dispnter  of  this  world?    Has.  not 
God  made  foolish  the  wisdom  of  the  world  ?  For  21 
sinee^  la  the  wisdom  of  Godj  the  world  throngh 
its  yisdom  knew  not  God,  Qod  was  pleased 
throngh  the  foolishness  of  preaching  to  saye 
those  who  helidve;    sinoe  Jews  reqnire  signs,  22 
and  Greeks  seek  after  wisdom ;  hut  we  preadat  28 
Ohrist  crucified,  to  JeWs  a  stumhlinghlock,  and 
to  Gentile^ foolishness ;  hut  to  them  who  are  the  24 
ealled,  both  Jews  and  Greeks,  Ohrist  the  power 
of  God,  and  the  wisdom  of  €k>d.    Because  the  25 
foolishness  of  God  is  wiser  than  men ;  and  the 
weakness  of  God  is  stronger  than  men. 

For  see  your  calling,  brethren,  that  not  many  26 
ore  wise  after  the  fiesh,  not  many  mighty,  not 
many  noble ;  but  God  chose  the  foolish  things  27 
of  the  world,  that  he  might  put  to  shame  the 
wise;  and  God  chose  the  weak  things  of  the 
world,  that  he  might  put  to  shame  the  things    ' 
*  whidi  are  strong;  and  the  base  things  of  the  28 
world,  ,and  the  things  which  are  despised,  did 
God  choose,  and  the  things  which  are  not,  that 
he  might  bring  to  nought  things  that  are ;  that  29 
"no  flesh  should  glory  before  God.    But  of  him  80 
are  ye  in  Christ  Jesus,  who  was  made  wisdom 
to  us  from  God,  both  righteousness,  and  sanoti- 
fioation,  and  redemption ;  that,  according  as  it  81  * 
1b  written,  He  thiat  glories,  let  him  glory  in  the 
I^rd. 
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1  n.    I  also,  when  I  oame  to  yoa,  brethren, 
*    oame  not  with  excellenej  of  speech  or  of  wis- 
dom, dedflring  to  yon  the  testunony  of  Gk>d. 

2  Tor  I  determined  not  to  know  anything  among 
8  yon,  save  Jesus  Ohrist,  and  him  cmcified.    And 

I  was  with  yon  in  weakness,  and  in  fear,  and  in 
4  much   trembling.      And   my  speech  and  my 

preaching  were  not  with  persuasive  words  of 

man's  wisdom,  but  with  demonstration  of  the 
6  Spirit  and  of  power ;  that  your  faith  might  not 

stand  in  the  wisdom  of  men,  but  in  the  power 

ofGk)d. 

6  But  we  speak  wisdom  among  them  that  are 
perfect ;  but  a  wisdom  not  of  this  world,  nor  of 
the  rulers  of  this  world,  who  come  to  nought. 

7  Bat  we  speak  God's  wisdom  in  a  mystery,  the 
hidden  wisdom  which  God  predestined  before 

8  the  worlds  unto  our  glory ;  which  no  one  of  the 
rulers  of  this  world  has  known ;  for  had  they 
known  it,  they  would  not  have  crucified  the 

9  Lord  of  glory ;  but  (as  it  is  written)  things  which 
eye  saw  not,  nor  ear  heard,  and  which  entered 
not  into  the  heart  of  man,  which  God  prepared 

10  for  them  that  love  him.    But  God  revealed  them 
to  us  by  his  Spirit;  for  the  Spirit  searches  all 

11  things,  even  the  deep  things  of  God.    For  who 
*      among  men  knows  the  things  of  a  man,  save  the 

ggitit  of  the  man  which  Is  in  him  ?    So  also  the 
things  of  God  no  one  knows,  but  the  Spuit  of  God. 
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And  we  reeeired,  not  the  spirit  of  the  world,  bnt 
the  spirit  which  is  of  God ;  that  we  might  know 
the  things  that  were  freely  given  to  us  by  God. 
"Which  things  also  we  speak,  not  in  words  tanght  18 
by  man's  wisdom,  but  in  those  taught  by  the 
Spirit;  comparing  spiritual  things  with  spirit- 
ual. 

But  the  natural  man  receives  not  the  things  14 
of  the  Spirit  of  God,  for  they  are  foolishness  to 
him ;  and  he  can  not  know  them,  because  they 
are  spiritually  judged.    But  he  that  is  spiritual  15 
judges  all  things ;  but  he  himself  is  judged  by  no 
one.    For  who  has  known  the  mind  of  the  Lord,  16 
that  he  may  instruct  him  ?    But  we  have  the 
mind  of  Christ. 

ni.    I  ALSO,  brethren,  was  not  able  to  speak    1 
to  you  as  spiritual,  but  as  carnal,  as  babes  in 
Christ.    I  fed  you  with  milk,  and  not  with  meat ;    2 
for  ye  were  not  yet  able  to  bear  it ;  nay,  nor  even 
now  are  ye  able.    For  ye  are  yet  carnal;  for    8 
whereas  there  is  among  you  envying,  and  stidfe, 
and  divisions,  are  ye  not  carnal,  and  do  ye  not 
walk  as  men?    For  when  one  says,  I  am  of    4 
Paul ;  and  another,  I  am  of  Apollos ;  are  ye  not 

y.  18.  or^  interpreting  spiritual  things  to  the  spiritnab 
Or,  combining  spiritual  things  with  spiritnaL 
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but  mioisters  throagh  whom  je  btiUeyed,  ey^n 

6  as  tiie  Lord  gave  to  each  o^et     J  plaated, 

T  Apollos  watered ;  but  God  gavs  the  increase.  So 

then  neither  is  he  that  plants  anything,  nor  he 

that  waters;  bnt  God  that  gives  the  increase* 

8  Aud  he  that  plants  and  he  that  waters  are  ope  ^ 
and  each  shall  receive  his  own  reward  according 
to  his  own  labor, 

9  For  we  are  God's  fellow-laborers ;  ye  ard  God's 

10  husbandry,  God's  building.  According  to  the 
grace  of  God  which  was  given  to  me,  as  a  wise 
masterbuilder  I  laid  a  foundation,  and  another 
builds  thereon.    But  let  each  one  take  heed  how 

11  he  builds  thereon.  For  other  foundation  can 
no  one  lay  than  that  which  is  laid,  which  is 

12  Jesus  Christ.  And  if  any  one  buUds  on  this 
foundation  gold,  silver,  precious  stones,  wood, 

18  hay,  stubble ;  the  work  of  each  one  shall  be  made 
manifest;  for  the  day  shall  show  it,  because  it  is 
revealed  in  fire,  and  the  fire  itself  shall  prove  of 

14  what  sort  is  each  one's  work.  If  any  one's  work 
which  he  built  thereon  remaius,  he  shall  receive 

15  reward.  If  any  one's  work  shall  be  burned  up,  he 
shall  suffer  loss;  but  he  himself  shall  be  saved; 
yet  so  as  through  fire. 

16  Xnow  ye  not  that  ye  are  God's  temple, 
and  that  the  Spirit  of  God  dwells  \a  you? 
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It  mj  one  defiles  tibe  temple  of  God,  him  shall  17 
Gk)d  destroy ;  for  the  temple  of  €k>d  is  holy,  the 
vrhich  are  7^. 

Let  no  one  deeeiye  hunaelfl    If  any  one  seems  18 
to  be  wise  among  yon  in  this  world,  let  him  be* 
oome  a  fool,  that  he  may  become  wiise.    For  the  19 
wisdom  of  this  world  is  foolishness  with  God. 
For  it  is  written :  He  that  takes  the  Wise  in 
tilidr  craftiness.    And  again:  The  Lord  knows  20 
the  thoughts  of  the  wise,  that  they  are  vain. 

So  then,  let  no  one  glory  in  men.    For  all  21 
filings  are  yours;  whether  Paul,  or  Apollos,  or  22 
Cephas,  or  the  world,  or  life,  or  death,  or  things 
present,  or  things  to  come,  all  are  yours;  and  28 
ye  are  Ohrist's,  and  Ohrict  is  Gk)d'a. 

lY.    So  let  a  man  aoconnt  ns,  aa  ministers  of   1 
Christ,  and  stewards  of  the  mysteries  of  God. 
Moreover,  it  is  required  in  stewards,  that  a  man    2 
be  fonn4  £Eiithfdl.    But  with  me  it  is  a  very  small    8 
thing  that  I  should  be  judged  by  yon,  or  by  man's 
judgment;  nay,  neither  do  I  jndge  mysel£    For    i 
X  am  conscious  to  myself  of  notiiing ;  yet  am  I  not 
limeby  justified,  but  he  that  Judges  me  is  the 
Lord.  So  then  judge  not  anythingbefore  the  time,    5 
imtL  the  Lord  come,  who  wiU  both  bring  to  light 
the  hidden  things  of  darkness,  and  make  manifeat 

V.  11.  ar^  destroys  V.  8.  Or.  by  man*8  cUiy 
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the  counsels  of  the  hearts ;  and  then  shall  ead& 
one  have  his  praise  of  God. 

6  And  these  things,  brethren,  I  have  in  a  figoie 
transferred  to  myself  and  Apollos  for  your  sakes ; 
that  in  ns  ye  may  learn  not  to  go  beyond  that 
which  is  written,  that  ye  be  not  puffed  np  each 

7  for  one  against  another.  For  who  makes  thee 
to  differ  ?  And  what  hast  thon  that  thon  didst 
not  receire?  Bnt  if  thou  didst  receive  it,  why 
dost  thon  glory,  as  if  thou  hadst  not  received  it  t 

8  Already  ye  are  filled  full,  already  ye  are  rich, 
without  ns  ye  reign  as  kings ;  and  I  would  ye  did 
reign,  that  we  also  might  reign  with  yon. 

9  For  I  think  that  Gk>d  set  forth  ns  tlie  apostles 
last,  as  condemned  to  death ;  for  we  have  become 
a  spectacle  to  the  world,  both  to  angels  and  to 

10  men.  We  are  fools  for  Christ's  sake,  but  ye  are 
wise  in  Christ ;  we  are  weak,  but  ye  are  strong  J 

11  ye  are  honorable,  bnt  we  are  despised.  Even 
unto  this  present  hour  we  both  hunger,  and 
thirst,  and  are  naked,  and  are  buffeted,  and  have 

12  no  certain  dwellingplace ;  and  labor,  working 
with  our  own  hands;  being  reviled,  we  bless; 

18  being  persecuted,  we  suffer  it;  being  defamed, 

we  entreat;  we  have  become  as  the  filth  of  the 

world,  the  offscouring  of  all  things  unto  this 

day. 

14      I  write  not  these  things  to  shame  yon,  but  as 

16  my  beloved  sons  I  admonish  you.    For  thougH 
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ye  liaye  ten  thonsand  instimctors  in  Ohrist,  yet 
hare  ye  not  many  fjathera ;  for  in  Ohrist  Jesna  I 
have  begotten  yon  through  the  gospel.  I  beseech  16 
yon  therefore,  be  followers  of  me. 

For  this  canse  I  sent  to  yon  Timothy,  who  is  17 
my  child,  beloved  and  faithfhl  in  the  Lord,  who 
wiU  bring  to  yonr  remembrance  my  ways  in 
Christ,  as  I  teach  everywhere  in  every  chnrch. 

Kow  some  were  pnffed  np,  as  thongh  I  were  18 
not  coming  to  you.    Bnt  I  will  come  to  yon  19 
shortly,  if  the  Lord  will,  and  will  know,'  not  the 
word  of  those  who  are  puffed  up,  but  the  power. 
For  the  kingdom  of  God  is  not  in  word,  but  in  20 
power.    What  will  ye?    Shall  I  come  to  you  21 
with  a  rod,  or  in  love,  and  the  spirit  of  meek- 
ness? 

V.    It  is  commonly  reported  that  there  is    1 
fornication  among  you,  and  such  fohiication  aa 
is  not  even  among  the  Gentiles,  that  one  should 
have  his  father^s  wife.    And  ye  are  puffed  up,    2 
and  did  not  rather  mourn,  that  he  that  did  this 
deed  might  be  taken  away  from  amon^  you.  For    8 
I  verily,  as  absent  in  body  but  present  in  spirit, 
have  judged  abeady,  as  though  I  were  present, 
oonceming  him  that  has  so  done  this;  in  the    4 
name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Ohrist,  ye  being  gather- 

y.  16.  Gr,  become  imitators  of  me 
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ed  togeCher,  nd  mj  i^irit^  viih  the  power  <^  ow 

5  Loxd  JmfOB  Chnet,  to.  deliver  aaoh  a  one  to 
Sataa  for  the  destmotion  of  the  flesh,  that  t^e 
spirit  maj  he  saved  in  the  day  of  the  Lord  Jesus. 

6  Your  glorying  lis  not  good.  Know  ye  not  that 

7  a  little  leaven  leavens  the  whole  Ininp  ?  Gleanso 
out  therefore  the  old  leaven,  that  ye  may  he  a 
new  Imnp,  according  as  ye  are  unleavened.    For 

8  onr  passover,  Ohrist,  was  sacrificed  for  ns ;  there- 
fore let  us  keep  the  feast,  not  with  old  leaven^ 
nor  with  the  leaven  of  malice  and  wickedness, 
hut  with  the  unleavened  hread  of  sincerity  and 
truth. 

9.     I  wrote  to  you  in  my  epistle  not  to  keep  com* 

10  pany  with  fomicaton^  Yet  not,  altogether,  with 
the  fornicators  of  this  world,  or  with  the  covet- 
ous, or  extortioners,  or  idolaters;  for  then  ye 

11  must  needs  go  out  of  the  world.  But  as  it  is,  I 
wrote  to  you  not  to  keep  company,  if  any  one 
called  a  brother  be  a  fomioator,  or  covetous,  or 
an  idolater,  or  a  railer,  or  a  drunkard,  or  an  es- 
tortioner,  with  such  a  one  not  even  to  eat. 

IS  For  what  have  I  to  do  with  judging  them  also 
that  are  without  ?    Do  not  ye  judge  them  that 

18  are  within?  But  them  that  are  without  God 
judges.  Therefore  pat  away  that  wicked  man 
from  among  yourselves. 

1        YI.    Dabb  any  one  of  you,  having  a  matter 
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against  another,  go  to  law  before  the  ni^hst,  and 
not  before  the  saints  ?    Do  je  not  know  that  the    2 
saints  shall  judge  the  world  ?    And  if  the  world 
riiall  be  judged  by  you,  are  ye  unworthy  to 
judge  the  smallest  matters?    Know  ye  not  that    8 
we  shall  judge  angds?    How  much  more  the 
things  of  this  life  ?    If  then  ye  hare  judgments    4 
about  things  of  this  life,  set  them  to  judge  who 
are  of  no  esteem  in  the  church. 

I  speak  to  yotlr  shame.    Is  it  so,  that  there  is    6 
not  a  wise  man  among  you,  not  even  one  that 
sball  be  able  to  judge  between  his  brethren ;  but    6 
brother  goes  to  law  with  brother,  and  that  be- 
fore unbelievers  ?  Now  therefore,  it  is  altogether    7 
a  fault  among  you,  because  ye  go  to  law  one  with 
another.    Why  do  ye  not  rather  take  wrong? 
"Why  do  ye  not  rather  suffer  yourselves  to  bede- 
Iranded  ?    Nay,  ye  do  wrong,  and  defraud,  and    8 
that  your  brethren.    Know  ye  not  that  the  un-    9 
righteous  shall  not  inherit  the  kingdom  of  God  ? 
Be  not  deceived ;  neither  fornicators,  nor  idola- 
ters, nor  adulterers,  uor  the  effeminate,  nor  abu* 
sers  of  themselves  with  mankind,  nor  thieves,  lo 
nbr  the  covetous,  nor  drunkards,  nor  revilers, 
nor  extortioners,  shall  inherit  the  kingdom  of 
God.    And  such  were  some  of  you ;  but  ye  were  11 
washed,  but  ye  were  sanctified,  but  ye  were  just- 
ified in  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  and  by  the 
Spirit  of  our  God. 
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areezpediept;  bU  things  are  lawful  for  me,  but 
I  will  not  bd  br6nght  under  the  power  of  any- 

18  thing.  Meati  for  the  belly,  and  the  belly  for 
meats;  bnt  God  will  destroy  both  it  and  thenik 
Bat  the  body  is  not  for  fornication,  bnt  for  the 

14  Lord;  and  tiie  Lord  for  the  body.  And  Grod 
both  raised  the  Lord,  and  will  also  raise  up  na 
by  his  power. 

15  Ejiow  ye  not  that  your  bodies' are  members  of 
Ohristt  Shall  I  then  take  the  members  of  Ohristi 
and  make  them  members  of  a  harlot  ?    God  for* 

16  bid.  Know  ye  not  that  he  who  is  joined  to  a 
harlot  is  one  body  9    For  the  two,  says  he,  shall 

17  be  one  flesh.    Bnt  he  that  is  joined  to  the  Lord 

18  is  one  spirit.  Flee  fomicatioD.  Every  sin  that 
a  man  commits  is  without  the  body ;  but  he  that 
commits  fornication,  £ns  against  his  own  body* 

19  Know  ye  not  that  your  body  is  the  temple  of 
the  Holy  Spirit,  who  is  in  you,  whom  ye  have 

SO  from  God,  and  ye  are  not  your  own  ?  For  ye 
are  bought  with  a  price ;  therefore  glorify  God 
in  your  body. 

1  YIL    Now  concerning  the  things  whereof  ye 
wrote  to  me :  It  is  good  for  a  man  not  to  touch  4 

2  woman;    but  because  of  fornication,  let  each 
BDum  haTB  his  own  wifo,  and  let  each  woman 

8  have  her  own  husband.    Let  the  husband  render 
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to  the  wiite  ber  dim;  and  in  like  manner  iihe  wiftf 
also  to  the  hnsbaiid.  The  wife  has  not  |>oTrer  4 
over  her  own  body,  but  the  hneband ;  and  ip  like 
manner  the  husband  also  has  not  power  ovet  hie 
own  body,  but  the  wife.  Defraud  not  one  the  0 
other,  except  it  be  with  consent  for  a  time,  that 
'ye  may  give  yourselves  to  fasting  and  prayer, 
and  come  again  together,  that  Batan  may  not 
tempt  yon  on  account  of  your  ineontinenoy. 

But  this  I  say  by  way  c^  permisdon,  not  of   • 
command.    But  I  would  ihat  all  men  were  aa    7 
myself.    But  each  (me  has  his  own  gift  from 
God,  one  after  this  manner,  and  another  after 
that. 

And  I  say  to  the  unmarried  and  the  widows,    8 
it  is  good  for  them  if  they  remain  as  I  also  am. 
But  if  they  have  not  self-control,  let  them  mar-    9 
ry ;  for  it  is  better  to  marry  than  to  bum. 

And  the  married  not  I  conmumd,  but  the  10  ) 
•Lord,  that  the  wife  depart  not  from  the  husband. 
But  if  she  have  departed,  let  her  remain  un«  11 
married,  or  let  her  be  reconciled  to  her  husband ; 
and  let  the  husband  not  put  away  his  wife* 

But  to  the  rest  say  I,  not  the  Lord :  If  any  12 
brother  has  a  wife  thi^  believes  not,  and  she  is 
pleased  to  dwell  with  him,  let  him  not  put  her 
away.    And  a  woman  who  has  a  husband  that  18 
believes  not,  and  he  is  pleased  to  dwell  with  her, 
let  her  not  leave  her  husband.    For  the  unbe*  14 
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Mefvtng  ^Tuibfiiid  is  sanctified  In  thd  wife,  and  the 
nnbeUeyiDg  wife  is  sanctified  in  the  husband ;  ^ 
eke  yonr  children  are  unclean ;  but  now  they 
ftreholy. 

15  But  if  the  unbelieving  depart,  let  him  depart. 
The  brother  or  the  sister  is  not  under  bondage 
in  such  eases;  but  God  has  called  us  to  peace. 

16  For  what  knowest  thou,  O  wife,  whether  thou 
shalt  save  thy  husband  ?    Or  what  knowest  thou, 

Vl  Oman,  whetiier  thou  shalt  save  thy  wife)  Only, 
as  the  Lord  distributed  to  each  one,  as  God  has 
called  each  on^,  so  let  him  walk.  And  so  I  or- 
dain in  all  the  churches. 

18  Was  any  one  called  being  circumcised  ?  Let 
him  not  become  uncircumcised.  Has  any  one 
been  called  in  uncircumcision  ?    Let  him  not  be 

19  circumcised.  Circumcision  is  nothing,  and  un- 
circumcision is  nothing ;  but  the  keeping  of  the 
commandments  of  God. 

20  Let  each  one  abide  in  the  same  calling  where-- 

21  in  he  was  called.  Wast  thou  called  being  a  ser- 
vant ?    Care  not  for  it ;  but  if  thou  canst  become 

22  free,  use  it  rather.  For  he  that  has  been  called 
in  the  Lord,  being  a  serv^t,  is  the  Lord's  freed- 
man;   in  like  manner  alko  the  freeman,  being 

28  called,  is  Christ's  servant.   tTe  were  bought  with 
24  a  price ;  become  not  servants  of  men.    Brethem, 
let  every  man,  wherein  he  was  called,  therein 
'    abide  with  God. 
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Now  «oneeniing  yir^pns  I  lunre  no  oomomnd-  25 
ment  of  tlie  Loid;  bnt  I  give  my  jadgnieD.^  afl 
one  t^at  has  obtainod  Biercj  of  the  Lord  to  be 
£Edtihftd«    I  oonsider  therefore  that  this  is  good  26 
on  aoootint  of  the  present  necessity)  that  it  is 
good  fbr  a  man  so  to  be.    Art  tiiion  botind  to  a  2T^. 
wife  ?    Seek  not  to  be  loosed.    Art  thou  loosed 
from  a  wifia?   Seek  not  a  wife.    Bnt  if  also  thou  28 
marry,  thou  hast  not  sinned;  and  if  a  yirgin 
marry,  she  has  not  sinne^.    Bnt  snch  shall  have^ 
affliction  in  the  flesh ;  but  I  spare  you.  ^ 

But  this  I  say,  brethren,  the  time  that  remains  29 
is  short ;  that  both  they  who  have  wives  may  be 
as  though  they  had  none ;  and  they  that  weep,  80 
as  though  they  "wept  not ;  and  they  that  rejoice, 
as  though  they  rejoiced  not ;  and  they  that  buy, 
as  though  they  possessed  not ;  and  they  that  use  81 
this  world,  as  not  abusiug  it ;  for. the  fashion  of 
this  world  is  passing  away. 

But  I  would  have  you  without  cares.   He  that  82 
is  unmarried  cares  for  the  things  of  the  Lord, 
how  he  shall  please  the  Lord  ,*  but  he  that  is  88 
married  cares  for  the  things  of  the  world,  how  . 
he  shall  please  his  wife.    There  is  a  difference  84 
also  between  the  wife  and  the  yirgin.    The  un- 
married woman  cares  for  the  things  of  the  Lord, 
that  she  may  be  holy  both  in  body  and  spurit ; 

Y.  28.  cr,  and  I  desire  to  spare  you 
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bat  she  that  is  married  cares  for  the  things  of 
the  world,  how  she  shall  please  her  husband. 

85  And  this  I  say  for  your  own  profit ;  not  that  I 
may  cast  a  snare  upon  yon,  but  for  that  which 
is  seemly,  and  that  ye  may  attend  upon  the 

56  Lord  withont  distraction.  Bntif  any  one  thinks 
that  he  behayes  himself  miseemly  toward 
his  yirgin,  if  she  be  past  the  flower  of  her 
age,  and  need  so  require,  let  him  do  what  lie 

87  will,  he  sins  not;  let  them  marry.  Bat  he 
that  stands  steadfast  in  his  heart,  having  no  ne- 
cessity, but  has  power  over  his  own  will,  and 
has  determined  this  in  ^  his  heart  that  he  will 

88  keep  his  virgin,  does  welL  So  that  both  he  that 
gives  her  in  marriage  does  well,  and  he  that 
gives  her  not  in  marriage  does  better. 

89  A  wife  is  bound  as  long  as  her  husband  lives ; 
but  if  her  husband  be  dead,  she  is  at  liberty  to 
be  married  to  whom  she  will;  only  in  the  Lord. 

40  But  she  is  happier  if  she  so  abide,  after  my  judg- 
ment ;  and  I  think  that  I  also  have  the  Spirit  of 
^     God. 

1  YIII.    Kow  concerning  the  things  offered  to 
idols,  we. know  that  we  all  have  knowledge. 

2  Knowledge  puffs  up,  but  love  edifies.    If  any 
one  thinks  that  he  knows  anything,  he  has 

8  known  nothing  yet  as  he  ought  to  knol^.    But 
if  any  one  loves  God,  the  same4s  known  by  him« 
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Ag  ooncendng  then  the  eating  of  tiie  things    4 
offered  to  idols,  we  know  that  an  idol  is  nothing 
in  the  world,  and  that  there  is  no  other  Gk>d  but 
one.   For  thongh  there  are  gods  so-called,  wheth-    5 
er  inheayen  or  on  earth,  (as  there  are  gods  many, 
and  lords  many,)  yet  to  ns  there  is  bat  one  Gk)d,   .  6 
the  Father,  of  whom  are  all  things,  and  we  unto 
bim;  and  one  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  by  whom  are 
aU  things,  and  we  by  him. 

But  there  is  not  in  all  men  this  knowledge ;    7 
for  some,  with  a  consciousness  of  the  idol,  unto  . 
this  hour  eat  it  as  a  thing  offered  to  an  idol;  and 
their  eonscience  being  weak  is  defiled.   But  food    8 
commends  us  not  to  Qod ;  for  neither,  if  we  eat, 
are  we  the  better ;  nor,  if  we  eat  not,  are  we  the 
worse.    But  take  heed,  lest  haply  this  liberty  of    9 
yours  become  a  stumblingblock  to  the  weak.   . 
For  if  any  one  sees  thee  who  hast  knowledge  10 
reclining  at  table  in  an  idoPs  temple,  will  not 
the  conscience  of  him  who  is  weak  be  embold- 
ened to  eat  the  things  offered  to  idols  ?    And  11 
through  thy  knowledge  he  that  is  weak  perishes, 
the  brother  for  whom  Christ  died  I    But  when  12 
ye  so  sin  against  the  brethren,  and  wound  their 
weak  conscience,  ye  sin  against  Christ.    Where-  18 
fore,  if  food  cause  my  brother  to  offend,  I  will 
eat  no  flesh  for  ever  more,  that  I  may  not  oanaa 
my  brother  to  offend. 
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1  IX.  Aar  I  not  an  apoeUe?  Jtkmlnotiree^ 
Have  I  not  neem  Jesus  Ohmi  Qur  Lord?    Ar« 

2  not  ye  mj  work  in  the  Lc»rd?'  K  I  am  Bot  an 
i^poaile  to  others,  yet  at  least  I  am  to  yon;  for 
Uie  seal  of  my  apostleship  are  ye  in  the  Lord, 

8  Thifl  is  my  answer  to  them  that  examine  me. 

4,6  Have  we  not  power  to  eat  and  to  drink  ?  Have  we 

not  power  to  lead  abont  a  sister  as  a  wife,  as  well 

as  the  other  apostles,  and  tib«  brothers  of  tile 

6  Lord,  and  Cephns  ?    Or  have  only  I  and  Barna- 

7  has  not  power  to  forbear  working?  Who  ever 
goes  to  war  at  his  own  charges  ?  Who  plants  a 
vineyard,  and  eats  not  of  the  fruit  thereof?  Or 
who  tends  a  flock,  and  eats  not  of  the  milk  of 
the  flock? 

8  Say  I  these  things  as  a  man?  Or  does  not  the 

9  law  also  say  these  things  ?  For  it  is  written  in 
the  law  of  Moses :  Thou  shalt  not  mu22le  the  ox 
when  he  treads  out  the  com.    Is  it  for  the  oxen 

10  that  God  cares?  Or  does  he  say  it  altogether 
for  our  sakes  ?  For,  for  our  sakes  it  was  writ- 
ten ;  that  he  who  ploughs  ought  to  plough  in 
hope ;  and  he  who  threshes,  in  hope  of  partak- 

11  ing.  If  we  sowed  for  you  the  things  that  are 
Bpiritoal,  is  it  a  great  thing  if  we  shall  reap  your 

12  oamal  things  ?  If  others  partake  of  this  power 
over  you,  do  not  we  still  more  ?  But  we  used  not 
this  power ;  but  we  bear  all  things,  that  we  may 
not  cause  any  hindrance  to  the  gospel  of  Christ 
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Bo  y^.  i¥>t  JbcfiQ^  that  they^wiho  xmmster  aiboiit  18 
the  holy  thUig^  eat  of  ;tha  t^ni^e,  aa^  they,  wlio 
Wftit  at  the  alto  partake  with  the  altar?    So  14 
id/SK>  did  tbe  Lord  a^>amt  to  those  who  preach 
the  gospel^  to  live  hy  l^e  gospejl    But  I  have  15 
Tiaed  none  o;f  these  tiUnga;   and  I  wrote  not 
these  things,  that  it  should  be  so  do9e  to  me ;  for 
it  were  better  for  me^  to  die,  than  that  any  one 
aho.nld  make  my*  glorying  void*    For  if  I  preach  10 
the  gospel,  I  have  nothing  to  gl^ry  of;  for  a  ne-r 
ee^ity  is.  IsaA  upon  me ;  for,  woe  is  to  me,  if  I 
preach  not  the  gospel  I  For  if  I  do  this  willingly,  17 
I  have  a  reward ;  but  if  unwillingly,  I  have  a 
atewardship  intrusted  to  m^e* 

What  then  18  my  reward?    That,  in  preadiii^  18 
the  gospel,  I  may  miak^  the  gospel  without  charge, 
that  I  use  hot  to  the  full  m^  power  in  the  gospel. 
For  being  free  from  all  men,  I  made  myself  ser-  19 
vant  to  all,  that  I  might  gain  the  more.  And  to  20 
th^  Jews  I  became  as  a  Jew,  tfhat  I  might  gain  . 
Jews ;  to  them  that  are  under  law,  as  under  law, 
not  being  myself  under  law,  that  I  might  gain 
those  under  law ;  to  those  without  law,  as  without  21 
law,  (not  being  without  law  to  God,  but  under  law 
to.  Christ,)  that  I  might  gain  them  that  are  with<» 
out  law.    To  the  weak  I  became  as  weak,  that  I  S)3 
might  gain  the  weak.    I  have  become  all  things 
to  all,  that  I  may  by  all  means  save  some.    And  28 
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all  things  I  do  for  ihe  gospePs  sake,  that  I  maj 
become  a  partaker  thereof  with  others. 

84  Know  ye  not  that  thej  who  nm  in  a  race,  all 
indeed  rnn,  bnt  one  receives  the  prize  ?    So  nm, 

26  that  je  may  obtain.  And  every  one  who  con- 
tends for  the  prize  is  temperate  in  all  things; 
they  indeed  to  obtain  a  corruptible  crown,  but 

96  we  an  incorruptible.  I  therefore  so  nm,  as  not 
nncertainly ;  I  so  fight  as  not  beating  the  air. 

2?  But  I  keep  under  my  body,  and  bring  it  into  8ub« 
jection;  lest  haply,  having  preached  to  others,  I 
myself  should  be  rejected. 

1  X.  Fob  I  would  not  have  you  ignorant,  breth- 
ren, that  our  fathers  were  all  under  the  cloud,  and 

2  all  passed  through  the  sea ;  and  were  all  immersed 
8  unto  Moses  in  the  cloud  and  in  the  sea :  and  aU 

4  ate  the  same  spiritaal  food,  and  all  drank  the 
same  spiritual  drink ;  for  tliey  drank  of  the  spi- 
ritnal  rock  that  followed  them,  and  the  rock  was 

5  Christ.  But  in  the  most  of  them  Gk)d  had  no 
pleasure ;  for  they  were  overthrown  in  the  wil- 
derness. 

6  "Now  these  things  were  examples  to  us,  in  or- 
der that  we  should  not  lust  after  evil  things,  as 

7  they  also  lusted.  Nor  be  ye  idolaters,  as  were 
some  of  them ;  as  it  is  written :  The  people  sat 

'  '  "" >   '  ■■  '  "* 

V.  23.  or,  may  become  a  partaker  with  it 
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down  to  eat  and  drink,  and  tose  np  to  play.  Nor    8 
let  ns  conmiit  fomioation,  as  some  of  them  did, 
and  fell  in  one  day  three  and  twenty  thousand. 
Nor  let  ns  tempt  Christ,  as  some  of  thexa  tempt*    9 
ed,  and' perished  by  the  serpents.    Nor  mnrmur  10 
ye,  as  some  of  them  mnrmnred,  and  perished  by 
the  destroyer. 

Now  all  these  things  happened  to  them  as  ex-  11 
amples,  and  they  were  written  for  our  admoci- 
tion,  npon  whom  the  ends  of  the  ages  are  come. 
"Wherefore  let  him  that  thinks  he  stands,  take  12 
heed  lest  he  fall.    There  has  no  temptation  taken  13 
yon  bnt  such  as  belongs  to  man ;  and  God  is  faith- 
ful, who  will  not  suflfer  you  to  be  tempted  beyond 
what  ye  are  able,  bnt  will  with  the  temptation 
make  also  the  way  of  escape,  that  ye  may  be    . 
able  to  bear  it. 

Wherefore,  my  beloved,  flee  from  idolatry.  14 
I  speak  as  to  wise  men ;  judge  ye  what  I  say.  15 
The  cap  of  blessing  which  we  bless,  is  it  not  a  16 
partaking  of  the  blood  of  Christ  ?    The  bread 
which  we  break,  is  it  not  a  partaking  of  the 
body  of  Christ  ?   Because  we,  the  many,  are  oiie  IT 
bread,  one  body;  for  we  all  share  in  that  one 
bread. 

Behold  Israel  after  the  flesh.    Are  not  they  18 
who  eat  of  the  sacriflces  partakers  of  the  al- 
tar? 

What  then  do  1  say  ?     That  an  idol  is  any-  19 
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thing,  or  that  what  Is  offered  to  idokistaythiiigff 
20  Kay ;  but  that  what'thcry  uorifioe,  €h^  8aorifio6 
to  ddtbons,  and  not  to  God;  audi woald not  that 
SI  7«  Bhotild  be  partakers  of  demons.    Ye  oannot 
drink  the  onp  of  tilie  Lord,  and  the  ca^  of  de- 
mons; ye  <$asinot  share  in  the  table  of  the  Loid^ 
and  the  table  of  demons. 
SS     Do  we  provoke  the  Lord  to  jealonsy  ?  Are  we 
28  stronger  than  he  ?    All  things  are  kwftd,  bnt  not 
all  things  are  expedirat ;  all  things  are  lawful, 
24  bnt  n(ft  all  things  edify.    Let  no  one  seek  hte 
own,  bnt  his  neighbor's  good. 

26  Whatever  is  sold  in  the  market  eat,  asking  no 
'26  question  for  conscience*  sake;  for  tiie  earth ia 

the  Lord's,  and  the  fulness  thereof. 

27  If  any  of  the  unbelieving  bids  you  to  a  feast, 
and  ye  choose  to  go,  whatever  is  set  before  yon 

28  eat,  asking  no  question  for  conscience'  sake.  But 
if  any  one  say  to  you :  This  is  a  thing  sacri&ced 
to  a  god,  eat  it  not  for  his  sake  that  showed  it, 

29  and  for  coj^scienoe'  sake.  Oonscienee,  I  say,  not 
thine  own,  but  that  of  the  other ;  for  why  is  my 

80  liberty  judged  by  another's  consdenoe?  If  I 
partake  with  thanks,  why  am  I  evil  i^oken  o^ 
for  that  for  which  I  give  thanks  ? 

81  Whether  therefore  ye  eat,  or  drink,  or  what- 

82  ever  ye  do,  do  all.  to  the  g^ory  of  God.  Giv6 
no  occasion  of  stumbling,  either  to  Jews  or 

88  Greeks,  or  to  the  ohurcb  of  Gkid.     As  I  also

pleaae  all  in  all  things,  not  aeeldiig  my  own  pro- 
fit, but  that  of  the  many,/ that  they  may  be  savecL 
Be  ye  followers  of  me,  as  I  also  am  of  Ohrist.       1 

Kow  I  praise  yon,  brethren,  that  ye  remember    2 
me  in  all  things,  and  hold  fast  tiie  traditions,  >as 
I  delivered  them  to  yon. 

And  I  would  have  you  know,  that  the  hM    8 
of  every  man  is  Christ ;  and  the  head'  of  the  wo- 
man is  the  man ;  and  the  Lead  of  Ohrist  is  God. 
Every  man  praying  or  prophesying,  having  his    4 
head  covered,  dishonors  his  head.    But  every    5 
woman  praying  or  prophesying  with  the  head 
uncovered,  dishonors  her  head ;  for  it  is  one  and 
the  same  as  if  she  were  shaven.  For  if  a  woman    6 
is  not  covered,  let  her  also  be  shorn ;  but  if  it  is 
a  shame  for  a  woman  to  be  shorn  or  shaven,  let 
her  be  covered.    For  a  man  indeed  ought  not  to    7 
cover  his  head,  being  the  image  and  glory  of 
God;  but  the  woman  is  the  glory  of  the  man. 
For  the  man  is  not  of  the  woman ;  but  the  wo-    8 
man  of  the  man.  And  the  man  was  not  created  for    9 
the  woman,  but  the  woman  £or  the  man.    For  IQf 
this  cause  ought  the  woman  to  have  [the  to- 
ken of]  power  on  her  head,  because  of  the  an- 
gels. 

Nevertheless,  ne&ther  is  the  woman  without  11

the  man,  nor  the  niah  wtHiotit  the  woman,  in 
12  the  Lord.    For  as  the  woman  is  of  the  man,  so 

also  is  the  man  by  the  woman ;  but  all  things  of 

God, 
18     Jndge  hi  jcfta  oimn  aelyes;  kit  seemlj  that  a 
14  woman  pray  to  God  nncoyelred  ?  Does  not  even 

nature  itself  teach  you,  that,  if  a  man  hare  long 
If  Hhir,  it  is  a  shame  to  himt    But  if  a  woman 

have  long  hair,  it  is  a  glory  to  her ;  for  her  hahir 

is  g^ven  her  for  a  4K>vering. 

16  But  if  any  man  seems  to  be  contentions,  we 
have  no  snch  custom,  nor  the  ohnrohes  of  God. 

17  And  while  I  enjoin  this,  I  praise  yon  not| 
that  ye  come  together  not  for  the  better,  bnt  for 

18  the  worse.  For  first  of  all,  when  ye  come  to- 
gether in  the  chnroh,  I  hear  that  there  are  divi^ 

19  sions  among  yon ;  and  I  partly  believe  it.  For 
there  mast  be  also  sects  among  yon,  that  they 
who  are  approved  may  be  made  manifest  among 
yon. 

20  When  therefore  ye  come  together  into  one 
place,  there  is  no  eating  of  a  supper  of  the  Lord. 

21  For  in  eating,  each  takes  withotit  wai1»ng  his 
own  snpper ;  and  one  is  hangry,  and  another  is 

22  dmnken.  Whatl  have  ye  not  houses  to  eat  and 
to  drink  in  ?  Or  despise  ye  the  chnrch  of  God, 
and  shame  them  that  hav^  not?   What  shall  1 

y.  20.  Wj  it  Is  not  to  eat  the  Shipper  of  the  Lord 
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Bi^toyba?  Shall  I  praise  you  in  tbls?  Ipr^oao 
yoTl  not. 

For  I  received  from  the  Lord,  what  I  also  de-  28 
livered  to  yon,  that  the  Lord  Jesus,  in  the  night 
in  which  he  was  hetrayed,  took  bread ;  and  hay-  24 
ing  given  thanks,  he  brake  it^  and  said :  This  is 
my  body,  which  is  for  yon;  this  do  in  rememr 
brance  of  me.  ,  In  like  manner  also  the  cup,  af-  25 
ter  they  had  supped,  saying:   This  cup  is  the 
new  covenant  in  my  blood;  this  do,  as  often  as 
ye  drink  it,  in  remembrance  of  me.    For  as  of-  2i^ 
ten  as  ye  eat  thk  bread,  and  drink  this  cup,  ye 
show  the  Lord^s  death  till  he  comis. 

So  that  whoever  eats  the  bread  or  drinks  the  27 
cap  of  the  Lord  unworthily,  shall  be  guilty  of 
the  body  and  the  blood  of  the  Lord.    But  let  a  28 
man  examine  himself,  and  so  let  him  eat  of  the 
bread,  and  drink  of  the  cup.    For  he  that  eats  29 
and  drinks,  eats  and  drinks  condeimnation  to 
himself,  if  he  discern  not  the'body. 

For  this  cause  many  are  weak  and  sickly  80 
among  you,  and  many  sleep.    For  if  we  judged  31 
ourselves,  we  should  not  be  judged.    But  being  82 
judged,  we  are  chastened  of  the  Lord,  that  we 
may  not  be  condiemned  with  the  world. 

Wherefore,  my  brethren,  when  eoming  to-  88 
gather  to  eat,  wait  for  one  another.  If  any  one  84 
ifl  hungry,  let  him  eat  at  home ;  tliat  ye  come 
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not  togetiier  onto  oondemnaiioii.    And  the  rest 
I  will  set  in  order  when  I  come, 
t 

1  XIL  Now  concerning  the  spiritoal  gifts, 
brethren,  I  would  not  haye  70a  ignorant. 

2  Ye  know  that  ye  were  Gentiles,  carried  awaj 
8  to  the  dumb  idola^  as  ye  were  led.    Wherefore  I 

give  yon  to  nnderstand,  that  no  one  speaking  bj 

the  Spirit  of  Ggd  calls  Jesns  accursed ;  and  bo 

one  can  say,  Jesns  is  Lord,  but  by  the  Holy  Spirit. 

4      Now  there  are  diversities  of  gifts,  bnt  tho 

6  same  Spirit.    And  there  are  diversities  of  min- 

6  istrations,  and  th^  same  Lord.  And  there  are 
diversities  of  operations,  but  the  same  God  who 

7  works  all  in  alL    But  to  each  is  given  the  numi- 

8  festation  of  the  Spirit,  for  profiting.  For  to  one 
is  given  through  the  Spirit  the  word  of  wisdom ; 
to  another  the  word  of  knowledge  according  to 

9  the  same  Spirit ;  to  another  faith,  by  the  same 
Spirit ;  to  another  gifts  of  healings  by  tKe  one 

10  Spirit;  to  another  the  working  of  miracles;  to 
another  prophecy;  to  another  discerning  of 
spirits;  to  another  diversities  of  tongues;  to 

11  another  the  interpretation  of  tongues.  But  all 
these  works  the  one  and  self-same'  Spirit,  di- 
viding to  each  one  severally  as  he  will. 

12  For  as  the  body  is  one  and  has  many  mem- 
bers, and  all  the  members  of  the  body,  being 

18  many,  are  one  body,  so  also  is  Ohrist    For  by 
600

one  Spirit  ve  were  all  immersed  into  one  body, 
whether  Jews  or  Greeks,  whether  bond  or  free ; 
and  were  all  made  to  drink  of  one  Spirit/ 

For  ihe  bodj  is  ndtone  member,  bat  many.  If  14 
the  foot  say :  Because  I  am  iiot  a  hand,  I  am  not  15 
of  the  body;  it  is  not  thereifbre  not  of  the  body. 
And  if  the  ear  say:  Becanse  I  am  not  an  eye,  16 
I  am  not  of  the  body ;  it  is  not  therefore  not 
of  the  body.    If  the  whole  body  were  an  eye,  lY 
where  were  the  hearing  ?   If  the  whole  were  ' 
hearingi  where  were  the  smelling? 

Bnt  now  Gk>d  has  set  the  members  each  one  IS 
of  them  in  the  body,  as  it  pleased  him.    And  if  19 
they  were  all  one  member,  where  were  the 
body?    But  now  there  are  'many  members,  bnt  20 
one  body.    And  the  eye  cannot  say  to  the  hand,  21 
I  have  no  need  of  thee ;  nor  again  the  head  to 
tlie  feet,  I  have  no  need  of  yon.    Nay,  much  22 
more  those  members  of  the  body,  which  seem 
to  be  more  feeble,  are  necessary;    and  those  23 
which  we  think  to  be  less  honorable  parts  of  the 
body,  on  these  we  bestow  more  abundant  honor ; 
and  onr  nnoomely  parts  have  more  abundant 
comeliness.     And  our  comely  parts  have  uo  24 
need;  but  God  attempered  the  body  together, 
giving  more  abundant  honor  to  that  which  lack^ 
ed;  that  there  maybe  no  division  in  the  body,  25 
but  that  the  members  should  have  the  same  care 
one  for  another.  And  whether  one  member  suf-  2G 
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f^  all  the  memb^s  stiffer  with  it;  or  one 
member  is  honored,  all  the  members  rejoice 
with  it. 

87  Now  ye  are  the  body  of  Christ,  and  mem- 

88  bers  each  one.  And  God  has  set  some  in 
the  chnrch,  first  apostles,  secondly  prophets, 
thirdly  teachers,  after  that  miracles,  then  gifts 
of  healings,  helps,  governings,   diversities   of 

29  tongues.  Are  all  apostles  ?  Are  all  prophets  9 
Are  all  teachers?    Are  all  workers  of  miracles  ? 

80  Eaye  all  gifts  of  healings  ?    Do  all  speak  with 

81  tongues  ?  Do  all  interpret  ?  But  desire  earnest* 
ly  the  greater  gifts ;  and  moreover,  I  show  to 
to  yon  a  most  excellent  way. 

1  Xni.  Thoijoh  I  speak  with  the  tongnes  of 
men  and  of  angels,  and  have  not  love,  I  am  be- 
come as  sounding  brass,  or  a  tinkling  cymbaL 

2  And  though  1  have  the  gift  of  prophecy,  and  un- 
derstand all  mysteries,  and  all  knowledge ;  and 
thotigh  I  have  all  faith,  so  as  to  remove  moun- 

8  tains,  and  have  not  love,  I  am  nothing.  And 
though  I  bestow  all  my  goods  in  food,  and  though 
I  give  up  my  body  that  I  may  be  burned,  and 
have  not  love,  it  profits  me  nothing. 

4      Love  suffers  long,  is  kind ;  love  envies  not ; 

0  love  vannts  not  itself^  is  not  puffed  up,  does  not 
behave  itself  unseemly,  seeks  not  its  own,  is  not 

6  easily  proroked,  imputes  no  evil;  rejoices  not  at 
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nnrighteoiiBness,  but  rejoices  with  the  trath ;  bears   7 
all  things,  believes  all  things,  hopes  all  things, 
endures  all  things.  Lore  never  fails ;  bnt  whether    8 
there  are  prophesyings,  they  shall  be  done  away ; 
whether  tongues,   they  shall   cease;  whether  * 
knowledge,  it  shall  be  done  away.  For  we  know    9 
in  part,  and  we  prophesy  in  part.    Bnt  when  10 
that  which  is  perfect  is  come,  then  that  which  is 
in  part  shall  be  done  away. 

When  I  was  a  child,  I  spake  as  a  child,  I  11 
thought  as  a  child,  I  reasoned  as  a  child ;  but 
now  that  I  am  become  a  man,  I  have  done  away 
the  things  of  the  child.  Fo^  we  see  now  in  a  12 
mirror,  obscurely ;  but  then  face  to  face.  Now 
I  know  in  part ;  but  then  I  shall  know  fully,  even 
as  I  also  am  fully  known. 

And  now  remain  faith,  hope,  love,  these  three ;  13 
and  the  greatest  of  these  is  love. 

XrV,    PuRSUii  after  love ;  and  desire  earnest-    1 
ly  the  spiritual  gifts,  but  rather  that  ye  may 
prophesy.    For  he  that  speaks  in  an  unknown    2 
tongue  speaks  not  to  men,  but  to  God;  for  no 
one  understands ;  but  in  spirit  he  speaks  myste- 
ries.   But  he  that  prophesies  speaks  to  men,  ed-    S 
ification,  and  exhortation,  and  comfort.    He  that    4' 
■peaks  in  an  unknown  tongue  edifies  himself; 
but  he  that  prophesies  edifies  the  ohureh, 

I  would  that  ye  should  all  speak  with  tongues,    6 
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bat  rather  that  ye  should  prophesy ;  for,  greater 
ia.he  that  prophesies  than  he  that  speabi  with 
toDguee,  ezoept  he  interpret^  that  the  church 
may  receive  edification. 

6  Bnt  BoWy  brethren,  if  I  come  to  yon  speiJdng 
with  tongues,  what  shall  I  profit  you,  exc€S>t  I 
shall  speak  to  you  either  in  reyelation,  or  in 
knowledge,  or  in  propheoyl^gi  or  in  teaching? 

7  An4  things  without  life  giving  sound,  whether 
pipe  or  harp,  yet  if  they  give  no  dlstinctipn  in  the 
sounds,  how  shell  that  be  known  which  is  piped 

8  or  harped?    For  if  a  trumpet  give  an,  uncertain 

9  sound,  who  shall  prepare  himself  for  battle  ?  So 
also  ye,  if  ye  utter  not  by  the  tongue  words  e^y 
understood,  how  shall  that  be  known  which  is 
spoken  ?    For  ye  will  be  speakmg  into  the  air. 

10  There  are,  it  may  be,  so  ma^y  kinds  of 
voices  in  the  world,  and  none  is  without  sig- 

11  nification.  If  then  I  know  not  the  meaning 
of  the  voice,  I  shall  be  to  him  that  speaks  a 
barbarian,  and  he  that  speaks  a  barbarian  to 

12  me.  So  also  ye,  since  ye  are  zealous  of  spiritr 
ual  gift9,  seek  that  ye  may  abound  in  them  to 
the  edification  of  the  church. 

18      Wherefore  let  him  that  speaks  in  an  unknown 

14  tongue  pray  that  he  may  interpret.  For  if  I 
pray  in  an  unknown  tongue,  my  spirit  prays,  but 

15  my  understanding  is  unfruitful.  What  then  ?  I 
will  pray  with  the  spirit,  and  I  wiU  pray  with 
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^b»  nnderstsading  also ;  I  will  smg  wiUi  the 
i^irit,  and  I  will  sing  wiiih  the  understanding 
also.  Else,  if  thon  ahalt  bless  with  the  spirit,  16 
how  shall  he  that  occnpies  the  place  of  the  nn- 
learned  say  the  Amen  at  thy  giving  of  thanks, 
since  he  knows  not  what  thou  sayest?  For  thou  17 
indeed  givest  thanks  well,  but  the  other  is  not 
edified. 

X  thank  God,  I  speak  with  tongues  more  than  18 
ye  aJL    Yet  in  the  church  I  would  rather  speak  19 
fiye  words  with  my  understanding,  that  I  may 
also  teach  others,  than  ten  thousand  words  in 
an  unknown  tongue. 

Brethren,  be  not  children  in  your  understand-  20 
ings;  but  in  malice  be  as  children,  but  in  your 
understandings  be  men. 

In  the  law  it  is  written :  With  men  of  other  21 
tongues,  and  with  strange  lips,  will  I  speak  to 
this  people ;  and  yet  for  all  that  they  will  not 
hear  me,  saith  the  Lord.  So  that  the  tongues  23:: 
are  for  a  sign,  not  to  them  that  believe,  but  to 
the  unbelieving;  but  prophesying  is  not  for  the 
unbelieving,  but  for  them  that  believe. 

If  therefore  the  whole  church  is  come  together  %^ 
into  one  place,  and  all  speak  with  tongues,  and 
there  come  in  those  that  are  unlearned,  or  unbe- 
lievers, will  they  not  say  that  ye  are  mad?  But  24 
if  all  prophesy,  and  there  come  in  one  that  is  an 
unbeliever,  or  imlearned,  he  is  convicted  bj  all,. 
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*20  he  is  Judged  by  all.  The  secrets  of  his  heart  are 
made  manifest;  and  so  falling  down  on  his  face 
he  will  worship  God,  and  report  that  Qod.  is  In 
tmth  among  yon. 

26  How  is  it  then,  brethren  ?  When  ye  come  to- 
gether, each  of  yon  has  a  psahn,  has  a  doctrine, 
has  a  tongne,  has  a  rerctlation,  has  an  interpreta- 

27  tion.  Let  all  things  be  done  to  edification.  If 
any  one  speaks  in  an  unknown  tongue,  let  it  be 
by  two,  or  at  the  most  by  three,  and  in  turn; 

28  and  let  one  interpret.  But  if  there  be  no  inter- 
pi^eter,  let  him  keep  silence  in  the  church ;  and 
let  him  speak  to  himself,  and  to  God. 

29  And  of  prophets,  let  two  or  three  speak,  and 

80  the  others  judge.  But  if  a  revelation  be  made  to 
another  sitting  by,  let  the  first  hold  his  peace. 

81  For  ye  can  all  prophesy  one  by  one,  that  all  may 

82  learn,  and  all  be  comforted.    And  the  spirits  of 
88  tHe  prophets  are  subject  to  the  prophets.    For 

God  is  not  a  Qod  of  conftision,  but  of  peace,  as 
in  all  churches  of  the  saints. 

84  Let  your  women  keep  silence  in  the  churches ; 
for  it  is  not  permitted  to  them  to  speak,  but  they 

<86  are  to  be  in  subjection,  as  the  law  also  says.  And 
if  they  wish  to  learn  anything,  let  them  ask  their 
husbands  at  home ;  for  it  is  a  shame  for  a  wo- 
man to  speak  in  the  church. 
3      Did  the  word  of  God  come  forth  from  yon? 

87  Or  came  it  nnto  you  alone?    If  any  one  thinks 
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himself  to  be  a  prophet^  <Mr  Bpiritnal,  let  him  ac- 
knowledge that  the  things  that  I  write  to  70a 
are  the  Lord's  commandments.    But  if  any  one  88 
is  ignorant,  let  him  be  ignorant.     Wherefore,  89 
brethren,  desire  earnestly  the  gift  of  prophecy, 
and  forbid  not  to  speak  with  tongnes.    But  let  40 
all  things  be  done  decently  and  in  order. 

XY.    AsD  I  make  known  to  yon,  brethren,    1 
the  gospel  which  I  preached  to  yon,  which  also 
ye  received,  in  which  also  ye  stand ;  through    2 
which  also  ye  are  saved,  if  ye  hold  fast  the  word 
with  which  I  preached  to  yon,  unless  ye  believed 
in  vain. 

Por  I  delivered  to  yon  first  of  all  what  I  also    8 
received,  that  Ohrist  died  for  onr  sins  according 
to  the  Scriptures ;  and  that  he  was  buried,  and    4 
that  he  has  risen  the  third  day  according  to  the 
Scriptures ;  and  that  he  appeared  to  Cephas,  then    5 
to  the  twelve ;  after  that,  he  appeared  to  above    6 
five  liundred  brethren  at  once ;  of  whom  the 
greater  part  remain  until  now,  but  some  are  fall- 
en asleep.    After  that,  he  appeared  to  James;    7 
then  to  all  the  apostles.    And  last  of  all  he  ap-    8 
peared  to  me  iJso,  as  the  one  bom  out  of  due 
time.    Tor  I  am  the  least  of  the  apostles,  who    9 
am  not  worthy  to  be  called  an  apostle,  because  I 
persecuted  the  church  of  God.  But  by  the  grace  10 
of  God  I  am  what  I  am ;  and  his  grace  which 
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iras  bestoired  upon  me  was  not  in  yam ;  bnt  I 
labored  more  abimdantlj  than  they  sSi;  jet  not 
I,  bat  the  grace  of  God  which  was  wit^  me. 

11  Therefore  wheth*  it  were  I  or  tiiey,  so  we 
preach,  and  so  ye  belieyed. 

IIS      Kow  if  Cfhrist  is  preached  that  he  has  risen 

from  the  dead,  how  say  some  among  yon  that  I 

18  there  is  no  resurrection  of  the  dead?    Bat  if  | 

there  is  no  resarreotion  of  the  dead,  Ihen  neith- 

14  er  has  Ohrist  risen ;  and  if  Christ  has  not  ris^ 
then  is  ear  preaching  vMn,  imd  vain  also  yoor 

16  &ith.  And  we  are  also  fbnnd  fliilse  witnesses  of 
God :  becanse  we  testified  of  God  that  he  raised 
np  Christ ;  whom  he  raised  not,  if  it  be  so  that 

16  the  -dead  rise  not.    For  if  the  dead  rise  not, 

17  neither  has  Christ  risen ;  and  if  Christ  has  not 
risen,  yoar  fiuth  is  vain;  ye  aire  yet  in  yoar  sins. 

18  Then  also  they  who  have  fallen  asleep  id  Christ 

19  have  perished.  If  in  this  life  only  we  have  hoj)© 
in  Christ,  we  are  c^  all  men  most  miserable. 

20  Bat  now  Christ  has  risen  from  the  dead,  the 

21  firstfri^ts  of  them  that  sleep.  For  since  by  maa 
came  death,  by  man  came  also  the  resarreotion 

22  of  the  dead.    For  as  in  Adam  all  die,  so  also  in 
28  Christ  shidl  all  be  made  alive.    Bat  each  in  hia 

own  order ;  Christ  the  firstfraits ;  iJPterward  they 

24  that  are  C^irist^s  at  his  coming.   Then  comes  the 

end,  when  he  delivers  ap  the  kingdom  to  Gk>d, 

tibie  Father;  when  he  shall  have ^one  away  all 
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rnle,  and  all  anthority  and  pow6r.    For  he  must  26 
reign,  till  he  has  pnt  all  enemies  under  his  feet. 
As  the  last  enemj,  Death  shall  he  done  away.  26 
For  he  subjected  all  things  nmder  his  feet.    But  27 
when  he  says,  All  things  are  subjected,  it  is 
manifest  that  he  is  excepted,  who  subjected  all 
things  to  him.    And  when  all  things  shall  be  28 
subjected  to  him,  then  shall  also  the  Son  him- 
self be  subject  to  him  who  subjected  £dl  things 
to  him,  that  God  may  be  all  in  all. 

Else  what  shall  they  do  who  are  immersed  for  29 
the  dead  ?    If  the  dead  rise  not  at  all,  why  are 
ihey  then  inunersed  for  them?  Why  also  are  we  80 
in  peril  every  hour?  .1  protest  by  my  glorying  81 
in  you,  which  I  have  in  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord,  I 
die  daily.    If  after  the  manner  of  men  I  fought  82 
with  wild-  beasts  at  Ephesus,  what  is  the  profit 
to  me,  if  the  dead  rise  not?    Let  us  eat  and 
drink ;  for  to-morrow  we  die. 

Be  not  deceived ;  evil  communications  corrupt  83 
good  manners.  Awake  to  righteousness,  and  sin  84 
not ;  for  some  have  not  the  knowledge  of  God. 
I  say  it  to  your  shame. 

But  some  one  will  say :  How  do  the  dead  rise  ?  85 
And  with  what  kind  of  body  do  they  come? 
Thou  fool,  that  which  thou  sowest  is  not  quick-  86 
ened,  except  it  die ;  and  what  thou  sowest,  not  87 
the  body  that  shall  be  sowest  thou,  but  bare 
grain,  perchance  of  wheat,  or  of  some  other 
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88  grain.  Bat  God  gives  it  a  body  as  it  pleased 
him,  and  to  each  of  the  seeds  its  own  body. 

88  All  flesh  is  not  the  same  flesh;  bvt  there  w 
one  flesh  of  men,  another  fleidi  oi  beasts,  anotiiier 

40  of  flshes,  another  of  birds.    There  are  also  hea'F- 
,enly  bodies,  and  earliily  bodies;  bnt  the  glof7 

of  the  heavenly  is  one,  and  that  of  the  earthly  is 

41  another.  There  is  one  glory  of  the  son,  and  an- 
other glory  of  the  moon,  and  another  glory  of 
the  stars ;  for  star  ^£Eers  from  star  in  glory. 

48      So  also  is  the  resurrection  of  the  dead.    It  is 

48  sown  in  eorrnption,  it  rises  in  inoorruption.    It 

is  sown  in  dishonor,  it  rises  in  glory.    It  is  sown 

44  in  weakness,  it  rises  in  power.  It  is  sown  a  nat- 
ural body,  it  rises  a  spiritual  body. 

If  there  is  a  natural  body,  there  is  also  a  spir- 

45  itnal.  So  also  it  is  written :  The  first  man  Adam 
was  made  a  living  soul ;  the  last  Adam  a  life- 

46  giving  spirit.    Bat  the  spiritual  is  not  first,  bnt 

47  the  natural ;  and  afterward  the  spiritual.  The 
first  man  was  of  the  earth,  earthy;  the  second 

48  man  is  from  heaven.  As  was  the  earthy,  suoh 
are  they  also  that  are  earthy ;  and  as  is  the  hea- 

49  venly,  such  are  they  also  that  are  heavenly.  And 
as  we  bore  the  image  of  the  earthy,  we  shall 
also  bear  the  image  of  the  heavenly. 

50  And  this  I  say,  brethren,  that  flesh  and  blood 
cannot  inherit  the  kingdom  of  God ;  nor  does 

51  corruption  inherit  inoorruption.    Behold,  I  tall 
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yod  a  mjeieff,    We  shall  not  all  sleepj  but  we 
shall  all  be  changed,  in  a  moment,  in  the  twink-  52 
ling  of  an  eje,  at  the  last  trmnp ;  for  the  tnm^ 
pet  shall  sound,  and. the  dead  shall  be  raised  in- 
corrnptihle,  and  we  shall  be  changed.    For  this  58 
corruptible  mnst  put  on  incorruption,  and  this 
mortal  mnst  put  on  immortality.    So  when  this  54 
coxrnptible  shall  have  put  on  incorruption,  and 
this  mortal  shall  have  put  on  immortality,  then 
shall  be  brought  to  pass  the  saying  that  is  writ- 
ten :  Death  is  swallowed  up  in  victory.   0  death,  55 
where  is  thy  sting?    0  death,  where  is  thy  vic- 
tory ?  The  sting  of  death  is  sin ;  and  the  strength  56 
of  sin  is  the  law.    But  thanks  be  to  God,  who  57 
gives  us  the  victory,  through  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ. 

Therefore,  my  beloved  brethren,  be  steadfast,  58 
immovable,  always  abounding  in  the  work  of 
the  Lord,  knowing  ihat  your  labor  is  not  in  vain 
HI  the  Lord. 

X VL    Kow  concerning  the  collection  for  the    1 
saints,  as  I  gave  order  to  the  churches  of  Galatia,    '' 
BO  also  do  ye.  On  each  first  day  of  the  week,  let    2 
every  one  of  you  lay  by  him  in  store,  according 
as  he  is  prospered,  that  there  may  be  no  collec- 
tions when  I  come.    And  when  I  come,  whom-    8 
soever  ye  shall  apiwove,  them  will  I  send  with 
letters  to  carry  your  benefaction  to  Jerusalem. 
Ml 
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4  And  if  it  be  meet  that  I  go  also,  they  shall  go 

with  me. 
5f    Now  I  will  come  to  yon,  when  I  ^all  pass 

through  Macedonia.    For  I  pass  through  Mace- 

6  donia ;  and  it  may  be  that  I  will  remain,  or  even 
pass  the  winter  with  yon,  that  ye  may  bring  me 

7  on  my  jonrney  whithersoever  I  go.  For  I  wisli 
not  to  see  yon  now,  in  passing ;  for  I  hope  to 
tarry  some  time  with  yon,  if  the  Lord  permit. 

8  Bnt  I  shall  tarry  at  Ephesns  nntil  the  Pentecost, 

9  For  a  great  and  effectnal  door  is  open  to  me,  and 
there  are  many  adversaries. 

10  Now  if  Timothy  come,  see  that  he  maybe 
with  yon  withont  fear ;  for  he  works  the  work 

11  of  the  Lord,  as  I  also  do.  Let  no  one  therefore 
despise  him ;  bnt  send  him  forward  in  peace,  that 
he  may  come  to  me ;  for  I  look  for  him  with  the 
brethren. 

12  And  concerning  ApoUos  the  brother,  I  be- 
songht  him  mnch  to  come  to*  yon  with  the  breth- 
ren ;  and  it  was  not  at  all  his  will  to  come  at 
this  time,  bnt  he  will  come  when  he  shall  have  a 
convenient  time. 

13  Watch,  stand  fast  in  the  faith,  acqnit  yon  like 

14  men,  be  strong.  Let  all  yonr  acts  be  done  in 
love. 

15  Now  I  beseech  yon,  brethren,  (ye  know  the 
honse  of  Stephanas,  that  it  is  the  firstfrnits  of 
Achaia,  and  that  they  devoted  themselves  to  the 
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service  of  the  saihts,)  that  ye  also  snbmit  yonr-  16 
selves  to  sach,  and  to  everyone  that  works  with 
ns,  and  labors. 

I  am  glad  of  the  coming  of  Stephanas  and  17 
Fortnnatns  and  Aohaicos ;  for  what  was  lacking 
on  yonr  part  they  supplied.  For  they  refreshed  my  18 
spirit  and  years;  therefore  acknowledge  them 
that  are  sach. 

The  charches  of  Asia  salate  yoa.  19 

Aqaila  and  Pfiscilla  salate  yoa  mach  in  the 
Lord,  with  the  church  that  is  in  their  house. 
All  the  brethren  salute  you.    Salute  one  another  20 
with  a  holy  kiss. 

The  salutation  of  me  Paul  with  my  own  21 
hand. 

If  any  one  loves  not'  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  let  22 
him  be  accursed.    The  Lord  cometh  I 

The  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  be  with  2S 
you.    My  love  be  with  you  all  in  Christ  Jesus. 
Amen. 
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Paul,  an  apostle  of  Jesus  Christ  by  the  will  of 
Qocl,  and  l^mothy  the  brother,  to  the  church  of 
God  which  is  at  Corinth,  with  all  the  saints  who 
are  in  all  Achaia.  Grace  to  you  and  peace  from

Blessed  be  God,  the  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  the  Father  of  mercies,  and  the  God  of  all 
consolation ;  who  consoles  us  in  all  our  affliction, 
th^t  we  may  be  able  to  console  them  who  are  in 
any  affliction,  by  the  consolation  wherewith  we 
ourselves  are  consoled  by  Gk>d.  Because,  as  the 
sufferings  of  Christ  abound  toward  us,  so 
through  Christ  abounds  also  our  consolation. 

But  whether  we  are  afflicted,  it  is  for  your 
consolation  and  salvation,  which  is  effective  in 
the  endurance  of  the  same  sufferings  which  we 
a]8o  suffer ;  or  whether  we  are  consoled,  it  is  for 
TOUT  consolation  and  salvation.

8  For  we  would  not,  brethren,  have  yon  igno- 
rant of  our  afflicti<Hi  which  befell  us  in  Asia, 
that  we  were  exceedingly  oppressed,  above  our 

9  strength,  so  that  we  despaired  even  of  life.  Yea, 
we  ourselves  have  had  in  ourselves  the  sentence 
of  death,  that  we  should  not  trust  in  ourselves, 

10  but  in  God  who  raises  the  dead ;  who  delivered 
us  from  so  great  a  death,  and  does  deliver ;  in 

11  whom  we  trust  that  he  will  Mdll  delivers  ye  also 
helping  together  on  our  behalf  by  your  sap- 
plioation,  that  for  the  mercy  bestowed  on  us 
through  many  persons,  thanks  may  be  given  by 
many  on  our  behalf. 

12  For  our  glorying  is  this,  the  testimony  of  our 
conscience,  that  in  simplicity  and  godly  sincerity, 
not.*with  fleshly  wisdom,  but  by  the  grace  of 
Qod,  did  w«  deport  ourselves  in  the  w<»*ld,  and 

18  more  abundantly  toward  yon.  For  we  write  no 
other  things  to  you,  than  what  ye  read  or  even 
acknowledge,  and  I  trust  ye  will  acknowledge 

14  even  to  the  end ;  as  also  ye  did  acknowledge  us 
in  part,  that  we  are  your  glorying,  even  as  ye  also 
are  ours  in  the  day  of  the  Lord  Jesus. 

15  And  in  this  confidence  I  was  desirous  to  coma 
to  you  before,  that  ye  ought  have  a  second  bene* 

1$  fit;  and  to  pass  by  yon  into  Macedonia,  and  frona 
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MMedoniA  to  oome  Again  to  yon,  and  hj  yoic  to 
be  brought  on  my  way  to  Jndea.    When  there-  17 
fore  I  purposed  this,  did  I  act  with  levity  ?    Or 
the  things  that  I  pnipose,  do  I  purpose  according 
to  the  flesh,  that  with  me  there  should  he  the 
yea,  yea,  and  the  nay,  nay  ?    But  God  is  faithfol,  18 
oiir  word  to  you  is  not  yea  and  nay.  Tor  the  19 
fion  of  God,  Jesus  Ohrist,  who  was  preached 
among  you  by  us,  by  me  and  Silvanus  and.Timo- 
thy,^a8  not  made  yea  and  nay,  but  has  been 
made  yea  in  him.    Por  however  many  are  the  20 
promises  of  God,  in  him  is  the  yea,  and  in  him  the 
Amen,  to  the  glory  of  God  through  us.    Now  he  21 
who  estahHshes.  us  with  you  in  Christ,  and  an- 
ointed us,  is  God ;  he  who  also  sealed  us,  and  22 
gave  the  earnest  of  the  Spirit  in  our  hearts. 

But  I  invoke  God  for  a  witness  upon  my  soul,  28 
that  to  spare  you  I  came  not  yet  to  Oorinth. 
Kot  that  we  have  dominion  over  your  fai^h,  but  24 
arehelpers  of  your  joy ;  for  in  faith  ye  sftand  &fit. 

n.    And  I  detormined  this  with  myself,,  that    1 
I  would  not  come  again  to  you  in  sorrow.    For    2 
if  I  make  you  sorry,  who  Ihen  is  he  that  makes 
me  glad,  but  the  same  who  is  made  sorry  by  me  ? 
And  I  wrote  this  same  thing  to  you,  that  I  might    8 
not,  when  I  came,  have  sorrow  from  them  of 
wh<»n  I  ought  to  have  joy ;  having  confidence  in 
yon  all,  that  my  joy  is  tiie  joy  of  you  all.    For  A 
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oat  of  much  afflictioii  and  anguish  of  heart  I 
wrote  to  jon,  with  many  tears;  not  that  ye 
might  have  sorrow,  bat  that  ye  might  know  the 
love  which  I  have  more  abondantly  toward  yoa. 
6  Bat  if  any  has  oaosed  sorrow,  he  has  not 
oaased  sorrow  to  me,  bat  in  part  (that  I  be  not 

6  too  sevei^  on  him)  to  yon  all.  8afficient  for  sach  a 
one  is  this  panishment,  which  was  inflicted  by  the 

7  many.  So  that,  on  the  contrary,  ye  oaght  rather 
to  forgive  and  console  him,  lest  perhaps  snch  a 
one  shoald  be'  swallowed  ap  with  OTermach  sor* 

8  row.  Wherefore  I  beseech  yoa  to  confirm  yoor 
love  toward  him. 

9  For  to  this  end  also  I  wrote,  that  I  might  know 
the  proof  of  you,  whether  ye  are  obedient  in  all 

10  things.    To  whom  ye  forgive  anything,  I  forgive 
also;  for  what  I  have  forgiven,  if  I  have  forgiven 
anything,  for  ypar  sakes  I  forgave  it  in  the  per- 
il son  <2f  Ohrist,  that  no  advantage  might  be  gain- 
ed over  as  by  Satan ;  for  we  are  not  ignorant  of 
his  devices. 
12      And  when  I  came  to  Troas  to  preach  the  gos- 
pel of  Ohrist,  and  a  door  was  opened' to  me  in 
18  the  Lord,  I  had  no  rest  in  my  spirit,  becanse  I 
foand  not  Titos  my  brother;  but  taking  leave  ot 
14  them,  I  went  forth  into  Macedonia.    Bat  thanks 
be  to  Ood,  who  always  canses  as  to  triamph  in. 
Christ,  and  makes  manifest  by  as  in  every  plaoe 
10  the  savor  of  the  knowledge  of  him.    Becanse  we 
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are  to  God  a  sweet  savor  of  Ohrist,  in  those  who 
are  saved,  and  in  those  who  perish ;  to  the  one  16 
a  savor  of  death  nnto  death,  to  the  other  a  savor 
of  life  nnto  life.  And  who  is  sufficient  for  these 
things?  For  we  are  not  as  the  many,  corrupting  17 
the  word  of  God ;  but  as  of  sincerity,  but  as  of 
Gk>d,  in  the  sight  of  God  speak  we  in  Ohrist. 

m.    Do  we  agidn  begin  to  conunend  our-    1 
selves?    Or  need  we,  as  some,  epistles  of  com- 
mendation to  yon,  or  of  commendation   from 
yon  ?    Ye  are  oar  epistle,  written  in  onr  hearts,    2 
known  and  read  by  all  men ;  being  made  mani-    8 
fest  that  ye  are  an  epistle  of  Christ  ministered 
by  ns,  written  not  with  ink,  but  with  the  Spirit 
of  the  living  God ;  not  in  tablets  of  stone,  but  in 
fleshly  tablets  of  the  heart 

And  such  confidence  have  we  through  Ohrist   4 
toward  God.    Not  that  we  are  sufficient  of  our-    6 
selves  to  think  anything  as  of  ourselves ;  but  our 
sufficiency  is  of  God ;  who  also  made  us'  suffi-    6 
cient  as  ministers  of  a  new  covenant;  not  of 
the  letter,  but  of  the  spirit ;  for  the  letter  kills, 
.but  the  spirit  gives  life. 

But  if  the  ministration  of  death,  in  the  letter,    7 
engraven  in  stones,  was  glorious,  so  that  the 
children  of  Israel  could  not  look  steadfastly  on 
the  face  of  Moses  for  the  glory  of  his  counte- 
nance, which  glory  was  to  be  done  away ;  how    8 
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BhAll  not  the  miiustratioa  of  the  spirit  he  more 

9  glorious?  For^if  the  mixxistration  of  coD4emn&« 
tion  be  glory,  mnck  more  does  the  ministratioii 

10  of  righteousness  aboimd  in  ^ory.  For  even  that: 
whioh  was  made  glorious  has  no  glorjrin  tMa: 

11  respect,  on  acconntof  the  glory  that  exoels.  Eor  - 
if  that  whieh  is  done  away  was  gloriousi  mueh 
more  that  whioh  abides  is  glorious. 

Id     Haying  therefore  snoh :  hope,  we  nse  great 

13  plainness  of  speech ;  and  not  as  Moses  pat  a  Tail 
over  his  faee,  that  the  children  of  Israel  might, 
not  steadfastly  look  on  the  end  of  that  which  was 

14  to  be  done  away.  But  their  undwstandizi^  were 
hardened ;  for  until  this  day  the  same  vail  on  tho 
reading  of  the  old  covenant  remains,  not  being 
taken  away ;  which  vaU  is  done  away  in  Christ, 

15  But  even  uuto  this  day,  when  Moses  is  read,  a  vail 

16  lies  upon  their  heart.  But  whenever  it  turns  to 
the  Lord,  the  vail  is  taken  away. 

17  Kowthe  Lord  is  the  Spirit;  and  where  the 

18  Spirit  of  the  Lord  is,  there  is  liberty.  But  we 
all,  with  t^nvailed  face  beholding  in  a  mirror  the 
glory  of  the  Lord,  are  transformed  into  the  same 
image  from  glory  to  glory,  as  by  the  Spirit  of  the 
Lord. 

rV.     Thebefokb,  having  this  ministry,  as  we 

V.  H.  ar^  because  it  is  done  away  in  Christ 
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received  mercy,  we  faint  not.    But  we  renounc-    2 
ed  thethidden  things  of  sliame,  not  walking 
in  craftiness,  nor  falsifying  the  wo^d  of  God ; 
but,  by  the  manifestation  of  the  truth,  commend- 
ing ourselves  to  every  man's  conscience  in  the 
flight  of  God.    But  if  our  gospel  is  vailed,  it  is    8 
vailed  in  those  who  perish ;  in  whom  the  god    4 
of  this  world  blinded  the  understandings  of  the 
unbelieving,  that  they  should  not  discern  the 
light  of  the  gospel  of  the  glory  of  Christ,  who 
is  the  image  of  God,    For  we  preach  not  our-    5 
selves,  but  Christ  Jesus  as  Lord ;  and  ourselves 
as  your  servants  for  Jesus'  sake.     Because  it    6 
is  God,  who  commands  light  to  shine  out  of 
darkness;  who  shined  in  our  hearts,  to  give  the 
light  of  the  knowledge  of  the  glory  of  God  in  the  ^ 
face  of  Christ. 

But  we^havfe  this  treasure  in  earthen  vessels,    7 
that  the  exceeding  greatness  of  the  power  may 
be  God's,  and  not  of  us ;  being  pressed  iii  every    8 
way,  yet  not  straitened ;  perplexed,  yet  not  de- 
spairing;   persecuted,   yet  not  forsaken;    cast    9 
down,  yet  not  destroyed ;  always  bearing  about  10 
in  the  body  the  dying  of  Jesus,  that  also  the  life 
of  Jesus  might  be  made  manifest  in  our  body. 
For  we  who  live  are  always  delivered  to  death  11 

y.  4.  Or,  that  the  light  of  the  gospel  of  thegloiyof 
Christ,  who  is  God^  image,  should  not  shine 
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fbr  Jesus'  sake,  that  the  life  also  of  Jesas  might 

15  be  made  manifest  in  onr  mortal  flesh,  ^o  that- 
death  works  in  ns,  bat  life  in  jou. 

18  Bnt  baring  the  same  spirit  of  faith,  according 
to  what  is  written,  I  believed,  therefore  did 
I  speak,  we  also  belieye,  therefore  also  speak ; 

14  knowing  tiutt  he  who  raised  up  the  Lord  Jesus 
shall  raise  up  us  also  with  Jesus,  and  shall  pre- 

16  sent  Us  with  you.  For  all  things  are  for  your 
sakes;  that  the  grace,  abounding  through  the 
greater  number,  might  make  the  thanksgiving 
more  abundant,  to  the  glory  of  God. 

16  For  which  cause  we  faint  not ;  but  though  our 
outward  man  perishes,  yet  the  inward  man  la 

17  renewed  day  by  day.  For  our  light  affliction, 
which  is  but  for  a  moment,  works  out  for  us  a 
far  more  exceeding,  an  eternal  weight  of  glory ; 

18  while  we  look  not  at  the  things  which  are  seen, 
but  at  the  things  which  are  not  seen ;  for  the 
things  which  are  seen  are  temporal,  but  the 
things  which  are  not  seen  are  eternal. 

1  V.  Fob  we  know  that,  if  our  oarthly  house 
of  the  tabernacle  were  dissolved,  we  have  a 
building  of  God,  a  house  not  made  with  hands, 

2  eternal  in  the  heavens.  For  in  this  we  groan, 
longing  to  be  clothed  upon  with  our  house  which 

y.  1.  Of  the  tabernacle ;  that  is,  of  the  body 
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IS  from  heaven;  seeing  thai  we  shall  be  found    S 
dothed,  ^ot  naked.    Por  we  that  are  in  the  ta-    4 
bernaole  groan,  being  burdened ;  in  that  we  do 
not  desire  to  be  unclothed,  but  to  be  dothed 
upon,  that  what  is  mortal  might  be  swallowed 
up  by  life. 

Now  he  who  has  wrought  us  out  for  this  verj    0 
thing  is  God,  who  also  gave  to  us  the  earnest  of 
the  Spirit  Being  therefore  always  confident,  and    0 
knowing  that  while  at  home  in  the  body  we  are 
absent  from  the  Lord  (for  we  walk  by  faith,  not    7 
by  sight,)  we  are  confident,  and  ore  well  pleased    8 
rather  to  leave  our  home  in  the  body,  and  to  be 
at  home  with  the  Lord. 

Wherefore  we  also  strive,  that,  whether  pre**    9 
ent  or  absent,  we  may  be  well  pleasing  to  him* 
For  we  must  all  be  made  manifest  before  the  10 
judgment  seat  of  Ohrist;  that  each  one  may  re* 
eeive  the  things  done  in  the  body,  according  to 
the  things  which  he  did,  whether  good  or  bad. 

Knowing  therefore  the  fear  of  the  Lord,  we  11 
persuade  men;  but  to  God  we  have  been  made 
manifest,  and  I  hope  that  we  have  been  made 
manifest  also  in  your  consciences.  For  we  are  12 
not  again  commending  ourselves  to  you,  but  glv* 
ing  yon  occasion  of  glorying  on  our  behalf,  that 
ye  may  have  somewhat  to  answer  them  who 

Y.  8.  or,  If  indeed  we  shall  be  (band  elotbed,  not  naked 
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18  glory  in  appearance  and  not  in  heart.  For 
whether  we  were  beside  oarseLyes,  it  was  for 
God ;  or  whether  we  are  of  sonnd  mind,  it  is  for 

14  yon.  For  the  love  of  Ohrist  constrains  ns;  be- 
cause we  thus  judged,  that  if  one  died  for  all, 

15  then  were  all  dead.  And  he  died  for  all,  that 
they  who  live  should  live  no  longer  to  them- 
selves, but  to  him  who  died  for  them,  and  rose 

16  again.  So  that  we  henceforth  know  no  one  ac- 
cording^ the  flesh;  and  if  also  we  have  known 
Christ  according  to  the  flesh,  yet  now  we  nolon- 

17  ger  know  him.  So  that  if  any  one  is  in  Christ,  he 
is  a  new  creature ;  the  old  things  passed  away ; 

18  behold,  all  things  have  become  new.  And  all 
things  are  of  God,  who  reconciled  us  to  himself 
through  Christ,  and  gave  to  us  the  ministry  of 

19  reconciliation ;  as  that  God  was  in  Christ  recon- 
ciling a  world  to  himself,  not  reckoning  to 
them  their  trespasses,  and  having  conmoiitted  to 
us  the  Vord  of  reconciliation. 

20  We  are  then  ambassadors  on  behalf  of  Christ, 
as  though  God  were  beseeching  by  us;  on  behalf 

21  of  Christ  we  pray,  Be  reconciled  to  God !  Him 
who  knew  not  sin  he  made  to  be  sii^  for  us,  that 
we  might  become  God^s  righteousness  in  him.

Now  18 
as  a  recompense  in  the  same  kind,  (I  speak  as  to 
my  children,)  be  ye  also  enlarged. 

Be  not  yoked  nnequally  with  unbelievers;  for  14 
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what  fellowfihip  has  righteousness  with  disobe- 
diwioe?    And  what  oommimion  has  li^twitli 

15  darkness?  And  what  concord  has  Christ  with 
Belial?    Or  what  part  has  a  believer  with  an 

16  nnbeliever?  And  what  agreement  has  the  temple 
of  God  with  idols?  For  ye  are  a  temple  of  the 
living  God;  as  God  said :  I  will  dwell  in  them, 
and  walk  among  them ;  and  I  will  be  their  God, 
and  thej  shall  be  my  people. 

17  Wherefore  come  out  from  among  them,  and  be 
separated,  saith  the  Lord,  and  touch  not  anything 

18  unclean ;  and  I  will  receive  you,  and  will  be  a 
Father  to  yon,  and  ye  shall  be  to  me  sons  and 
daughters,  saith  the  Lord  Almighty. 

1  Vn.  H  Avmo  therefore  these  promises,  dearly 
beloved,  let  us  cleanse  ourselves  from  every  pol-

2  Receive  us ;  we  wronged  no  one,  we  corrupted 
8  no  one,  we  defrauded  no  one.    I  say  it  not  for 

condemnation ;  for  I  have  before  said,  that  ye  are 
in  our  hearts,  to  die  together  and  to  live  together. 

4  Great  is  my  confidence  toward  you,  great  is  my 
^crying  on  account  of  you ;  I  am  fiUed  with  the 
consolation,  lam  made  to  abound  with  the  joy, 
in  all  our  affliction. 

0  For  indeed,  when  we  were  come  into  Mace* 
donia,  our  flesh  had  no  rest,  but  we  were  afflict-

ed  in  every  way ;  Irithout  were  fightings,  within 
were  fears.    Bat  God,  who  consoles  those  that    6 
are  oast  down,  consoled  us  hj  the  coming  of  Ti- 
tniif  and  not  by  his  condng  only,  but  also  by  the    7 
consolation  with  which  he  was  consoled  in  yon, 
when  he  told  ns  yonr^eamest  desire,  your  monm- 
ing,  yonr  zeal  for  me ;  so  that  I  rejoiced  the  more. 
Because,  though  I  made  you  sorry  with  the  let-    8 
ter,  I  do  not  regret  it,  though  I  did  regret  it ; 
for  I  perceive  that  that  letter  made  you  sorry, 
though  but  for  a  season.    !N'ow  I  rejoice,  not  that    0 
ye  were  made  sorry,  but  that  ye  were  made  sorry 
unto  repentance ;  for  ye  were  made  sorry  after  a 
godly  manner,  that  ye  might  in  nothing  receive 
harm  from  us.    For  godly  sorrow  works  repent-  10 
ance  unto  salvation,  not  to  be  regretted ;  but  the 
sorrow  of  the  world  works  out  death. 

For  behold  this  very  thing,  that  ye  were  made  11 
sorry  after  a  godly  manner,  what  earnestness  it 
wrought  in  you ;  yea,  what  clearing  of  your- 
selves; yea,  wl^at  indignation;  yea,  what  fear; 
yea,  what  longing  desire ;  yea,  what  zeal ;  yea, 
what  punishment  of  wrong  I  In  everything  .ye 
commended  yourselves  as  pure  in  the  matter. 
So  then,  though  I  wrote  to  you,  it  was  not  -on  12 
account  of  him  who  did  the  wrong,  nor  of  him 
who  suffered  wrong,  but  that  your  care  for  us 
inight  be  made  manifest  to  you  in  the  sight  of 
God« 
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18  For  this  da«se 'w^  were  Consoled  ;lnxt'k]ro«r 
ecmsolftlion,  we  rcjoioed  abuidantlj  more  at 
the  joy  of  Tltns,  becftnse  kis  spirit  has  beeiQ  re- 

14  freshed  bj  you  all.  Fi>rif  i&  aaytbing  I%ave 
boasted  to  him  of  yon,  I  was  not  made  asha- 
med; but  as  we  spake  >  all  things  to  yon  m 
truth,  so  also  onr  boasting  before  Titus  was  found 

15  to  be  truth.  And  his  twder  <ikffe<^on  is  more 
abundantly  toward  you,  while  he  xemembersthe 
obedienoe  of  you  all,  how  with  fear  and  trem- 
bling ye  received  him. 

16  I  rejoice  that  in  everything  I  hate  oonfidenoe 
in  you. 

1  Vlil.  And  we  make  known  to  you,  breth- 
ren, the  grace  of  God  which  has  been  bestowed 

2  on  the  churches  of  Macedonia;  that  in  much 
trial  of  affliction  was  the  abundance  of  their  joy, 
and  their  deep  poverty  abounded  to  the  riches 

8  of  their  liberality.  For  according  to  their  pow- 
er, I  bear  witness,  and  beyond  their  power,  they 

4  were  willing  of  themselves ;  with  much  entreaty 
beseeching  of  us  the  grace,  and  the  participation 

5  in  the  ministering  to  the  saints ;  and  not  as  we  ex- 
pected, but  themselves  they  gave  first  to  the  Lord, 

6  and  to  us  by  the  will  of  God.  So  that  we  ex- 
horted Tritus,  that  as  he  had  before  begun,  so  he 
would  also  finish  among  you  this  grace  also. 

y.  18.  or,  but  besides  our  consolatiou 
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Bnij  ad  in  evtirf^Mng  ye  abonnd,  in  &ith,  and    T 
utl^aaoe,  and  knowledge,  and  all  diligence,  and 
y&ax  lore  to  ns,  see  that  ye  abound  in  thb  grace 
ibo.    I  say  it  not  by  iray  of  command,  bnt    8 
through  the  forwardness  <tf  others  proving  also 
the  sincerity  of  yonr  love.    For  ye  know  the    9 
grace  of  onr  Lord  Jesns  Ohrist,  that,  though  he 
was  rich,  yet  for  your  sakes  he  became  poor,  that 
ye  through  his  poverty  might  be  rich.    And  I  10 
give  an  opinion  in  this  matter;  for  this  is  expe- 
dient for  you,  who  began  before  others,  not  on]^ 
to  do,  but  also  to  will,  a  year  ago.    And  now  per-  11 
form  the  doing  of  it  also ;  that  as  there  was  the 
readiness  to  will,  s6  there  may  be  ttie  perform- 
ance according  to  what  ye  have. 

For  if  there  be  first  the  willing  mind,  it  iis  ac-  12 
oepted  according  to  what  a  man  has,  not  accord- 
ing to  what  he  has  not.   For  it  is  not  that  others  13 
may  be  eased,  and  ye  burdened;  but,  by  the  14 
rule  of  equality,  at  this  present  time  your  abund- 
ance being  a  supply  for  their  want,  that  also  their 
abundance  may  be  a  supply  for  your  want,  that 
there  may  be  equality ;  as  it  is  written  f  He  that  15 
gathered  much  had  nothing  over,  and  he  that 
gathered  little  had  no  lack. 

But  thanks  be  to  God,  who  put  the  same  earn-  l6 
Ml  oare  for  you  into  the  heart  of  Titus.    For  17 
he  accepted  indeed  the  exhortation ;  but  being 
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Ycsj  jsealons,  he  went  to  you  of  lus  own  aocord« 

18  ^d  together  with  him  we  sent  the  brother, 
whose  praise  in  the  gospel  is  throughout  all  the 

19  ohurohes;  and  not  that  only,  but  who  was  also 
appointed  bj  the  churches,  as  our  fellow-travel- 
ler with  this  gift  which  is  administered  bj  us, 
to  further  the  glorj  of  the  Lord,  and  our  zeal ; 

20  being  careful  of  this,  that  no  one  should  blame 
us  in  this  abundance  which  is  administered  by 

21  us;  for  we  provide  for  what  is  honorable,  not 
only  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord,  but  also  in  the  sight 
of  men. 

22  And  we  sent  with  them  our  brother,  whom  we 
have  often  in  many  things  proved  to  be  diligent, 
but  now  much  more  diligent,  through  the  great 

28  confidence  which  he  has  toward  you.  As  to  Titus, 
he  is  my  partner,  and  in  regard  to  you  a  fellow-la- 
borer; as  to  our  brethren,  they  are  messengers 

24  of  the  churches,  the  glory  of  Christ.  Therefore 
show  toward  them,  and  before  the  churches, 
the  proof  of  your  love,  and  of  our  boasting  on 
your  behalf. 

1  IX.    Fob  concerning  the  ministering  to  the 
saints,  it  is  superfluous  for  me  to  write  to  you. 

2  For  I  know  your  readiness  of  mind,  of  which  t 
boast  for  you  to  the  Macedonians,  that  AchaU 

Y.  19.  or,  ia  this  charity 
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has  been  ready  sin^e  a  year  ago;  and  yottr  zeal 
stirred  up  the  greater  number  of  them.  But  I  8 
sent  the  brethren,  that  our  boasting;  of  you  might 
not  be  made  yain  in  this  respect ;  that,  as  I  said, 
ye  m^  be  ready;  lest  haply,  if  Macedonians  4 
come  with  me,  and  find  you  not  ready,  we  (that 
we  say  not,  ye)  should  be  put  to  shame  in  re- 
spect to  this  confidence. 

I  thought  it  necessary,  therefore,  to  exhort  the    6 
brethren,  that  they  should  go  before  to  you,  and 
make  up  beforehand  your  bounty  before  prom- 
ised, that  this  may  be  ready,  in  manner  as  a 
bounty  and  not  as  covetousness.    But  as  to  this,    6 
he  that  sows  sparingly  shall  also  reap  sparingly; 
and  he  that  sows  with  blessings  shall  also  reap 
with  blessings ;  but  each  as  he  purposes  in  his    7 
heart,  not  grudgingly  or  of  necessity,  for  God 
loves  a  cheerful  giver. 

And  God  is  able  to  make  every  grace  abound    8 
toward  you ;  that  ye,  always  having  all  sufBoien- 
oy  in  everything,  may  abound  to  ward  every  good 
work;  (as  it  is  written :  He  dispersed  abroad,  he    9 
^ave  to  the  poor ;  his  righteousness  abides  for 
ever ;)  and  he  who  supplies  seed  to  the  sower  and  10 
bread  for  food,  shall  supply  and  multiply  your 
seed  sown,  and  increase  the  fruits  of  your  right- 
eousness; being  enriched  in  everything  to  all  11 
liberality,  which  works  through  us  thanksgiving 
to  God.    Because  the  ministration  of  this  ser-  12 
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yioe  not  only  supplies  the  wants  of  the  saints^ 
but  also  abounds  through  many  thanksgivings  to 
18  God;  while  by  the  proof  of  this  ministration 
they  glorify  God  for  your  professed  subjection  to 
the  gospel  of  Christ,  and  for  the  liberality  of  the 

14  contribution  to  them,  and  to  all ;  they  also,  with 
supplication  for  you,  longing  after  you  on  ao- 
count  of  the  exceeding  grace  of  God  in  you. 

15  Thanks  be  to  God  for  his  unspeakable  gift  I 

1  X.  Now  I  Paul  myself  beseech  you  by  the 
meekness  and  gentleness  of  Christ,  who  in  pres- 
ence indeed  am  lowly  among  you,  but  being 

2  absent  am  bold  toward  you ;  but  I  entreat,  that  I 
may  not  when  I  am  present  be  bold  with  that 
confidence,  wherewith  I  think  to  be  bold  against 
some,  who  think  of  us  as  walking  according  to 

8  the  flesh.    For  though  walking  in  the  flesh,  we 

4  do  not  war  after  the  flesh ;  (for  the  weapons  of 
our  warfare  are  not  fleshly,  but  mighty  before 

6  God  to  the  pulling  down  of  strongholds;)  cast- 
ing down  imaginationa,  and  every  high  thing 
that  exalts  itself  against  the  knowledge  of  God, 
and  bringing  every  thought  into  captivity  to  the 

6  obedience  of  Christ;  and  being  in  readiness  to 

y.  18.  or,  for  the  obedience  to  yonr  profession  of  the 
gospel  of  Christ 
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punish  every  disobedience,  when  your  obedience 
is  made  perfect. 

Do  ye  look  on  things  after  the  outward  ap-    7 
pearance?    If  any  man  trusts  to  himself  that  he 
is  Christ's,  let  him  of  himself  coni^ider  this  again, 
that,  as  he  is  Christ's,  so  also  are  we.  For  even  if     8 
I  should  boast  somewhat  more  abundantly  of  our 
authority,  which  the  Lord  gave  us  for  edification, 
and  not  for  your  destruction,  I  shall  not  be  put  to 
shame ;  that  I  may  not  seem  as  if  I  would  terrify    9 
you  by  my  letters.    For  his  letters,  says  one,  10 
are  weighty  and  sti-ong ;  but  his  bodily  presence 
is  weak,  and  his  speech  contemptible.  Let  such  a  11 
one  consider  this,  that  such  as  we  are  in  word  by 
letters  when  absent,  such  will  wo  be  also  in  deed 
when  present. 

For  we  venturfe  not  to  reckon  ourselves  among,  12 
or  to  compare  ourselves  with,  some  of  those  who 
commend  themselves ;  but  they,  measuring  them- 
selves among  themselves,  and  comparing  them- 
eelves  with  themselves,  are  not  wise.  But  we  will  18 
not  boast  of  things  without  measure,  but  accord- 
ing to  the  measure  of  the  line  which  God  appor- 
tioned to  us,  a  measure  to  reach  even  to  you.  For  14 
we  do  not  istretoh  ourselves  beyond  our  measure, 
as  tliough  we  reached  not  to  you ;  for  as  far  as  to 
you  also  did  we  come,  in  the  gospel  of  Christ ;  not  15 

y   8.  or,  for  building  up,  and  not  for  casting  you  down 
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boasting  of  things  without  measnre  in  other 
men^s  labors;  but  having  hope,  whea  yoor faith 
increases,   that,  we  shall  be   enlarged  among 

16  yoa  according  to  our  line  abundantly,  to  preach 
the  go^>el  in  the  regions  beyond  you,  not  to 
make  our  boast,  in  another^s  line,  of  things  made 

17  ready  to  our  hand.    But  he  that  glories,  let  him 

18  glory  in  the  Lord.  For  not  he  that  commends  him- 
self is  approved,  but  whom  the  Lord  commends. 

•1  XI.  "Would  that  ye  could  bear  with  me  in  a 
2  little  folly  I  Nay,  ye  do  bear  witii  me.  For  I  «m 
jealous  over  you  with  a  godly  jealousy ;  for  I 
eqwused  you  to  one  husband,  that  I  may  present 
8  a  chaste  virgin  to  Ohrist.  But  I  fear,  lest  by  any 
means,  as  the  serpent  beguiled  Eve  by  his  sub- 
tlety, so  your  minds  should  be  corrupted'  from 

4  your  simplicity  toward  Ohrist,    For  if  indeed 
he  that  comes  preaches  another  Jesus,  whom  we  ^ 
preached  not,  or  if  ye  receive  a  different  spirit^ 
which  ye  received  not,  or  a  different  gospel, 
which  ye  accepted  not,  ye  might  well  bear  with 

5  it.    For  I  reckon  that  I  am  in  no  respect  bdiind 

6  these  overmuch  apostles.  And  though  I  be  rude 
in  speech,  yet  not  in  knowledge ;  but  in  every- 
thing we  have  been,  made  manifest  among  all 
in  respect  to  you. 

7  Did  I  commit  an  offence  in  abasing  myself 
that  ye  might  be  exalted,  because  I  preached 
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to  jou  tbe  gospel  of  God  without  charge?  I  6 
robbed  other  churches,  taking  wages  of  thegi,  in 
order  to.  do  you  service.  And  when  I  was  pres- 
ent with  you,  and  in  want,  I  was  a  charge  to  no 
one ;  for  what  was  lacking  to  me  the  brethren  9 
who  came  from  Macedonia  supplied;  and  in 
everything  I  kept  myself  from  being  burden- 
some to  you,  and  so  will  keep  myself. 

As  the  truth  of  Christ  is  in  me,  this  boasting  10 
,  shall  not  be  shut  up  against  me  in  the  regions  of 
Achaia.    Wherefore?    Because  I  love  you  not  ?  11 
God  knows.    But  what  I  do,  and  will  do,  is  that  12 
I  may  cut  off  the  occasion  of  those  who  desire 
an  occasion,  that  wherein  they  boast  they  may 
be  found  even  as  we.    For  such  are  false  apos-  13 
ties,  deceitful  workers,  transforming  themselves 
into  apostles  of  Christ.    And  no  wonder;   for  14 
Satan  himself  transforms  himself  into  an  angel 
of  light.    It  is  no  great  thiog  then,  if  also  his  15 
ministers  transform  themselves  as  ministers  of 
righteousness ;  whose  end  shall  be  according  to 
their  works. 

I  say  again,  let  no  one  think  me- a  fool;  but  16 
if  it  cannot  be  so,  yet  receive  me  even  if  as  a 
fool,  that  I  too  may  boast  myself  a  little.  What  I  17 
speak,  I  speak  not  after  tho  Lord,  but  as  in  fool- 
ishness, in  this  confidence  of  boasting.    Seeing  18 
that  many  boast  after  the  ilesh,  I  also  will  boast. 
For  ye  gladly  bear  with  the  foolish,  being  your-  19 
5^5      . 


n.  COBINTHIANS. 

20  selves  wise.  For  ye  bear  witk  it,  if  one  brings  you 
into  bondage,  if  one  devours  you,  if  one  takes 
you,  if  one  exalts  himself,  if  one  smites  you  on 
the  face. 

21  I  say  it  as  a  reproach,  that  we  were  weak. 
But  in  whatsoever  any  one  is  bold,  (I  say  it  in 

22  foolishness,)  I  also  am  bold.  Are  they  Hebrews  ? 
So  am  I.  Are  they  Israelites  ?   So  am  I.  Are  they 

28  Abraham's  seed  ?  So  am  I. '  Are  they  ministers 
of  Christ?  (I  speak  as  beside  myself,)  I  am  more ; 
in  labors  more  abundantly,  in  stripes  above 
measure,  in  prisons  more  abundantly,  in  deaths 

24  often;   of  the  Jews  five  times  I  received  forty 

25  stripes  save  one ;  thrice  I  was  beaten  with  rods; 
once  I  was  stoned ;  thrice  I  suffered  shipwreck ; 

26  a  night  and  a  day  I  have  spent  in  the  deep ;  by 
joumeyings  often,  by  perils  of  rivers,  by  perils 
of  robbers,  by  perils  from  my  countrymen,  by 
perils  from  the  heathen,  by  perils  in  the  city,  by 
perils  in  the  wilderness,  by  perils  in  the  sea,  by 

27  perils  among  false  brethren ;  by  weariness  and 
painfulness,  in  watchings  -  often,  in  hunger  and 
thirst,  in  fastings  often,  in  cold  and  nakedness. 

28  Beside  those  things  that  are  without,  there  is 
that  which  comes  upon  me  daily,  the  care  of  all 

29  the  churches.    WTio  is  weak,  and  I  am  not  weak? 

80  Who  is  offended,  and  I  do  not  bum  ?  If  I  must 
needs  boast,  I  will  boast  of  things  which  belong 

81  to  my  infirmity.    God,  the  Father  of  our  Lord 
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Jesns  Ohrist,  who  isL^lessed  foreyermore,  knows 
that  I  lie  not.  In  Damascus,  the  governor  nncLer  8S 
Aretas  the  king  kept  guard  over  the  city  of  the  * 
Damascenes,  wishing  to  apprehend  me ;    and  83 
through  a  window  I  was  let  down  in  a  hasket 
through  the  wall,  and  escaped  his  hands. 

Xn.    To  hoast  is  surely  not  expedient  for    1 
me ;  for  I  will  come  to  visions  and  revelations 
of  tiieLord. 

I  know  a  man  in  Christ,  ahove  fourteen  years    2 
ago  (whether  in  the  hody  I  know  not,  or  wheth- 
er out  of  the  hody  I  know  not,  God  knows) 
such  a  one  caught  up  even  to  the  third  heaven. 
And  I  know  such  a  man,  (whether  in  the  hody    8 
or  without  the  hody  I  know  not,  God  knows,) 
that  he  was  caught  up  into  paradise,  and  heard    4 
Tinspeakahle  words,  which  it  is  not  lawful  for  a 
man  to  utter. 

Of  such  a  one  I  will  hoast ;  hut  of  myself  I    5 
will  not  hoast,  save  in  my  infirmities.    For  if  I    6 
should  desire  to  hoast,  I  shall  not  he  a  fool,  for 
I  shall  speak  truth;   hut  I  forhear,  lest  any 
one  should  reckon  of  me  ahove  what  he  sees  me 
to  he,  or  hears  from  me« 

And  that  I  might  not  he  exalted  overmuch .  7 
through  the  ahundance  of  the  revelations,  there 
was  given  to  me  a  thorn  iif  the  flesh,  a  messenger 
of  Satan  to  huffet  me,  that  I  might  not  he  ezalt- 
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8  ed  overmnoh.     For  this  P'besought  the  Lord 

9  thrioe,  that  it  might  depart  from  me.  And  lie 
said  to  me:  Mj  grace  is  sufficient  for  thee;  for 
my  power  is  made  perfect  in  weakness.  Most 
gladly  therefore  will  I  rather  boast  in  my  infirmi- 
ties, that  the  power  of  Christ  may  abide  upon  me. 

10  Wherefore  I  take  pleasure  in  infirmities,  in  re- 
proaches, in  nepessities,  in  persecutions,  in  dis- 
tresses for  Christ's  sake  ;  for  when  I  am  weak, 
then  I  am  powerful. 

11  I  am  become  a  fool ;  ye  compelled  me.  For 
I  ought  to  have  been  commended  by  you ;  for  in 
nothing  was  I  behind  these  overmuch  apostles, 

12  though  I  am  nothing.  Truly  the  signs  of  an 
apostle  were  wrought  among  you  in  all  patience, 

18  by  signs,  and  wonders,  and  miracles.  For  what 
is  there,  wherein  ye  were  inferior  to  the  rest  of 
the  churches,  except  that  I  myself  was  not  a 
charge  to  you  ?    Forgive  me  this  wrong. 

14  Behold,  I  am  ready  to  come  to  you  the  third 
time ;  and  I  will  not  be  a  charge  to  you ;  for  I 
seek  not  yours,  but  you ;  for  the  children  ought 
not  to  lay  up  for  the  parents,  but  the  parents  for 

16  the  children.  And  I  will  most  gladly  spend  and 
be  spent  for  you ;  though  the  more  abundantly 

16  I  love  you,  the  less  I  am  loved.  But  be  it  so,  I 
was  not  myself  a  charge  to  you ;  but  yet,  being 

17  crafty,  I  caught  you  with  guile.  Did  I  make 
gain  of  you,  by  any  of  them  whom  I  have  sent 
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to  yon  ?    I  exhorted  Titus  [to  go],  and  sent  witii  18 
him  the  brother.    Did  Titus  make  gain  of  yoiit 
Did  we  not  walk  in  the  same  spirit ;  did  we  not 
in  the  same  steps? 

Do   ye   again  suppose  that  we  are   excn-  19 
Bing  ourselves  to  you?   Before  God  in  Christ 
we  lyeak ;  but  all,  beloved,  for  your  edification. 
For  I  fear,  lest  haply,  when  I  come,  I  shall  find  20 
you  not  such  as  I  would,  and  I  too  shall  be 
found  by  you  such  as  ye' would  not;  lest  there 
be  wranglings,  envyings,  wraths,  strifes,  baok- 
bitings,  whisperings,  swellings,  tumults;    lest,  21 
when  I  come  again,  my  God  shall  humble  me 
among  you,  and  I  shall  bewail  many  of  those 
who  have  sinned  before,  and  have  not  repented 
of  the  uncleanness,  and  fornication,  and  lascivi- 
ousness,  which  they  committed. 

XIII.    This  third  time  I  am  coming  to  you.     1 
In  the  mouth  of  two  witnesses,  and  of  three, 
shall  every  word  be  established.    I  have  before    2 
said,  and  now  say  beforehand,  as  when  present 
the  second  time,  so  also  now  when  absent,  to 
those  who  heretofore  have  sinned,  and  to  all  the 
rest,  that  if  I  come  again  I  will  not  spare ;  since    8 
ye  seek  a  proof  of  Christ  speaking  in  me,  who 
toward  you  is  not  weak,  but  is  mighty  in  you. 

Y.  19.  In  ancient  copies  \    Ye  are  supposing,  this  long 
whilOi  that  we  excuse  ourselves  to  you. 
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4  F(Hr  even  if  he  was  craoified  throogb  weakness, 
yet  he  lives  by  the  po^er  of  God.  For  we  also 
are  weak  in  him,  but  We  fihall  live  with  him  by 
the  power  of  God  toward  yon. 

5  Try  your  own  selves,  "wrhether  ye  are  in  the 
faith;  prove  yonr  own  selves.  Bjjow  ye  not 
yonr  own  selves,  that  Jesus  Christ  is  iit  yon, 

6  except  ye  are  reprobates  ?  But  I  trust  that  ye 
shall  know,  that  we  are  not  rei>robates. 

7  Now  I  pray  to  God  that  ye  do  no  evil ;  not 
that  we  should  appear  approved,  but  that  ye 
should  do  what  is  good,  though  we  be  as  repro- 

8  bates.    For  we  have  no  power  against  the  truth, 

9  but  for  the  truth.  For  we  are  glad,  when  we 
are  weak,  and  ye  are  powerful;  this  also  we 
pray  for,  even  your  perfection. 

10  For  this  cause  I  write  these  things  being  ab- 
sent, that  when  present  I  may  not  use  sharpness, 
according  to  the  power  which  the  Lord  gave  me 
for  edification,  and  not  for  destruction. 

11  Finally,  bretliren,  farewell.  Be  perfect,  be  of 
good  comfort,  be  of  the  same  mind,  be  at  peace ; 
and  the  God  of  love  and  peace  shall  be  with  you. 

12  Salute     one    another    with     a    holy   kiss. 
18  All  the  saints  salute  you. 

14      The  grace  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  the 
love  of  God,  and  the  communion  of  the  Holy 
Spirit,  be  with  you  all. 
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Paul,  aa  apostle,  not  ^om  men,  neither  bj    1 
man,  bnt  by  Jesns  Ohrist,  and  God  the  Father 
who  raised  him  from  the  dead,  and  all  the    S" 
brethren  who  are  with  me,  to  the  churches  pf 
Galatia:  Grace  to  yon,  and  peace,  from  God  the    8 
Father,  and  onr  Lord  Jesns  Christ;  who.  gave    4 
himself  for  onr  sins,  that  he  might  deliver  ua  out 
of  the  present  evil  world,  according  to  the  will 
of  God  and  onr  Father ;  to  whom  be  the  glory    5 
forever  and  ever.    Amen. 

I  marvel  that  ye  are  so  soon  removing  from    6 
him  who  called  yon  in  the  grace,  of  Christ,  to  a 
different  gospel;  which  ia  not  another,. ex^pt    7 
that  there  are  some  who  trouble  yon,  and  wish  to 
pervert  the  gospel  of  Christ.    Bnt  even  if  we,  or    8 
an  angel  from  heaven,  shonld  preach  a  gospel  to 
yon  contrary  to  that  which  we  preached  to  you, 
let  him  be  accursed.    As  we  have  said  before,    9' 
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BO  I  now  Bttj  again,  if  any  one  preaches  a  gospel 
to  you  contrary  to  that  which  ye  received,  let 
Hf^  tim  he  acoarsed.  For  do  I  now  aeek  the  favor 
of  men  or  of  God?  Or  am  I  seeMng  to  please 
men  ?  If  I  were  still  pleasing  men,  I  should  not 
.%e  Christ^s  serrant. 

11  Now  I  make  known  to  you,  hrethren,  that 
the  gospel  which  was  preached  hy  me  is  not  ao- 

12  carding  to  man ;  for  I  also  did  not  receive  it 
from  man,  nor  was  I.  taught  it,  but  throi^gh  the 

18  revelation  of  Jesus  Christ.  For  ye  heard  of  my 
•  conduct  formerly  in  Judaism ;  that  beyond  meas- 
ure I  persecuted  the  church  of  God,  and  was 

14  destroying  it,  and  pressed  forward  in  Judaism 
beyond  many  companions  of  the  same  age  in 
my  nation,  being  more  exceedingly  a  Jeealot  for 
the  traditions  of  my  fathers. 

15  But^when  it  pleased  God,  who  set  me  apart 
from  my  mother's  womb,  and  called  me  throagh 

116  ihifl  grace,  to  reveal  his  son  in  me,  that  I  should 
f  preach  the  glad  news  of  him  among  the  Gentiles ; 
)  immediately  I  conferred   not  with   flesh  and 

IT  blood ;  neither  went  up  to  Jerusalem  to  those 
who  were  apostles  before  me,  but  went  away 
into  Arabia,  and  returned  again  to  Damascus. 

18  Then,  after  three  years,  I  went  up  to  Jeru- 
salem to  become  acquainted  with  Cephas,  and 

Y.  17.    Jk  some  aneimi  copiea  :  neither  went  away 
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remained  wiUi  him  fifte«[i  days.    But  no  other  19 
of  the  apostles  did  I  see,  save  James,  the  brother 
of  the  Lord.    Now  as  to  the  things  which  I  20 
write  to  yon,  behold  before  God,  I  lie  not. 

Afterward,  I  came  into  the  regions  of  Syria  21 
and.  Oilicia;'and  was  nnknown  by  fiEtoe  to  the  22 
ohnrdies  of  Jndea  which  were  in  Christ ;  bnt  28 
they  were  only  hearing,  that  he  who  was  once 
our  persecutor  now  preaches  the  faith  which  once 
he  Was  destroying ;  and  they  glorified  God  in  me.  24 

n.    Thek,  after  fourteen  years,,  I  went  up    1 
again  to  Jerusalem  with  Barnabas,  taking  also 
Titus  with  me.    And  I  went  up  by  revelation,    2 
and  communicated  to  them  the  gospel  which  I 
preach  among  the  Gentiles;  but  privately,  to 
those  of  reputation,  lest  by  any  means  I  should 
tun,  or  had  run  in  vain.    But  not  even  Titus,    8 
who  was  with  me,  being  a  Greek,  was  compelled 
to  be  circumcised ;  and  that  because  of  the  false    4 
brethren  stealthily  brought  in,  who  crept  in  to 
spy  out  our  liberty  which  we  have  in  Christ 
Jesus,  that  they  might  bring  us  into  bondage ; 
to  whom  not  even  for  an  hour  did  we  yield  by    5 
the  [required]  submission,  that  the  truth  of  the ' 
gospel   might   continue  with  you.    But  from    6 
those  reputed  to  be  something,— whatever  they 
were,  it  matters  not  to  me,  God  accepts  not  man^s 

y.  6,    Or,  whatever  they  omoe  were 
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person,  — fbr  to  me  those  of  reputation  oommnni- 

7  oated  nol^iing  in  addiMon.  But,  on  the  contrary, 
seeing  that  I  hare  heen  entrusted  with  the  gospel 
of  the  nncircumoision,  as  Peter  was  with  that  of 

8  the  oiromncision ;  (for  he  who  wrought  for  Peter 
in  behalf  of  the  apostleship  of  the  circnmcision, 

9  wrought  also  for  me  in  behalf  of  the  Gentiles ;) 
and  haying  learned  the  grace  that  was  given  to 
me,  James  and  Oephas  and  John,  who  were  re- 
puted to  be  pillars,  gave  to  me  and  Barnabas 
right  hands  of  fellowship,  that  we  should  go 
to  the  Gentiles,  and  they  to  the  circnmcision ; 

10  only,  that  we  should  remember  the  poor,  which 
very  thing  also  I  was  forward  to  do. 

11  But  when  Cephas  came  to  Antioch,  I  with- 
stood him  to  the  face,  because  he  was  blamed. 

12  For  before  certain  ones  came  from  James,  he  ate 
with  the  Gentiles ;  but  when  they  came,  he  with- 

.   drew  and  separated  himself,  fearing  those  w^lo 

18  were  of  the  circumcision.    And  the  other  Jews 

also  dissembled  with  him,  so  that  Barnabas  also 

14  was  carried  away  with  their  dissimulation.  But 
when  I  saw  that  they  walk  not  uprightly  accord- 
ing to  the  truth  of  the  gospel,  I  said  to  Peter  in 
the  presence  of  all :  If  thou,  being  a  Jew,  livest 
after  the  manner  of  Gentiles  and  not  that  of  Jews, 
how  dost  thou  compel  the  Gentiles  to  become  as 

15  Jews?    We  are  Jews  by  nature,  and/iot  sinners 

16  of  the  GentUea;  bat  Jraowiog  that  a. man  is  not 
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jintlfied  by  works  of  law,  hikt  through  fidth  in 
Jdsas  Christ,  we  also  believed  on  Christ  Jesus, 
that  we  might  be  justified  by  faith  in  Christ,  and 
not  by  works  of  law ;  because  by  works  of  law 
no  flesh  shall  be  justified.    But  if,  while  seeking  17 
to  be  justified  in  Christ,  we  ourselves  also  were 
fbund  sinners,  iS  then  Christ  a  minister  of  sin  ? 
God  forbid.    For  if  the  things  which  I  pulled  18 
down  these  I  build  up  again,  I  make  myself  a 
transgressor.    For  I  through  law  died  to  law,  l9 
that  I  might  live  to  God.    I  have  been  crucified  ^0 
with  Christ ;  and  no  longer  do  I  live^  but  Christ 
lives  in  me ;  and  the  life  which  I  now  live  in  the 
flesh  I  live  in  the  faith  of  the  Son  of  God,  who 
loved  me,  and  gave  himself  for  tne.    I  do  not  set  21 
aside  the  grace  of  God ;  for  if  there  be  righteous- 
ness through   law,  then  Christ  died  without 
cause. 

m.    O  FOOLISH  Galatians,  who  bewitched  you,    1 
before  whose  eyes  Jesus  Christ  wa&  evidently  set 
forth,  crucified  among  you?    This  only  I  desire    2 
to  learn  from  you :  Was  it  from  works  of  law 
that  ye  received  the  Spirit,  or  from  the  hearing 
of  faith?    Are  ye  so  foolish?    Having  begun    8 
with  the  Spirit,  are  ye  now  being  made  perfect

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4  with  the  fleah  ff   Did  ye  suffer  so  many  things  in 

5  vaint  If  indeed  it  be  in  vain.  Does  he,  therefore, 
who  supplies  to  yon  the  Spirit,  and  works  miracles 
among  yon,  do  it  from  works  of  law,  or  from 

6  the  hearing  of  faifh?  As  Abraham  belieyed 
God,  and  it  was  accounted  to  him  for  righteous- 

7  ness.    Know  then  that  they  wfto  are  of  faith, 

8  these  are  sons  of  Abraham.  And  the  Scripture, 
foreseeing  that  God  justifies  the  Gentiles  by 
£aith,  announced  beforehand  the  glad  tidings  to 
Abraham,  saying,  In  thee  shall  all  the  nations  be 

9  blessed.  So  that  they  who  are  of  faith  are 
blessed  with  the  faithful  Abraham. 

10  For  as  many  as  are  of  works  of  law  are  under 
a  curse ;  for  it  is  written,  Cursed  is  every  one 
that  continues  not  in  all  the  things  written  in 

11  the  book  of  the  law,  to  do  them.  And  that  in 
the  law  no  one  is  justified  with  God,  is  evident ; 

13  because.  The  just  shall  live  by  faith.  Now  the 
law  is  not  of  faith,  but  he  that  has  done  them 

18  shall  live  in  them.  Christ  redeemed  us  from  the 
curse  of  the  law,  having  become  a  curse  for  us; 
because  it  is  written.  Cursed  is  every  one  that  is 

14  hanged  on  a  tree ;  that  unto  the  Gentiles  the 
blessing  of  Abraham  might  come  in  Christ  Jesus, 
that  we  might  receive  the  promise  of  the  Spirit 
through  faith.

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Breihron,  I  speak  after  the  manner  of  men.  15 
If  a  ooyenant  haB  been  confirmed,lhongh  it  be  a 
man^s,  no  one  sets  it  aside,  or  adds  thereto,   l^ow  16 
to  Abraham  were  the  promises  spoken,  and  to 
his  seed.    He  says  not,  And  to  seeds,  as  concern- 
ijig  many;  but  as  concerning,  one.  And  to  thy 
seed,  which  is  Christ.    But  this  I  say,  that  a  17 
covenant  before  confirmed  by  God,  the  law, 
which  came  four  hundred  and  thirty  years  after, 
does  not  annul,  to  make  the  promise  of  no  effect. 
For  if  the  inheritance  is  of  law,  it  is  no  more  of  18 
promise  4  but  God  has  freely  given  it  to  Abra- 
ham )>y  promise. 

What  then  is  the  law  ?    It  was  added  because  19 
of  the  transgressions,  until  the  seed  should  come 
to  whom  the  promise  h^s  been  made;  having 
been  ordained  through  angels,  by  the  hand  of  a 
mediator.    Kow  the  mediator  is  not  of  one ;  but  20 
God  is  one.   Is  then  the  law  against  the  promises  21 
of  God  ?    God  forbid ;  for  if  a  law  had  been  giv- 
en which  is  able  to  make  alive,  truly  righteous- 
ness would  have  been  of  law.    But  the  Scrip-  22 
ture  shut  up  all  under  sin,  that  the  promise  by 
faith  in  Jesus  Christ  might  be  given  to  those  who 
believe.    But  before  faith  came,  we  were  guard-  23 
ed  under  law,  shut  up  unto  the  faith  which  was 
to  be  revealed.    So  that  the  law  has  become  our  24 
schoolmaster  [to  bring  us]  mito  Christ,  that  we 
might  be  justified  by  faith.    But  faith  having  25 
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come,  we  are  no  longer  under  a  schoolmaster. 
86  For  ye  are  all*sons  of  God  by  faith  in  Christ  Je- 

27  sns.    For  all  ye  who  were  immersed  into  Ohrist, 

28  did  put  on  Christ.  There  is  neither  Jew  nor 
Greek,  there  is  neither  bond  nor  free,  there  is  no 
male  and  female ;  for  ye  are  all  one  in  Christ 

29  Jesns.  And  if  ye  are  Christ's,  then  are  ye  Abra- 
ham's seed,  heirs  according  to  the  promise. 

1  lY.  Now  I  say,  as  long  as  the  heir  is  a  child, 
he  differs  in  nothing  from  a  servant  though  he  is

But  at 
that  time  indeed,  when  ye  knew  not  God,  ye 
served  those  which  are  not  in  their  nature  gods. 

9  But  now,  after  having  known  God,  or  rather

Nay,  ye  know  that  by  reason  13 
of  weakness  of  the  flesh  I  preached  the  glad 
tidings  to  yon  the  former  time ;  and  my  trial,  14 
which 'was  in  my  flesh,  ye  despised  not  nor 
spurned,  but  received  me  as  an  angel  of  God,  as 
Christ  Jesus.    Where  is  then  the  happiness  of  15 
which  ye  spake  ?    For  I  bear  you  witness,  that 
if  possible,  ye  would  have  plucked  out  your 
eyes,  and  given  them  to  me.    So  then,  have  I  16 
beeome  your  enemy,  because  I  tell  you  the 
truth  ?

Kow  I  testify  again    3 
to  every  man  who  becomes  circamci&ed,  that  he 
ia  a  debtor  to  ke^  the  whole  law.    Ye  are  sepa-    4 
rated'  from  Ohrist,  whosoever  of  yon  are  justified 
in  the  law ;  ye  are  fallen  away  from  grace.    For    6 
we  through  the  Sp&rit  wait  for  the  hope  of  right- 
eousness by  &ith.    For  in  Ohrist  Jesus  neither    6 
cironmoision  avails  any  thing,  nor  nncircomci- 
sion,  bnt  faith  working  by  love. 

Ye  were  running  well;    who  hiudered  you,    7 
that  ye  should  not  obey  the  truth  ?    The  persua-    8 
sion  is  not  from  Him  that  calls  you.    A  Tittle    9 
leaven  leavens  the  whole  lump.    I  have  confi-  10 
dence  toward  yon  in  the  Lord,  that  ye  will  be 
no  otherwise  minded;  bnt  he  that  troubles  yon 
shall  bear  his  judgment,  whosoever  he  m^  be.

other  generations  was  not  made  known  to  the 
sons  of  men,  as  it  has  now  been  revealed  to  his 
holy  apostles  and  prophets  in  the  Spirit ;  that    6 
^e  Gentiles  are  fellow-heirs,  and  of  the  same 
body,  and  Joint  partakers  of  the  promise,  in  Christ 
Jesus,  through  the  gospel;  whereof  I  was  made    7 
a  minister,  according  to  the  gifb  of  the   grace 
oi  God,  which  was  given  to  ^ne  according  to 
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8  the  ivrorldng  of  bis  power.  To  me,  who  am 
less  than  the  least  of  all  the  saints,  was  this 
grace  given,  to  preach  among  the  Gentiles  the 

^  nnsearchable  riches  of  Ohrist;  and  to  make  all 

^     see  what  is  the  dispensation  of  the  mystery, 

which  from  ages  has  been  hidden  in  God,  who 

10  created  s31  things ;  thatnow,totheprincipaKties 
and  powers  in  the  heavenly  places  might  be  made 
known  throngh  the  church  the  manifold  wisdom 

11  of  God,  according  to  the  eternal  purpose  which 

12  he  made  in  Ohrist  Jesus  onr  Lord,  in  whom 
we  have  boldness  and  access  with  confidence 
throngh  faith  in  him. 

18      Wherefore  I  entreat  that  ye  faint  not  at  my 

14  afflictions  for  yon,  which  is  yonr  glory.    For 

this  cause  I  bow  my  knees  to  the  Father  of  our 

16  Lord  Jesus  Ohrist,  from  whom  the  whole  fam- 

16  ily  in  heaven  and  on  earth  is  named,  that  he 
would  grant  to  you,  according  to  the  riches  of 
his  glory,  to  be  strengthened  with  might  throngh 

17  his  Spirit  as  to  the  inner  man,  that  Ohrist  may 
dwell  in  your  hearts  by  faith ;  having  been  root- 

18  ed  and  grounded  in  love,  that  ye  may  be  able  to 
comprehend,  with  all  the  saints,  what  is  the 

19  breadth,  and  length,  and  depth,  and  height,  an&

Kow  to   hhn  who  is  able  to  do  exceedhig  20 
abundantly  above  all  that  we  ask  or  think, 
according  to  the  power  that  works  in  us,  to  $1 
him  be  the  glory  in  the  chnrch,  in  Ohrist  Jesns, 
thronghont  all  ^es,  world  without  end.    Amen. 

IV.    I,  THE  prisoner  in  the  Lord,  exhort  yon, 
therefore,  to  walk  worthy  of  the  calling  with 
which  ye  were  called,  with  all  lowliness  and    2 
meekness,  with  longsuffering,  bearing  with  one 
another  in  love;  endeayoring  to  keep  the  unity    8 
of  the  Spirit  in   the   bond  of  peace.    There    4 
ia  one  body,  and  one  Spirit,  as  also  ye  were  call* 
ed  in  one  hope  of  your  calling ;  one  Lord,  one    6 
fiuth,  one  immersion,  one  God  and  Father  of  all,    6 
who  is  over  all,  and  through  all,  and  in  all.    But    7 
to  each  one  of  us  the  grace  was  given  according 
to  the  measure  of  the  gift  of  Ohrist    Wherefore    8 
he  says :  When  he  ascended  on  high,  he  led  cap- 
tivity captive,  and  gave  gifts  to  men.    Now  this,    9 
He  ascended,  what  is  it  but  that  he  also  descend- 
ed into  the  lower  parts  of  the  earth  ?    The  one  10 
who  deaoended,  he  is  also  the  one  who  ascended 
above  all  the  heavens,  that  he  may  fill  all  things. 
And  he  gave  some  as  apostles,  some  as  prophets,  11 
•ome  as  evangeHsts,  some  as  pastors  and  teachers ; 
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12  for  the  perliaetixig  of  the  aainti^  for  the  work  of 
the  ministrjylf'or  the  bmldiiig  up  of  the  body  of 

18  Christ;  till  we  all  attain  to  the  unity  of  the 
£uth  and  oi  the  knowledge  of  the  Son  of  God,  to 
the  perfdet  man,  to  the  measEore  of  the  stature  of 

34  the  fUness  of  Christ;  that  we  may  no  longer  be 
children,  tossed  to  and  fro,  and  carried  abont 
with  every  wind  of  doctrine,  by  tiie  ideight  of 
men,  by   canning    craftiness    after   the  wily 

15  manner  of  error ;  but  holding  the  troth,  may  in 
love  grow  up  into  him  in  all  thii^s,  who  is  the 

16  head,  Christ;  from  whom  all  the  body,  fitly 
framed  together  and  compacted  by  means  of 
every  joint  of  the  supply,  aocording  to  the  work- 
ing in  the  measure  of  each  angle  part,  effects  the 
increase  of  the  body  to  thenpbnilding  of  itself 
in  love. 

17  This  therefore  I  say,  and  testify  in  the  Lord, 
that  ye  no  longer  walk  as  the  rest  of  the  Gen- 

18  tiles  walk,  in  the  vanity  of  their  mind,  having 
the  understanding  darkened,  being  alienated 
from  the  life  of  God  because  of,  the  ignoranoe 
that  is  in  them,  because  of  the  hardness  of  their 

JIO  heart;  who,  as  being  past  feelii^,  gave  them- 
selves up  to  wantonness,  to  work  all  undeanness 
20  in  greediness.     But  ye  did  not  jo  learn  Christy 

y.  lY  In  ancieni  eopia  :  as  the  Genlales  walk 
V.  19.  Or,  in.  covetousness 
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if  indeed  ye  beard  him,  and  were  tanghi  in  him,  81 
as  the  tmth  isin  Jesna;  that  ye  put  off,  as  oea-  22 
eenia  your  former  deportment,  the  old  man 
which  is  oorrapted  according  to  the  lasts  of  de-> 
eeit,  and  be   renewed  in  the  spirit  of  yonr  28 
mind,   and  pat  on  the  new  man,  which  was  24 
ereated  after  God  in  the  righteonsness  and  holi- 
ness of  tibie  tmth. 

Wherefore,  having  pnt  away  fslsebood,  speak  25 
troth  each  one  with  his  neighbor ;  becanse  we  are 
members  one  of  another.  Be  angry  and  sin  not ;  26 
let  not  the  smi  go  down  npon  your  wrath,  nei«  27 
ther  give  place  to  the  deyil. 

Let  him  that  stole  steal  no  more;  bnt  rather  28 
let  him  labor,  worldng  with  his  hands  that  which 
is  good,  that  he  may  have  to  impart  to  him  that 
has  need.    Let  no  oormpt  discourse  proceed  ont  29 
ofyonr  month,  bnt  whatever  is  good  for  needfdl 
edification,  that  it  may  impart  grace  to  the  hear- 
ers.   And  grieve  not  the  Holy  Spirit  of  God,  in  80 
whom  ye  were  sealed  nnto  the  day  of  redemp- 
tion.   Let  all  bitterness,  and  wrath,  an^  anger,  81 
and  clamor,  and  evil  speaking,  be  pnt  away  ttom 
yon,  with  all  malice ;  and  be  kind  to  one  another,  82 
tender-hearted,  forgiving  one  another,  as  also 
God  in  Christ  forgave  yon. 

y.   BiooMB  therefore  followers  of  God,  as  be-    1 
lored  children;  and  waDc  in  love,  as  also  Christ   9 
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loVed  Q8,  ttndgaye  hinuelf  tip  for  vs,  an  offBring 

and  a  Baorifioe  to  God  for  an  odor  of  sweet  smelL 

8      Bat  formostion,  and  all  nndeanness,  or  ooTei* 

ousneas,  let  it  not  even  be  named  among  yon,  aa 

4  becomes  sainta,  and  filtbiness,  and  foolish  talk- 
ing, and  jesting,  which  are  not  becoming,  bnt 

5  rather  giving  of  thanks.  For  this  ye  know,  be- 
ing aware  that  no  fornicator,  nor  miclc^  person, 
nor  oovetons  man,  who  is  an  idolater,  has  an  in- 
heritance in  the  kingdom  of  Christ  and  God. 

6  liet  no  one  deceive  yon  with  yain  words;  for 
hecause  of  these  things  comes  the  wrath  of  God 
npon  the  sons  of  disobedience. 

7  Become  not  therefore  partakers  with  them. 

8  For  ye  were  once  darkness^bnt  now  light  in  the 

9  Lord.  Walk  as  children  of  iight,— for  the  frnit 
of  the  light  is  in  all  goodness  and  righteousness 

10  and  truth, — proving  what  is  acceptable  to  the 

11  Lord;  and  have  no  fellowship  with  the  nnfrnit- 
fal  works  of  darkness,  but  rather  also  reprove 

12  them.    For  it  is  a  shame  even  to  speak  of  the 
18  things  done  by  them  in  secret/   But  all  things, 

when  reproved,  are  by  the  light  made  manifest; 
14  for  whatever  makes  manifest  is  light.    Where- 
fore he  says :  Awake,  thou  that  sleepest,  and 
arise  from  the  dead,  and  Christ  shall  give  thee 
light. 
16      See  to  it  then,  how  ye  walk  with  exactness, 
16  not  as  unwise,  but  as  wise,  redeeming  the  time^ 
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beoatise  the  days  are  evil.     Therefore  be  not  17 
foolish,  bat  tniderstaQdiiig  what  is  the  will  of 
the  Lord. 

And  be  not  dmnk  with  wine,  wherein  is  ex-  18 
cess,  bat  be  filled  with  the  Spirit;  speaking  to  19 
one  another  in  psalms  and  hymns  and  spiritnal 
songs,  singing  and  making  melody  in  yonr  heart 
to  the  Lord ;  giving  thanks  always  for  all  things,  20 
to  God  and  the  Father,  in  the  name  of  our  Lord 
Jesos  Christ;  submitting  yourselves  to  one  an-  21 
other  in  the  fear  of  Christ ;  wives  to  their  own  22 
husbands,  as  to  the  Lord.    Because  a  husband  28 
is  the  head  of  the  wife,  as  also  Christ  is  the  head 
of  the  church;  himself  the  Saviour  of  the  body. 
But  as  the  church  is  subjected  to  Christ,  so  also  are  24 
the  wives  to  their  own  husbands  in  every  thing. 

Husbands,  love  your  wives,  as  also  Christ  loved  25 
the  church,  and  gave  himself  up  for  it ;  that  he  26 
might  sanctify  it,  having  cleansed  it  with  the 
bathing  of  water  in  the  word,  that  he  might  him-  27 
self  present  to  himself  the  churoh,g]orious,  hav- 
ing no  spot,  or  wrinkle,  or  any  such  thing,  but 
that  it  may  be  holy  and  blhmeless.     So  bus-  28 
bands  ought  to  love  their  wives  as  their  own 
bodies.    He  that  loves  his  wife  loves  himself 
For  no  one  ever  hated  his  own  flesh ;  but  nour-  29 
iflhes  and  cherishes  it,  as  also  Christ  the  church ; 
because  we  are  members  of  his  body,  [being]  of  80 
bis  flesh,  and  of  his  bones.    For  this  cause  shall  81 
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a  sum  ieaye  fatiier  and  mpUii^^  aLd  shall  be 
joiiied  to  hia  irife,  and  the  two  ahall  be  ono 
flesh. 
89  This  mystery  ia  great^  but  Xam  spealdng  of 
8$  Qhrigt  and  of  the  Qharph.  Nevertheless,  do  ye 
also,  aeverallT,  each  so  love  his  wife  even  as  him- 
self; and  let  the  wife  aee  that  she  reverence  her 
hnaband. 

1  VI.  Childbbn,  obey  your  parents,  in  the  Lord; 

2  for  this  is  right  Honor  thy  father  and  mother, 
which  is  the  first  conmiandment  with  promise, 

8  that  it  may  be  well  with  thee,  and  then  mayest 
live  long  on  the  earth. 

4  And  ye  fathers,  do  not  provoke  your  children 
to  anger,  but  bring  them  up  in  the  nurture  and 
admonition  of  the  Lord. 

5  Servants,  obey  your  masters  according  to  the 
flesh,  with  fear  and  trembling,  in  singleness  of 

6  your  heart,  as  to  Christ;  not  with  eye-service, 
as  men-pleasers ;  but  as  servants  of  Christ,  doing 

7  the  wiU  of  God  from  the  heart ;  with  good  will 
doing  service,  as  jto  the  Lord,  and  not  to  men; 

8  knowing  that  whatever  good  thing  each  may 
have  done,  that  shall  he  receive  from  the  Lord, 
whether  bond  or  free. 

0      And  ye  masters,  do  the  same  things  to  them, 
forbearing  threatening ;  knowing  that  both  their 
Master  and  yours  is  in  heaven,  and  there  is  no 
.respect  .of  persons  with  him. 
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•  Knallj,  be  rtrong  in  the  Lord,  .aod  in  the  10 
power  of  his  might.    Put  oil  the  whole  annor  11 
df  God,  that  ye  tnay  1)6  able  td  stand  ftgakwt  tbe 
wiles  of  the  devfl.  For  oui'  strnggiels  not  against  ft 
desh  and  l>lood)  but  against  priticipaUties,  agatet 
powers,  against  thernlers  of  the  darkness  of  this 
world,  against  tshe  spiritual  powers  of  evil  in  the 
heavenly  places.  Therefore  (Mte  to  you  the  whole  18 
armor  of  Godj  that  ye  may  be  able  to  withstand  in 
the  evil  day,  and  having  fully  done  tfli,  to  stand. 
Stand  therefore,  having  girded  your  loins  about  14 
with  truth,  and  having  put  on  the  breastplate  of 
righteousness ;  and  having  shod  your  feet  with  f5 
the  preparation  of  the  gospel  of  peace ;  in  addi-  16 
tion  to  all,  having  taken  the  shield  of  faith,  in 
which  ye  shall  be  able  to  qu^ch  all  the  fiery 
darts  of  the  wicked  one.    And  receive  the  hel-  17 
met  of  salvation,  and  the  sword  of  the  Spirit, 
which  is  the  word  of  God;   praying  at  every  18 
fitting  season  in  the    Spirit,  with  all  prayer 
and  supplication,  and  watching  thereunto  with 
all  perseverance  and  supplication  for  all  the 
saints;  and  for  me,  that  utterance  may  be  given  19 
to  me,  in  the  opening  of  my  mouth  with  bold- 
ness, to  make  known  the  mystery  of  the  gospel, 
for  which  I  am  an  ambassador  in  bonds ;  that  20 
therein  I  may  speak  boldly,  as  I  ought  to  speak.

8  accord,  of  the  one  mind ;  doing  nothing  through 
contentiousness    or  vain-glory,   but    in    lowli- 
ness of  mind  each  esteeming  others  better  than 
4  himself;  regarding  not  each  one  his  own,  but 
6  each  one  also  the  tilings  of  others.     Let  this 
mind  be  in  you,  which  was  also  in  Christ  Jesus; 

6  who,  being  in  the  form  of  God,  did  not  account

8  made  in  the  likeness  of  men.  And  being  found 
in  fashion  as  a  man,  he  humbled  himself,  be-

"Wherefore  also  God  highly  exalted 
him,  and  gave  him  a  name  which  is  above  every

If  any  other  thinks  that  he  has  confi- 
dence in  the  flesh,  I  more ;  circumcised  the  eighth    5 
day,  of  the  stock  of  Israel,  of  the  tribe  of  Ben- 
jamin, a  Hehrew  of  Hebrews;  as  to  the  law,  a 
Pharisee;  as  to  zeal, . persecuting  the  church;    6 
as  to  the  righteousness  which  is  in  the  law, 
blameless. 

But  what  things  were  gain  to  me,  these  I  have  ?  7 
acconnted  loss  for  Christ.     Nay  more,  and  I  ac-    8 
ponnt  all  t)iings  to  be  loss  for  the  excellency  of  the  . 
knowledge  of  Christ  Jesus  my  Lord ;  for  whom 
I  anffered  the  loss  of  all  things,  and  account  them 
refuse,  that  I  may  gain  Christ,  and  be  found  in    9 
him,  not  having  my  own  righteousness,  wliich  is 
of  law^  bat  that  which  is  through  faith  in  Christ, 
the  righteousness  which  is  of  God,  upon  falik ;

And    6 
ye  became  followers  of  us,  and  of  the  Lord,  hav- 
iag  receiyed  the  word  in  much  affliction,  with 
jpy  of  the  Holy  Spirit;  so  that  ye  became  an    7 
example  to  all  that  b^Jieye  in  Macedonia  and 
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8  Aohaia.  For  from  yon  has  sounded  forth  the 
word  of  the  Lord,  not  only  in  Ma9edonia  and 
Aohaia,  hnt  al0o  in  every  place  yonr  faith  toward 
God  hae  gou%  forth;  f»  that  we  hano  no  need  to 

9  apeak  any  thing.  For  they  themselves  report 
concerning  ns,  what- manner  of  entrance  we  had 
to  yon,  and  how  ye  turned  ta  €k>d  from  idols  to 

10  serve  the  living  and  trne  God ;  and  to  wait  for 
his  Son  from  heaven,  whom  he  raised  from  the 
dead,  Jesns,  who  delivers  ns  from  the  wrath  to 
come. 

1  n.    Foe  yourselves,  brethren,  know  our  en- 

2  tranee  to  yon,  that  it  has  not  become  vain.  But 
having  before  suffered,  and  been  shameftiny 
treated,  as  ye  know,  at  PhiUppi,  we  were  bold 
in  our  God  to  speak  to  you  the  gospel  of  God 

8  in  much  conflict.     For  our  eshortation  is  nol 

4  of  eitor,  nor  of  undeazmess,  nor  in  guile;  but  as 

we  htf^e  been  appifored  by  God  to  be  entrusted 

«1dth  the  gospel,  so  we  speak;  not  as  pleaatog 

6  men,  but  God,  who  proved  our  hearts.    For 

neither  at  any  time  used  we  flattering  wotda,  as 

ye  know,  nor  a  doak  of  covetousness ;  Go^  ia 

6  witness ;  nor  of  men  sought  we  glory,  neither 
fr^  you,  nor  from  Otiiers,  though  able  to  use 

7  authority,  as  OMb&b  ipostles.  But  we  were 
gentle  among  yoa,  as  a  Aux«e  cherishes  her  chSIr 

8  dren ;  so,  being  afl^etlonately  desirous  of  yofo, 
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veir«ire  willing  to  impitft  to  yon,  kiot  onlytiba 
gospel  of  Gk>d,  but  aJao  our  own  soals^  be* 
oftnse  ye  were  deiff  to  ja»    For  ye  f  emember,    9 
brethren,  our  labor  and  toU;  night  and  day 
working,  in  order  not  to.  burden  any  of  yot,  we    ' 
preached  to  yon  the  gospel  of  Odd. 

Ye  are  witnesses,  and  God,  bow  bolily  and  10 
Justly  and  nnblameably  we  behavecL  onrselves'to 
yon  that  believe ;  as  ye  know  how  we  exhorted,  11 
and  encouraged,  and  charged  every  one  of  yon, 
aa  a  fiather  his  children,  that  ye  should  walk  12 
worthy  of  God,  who  is  calling  you  into  his  king- 
dom and  glory. 

For  this  cause  we  also  thank  God  without  18 
ceasing,  that  when  ye  received  the  word  of  God 
heard  from  us,  ye  received  not  the  word  of  men, 
bul^  as  it  is  in  truth,  the  word  of  God,  which 
also  works  in  you  that  believe.    For  ye,  bre-  14 
thren,  became  followers  of  the  churches  of  God 
which  are  in  Jndea  in  Christ  Jesus ;  for  ye  also 
suffered  the  same  things  of  your  own  countrymen, 
as  they  have  of  the  Jews ;  who  both  killed  the  15 
Lord  Jesus  and  the  prophets,  and  drove  us  forth, 
and  please  not  God,  and  are  contrary  to  all' men; 
hindering  us  from  speaking  to   the    Gentiles  16 
that  they  might  bb  saved,  to  fill  up  their  sins 
always;  and  the  wrath  came  upon  them  to  the 
ntmost. 

But  we,  brethren,  having  been  severed  from  1" 
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jou  for  a  8lM»rt  tima,  in  {areaenoe  &ot  in  liOAii, . 
endeayored  tlxe  more  abtpdaatlj  to  see  your 

18  face  with  gi'eat  desire.  Wherefore  we  would 
fjun  have  come  to  yoa,  even  I  Paul,  oijice  aad 

19  again ;  and  Satan  hindered  ns.  For  what  is  our 
hope,  or  joy,  or  <»rown  of  glorying?  Are  not 
also  ye,  in  tiie  presence  of  onr  Lord  Jesus  Christ 

20  at  his  coming  f    For  ye  are  onr  glory  and  joy. 

1  m.  WnsBEFOBaE,  when  we  could  no  longer 
forbear,  we  thought  it  good  to  be  left  behind  at 

2  Athens  alone;  and  sent  Timothy,  our  brother, 
and  a  fellow-worker  with  God  in  the  gospel  of 
Ohrist,  to  estabUsh  you,  and  to  exhort  you  con- 

8  ceming  your  faith ;  that  no  one  should  be  shaken 
by  these  afflictions,  for  yourselves  know  that  unto 

4  this  we  are  appointed.  For  even  when  we 
were  with  you,  we  told  you  before  that  we  are 
to  suffer  affliction ;  as  also  it  came  to  pass,  and 
ye  know.    For  this  cause,  when  I  ^o  could  no 

6  longer  forbear,  I  sent  to  know  your  faith,  lest  by 
some  means  the  tempter  have  tempted  you,  and 
our  labor  be  in  vain. 

6  But  now,  when  Timothy  came  to  us  from  you, 
and  brought  us  good  ti^ngs  of  your  faith  and 
love,  and  that  ye  have  good  remembrance  of  us 
always,  desiring  greatly  to  see  us,  as  we  also  to 

7  see  you;  for  this  cause  we  were  consoled, 
•brethren,  over  you  in  all  our  affliction  and  dia-

trws^  through  your  fliiiiili ;  Ifeeaiud  noir  ve  Hye/  8 
^  if  ye  Btintd  fast  in  the  Lord.    Tor  what  thamks    9 
can  we  render  to  God  for  ycni,  for  all  the  joy 
wherewith  we  rejoioe  for  your  saloes  before  oar 
God;  night  and  day  praying  exceedingly  that  10 
we  may  see  your  face,  and  may  perfect  that 
which  is  lacking  in  your  faith  ? 

Kow  God  and  our  Fathw  himself  and  our  Lord  11 
Jesus  Ohriat,  direct  onr  way  to  you.    And  the  12 
Lord  make  you  increase  and  abound  in  lore  to- 
ward one  another,  and  toward  all,  as  we  also  do 
toward  you ;  to  the  end  he  may  establish  your  18 
hearts  unblameable  in  holiness  before  God  and 
onr  Father,  at  the  coming  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  with  all  his  saints.

lY.  FuBTHBBMOBB  then,  brethren,  we  beseech    1 
yon,  and  exhort  yon  in  the  Lord  Jesus,  that  as 
ye  received  from  us  how  ye  ought  to  walk  and 
to  please  God,  as  also  ye  are  walking,  ye  would 
abound  yet  more.   For  ye  know  what  commands    2 
we  gare  you  through  the  Lord  Jesus.

beoanse  the  Lord  is.  the  avenger  for  all  these 
things,  as  we  also  told  yon  before,  and  testified. 

7  For  Qad  did  not  call  ns  to  nndeanness,  but  in 

8  sanotification.  Therefore  he  that  rejects,  rejects 
not  man,  bnt  God,  who  also  gave  to  yon  his 
Holy  Spirit. 

9  Bat  concerning  brotherly  love  ye  need  not 
that  I  write  to  you;   for  ye  yourselves  are 

10  taught  of  God  to  love  one,  another.  For  indeed 
ye  do  it  toward  all  the  brethren  who  are  in  all 
Macedonia.  But  we  beseech  you,  brethren,  to 

11  abound  yet  more ;  and  to  study  to  be  quiet,  and 
to  do  your  own  business,  and  to  work  with  your 

12  own  hands,  as  we  commanded  you ;  that  ye  may 
walk  becomingly  toward  those  without,  and  may 

r   have  need  of  nothing. 

18  But  we  desire  that  you  should  not  be  ignorant^ 
brethren,  concerning  those  who  are  sleepmg, 
that  ye  sorrow  not,  as  others  who  have  no  hope. 

14  For  if  we  believe  that  Jesus  died  and  rose  again, 
so  also  those  who  fell  asleep  throagh  Jesus  will 
God  bring  with  him. 

15  For  this  we  say  to  you,  in  the  word  of  the 
Lord,  that  we  the  living,  who  remain  unto  the 
coming  of  the  Lord,  shall  not  precede  those  who 

16  fell  asleep.  Because  the  L(»rd  himself  shall  descend 

y.  6.     {>r,  in  the  matter 
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from  hearen  with  a  shoat,  with  the  voice  of  the 
archangel,  and  with  the  tnunp-of  God;  and  the 
dead  in  Christ  shall  first  rise.  Then  we  the  liv-  17 
ing,  who  remain,  shall  he  caught  up  together 
with  them  in  clouds,  to  meet  the  Lord  in  the 
air ;  and  so  shall  we  ever  be  with  the  Lord. 

Wherefore,  encourage  one  another  with  these  18 
words. 

y.    But  of  the  times  and  the  seasons,  breth-    1 
ren,  ye  have  no  need  that  I  write  to  you.    For    2 
yourselves  ^ow  perfectly  that  the  day  of  the 
Lord  so  comes  as  a  thief  in  the  night.    For    8 
when  they  shall  say,  Peace  and  safety,  then  sud- 
den destruction  comes  upon  them,  as  travail  up-' 
on  a  woman  with  child ;  and  they  shall  not  escape. 

But  ye,  brethren,  are  not  in  darkness,  that  the    4 
day  should  overtake  you  as  a  thief.    For  all  ye    5 
are  sons  of  light,  and  sons  of  day ;  we  are  not 
of  night,  nor  of  darkness.    So  then  let  us  not    6 
sleep,  as  others;  but  let  us  watch  and  be  sober. 
For  they  that  sleep,  deep  in  the  night ;  and  they    1 
that  are  drunken,  are  drunken  in  the  night.  But    8 
let  us,  being  of  ^e  day,  be  sober,  putting  on  the 
breastplate  of  faith  and  love,  and  for  a  helmet, 
the  hope  of  salvation ;  because  God  did  not  ap-    9 
point  us  to   wratb,  bat   to   obtain   salvation

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11  together  with  him.  Whcrefare  encoiuage  Meh 
other,  and  edify  one  the  oQt&ty  aa  also  ye  do. 

13  And  we  beseech  jon^  Inrethren,  to  know  those 
who  labor  among  yon,  and  preside  orer  yon  in 

18  the  Lord,  and  admonish  yon ;  and  to  esteem 
them  rery  highly  in  love  fbr  their  wwk'a  sake. 
Be  at  peaoe  among  yonrselTes. 

14  Now  we  exhort  yon,  brethren,  admonish  the 
nnmly,  comfort  the  feebleminded,  support  the 

16  weak,  be  longsnffering  toward  all.  See  that 
none  render  evil  for  evil  to  any  one ;  bnt  ever 
follow  that  which  is  good,  both  toward  one  an* 
other,  and  toward  alL 

10, 17       Rej<noe  always.    Pray  without  ceasing. 

18  In  every  thing  give  thanks ;  for  this  is  the  wUl 
of  God*in  Ohrist  Jesos  toward  yon. 

19,  20    Quench  not  the  Spirit.    Despise  not  proph- 

21  esyings;  but  prove  all  things,  hold  fast  thait 

22  which  is  good.    Abstain  from  every  f(mii  of 
28  evil.    And  the  God  of  peaoe  himself  sanctify 

yon  wholly ;  and  may  your  spirit  and  soul  and 
body  be  preserved  whole  without  blatoe  at  the 

24  coming  of  our  Lord  Jesus  CSirist  faithful  is  Ike 
who  calls  yon,  who  also  wifi  do  it* 

25  Brethren,  pray  for  ncL 

26  Salute  all  the  brethren  wifli  a  holy  kiss. 

27  *  1  ac^ure  you  by  the  Loifd,  that  this  epistle  bo 
read  to  all  the  holy  brethren. 

28  the  grace  of  our  Lord  JesnsOhxiBt  be  withjott^ 
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PATTLy  and  SilyaniM,  and  Timothy,  to  the  church 
of  the  Thessalonian0,in  God  our  Father  and  the 
Lord  JesoB  Christ:  Grac^  to  jon,  and  peace, 
from  God  the  Father  and  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

We  are  hound  to  thauk  God  always  for  yon, 
brethren,  as  it  is  meet,  because  jour  faith  grows 
exceedingly,  and  the  love  of  eadi  one  of  you  all 
toward  one  another  abounds ;  so  that  we  our- 
sdyea  glory  ui  yon  in  the  churches  of  God,  for 
your  patience  and  faith  in  all  your  persecutions 
and  the  afflictions  which  ye  endure ;  a  token  of 
the  righteous  judgment  of  God,  that  ye  may  be 
counted  worthy  of  the  kingdom  of  God,  for  which 
ye  also  suffer ;  since  it  is  a  righteous  thing  with 
God  to  recompense  affliction  to  them  that  afflict 
yon,  and  to  yon  who  are  afflicted  rest  with  us, 
at  the  revelation  of  the  Lord  Jesus  from  heaven 
with  the  angels  of  his  power,  in  flaming  fire,  tak- 
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big  yengeanoe  on  them  that  know  not  God,  and

It,  nor  by  word,  nor  by  letter  as  through  us,  aa 

8  that  the  day  of  the  Lord  is  at  hand.  Let  not  any 
one  decelTe  you  in  any  manner;  because  [that 
day  will  not  come],  except  ISiere  come  first  tfad 
falling  away,  and  the  man  of  sin  be  rerealed,  the 

4  son  of  perdition ;  he  that  opposes  and  exalts  him- 
self against  all  that  is  called  God,  or  that  is  #Qfw 

T.  a.     €h,  shaken  from  your  mfaid    Jh»  Or,  li  come 
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dipped;  bo  thai  he  sits  in  the  temple  of  €k>d, 
Bhowing  himself  that  he  is  Qod. 

Bemember  ye  aoti  that^  when  I  was  yet  with    5 
yon,  I  told  yon  these  likings?  And  now  ye  hnow    f 
what  withholds,  in  order  that  he  may  be  rerealed 
in  his  own  time.    For  the  mystery  of  iniquity  is    7 
already  working;  only  until  he  who  now  with- 
holds shall  be  oat  of  the  way.    And  then  shall    8 
the  Lawless  one  be  revealed,  whom  the  Lord 
Jesus  shall  ccmsome  with  the  breath  of  his  month, 
and  shall  destroy  with  the  manifestation  of  his 
ooming ;  [dyen  him,]  whose  ooming  is  after  the    9 
working  of  Satan,  in  all  power  and  signs  and  ly- 
ing wonders,  and  in  all  deceit  of  nnrighteonsness  10 
for  them  that  perish ;  beoause  they  reoeiyed  not

hold  the  traditions  which  ye  were  taught,  wheth- 
er by  word,  or  by  our  epistle. 
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16  Now  our  Lord  Jesbs  Ohrist  hiniBelf^  and  God 
and  our  Father,  who  loVed  lu,  and  gave  ns  eyer-

IT  enoonrage  jonr  hearts,  and  establish  yon  in  OYerx 
good  work  and  word. 

1  in.  Fdtaixt,  brethren,  praj  for  ns,  that  the 
word  of  the  Lord  may  ran,  and  be  glorified,  as 

2  also  with  yon ;  and  that  we  may  be  deliyered 
from  perverse  and  wicked  men ;  for  all  have  not 

8  the  faith.    Bnt  faithAd  is  the  Lord,  who  shall 

4  establish  yon,  and  gnard  you  from  evil.  And  we 
have  confidence  in  the  Lord  concerning  yon,  that 
ye  both  do,  and  will  do,  the  things  whidi  we 

5  oommand  you.  And  the  Lord  direct  your  hearts 
into  the  love  of  God,  and  into  the  patience  of 
Ohrist. 

6  Now  we  command  you,  brethren,  in  the  name 
of  oar  Lord  Jesas  Chrbt,  that  ye  withdraw 
yonrselves  from  every  brother  walking  disor- 
derly, and  not  after  the  tradition  which  they  re- 

7  oeived  from  us.  For  yourselves  know  how  ye 
onght  to  follow  us ;  that  we  were  not  disorderly 

8  among  you,  nor  did  we  eat  bread  of  any  one 
for  nought,  but  with  labor  and  toil,  working 
night  and  day  that  we  might  not  be  burden- 

•  some  to  any  of  you ;  not  because  we  have  not 

y.  8.     Or,  from  the  evU  Oils 
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power,  bat  to  make  onrselyes  an  example  to  you, 
that  ye  should  follow  as.    For  also  when  we  10 
were  with  70a,  this  we  commanded  yoa :  If  any 
will  not  work,  neither  let  him  eat,  For  we  hear  11 
of  some  who  walk  among  70a  disorderl7,  work- 
ing not  at  all,  bat  are  bas7bodie8.    Kow  such  IS 
we  command,  and  exhort,  in  the  Lord  Jesus 
Ohrist,  that  with  quietness  working,  the7  eat 
their  own  bread. 

But  76,  brethren,  be  not  wear7  in  well  doing.  18 
And  if  an7  one  obe7s  not  our  word  b7  this  epistle,  14 
mark  that  roan,  and  keep  not  compan7  with  him, 
that  he  ma7  be  shamed.    And  count  him  not  as  15 
an  6nem7,  but  admonish  him  as  a  brother. 

Now  the  Lord  of  peace  himself  give  70U  peace  16 
alwa7s,  in  ever7  wa7.   The  Lord  be  with  you  all. 

The  salutation  of  Paul  with  my  own  hand,  17 
which  is  a  token  in'eyer7  epistle ;  so  I  write. 

The  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Ohrist  be  with  18 
you  all. 
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Paul,  an  apostle  of  Ohrist  Jesus,  according  to    1 
the  ocmiinaiidment  of  God  onr  Sayionr  and 
Ohrist  Jesus  onr  hope,  to  Timothy,  a  tme  child    2 
in  the  faith:  Grace,  mercy,  peace,  from  God 
the  Father  and  Ohrist  Jesus  our  Lord. 

As  I  besought  thee  to  remain  still  in  Ephesas,    8^ 
when  I  was  going  into  Macedonia,  that  thou     ' 
mightest  charge  certain  ones  not  to  teach  other 
doctrine,  nor  to  give  heed  to  fables  and  endless    4 
genealogies,  which  further  disputes  rather  than 
God's  dispensation,  w^ieh  is  in  faith,  [so  do]. 

Now  the  end  of  the  commandment  is  love,  out  5 
of  a  pure  heart  and  a  good  conscience  andfaitih 
unfeigned;  from  which  some  haying  swerved  6 
turned  aside  to  idle  prattling ;  desiring  to  be  teach-  7 
ers  of  the  law,  understanding  neither  what  they 
say,  nor  whereof  they  affirm.  But  we  Irnoyr  that  8 
the  law  is  good,  if  a  man  use  it  lawfully ;  know-  9 
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ing  this,  that  the  law  is  not  made  for  a  righteous 
man,  bttt  for  the  lawless  and  unroly,  for  the  nn- 
godly  and  sinfiil,  for  the  unholy  and  profieuie,  for 
murderers  of  fibers  and  mnrderers  of  mothers; 

10  for  manslayers,  for  fornicators,  for  them  that 
defile  themselves  with  mankind,  for  slavedealers, 
for  liars,  for  false  swearers,  and  whatever  else 

11  is  contrary  to  the  sound  teaching;  according  to 
the  glorious  gospel  of  the  blissfol  God,  with, 
which  I  was  entrusted. 

12  And  I  thank  him  who  gave  me  strength,  Christ 
Jesus  our  Lord,  that  he  accounted  me  faithfal, 

18  putting  me  into  the  ministry,  who  was  formerly 
a  blasphemer,  and  a  persecutor,  and  violent. 
But  I  obtained  mercy,  because  I  did  it  ignorantly 

14  in  unbelief;  and  the  grace  of  our  Lord  abounded 
exceedingly,  with  faith  and  love  which  is  in 
Christ  Jesus. 

16  Faithful  is  the  saying,  and  worthy  of  all  ac- 
ceptance, that  Christ  Jesus  came  into  the  world 

16  to  save  sinners ;  of  whom  I  am  chief.  But  for 
this  cause  I  obtained  mercy,  that  in  me  first 
Christ  Jesus  might  show  forth  all  his  longsuSer- 
ing,  for  a  pattern  to  them  who  should  hereafter 
believe  on  him  to  life  everlasting. 

V.  9.    Or,  for  smiters  of  fathers  and  smiters  of  mothexa 
V.  16.  Of,  in  me  as  chief 
I^.       Or^  all  that  longsufiering 
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ISTow  to  the  King  eternal,  the  imperishable,  17 
iitvisible,  only  God,  be  honor  and  glory  for  ever 
and  erer;    Amen. 

This  charge  I  ccanmit  to  thee,  my  chilfl  f  imo-  18 
thy,  according  to  the  prophecies  which  went  be- 
fore concerning  thee,  that  thou  mayest  wage  in 
them  the  good  warfare;  having  faith,  and  a  good  19 
conscience,  which  some  thrusting  away  made 
shipwreck  concerning  the  faith .  Of  whom  is  Hy-  20 
meneus  and  Alexander ;  whom  I  delivered  over  to 
Satan,  that  they  might  be  taught  not  to  blaspheme. 

n.    I EXHOBT  then,  first  of  all,  that  supplica-    1 
tions,   prayers,  intercessions,  thanksgivings,  be 
made  for  all  men;  for  kings,  and  all  that  are  in    2 
authority ;  that  we  may  lead  a  quiet  and  peaceful 
life  in  all  godliness  and  decorum.    For  tliis  is    8 
good  and  acceptable  in  the  sight  of  our  Saviour    4 
God;  who  desires  that  all  should  be  saved,  and 
come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  truth. 

For  there  is  one  God,  one  mediator  also  be-    6 
tween  God  and  men,  the  man  Christ  Jesus ;  who    6 
gave  himself  a  ransom  for  all,  to  be  testified  in 
due  time.    "Whereunto  I  was  appointed  a  preach-    7 
er,  and  an  apostle,  (I  speak  truth,  I  lie  not,)  a 
teacher  of  the  Gentiles  in  faith  and  truth. 

I  desire,  therefore,  that  the  men  pray  in  every    8 
place,  lifting  up  holy  hands,  without  wrath  and 
disputing;  in  like  manner  also  that  women,  in'  9 
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beooming  apparel,  adorn  themselyes  with  mod* 
estj  and  sobrietj ;  not  in  braided  hair,  or  gold, 

10  or  pearls,  or  costlj  raiment ;  bnt,  which  becomes 
women  professing  godliness,  bj  means  of  good 
works. 

11  Let  the  woman  learn  in  silence,  with  all  snb- 

12  jection.    But  I  permit  not  the  woman  to  teach, 
*   nor  to  have  authority  over  the  man,  but  to  be  in 

18  silence.    For  Adam  was  first  formed,  then  Eve. 

14  And  Adam  was  not  deceived ;  but  the  woman, 

15  being  deceived,  has  fallen  into  transgression. 
Bnt  she  shall  be  saved  through  childbearing,  if 

'  they  continue  in  faith,  and  love,  and  holiness, 
with  sobriety. 

1  m.    Faithful  is  the  saying,  if  any  one  desires 
the  office  of  a  bishop,  he  desires  a  good  work. 

2  The  bishop  then  must  be  blameless,  the  husband 
of  one  wife,  sober,  discreet,  orderly,  hospitable, 

8  apt  in  teaching ;  not  given  to  wine,  not  a  striker, 
bnt  forbearing,  averse  to  strife,  not  a  lover  of 

4  money ;  presiding  weU  over  his  own  house,  hay- 
ing his  children  in  subjection  with  all  decorum; 

5  (but  if  one  knows  not  how  to  preside  over  hin 
own  house,  how  shall  he  take  care  of  the  church

of  God  f)  not  a  novioe,  lest  being  lifted  up  with    6 
pride  he  fall  into  the  condemnation  of  the  deyil.    7 
But  he  must  also  have  a  good  testhnonj  from 
those  without,  lest  he  faH  into  reproach  and  the 
snare  of  the  devil. 

Deacons  in  like  manner  must  be  grave,  not    8 
donble-tongned,  not  given  to  much  wine,  not 
greedy  of  gain ;  holding  the  mystery  of  the  faith    9 
in  a  pure  conscience.   And  let  these  also  first  be  10 
proved;  then  let  them  serve  as  deacons,  being 
without  reproach.    [Their]  wives  in  like  manner  11 
must  be  grave,  not  slanderers,  sober,  faithful  in 
all  things. 

Let  the  deacons  be  husbands  of  one  wife,  pre-  12 
siding  well  over  their  children  and  their  own 
Louses.    For  they  that  have  served  well  as  dea-  18 
cons  obtain  for  themselves  a  good  degree,  and 
great  boldness  in  the  faith  which  ia  in  Christ 
Jesus. 

These  things  I  write  to  thee,  hoping  to  come  14 
to  thee  shortiy ;  but  if  I  tarry  long,  that  thou  15 
mayest  know  how  thou  oughtest  to  conduct  thy- 
self in  the  house  of  God,  which  is  the  church  of 
the  living  God,  the  pillar  and  ground  of  the 
truth.    And  confessedly,  great  is  the  mystery  of  16

For  every  creatnre  of  €rod  ii 
good,  and  nothing  is  to  be  refbsed,  if  it  be  re- 

6  oeived  with  thanks^vmg ;  for  it  is  sanctified  by 
the  word  of  God  and  prayer. 

6  If  thou  put  the  brethren  in  mind  of  theso 
things,  thou  shalt  be  a  good  minister  of  CQirist 
Jesus,  nurtured  in  the  words  of  the  faith  and  of 
the  good  teaching,  which  thou  hast  strictly  fol- 

1  lowed.  But  the  profane  and  siUy  fables  avoid,  and 

8  exercise  thyself  unto  godliness.  For  bodily  ex- 
ercise is  profitable  for  little;  but  godliness  U 
profitable  for  all  things,  having  promise  of  the

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life  that  now  is,  and  of  that  which  is  to  come. 
FaithM  is  the  saying,  and  worthy  of  all  accep-    9 
tanoe.    Porto  this  end  Ve  both  labor  and  suffer  10 
reproach,  because  we  have  hoped  in  the  living 
God,  who  i^  the  Saviour  of  all  men,  eq>ecially  of 
beUevers. 

These  iMngs  command  and  teach.    Let  no  ^ 
one  despise  thy  youth ;  but  become  an  example 
of  the  believers,  in  word,  in  deportment,  in  love, 
in  faith,  in  purity.    Till  I  come,  give  attention  13 
to  reading,  to  exhortation,  to  teaching.    Kegleot  14 
not  the  gift  that  is  in  tiiee,  which  was  given 
thee  through  prophecy,  with  the  laying  on  of 
the  hands^of  the  eldership.    Meditate  on  these  15 
things ;  give  thyself  wholly  to  them ;  that  thy 
progress  may  be  manifest  to  all.    Give  heed  16 
to  thyself,  and  to  the  teaching ;  continue  in  them ; 
for  in  doing  this  thou  shalt  save  both  thyself, 
and  them  that  hear  thee. 

y.  Bbbues  not  an  elder,  but  entreat  him  as  a  1 
father ;  younger  men  as  brethren ;  elder  women  2 
'  as  mothers,  the  younger  as  sisters,  with  all  puri- 
ty. Honor  as  widows  them  that  are  widows  in-  d 
deed.

7  And  these  things  command,  that  tbey  may  be 

8  blameless.  But  if  any  <me  provides  not  for  his  own, 
and  especially  for  those  of  his  own  house,  he  has 
denied  the  fiiith,  and  is  worse  than  an  nnbelfeyer. 

ft  Let  not  one  be  enrolled  as  a  widow  under 
threescore  years  old,  having  be^i  the  wife  of  one 

10  husband ;  well  reported  of  for  good  works ;  if 
she  brought  up  children,  if  she  lodged  strangers, 
if  she  washed  the  feet  of  the  saints,  if  she  re- 
lieved the  afflicted,  if  she  diDgently  fbllowed 
every  good  work. 

11  But  younger  widows  refuse;  for  when  they 
have  become  wanton  against  Christ,  they  de> 

12  sire  to  marry;  having  condemnation,  because 
18  they  broke  their  first  faith.    And  at  the  same 

time  they  also  learn  to  be  idle,  going  about  from 
house  to  house ;  and  not  only  idle,  but  tattlers 
also  and  busybodies,  spei&ing  things  wliich  they 
ought  not. 

14  I  desire  therefbre  that  younger  widows  mar- 
ry, bear  children,  guide  the  house,  give  no  oc- 
casion to  the  adversary  to  c^eak  reproachftdly. 

15  For  already  some  have  turned  aside  after  Satan. 
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If  mj  belieying  man  or  woman  has  widows,  16 
let  them  relieve  them,,  aad  }e£  not  the  church  be 
burdened;  that  it  may  relieve  them  that  are 
widows  indeed. 

Let  elders  who  preside  well  be  counted  wor-  17 
thy  of  double  honor,  eapeoially  they  who  labor 
in  the  word  and  teachmg.    For  the  Scripture  18 
says:  Thou  shalt  not  muzzle  the  ox  when  he 
is  treading  out  the  corn ;  and,  The  laborer  is 
worthy  of  his  hire. 

Against  ^p.  elder  receive  not  an  accusation,  -19 
except  before  two  or  three  witnesses. 

Them  that  sin  rebuke  before  all,  that  the  rest  20 
also  may  fear. 

I  charge  thee  before  Gk>d,  and  Christ  Jesus,  21 
and  the  elect  angels,  that  thou  observe  these 
things  without  prejudging,  doing  nothing  with 
partiality. 

Lay  hands  hastily  on  no  one,  neither  be  par-  22 
taker  of  other  men's  dns.    Keep  thyself  pure. 

No  longer  drink  water  only,  but  use  a  little  23 
wine  for  thy  stomach's  sake,  and  for  thy  frequent 
InfirmitieB. 

The  sins  of  some  men  are  openly  manifest,  go-  24 
ing  before  to  judgment;  and  some  men  they  . 
follow  after.     In  like  manner  also  the  good  25

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works  are  openly  manifest;  and  those  that  are 
otherwise  cannot  be  hidden. 

1  YI.    Lbt  as  many  as  are  servants  under  the

honor,  that  the  name  of  God  and  the  teaching 

2  be  not  blasphemed.  And  they  that  have  believ- 
ing masters,  let  them  not  despise  them  becanse 
they  are  brethren ;  bat  the  rather  do  them  ser- 
vice, because  they  who  receive  the  benefit  are 
fiuthfhl  and  beloved.  These  thiags  teach  and 
exhort. 

8  If  any  one  teaches  otherwise,  and  assents 
not  to  sound  words,  the  words  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  and  to  the  teaching  which  is  ao- 

4  cording  to  godliness,  he  is  puffed  up  with  pride, 
knowing  nothing,  but  doting  about  questions  and 
strifes  of  words,  whereof  comes  envy,   strife, 

5  railings,  evil  surmisings,  vain  disputings  of  men 
corrupted  in  mind,  and  robbed  of  the  truth, 
supposing  that  godliness  is  a  means  of  gain. 

6  But  godliness  with  contentment  is  a  great  means 

7  of  gain.   For  we  brought  nothing  into  the  world; 

8  it  is  certain  we  can  also  carry  nothing  out ;  and 
'    having  food  and  raiment,  let  ns  be  therewith 

9  content.  But  they  who  desire  to  be  rich  fall 
into  temptation  and  a  snare,  and  many  foolish

THE  EPISTLE   OF  PAUL 


TITUS. 


CHAPTER  I. 


Patti.,  a  servant  j)f  God,  anc^  an  apostle  of 
iesaa  Ohrist,  for  the  faith  of  God^s  chosen,  and 
the  knowledge  of  the  tmth  which  is  according 
to  godliness;  npon  hope  of  eternal  life,  which 
God,  who  cannot  lie,  promised  hefore  eternal 
ages;  hat  in  its  own  times  manifested  his 
word  in  the  preaching,  with  which  I  was  en- 
tmsted  accordmg  to  the  commandment  of  our 
Saviour  God ;  to  Titns,  a  tme  child  according  to 
the  common  faith:  Grace,  mercy,  peace,  from 
God  the  Father  and  Christ  Jesns  our  Saviour. 

For  this  canse  I  left  thee  hehind  in  Crete,  that 
thou  shooldest  set  in  order  the  things  that  are 
wanting,  and  appoint  elders  in  each  city,  as  I 
directed  thee ;  if  any  one  is  without  reproach, 
the  hushand  of  one  wife,  having  believing  child- 

V.  8.    Or  J  in  his  own 
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7  ren  not  accused  of  rioting  or  unruly.  For  the 
bishop  must  be  without  reproach,  as  God's 
steward;  nqt  self-willed,  not  soon  angry,  not 

8  given  to  wine,  not  *  striker,  not, greedy  of  gain; 
but  hospitable,  a  lover  of  the  good,  discreet,  just,  • 

9  holy,  temperate ;  holding  fast  the  fSuthful  word 
according  to  the  teaching,  that  he  may  be  able 
with  the  sound  teaching  both  to  exhort,  and  to 

10  refute  the  gainsayers.  For  there  are  many  un- 
ruly vain  ^alkers  and  deceivers,  chiefly  they  of 

11  the  circumcision ;  whose  -mouths  must  be  stop- 
ped, who  overturn  whole  houses,  teaching  things 
which  they  ought  not,  for  the  sake  of  base  gain. 

12  One  of  themselves,  a  prophet  of  their  own,  ^d : 
Cretans  are  always  liars,  evil  beasts,  lazy  glut- 

18  tons.  This  testimony  is  true.  For  which  cause 
reprove  them  sharply,  that  they  may  be  sound 

14  in  the  faith ;  not  giving  heed  to  Jewish  fables, 
and  commandments  of  men,  who  turn  away  from 
the  truth. 

15  To  the  pure  all  things. are  pure;  but  to  the 
defiled  and  unbelieving  nothing  is  pure;  but 
both  their   mind  and  conscience  are  defiled. 

16  They  profess  that  they  know  God  ;  but  by  their 
works  they  deny  him,  being  abominable,  and 
disobedient,  and  for  every  good  work  reprobate. 

,1      II.  But  do  thou  speak  the  things  which  become 

2  the  sound  teaching;  t|i9t  aged  men  be  sober 
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grave,  discreet,  sonnd  in  the  faith,  in  love,  in' 
patience.    That  aged  women  likewise  be  in  be-    8 
hayionr  as  becomes  holiness,  not  false  accnsers, 
not  enslayed  to  much  wine,  teachers  of  that 
which  is  good ;  that  they  maj  teach  the  young    4 
women  to  love  their  husbands,  to  love  their 
children,  to  be  discreet,  chaste,  keepers  at  home,    6 
good,  obedient  to  their  own  husbands,  that  the 
word  of  God  be  not  blasphemedi 

The  younger  men  fikewise  exhort  to  be  sober-    6 
minded.    In  all  things  showing  thyself  a  pattern    7 
of  good  works ;  in  teaching  showing  nncorrupt- 
ness,  gravity,  sound  speech,  that  cannot  be  con«    8 
demned;  that  he  that  is  of  the'  contrary  part 
may  be  put  to  shame,  having  no  evil  thing  to  say 
of  us. 

Exhort  servants  to  submit  themselves  to  their    9 
own  masters,  to  be  well-pleasing  in  all  things ; 
not  contradicting,  not  purloining,  but  showing  10 
all  good  fidelity ;  that  they  may  adorn  the  teach- 
ing of  our  Saviour  God  in  all  things. 

For  the  saving  grace  of  G«d  appeared  to  all  11 
men,  teaching  us  that,  denying  ungodliness  and  12 
wondly  lusts,  we  should  live  soberly,  righteous 
ly,  and  godly,  in  this  present  world ;  looking  for  18 
the  blissful  hope  and  appearing  of  the  glory  of 
the  great  God  and  our  Saviour  Jesus  Ohrist;     » 
who  g^ve. himself  for  us,  that  he  might  redeem  14* 
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OS  from  all  imiqiiitgr,  and  deaoBe  for  bunaelf  a 
^     p«<^le  to  be  Ml  own,,  zealous  of  good  worlai. 
15      These  things  speak,  and  exhort,  and  reprove 

irith  all  anthoritj.    Let  no  one  despise  thee. 

1  HL  Put  them  m  mind  to  submit  themselvea 
to  goTemments,  to  authorities,  to  obey  magis- 

2  trates,  to  be  ready  to  OYerj  good  work,  to  speak 
evil  of  no  one,  to  be  arerse  to  strife,  forbeariiig^ 
showing  all  meekness  to  all  men« 

8  For  we  onrselyes  also  were  onoe  foolish,  diso- 
bedient, going  astray,  serving  divers  lusts  and 
pleasures,  living  in  malice  and  envy,  hateftd, 

4  hating  one  another.  But  when  the  kindness  and 
the  love  toward  man  of  our  Saviour  God  ap* 

6  peared,  not  by  works  of  righteousness  whioh  we 
did,  but  aoeording  to  his  mercy  he  saved  us, 
tluroQgh  the  bathing  cf  regeneration,  and  renew- 

6  ing  of  the  Holy  Spirit;  which  he  poured  out  on 
us  richly  through  Jesus  Ohrist  our  Saviour; 

7  that,  having  been  justified  by  his  grace,  we 
diould  be  made  heirs  according  to  the  hope  of 
eternal  life. 

6  .  Faithful  is  the  saying;  and  concerning  these 

things  I  will  that  thou  affirm  constantly,  that 

they  who  have  believed  in  God  may  be  careM 

^     to  take  the  lead  in  good  works.    These  things 

^  9  are  good  and  profitable  to  men.   But  avoid  fool* 

ish  questionings,  and  genealogies,  andstrifeS|  and 
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eonfcentioBS  abont  the  law;  for  they  are  unprof- 
itable and  Yain« 

A  man  that  oanses  diyisions,  after  a  first  and  10 
second  admonition,  ayoid ;  knowing  that  he  that  11 
is  such  is  perverted,  and  sins,  being  self-oon- 
denmed. 

When  I  shall  send  Artemas  to  thee,  or  Tyohi-  12 
ens,  endeavor  to  come  to  me  to  Nicqpolis ;  for  I 
have  determined  there  to  winter. 

Zenas  the  lawyer,  and  ApoUos,  send  forward  18 
on  their  jonmej  zealonsly^  that  nothing  may  be 
wanting  to  them.

Not  to  say  to 
thee,  that  to  me  thou  owest  also  thine  own  self 

20  besides.    Yea,  brother,  let  me  have  joy  of  thee 

21  in  the  Lord.  Refresh  my  heart  in  Christ.  Hav- 
ing confidence  in  thy  obedience  I  wrote  to  thee, 
knowing  that  thou  wilt  also  do  more  than  I  say. 

22  But  at  the  same  time  be  preparing  for  me  also 
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a  lodging ;  for  I  hope  that  through  your  prayers 
I  shfiJl  he  given  to  yon. 

There  salute  thee  Epaphras,  my  fellow-captive  23 
in  Ohrist  Jesus ;  Mark,  Aristarchus,  Demas,  Luke,  24 
my  fellow  lahorers. 

The  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Ohrist  he  with  25 
your  spirit 
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God,  who  in  manj  parts  and  in  mai^y  ways    1 
spake  of  old  to  the  fathers  hj  the  prophets,  in    3 
these  last  days  spake  to  ns  by  his  Son,  whom  he 
appointed  heir  of  all  things,  by  whom  he  also 
made  the  worlds ;  who,  being  the  brightness  of    8 
his  glory  and  the  impress  of  his  substance,  and 
upholding  all  things  by  the  word  of  his  power, 
when  he  had  by  himself  made  a  cleansing  of  sins, 
sat  down  on  the  right  hand  of  the  Mcgesty  on 
high;  haying  become  so  much  superior  to  the    4 
angels,  as  he  has  inherited  a  more  excellenl,  name 
than  they. 

For  to  whom  of  the  angels  said  he  ever :  Thou    5 
art  my  Son,  I  this  day  have  begotten  thee?  And 
again :  I  will  be  to  iim  a  Father,  and  he  shall  be 
to  me  ft  Son  f    But  when  he  has  again  brought    6

8  and  his  ministers  a  flame  of  fire ;  but  of  the  Bon : 
Thy  throne,  O  Gk>d,  is  for  ever  and  ever;  a 
soeptre  of  righteousness  is  the  soeptre  of  thy 

9  kingdom ;  thon  lovedst  righteonsness,  and  batedst 
iniqnitj;  therefore  God,  thy  God,  anointed  thee 

10  with  the  oil  of  gladness  above  thy  fellows ;  and : 
Thon,  Lord,  in  the  beginning  didst  lay  the  fomi- 
dation  of  the  earth,  and  the  heavens  are  the 

11  -works  ctf  thy  hands ;  they  shaQ  perish,  but  thou 

remainest ;  and  they  all  shall  become  old  as  does

np,  and  they  shall  be  bhanged ;  but  thon  art  the 
same,  and  thy  years  shall  not  fail. 

13  Bnt  to  whom  of  the  angels  has  he  ever  said :  Sit

Are  they  not  all  ministering 
spirits,  sent  forth  for  ministration,  for  the  sake 
of  those  who  are  to  inherit  salvation? 

1  n.  On  this  account,  we  ought  to  g^ve  the 
more  earnest  heed  to  the  things  heard,  lest  haply 

2  we  should  let  them  slip.  For  if  the  word  spoken 
through  angels  proved  steadfast,  and  every  trans- 
gression and  disobedience  received  just  retribn* 

y.  1.    OTf  weflfaonld  be  diverted  from  them 
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tkm,  how  fihflU  we  escape,  if  we  have  neglected   9 
80  great  selvation ;  which  began  to  be  ^K>kea 
by  the  Lord,  and  was  confirmed  to  ns  by  then 
that  heard,  God  also  bearing  witness,  with  aigos    4 
and  wonders,  and  divers  nuraeles,  and  distrihi^  j 
tlons  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  according  to  his  own 
will? 

For  not  to  the  angels  did  he  pnt  in  sabjeotion    6 
the  world  to  come,  of  which  we  are  speaking* 
Bntonein  a  oertsln  place  testified,  saying :  What    6 
is  man,  that  thon  art  mindfdl  of  him,  or  the  sen 
of  man,  that  thou  yisitest  him?    Thou  madest    7 
him  a  little  lower  than  the  angels;  thou  crown- 
edst  him  with  glory  and  honor ;  thon  didst  pnt    8 
all  things  in  sabjection  nnder  his  feet.  For  in  that 
he  pnt  all  in  subjection  nnder  him,  he  left  nothing 
that  is  not  pnt  under  him. 

Bat  now  we  do  not  yet  see  all  things  pnt 
nnder  him.  Bat  we  behold  him,  who  was  made  9 
a  little  lower  than  the  angels,  Jesns,  on  aoconnt 
of  the  soffering  of  death,  crowned  with  glory 
and  honor,  in  order  that  he  by  the  grace  of 
God  might  taste  death  for  every  n»an.  For  it  10 
became  him,  for  whom  are  all  things,  and  by 
whom  are  all  things,  in  bringing  many  sons  to 
gilory,  to  make  the  captain  of  their  salvation  p^^ 
ftct  throng^  sufferings. 

For  both  he  that  sanctifies  and  they  who  are  11 
sanctified  are  all  of  one;  for  which  cause  he  ia 
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12  not  ash&med  to  call  them  brethren,  saying:  I  wiH 
declare  thy  name  to  mj  brethren ;  in  the  midst 
of  the  congregation  will  I  sing  |>raise  to  thee. 

18  And  again :  I  will  pnt  my  tmst  in  him.  And 
again :  Behold,  I  and  the  children  which  God 

14  gave  me.  Forasmnch  then  as  the  children  are 
partakers  of  flesh  and  blood,  he  also  himself 
in  like  manner  took  part  in  the  same;  that 
through  death  he  might  destroy  him  that  had 

15  the  power  of  death,  that  is,  the  devil ;  and  might 
deliver  them  who  through  fear  of  death  were  all 
their  lifetime  subject  to  bondage. 

16  For  surely  he  does  not  succor  angels ;  bnt  he 

17  succors  the  seed  of  Abraham.  Wherefore,  in  all 
things  it  became  him  to  be  made  like  to  his  brc^ 
thren,  that  he  might  become  a  merciful  and  faith- 
ful high  priest  in  things  pertaining  to  Grod,  to 
make  propitiation  for  the  sins  of  the   people. 

18  For  in  that  he  himself  has  suffered  being  tempt- 
ed, he  is  able  to  succor  them  that  are  tempted. 

1  m.  Wheekfobe,  holy  brethren,  partakers  of 
the  heavenly  calling,  consider  the  Apostle  and 

2  High-priest  of  our  profession,  Jesus;  who  was 
fiiithful  to  him  that  appointed  him,  as  also  was 

8  Moses  in  all  His  house.  For  he  has  been  ao- 
counted  worthy  of  more  glory  than  Moses,  inas- 
much as  he  who  has  built  the  house  has  more 

4  honor  than  the  house.  For  every  house  ia 
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iB  God.  Aftd  IfoBes  indeed  wis  ftitiiftil  ki  aM  6 
'Hifl  hoQse  fls  a  Beirant,  as  a  tesChnony  of  the 
iMngB  which  wete  to  be  afterward  spoken ;  but  6 
Christ  as  son  over  His  house;  whese  house  me 
we,  if  we  hold  fkst  the  bolda^ss  and  the  joyonih 
ness  of  the  hope  Hhn  tuxto  the  end. 

Wherefore,  as  the  H0I7  Spirit  says :  To-day  if    7 
ye  will  hear  his  voice,  harden  not  your  hearts,    8 
as  in  the  proToeadon,  in  the  day  of  the  tempt- 
ation in  the  wilderness;    where  yonr  fathers    9 
tempted  me,  proved  me,  and  s»w  my  works^for- 
tx  years.    WWefore  I  was  offended  with  that  10 
gitoeration,  and  said :  They  ahrays  go  astray  in 
their  heart ;  and  they  knew  not  my  ways ;  as  I  11 
sware  in  my  wradi,  they  shall  not  enter  into  my 
rest.

Y<xt 
to  OS  were  the  glad  tidings  preached,  as  also  to 
them;  bat  the  word  which  they  heard  did  not

For  we  who  have  believed  do 
enter  into  the  rest,  as  he  said :  As  I  sware  in  my

4k  tion  of  the  world.  For  he  has  spoken  in  a  cer- 
tain place  of  the  seventh  day  tbos:  And  God 

6  rested  on  the  seventh  day  from  all  his  works ;  and 
in  this  again :  They  shall  not  enter  into  mj  rest. 

6  Since  then  it  remains  that  some  do  enter  into 
it,  and  they  to  whom  the  glad  tidings  were  first 
preached  entered  not  in  becaase  of  anbelief,  again 

7  he  limits  a  certain  day,  To-day,  ^ying  in  David, 
after  so  long  a  time,  as  has  before  been  said,) 
To-day  if  ye  will  hear  bis  voice,  harden  not  yoar 
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heatts.    For  if  Joslitia  had  given  them  rest,  ne    8 
Would  not  after  this  have  spoken  of  another  day.    I 

So  then,  there  remains  a  Babbath-rest  to  the    0 
people  of  God.    For  he  that  entered  into  hia  rest,  10 
himself  rested  from  his  works,  as  God  cBd  from 
his  own.    Let  ns  therefore  endeavor  to  enter  into  11 
that  rest,  that  no  one  may  fall  intol0ie  same  ex- 
ample of  unbelief. 

For  the  word  of  God  is  living,  and  powerful,  12 
and  sharper  than  any  two-edged  sword,  piercing 
even  to  the  dividing  of  soul  and  spirit,  of  joints 
.  and  marrow,  and  is  a  discerner  of  the  thoughts 
and  intents  of  the  heart.  And  there  is  no  creatnre  13 
that  is  not  manifest  in  his  sight ;  but  all  things  are 
naked  and  opened  to  the  eyes  of  him  with  whom 
we  have  to  do. 

Having  therefore  a  great  high  priest,,  who  has  14 
p^sed  through  the  heavens,  Jesus  the  6on  of 
God,  let  us  hold  fast  our  profession.    For  we  15 
have  not  a  high  priest. who  cannot  be  touched 
with  the  feeling  of  our  infirmities,  but  who  has 
in  all  points  been  tempted  in  like  manner,  with- 
out sin.    Let  ns  therefore  come  boldly  to  the  16 
throne  of  grace,  that  we  may  obtkin  mercy,  and 
find  grace  to  help  in  time  of  need. 

V.    Fob  every  high  priest,  being  taken  from    ] 
among  men,  is  appointed  for  men  in  things  pertain- 
ing to  God,  that  he  may  offer  bbth  gifts  and  sacri- 
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fi  floes  for fliiis;  being«bktobear  viOijthe  ignorant 
and  ening,  ainoe  ba  iiimfl^lf  aUo  ia  micompifleed 

8  with  iafiimiity ;  and  on  aooonnt  of  it  hd  ot^t^  as 
for  1^  poople,  ao  also  for  hkoself,  to  make  offec- 

4  ing  for  nns»  And  no  one  takes  to  himself  the 
honor,  l»4  being  oaUed  hj  God,  as  was  also 

6  Aaron.  SO'gfaK^  Christ  did  not  glori^r^^iniself  to 
be  made  EOgh-prieot,  bnt  he  who  spake  to  him : 
Thou  art  my  Son,  I  this  day  have  begotten  thee ; 

6  aa  also  in  another  place,  he  sajs :  Thou  art  a 
priest  for  ever,  after  the  order  of  Helohizedek. 

1  Who,  in  the  days  of  his  flesh  ofEdring  up  prayers 
and  snpplications,  with  strong  crying  and  tears,  to 
him  who  was  able  to  save  him  from  death,  and 

8  being  heard  on  aocountof  his  godly  fear,  though 
a  Son   yet  learned  from  what  he  suffered  the 

9  [required]  obedience,  and  being  perfected  be- 
came the  author  of  eternal  salvation  to  all  who 

10  obey  him;  oalled  by  Gk>d,  High-priest,  after  the 
order  of  Melohizedek. 

11  Of  whom  we  have  much  to  say,  and  hard  to 
be  explained,  since  ye  have  become  dull  of  hear- 

12  ing.  For  though  ye  ought,  on  account  of  the 
time,  to  be  teachers,  ye  again  have  need  that  some 
one  teach  you  the  first  principles  of  the  oracles  of 
God,  and  are  become  such  as  have  need  of  milk, 

18  and  not  of  solid  food.  For  every  one  who  par- 
takes  of  milk  is  inescperienoed  in  the  word  of 

V.  10.     Or,  addressed  by  God,  as  XBgh-piiest 
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rlghteonsness ;  for  he  is  a  child.    But  solid  food  U 
belongs  to  them  that  are  of  fhll  age,  who  by  use 
have  their  senses  exercised  to  discern  good  and 
evil. 

VI.  Whebefoee,  leaving  the  first  principles    1 
of  the  doctrine  of  Christ,  let  ns  go  on  to  perfec- 
tion ;  not  laying  again  the  foundation  of  repent- 
ance from  dead  works,  and  of  faith  toward  God, . 
of  the  doctrine  of  immersions,  and  of  the  laying    2 
on  of  hands,  and  of  the  resurrection  of  the  dead, 
and  of  eternal  judgment.    And  this  we  will  do,    8 
if  God  permit.    For  it  is  impossible  that  they    4 
who  have  once  been  enlightened,  and  have  tast- 
ed of  the  heavenly  gift,  and  been  made  partakers 
of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  have  tasted  the  good    6 
word  of  God,  and  the  powers  of  the  world  to 
come,  and  have  fallen  away,  should  again  be  re-    6 
newed  to  repentance;   seeing  they  cri^cify  to 
themselves  the  Son  of  God  afresh,  and  put  him 
to  open  shame.    For  the  earth  which  has  drunk    7 
in  the  rain  oft  coming  upon  it,  and  brings  forth 
herbs  fit  for  them  for  whose  sake  it  is  tilled,  re- 
ceives blessing  from  God ;  but  if  it  bears  thomsL  8 
and  briers  it  is  rejected,  and  is  near  to  curs- 
ing ;  whose  end  is  to  be  burned. 
But,  beloved,  we  are  persuaded  of  better  things    9 

y.  8.    In  iome  ancient  copies :  And  this  let  us  do 
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oonoeming  yon,  and  things  that  aocQmpanj  sal* 

10  vation,  though  we  thus  speak*  For  God  is  not 
wirighteoiis  to  forget  your  work,  and  the  love 
whidi  ye  showed  toward  his  name,  in  that  ye 
ministered  and  still  do  minister  to  the  saints. 

11  But  we  desire  that  each  one  of  yon  show  the 
same  diligenoe,for  the  full  assurance  of  the  hope 

12  nnto  the  end ;  that  ye  may  not  become  slothi^ 
but  followers  of  them  who  through  faith  and 

18  patience  inherit  the  promises.  For  when  God 
made  the  promise  to  Abraham,  because  he  could 

14  swear  by  none  greater,  he  sware  by  himself,  say- 
ing: Surely  blessing  I  will  bless  thee,  and  mul- 

16  tiplying  I  will  multiply  thee.  And  so,  hav- 
ing patiently  endured,  he  obtained  the  promise. 

16  For  men  indeed  swear  by  the  greater ;  and  the 
oath  is  to  them  an  end  of  all  gains^ing,  for 

17  a  confirmation.  Wherein  God,  wishing  more 
abundantly  to  show  to  the  heirs  of  the  promise 
the  immutability  of  his  counsel,  interposed  with 

18  an  oath ;  that  by  two  immutable  things,  in  which, 
it  is  impossible  that  God  should  lie,  we  may  have 
strong  encouragement,  who  fled  for  refuge  to  lay 

19  hold  on  the  hope  set  before  us ,  which  we  have 
as  an  anchor  of  the  soul,  sure  and  steadfast,  and 

80  entering  within  the  va^l;  where  as  forerunner 
for  us  Jesus  entered,  having  become  a  High-priest 
for  ever,  after  the  order  of  Melchizedek. 
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yn.  For  this  Melchizedek,  king  of  Salem,    I 
priest  of  the  most  high  God,  who  met  Abraham 
returning  from  the  slaughter  of  the  kings,  and 
blessed  him ;  to  whom  also  Abraham  apportion-    2 
ed  a  tenth  of  all ;  first  indeed  being  interpreted 
King  of  righteousness,  and  then  also  King  of 
Salem,  which  is.  King  of  peace ;  wii^out  father,    8 
without  mother,  without  table  of  descent,  hav- 
ing neither  beginning  of  days,  nor  end  of  life, 
but  likened  to  the  Son  of  God,  remains  a  priest 
continually. 

Kow  consider  how  great  this  man  was,  to    4 
whom  Abraham  the  patriarch  also  gave  a  tenth 
of  the  spoils.    And  they  indeed  that  are  of  the    5 
sons  of  Levi,  who  receive  the  office  of  the  priest- 
hood, have  a  conmiandment  to  take  tithes  of  the 
people  according  to  the  law,  that  is,  of  their 
brethren,  though  they  have  come  out  of  the 
loins  of  Abraham ;  but  he  whose  descent  is  not    6 
reckoned  from  them  has  taken  tithes  of  Abraham, 
and  has  blessed  him  that  had  the  promises.  And    7 
without  any  contradiction,  the  less  is  blessed  by 
the  better.    And  here  indeed  men  that  die  re-    8 
ceive  tithes ;  but  there,  one  of  whom  it  is  testi- 
.  fied  that  he  lives.    And  so  to  speak,  Levi  also,    $ 
who  receives  tithes,  has  paid  tithes  in  Abraham; 
for  he  was  yet  in  the  loins  of  his  father,  when  10 
Helchizedek  met  him- 

y.  8.     That  U^  aaio  any  record  o/ii, 
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11  If  therefore  perfection  were  hj  the  Le^itical 
priesthood,  (for  under  it  the  people  have  received 
the  law,)  what  farther  need  was  there  that  a 
different  priest  shpnld  arise,  after  the  order  of 
Melchizedek,  and  not  be  called  after  the  order 

12  of  Aaron?  For  the  priesthood  being  changed, 
there  comes  of  necessity  a  change  also  of  the 

13  law.  For  he  of  whom  these  things  are  spoken 
pertains  to  a  different  tribe,  of  which  no  one 

14  has  given  attendance  at  the  altar.  For  it  is  evi- 
dent that  our  Lord  has  arisen  out  of  Jndah ;  of 
Which  tribe  Moses    spake    nothing  concerning 

15  priests.  And  it  is  yet  more  abundantly  mani- 
fest, if  after  the  similitude  of  Melchizedek  there 

16  arises  a  different  priest,  who  has  been  made,  not 
after  the  law  of  a  carnal  commandment,  but  af- 

17  ter  the  power  of  an  indissoluble  life.  For  it  is 
testified  of  him :  Thou  art  a  priest  for  ever,  after 

18  the  order  of  Melchizedek.  For  on  the  one  hand, 
there  is  an  annulling  of  the  commandment 
that  went  before,  on  account  of  its  weakness 

19  and  unprofitableness, — ^for  the  law  perfected 
nothing, — and  on  the  other  the  bringing  in  of  a 
better  hope,  by  which  we  draw  near  to  God. 

20  And  inasmuch  as  it  was  not  without  an  oath, 

21  — for  they  indeed  were  made  priests  without  on 
oath,  but  he  with  an  oath  by  him  who  said  to 
him :  The  Loid  sware  and  will  not  repent^  thou 
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aft  a  priest  for  ever  after  the  order  of  Mdobke- 
dek,-*by  so  much  lias  Jesus  become  a  surety  of  2d 
a  better  coveiiaut.    And  they  indeed  have  been  28 
many  priestp,  because  tbey  were  hindered  by 
death  from  oontinning ;  but  he,  because  he  re-  24 
inaing  for  ever,  has  an  unchangeable  priesthood. 
Whence  also  he  is  able  to  save  to  the  uttermost  26 
those  who  come  to  God  through  him,  since  he 
ever  lives  to  intercede  for  them. 

For  such  a  high  priest  became  us,  holy,  harm-  26 
less,  undefiled,  separated  from  sinners,  and  made 
higher  than  the  heavens ;  who  has  not  necessity  27 
daily,  as  the  high  pnests,  to  offer  up  sacrifices,  first 
for  his  own  sins,  and  then  for  those  of  the  people ;  . 
for  this  he  did  once  for  all,  in  offering  up  himself. 

For  the  law  makes  men  high  priests  who  have  28 
infirmity;  but  the  word  of  Uie  oath,  which  was 
since  the  law,  makes  the  Son,  who  is  perfected 
fbr  ever. 

Vin,    Now  of  the  things  which  we  are  say-    1 
ing^this  is  the  chief:  T^ehave  such  a  high  priest, 
who  sat  down  on  the  right  hand  of  the  throne  of  » 
the  Majesty  of  the  heavens ;  a  minister  of  the    2 
holy  places,  and  of  the  true  tabernacle,  which 
the  Lord  pitched,  and  not  man. 

y.  21,    Some  andetU  eopiu  omit:  after  the  order  o^ 
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8  For  every  liigli  priest  is  apxM>inted  to  ofier  gifts 
and  sacrifices ;  wherefore  it  is  necessary, thatthis 

4  one  have  something  Trhich  he  may  offer.  ¥or 
if  he  were  on  earth,  he  would  not  be  a  prieelb, 
since  there  are  those  ,who  offer  gifts  according 

5  to  the  law,  who  minister  after  an  outline  and  a 
shadow  of  the  heavenly  things,  as  Moses  was 
admonished  by  Gk)d  when  he  was  about  to  make 
the  tabernacle ;  for,  See,  says  he,  that  thou  make 
all  things  according  to  the  pattern  which  was 

6  showed  thee  in  the  mount.  But  now  he  has  ob- 
tained a  more  excellent  ministry,  by  so  much  as 
he  is  also  mediator  of  a  better  covenant,  which 

'has  been  established  upon  better  promises. 
1      For  if  that  first  had  been  faultless,  a  place 

8  would  not  have  been  sought  for  the  second.  For 
finding  fault  with  them,  he  says :  Behold,  the 
days  are  coming,  saith  the  Lord,  when  I  will 
make  a  new  covenant  with  the  house  of  Israel 

9  and  with  the  house  of  Judah ;  not  according  to 
the  covenant  that  I  made  for  their  fathers,  in  the 
day  when  I  took  hold  of  their  hand  to  bring 
them  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt ;  because  they 
continued  not  in  my  covenant,  and  I  regarded 

10  them  not,  saith  the  Lord.  For  this  is  the  cov* 
enant  that  I  will  establish  for  the  house  of  Israel 
after  those  days,  saith  the  Lord,  I  will  put  my 

V.  8.     Or,  finding  fault,  he  says  to  them 
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laws  into  their  mind,  and  will  writ«  them  on 
their  hearts ;  and  I  will  be  to  them  a  God,  and 
they  shall  be  to  me  a  people ;  and  they  shall  not  11 
teach  each  one  his  neighbor,  and  each  one  his 
brother,  saying,  Know  the  Lord;  because  all 
shall  know  me,  from  the  least  to  the  greatest 
because  I  will  be  merciful  to  their  unrighteous-  12 
ness,  and  their  sins  and  their  iniquities  I  will 
remember  no  more.    In  that  he  says,  A  new,  he  18 
has  made  the  first  old.  Kow  that  which  is  grown 
old,  and  worn  out  with  age,  is  ready  to  vanish 
'  away. 

IX.    Now  the  first  had  indeed  also  ordinances    1 
of  service,  and  the  worldly  sanctuary.    For  a    2 
tabernacle  was  prepared ;  the  first,  wherein  was 
the  light-stand,  and  the  table,  and  the  show-bread ; 
which  is'  called  holy.    And  after  the  second    8 
vail,  the  tabernacle  which  is  called  most  holy, 
having  a  golden  altar  of  incense,  and  the  ark  of    4 
the  covenant  overlaid  on  every  side  with  gold, 
wherein  was   the  golden  pot   containing  the 
manna,  and  the  rod  of  Aaron  which  budded,  and 
the  tables  of  the  covenant;  and  above  it  the    5 
cherubim  of  glory  over-shadowing  the  mercy- 
seat;  of  which  we  cannot  now  speak  particu- 
larly. 

Now  these  things  being  thus  prepared,  into    6 
the  first  tabernacle  the  priests  enter  at  all  times^ 
til 
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f  perfonniDg  the  Berrices ;  but  into  the  second,  the 
high  priest  alone,  once  every  year,  not  without 
hlood,  which  he  offers  for  himself,  and  for  the 

8  errors  of  the  people;  the  Holy  Spirit  signifying 
this,  that  the  way  into  the  holy  places  has  not 

^yet  been  made  manifest,  while  the  first  taber- 

9  naole  is  yet  standing ;  which  is  a  figure  for  the 
time  present,  under  which  are  offered  both  gifts 
i^d  sacrifices^unable  as  to  the  conscience  toper- 

10  feet  the  worshipper ;  only  with  meats  and  drinlo, 
and  divers  immersions,  ordinances  of  the  fleshy 

11  imposed  until  the  time  of  reformation.  But 
Christ,  having  come  as  a  high  priest  of  the  good 
things  to  come,  through  the  greater  and  more 
perfect  tabernacle,  not  made  with  hands,  (that  is, 

12  not  of  this  creation,)  and  not  through  the  blood 
of  goats  and  calves  but  through  his  own  blood, 
entered  once  for  all  into  the  holy  places,  obtain- 

18  ing  eternal  redemption.  For  if  the  blood  of 
goats  and  bulls, 'and  ashes  of  a  heifer  sprinkling 
those  who  have  been  defiled,  sanctifies  to  the 

14  purity  of  the  flesh;  how  much  more  shall 
the  blood  of  Ohrist,  who  through  the  eternal 
Spirit  offered  himself  without  spot  to  God, 
cleanse  your  conscience  from  dead  works  to 

15  serve  the  living  God  ?  And  for  this  cause  he  is 
mediator  of  a  new  covenant,  in  order  that,  death 

T.  10.     Or,  only  with  coDdltions  of  meats  and  drinks 
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haying  taken  place,  f6r  the  redemption  of  the 
transgressions  under  the  first  covenant,  they  who 
have  been  called  may  receive  the  promise  of  the 
eternal  inheritance. 

For  where  there  is  a  testament,  there  must  also  16 
of  necessity  be  brought  in  the  death  of  the  testa- 
tor.   For  a  testament  is  of  force  after  men  are  17 
dead;  since  it  is  of  no  strength  at  all  while  the 
testator  lives. 

Wherefore,  neither  has  the  first  been  dedicated  IS 
without  blood.    For,  when  Moses  had  spoken  19 
every  precept  to  all  the  people  according  to  the 
law,  he  took  the  blood  of  the  calves  and  of  the 
goats,  with  water,  and  scarlet  wool,  and  hyssop, 
and  sprinkled  both  the  book  itself  and  all  the 
people,  saying:  This  is  the  blood  of  the  covenant,  20= 
which  God  enjoined  in  respect  to  you.    And  2! 
moreover,  the  tabemade,  and  all  the  vessels  of 
the  service,  he  in  like  manner  sprinkled  with 
blood.    And  nearly'all  things  are  cleansed  ao-  22 
cording  to  the  law  with  blood;    and  without 
shedding  of  blood  there  is  no  remission. 

It  was  therefore  necessary,  that  the  outlines  of  28 
things  in  the  heavens  should  be  cleansed  with 
these ;  but  the  heavenly  things  themselves,  with 
better  sacrifices  that  these.    For  Christ  entered  24

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^not  into  holy  plaots  macte  wifth  h|ai4fl,firQi'e9  of 
^e  true ;  but  into  hoaveaiis^,  now  to  appear ' 
ffi5  in  the  presence  of  Ctodforns;  nor  yet  that  ha 
aboold  many  times  offer  himself  &b  the  high 
priast  enters  into  the  holy  plaoee  every  year  with 

96  blood  of  others;  far  then  mnst  he  many  tames 
have  sofibred  since  the  foundation  of  the  world  ; 
bnt  now  once,  in  the  end  of  the  ages,  he  haft  been 
manifested  for  the  putting  away  of  fiin  by  the 

9lt  saorifiee  of  himself*  And  inasmnoh  as  it  is  ap- 
pointed to  men  once  to  die,  but  after  this  the 

28  judgment;  so  also  the  Christ,  having  been  once 
offered  to  bear  the  sins  of  many,  will  to  them  that 
look  "for  him  appear  a  second,  time  without  sin, 
unto  salivation. 

1  X.  Fob  the  law  havii^  a  shadow  of  the  good 
things  to  come,  Dot  the  very  image  of  the  things, 
can  never,  with  the  same  sacrifices  which  they 
offer  year  by  year  oontinnlOly,  make  those  who 

2  come  to  them  perfect.  For  then  would  they  not 
have  ceased  to  be  offered,  because  the  worship- 
pers would  have  had  no  more  consoiousiiesa 

8  of  sins,  having  once  been  cleansed  ?  But  in  them 

4  there  is  a  remembrance  of  sins  year  by  year.  For 

it  is  impossible  that  the  blood  of  bulls  and  of  goats 

V.  26.    Or,  by  his  SBonfioe 
v.  1.     Or,  those  who  draw  near  [to  God] 
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iftMinld  take  aivty  filiiB*  Wherefore,  -when  he  oomes    6 
into  the  world)  he  sa^fs :  Sacilfice  and  offering

for  me ;  in  whole  hnmt-offerings  and  isaoiificeB  for    6 
sin  thon  hadst  no  pleasure.    Then  said  I:  Lo,  I    t 
oome,  in  the  Tolnme  of  Ihe  book  it  is  written  of 
me,todothywi]],OGod.  Saying  above,  Sacrifices    8 
and  ofTerings  and  whole  bnmt-offerings  and  sacri- 
fices for  Bin  tiion  wonldest  not,  nor  hadst  pleasure 
therein,  which  are  offered  by  tilie  kw,  theb  has  he    ft 
said :  Lo,  I  come  to  do  thy  will,  OGod.  He  takes 
away  the  first,  that  he  may  establish  the  second. 
In  which  will  we  haye  been  sanctified,  through  10 
the  offering  of  the  body  of  Jesm  Ohrist  once  for 
all. 

And  erery  priest  indeed  stands  daily  minister-  11 
ing,  and  offering  oftentimes  the  same  sacrifices, 
which  can  never  take  away  sins;  but  he,  having  12 
offered  one  sacrifice  for  sins,  for  ever  sat  down 
on  the  right  hand  of  God;  ^om  henceforth  ex-  18 
pectittg  untnl  his  en^nies  be  made  his  footstool. 
For  by  one  ofiftsring  he. has  perfiacted  for  ever  l4 
them  that  are  sanctified.    Moreover,  the  Holy  15 
Spirit  also  is  a  witness  to  us ;  for  after  he  had 
said.  This  is  the  covenant  that  I  will  make  with  16 
tiiem  after  those  days,  salth  liie  Lord,  putting 
my  laws  upon  their  hearts,  and  on  their  imnds  I 

y.  11.    /nM«oM!M<tfopM«.*  erery  High-priest 
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17  will  write  them,  [he  ftirther  saysj  and  their  bSmib 

18  and  iniqnities  I  will  remember  no  more.  But 
where  there  is  remisdon  of  these,  there  is  no 
longer  ofTerisg  for  sin. 

19  Having  therefore,  brethren,  boldness  as  to  the 
entrance  into  the  holj  places  by  the  blood  of 

20  JesQB,  which  [entrance]  he  instituted  for  us,  a  new 
and  living  way,  through  the  vail,  that  is  to  say, 

21  his  flesh ;  and  having  a  great  priest  over  the  house 

22  of  God ;  let  us  draw  near  with  a  true  heart  in 
fiill  assurance  of  faith,  having  had  our  hearts 
sprinkled  from  an  evil  conscience,  and  our  body 

28  washed  with  pure  water.  Let  us  hold  f^  the 
profession  of  the  hope  without  wavering,  for  he 

24  is  faithful  that  promised ;  and  let  us  consider  one 

26  another,  to  incite  to  love  and  to  good  works ;  not 

forsaking  the  assembling  of  ourselves  together, 

as  is  the  custom  of  some ;  but  exhorting,  and  so 

much  the  more  as  ye  see  the  day  approaching. 

26  For  if  we  willingly  sin,  after  having  received 
the  knowledge  of  the  truth,  there  no  longer  re- 

27  mains  a  sacrifice  for  sins,  but  a  certidn  fearful 
looking  for  of  judgment,  and  a  fiery  indignation, 

26  which  shall  devour  the  adversaries.  He  that  de- 
spised Moses^  law  died  without  mercy  under  two 

29  or  three  witnesses.  Of  how  much  sorer  pun- 
ishment, suppose  ye,  shall  he  be  thought  wor- 
thy, who  has  trodden  under  foot  the  Son  of  God, 
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and  has  aooonnted  th«  blood  of  the  ooyenant, 
'vHierewith  he  was  sanetiied,  an  nsholy  thing, 
and  has  done  despite  to  the  Spirit  of  grace? 
For  we  know  him  who  said :  To  me  belongs  80 
vengeance,  I  will  recompense,  saith  the  Lord ; 
and  again :  The  Lord  sha^  judge  his  people.  It  SI 
is  a  fearful  tloix^  to  fall  into  the  hands  of  the 
living  God. 

Bnt  call  to  remembrance  the  former  days,  in  82 
which,  after  ye  were  enlight«ied,  ye  endured  a 
great  contest  of  sufferings;  partly,  whilst  ye  88 
were  made  a  spectacle  both  by  reproaches  and 
afSictions;  and  partly,  whilst  ye  became  par* 
takers  with  them  that  were  so  nsed.    For  ye  84 
sympathized  with  those  in  bonds,  and  ye  to<^ 
joyftilly  the  plundering  of  yonr  gdods,  knowing 
that  ye  have  for  yourselves  a  better  and  an 
enduring  substance. 

Oast  not   away  therefore  your    confidence,  85 
which  has  great  recompense  of  reward.    For  ye  86 
have  need  of  patience,  that  having  done  the  will 
of  God  ye  may  receive  the  promise.     For  yet  a  87 
little  while,  he  that  is  to  come  will  come,  and 
will  not  tarry.  Now  the  just  shall  live  by  faith ;  88 
bnt  if  he  draw  back,  my  soul  has  no  pleasure  in 
him.     But  we  are  not  of  those  who  draw  back  89 
tmto  perdition ;  but  of  those  who  believe  to  the 
saving  of  the  sonL 
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1  XI.  Now  faith  is  the  assnraiice  of  things 
hoped  for,  the  conviction  of  things  not  seen. 

2  For  in  this  the  elders  obtained  a  good  report. 

8  Through  faith  we  x>«rceive  that  the  worlds 
were  framed  hy  the  word  of  God,  so  that  what  is 
seen  has  not  arisen  ont  of  things  which,  appear. 

4  By  faith  Abel  oifered  to  God  a  more  excellent 
sacrifice  than  Gain,  by-  which  he  received  testi- 
mony that  he  was  righteons,  God  testifying  of 
his  gifts;  and  through  it,  being  dead  he  yet 
speaks. 

5  By  faith  Enoch  was  translated,  that  he  sbonld 
not  see  death ;  and  he  was  not  found,  because 
God  translated  him ;  for  before  his  translation 
he  has  had  the  testimony,  that  he  pleased  God. 

6  But  without  faith  it  is  impossible  to  please  him ; 
for  he  who  comes  to  God  must  believe  that  he 
is,  and  that  he  is  a  rewarder  to  them  that  seek 
after  him. 

T  By  faith  Noah,  being  warned  of  God  concern- 
ing things  not  yet  seen,  moved  with  fear,  pre- 
pared an  ark  for  the  saving  of  his  house;  by 
which  he  condemned  the  world,  and  became  heir 

'     of  the  righteousness  which  is  according  tro  faith. 

.8      By  faith  Abraham  when  called  obeyed,  to  go 

"V.  1.     Ot^U  the  substance  of  things  hoped  for 
y.  8.     OTy  in  order  that  what  is  seen  shotdd  not  have 
arisen 
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Ibrth  into  a  place  wbicli  he  should  afterward  re- 
oeiye  fbr  an  inheritance,  and  went  forth,  not 
knowing  whither  he  went.  B7  fisdth  he  sojourn-  9 
ed  in  the  land  of  promise,  as  a  foreign  land, 
dwelling  in  tents  with  Isaac  and  Jacoh,  heirs 
with  him  of  the  same  promise ;  for  he  looked  for  10 
the  city  which  has  the  fonndations,  whose  hnild- 
er  and  .maker  is  God. 

By  faith  Sarah  herself  also  received  power  11" 
to  conceive  seed,  even  when  she  was  past  age, 
because  she  accounted  him  faithful  who  had 
promised.  Wherefore .  also  there  sprang  from  12 
one,  and  him^  become  as  dead,  even  as  the  stars 
of  heaven  in  multitude,  and  as  the  sand  which 
is  by  the  sea  shore  innumerable. 

These  all  died  in  faith,  not  having  received  13- 
the  promises,  but  having  seen  them  from  afar, 
and  greeted  them,  and  professed  that  they  were 
strangers  and  sojourners  on  the  earth.    For  they  14 
that  say  such  things  declare  plainly  that  they 
are  seeking  a  country.    And  if  indeed,  they  had  15 
in  mind  that  from  which  they  came  out,  they 
would  have  had  opportunity  to  return.    But  16 
now  they  desire  a  better,  that  is,  a  heavenly; 
wherefore  God  is  not  ashamed  to  be  called  their 
God ;  for  he  prepared  for  them  a  city. 

By  faith  Abraham,  when  tried,  has  offered  up  17

y.  16.     Or,  But  as  it  is 
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inao ;  and  he  tiiat  lad  aooeptad  the  promfsai 

18  offered  up  his  only  begotten;  he  of  whom  it  was 

19  said,  In  Isaac  sfaaU  thy  seed  be  called ;  accoimt- 
mg  that  Gk>d  is  able  even  to  raise  from  the  dead ; 
whence  he  also  received  him  back  in  a  figure. 

SO  By  faitii  Isaac  blesaed  Jacob  and  Esau,  con- 
cerning things  to  come. 

21  By  faith  Jacob,  when  dying,  blessed  ^ach  of 
the  sons  of  Joseph ;  and  he  worshipped,  [leaning] 
on  the  top  of  bis  staff. 

82  By  faith  Joseph,  when  dying,  made  meiiti(H) 
of  the  departure  of  the  i^ns  of  Israel,  and  gaTe 
commandment  concerning  his  bones. 
.  28  By  faith  Moses,  when  bom,  was  hidden  three 
months  by  his  parents,  because  they  saw  that  the 
child  was  fair ;  and  they  feared  not  the  king's 
commandment. 

24  By  faith  Moses,  when  grown  up,  refhsed 
to  be  called  son  of  a  daughter  of  Pharaoh; 

25  choosing  rather  to  suffer  affliction  with  the 
people  of  Gk)d,  than  to  ei\joy  the  pleasures  of  on 

26  fbr  a  season ;  esteeming  the  reproach  of  Christ 
greater  riches  than  the  treasures  of  Egypt ;  for  he 
looked  for  the  reward. 

27  By  faith  he  forsook  Egypt,  not  fearing  the 
wrath  of  the  king;  for  he  endured,  as  seeing  him 
who  is  inyisible. 

23      Through  faith  he  has  kept  the  passover,  and 
the  affusion  of  the  blood,  that  he  who  destroyed 
the  firstborn  might  not  touch  them. 
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By  faith  they  passed  through  the  Bed  sea  as  by  29 
dry  land ;  which  the  Egyptians  attempting  were 
swallowed  up. 

By  faith  the  walls  of  Jericho  fell,  after  they  80  ' 
had  been  encompassed  during  seven  days. 

By  faith  Kahab  the  harlot  did  not  perish  with  81 
them  that  believed  not,  after  having  received  the 
spies  with  peace. 

And  why  say  I  more?  For  the  time  would  fail  82 
me  to  tell  of  Gideon,  of  Barak  and  Samson 
and  Jephthah,  of  David  and  Bamuel  and  the  83 
prophets;   who  through    faith    subdued    king- 
doms, wrought  righteousness,  obtained  pronfises, 
stopped    the   mouths  of   lions,   quenched    the  84 
power  of  fire,  escaped  the  edge  of  the  sword, 
from    weakness    were    made    strong,    became 
mighty  in  war,  turned  to  flight  the  armies  of  the 
aliens. 

"Women  received  their  dead,  by  resurrection  to  86 
life ;  and  others  were  tortured,  not  accepting  de- 
liverance, that  they  might  obtain  a  better  res- 
urrection. 

And  others  had  trial  of  mockings,  and  scourg-  86 
ings,  and,  moreover,  of  bonds  and  imprison- 
ment.   They  were  stoned,  they  were  sawn  asun-  87 
der,  they  were  tempted,  they  were  slain  with 
the  sword ;  they  went  about  in  sheep-skins  and 
goats^  skins,  being  destitute,  afflicted,  tormented'; 

y.  81.     Or,  that  were  disobedient 
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88  of  wliom  l&e  worid^aa  not  worthy;  wander- 
ing in  deserts  and  monntains  and  oaree,  and 
the  clefts  of  the  earth. 
S9  And  these  all,  having  obtained  a  good  report 
40  throngh  fSaith,  did  not  receive  %e  promise ;  Go9 
having  provided  something  better  concerning 
ns,  that  thej  should  not  without  ns  be  made 
perfect. 

1  Xn.  Thebbfobe,  let  us  also, having  bo  great  a 
doud  of  witnesses  surrounding  us,  lay  aside  every 
we!g]it,   and  the  easily  besetting  sin,  and  with 

2  patience  ran  the  race  that  is  set  b^ore  us,  look- 
ing away  to  the  author  and  finisher  of  the  faith, 
Jesus ;  who  for  the  joy  set  before  him  endured 
the  cross,  despising  the  shame,  and  has  sat  down 

8  on  the  right  hand  of  the  throne  of  God.  For  con- 
sider him  who  has  endured  such  contradiction  by 
sinners  against  him,  that  ye  become  not  weary, 
fainting  in  your  souls. 

4  Ye  have  not  yet  resisted  unto  blood,  contend- 

5  ing  against  sin.  And  ye  have  forgotten  the  ex- 
hortation, which  disoonrses  with  you  as  with 
sons:  My  son,  despise  not  the  chastening  of  the 

6  Lord,  nor  faint  when  reproved  by  him;  for 
whom  the  Lord  loves  he  chastens,  and  scoui^es 

7  ever^  son  whom  he  receives.  If  ye  endure  chas- 
tening, God  deals  with  you  as  with  sons;  for 
what  son  is  there  whom  hk  fiather  ehastens  not  ? 
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But  if  ye  are  withont  ohaatisemeiity  of  which  all    8 
have  been  made  partakera,  then  are  ye  baatards, 
and  not  sons. 

Furthermore,  we  had  fathers  of  oar  flesh  who  9 
corrected  us,  and  we  gave  them  reFcrence; 
ahall  we  not  much  rather  be  in  sabjeotion  to  the 
Father  of  spirits,  and  live  ?  For  they  indeed  for  10 
a  few  days  chastened  ns  as  seemed  good  to  them ; 
but  he  for  onr  profit,  that  we  might  be  partakers 
of  his  holiness. 

Now  all  chastening  for  the  present  indeed  11 
seems  not  joyous,  but  grievoos;  but  afterward 
it  yields  the  peaceable  fruit  of  righteousness,  to 
those  who  have  been  ex^oised  thereby. 

Wherefore  lift  up  the  hands  which  hang  down,  12 
and  the  feeble  knees;  and  make  straight  paths  18 
for  your  feet,  that  the  lame.be  not  turned  out 
of  the  way,  but  rather  be  healed. 

Follow  peace  with  all,  and  holiness,  withQut  14 
which  no  one  shall  see  the  Lord ;  looking  diligept-  15 
ly,  lest  any  one  come  short  of  the  grace  of  God ; 
lest  any  root  of  bitterness  springmg  up  trouble 
yoo,  and  the  many  be  thereby  defiled;  lest  there  10 
be  any  fornicator,  or  profane  person,  as  Esau, 
who  for  one  meal  sold  his  birthright.    For  ye  17 
know  that  he  also  afterward,  when  he  wished  to 
inherit  the  glossing,  wits  rc^jeoted ;  for  he  found 
no  place  of  repentance,  though  he  sought  after 
<t  with  tears. 
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18  ^or  ye  liave  not  oome  to  a  monnt  that  is  toncfa- 
ed,  and  bnming  with  fire,  nor  to  blackness,  and 

19  darkness,  and  tempest,  and  the  sound  of  a  tmxn- 
pet,  and  the  Toice  of  words ;  which  voice  they 
who  heard  refnsed  that  more  should  be  spoken 

20  to  them;  fir  they  conld  not  bear  that  which 
was  commanded,  and  even  if  a  beast  toucl^  the 

21  mountain,  it  shall  be  stoned ;  and  so  terrible  was 
the  sight,  that  Hoses  said,  I  fear  and  tremble. 

22  But  ye  have  come  to  mount  Ziou,  and  to  the 
city  of  the  living  God,  the  heavenly  Jernsa- 

23  lem,  and  to  myriads  of  angels,  to  the  general  as- 
sembly and  church  of  the  firstborn,  who  are  en- 
rolled in  heaven,  and  to  G-od  the  Judge  of  all, 

24  and  to  the  spirits  of  just  ones  made  perfect ;  and 
to  Jesus  the  mediator  of  the  new  covenant,  and 
to  the  blood  of  sprinkling,  that  speaks  better 
than  Abel. 

26  8ee  that  ye  refuse  not  him  that  speaks ;  for 
if  they  did  not  escape,  refusing  him  that  de- 
clared the  divine  will  on  earth,  much  more  shall 
not  we,  who  turn  away  from  him  that  speaks 

26  from  heaven ;  whose  voice  then  shook  the  earth; 
but  now  he  has  promised,  saying:  Yet  once 
more  I  will  shake,  not  the  earth  only,  but  also 

27  heaven.  And  this,  Yet  once  more,  signifies  the 
removing  of  the  things  shaken,  as  of  things  that 
have  been  made,  that  the  things  which  are  not 
shaken  may  remain. 
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,  "Wluerefore,  reoeiying  a  Jdogdom  wMoh  oannot  28 
be  shaken,  let  ns  have  grace  whereby  we  may 
'  Berre  God  acceptably,  with  reverence  and  godly 

fear ;  for  our  God  is  a  consmning  fire.  29

*  Be  not  forgetful  to  entertain  strangers;  for    2

Bnt  let 
patience  have  a  perfect  work,  that  ye  may  be 
perfect  and  entire,  lacldng  in  nothing. 

But  if  any  oipe  of  yon  is  lacking  In  wisdom, 
let  him  ask  of  God,  who  gives  to  all  liberally, 
and  upbraids  not,  and  it  shall  be  given  him. 
But  let  him  ask  in  faith,  nothing  wavering ;  for 
he  that  wavers  is  like  a  wave  of  the  sea  driven 
by  the  wind  and  tossed.  For  let  Hot  that  man 
suppose  that  he  shall  receive  any  thing  from  the 
Lord ;  a  donbleminded  man,  unstable  in  aH  his 

ways.

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9     Let  the  brother  of  low  degree  glory  in  that 

10  he  is  exalted;  hut  the  rich,  in  that  he  is  made

^  pass  away.  For  the  sun  rose  with  the  bnrimig 
heat,  and  withered  the  grass,  and  its  flower  fell 
off,  and  the  grace  of  its  fashion  perished ;  so  also 
shall  the  rich  man  fade  away  in  his  ways. 

12  Happy  is  the  man  thafc  endures  temptation ;  be- 
cause, when  he  is  approved,  he  shall  receive  the 
crown  of  life,  which  He  promised  to  them  that 
love  him. 

18  Let  no  one  say  when  he  i^  tempted,  I  am 
•tempted  of  God ;  for  God  cannot  be  tempted 

14  with  evil,  and  himself  tempts  no  one.  But  each 
one  is  tempted,  when  by  his  own  lost  he  is 

15  drawn  away  and  enticed.  Then  lust,  having 
conceived,  brings  forth  sin ;  and  sin,  when  com* 

25  pleted,  brings  forth  death. 

•jtf  Do  not  err,  my  beloved  brethren.  Every  good 
gift  and  every  perfect  gift  is  from  above,  coming 
down  from  the  Father  of  the  lights,  with  whom 
there  is  no  variableness,  or  shadow  of  turning. 

18  Of  his  own  will  he  begat  us  with  the  word  of 
truth,  that  we  should  be  a  kind  of  first-fruits  of 
his  creatures. 

19  So  that,  my  beloved  brethren,  let  every  man 
be  swift  to  hear,  slow  to  speak,  slow  to  wrath; 

20  for  the  wrath  of  man  works  not  the  righteous* 
ness  of  God. 
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Wherefore,  pntting  off  all  filtlmiess  and  ez«  21 
cess  of  wickedness,  reoeive  with  meekness  the 
implanted  word,  which  is  able  to  save  your 
souls. 

But  be  doers  of  the  word,  and  not  hearers  22 
only,  deceiving  yourselves.    For  if  any  one  is  a  28 
hearer  of  the  word,  and  not  a  doer,  he  is  like  to 
a  man  beholding  his  natural  face  in  a  mirror. 
For  he  beheld  himself,  and  has  gone  away;  and  24 
inomediately  he  forgot  what  manner  of  man  he 
was.    But  he  who  looked  into  the  perfect  law,  25 
the  law  of  liberty,  and  remained  thereby,  being 
not  a  forgetful  hearer,  but  a  doer  of  work,  this 
man  shall  be  happy  in  ])is  doing. 

If  any  one  thinks  that  he  is  religious,  and  bridles  26 
not  his  tongue,  but  deceives  his  own  heart,  this 
num^s  religion  is  vain. 

Pure  religion  and  undefiled  before  God  and  the  27 
Father  is  this:  To  visit  the  fatherless  and  widows 
in  their  affliction,  to  keep  himself  unspotted  from 
the  world. 

n.    Ht  brethren,  hold  not  the  faith  of  our    1 
Lord  Jesus  Ohrist,  [the  Lord]  of  glory,  with  re- 
spect of  persons.    For  if  there  have  come  into    2 
your  assembly  a  man  with  a  gold  ring,  in  gay 
dothing,  and  there  have  come  in  also  a  poor  man    < 
in  mean  clothing;  and  ye  have  respect  to  him    8 
that  wears  the  gay  clothing,  and  say,  sit  thoa 
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kereinagoodplfloeyandsay  to  the  poor  man, 

4  stand  tboa  therefor  Bit  under  mgrfootrtool;  were 
j9  not  partial  in'  yonrsdyea,  and  become  jadges 
with  evil  thoughts  ? 

5  HearkaBy  my  belored  brethren.  Did  not  God 
chobaa  the  poor  as  to  this  wor^  to  be  rioh  in 
fidth,  and  heirs  of  the  kingdom  which  he  proanised 

6  to  tiiem  that  love  him  f  But  ye  diahonored  tiie 
poor  man.  Do  not  the  rich  oppress  yon,  and  do 
not  they  drag  yon  before  the  jodgment  aeakaf 

7  Do  not  they  blaspheme  the  worthy  name  by 
wliidi  ye  are  called!  > 

8  If  indeed  ye  fulfil  the  rc^  law,  according  to 
the  scripture,  Thou  shalt  lore  thy  neighbor  ai 

9  tiiyself,  ye  do  welL  But  if  ye  have  respect  to 
pevBons,  ye  commit  sin,  being  convicted  by  tiM 

10  law  as  transgressors.  For  whoever  shall  keep 
the  whole  law,  and  yet  offimd  in  one  point,  he  is 

11  guilty  of  all.  For  he  that  said,  Do  not  connut 
adultery,  said  also,  Do  not  kilL  Now  if  tiioa 
commit  not  adultery,  yet  if  thou  kill,  thou  art

10  And  the  third  angel  sonnded;  and  there  fell 
out  of  heaven  a  great  star,  burning  as  a  lamp, 
and  it  fell  upon  the  third  part  of  the  rivers,  and 

U  upon  the  fountains  of  the  waters.  And  the  name 
of  the  star  is  called  Wormwood.  And  the  third 
part  of  the  waters  became  wormwood;  and 
many  men  died  of  the  watefs,  because  they  were 
made  bitter. 

12  And  the  fourth  angel  sounded ;  and  the  third 
part  of  the  sun  was  smitten,  and  the  third  part 
of  the  moon,  and  the  third  part  of  the  stars,  that 
the  third  part  of  them  might  be  darkened^  and 
the  daj  not  shine  for  a  third  part  of  it,  and  Uie 
night  in  like  manner. 

18  And  I  saw,  and  heard  an  angel  flying  in  mid- 
heaven,  saying  with  a  loud  voice:  Woe,  woe, 
woe,  to  those  that  dwell  upon  the  earth,  by 
reason  of  the  remaining  voices  of  the  trumpet,  of 
the  three  angels  who  are  about  to  aound  I 
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IX.  And  tike  fiftli  angel  sounded;  and  I  unr 
a  star  fallen  out  of  heaven  to  the  earth,  and . 
there  was  given  to  hun  the  kej  of  the  pit  <^  the 
abyss.  And  he  opened  the  pit  of  the  abyss^  and 
there  went  np  a  smoke  out  of  the  pit,  as  the 
smoke  of  a  great  famaee ;  and  the  sun  aoid  the  air 
were  darkened  by  reason  of  the  smoke  of  the  pit. 
And  ont  of  the  smoke  went  for<ii  locusts  into  the 
earth ;  and  there  was  given  to  them  power,  as 
,the  scoi^ions  of  the  earth  have  power.  And  it 
was  said  to  them,  that  they  shoold  not  hnrt  the 
grass  of  the  earth,  nor  any  green  thing,  nor 
any  tree,  bnt  only  the  men  who  have  not 
the  seal  of  God  npon  their  foreheads.  And  it 
was  given  to  them,  that  they  ^onld  not  kill 
them,  but  that  they  shall  be  tormented  five 
months.  And  their  torment  is  as  the  torment 
of  a  scorpion,  when  it  has  smitten  a  man. 

And  in  those  days  men  shall  seek  death,  and 
shall  not  find  it ;  and  they  shaD  desire  to  die,  and 
death  flees  from  them. 

And  the  shapes  of  the  loonsts  were  like  to^ 
horses  prepared  ibr  battle ;  and  on  their  heads 
were  as  it  were  crowns  like  gold,  and  their  fiices 
were  as  the  faces  of  men.  And  they  had  hdr  as 
the  hair  of  women,  and  their  teeth  were  as  the 
teeth  of  lions.  And  they  had  breastplates,  as 
breastplates  of  iron ;  and  the  sovi^  of  theirwings 
was  as  the  sonnd  of  chariots  oftnany  horses  ran* 
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10  Bing  into  battle.  Andthejli/iTetanj^liketosoQr- 
pionflk  and  stingB ;  and  in  tiidr  tails  is  their  power 

11  to  hurt  men,  five  months,  Thej  have  over  them 
A  kittgi  the  angel  of  the  abTss.  His  name  in  the 
Hebrew  tongue  is  Abaddon;  bnt  in  the  Greei: 
tongue  he  has  for  a  name,  ApoUjon. 

12  .The  first  woe  is  past;  behold,  there  come  jret 
two  woes,  after  these  things. 

18  And  the  sixth  angel  sonnded;  and  I  heard  a 
voice  oat  of  the  four  horns  of  the  golden  altar 

14  which  is  before  God,  sajing  to  the  sixth  angel 
who  had  the  trumpet :  Loose  the  four  angels  who 

16  are  bound,  by  the  great  river  Euphrates.     Ai^ 
.  the  four  angels  were  loosed,  who  had  been,  pre- 
pared for  the  hour,  and  day,  and  month,  and 
year,  that  they  may  slay  the  third  part  of  men. 

16  And  the  number  of  the  armies  of  the  horsemen 
was  two  hundred  thousand  thousand.  I  heard 
the  number  of  them. 

17  And  thus  I  saw  the  horses  in  the  vision,  and 
them  that  sat  on  them,  having  breastplates  of  fire, 
and  oi  hyaointh,  and  like  brimstone ;  and  the 
heads  of  the  horses  were  as  the  heads  of  lions, 
and  out  of  their  mouths  issue  fire  and  smoke  and 

15  brimstone.  By  these  three  plagues  was  the  third 
part  of  men  killed,  by  the  fire^  and  the  smoke, 
and  the  brimstone,  which  issued  out  of  their 

10  mouths.    For  the  power  of  the  horses  is  in  their 
mouth,  and  in  the}^  tails;  for  their  tails  are  like 
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to  srerpents,  having  heads,  abd  with  them  they 
do  hurt.  And  the  rest  of  meu^  who  were  not  20 
killed  in  these  plagnes,  repeirted  not  of  the  workff 
of  their  hands,  thi^  they  should  not  worship 
.  demons,  and  idols  of  gold,  and  of  sliver,  and  of 
brass;  and  of  stone,  and  of  wood,  which  can  nei- 
ther see,  nor  hear,  nor  walk;  and  they  repented  21 
not  of  their  murders,  nor  of  their  sorceries,  nor 
of  their  fornication,  nor  of  their  thefts. 

X.    And  I  saw  another  strong  angel  coming    1 
down  out  of  heaven,  clothed  with  a  clond,  and* 
tfte  rainbow  was  npon  his  head,  and  his  face  was 
as  the  Sim,  and  his  feet  as  pillars  of  fire.    And    3 
he  had  in  his  hand  a  little  book  opened*  And  he 
set  his  ni«ht  foot  npon  the  sea,  and  the  left  upon 
the  lahd ;  and  he  cried  with  a  lond  voice,  as  a    8 
lion  roars;  and  when  he  cried,  the  seven  thun- 
ders nttored  their,  voices.    And  when  lihe  seven    4 
thunders  spoke,  I  was  about  to  write;    and  I 
heard  a  voice  out  of  heaven  saying  to  me: 
Seal  up  the  things  which  the  seven  thunders 
spoke,   and  write  them  not.    And  the  angel,    6 
whom  T  9aw  standing  upon  the  sea  and  upon  the 
land,  lifted  up  his  right  hand  to  heaven,  and 
Swarovby  him  who  lives  for  ever  and  ever,  wha 
created  heaven  and  the  things  therein,  and  the 
earth  and  the  things  therein,  and  the  sea  and  the 
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« 

things  therdn,  tbat  {here  dubll  be  time  no  Ictnger; 

t  but  in  the  daysof  theyoioettf  the  seventh  angel, 
when  he  is  about  to  sounds  then  is  the  m  jstery 
of  God  finished,  as  he  gave  the  joyful  message 
to  his  servants  tiie  prophets. 

8  And  the  voioe  which  I  heard  out  of  heaven  p 
heard]  again  speaking  to  me,  and  saying:  Gfo^ 
take  the  little  book  whioh  lies  opened  in  the  hand 
of  the  angel,  who  stands  npon  the  sea  and  upon 

0  tlie  land.  And  I  went  to  the  angel,  telling  liim 
to  give  me  the  little  book.  And  he  said  to  mes 
Take,  and  eat  it  np ;  &nd  it  shall  make  thj  beQy 
bitter,  bnt  in  thy  mouth  it  shall  be  sweet  as  hooej. 

10  And  I  took  the  little  book  oat  of  the  hand  of 
the  angel,  and  ate  it  up ;  and  it  was  in  my  month 
as  honey,  sweet;  and  when  I  had  eaten  it,  my 

11  belly  became  bitten  And  they  say  to  me:  Thon 
mnst  again  prophesy  of  many  peoples,  and  na- 
tions, and  tongnes,  and  kings. 

1  XI.  Aim  there  was  given  me  a  reed,  like  to 
a  stafi;  saying:  Rise,  and  measure  the  temple  of 
Qod,  and  the  altar,  and  ^th^n   that  worship 

2  therein.  And  the  court  which  is  without  the 
temple  leave  out,  and  measure  it  not ;  because 
it  was  gi^en  to  the  Gentiles,  and  they  shall  tread 

S  down  the  holy  city  forty-two  months.    And  I 

y.  6.     7%e  time  ^xfken  of  in  vi.  11. 
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will  give  |pow«r]  to  mj  two  witaeases,  and  they 
fliuJl  propbeej  a  thoafland  two  Lqndred  and  aiz- 
i!f  dajB,  clothed  in  aackdoth. 

These  are  the  two  oUve  tre^  and  the  two    A 
lamp^standa,  which  stand  before  the  Lord  of  the 
earth.    And  if  anj  one  desires  to  hurt  them,  fire    5 
jlpoes  forth  out  of  their  month,  and  devours  their  , 
enemies;  and  if  anj  one  demres  to  hurt  them,  he 
.  asost  in  this  manner  be  kiUed. 

These  have  power  to  shut  heaven,  that  it  rain    6 
not  in  the  days  of  their  prophecy;   and  have 
^wer  over  the  waters  to  turn  them  Uf  blood,  and  *    - 
to  smite  the  earth  with  every  plague,  as  often  as 
they  will. 

And  when  they  shall  have  finished  their  testl-    7 
mony,  the  beast  that  comes  up  ont  of  the  abyss 
•hall  make  war  with  them,  i^id  shall  overcome 
them,  and  shall  kill  them.    And  their  remains    8 
are  on  the  street  of  the  great  city,  which  spirit- 
ually is  called  Sodom  and  Egypt,  where  their 
Lord  also  was  crucified. ,  And  some  out  of  the    0 
peoples  and  tribes  and  tongues  and  nations  look 
on  thdr  remains  three  days  and  a  half,  and 
suffer  not  their  dead  bodies  to  be  put  into  a  tomb. 
And  they  that  dwell  on  the  earth  rejoice  over  10 
them,  and  are  glad;  and  they  shall  send  gifts  to 
one  another,  because  these  two  prophets  tor-.

18  •     And  in  that  hour  there  was  a  great  tnrthqnuka^ 

and  the  tenth  part  of  the  citj  fell;  and  ib  tb» 

earthquake  were  slain  of  men  seven  thotdansd 

names;  and  the  reet  became  Bittad^  and  gave 

«  glory  to  the  Ood  ot  heaven. 

44  The  second  woe  is  past;  behold,  the  tidiii 
woe  comes  qniokly. 

15  And  the  seventh  angel  sounded;  and  there 
followed  loud  voices  in  heaven,  sajing:  The 
kingdom  of  the  world  19  become  onr  Lord's, 
and  his  Christ^s;  and  he  shall  reign  for  ever 

16  and  ever.  And  the.twenty-ibar  elders^  who  sit 
before  God  on  their  thrones^  fell  npoQ  their 

17  faces,  and  woreblj^ed  God,  saying:  We  gi^0 
thanks  to  thee,  0  Lord  God  the  Almighty,  wbo 
art,  and  who  wast;  because  fiion  hast  taken  thy 

18  great  power,  and  didst  reign.  And  the  nations 
were  enraged,  and  thy  wntVt  eame,  and  tlleti»e 
of  the  dead  to  be  Judged,  and  to  give  the  rewaid 
to  thj  servants  the  ^ophets^  and  to  the  saintsy 
and  to  them  that  fear  thy  name,  the  small  and  ' 
the  great ;  and  to  destroy  these  who  desl^^y  the 
earth.

XIL    Amj>  a  great  sign  was  seen  in  heaven ;    1 
a  woman  clothed  with  the  snn,  and  the  moon 
tmder  her  feet,  and  upon  her  head  a.crown  of 
twelve  stars.

And  tiliere  was  war  in  heaven,  Michael  and  bia   T 
angels  fighting  with  the  dragon*    And  the  drag- 
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8  <m fought, and  liis  angelfl, send pi«TBiied not;  wi- 
ther was  their  place  fbnnd  an^  more-  ia  beoEves. 

9  And  the  great  dragon  was  cast  down^  the  old 
serpent,  called  the  devil  and  Satan,  who  leads 
astray  the  whole  world ;  he  was  cast  down  to  tlie 
earth,  and  his  angels  were  oast  down  with  him. 

10  And  I  heard  a  lond  yoice  in  heaves,  sajio|f ; 
Now  is  come  the  salvation,  and  the  streng^ 
-and  the  kingdom  of  onr  God,  and  t&e  aolhorit^' 
of  his  Christ ;  because  the  accuse  of  our  bretibt- 
ren  w  oast  down,  who  accused  them  be(fore  our 

11  God  day  and  night  And  they  overcame  ban, 
because  of  the  blood  of  the  Lamb,  and  be- 
cause of  the  word  of  their  testimony ;  imd  they 

12  loved  not  their  life,  unto  the  deatik.  For  thki. 
cause  rejoice,  ye  heavens,  and  they  thai  dweS  ia 
them.  Woe  to  the  earth  and  the  s^I  <  IW  the 
devil  is  come  down  to  you,  Imving  great  wn^

18      And  when  the  dragon  saw  that  he  was  east 
down  to  the  earth,  he  persecuted  the  woman  wba 

14  brouf^lit  forth  the  man»dii!d.  And  there  yf&r^ 
given  to  the  woman  the  two  wings  of  the  great 
eagle,  that  she  n^ight  fly  into  the  wilderaesB^  into 
her  place,  where  she  is  noorlehed  ior  alime^  and 
times,  and  half  a  thne,  from  thefsceof  KheserpMitr 

15  And  the  serpent  cast  out  of  his  mouth  water  as 
a  ff^od  after  the  woman,  that  £e  might  oanse  her 

16  to  be  carried  away  by  the  A^od.   <ifid  the  eartb 

7«  ^ 
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helped  the  womas;  and  the  earth  opened  her 
mouth,  and  sfwallowed  np  the  flood  whioh  the 
dragon  cast  oat  of  Ms  month. 

And  the  dragon  was  enraged  at  the  woman ;  17 
md  he  departed  to  make  wa»  with  the  rest  of 
her  seed,  who  keep  the  commandments  of  God, 
land  have  the  testimon/  of  Jesns. 

XIIL    Ain>  I  stood  upon  the  sand  of  the  sea.    1

And 
all  that  dwell  upon  the  earth  shall  worfijhip  him, 
whose  names  are  not  written  in  the  box>k  of  life 
of  the  Lamb,  which  is  slain  from  the  fonndafion 
of  the  world. 

0      If  anj  one  has  an  ear,  let  him  hear. 

10  If  any  one  is  for  captivity  he  goes  into  captiv-

4  ed  from  the  esrdu  These. are  the/  who  were 
not  defiled  with  women;  for  they  are  yirgina 
These  are  they  who  fi>Qow  the  Lamb  whither- 
soeyer  he  goes.  These  were  redeemed  from  men, 

5  a  first-froits  to  Ood  and  to  the  Lamb.  And  in 
thefr  month  was  fonnd  no  lUsehood;  for  they 
are  blameless. 

6  And  I  saw  another  angel  fijiog  in  mid-heaven, 
having  the  everlasting  gospel  to  preach  to  them 
that  dwell  on  the  earth,  and  to  everj  nation, 

T  and  tribe,  and  tongae,  and  people;  saying  with 
a  lend  voice :  Fear  God,  and  give  gloiy  to  him, 
because  the  hoar  of  his  judgment  is  come;  and 
worship  him  that  made  heaven,  and  earth,  and^ 
sea,  and  fountains  of  waters.

-    Here  is  the  patience  of  the  saints,  who  keep  the  13 
commandments  of  God,  and  the  fa&th  of  Jesus.

Write :  Happy  are  the  dead  who  die  in  the  Iiprd, 
henceforth ;  yea,  flays  the  Spirit,  that  they  shall 
rest  from  their  labors,  for  their  works  follow 
with  them. 

^And  I  saw,  and  behold  a  white  cloud,  and  14 
upon  the  cloud  one  sitting  like  to  the  Son  of 
man,  having  on  his  head  a  golden  crown,  and  in 
his  hand  a  sharp  sickle.  And  another  angel  came  15 
forth  out  of  the  temple,  crying^  with  a  loiid  voice 
to  him  that  sat  on  the  cloud :  Ptit  fbrth  thy  sickle, 
and  reap ;  because  the  time  to  reap  is  come ;  be- 
cause the  harvest  of  the  earth  is' ripe.

And  the  sea  gave  up  the  dead  18 
which  were  in  it;  and  death  and  the  underworld 
gave  up  the  dead  which  were  in  them ;  and  they 
were  judged    each    one    according   to    their 
works. 

And  death  and  the  underworld  were  cast  into  14 
the  lake  of  fire.    This  is  the  second  death,  the 
lake  of  fire.  'And  if  any  one  was  not  found  15 
written  in  the  book  of  life,  he  was  cast  into  the 
lake  of  fire. 

XXI.    And  I  saw  a  new  heaven  and  a  new    1 
earth ;  for  the  first  heaven  and  the  first  earth  • 
passed  away,  and  the  sea  is  no  more. 

And  I  saw  the  holy  city,  new  Jerusalem,  com-  2 
ing  down  out  of  heaven  f^om  God,  prepared  as  a 
bride  adorned  for  her  husband.  And  I  heard  a  8 
loud  voice  out  of  the  throne,  saying:  Behold,  the 
tabernacle  of  God  is  with  men,  and  he  will

6  And  he  that  sat  upon  the  throne  said :  Behold,  I 
make  all  things  new.  And  he  says :  Write ;  be- 
oaase  these  words  are  fidthM  and  true. 

6  And  he  said  to  me:  It  is  done.  I  am  the 
Alpha  and  the  Omega,  the  beginning  and  the 
end.    I  win  giYe  to  him  that  thirsts,  of  the 

T  fountain  of  the  water  of  life  freely.  He  that 
oreroomes  shall  inherit  these  things ;  and  I  will 
be  to  him  a  God,  and  he  shall  he  to  me  a  son. 

8  But  the  fearful,  and  nnbelieviog,  and  defiled  with 
abominations,  and  murderers,  and  fornicatorsiy 
and  sorcerers,  and  idolaters,  and  all  the  liars^ 
shall  haye  their  part  in  the  lake  whidx  bums  with 
fire  and  brimstone,  which  is  the  second  death. 

0  And  there  came  one  from  among  the  seveu 
angels,  who  have  the  seven  cups  full  of  the  seven 
last  plagues,  and  talked  with  me,  siting:  0<Hne 
hither;  I  will  show  thee  the  bride,  the  wife  of 

10  the  Lamb.  And  he  carried  me  away  in  the 
spirit  to  a  great  and  high  mountMn,  and  showed 
me  the  holy  city  JTerosalem,  coming  down  out 

11  of  heaven  from  God,  having  the  glory  of  God;

thereon,  which  are  the  names  di  the  twelve 
tribes  of  the  sons  of  Israel;  on  the  east  three  18 
gates,  and  on  the  north  three  gates,  and  on  the 
south  three  gateSi  a^d  on  the  west  three  gates. 
And  the  wall  of  the  city  had  twelve  fonndation-  14 
stones,  and  on  them  twelve  names  of  the  twelve 
i^stles  of  the  Lamb. 

And  he  that  talked  with  me  had  a  golden  1$ 
reed  ior  a  measure,  that  he  might  measnre  the 
tttf,  and  the  gates  thereof  and  the  wall  thereof. 
And  the  dty  lies  foursquare,  and  its  length  is  as  16 
great  as  the  breadth.  And  he  measured  the  city 
with  the  reed,  twelve  thousand  furlongs.  The 
length  and  the  breadth  aod  the  height  of  it  are 
equil. 

And  he  measured  the  wstll  thereol^  a  hundred  17 
and  forty-four  cubits,  H.he  measure  of  a  man, 
which  is  that  x>f  an  augeL    And  the  structure  18 
of  its  wall  was  jasper ;  and  the  city  was  pure   . 
gdid,  like  to  pure  glasc).    The  foundation-stones  19 
of  the  wall  of  the  city  were  adorned  with  every 
preoious  stone.    Tbe  first  foundation-stone  was 
jasper;  the  second,  sapphire;  the  third,  chalce- 
dony ;  the  fourth,  emerald ;  the  fifth,  sardonyx ;  20 
the  sixth,  sardius;  the  seventh,  chrysolite;  the 
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eigbih,  )>er7l;   the  ninth,  topaz;    the    tenth, 

chrysoprasns ;  the  eleventh,  hyacinth;  the 
91  twelfth,  amethyBt    And  the  twelve  gates  were 

twelve  pearls;   each  several  gate  was  of  one 

pearl ;  and  the  street  of  the  oitjr  was  pure  gold, 

as  transparent  glass. 
22      And  I  saw  in  it  no  temple ;  for  the  Lord  God 

the  Almighty  is  its  temple,  and  the  Lamb. 
98      And  the  city  has  no  need  of  the  snn,  neither 

of  the  moon,  to  shine  on  it ;  for  the  glory  oi 

God  lightened  it,  and  the  Lamb  is  the  light 
9i  thereof.     And  the  nations  shall  walk  by  its 

light ;  and  the  kings  of  the  earth  bring  their 
25  glory  into  it.  And  its  gates  shall  not  be  abut 
96  by  day;  for  there  shall  be  no  night  there ;  and 

they  shall  bring  the  glory  and  the  honor  of  the 
27  nations  into  it.    And  there  shaU  not  enter  into 

it  any  thing  unclean,  or  that  works  abominatioii 

or  falsehood;  bnt  they  who  are  written  in  the 

LamVs  book  of  lifd. 

1  XXn.  Ajrn  he  showed  me  a  river  of  water 
of  life,  clear  as  crystal,  proceeding  oat  of  the 

2  throne  of  God  and  of  the  Lamb.  In  the  midst 
of  its  street,  and  on  either  side  of  the  river, 
was  a  tree  of  life,  bearing  twelve  frnits,  yield- 
ing its  frait  every  month;  and  the  leaves  of 
the  ibree  are  for  the  lieaHng  of  the  nations. 

8  And  there  eiball  be  no  more  onrse.    And  the

Behold,  I  oome  quickly.    Happy  is  he  that  keeps    7

And  I,  John,  am  he  who  heard  and  aaw  the^  8 
things.  And  when  I  heard  and  saw,  I  fell  doirn 
to  worship  before  the  feet  of  the  angsl  who 
"  ahowedtme  these  things.

first  and  the  last,  the  b^inning  and  the  end. 

14  Hap{i7^are  they  who  wash  their  robes,  that  they 
may  have  r^ht  to  the  tree  of  life,  and  may  en- 

15  ter  by  the  gates  into  the  city.  Without  are  the 
dogs,  and  tiie  sorcerers,  and  the  fornicators,  and 
the  murderers,  and  the  idolaters,  and  everyone 
that  loves  and  makes  a  lie. 

16  I,  Jesus,  sent  my  angel,  to  testify  to  yon  these 
things  in  the  churches..  I  am  the  .root  and  the 
offspring  of  David,  the  bright,  morning  star. 

17  And  the  Spirit  and  the  bride  say,  Come.  And 
let  him  that  hears  say,  Come.  And  let  hina  that 
thirsts,  come ;  let  him  that  wiH;  take  the  water 
of  Hfe  freely. 

18  I  testify  to  every  one  that  hears  the  words  of 
the  prophecy  of  this  book,  if  any  one  shall  add
